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PREFACE. 


In the following Revision of the Authorized Version of the 
Old Testament, the aim of the Translator has been to shew 
in the Text, by greater exactness, those peculiarities which 
others have been content to point out in Notes and Com¬ 
mentaries. 

Not confining his care to passages of theological impor¬ 
tance, he has wished to throw what light he could upon 
ancient manners and customs; upon geography, as in the 
list of nations in Genesis x., and the march out of Tlgypt in 
Numbers xxxiii.; and upon antiquities, as in the description 
of the Temple in 1 Kings vi. and Ezekiel xl. 

He has seldom ventured upon any great change of words, 
except when his own judgment was supported by that of 
the scholars who have gone before him in Biblical studies. 
His excuse for his undertaking must bo, that those who are 
better qualified have not had the same aim; and he hopes 
that it may be an encouragement to those who possess 
greater knowledge of the niceties of the Hebrew language 
to follow in the same path. 

He has translated from Van der Hooght’s edition of the 
Hebrew Bible, printed in Amsterdam in 1705 ; except 
when, in a few eases, he has followed some of the various 
readings so industriously collected by Dr. Kennicott. 

In order that the Books may be more easily understood, 
they are divided into Paragraphs; and the division into

Chapters and Verses has jjeen discontinued. The numbers 
of Chapter and Verse arc thrown into the margin. 

The poetical portions only are arranged in short verses, 
as in Genesis xlix., Deut. xxxii., and in Job, the Psalms, 
Proverbs, and Solomon’s Song. The Prophets, though 
highly poetical, are not written in lines of such even length 
that they can be conveniently so printed. 

Those portions which are quoted from earlier Books aro 
printed in Italics, as in Numbers xiv. 18 and 2 Kings 
xxii. 17. 

The speeches are marked out with inverted commas. 

Stars, thus * * *, are inserted in the case of broken 
sentences where some words seem wanting, as in the speech 
to Cain, Genesis iv. 7, and in Numbers xxvi. 3. 

Words in capital letters mark the beginning of new 
matter, as in Genesis ii. 4; and sometimes they mark the 
subject, although not at the beginning of a sentence, as 
the several kinds of offerings in the Book of Leviticus, vi. 
vii. viii. 

A black line marks an abrupt change of subject; some¬ 
times from two pieces of writing being united as if they 
were one, as in Leviticus xxiv., Isaiah, Zechariah, and 
Daniel; and sometimes from a few verses having been mis¬ 
placed, as in Isaiah xli. C, 7. 

The lists of names, whether of persons or of places, are 
sometimes printed in a tabular form, as in Joshua xv., Nehe- 
miah vii. 

The Hebrew letters have been placed at the beginning 
of the proper lines of the alphabetic or acrostic poems, as 
in Proverbs xxxi, Lamentations, and in several Psalms. 

Those parts of the Books of Ezra and Daniel, and one „ 
verse in Jeremiah, chap, x., which are in the Chaldee „ 
language, are marked by stars in the margin, thus— t . 

Square brackets include those few words which are added 
to the text by way of explanation. They are, 
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1st. A second or explanatory translation, as of Giants [or 
Fallen ones] in Numbers xiii. 33. 

2nd. The more usual names of soma countries, as of 
Ararat [or Armenia] in Genesis viii. 4; and of some persons, 
as of Ahasueras [or Xerxes I.], Esther i. 1. 

3rd. The translation of some proper names, when the 
argument rests upon their meaning; as in the case of Moses 
[or liaise up], Exod. ii. 10 and Isaiah xliii. 11, and of Job 
[or the Persecuted], Job i. 1. 

4th. The name of the speaker, as in Solomon’s Song, 
Job, chap. xlii.; or the name of the person spoken to, as in 
Psalm xlv.; or of the person spoken of, as in Daniel xi. 

5th. The value of the Hebrew weights and measures, 
not with scientific exactness, but sufficiently so to explain 
the narrative, as a Shekel [or half ounce], an Ephah [or 
bushel]. 

6 th. The chapter and verso of a former Book, when a 
reference is made to it in one of the later Books, as in 
Joshua xiv. 2, Nehemiah viii. 14. 

And lastly, the Dates. 

In the earlier books, the Dates are counted forward from 
the creation of Adam, by the age of each patriarch at the 
birth of his son; and they are marked A.M., as in Genesis 
v. vii. xi. xii., thus shewing the chronology accepted by the 
Hebrew writers. In the later books, the dates are counted 
backward from the Christian era according to the received 
chronology, and they are marked B.C., as in 1 Chron. iii. 
The two series of dates meet in the fourth year of Solomon’s 
reign, in 1 Kings vi. 1.

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‘ thee ; they shall he male and female. Of fowls after 20 
‘ their kind, and of cattlo after their kind, of every creeping 
‘ thing of the earth after its kind, two of each shall como 
‘ unto thee, to keep them alive. And take thou unto thee 21 
‘ of all food that is eaten, and thou slialt gather it to thee ; 

‘ and it shall he for food for thee, and for them.’ Thus 22 
did Noah ; according to all that God commanded him, so 
did he. 

And Jehovah said unto Noah, ‘Come thou and all thy 1 
1 house into the ark ; for theo have I seen righteous before 
‘ me in this generation. Of every clean beast thou shalt 2 
‘ take to thee by sevens, the male and his female ; and of 
‘ beasts that are not clean by two, the male and his female. 

‘ Of fowls also of the air by sevens, the male and the a 
‘ female ; to keep seed alive upon the face of all the earth. 
‘For after seven days, I will cause it to rain upon the 4 
‘ earth for forty days and forty nights; and every living 
‘substance that I have made will I destroy from off the 
‘ face of the earth.’ And Noah did according unto all that 0 
Jehovah commanded him. 

And Noah was six hundred years old when the Flood of 0 
"Waters was upon the earth [A. M. 1656]. And Noah " 
went in, and his sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him, into the ark, because of the waters of the Flood. 

Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are not clean, and of 8 
fowls, and of every thing that creepeth upon the earth, 
there went in two and two unto Noah into the ark, the » 
male and the female, as God had commanded Noah. / 

And it came to pass after seven days, that the Waters of 
the Flood were upon the earth. In the six hundredth year 11 
of Noah’s life, in the second month, on the seventeenth 
day of the month, on that day were all the fountains of the 
great deep broken up, and the windows of the heavens 
were opened. y And the rain was upon the earth forty 12 
days and forty nights. In the selfsame day entered Noah, 13 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the sons of Noah, and 
Noah’s wife, and the three wives of his sons with them, 
into the ark ; they, and every wild beast after its kind, 14 
and all the cattle after their kind, and every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth after its kind, and every 
fowl after its kind, every bird of every sort. And they 15 
went in unto Noah into the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
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c wherein is the breath of life. And they that went in, 
went in male and female of all flesh, as God had com¬ 
manded him.) And Jehovah shut him in. 
it And the Flood was forty days upon the earth ; and the 
waters increased, and bare up the ark, and it was lifted up 
is above the earth. 'And the waters prevailed, and were in¬ 
creased greatly upon the earth. And the ark went upon 
is) the face of the waters. And when the waters had pre¬ 
vailed exceedingly upon the earth, all the high hills, that 

20 were under the whole heavens, were covered. Fifteen 
cubits upward did the waters prevail; and the mountains 

21 were covered. And all flesh perished that moved upon 
the earth, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of wild beast, 
and of every creeping tiling that creepeth upon the earth, 

22 and every man ; all that breathed the spirit of life in their 

20 nostrils, of all that was on the dry land, died. 1 And every 
living substance was wiped out which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and the creeping things, 
and the fowl of the heavens ; and they were wiped off from 
the earth; and Noah only remained, and they that were 

21 with him in the ark. And the waters prevailed upon the 
earth an hundred and fifty days. 

1 Then God remembered Noah, and every living thing, 
and all the cattle that was with him in the ark. And 
God made a wind, to pass over the earth, and the waters 

2 were assuaged. The fountains also of the deep and the 
windows of the heavens were stopped,, and the rain from 

2 the heavens was restrained. And the waters returned from 
off the earth gradually; and after the end of the hundred 
4 and fifty days the waters decreased. And the ark rested 
in the seventh month, on the seventeenth day of the 
'■> month, upon the mountains of Ararat [or Armenia]. And 
the waters went on decreasing until the tenth month. In 
the tenth month, on the first day of the month, were the 
tops of the mountains seen. 

0 And it came to pass at the end of forty days, that Noah 
t opened the window of the ark which he had made; and 
lie sent forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, until 

8 the waters were dried up from oil the earth. Also he 
sent forth a dove from him, to see if the waters wero 

9 abated from off tho face of the ground, but the dove 
found no rest for the sole of her foot, and she returned 
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unto him into the ark, for the waters were on the face of 
the whole earth. Then he put forth his hand, and took 
her, and pulled her in unto him into the ark. And he 10 
stayed yet other seven days ; and again he sent forth the 
dove out of the ark, and the dove came in to him in the n 
evening; and, lo, in her mouth was an olive leaf plucked 
off. So Noah knew that the waters were abated from off 
the earth. And he stayed yet other seven days ; and sent 12 
forth the dove; and it returned not again unto him any 
more. 

And it came to pass in the six hundredth and first year, u 
in the first month, the first day of the month, the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. And Noah removed the 
covering of the ark, and looked, and, behold, the face of 
the ground was dry. And in the second month, on the n 
seven and twentieth day of the month, the earth was dried. 
And God spake unto Noah, saying, ‘Go forth out of the 15 
‘ ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, and thy sons’ wives 1,1 
‘ with thee. Bring forth with thee every living thing that 17 
‘ is with thee, of all flesh, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of 
‘ every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth ; that 
‘ they may breed abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, 

‘ and multiply upon the earth.’ And Noah went forth, and 19 
his sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives with him. Every w 
beast, every creeping thing, and every fowl, and whatsoever 
creepeth upon the earth, after their families, went forth 
out of the ark .) 

And Noah builded an altar unto Jehovah ; and took of 20 
every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar. And Jehovah smelled the 21 
sweet smell; and Jehovah said in his heart, ‘I will not 
‘ again curse the ground any more for man’s sake ; although 
‘ the fashion of man’s heart is evil from his youth; neither 
‘ will I again smite any more every thing living, as I have 
‘done. During all the days of the earth, seedtime and 22 
‘ harvest, and cold and heat, and summer and winter, and 
‘ day and night shall not cease.’ 

And God blessed Noah and his sons, and said unto 1 
them, ‘ Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the earth. And 2 
‘ the fear of you and the dread of you shall be upon every 
‘ beast of the earth, and upon every fowl of the air, upon 
* all that moveth upon the ground, and upon all the fishes 
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a ‘ of the sea; into your hand are they delivered. Every 
‘ moving thing that liveth shall be food for you ; even as 

i ‘ the green herb have I given you all things. But flesh 
‘ with the life thereof, and the blood thereof, shall ye not 

h ‘ eat. And surely your blood of your lives will I require ; 
4 at the hand of every beast will I require it, and at the 
‘ hand of man ; at the hand of every man’s brother will I 
n 1 require the life of man. Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, 

1 by man shall his blood be shed,’ (for in the image of God 
v he had made man). ‘And you, be ye fruitful, and mul- 
‘ tiply ; bring forth abundantly on the earth, and multiply 
‘ thereon.’ 

fi And God spake unto Noah, and to his sons with him, 
‘J saying, ‘ And I, behold, I will establish my covenant with 
iu ‘you, and with your seed after you ; and with every living 
‘ creature that is with you, of the fowl, of the cattle, and of 
‘ every wild beast of the earth with you ; from all that go 

ii ‘ out of the ark, to every wild beast of the earth. And I 
‘ will establish my covenant with you; neither shall all 
‘ flesh be cut off any more by the waters of a Flood; 

1 neither shall there any more be a Flood to destroy the 

12 ‘ earth.’ And God said, ‘This is the token of the covenant 
‘ which I make between me and you and every living crea- 

13 ‘ ture that is with you, for perpetual generations. I have set 
‘ my Bow in the cloud, and it shall bo for a token of a 

h ‘covenant between mo and the earth. And it shall come 
‘ to pass, when I bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
15 ‘ Bow shall be seen in the cloud. And I will remember 
‘my covenant, which is between me and you and every 
‘ living creature of all flesh ; and the waters shall no more 
w ‘ become a Flood to destroy all flesh. And the Bow shall 
‘ be in the cloud; and I will look upon it, that I may 
‘remember the everlasting covenant between God and 
‘ every living creature of all flesh that is upon the earth.’ 
ii And God said unto Noah, ‘This is the token of the cove- 
‘ nant, which tame I have established between me and all 
‘ flesh that is upon the earth.’ 

is And the sons of Noah, that went forth of the ark, were 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth; and Ham is the father of 
m Canaan. These are the three sons of Noah, and of them 
2l * was the whole earth overspread. And Noah was the first 
2i to be an husbandman. And he planted a vineyard, and 
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he drank of the wine, and was drunken. And lie was un¬ 
covered within his tent. And Ham, the father of Canaan, 32 
saw the nakedness of his father, and told his two brethren 
who were without. And Shorn and Japheth took a cloak 23 
and laid it upon both their shoulders, and walked backward, 
and covered the nakedness of their father. And their faces 
wore backward, and they saw not their father’s nakedness. 
And Noah awoke from his wine, and knew what his younger 24 
son had done unto him. And he said, 25 

‘ Cursed be Canaan ; 

‘ A servant of servants shall he be unto his brethren.’ 

And he said, 26 

‘ Blessed be Jehovah, the God of Shem; 

‘ And Canaan shall be his servant. 

‘ God will enlarge Japheth, 27 

1 And he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 

‘ And Canaan shall be his servant.’ 

And Noah lived after the Flood three hundred and fifty 28 
years. And all the days of Noah were nine hundred and 211 
fifty years ; and he died. 

Now these are the generations of the sons of Noah, 1 
Shem, Ham, and Japheth. And unto them were sons 
born after the Flood. The sons of Japheth ; Gomer [or 2 
the Cimerians], and Magog [or the Scythians], and Madai [or 
the Modes], and Javan [or the Ionians], and Tubal [or the 
Tibareni], and Meshech [or the Moschi], and Tiras [or the 
Thracians], 

And the sons of Gomer; Ashkenaz, and Biphath, and 9 
Togarmah [parts of Armenia], 

And the sons of Javan; Elishah [or Greece], and Tar- * 
shish [or Tarsus], Chittiin [or the Cyprians], and Dodanim 
[or the Ehodians], By these were the isles of the Nations 9 
divided in their lands; every one after his tongue, after 
their families, in their nations. 

And the sons of Ham ; Cush [or Ethiopia], and Mizraim ® 
[or Lower Egypt], and Phut [or North Africa], and Canaan. > 
And the sons of Cush , Seba [or Meroe], and Uavilah, and 2 
Sabtah, and Baamah, and Sabtechah [parts of Arabia], 

And the sons of Baamah ; Sheba, and Ifedan. j 

And Cush begat Nimrod. He was the first to be a 9 
mighty one on the earth. He was a mighty hunter before 9 
Jehovah ; wherefore it is said, ‘ Even-as Nimrod the mighty 
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no ‘hunter before Jehovah.’ And the beginning of his king¬ 
dom was Babel [or Babylon], and Erech, and Accad, and 
in Calneh, in the land of Shinar [or Babylonia]. Out of 
that land'%ent forth'Asshur [or the Assyrians], and builded 
ns Nineveh, and the city Rehoboth, and Calah, and Resell 
between Nineveh and Calah ; the same is a great city.' 
is And Mizraim begat Ludim [the Egyptian Arabs], and 
Anamim, and Lehabim [or the Libyans], and Naphtuhim, 
in and Pathrusim [or Upper Egypt], and Casluhim, (out of 
whom came the Philistines), and the Caphtorites. 
is And Canaan begat Sidon his first-born, and Heth [or tho 
m Hittites], and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, and the 
i it Girgasites, and the Hivites, and the Arkites, and the 
: is Sinites, and the Arvadites, and the Zeniarites, and the 
Hamatkites. And afterward were the families of the 
: lo Canaanites spread abroad. (And the boundary of the Canaan- 
ites was from Sidon as thou goest to Gerar, unto Gaza as 
thou goest to Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, and 
Zebiim, even unto Lasha. % 

i on These are the sons of Ham, after their families, after 
their tongues, in their countries, and in their nations. 

: 21 Unto Shein also were children born. Ho was the father of 
all the children ofijEber, the brother of Japheth the elder, 
i 22 The children of Shem ; Elam [or Western Persia], and 
Asshur [or the Assyrians], and Arep-chashad [or the Chal¬ 
dees], and Lud [or the Lydians], and Aram [or the Syrians], 
i 23 And the children of Aram ; Uz, and Hul, and Gether, 

1 2 i and Mesh. And Arep-chashad begat Salah. 

And Salah begat Eber [or the Hebrews]. 

1 25 And unto Eber were born two sons. The name of ono 
was Peleg [or Division] ;(for in his days was the earth 
divided j> and his brother’s name was Joktan. x 
: so And Joktan begat Almodad, and Sheleph, and Hazar- 
' 27 maveth, and Jerah, and Hadoram [or Hadramout], and 
■ 28 Uzal, and Diklah, and Obal, and Abimael, and Sheba, 
20 and Ophir, and Havilah, and Jobab; all these were the 
30 sons of Joktan. (And their dwelling was in the East, from 
Mcsha, as thou goest unto Sephar [or the Written] moun- 
■ 3i tain [mount Serbal].) These are the sons of Shem, after their 
families, after their tongues, in their lands, after their 
nations. 

“2 These arc the families of the sons of Noah, after their 
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generations, in their nations; and by these were the

And the whole earth was of one language, and of one 1 
speech. And it came to pass, as they journeyed eastward, 2 
that they found a valley in the land of Shinar; and they 
dwelt there. And they said one to another, ‘Go to, 3 
‘let us make bricks, and bum them thoroughly.’ And 
they had bricks for stone, and bitumen had they for mortar. 
And they said, ‘ Go to, let us build us a city and a tower, 4

‘ us a name, lest we be scattered abroad upon the face of

And Arep-chashad lived five and thirty years, and 12 
begat Salah [A.M. 1693]. And Arep-chashad lived after 13 
he begat Salah four hundred and three years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

And Salah lived thirty years, and begat Eber [A. M. 17 23], h 
A nd Salah lived after he begat Eber four hundred and is 
three years, and begat sons and daughters. 

And Eber lived four and thirty years, and begat Peleg is 
[A.M. 1757]. And Eber lived after he begat Peleg four it 
hundred and thirty years, and begat sons and daughters. 

And Peleg lived thirty years, and begat Beu [A.M. 1787], 18 
And Peleg lived after he begat Reu two hundred and nine i» 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 
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20 And Rcu lived two and thirty years, and begat Serug 

21 [A. M. 1819]. And Ecu lived after he begat Serng two 
hundred and seven years, and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years and begat Nahor [A. M. 

23 1849]. And Serug lived after ho begat Nahor two hun¬ 
dred years, and begat sons and daughters. 

2 i And Nahor lived nine and twenty years, and begat 

25 Terah [A. M. 1878], And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, and begat sons and 
daughters. 

20 And Terah lived seventy years, and begat Abram, Nahor, 
and Haran [A. M. 1948], 

27 Now these are the generations of Terah. Torah 
begat Abram, Nahor, and ITaran; and Haran begat Lot. 

2» And Haran died before his father Terah in the land of his 

29 birth, in Ur of the Chaldees. And Abram and Nahor 
took them wives. The name of Abram's wife was Sarai; 
and the name of Nahor’s wife, Milcah, the daughter of 
Haran, the father of Milcah, and the father of Iscah. 

30 But Sarai was barren ; she had no child. And Terah took 

31 Abram his son, and Lot the son of Haran his son’s son, 
and Sarai his daughter in law, his son Abram’s wife ; and 
they went forth with them from Ur of the Chaldees, to go 
into the land of Canaan. And they came unto Haran, 

02 and dwelt there. And the days of Terah were two hun¬ 
dred and five years ; and Terah died in Haran. 

fi Now Jehovah h4d said unto Abram, ‘Get thee out of 
Y‘ thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father’s 
2 ‘house, unto a land that I will shew thee. And I will 
‘ make of thee a great nation, and I will bless thee, and 
‘ make thy name great; and thou shalt be a blessing, 
s ‘ And I will bless them that bless thee, and curse him that

* ‘be blessed.’ So Abram departed, as Jehovah had spoken 
unto him; and Lot went with him. And Abram was

his brother’s son, and all their substance that they had 
gathered, and the souls that they had gotten in Haran ; 
and they went forth to go into the land of Canaan; and 
they came into the land of Canaan. 

0 And Abram passed through the land unto the place of 
o 
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Sichem, unto the oak of Morch. And the Canaanites 
were then in the land. And Jehovah appeared unto 7 
Abram, and aaid, ‘ Unto thy seed will I give this land.’ 
And there builded he an altar unto Jehovah, who had 
appeared unto him. And he removed from thence unto a s 
mountain on the east of Beth-el, and pitched his tent, 
having Beth-el on the west, and Hai on the east. And 
there he builded an altar unto Jehovah, and called upon 
the name of Jehovah. And Abram journeyed, going on » 
and journeying towards the South country. 

And there was a famine in the land, and Abram went 10 
down into Lower Egypt to sojourn there; for the famine 
was grievous in the land. And it came to pass, when he n 
was come near to enter into Lower Egypt, that he said 
unto Sarai his wife, ‘ Behold now, I know that thou art a 
‘ fair woman to look upon. Therefore it shall come to pass, 12 
‘ when the Egyptians shall see thee, that they shall say, 

‘ This is his wife; and they will kill me, but they will 
‘ save thee alive. Say, I pray thee, thou art my sister; is 
‘ so that it may be well with me for thy sake; and my 
‘ soul shall live because of thee.’ 

And it came to pass, that, when Abram was come into 14 
Lower Egypt, the Egyptians beheld the woman that she 
was very fair. The princes also of Pharaoh [or The King] is 
saw her, and commended her before Pharaoh. And the 
woman was taken into Pharaoh’s house. And he treated is 
Abram well for her sake. And he had sheep, and oxen, and 
he asses, and men-servants, and maid-servants, and she 
asses, and camels. And Jehovah plagued Pharaoh and his 17 
house with great plagues because of Sarai, Abram’s wife. 
And Pharaoh called Abram, and said, ‘ What is this that 18 
‘ thou hast done unto me 1 Why didst thou not tell me 
‘ that she was thy wife 1 Why saidst thou, She is my is 
‘ sister ? so I might have taken her to me to wife. Now 
‘ therefore behold thy wife, take her, and go thy way.’ 
And Pharaoh commanded his men concerning him. And 20 
they sent him away, and his wife, and all that he had. 

And Abram went up out of Egypt, he, and his wife, 1 
and all that he had, and Lot with him, into the South 
country [of Canaan]. And Abram was very rich in cattle, 2 
in silver, and in gold. And he went on his journeys from s 
the South country even to Beth-el, unto the place where 
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his tent had been at the beginning, between Beth-el and 
4 Hai; unto the place of the altar, which he had made there 
at the first; and there Abram called on the name of 
Jehovah. 

s And Lot also, who went with Abram, had flocks, and 
c herds, and tents. ( And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together ; for their substance 
v was great, so that they could not dwell together. And 
there was a strife between the herdmen of Abram’s cattle 
aud the herdmen of Lot’s cattle. And the Canaanites 
« and the Perizzites dwelled then in the land. And Abram 
said unto Lot, 1 Let there be no strife, I pray thee, between 
‘ me and thee, and between my herdmen and thy herdmen; 
'j ‘ for we be brethren. Is not the. whole land before thee ? 
‘Separate thyself, I pray thee, from me. If to the left 
‘ hand, then I will go to the right; or if to the right hand, 

10 ‘ then I will go to the left.’ And Lot lifted up his eyes, 
and beheld all the country round the Jordan (for it was 
well watered everywhere, before Jehovah destroyed Sodom 
and Gomorrah, even as the garden of Jehovah, like the 

11 land of Lower Egypt), as thou goest unto Zoar. And 
Lot chose him all the country round the Jordan. And 
Lot journeyed eastward ; and they separated themselves 

12 the one from the other. Abram dwelled in the land of 
Canaan, and Lot dwelled in the cities of the country 
round [the Jordan], and pitched his tent toward Sodom. 

13 But the men of Sodom were wicked and sinners before 
Jehovah exceedingly. 

14 And Jehovah said unto Abram, after that Lot was sepa¬ 
rated from him, ‘ Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
‘ the place where thou art northward, and southward, and 

is ‘ eastward, and westward. For all the land which thou 
' seest, to thee will I give it, and to thy seed for ever, 
is ‘ And I will make thy seed as the dust of the earth; so 
‘that if a man can number the dust of the earth, then 
17 ‘shall thy seed also be numbered. Arise, walk through 
‘ the land in the length of it and in the breadth of it; for 
is ‘ I will give it unto thee.’ Then Abram removed his tent, 
and wept and dwelt at the Oaks of Mamre, which are in 
Hebron, and built there an altar unto Jehovah, 
i And it oame to pass in the days of Amraphel king of 
Shinar [or Babylonia], Arioch king of Ellasar, Chedor- 
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laomer king of Elam [or Western Persia], and Tidal king 
of nations ; that these made war against Bera king of a 
Sodom, and against Birslia king of Gomorrah, Shinab king 
of Admah, and Shemeber king of Zebiim, and the king of 
Bela, which is Zoar. All these wore joined together in a 
the vale of Siddim, which is the Salt Sea. Twelve years 4 
they served Chedorlaomer, and in the thirteenth year they 
rebelled. And in the fourteenth year came Chedorlaomer, 6 
and the kings that were with him, and smote the Rephaites 
[or giants] near the Horned Ashteroth, and the Zuzites [or 
strong ones] in Ham, and the Emites [or terrible ones] in

Seir, unto the Oak of Paran, which is by the desert. And ^ 
they returned, and came to Ain-mishpat, which is Kadesh, 
and smote all the country of the Amalekites, and also the 
Amorites, that dwelt in Hazezon-tamar. And there went a 
out the king of Sodom, and the king of Gomorrah, and 
the king of Admah, and the king of Zebiim, and the king 
of Bela (the same is Zoar); and they joined battle against 
them in the vale of Siddim ; against Chedorlaomer the a 
king of Elam, and against Tidal king of nations, and Am- 
raphel king of Shinar, and Arioch king of Ellasar; four 
kings against five. And the vale of Siddim was full of io 
pits of bitumen; and the kings of Sodom and Gomorrah 
fled, and fell there ; and they that remained lied to the 
mountain. And they took all the goods of Sodom and u 
Gomorrah, and all their victuals, and went their way. 
And they took Lot, Abram’s brother’s son, who dwelt in 12 
Sodom, and his goods, and departed. 

And there came one that had escaped, and told Abram 1* 
the Hebrew ; for he dwelt at the Oaks of Mamre the 
Amorite, brother of Eshcol, and brother of Aner ; and 
these were confederate with Abram. And when Abram 14 


heard that his brother was taken captive, he drew out his 
trained men, the men bom in his own house, three hun¬ 
dred and eighteen, and pursued them unto Dan. And he is 
and his servants divided themselves against them by 
night, and smote them, and pursued them unto Hobah, 
which is on the left hand of Damascus. And he brought is 
back all the goods, and also brought again his brother 
Lot, and his goods, and the women also, and the people. 

And the king of Sodom went out to meet him after his n 
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return from the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and of the 
kings that were with him, at the Valley of the Plain, 
la which is the King’s Valley. And Melchizedek king of 
Salem [or Jerusalem] brought forth bread and wine ; and 
i!> he was the priest of God the Most High. And he blessed 
him, and said, ‘ Blessed be Abram of God the Most High, 
28 ‘ possessor of heaven and earth ; and blessed be God the 
‘ Most High, who hath delivered thine enemies into thy 
2 i 1 hand.’ And he gave him tithes of all. And the king of 
Sodom said unto Abram, ‘ Give me the persons, and take 
2i ‘ the goods to thyself.’ And Abram said to the king of 
Sodom, 1 1 have lift up mine hand unto Jehovah God the 
2 i ‘ Most High, the possessor of heaven and earth. Not a 
‘ thread, not even a shoe-tie, not any thing that is thine 
‘ will I take, lest thou shouldest say, I have made Abram 
2 i 1 rich; save only that which the young men have eaten, 
‘and the portion of the men who went with me, Aner, 

‘ Eshcol, and Mamre ; let them take their portion.' 

1 After these things the word of Jehovah came unto 
Abram in a vision, saying, ‘ Fear not, Abram; I am thy 

2 ‘ shield, thy exceeding great reward.’ And Abram said, 

‘ 0 Lord Jehovah, what wilt thou give me, seeing I go 
‘ childless, and the possessor of my house will be this 

3 ‘ Eliezer of Damascus ?’ And Abram said, ‘ Behold, to me 
‘ thou hast given no seed ; and, lo, one born in my house 

i ‘will possess after me.’ And, behold, tho word of Jeho¬ 
vah came unto him, saying, ‘This one shall not possess 
‘ after thee ; but he that shall come forth out of thine own 
5 ‘bowels shall possess after thee.’ And he brought him 
forth abroad, and said, ‘Look now toward the heavens, 
‘ and number the stars, if thou be able to number them.’ 
o And he said unto him, ‘ So shall thy seed be.’ And he 
believed in Jehovah; and he counted it to him for righ- 
i tcousness. And he said unto him, ‘ I am Jehovah who 
‘brought thee out of Ur of tho Chaldees, to give thee this 
s ‘ land to possess it.’ And ho said, ‘ 0 Lord Jehovah, whereby 
9 ‘ shall I know that I shall possess it V And he said unto 
him, ‘ Take for me an heifer of three years old, and a she 
‘ goat of three years old, and a ram of three years old, and 
10 ‘ a turtledove, and a young pigeon.’ And he took unto 
him all these, and divided them in tho midst, and laid 
each piece one against another; but the birds divided he 
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not. And when the birds of prey came down upon the n 
carcases, Abram drove them away. And when the sun 12 
was going down, a deep sleep fell upon Abram ; and, lo, a 
fearful great darkness fell upon him. And He said unto is 
Abram, ‘ Know of a surety that thy seed shall be a stranger 
‘ in a land that is not theirs, and shall serve them; and 
‘ they shall afflict them four hundred years. And also that 14 
‘ nation, whom they shall serve, will I judge; and after- 
‘ ward shall they come out with great substance. But thou is 
1 shalt go to thy fathers in peace ; thou shalt be buried in 
‘ a good old age. And the fourth generation shall come 10 
‘ hither again ; for the iniquity of the Amorites is not yet 
‘ full.’ And it came to pass, that, when the sun went down, n 
and it was dark, behold a smoking furnace, and a torch of 
fire that passed between those pieces. In the same day is 
Jehovah made a covenant with Abram, saying, ‘Unto thy 
‘ seed have I given this land, from the river of Egypt unto 
‘ the great river, the river Euphrates ; the Kenites, and the 10 
‘Kenizzites, and the Kadmonites, and the Hittites, and 20 
‘ the Perizzites, and the Rephaites, and the Amorites, and 21 
‘the Canaanites, and the Girgashites, and the Jebusites.’ 

Now Sarai Abram’s wife bare him no children ; and she 1 
had an handmaid, an Egyptian, whose name was Hagar [or 
Flight].^/ And Sarai said unto Abram, ‘ Behold now, Jelio- 2 
‘ vah hath restrained me from bearing. I pray thee, go in 
‘ unto my handmaid; it may be that I may be builded up 
‘ by her.’ And Abram hearkened to the voice of Sarai. 
And Sarai Abram’s wife took Hagar her handmaid the 3 
Egyptian, after Abram had dwelt ten years in the land of 
Canaan, and gave her to her husband Abram to be his 
wife. And he went in unto Hagar, and she conceived. 4 
And when she saw that she had conceived, her mistress 
was despised in her eyes. And Sarai said unto Abram, 5 
‘ My wrong be upon thee. I have given my handmaid 
‘ into thy bosom ; and she sees that she hath conceived, 
‘and I am despised in her eyes. May Jehovah judge 
‘between me and thee.’ But Abram said unto Sarai, 6 
‘ Behold, thy handmaid is in thy hand; do to her as it 
‘ pleaseth thee.’ And when Sarai dealt hardly with her, 
she fled from her face. 


And the angel of Jehovah found her by a fountain of t 
water in the desert, by the fountain in the way to Shur 
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a [or Pelusium], And he said, ‘ Hagar, Sarai’s handmaid, 
‘ whence earnest thou ? And whither art thou going ?’ And 
o she said, ‘ I flee from the face of my mistress Sarai.’ And 
the angel of Jehovah said unto her, 1 Return to thy mis- 
io ‘tress, and submit thyself under her hands.’ And the 
augel of Jehovah said unto her, ‘I will multiply thy seed 
‘exceedingly, that it shall not be numbered for multitude.’ 
n And the angel of Jehovah said unto her, ‘Behold, thou 
‘ art witli child, and slialt bear a son, and slialt call his 
‘name Ishmael Tor God heareth] ; because Jehovah hath 
is ‘ heard thy affliction. And he will oe*^wil^Baan^ his 
‘ hand will be against every man, andeyery lmtrrs hand 
‘ against him ; and he dwell in Thf^prffijSbiyE of all 
is ‘ his brethren.’ And she called the name of Jehovah that 
spake unto her, Thou God seest me ; for she said, ‘ Have 

14 ‘ I also here looked after him that seeth mo V Wherefore 
the well was called the Well of Lahai-roi [or He that 
liveth and seeth me]. Behold, it is between Kadesh and 

15 Bered. And Hagar baro Abram a son ; and Abram called 
is his son’s name, which Hagar bare, Ishmael. And Abram 

was fourscore and six years old, when Hagar bare Ishmael 
to Abram. 

i And when Abram was ninety years old and nine, Jeho¬ 
vah appeared to Abram, and said unto him, ‘ I am the 
‘ Almighty God; walk before me, and be thou perfect, 
s ‘ And I will make my covenant between me and thee, and 
:i ‘ will multiply thee exceedingly.’ And Abram fell on his 

4 face. And God talked with him, saying, ‘ It is I; behold, 

‘ my covenant is with thee, and thou shalt bo a father of 

5 ‘a multitude of nations. Neither shall thy name any 

1 more be called Abram, but thy name shall be Abraham ; 

8 ‘ for a father of many nations have I made thee. And 1 
‘ will make thee exceeding fruitful, and I will make thee 
‘to become nations, and kings shall come out of thee. 
^ 1 And I will establish my covenant between me and thee 
1 and thy seed after thee in their generations for an ever- 
‘ lasting covenant, to be a God unto thee, and to thy seed 

8 ‘ after thee. And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed 

‘after thee, the land of thy pilgrimage, all the land of 
‘ Canaan, for an everlasting possession; and I will be 
‘ their God.’ 

9 And God said unto Abraham, ‘Thou shalt keep my 
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1 covenant therefore, thou, and thy seed after thee in their 
‘ generations. This is my covenant, which ye shall keep, 10 
‘ between me and you and thy seed after thee ; Every 
‘man child among you shall be circumcised. And ye 11 
‘ shall circumcise the flesh of your foreskin ; and it shall 
‘ be a token of the covenant betwixt me and you. And he 12 
‘that is eight days old shall be circumcised among you, 

‘ every man child in your generations, he that is bom in 
‘ the house, and ho that is bought with money from any 
‘ son of a stranger, who is not of thy seed. He that is 13 
‘ bom in thy house, and he that is bought with thy money, 

‘ must needs be circumcised; and my covenant shall be 
‘ in your flesh for an everlasting covenant. And the nn- u 
‘ circumcised man child whose flesh of his foreskin is not 
‘ circumcised, that soul shall be cut off from his people; 
‘he hath broken my covenant.’ 

And God said unto Abraham, ‘ As for Sarai thy wife, is 
‘ thou shalt not call her name Sarai, but Sarah [or Prin- 
‘ cess] shall her name be. And I will bless her, and give i« 
‘ thee a son also of her. Yea, I will bless her, and she 
. ‘ shall become nations ; kings of peoples shall be of her.’ ' 
Then Abraham fell upon his face, and laughed, and n 
said in his heart, ‘ Shall a child be bom unto him that is 
‘ an hundred years old 1 And shall Sarah, that is ninety 
r i years old, bear?’ And Abraham said unto God, ‘O that is 
‘ Ishmael might live in thy presence!’ And God said, 10 
‘ Sarah thy wife shall bear unto thee a son indeed; and 
‘ thou shalt call his name Isaac [or He Laughed], And I 
‘ will establish my covenant with him for an everlasting 
‘ covenant, and with his seed after him. And as for 20 
‘ Ishmael, I have heard thee. Behold, I have blessed him, 

‘ and will make him fruitful, and will multiply him ex- 
‘ ceedingly; twelve princes shall he beget, and I will 
‘ make him a great nation. But my covenant will I es- 21 
‘ tablish with Isaac, whom Sarah shall bear unto thee at 
‘ this set time in the next year.’ And he left off talking 22 
with him, and God went up from Abraham. 

And Abraham took Ishmael his son, and all that were a 
bom in his house, and all that were bought with his 
money, every male among the men of Abraham’s house; 
and circumcised the flesh of their foreskin in the self-same 
day, as God had said unto him. And Abraham was ninety 24 
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years old and nine, when he was circumcised in the flesh 
as of his foreskin. And Islimael his son was thirteen years 
old, when he was circumcised in the flesh of his foreskin. 
20 In the selfsame day was Abraham circumcised, and Ish- 
27 ( - maol his son. And all the men of his house, those horn 
in the house, and those bought with money from the son 
of the stranger, were circumcised with him. 

1 And Jehovah appeared unto him at the Oaks of Mamre. 
And he sat in the doorway of the tent in the heat of the 

2 day. And he lift up his eyes and looked, and, lo, threo 
men stood by him. And when ho saw them, he ran to 
meet them from the doorway of the tent, and bowed him- 

s self toward the ground, and said, ‘ My lord, if now I have 
‘ found favour in thy sight, pass not away, I pray thee, 
* ‘from thy servant. Let a little water, I pray you, bo 
‘ fetched, and wash your feet, and rest yourselves under 

5 ‘ the tree. And I will fetch a morsel of bread, and com- 
‘ fort ye your hearts. After that ye shall pass on. For 
‘ therefore are ye come to your servant.’ And they said, 

6 ‘ So do, as thou hast said.’ And Abraham hastened into the 
tent unto Sarah, and said, ‘ Make ready quickly three Seahs 
1 [or a bushel] of fine meal, knead it, and make hearth-cakes.’ 

t And Abraham ran unto the herd, and fetched a calf tender 
and good, and gave it unto a young man; and he hasted 
s to dress it. And he took curds, and milk, and the calf 
which he had dressed, and set it before them ; and he 
» stood by them under the tree, and they did eat. And they 
said unto him, ‘Whore is Sarah thy wife?’ And he said, ‘Be- 
‘hold, in the tent.’ And he said, ‘I will certainly return 
‘ unto thee according to the time of life ; and, lo, Sarah thy 
‘ wife shall have a son.’ And Sarah heard it in the tent 


11 door, which was behind him. Now Abraham and Sarah 
wore old and advanced in years ; and it had ceased to be 

12 with Sarah after the manner of women. Therefore Sarah 


laughed within herself, saying, ‘ After I am waxed old 
13 ‘ shall I have pleasure, my lord being old also V And 
Jehovah said unto Abraham, ‘ Wherefore did Sarah laugh, 
‘ saying, Shall I of a surety bear a child, who am old 1 
i> 1 Is any thing too hard for Jehovah 1 At the time ap- 
1 pointed I will return unto thee, according to the time 
is ‘ of life, and Sarah shall have a son.’ Then Sarah denied, 
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saying, ‘ I laughed notfor she was afraid. And he said, 

‘ Nay ; but thou didst laugh.’ 

And the men rose up from thence, and looked toward is 
Sodom; and Abraham went with them to bring them on 
the way. And Jehovah said, ‘Shall I hide from Abra- 17 
‘ ham that thing which I do ; seeing that Abraham shall is 
‘surely become a great and mighty nation, and all the 
‘ nations of the earth shall be blessed in him ? For I to 
‘know him, that he will command his children and his 
‘ household after him, and they will keep the way of Jeho- 
‘ vah, to do righteousness and judgment; so that Jehovah 
‘ may bring upon Abraham that which he hath spoken of 
, ‘ him.’ And Jehovah said, ‘ Because the cry about Sodom so 
‘and Gomorrah is great, and because their sin is very 
‘ grievous ; I will go down now, and see whether they have si 
‘ done altogether according to the cry of it, which is come 
‘ unto me ; and if not, I will know.' And the men turned 22 
their faces from thence, and went toward Sodom ; but 
Abraham stood yet before Jehovah. 

And Abraham drew near, and said, ‘Wilt thou also 23 
‘ destroy the righteous with the wicked ? Peradventure 24 
‘ there be fifty righteous within the city; wilt thou also 
‘destroy and not spare the place for the fifty righteous 
‘ that are therein 1 That be far from thee to do after this 25 
‘ manner, to slay the righteous with the wicked; and that the 
‘ righteous should be as the wicked, that be far from thee. 
‘Shall not the Judge of all the earth do right?’ And 20 
Jehovah said, ‘ If I find in Sodom fifty righteous within 
‘ the city, then I will spare all the place for their sakes.’ 
And Abraham answered and said, ‘Behold now, I have 27 
‘taken upon me to speak unto the Lord, though I am 
‘ but dust and ashes; peradventure there shall lack five of 2s 
‘ the fifty righteous; wilt thou destroy all the city for lack 
‘ of five V And he said, ‘ If I find there forty and five, I 
‘ will not destroy it.’ And he spake unto him yet again, 29 
and said, ‘ Peradventure there shall be forty found there.’ 
And he said, ‘ I will not do it for forty’s sake.’ And he so 
said, ‘ Oh let not the Lord be angry, and I will speak; 

‘ peradventure there shall thirty be found there.’ And he 
said, ‘ I will not do it, if I find thirty there.’ And he Baid, 31 
‘ Behold now, I have taken upon me to speak unto the 
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1 Lord; peradventure there shall be twenty found there.’ 
And he said, ‘I will not destroy it for twenty's sake.’ 

32 And he said, ‘ Oh let not the Lord be angry, and I will 
‘ speak yet but this once ; peradventure ten shall be found 
‘ there.’ And he said, ‘ I will not destroy it for ten’s sake.’ 

33 And Jehovah went his way, as soon as he had left otf 
speaking with Abraham; and Abraham returned unto his 
place. 

1 And two of the angels came to Sodom at even; and Lot 
sat at the gate of Sodom. And Lot seeing them rose up to 
meet them; and he bowed himself with his face toward 

2 the ground. And he said, 1 Behold now, my lords, turn 
‘ in, I pray you, into your servant’s house, and lodge the 
‘ night, and wash your feet, and ye shall rise up early, and 
‘go on your ways.’ And they said, ‘Nay; but we will 

3 ‘lodge the night in the street.’ And he pressed upon 
them greatly; and they turned in unto him, and entered 
into his house. And he made them a drinking feast, and 
did bake unleavened bread, and they did eat. 

4 But before they lay down, the men of the city, even the 
men of Sodom, compassed the house round, both old and 

5 young, all the people from every quarter. And they 
called unto Lot, and said unto him, ‘ Where are the men 
‘ who came in to thee this night ? Bring them out unto 

6 ‘ us, that we may know them.’ And Lot went out to the 

7 doorway unto them, and shut the door after him, and said, 

8 ‘ I pray, you brethren, do not so wickedly. Behold now, 
‘I have two daughters who have not known man. Let 
‘ me, I pray you, bring them out unto you, and do ye to 
‘them as is good in your eyes; only unto these men do 
‘ nothing ; for therefore came they under the shadow of my 

e ‘ roof.’ And they said, * Stand back.’ And they said, 
‘ This one came in to sojourn, and he will needs be a judge. 
‘Now will we deal worse with thee, than with them.' 
And they pressed sore upon the man, even Lot, and came 
near to break the door. 

10 But the men [the angels] put forth their hand, and 
pulled Lot into the house to them, and shut to the door. 

11 And they smote the men that were at the doorway of the 
house with blindness, both small and great; so that they 

12 wearied themselves to find the doorway. And the men 
said unto Lot, ‘ Hast thou here any besides 1 Son in law. 
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‘and tli} r sons, and thy daughters, and whatsoever thou 
‘ hast in ihe city, bring them out of this place ; for wo will 13 
‘ destroy this place, because the cry about them is waxen 
‘great before the face of Jehovah ; and Jehovah hath sent 
‘ us to destroy it.’ And Lot went out, and spake unto his 11 
eons in law, who had married his daughters, and said, 
‘Up, get you outof this place; for Jehovah will destroy 
‘ this city.’ But ho seemed unto his sons in law as one 
that mocked. 


And when the morning arose, then the angels hastened is 
Lot, saying, ‘ Arise, take thy wife, and thy two daughters, 

‘ who are found here; lest thou be consumed in the 
‘ punishment of the city.’ And while ho lingered, the men 10 
laid hold upon his hand, and upon the hand of his wife, 
and upon the hand of his two daughters, through the 
mercy of Jehovah upon him. And they brought him forth, 
and set him without the city. 

And it came to pass, when they had brought them forth n 
outside, that he said, ‘ Escape for thy life; look not behind 
‘ thee, neither slay thou in any of the country round [the 
‘ Jordan]. Escape to the Llill-country, lest thou be con¬ 
sumed.’ And Lot said unto them, ‘ Oh, not so, my Lord, is 
‘ Behold now, thy servant hath found grace in thy sight, 19 
‘and thou hast magnified thy mercy, which thou hast 
‘ shewed unto mo in saving my life; and I cannot escape 
‘ to the Hill-country, lest evil overtake me, and I die. 

‘ Behold now, this city is near to flee unto, and it is a little 20 
‘ one ; Oh, let me escape thither, (is it not a little one t) and 
‘ my soul shall live.’ And he said unto him, ‘ See, I have 21 
‘ accepted thee concerning this thing also, that I will not 
‘overthrow this city, of which thou hast spoken. Haste 22 
‘ thee, escape thither; for I cannot do any thing till thou 
‘ be entered thither.’ Therefore tho name of the city was 
called Zoar [or Little], 

The sun was risen upon the earth when Lot entered into 23 
Zoar. Then Jehovah rained upon Sodom and upon Go- 24 
morrah brimstone and fire from Jehovah out of the heavens ; 
and he overthrew those cities, and all the country round 25 
[the Jordan], and all the inhabitants of the cities, and that 
which grew upon the ground. But his wife looked back 20 
from behind him, and she became a pillar of salt-stone. 
And Abraham gat up early in the morning to the place 27

•m where he stood before the face of Jehovah. And he looked 
toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and toward all the land of 
the country round [the Jordan], and beheld, and, lo, the 
smoke of the country went up as the smoke of a furnace. 

29 And it came to pass, when God destroyed the cities of 
the country round [the Jordan], that God remembered 
Abraham, and sent Lot out of the midst of the overthrow, 
when he overthrew the cities in the which Lot dwelt. 

ao And Lot went up out of Zoar, and dwelt in the Hill- 
country, and his two daughters with him; for he feared to 
dwell in Zoar. And he dwelt in a cave, he and his two 

3 1 daughters. And the firstborn said unto the younger, 

‘ Our father is old, and there is not a man on the earth to 

32 ‘ come in unto us after the manner of all the earth. Come, 

‘ let us make our father drink wine, and we will lie 

33 ‘ with him, that we may preserve seed of our father.’ And 
they made their father drink wine that night. And the 
firstborn went in, and lay with her father; and he per- 

34 ceived not when she lay down, nor when she arose. And 
it came to pass on the morrow, that the firstborn said unto 
the younger, ‘ Behold, I lay yesternight with my father. 

‘ Let us make him drink wine this night also ; and go thou 
‘ in, and lie with him, that we may preserve seed of our 

35 ‘father.’ And they made their father drink wine that 
night also. And the younger arose, and lay with him ; 
and he perceived not when she lay down, nor when she 

36 arose. Thus were both the daughters of Lot with child 

37 by their father. And the firstborn bare a son, and called 
his name Moab [or By a father]. The same is the father 

3 s of the Moabites unto this day. And the younger, she also 
bare a son, and called his name Ben-ammi. The same is 
the father of the children of Ammon unto this day. 

1 And Abraham journeyed from thence toward the South, 
country, and dwelled between Kadesh and Shur [or Pelu- 

2 sium], and sojourned in Gerar. And Abraham said of 
Sarah his wife, ‘ She is my sister.’ And Abimelech king 

3 of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. But God came to Abirne- 
loch in a dream by night, and said to him, ‘ Behold, thou 
1 art a dead man, for the woman whom thou hast taken; 

4 ‘ for she is a man’s wife.’ But Abimelech had not come 
near her. And he said, 1 0 Lord, wilt thou slay also a 

5 ‘ righteous nation ? Said he not unto me, She is. my 
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‘ sister? And she, even she herself said. He is my brother. 

‘ In the integrity of my heart and innocency of my hands 
‘have I done this.’ And God said unto him in a dream, « 
‘ Yea, I know that thou didst this in the integrity of thy 
‘heart. For I also withheld thee from sinning against 
‘ me; therefore suffered I thee not to touch her. Now 7 
‘ therefore restore the man his wife ; for he is a prophet, 

‘ and he shall pray for thee, and thou shalt live. And if 
‘ thou restore her not, know thou that thou shalt surely 
‘die, thou, and all that are thine.’ Therefore Abimelech e 
rose early in the morning, and called all his servants, and 
told all these things in their ears. And the men were sore 
afraid. Then Abimelech called Abraham, and said unto o 
him, ‘ What hast thou done unto us ? And what have I 
‘ offended thee, that thou hast brought on me and on my 
‘ kingdom a great sin ? Thou hast done deeds unto me 
‘ that ought not to be done.’ And Abimelech said unto 10 
Abraham, ‘What sawest thou, that thou hast done this 
‘ thing V And Abraham said, ‘ Because I thought, Surely n 
‘ the fear of God is not in this place ; and they will slay 
‘ me for my wife’s sake. And yet indeed she is my sister. 12 
‘ She is the daughter of my father, but not the daughter of 
‘ my mother ; and she became my wife. And it came to is 
‘ pass, when God caused me to wander from my father's 
‘house, that I said unto her, This is thy kindness which 
‘ thou shalt shew unto me; at every place whither we shall 
‘ come, say of me, He is my brother.’ And Abimelech took i* 
sheep, and oxen, and men-servants, and women-servants, 
and gave them unto Abraham, and restored him Sarah his 
wife. And Abimelech said, ‘Behold, my land is before 15 
‘thee ; dwell where it pleaseth thee.’ And unto Sarah he is 
said, ‘ Behold, I have given thy brother a thousand pieces of 
‘ silver. Behold, he is to thee a covering of the eyes against 
‘all that are with thee, and with all others.’ Thus she 
was reproved. So Abraham prayed unto God; and God n 
healed Abimelech, and his wife, and his maid-servants; 
and they bare children. For Jehovah had fast closed up is 
all the wombs of the house of Abimelech, because of 
Sarah Abraham’s wife. 

And Jehovah visited Sarah as he had said, and Jehovah 1 
did unto Sarah as he had spoken. For Sarah conceived, 2 
and bare unto Abraham a eon in his old age, at the set 
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:i time of which God had spoken to him. And Abraham 
called the name of his son that was born unto him, whom 
i Sarah bare to him, Isaac. And Abraham circumcised his 
son Isaac being eight days old, as God had commanded 
!• him. And Abraham was an hundred years old, when hia 
son Isaac was born unto him [A. M. 2048 ]. And Sarah 
said, ‘ God hath brought laughter on me, so that all that 
i ‘ hear will laugh at me.’ And she said, ‘ Who -would have 
‘said unto Abraham, that Sarah should have given chil- 
‘ dren suck 1 For I have borne a son unto his old age.’ 
a And the child grew, and was weaned; and Abraham 
made a great drinking feast on the day that Isaac was 
r weaned. And Sarah saw the son of Hagar the Egyptian, 
if which she had borne unto Abraham, laughing. Where¬ 
fore she said unto Abraham, ‘ Cast out this bondwoman 
‘ and her son. For the son of this bondwoman shall not 


t' ‘ possess jointly with my son, with Isaac.’ And the thing 
was very grievous in Abraham’s sight because of his son. 

12 And God said unto Abraham, ‘ Let it not be grievous in 
‘thy sight because of the lad, and because of thy bond- 
‘ woman. In all that Sarah hath said unto thee, hearken 
‘ unto her voice; for in Isaac shall thy seed be called. 

13 ‘And also of the son of the bondwoman will I make a 


‘ nation, because he is thy seed.’ 

14 And Abraham rose up early in the morning, and took 
bread, and a bottle of water, and gave it unto Hagar, 
putting it on her shoulder, and the child, and sent her 
away. And she departed, and wandered in the desert of 
16 Beer-sheba. And the water was finished from the bottle, 
16 and she cast the child under one of the shrubs. And she 


went, and sat her down over against him a good way off, 
as it were a bowshot; for she said, ‘ Let me not see the 
‘death of the child.’ And she sat over against him, and 
lift up her voice, and wept. And God heard the voice of 
the lad; and the angel of God called to Hagar out of 
heaven, and said unto her, ‘What aileth thee, Hagar? 
‘ Fear not; for God hath heard the voice of the lad where 
is ‘ he is. Arise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand ; 
n> ‘ for I will make him a great nation.’ And God opened 
her eyes, and she saw a well of water ; and she went, and 
filled the bottle with water, and gave the lad drink.

And it came to pass at that time, that Abimelech and 22 
Fhichol the captain of his host spake unto Ahraham, saying, 
‘God is with thee in all that thou doest. Now therefore 23 
‘ swear unto me here by God that thou wilt not deal falsely 
‘ with me, nor with my son, nor with my son’s son. Ac- 
‘ cording to the kindness that I have done unto thee, thou 
‘shalt do unto me, and to the land wherein thou hast 
‘sojourned.’ And Abraham said, ‘I will swear.’ And 21 
Abraham reproved Abimelech because of a well of water, 25 
which Abimelech’s servants had violently taken away. 
And Abimelech said, ‘I know not who hath done this 26 
‘thing. Neither didst thou tell me, neither yet heard I 
‘ of it, but to-day.’ And Abraham took sheep and oxen, st 
and gave them unto Abimelech ; and both of them made 
a covenant. And Abraham set seven ewe lambs of the 2 h 
flock by themselves. And Abimelech said unto Abraham, 20 
‘ What are these seven ewe lambs which thou hast set by 
‘themselves V And he said, ‘For thou shalt take those so 
‘ seven ewe lambs of my hand, that they may be a witness 
‘ unto me, that I have digged this welL’ Wherefore he si 
called that place Heer-sheba [or the Well of Seven, or of 
the Oath] ; because there they sware both of them. Thus 32 
they made a covenant at Beer-sheba. Then Abimelech 
rose up, and Phichol the captain of his host, and they re¬ 
turned into the land of the Philistines. And [Abraham] sa 
planted a grove in Beer-sheba, and called there on the 
name of Jehovah, the everlasting God. And Abraham 34 
sojourned in the Philistines’ land many days. 

And it came to pass after these things that God did 1 
tempt Abraham, and said unto him, ‘ Abraham.’ And he 
said, ‘ Behold, here I am.’ And he said, ‘ Take now thy 2 
‘son, thine only one, Isaac, whord thou lovest, and got 
‘ thee into the land of Moriah; and offer him there for a 
1 burnt offering upon one of the mountains which I will 
‘tell thee of.’ And Abraham rose up early in the morn- « 
‘ ing, and saddled his ass, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Isaac his son, and clave the wood for the 
burnt offering, and rose up, and went unto the place of 
which God had told him. Then on the third day Abra- 4 
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5 ham lifted up his eyes, and saw the place afar off. And 
Abraham said unto his young men, ‘Abide ye here with 
‘ the ass; and I and the lad will go yonder and worship, 
e ‘ and come again to you.’ And Abraham took the wood 
of the burnt offering, and laid it upon Isaac his son. Anti 
he took the fire in his hand, and a knife; and they went 
' 7 both of them together. And Isaac spake unto Abraham 
his father, and said, ‘ My father.’ And he said, ‘ Here I 
1 am, my son.’ And he said, ‘ Behold the fire and the 
‘ wood ; but where is the lamb or kid for a burnt offering V 
8 And Abraham said, ‘My son, God will provide himself 
‘ a lamb or kid for a burnt offering.’ So they went both 
i!> of them together. And they came to the place which 
God had told him of. And Abraham built an altar there, 
and laid the wood in order, and bound Isaac his son, and 
io laid him on the altar upon the wood. And Abraham 
stretched forth his hand, and took the knife to slay his 
u son. And the angel of Jehovah called unto him out of 
the heavens, and said, ‘ Abraham, Abraham.’ And he 
12 said, ‘ Here I am.’ And he said, ‘ Lay not thine hand 
‘upon the lad, neither do thou any thing unto him. For 
‘ now I know that thou fearest God, seeing thou hast not 
is ‘ withheld thy son, thine only one, from me.’ And Abra¬ 
ham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold behind him 
a ram caught in a thicket by his horns. And Abraham 
went and took the ram, and offered him up for a burnt 
u offering in the stead of his son. And Abraham called the 
name of that place Jehovah-jireh [or Jehovah will pro¬ 
vide] ; as it is said to this day on the mount, ‘ Jehovah 
‘ will provide.’ 

:. r > And the angel of Jehovah called unto Abraham out of 
in the heavens a second time, and said, ‘ By myself have I 
‘ sworn, Jehovah hath said it; for because thou hast done 
‘ this thing, and hast not withheld thy son, thine only 
17 ‘ one ; that m-blessing I will bless thee, and i^-multiply- 
‘ lug I will multiply thy seed as the stars of the heavens, 

1 and as the sand which is upon the sea shore ; and thy 
is ‘ seed shall possess the city-gate of his enemies ; and in 
‘ thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed ; 
id 1 because thou hast obeyed my voice.’ So Abraham re¬ 
turned unto his young men, and they rose up and went to¬ 
gether to Beer-sheba. And Abraham dwelt at Beer-sheba.

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And it came to pass after these things, that it was told so 
Abraham, saying, ‘ Behold, Milcah, she hath also borne 
‘ children unto thy brother Nahor; Uz his firstborn, and 21 
‘Buz his brother, and Kemuel the father of Aram [or the 
‘ Syrians], and Chesed [or the Chaldatans], and Hazo, and 22 
‘ Pildash, and Jidlaph, and BethueL’ And Bethuel begat 23 
Rebekah. These eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, Abra¬ 
ham’s brother. And his concubine, whose name was 24 
Iteumah, she bare also Tebah, and Gaham, and Thahash, 
and Maachah. 

And Sarah lived an hundred and seven and twenty 1 
years ; these were the years of the life of Sarah. And 2 
Sarah died in the City of Arba ; the same is Hebron in 
the land of Canaan. And Abraham came to mourn for 
Sarah, and to weep for her. 

And Abraham stood up from before his dead, and spake a 
unto the sons of Heth, saying, ‘I am a stranger and a 4 
1 sojourner with you. Give me a possession of a burying- 
‘ place with you, that I may bury my dead out of my 
‘ sight.’ And the children of Heth answered Abraham, 5 
saying unto him, ‘ Hear us, my lord ; thou art a prince of » 
‘ God among us. In the choicest of our sepulchres bury 
‘ thy dead. None of us will withhold from thee his sepul- 
‘ clire, but that thou mayest bury thy dead.’ And Abra- ^ 
ham stood up, and bowed himself to the people of the 
land, even to the children of Heth. And he spake to a 
them, saying, 1 If it be your mind that I should bury my

And Abraham bowed down himself before 12 
the people of the laud. And he spake unto Ephron in ia 
the hearing of the people of the land, saying, ‘ But if thou 
‘ wilt, I pray thee, hear me. I will give thee money for 
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‘ the field ; take it of me, and I will bury my dead there.’ 

•i And Ephron answered Abraham, saying unto him, ‘ My 
!i ‘ lord, hearken unto me. The land is worth four hundred 
‘ Shekels [or 200 ounces] of silver; what is that betwixt 
o ‘ me and thee 1 Bury therefore thy dead.’ And Abraham 
hearkened unto Ephron ; and Abraham weighed to Ephron 
the silver, which he had named in the hearing of the sons 
jof Heth, four hundred Shekels of silver, current money 
with the merchant. 

17 And the field of Ephron, which was in Machpelah, 
which was before Mamrc, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were in the field, that 
is were in all the borders round about, were made sure unto 
Abraham for a possession in the presence of the children 
of Heth, before all that went in at the gate of his city, 
in And after this, Abraham buried Sarah his wife in the 
cave of the field of Machpelah before Mamre ; the same is 
so Hebron in the land of Canaan. And the field, and the 
cave that is therein, were made sure unto Abraham for a 
possession of a burying-place by the sons of Heth. 

1 And Abraham was old, and advanced in years ; and 

2 Jehovah had blessed Abraham in all things. And Abra¬ 
ham said unto his eldest servant of his house, that ruled 
over all that he had, ‘Put, I pray thee, thy hand under 

a ‘my thigh; and I will make thee swear by Jehovah, the 
‘ God of heaven, and the God of the earth, that thou slialt 
‘ not take a wife unto my son of the daughters of the Ca- 
4 ‘ naanites, among whom I dwell; but thou shalt go unto 
‘ my country, and to my kindred, and take a wife unto my 
ft ‘ son Isaac.’ And the servant said unto him, ‘ Pcradven- 
‘ ture the woman will not be willing to follow me unto 
‘ this land. Must I needs take thy son again unto the 
e ‘land from whence thou earnest?' And Abraham said 
unto him, ‘ Beware thou that thou take not my son thither 
7 ‘ again.

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put his hand under the thigh of Abraham his master, and 
aware to him concerning that matter. 

Then the servant took ten camels of the camels of his to 


master, and departed. And all the goods of his master 
were in his hand. And he arose, and went to Syria of 
the Rivers, unto the city of Xahor. And he made his 11 
camels to kneel down without the city by a well of water 
at the time of the evening, at the time that women go out 
to draw water.

‘ let it come to pass, that the damsel to whom I shall say, 
‘Let down thy pitcher, I pray thee, that I may drink; 

‘ and she shall say, Drink, and I will give thy camels drink 
‘ also; let the same be she that thou hast appointed for 
‘ thy servant Isaac; and thereby shall I know that thou 
‘ hast shewed kindness unto my master.’ And it came to is 
pass, before he had done speaking, that, behold, Rebekah 
came out, who was born to Bethuel, son of Milcah, the 
wife of Xahor, Abraham’s brother, with her pitcher upon 
her shoulder. And the damsel was very fair to look upon, is 
a maiden, and no man had known her. And she went 
down to the well, and tilled her pitcher, and came up. 
And the servant ran to meet her, and said, ‘Let me, I i* 
‘ pray thee, sip a little water of thy pitcher.’ And she 1® 
said, ‘ Drink, my lord.’ And she hasted, and let down 
her pitcher upon her hand, and gave him drink And is 
when she had done giving him drink, she said, ‘ I will 
‘draw water for thy camels also, until they have done 
‘drinking.’ And she hasted, and emptied her pitcher 20 
into the drinking trough, and ran again unto the well to 
draw water, and drew for all his camels. And the man 21 
gazing at her held his peace, to know whether Jehovah 
had made his journey prosperous or not. 

And it came to pass, as the camels had done drinking, 22 
that the man took a golden nose-ring of half a Shekel 
[or a quarter ounce] weight, and two bracelets for her 
hands of ten Shekels weight of gold; and said, ‘ Whose 23 
‘ daughter art thou ? Tell me, I pray thee ; is there room 
‘ in thy father’s house for us to lodge the night in V And 21 
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she said unto him, ‘ I am the daughter of Bethuel, the son 
2J ‘ of Milcah, which she hare unto Nahor.’ She said more¬ 
over unto him, ‘We have both straw and provender 
2' 1 ‘enough, and room to lodge the night in.’ And the man 
27 bowed down his head, and worshipped Jehovah. And ho 
said, ‘ Blessed he Jehovah, the God of my master Abraham, 
‘ who hath not withdrawn his kindness and his truth from 
‘my master. I am in the way. Jehovah hath led me to 
‘the house of my master’s brethren.’ And the damsel 
ran, and told her mother’s household about these things. 

2 i And Rebekah had a brother, and his name was Laban. 

And Laban ran outside unto the man, unto the well, 
so And it came to pass, when he saw the nose-ring and the 
bracelets upon his sister’s hands, and when he heard the 
words of Rebekah his sister, saying, ‘ Thus spake the man 
‘ unto me that he came unto the man ; and, behold, he 
si stood by the camels at the well. And he said, ‘ Come in, 
‘ thou blessed of Jehovah ; wherefore standest thou with- 
‘ out 1 for I have prepared the house, and a place for the 

32 ‘camels.’ And the man came into the house; and he 
ungirded his camels, and gave straw and provender for the 
camels, and water to wash his feet, and the men’s feet 

33 that rvere with him. And there was set food before him 
to eat; but he said, ‘ I will not eat, until I have told 

3 i ‘ mine errand.’ And he said, ‘ Speak on.’ And he said, ‘ I 
S 3 ‘ am Abraham’s servant. And Jehovah hath blessed my 
‘ master greatly; and he is become great. And he hath 
‘given him flocks, and herds, and silver, and gold, and 
‘ men-servants, and maid-servants, and camels, and asses. 
33 ‘ And Sarah my master’s wife bare a son to my master 
‘ when she was old ; and unto him hath he given all that 
3 ' ‘ he hath. And my master made me swear, saying, Thou 
‘ shalt not take a wife to my son of the daughters of the 
38 ‘ Canaanites, in whose land I dwell; but thou shalt go 
‘ unto my father’s house, and to my kindred, and take 
33 ‘ a wife unto my son. And I said unto my master, Perad- 
40 ‘ venture the woman will not follow me. And he said 
‘unto me, Jehovah, before whose face I walk, will send 
‘ his angel with thee, and prosper thy way ; and thou shalt 
‘ take a wife for my son of my kindred, and of my father's 
44 ‘ house ; then shalt thou be clear from this my oath, when 
‘ thou comest to my kindred ; and if they give not thee 
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‘ one, thou shalt be clear from my oath. And I came this 
‘day unto the well, and 1 said, 0 Jehovah, God of my

And they sent away Eebekah their sister, 
io and her nurse, and Abraham’s servant, and his men. And 
they blessed Eebekah, and said unto her, ‘Thou art our 
‘sister, mayest thou become thousands of ten thousands, 
‘ and let thy seed possess the city-gate of those who hate 
si ‘them.’ And Eebekah arose, and her damsels, and they 
rode upon the camels, and followed the man. And the 
servant took Eebekah, and went his way. 

62 And Isaac had come from the way of the well Lahai- 
M roi; for he dwelt in the South country. And Isaac went 
out to meditate in the held towards evening. And he 
lifted up his eyes, and saw, and, behold, the camels were 
m coming. And Eebekah lifted up her eyes, and when she 

65 saw Isaac, she lighted off the camel. For she had said 
unto the servant, ‘ What man is this that walketh in the 
‘ field to meet us V And the servant had said, ‘ It is my 
‘master.’ Therefore she took a veil, and covered herself. 

66 And the servant related to Isaac all things that he had 

67 done. And Isaac brought her into his mother Sarah’s 
tent, and took Eebekah, and she became his wife, and he 
loved her. And Isaac was comforted after his mother’s 
death. 

1 Then again Abraham took a wife, and her name was 

2 Keturah. And she bare him Zimran, and Jokshan, and 
s Medan, and Midian, and Ishbak, and Shuah. And Jok¬ 
shan begat Sheba and Dedan. And the sons of Dedan 
were the Asshurites, and the Letushitcs, and the Leum- 

* mites. And the sons of Midian; Ephah, and Epher, and 
Hanoch, and Abidah, and Eldaah. All these were the 
6 children of Keturah. And Abraham gave all that he had 

6 unto Isaac. But unto the sons of the concubines, whom 
Abraham had, Abraham gave gifts, and sent them away 
from Isaac his son, while he yet lived, eastward, unto the 
East country. 

7 And these are the days of the years of Abraham’s life 
which he lived, an hundred threescore and fifteen years. 
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Then Abraham gave np the ghost, and died in a good old * 
age, an old man, and full of years; and he was gathered 
to his people. And his sons Isaac and Ishmael buried » 
him in the cave of Machpelah, in the field of Ephron the 
son of Zohar the Hittite, which is before Mamre; the 10 
field which Abraham purchased of the sons of Heth. 
There was Abraham buried, and Sarah his wife. And it n 
came to pass after the death of Abraham, that God blessed 
his son Isaac; and Isaac dwelt by the well of Lahai-roL 
Now these are the generations of Ishmael, the son of u 
Abraham, whom Hagar the Egyptian, Sarah’s handmaid, 
bare unto Abraham. And these are the names of the u 


sons of Ishmael, by their names, according to their gene¬ 
rations. The firstborn of Ishmael, Nebaioth [or the Naba¬ 
taeans] ; and Kedar, and Adbeel, and Mibsam, and Mishma, i« 
and Dumah, and Mesha, Hadar, and Tema, Jetur, Naphish, ii 
and Kedemah. These are the sons of Ishmael, and these is 


are their names, by their villages, and by their strong¬ 
holds ; twelve princes over their nations. And these are n 
the years of the life of Ishmael, an hundred and thirty 
and seven years. And he gave up the ghost and died; 
and was gathered unto his people. And they dwelt from is 
Havilah unto Shur [or Pelusium], that is before Lower 
Egypt, as thou goest toward Assyria. It was divided to 
each by lot in the presence of all his brethren. 

And these are the generations of Isaac, the son of 10 


Abraham. Abraham begat Isaac. And Isaac was forty 20 
years old when he took Eebekah to wife, the daughter of 
Bethuel the Syrian of Padan in Syria, the sister to Laban 
the Syrian. / And Isaac intreated Jehovah for his wife, be- si 
cause she was barren. And Jehovah was intreated towards 


him, and Eebekah his wife conceived. And the children *2 
struggled together within her; and she said, ‘If it be so, 
‘why am I thus!’ And she went to inquire of Jehovah. 
And Jehovah said unto her, *s 

‘ Two nations are in thy womb, 

‘ And two tribes shall be separated from thy bowels; 

‘ And the one tribe shall be stronger than the other tribe; 

‘ And the elder shall serve the younger.’ 

And when her days to be delivered were fulfilled, 24 
behold, there were twins in her womb. And the first 25 
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came out red, all over like an hairy garment; and they 
m called his name Esau [or Hairy]. And after that came his 
brother out, and his hand took hold on Esau’s heel; and 
his name was called Jacob [or Holding the Heel]. , And 
Isaac was threescore years old when she bare them [A. M. 
at 2108 ], And the boys grew; and Esau was a skilful hunter, 
a man of the field; and Jacob was a plain man, dwelling 
as in tents. And Isaac loved Esau, because of the venison 
for his mouth; but Eebekah loved Jacob, 
an And Jacob was boiling pottage; and Esau came from 
so the field, and he was faint. And Esau said to Jacob, 
‘Feed me, I pray thee, with that very red food; for I am 
‘faint.’ Therefore was his name called Edom [or Bed]. 

3 1 And Jacob said, ‘Sell me this day thy birthright.’ And 

32 Esau said, ‘ Behold, I am at the point to die; and what 
iso ‘profit shall this birthright do to mei’ And Jacob said, 

‘ Swear to me this day.’ And he sware unto him, and 
34 sold his birthright unto Jacob. Then Jacob gave Esau 
bread and pottage of lentiles. And he did eat and drink, 
and rose up, and went his way; thus Esau despised his 
birthright. 

i And there was a famine in the land, beside the first 
famine that was in the days of Abraham. And Isaac went 

s unto Abimelech king of the Philistines unto Gerar. ' And

| goats that were speckled and spotted, and every one that 
had some white in it, and all the brown among the sheep, 
3 s and gave them into the hand of his sons. And he set 
three days’journey betwixt himself and Jacob. And Jacob 
, ' 17 fed the rest of Laban’s flocks. And Jacob took him 
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green rods of poplar, and of the almond and plane tree; 
and he peeled white streaks in them, and made bare the 
white which was in the rods. And he set the rods which m 
he had peeled before the flocks in the gutters in the 
watering troughs when the flocks came to drink ; for they 
conceived when they came to drink. And the flocks con- is 
ceived before the rods, and brought forth cattle ringstreaked, 
speckled, and spotted. And Jacob did separate the lambs, « 
and set the faces of the flocks toward the ringstreaked, and 
all the brown in the flock of Laban; and he pnt his own 
droves by themselves, and put them not unto Laban’s 
flocks. And it came to pass, whensoever the stronger cattle « 
did conceive, that Jacob laid the rods before the eyes of 
the cattle in the gutters, that they might conceive among 
the rods. But when the cattle were feeble, he put them is 
not in; so the feebler were Laban’s, and the stronger 
Jacob’s. And the man increased exceedingly, and had « 
much cattle, and maid-servants, and men-servants, and 
camels, and asses. 

And he heard the words of Laban’s sons, saying, ‘Jacob i 
‘hath taken away all that was our father's; and of that 
‘which was our father’s hath he gotten all this glory.’ 
And Jacob beheld the countenance of Laban, and, behoid, 2 
it was not toward him as before. And Jehovah said a 
unto Jacob, ‘Return unto the land of thy fathers, and 
‘to thy kindred; and I will be with thee.’ And Jacob 1 
sent and called Rachel and Leah to the field unto his 
flock, and said unto them, ‘I see your father’s counte- 5 
‘ nance, that it is not toward me as before; but the God of 
‘ my father hath been with me. And ye know that with 6 
‘all my power I have served your father. And your t 
‘father hath deceived me, v and changed my wages ten 
‘ times. But God suffered him not to hurt me. If he 8 
‘ said thus. The speckled shall be thy wages; then all the 
‘ cattle bare speckled; and if he said thus. The ringstreaked 
‘ s hall be thy hire; then bare all the cattle ringstreaked. 

‘ Thus God hath taken away the cattle of your father, and » 
‘ given them to me. And it came to pass at the time that 10 
‘ the cattle conceived, that I lifted up mine eyes, and saw 
‘ in a dream, and, behold, the rams which leaped upon the 
‘cattle were ringstreaked, speckled, and spotted. And the 11 
‘ angel of God said unto me in the dream, Jacob. And I 
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2 ‘ said, Here I am. And he said, Lift up now thine eyes, 
‘ and see, all the rams which leap upon the cattle are ring- 
‘ streaked, speckled, and spotted; for I have seen all that 
a ‘ Laban doeth unto thee. I am the God of Beth-el, where 
‘ thou anointedst the pillar, and where thou vowedst a 
‘ vow unto me. Now arise, get thee out from this land, 
i 1 and return unto the land of thy kindred.’ And Rachel 
and Leah answered and said unto him, 1 Is there yet any 
fi 1 portion or inheritance for us in our father’s house ? Are 
‘ we not counted of him strangers t for he hath sold us, 
o ‘and hath quite devoured also our money. For all the 
‘ riches which God hath taken from our father, it is ours, 
‘ and our children’s; now then, whatsoever God hath said 
‘ unto thee, do.’ 

i7 Then Jacob rose up, and set his sons and his wives 
:s upon camels. And ho carried away all his cattle, and all 
Ins goods which he had gotten, the cattle of his getting, 
which he had gotten in Padan in Syria, for to go to Isaac 
in his lather in the land of Canaan. And Laban went to 
shear his sheep; and Rachel stole the Tcraphim [or images] 
that were her father’s. And Jacob deceived Laban the 
ei Syrian, in that he told him not that he fled. So he fled 
with all that he had; and he rose up, and passed over the 
River [Euphrates], and set his face toward the hill-country 
of Gilead. 

E2 And it was told Laban on the third day, that J acob 
as was fled. And he took his brethren with him, and pur¬ 
sued after him seven days’ journey; and they overtook 
•’-i him in the hill-country of Gilead. And God came to 
Laban the Syrian in a dream by night, and said unto him, 
‘Take heed that thou speak not to Jacob either good or 
as ‘bad.’ Then Laban overtook Jacob. Now Jacob had 
pitched his tent on a hill; and Laban with his brethren 
r211 pitched on the hills of Gilead. And Laban said to Jacob, 
‘ What hast thou done, that thou hast deceived me, and 
‘carried away my daughters, as captives taken with the 
s " ‘ sword 1 Wherefore didst thou flee away secretly, and 
‘didst deceive me; and didst not tell me, that I might 
‘ have sent thee away with mirth, and with songs, with 
l 2S ‘timbrel, and with harp? And hast not suffered me to 
‘ kiss my sons and my daughters 1 Thou hast now done 
1211 1 foolishly in so doing. It is in the power of my hand to 
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‘ do yon hurt. But the God of yonr father spake unto me 
' yesternight, saying. Take thou heed that thou speak not 
‘to Jacob either good or had. And now, though thou so 
‘ wouldest needs be gone, because thou sore longedst after 
‘thy father’s house, yet wherefore hast thou stolen my 
‘gods?’ And Jacob answered and said to Laban, ‘Be- si 
‘ cause I was afraid; for I said, Peradventure thou would- 
‘ est take by force thy daughters from me. With whom- as 
‘soever thou findest thy gods, let him not live. In the 
‘ sight of our brethren discern thou what is thine with me, 
‘and take it to thee.’ For Jacob knew not that Rachel 
had stolen them. And Laban went into Jacob’s tent, and 33 
into Leah’s tent, and into the two maid-servants’ tents; but 
he found them not Then went he out of Leah's tent, 
and entered into Rachel’3 tent Now Rachel had taken 34 
the Teraphim, and put them in the camel’s furniture, and 
sat upon them. And Laban felt about all the tent, but 
found them not And she said to her lather, ‘ Let it not as 
‘ displease my lord that I cannot rise up before thee; for 
‘the custom of women is upon me.’ And he searched, 
but found not the Teraphim. And Jacob was wroth, and 38 
quarrelled with Laban. And Jacob answered and said to 
Laban, ‘ What is my trespass ? What is my sin, that thou 
‘ hast so hotly pursued after me ? Whereas thou hast felt 37 
‘ about all my goods, what hast thou found of all thy house- 
‘ hold goods ? Set it here before my brethren and thy 
‘ brethren, that they may judge betwixt us both. These 3 » 
‘ twenty years have I been with thee. Thy ewes and thy 
‘ she goats have not lost their young, and the rams of thy 
‘ flock have I not eaten. That which was torn of beasts 39 
‘I brought not unto thee; I bare the loss of it. Of my 
‘hand didst thou require it, whether stolen by day, or 
‘stolen by night. Thus I was; in the day the drought <o 
‘ consumed me, and the frost by night; and my sleep de¬ 
parted from mine eyes. Thus have I been twenty years 
‘ in thy house; I served thee fourteen years for thy two 
‘daughters, and six years for thy cattle; and thou hast 
‘changed my wages ten times. Except the God of my «2 
* father, the God of Abraham, and He >vhom Isaac feareth, 

‘ had been with me, surely thou hadst sent me away now 
‘empty. .Qfi hath seen mine afflictions and the labour 
‘of my hands, and he rebuked thee yesternight.’ And 43 
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Laban answered and said unto Jacob, ‘The daughters are 
‘my daughters, and the children are mj' children, and 
‘ the cattle are my cattle, and all that thou seest is mine. 

‘ And what can I do this day unto these my daughters, or 
4 -i ‘ unto their children which they have borne 1 Now there- 
1 fore come thou, let us make a covenant, I and thou; and 
4 ft ‘ let it he for a witness between me and thee.’ And Jacob 
40 took a stone, and set it up for a pillar. And Jacob said 
unto his brethren, ‘ Gather stones.’ And they took stones, 
and made an heap; and they did eat there upon the heap. 

47 And Laban called it [in Syriac] Jegar-sahadutha; but 

48 Jacob called it [in Hebrew] Gilead. And Laban said, 
‘This heap is a witness between mo and thee this day.' 
Therefore was the name of it called Gilead [or Witness- 

49 heap], and also Mizpah [or Watch-tower]; for he said, 
‘ Jehovah will watch between me and thee, when we are 

so ‘ out of sight one from another. If thou shalt afflict my 
‘daughters, or if thou shalt take other wives beside my 
‘daughters, though no man is with us, see, God is witness 
fti ‘betwixt me and thee.’ And Laban said to Jacob, ‘Be- 
‘ hold this heap, and behold the pillar, which I have cast 
59 ‘ betwixt me and thee; this heap he witness, and the pillar 
‘ be witness, that I will not pass over this heap to thee, 
‘ and that thou shalt not pass over this heap and this pillar 
53 ‘unto me, for harm. The God of Abraham, and the God 
‘ of Nahor, the God of their father, judge betwixt us.’ And 
si Jacob sware byffiftiil mtff’his father Isaac ferrcd. Then 
Jacob sacriticed a sacrifice upon the hill, and called his 
brethren to eat bread. And they did eat bread, and tar¬ 
ried all night on the hill. 

55 And early in the morning Laban rose up, and kissed his 
sons and his daughters, and blessed them. And Laban 
departed, and returned unto his place, 
i And Jacob went on his way, and the angels of God met 
- him. And when Jacob saw them, he said, ‘This is God’s 
‘ camp.’ And he called the name of that place Mahanaim 
[or the Camps], 

3 And Jacob sent messengers before him to Esau his bro- 

4 ther unto the land of Seir, the country of Edom. And he 
commanded them, saying, ‘Thus shall ye speak unto my 
‘ lord Esau; Thy servant Jacob saith thus, I have sojourned 

5 ‘ with Laban, and stayed there until now. And I havu 
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‘ oxen, and asses, flocks, and men-servants, and women-ser- 
‘ vants; and I have sent to tell my lord, that I may find 
‘grace in thy sight.’ 

And the messengers returned to Jacob, saying, ‘ We came « 
* to thy brother Esau, and also he cometh to meet thee, and 
‘ four hundred men with him. ' Then Jacob was greatly 7 
afraid and distressed. And he divided the people that was 
with him, and the flocks, and herds, and the camels, into 
two camps. And said, ‘ If Esau come to the one camp, and 8 
‘ smite it, then the other camp which is left shall escape.’ 
And Jacob said, ‘ O God of my father Abraham, and God 9 
‘ of my father Isaac, Jehovah, who saidst unto me, Return 
‘ unto thy country, and to thy kindred, and I will deal well 
‘ with thee; I am unworthy of any of the kindness, and of 10 
‘ any of the truth, which thou hast shewed unto thy ser- 
‘vant; for with my staff I passed over this Jordan; and 
‘ now I am become twq camps. Deliver me, I pray thee, n 
‘from the hand of my brother, from the hand of Esau 
‘ For I fear him, lest he will come and smite me, and the 
‘ mother with the children. And thou saidst, I will surely is 
‘ do thee good, and make thy seed as the sand of the sea, 

‘ which cannot be numbered for multitude.’ 

And he lodged there that same night; and took of that 13 
which came to his hand a present for Esau his brother; 
two hundred she goats, and twenty he goats, two hundred w 
ewes, and twenty rams, thirty milch camels with their colts, w 
forty kino, and ten bulls, twenty she asses, and ten foals. 
And he delivered them into the hand of his servants, every is 
drove by themselves; and said unto his servants, ‘Pass 
‘ over [the Jordan] before me, and put breathing space be- 
‘ twixt drove and drove.’ And he commanded the foremost, 17 
saying, ‘ When Esau my brother meeteth thee, and asketh 
‘ thee, saying, Whose art thou 1 and whither goest thou 1 
‘ and whose are these before thee 1 Then thou shalt say, is 
‘ They be thy servant Jacob’s; it is a present sent unto my 
‘lord Esau; and, behold, he also is behind us.’ And so i» 
commanded he the second, and the third, and all that fol¬ 
lowed the droves, saying, ‘ On this manner shall ye speak 
‘unto Esau, when ye find him. And say ye moreover, so 
‘Behold, thy servant Jacob is behind us.’ For he said, ‘I 
‘ will appease him with the present that goeth before me, 
‘and afterward I will see his face; peradventure he will 
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ii ‘accept me.’ So the present passed oyer before him; and 
himself lodged that night in the camp. 
a And he rose up that night, and took his two wives, and 
Ids two women-servants, and his eleven children, and passed 
m over [the Jordan] at the ford Jabbok. And he took them, 
and sent them over the stream, and sent over all that he 
M had. And Jacob was left alone; and there wrestled a man 
!■'' with him until the breaking of the day. And when he saw 
that he prevailed not against him, he touched the hollow 
of his thigh; and the hollow of Jacob’s thigh was out of 
in joint, as he wrestled with him. And he said, ‘ Let me go, 
‘for the day breaketh.’ And he said, ‘ 1 will not let thee 
u ‘ go, except thou bless me.’ And he said unto him, ‘ What 
m ‘is thy name t’ And he said, ‘ Jacob.’ And he said, ‘ Thy 
‘name shall be called no more Jacob, but Israel [or Con- 
‘ tending with God]; for thou hast contended with God and 
w ‘ with men, and hast prevailed.’ And Jacob asked him, and 
said, ‘Tell me, I pray thee, thy name.’ And he said, 
‘ Wherefore is it that thou dost ask after my name V And 

10 he blessed him there. And Jacob called the name of the 
place 1’eniel [or the Face of God]; ‘for I have seen God 

a ‘face to face, and my life is preserved.’ And as he passed 
over Penuel the sun rose upon him, and he was lame in his 
>2 thigh. Therefore the children of Israel eat not of the sinew 
which shrank, which is upon the hollow of the thigh, unto 
this day; because [God] touched the hollow of Jacob’s thigh 
on the sinew that shrank. 

11 And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
Esau came, and with him four hundred men. And he 
divided the children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and unto 

12 the two handmaids. And he put the handmaids and their 
children foremost, and Leah and her children after, and 

in Rachel and Joseph hindermost. And he passed over before 
them, and bowed himself to the ground seven times, until 
l* he came near to his brother. And Esau ran to meet him, 
and embraced him, and fell on his neck, and kissed him; 
u> and they wept. And he lifted up his eyes, and saw the 
women and the children; and said, ‘ Who are those with 
‘ thee V And he said, ‘ The children with which God hath 
!i ‘ favoured thy servant.’ Then the handmaidens came near, 
li they and their children, and they bowed themselves. And 
Leah also with her children came near, and bowed them- 
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selves; and after came Joseph near and Rachel, and they 
bowed themselves. And he said, ‘ What meanest thou by a 
‘ all this drove which I met 1 ’ And he said, ‘ To find 
‘ favour in the sight of my lord.’ And Esau said, ‘ I have 9 
‘enough, my brother; be thine that which is thine.’ And 10 
Jacob said, ‘Nay, I pray thee, if now I have found favour 
‘ in thy sight, then receive my present at oiv hand (for 
‘ therefore I have seen thy fane, as though I had seen the 
‘ face of God); and thou wilt be pleased with me. Take, n 
‘ I pray thee, my blessing that is brought to thee; because 
‘ God hath favoured ine, and because I have every thing.’ 
And he urged him, and he took it. And he said, ‘ Let us 12 
‘take our journey, and let us go, and I will go with thee.’ 
And he said unto him, ‘ My lord knoweth that the children ia 
‘ are tender, and the flocks and herds with young are with 
‘ me; and if men should overdrive them one day, all the 
‘ flock will die. Let my lord, I pray thee, pass over before H 
‘ his servant; and I will lead on softly, according to the 
‘ pace of the cattle that goeth before me, and according to 
‘ the pace of the children, until I come unto my lord unto 
‘ Seir.’ And Esau said, ‘ Let me now leave with thee some is 
‘ of the folk that are with me.’ And he said, ‘ Why so 1 
‘ Let me find favour in the sight of my lord.’ So Esau re- n> 
turned that day on his way unto Seir. 

And Jacob journeyed to Succoth, and built him an house, n 
and made booths for his cattle; therefore the name of the 
place is called Succoth [or Booths]. And Jacob came in is 
safety to the city of Shechem, which is in the land of 
Canaan, when he came from Padan in Syria; and pitched 
his tent before the city. And he bought a parcel of a field, 19 
where he had spread his tent, at the hand of the children 
of Hamor, Shechem’s father, for an hundred Kesitahs [or 
pieces of money]. And he erected there an altar, and called 20 
it El the God of Israel. 

And Dinah the daughter of Leah, which she bare unto 1 
Jacob, went out to see the daughters of the land. And 2 
when Shechem the son of Hamor the Hivite, prince of 
the country, saw her, he took her, and lay with her, and 
humbled her. And his soul clave unto Dinah the daughter a 
of Jacob, and he loved the damsel, and spake unto the 
heart of the damseL And Shechem spake unto his father 4 
Hamor, saying, ‘ Get me this damsel to wife.’ And Jacob 6 
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beard that he had defiled Dinah his daughter. But his 
sons were with his cattle in the field; and Jacob held his 
peace until they were come. 

n And Hamor the father of Shechem went out unto Jacob 
7 to speak with him. And the sons of Jacob came out of 
the field when they heard it. And the men were grieved, 
and they were very wroth, because he had wrought folly 
in Israel in lying with Jacob’s daughter; which thing ought 
h not to be done. And Hamor spake with them, saying, 

‘ The soul of my son Shechem longeth for your daughter; I 
9 ‘ pray you give her to him to wife. And make ye marriages 
‘ with us, and give your daughters unto us, and take our 
.10 ‘ daughters unto you. And ye shall dwell with us; and the 
‘ land shall be before you; dwell and trade ye therein, and 
ii ‘ get you possessions therein.’ And Shechem said unto her 
father and unto her brethren, ‘Let me find grace in your 
H2 1 eyes, and what ye shall say unto me I will give. Ask me 
‘ never so much purchase money anil gift, and I will give 
‘ according as ye shall say unto me; but give me the damsel 
ns ‘to wife.’ And the sons of Jacob answered Shechem and 
Hamor his father deceitfully, and said, because he had defiled 
in Dinah their sister; and they said unto them, ‘We cannot 
‘ do this thing, to give our sister to one that is uncircum- 
i is ‘ cised; for that were a reproach unto us. But in this will 
‘ we consent unto you; if ye will be as we be, that every 
‘ i« ‘male of you be circumcised; then will we give our daugh- 
‘ ters unto you, and we will take your daughters to us, and 
‘ we will dwell with you, and we will become one people, 
ii ‘But. if ye will not hearken unto us, to be circumcised; 

‘ then will we take our daughter, and we will be gone.’ 
is And their words were good in the eyes of Hamor, and 
in in the eyes of Shechem Hamor’s son. And the young man 
deferred not to do the thing, because he had delight in 
Jacob’s daughter; and he was more honourable than all 
the house of his father. 

20 And Hamor and Shechem his son came unto the gate of 
their city, and spake with the men of their city, saying, 

21 ‘ These men are peaceable with us; therefore let them dwell 
‘in the land, and trade therein; for the land, behold, it is 
‘ large enough of space for them; let us take their daughters 

22 ‘ to us for wives, and let us give them our daughters. Only 
‘ herein will the men consent unto us for to dwell with us, 
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‘ to be one people, if every male among us be circumcised, 

‘ as they are circumcised. Shall not their cattle and their 23 
‘ substance and every beast of theirs be ours 1 Only let us 
‘ consent unto them, and they will dwell with us.’ And unto 24 
Hamor and unto Shechem his son hearkened all that went 
out of the gate of his city; and every male was circum¬ 
cised, all that went out of the gate of his city. 

And it came to pass on the third day, when they were 25 
sore, that two of the sons of Jacob, Simeon and Levi, 
Dinah’s brethren, took each man his sword, and came upon 
the city boldly, and slew all the males. And they slew 26 
Hamor and Shechem his son with the edge of the sword, 
and took Dinah out of Shechem’s house, and went out. 
The sons of Jacob came upon the slain, and plundered the 27 
city, because they had deliled their sister. They took their 28 
sheep, and their oxen, and their asses, and that which was 
in the city, and that which was in the field. And all their 27 
wealth, and all their little ones, and their wives took they 
captive, and plundered oven all that was in the house. 

And Jacob said to Simeon and Levi, ‘ Ye have troubled 30 
‘ me to make me to stink among the inhabitants of the land, 
‘among the Canaanites and the Perizzites. And I being 
‘ few in number, they will gather themselves together 
‘against me, and slay me; and I shall be destroyed, I and 
‘my house.’ And they said, ‘Should he deal with our 31 
‘sister as with an harlot 1 ’ 

And God said unto Jacob, ‘Arise, go up to Beth-el, and 1 
‘ dwell there; and make there an altar unto El [or God], 

‘ who appeared unto thee when thou fleddest from the face 
‘of Esau thy brotheT.’ Then Jacob said unto his house- 2 
hold, and to all that were with him, ‘ Put away the strange 
‘ gods that are among you, and be clean, and change your 
‘ garments; and let us arise, and go up to Beth-el; and I 3 
‘ will make there an altar unto El [or God], who answered 
‘me in the day of my distress, and was with me in the 
‘way which I went.’ And they gave unto Jacob all the * 
strange gods which were in their hand, and the rings 
which were in their ears; and Jacob hid them under the 
oak which was by Shechem. And they journeyed. And 6 
the terror of God was upon the cities that were round 
about them, and they did not pursue after the sons of 
Jacob. 
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o So Jacob came to Luz, which is in the land of Canaan, 
that is, Beth-el, he and all the people that were with him. 
7 And he built there an altar, and named the place after 
El [or God], Beth-el [or House of El]; because there God 
appeared unto him, when he lied from the face of his 
fi brother. And Deborah Eebekah’s nurse died, and she was 
buried beneath Beth-el under an oak ; and the name of it 
was called the Oak of Tears. 

• o And God appeared unto Jacob again, when he came out 
10 of Padan 6 in Syria, and blessed him. And God said unto 
him, ‘Thy name is Jacob; thy name shall not be called 
‘any more Jacob, but Israel shall be thy name.’ And he 
n called his name Israel. And God said unto him, ‘ I am 
‘ El [or God] Almighty. Be fruitful and multiply; a nation 
‘ and an assembly of nations shall be from thee, and kings 
12 ‘shall come out of thy loins. And the land which I gave 
‘ to Abraham and Isaac, to thee I will give it, and to thy 
is ‘seed after thee will I give the land.’ And God went up 
14 from him in the place where he talked with him. And 
Jacob set up a pillar in the place whore he talked with 
him, even a pillar of stone; and he poured a drink offering 
is thereon, and he poured oil thereon. And Jacob called the 
name of the place whore God spake with him, Beth-el. 
in And they journeyed from Beth-el; and there was but a 
little way to come to Ephrath. And Eachel travailed, and 
.17 she had hard labour. And it came to pass, when she was 
in hard labour, that the midwife said unto her, ‘Fear not; 
.is ‘for this also is a son for thee.’ And it came to pass, as 
her soul was in departing, for she died, that she called 
his name Ben-oni [or Son of my Sorrow]; but his father 
i!> called him Benjamin. And Bachel died, and was buried 

120 in the way to Ephrath, which is Beth-lehem. And Jacob 
set a pillar upon her grave; that is the pillar of Itachel’s 
grave unto this day. j 

1 2 1 And Israel journeyed, and spread his tent beyond the 

122 Tower of Edar. And it came to pass, when Israel dwelt 
in that land, that Eeuben went and lay with Bilhali his 
father’s concubine. And Israel heard it. 

123 Now the sons of Jacob were twelve. The sons of Leah; 
Eeuben, Jacob’s firstborn, and Simeon, and Levi, and Judah, 

124 and Issachar, and Zebulun;—the sons of Eachel; Joseph 
155 and Benjamin;—and the sons of Bilhah, Eachel’s hand- 
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maid; Dan and Naphtali;—and the sons of Zilpah, Leah’s 20 
handmaid; Gad, and Asher. These are the sons of Jacob, 
who were born to him in Padan in Syria. 

And Jacob came unto Isaac his father unto Mamre, unto 27 
the city of Arbah, which is Hebron, where Abraham and 
Isaac had sojourned. And the days of Isaac were an hun- 2s 
dred and fourscore years. And Isaac gave up the ghost, 211 
and died, and was gathered unto his people, being old and 
full of days; and his sons Esau and Jacob buried him. 

Now these are the generations of Esau, who is Edom. 1 
Esau took his wives of the daughters of Canaan; Adah 2 
the daughter of Ajalon the Ilittite, and Aholibamah the 
daughter of Anah the daughter of Zibeon the Hivite; and 3

‘ thing which I have spoken unto Pharaoh. What God is 
‘about to do he sheweth unto Pharaoh. Behold, there a 
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‘ come seven years of great plenty throughout all the land 
ao ‘ of Lower Egypt. And there will arise after them seven 
‘years of famine; and all the plenty will be forgotten in 
‘ the land of Lower Egypt; and the famine will consume 
Hi ‘ the land. And the plenty will not be known in the land 
‘by reason of that famine following; for it will be very 
32 ‘ grievous. And for that the dream was doubled unto Pha- 
‘ raoh in times; it is because the thing is established by 
8 :i ‘ God, and God is hastening to bring it to pass. Now there- 
‘ fore let Pharaoh look out a man discreet and wise, and 
9i ‘ set him over the land of Lower Egypt. Let Pharaoh do 
‘ this, and let him appoint overseers over the land, and take 
‘ up the fifth part of the produce of the land of Lower Egypt 
a6 ‘ in the seven plenteous years. And let them gather all the 
‘ food of those good years that come, and lay up corn under 
‘ the hand of Pharaoh, and let them keep food in the cities, 
on ‘ And let that food be for store to the land against the seven 
‘ years of famine, which will be in the land of Lower Egypt; 
‘ that the land be not cut oil' through the famine.’ 

37 And the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in 
as the eyes of all his servants. And Pharaoh said unto his 
servants, ‘ Can we find such a one as this is, a man in whom 
no ‘the spirit of God is 1’ And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, 
‘ Forasmuch as God hath made known to thee all this, there 
no ‘ is none so discreet and wise as thou art. Thou shalt be 


‘ over my house, and according unto thy word shall all my 
‘ people be ruled; only on the throne will I be greater than 
mi ‘thou.’ And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, ‘ See, I have set 
H 2 ‘ thee over all the land of Lower Egypt.’ And Pharaoh 
took off his signet-ring from his hand, and put it upon 
Joseph’s hand, and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, 
ns and put a gold chain about his neck; and he made him to 
ride in the second chariot which he had; and they cried 
before him, Ab-rek [or Bow the head]. And he set him 
■)) over all the land of Lower Egypt. And Pharaoh said unto 
Joseph, ‘ I am Pharaoh, and without thee shall no man lift 
‘ up his hand or his foot in all the land of Lower Egypt.’ 
And Pharaoh called Joseph’s name Zeph-net-Phcenich [or 
Joseph the Phenician]; and he gave him to wife Asenath 
the daughter of Poti-pherah priest of On. 

And Joseph went out over the land of Lower Egypt. 
411 And Joseph was thirty years old when he stood before 
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Pharaoh king of Lower Egypt And Joseph went out from 
the presence of Pharaoh, and went throughout all the land 
of Lower Egypt. And in the seven plenteous years the <7 
earth brought forth by handfuls. And he gathered up all 48 
the food of the seven years, which were in the land of Lower 
Egypt, and laid up the food in the cities; the food of the 
field, which was round about every city, laid he up in the 
same. And Joseph heaped corn as the sand of the sea, very 
much, until he left numbering; for it was without number. 

And unto Joseph were bom two sons before the years so 
of famine came, which Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On bare unto him. And Joseph called the name oi 
of the firstborn Manasseh [or Forgetting]; ‘ For God’ [said 
he] ‘ hath made me forget all my toil, and all my father’s 
‘ house.’ And the name of the second called he Ephraim si 
[or Fruitful]; ‘ For God hath caused me to be fruitful in 
‘ the land of my affliction.’ 

And the seven years of the plenteousness that was in the m 
land of Lower Egypt, were ended. And the seven years n 
of famine began to come, according as Joseph had said. And 
the famine was in all lands; but in all the land of Lower 
Egypt there was bread. And when all the land of Lower 
Egypt was famished, the people cried to Pharaoh for bread. 
And Pharaoh said unto all the Egyptians, ‘ Go unto Joseph; 

‘ what he saith to you, do.’ And the famine was over all •'<« 
the face of the land. And Joseph opened all the store¬ 
houses, and sold corn unto the Egyptians; and the famine 
waxed sore in the land of Lower Egypt And all coun- '■>' 
tries came into Lower Egypt to Joseph for corn; because 
that the fa min e was so sore in all lands. 


Now when Jacob saw that there was com in Lower • 


Egypt, Jacob said unto his sons, 1 Why do ye look one 
‘upon another?’ And he said, ‘Behold, I have heard that 2 
‘there is com in Lower figypt. Get you down thither, 

‘ and buy for us from thence; that we may live, and not 
‘die.’ And Joseph’s ten brethren went down to buy com - 
from the Egyptians. But Benjamin, Joseph’s brother, Jacob * 
sent not with his brethren; for he said, ‘ Lest perad venture 
‘ mischief befall him.’ And the sons of Israel came to buy '■> 
com among those that came; for the famine was in the land 
of Canaan. 


And Joseph was the governor over the land, and he it 6 
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was that sold corn to all the people of the land. And 
Joseph’s brethren came, and bowed down themselves 
;7 before him with their faces to the earth. And Joseph saw 
his brethren, and he knew them, but made himself strange 
unto them, and spake roughly unto them; and he said unto 
them, ‘ Whence come ye V And they said, ‘ Prom the land 
fR ‘of Canaan to buy food.’ And Joseph knew his brethren, 
in but they knew not him. And Joseph remembered the 
dreams which he dreamed of them, and said unto them, 
‘ Ye are spies; to see the nakedness of the land ye are come.’ 
no And they said unto him, ‘ Nay, my lord, but to buy food 
ai ‘are thy servants come. We are all one man’s sons; we 
■12 ‘are true men, thy servants are no spies.’ And he said 
unto them, ‘Nay, but to see the nakedness of the land ye 
as ‘are come.’ And they said, ‘Thy servants are twelve brc- 
‘ thren ; we are the sons of one man in the land of Canaan ; 
‘ and, behold, the youngest is this day with our father, and 
n ‘ one is not.’ And Joseph said unto them, ‘ As to that which 
is ‘I spake unto you, saying, Ye are spins; hereby ye shall 
‘ be proved. By the life of Pharaoh ye shall not go forth 
u6 ‘ hence, except your youngest brother come hither. Send 
‘ one of you, and let him fetch your brother; and ye shall 
‘ be kept in prison, that your words may be proved, whe- 
‘ ther there be any truth in you ; or else by the life of Pha- 
17 ‘ raoh surely ye are spies.’ And he put them all together into 
I s ward three days. And Joseph said unto them the third 
ii' day, ‘This do, and live; for I fear God. If ye be true 
‘ men, let one of your brethren be bound in the house of 
‘ your prison; and go ye, carry corn for the famine of your 
i2u ‘houses. But bring your youngest brother unto me; so 
‘ shall your words be verified, and ye shall not die.’ And 
i-i they did so. And they said one to another, ‘ We are verily 
‘ guilty concerning our brother, in that we saw the anguish 
‘ of his soul, when he besought us, and we would not hear- 

122 ‘ken. Therefore is this distress come upon us.’ And Reu¬ 
ben answered them, saying, ‘ Spake I not unto you, saying, 
‘Do not sin against the child; and ye would not hearken? 

123 ‘Therefore, behold, also his blood is required.’ And they 
knew not that Joseph understood them; for an interpreter 

I2i was between them. And he turned himself about from 
them, and wept; and returned to them again, and spake 
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with them, and he took from them Simeon, and hound 
him before their eyes. 

Then Joseph commanded to fill their vessels with corn, 25 
and to restore every man’s money into his sack, and to give 
them provision for the way. And thus did he unto them. 
And they laid the corn upon their asses, and departed 
thence. And as one of them opened his sack to give his 2: 
ass provender at the resting place, he espied his money; 
for, behold, it was in his sack’s mouth. And he said unto 2s 
his brethren, 1 My money is restored; and lo, it is even in 
‘my sack.’ And their heart failed them, and they were 
afraid, saying one to another, ‘ What is this that God hath 
‘ done unto usl’ 

And they came unto Jacob their father unto the land of 2) 
Canaan, and told him all that befell unto them; saying, 
‘The man, who is the lord of the land, spake roughly to 'to 
‘ us, and treated us as spies of the country. And we said 3 1 
‘unto him, We are true men; we are no spies. We be 22 
‘ twelve brethren, sons of our father; one is not, and the 
‘ youngest is this day with our father in the land of Canaan. 

‘ And the man, the lord of the country, said unto us, Hereby 33 
‘shall I know that ye are true men; leave one of your 
‘ brethren here with me, and for the famine of your house- 
‘ holds take, and be gone. And bring your youngest bro- 34 
‘ ther unto me. Then shall I know that ye are no spies, 

‘ but that ye are true men; so will I deliver you your bro- 
‘ ther, and ye shall traffick in the land.’ 

And it came to pass as they emptied their sacks, that, 35 
behold, every man’s bundle of money was in his sack. And 
when both they and their father saw the bundles of money, 
they were afraid And Jacob their father said unto them, 30 
‘ Me have ye bereaved of my children. Joseph is not, and 
‘ Simeon is not, and ye will take Benjamin away. All these 
‘ things are against me.’ And Reuben spake unto his father, 37 
saying, ‘Slay my two sons, if I bring him not to thee. 

‘ Deliver him into my hand, and I will bring him to thee 
‘ again.’ And he said, ‘ My son shall not go down with 39 
‘ you; for his brother is dead, and he is left alone. If mis- 
‘ chief befall him by the way in the which ye go, then will 
‘ ye bring down my gray hairs with sorrow to the grave.’ 

And the famine was sore in the land And it came to 1 
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2 pass, when they had eaten up the corn which they had 
brought out of Lower Egypt, their father said unto them, 
ia ‘Go again, buy us a little food.’ And Judah spake unto 
him, saying, ‘The man did solemnly protest unto us, saying, 
‘ Ye shall not see my face, except your brother be with 
i -i ‘ you. If thou wilt send our brother with us, we will go 
i ‘ down and buy thee food. But if thou wilt not send him, 
‘we will not go down; for the man said unto us, Ye shall 
is ‘not see my face, except your brother be with you.’ And 
Israel said, ‘ Wherefore dealt ye so ill with me, as to tell the 
; 7 ‘ man whether ye had yet a brother V And they said, ‘ The 
‘ man asked us strictly about ourselves and about our kin- 
‘ dred, saying, Is your father yet alive 1 Have ye another 
‘ brother 1 And we told him according to the tenor of 
‘these words. Could we certainly know that he would 
! 8 ‘ say, Bring your brother down V And Judah said unto 
Israel his father, ‘ Send the lad with me, and we will arise 
‘ and go; that we may live, and not die, both wo, and thou, 
i 9 ‘ and also our little ones. I will he surety for him; of my 
‘ hand shalt thou require him. If I bring him not unto 
‘ thee, and set him before thee, then let me bear the blame 
10 ‘ for ever. For except we had lingered, surely now we had 
m ‘ returned this second time.’ And their father Israel said 


unto them, ‘ If it must he so now, do this; take of the 
‘ best fruits in the land in your vessels, and carry down the 
‘man a present, a little balm, and a little sweetmeat of 
1 grapes, spices, and ladanum, pistacia-nuts, and almonds. 
ii 2 ‘And take double money in your hand; and the money 
‘ that was brought again in the mouth of your sacks, carry 
‘it again in your hand; peradventure it was an oversight, 
an ‘Take also your brother, and arise, go again unto the man. 
•n ‘ And may God Almighty give you mercy before the man, 
‘ that he may send with you your other brother, and Ben- 
‘ jamin. If I he bereaved of my children, I am bereaved.’ 
is And the men took that present, and they took double 
money in their hand, and Benjamin; and rose up, and went 
is down to Lower Egypt, and stood before Joseph. And 
when Joseph saw Benjamin with them, he said to him who 
was over his house, ‘ Bring these men homo, and slay what 
‘ is fitting, and make ready; for these men shall dine with 

17 ‘me at noon.’ And the man did as Joseph hade; and the 

18 man brought the men into Joseph’s house. And the men 
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were afraid, because they were brought into Joseph’s 
house; and they said, ‘ Because of the money that was 
‘ returned in our sacks at the first time, are we being 
‘ brought in; that he may seek occasion against us, and 
‘ fall upon us, and take us for bond-servants, and our asses.’ 
And they came near to the man who was over Joseph’s 19 
house, and they spake with him at the doorway of the 
house, and said, ‘ 0 sir, we came indeed down at the first 20 
‘time to buy food. And it came to pass, when we came 21 
‘ to the resting place, that we opened our sacks, and, behold, 

‘ every man’s money was in the mouth of his sack, our 
‘money in full weight; and we have brought it again in 
‘ our hand. And other money have we brought down in 22 
‘our hands to buy food. We do not know who put our 
‘ money in our sacks.’ And he said, ‘ Peace be to you, fear 23 
‘ not. Your God, and the God of your father, gave you the 
‘ hidden treasure in your sacks. I had your money.’ And 
he brought Simeon out unto them And the man brought 2t 
the men into Joseph’s house, and gave them water, and 
they washed their feet; and he gave their asses provender. 
And they made ready the present against Joseph came at 20 
noon. For they heard that they should eat bread there. 

And when Joseph came home, they brought him the 20 
present which was in their hand into the house, and bowed 
themselves to him to the earth. And he asked them of 27 


their welfare, and said, ‘ Is your father well, the old man 
‘ of whom ye spake 1 Is he yet alive V And they an- 2s 
swered, ‘Thy servant our father is in good health, he is 
‘yet alive.’ And they bowed down their heads, and did 
reverence. And he lifted up his eyes, and saw his brother 29 
Benjamin, his mother’s son, and said, ‘ Is this your younger 
‘ brother, of whom ye spake unto me ?’ And he said, 

‘ God be gracious unto thee, my son,’ And Joseph made so 
haste; for his bowels did yearn upon his brother; and he 
sought where to weep. And he entered into his chamber, 
and wept there. Then he washed his face, and went out, 3* 
and refrained himself, and said, ‘ Set on bread’ And they 22 
set on for him by himself, and for them by themselves, and 
for the Egyptians, who did eat with him, by themselves; 
because the Egyptians might not eat bread with the He¬ 
brews; for that is an abomination unto the Egyptians. 
And they sat before him, the firstborn according to his 33 
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birthright, and the youngest according to his youth; and 
)4 the men marvelled one at another. And he took portions 
from what was before himself for them; but Benjamin’s 
portion was five times so much as any of their portions. 
And they drank, and were merry with him. 
i i And he commanded him who was over his house, saying, 
‘ Fill the men’s sacks with food, as much as they can carry, 
• * ‘ and put every man’s money in his sack’s mouth. And 
‘ put my goblet, the silver goblet, in the sack’s mouth of 
‘ the youngest, with the money for his corn.’ And he did 
i 3 according to the word that Joseph had spoken. As soon 
as the morning was light, the men were sent away, they 
14 and their asses. And when they were gone out of the city, 
and not yet far off, Joseph said unto him who was over his 
house, ‘Up, follow after the men; and when thou dost 
‘ overtake them, say unto them, Wherefore have ye re- 
' 3 ‘ turned evil for good 1 Is not this it iir which my lord 
‘ drinketh, and whereby indeed he divineth 1 Ye have 
‘ done evil in so doing.’ 

' 3 And he overtook them, and he spake unto them these 
it same words. And they said unto him, ‘Wherefore saith 
‘ my lord these words ? It were wrong that thy servants 
is ‘should do according to this thing. Behold, the money, 
‘ which we found in our sacks' mouths, we brought again 
‘ unto thee out of the land of Canaan. How then should 


19 ‘we steal out of thy lord’s house silver or gold? With 
‘ whomsoever of thy servants it be found, both let him die, 
‘and we also will be my lord’s bond-servants.’ And he 
said, ‘ How also let it be according unto your words. He 
‘ with whom it is found shall be my bond-servant; and ye 
i ‘ shall be blameless.’ Then they speedily took down every 
man his sack to the ground, and opened every man his 
13 sack. And he searched, and began at the eldest, and left 
at the youngest. And the goblet was found in Benjamin’s 
is sack. Then they rent their clothes, and laded every man 
his ass, and returned to the city. 

* And Judah and his brethren came to Joseph’s house; 

for he was yet there. And they fell before him on the 
'8 ground. And Joseph said unto them, ‘What deed is this 
‘ that ye have done? Knew ye not that such a man as I can 
in ‘ certainly divine ?’ And Judah said, ‘ What shall we say 
‘ unto my lord? What shall we speak ? Or how shall we 
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‘ clear ourselves 1 God hath found out the iniquity of thy 
‘ servants. Behold, we are my lord’s servants, both we, 

‘ and he also in whose hand the goblet hath been found.’ 
And he said, ‘ It were wrong in me that I should do so; k 
‘ but the man in whose hand the goblet hath been found, 

‘ he shall be my servant; and as for you, get you up in 
‘peace unto your father.’ 

Then Judah came near unto him, and said, 1 Oh my lord, is 
‘ let thy servant, I pray thee, speak a word in my lord’s 
‘ ears, and let not thine anger burn against thy servant; 
‘for thou art even as Pharaoh. My lord asked his ser- 10 
‘ vants, saying, Have ye a father, or a brother? And we -'o 
1 said unto my lord, We have a father, an old man, and a 
‘ child of his old age, a little one; and his brother is dead, 

‘ and he alone is left of his mother, and his father loveth 
‘ him. And thou saidst unto thy servants, Bring him down n 
‘ unto me, that I may set mine eyes upon him. And we 23 
‘ said unto my lord, The lad cannot leave his father. For 
‘ if he should leave his father, his father would die. And 2:1 
‘ thou saidst unto thy servants, Except your youngest bro- 
‘ ther come down with you, ye shall see my face no more. 

‘ And it came to pass when we came up unto thy servant 24 
‘ my father, we told him the words of my lord. And our 25 
‘ father said, Go again, and buy us a little food. And we 21 
‘ said, We cannot go down. If our youngest brother be 
‘ with us, then will we go down. For we may not see the 
‘ man’s face, except our youngest brother be with us. And 27 
‘ thy servant my father said unto us, Ye know that my 
‘wife bare me two sons; and the one went out from me, 28 
‘ and I said, Surely he is tom in pieces; and I have not 
‘ seen him since; and if ye take this also from me, and 29 
‘mischief befall him, ye will bring down my gray hairs 
‘ with trouble to the grave. Now therefore when I come to 20 
‘ thy servant my father, and the lad be not with us; seeing 
‘ that his life is bound up in the lad’s life; it will come 3 i 
‘ to pass, when he seeth that the lad is not with us, that 
‘ he will die; and thy servants will bring down the gray 
‘ hairs of thy servant our father with sorrow to the grave. 

‘ For thy servant became surety for the lad unto my father, 32 
‘saying, If I bring him not unto thee, then I will bear 
‘the blame to my father for ever. Now therefore, I pray 33 
‘ thee, let thy servant abide instead of the lad a bond-ser- 
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‘ vant to my lord; and let the lad go up with his brethren, 
i ‘ For how shall I go up to my father, and the lad be not 
‘ with me ? lest peradventure I see the evil that shall come 

I on my father.’ 

i Then Joseph could not refrain himself before all them 
that stood by him; and he cried, ‘ Cause every man to go 
‘out from me.’ And there stood no man with him, while 

!2 Joseph made himself known unto his brethren. And he 
wept aloud; and the Egyptians heard, and the house of 
13 Pharaoh heard. And Joseph said unto his brethren, ‘ I 
‘ am Joseph. Doth my father yet live V And his brethren 
could not answer him ; for they were troubled at his pre- 
H sence. And Joseph said unto his brethren, ‘ Come near to 
‘ me, I pray you.’ And they came near. And he said, 

I I am Joseph your brother, whom ye sold into Lower 
i.’i ‘Egypt. Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry with 

‘ yourselves, that ye sold mo hither; for God did send me 
:« ‘ before you to preserve life. For these two years hath the 
‘ famine been in the land; and tliore are yet live years, in 
‘the which there shall neither be plowing nor harvest. 
;" ‘ And God sent mo before you to preserve for you a posterity 
‘ on the earth, and to save your lives by a great deliverance, 
is ‘So now it was not you that sent me hither, but God. And 
‘ he hath made me a father to Pharaoh, and lord of all his 
‘house, and a ruler throughout all the land of Lower 
I a ‘ Egypt. Haste ye, and go up to my father, and say unto 
‘ him, Thus saith thy son Joseph, God hath made me lord 
Hi ‘ of all Lower Egypt; come down unto me, tarry not. And 
‘ thou shalt dwell in the land of Goshen, and thou shalt be 
‘ near unto me, thou, and thy children, and thy children’s 
‘ children, and thy flocks, and thy herds, and all that thou 
m ‘hast. And there will I nourish thee; for yet there are 
‘ five years of famine; lest thou, and thy household, and all 
3 ! ‘that thou hast, come to poverty. And, behold, your eyes 
‘ see, and the eyes of my brother Benjamin, that it is my 
33 ‘ mouth that speaketh unto you. And ye shall tell my 
‘lather of all my glory in Lower Egypt, and of all that 
‘ye have seen; and ye shall haste and bring down my 
‘ father hither.’ 

ii And ho fell upon his brother Benjamin’s neck, and 
is wept; and Benjamin wept upon his neck. Moreover he 

G 
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kissed all kis brethren, and wept upon them. And after 
that his brethren talked with him. 

And the fame thereof was heard in Pharaoh’s house, lit 
saying, ‘Joseph’s brethren are come.’ And it pleased 
Pharaoh well, and his servants. And Pharaoh said unto 17 
Joseph, ‘Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; lade your 
‘ beasts, and go, get you unto the land of Canaan. And is 
‘ take your father and your households, and come unto me. 

‘ And 1 will give you the good of the land of Lower Egypt, 

‘ and ye shall eat the fat of the land. A'ow thou art com- is 
‘ manded, this do ye; take you wagons out of the land of 
‘ Lower Egypt for your little ones, and for your ivives, and 
‘ bring your father, and come. Also regard not your stuff; -» 
‘ for the good of all the land of Low'er Egypt is yours.’ 

And the children of Israel did so. And Joseph gave -i 
them wagons, according to the command of Pharaoh, and 
gave them provision for the way. To all of them he gave -- 
each man changes of raiment; but to Benjamin he gave 
three hundred pieces of silver, and five changes of raiment. 
And to his father he sent after this manner; ten asses 
laden with the good things of Egypt, and ten she asses 
laden with corn and bread, and food for Iris father by the 
way. So he sent his brethren away, and they departed. -* 
And he said unto them, ‘ See that ye fall not out by the 
‘ way.’ Aud they went up out of Lower Egypt, and came 
into the land of Canaan unto Jacob their father, and told - i 
him, saying, ‘Joseph is yet alive, and he is governor over 
‘ all the land of Lower Egypt.’ And Jacob’s heart fainted, 
for he believed them not. And they told him all the words 
of Joseph, which he had said unto them. And when he 
saw the wagons which Joseph had sent to carry him, the 
spirit of Jacob their father revived; and Israel said, ‘ It is 
‘enough; Joseph my son is yet alive. I will go aud see 
‘ him before I die.’ 

And Israel took his journey with all that he had, and 1 
came to Beer-sheba, and sacrificed sacrifices unto the God 
of his father Isaac. And God spake unto Israel in the - 
visions of the night, and said, ‘ Jacob, Jacob.’ And he said, 

‘ Here I ana.’ And he said, ‘ I am El [or God], the God of a 
‘thy father. Fear not to go down into Lower Egypt; for 
‘ I will there make of thee a great nation. 1 will go down * 
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‘ with thee into Lower Egypt; and I will also surely bring 
‘ thee up again; and Joseph shall put his hand upon thine 
o 1 eyes.’ And Jacob rose up from Beer-sheba. And the 
sons of Israel carried Jacob their father, and their little 
ones, and their wives, in the wagons which Pharaoh had 
' o sent to carry him. And they took their cattle, and their 
goods, which they had gotten in the land of Canaan, and 
came into Lower Egypt, Jacob and all his seed with him. 
;t His sons, and his sons’ sons with him, his daughters, and 
his sons’ daughters, and all his seed brought he with him 
into Lower Egypt. 

1 b And these are the names op tiie children op Israel, 
who came into Lower Egypt, Jacob and his sons. Reuben 
(» was Jacob’s firstborn. And the sons of Reuben; Ilanoch, 
an and Phallu, and Hczron, and Oarmi. And the sons of 
Simeon; Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, and Jachin, and 
ii Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaanitish woman. And 
ii the sons of Levi ; Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. And the 
sons of Judah; Er, and Onan, and Shelali, and Pharez, 
and Zarah; but Er and Onan died in the land of Canaan, 
is And the sons of Pharez were Hezron and Hamul.

And 
Moses feared, and said, ‘ Surely this t hing is known.’ Now is 
when Pharaoh heard this t hin g, he sought to slay Moses. 
But Moses fled from the face of Pharaoh, and dwelt in the 
land of Midian. And he sat down by a well 

Now the priest of Midian had seven daughters; and they is 
came and drew water, and filled the troughs to water their 
father’s flock And the Shepherds came and drove them it 
away. But Moses stood up and helped them, and watered 
their flock And when they came to Reuel their father, n 
he said, ‘ How is it that ye are come so soon to-day ?’ 
And they said, ‘An Egyptian delivered us out of the hand n 
‘ of the Shepherds, and also drew water enough for us, and 
‘watered the flock’ And he said unto his daughters, 20 
‘ And where is he ? Why is it that ye have left the man 1 
‘ Call him, that he may eat bread.’ And Moses was con- 
tent to dwell with the man. And he gave unto Moses 
Ziphrah his daughter. And she bare him a son, and he - 1 
called his name Gershom [or a Stranger there]; for he said, 

‘ I have been a stranger in a foreign land.’ 

And it came to pass, after many days, that the king of 2s 
Egypt died. And the children of Israel sighed by reason 
of the bondage, and they cried, and their cry came up unto 
God by. reason of the bondage. And God heard their 24 
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groaning, and God remembered bis covenant with Abraham, 
■o with Isaac, and with Jacob. And God looked upon the 
children of Israel, and God understood. 

.1 Now Moses was feeding the Hock of Jethro his father in 
law, the priest of Midian; and he led the flock to the back of 
the desert, and came to the Mountain of God, to Horeb. 
12 And the angel of Jehovah appeared unto him in a flame 
of fire out of the midst of a bush. And he looked, and, 
behold, the bush burned with fire, and the busli was not 
is consumed. And Moses said, 1 1 will now turn aside, and 
u 1 see this great sight, why the bush is not burnt.’ And when 
Jehovah saw that he turned aside to see, God called unto 
him out of the midst of the bush, and said, ‘ Moses, Moses.’ 
And he said, ‘Here I am.’ And he said, ‘Draw not nigh 
‘ hither; put off thy shoes from off thy feet, for the place

‘ the place of the Cauaanites, and the Hittites, and the

is ‘ Jebusites. Now therefore, behold, the cry of the children 
‘ of Israel is come unto me; and I have also seen the oppres- 
io ‘ sion wherewith the Egyptians oppress them. Come now 
‘ therefore, and I will send thee unto Pharaoh, that thou 
‘ mayest bring forth my people the children of Israel out of 
n ‘Lower Egypt. ’ And Moses said unto God, ‘ Who. am L that

And is 
God said moreover unto Moses, ‘ Thus shalt thou say unto 
‘ the .children of Israel, Jehovah, the God of your fathers, 

‘ the God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God of 
1 Jacob, hath sent me unto you; this is my name for ever, 

‘ and this is my memorial unto generations of generations. 

‘ Go, and gather the elders of Israel together, and say unto 
‘ them, Jehovah, the God of your fathers, the God of Abra- 
‘ ham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, appeared unto me, saying, I 
‘ have surely visited you, and seen that which is done to 
‘you in Lower Egypt; and I have said, I will bring you it

And the 
anger of Jehovah was kindled against Moses, and he said, 
Is not Aaron the Levite thy brother! I know that he 
‘ can speak well. And also, behold, he corneth forth to 
^ meet thee. And when he seeth thee, he will be glad in 
’ ‘ * lis heart. And thou shalt speak unto him, and thou shalt

And it came to pass by the way at the resting-place, « 
that Jehovahmet him, and sought to kill him.

‘children of Israel, whom the Egyptians keep in bondage; 
‘and I have remembered my covenant. Wherefore say * 
‘ unto the children of Israel, I am Jehovah, and I will bring 
' you out from under the burdens of the Egyptians, and £ 

1 will deliver you out of their bondage, and £ will redeem 
‘ you with a stretched-out arm, and with great judgments. 

‘ And I will take you to me for a people, and I will he to 1 
‘ you a God. And ye shall know that £ am Jehovah your 
1 God, who bringeth you out from under the burdens of 
‘the Egyptians. And I will bring you in unto the land, ■ 
‘ concerning the which I did lift up my hand [in oath] to 
‘give it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; and I will give

Hoses and nntn Aaron, and gave them a charge nntn the. 
children of Israel, and unto Pharaoh king of Egypt, to bring 
the children of Israel out of the land of Lower Egypt. 
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14 These be the heads of their fathers’ houses. The sons 
of Reuben the firstborn of Israel; Hanoch, and Pallu, 
« Hezron, and Carmi; these be the families of Reuben. And 
the sons of Simeon; Jemuel, and Jamin, and Ohad, and 
Jachin, and Zohar, and Shaul the son of a Canaanitish 
aa woman; these are the families of Simeon. And these are 
the names of the sons of Levi according to their genera¬ 
tions ; Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari. And the years 
of the life of Levi were an hundred thirty and seven years. 
17 The sons of Gershon; Libni, and Shimi, according to their 
is families. And the sons of Kohath; Amram, and Izhar, and 
Hebron, and Uzziel. And the years of the life of Kohath 
lo were an hundred thirty and three years. And the sons of 
Merari; Mahali and Mushi; these are the families of Levi 
according to their generations. 

10 And Amram took him Jochcbed his father’s sister to 
wife; and she bare him Aaron and Moses. And the years 
of the life of Amram were an hundred and thirty and seven 

n years. And the sons of Izhar; Korah, and Nopheg, and 
is Zichri. And the eons of Uzziel; Misliael, and Elzaphan, 

11 and Zithri. And Aaron took him Elislieba, daughter of 
Amminadab, sister of Naashon, to wife; and she bare him 

4 Nadab, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. And the sons 
of Korah; Assir, and Elkanah, and Abiasaph; these are 
i the families of the Korhitcs. And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
look him one of the daughters of Putiol to wife; and she 
bare him Phinehas. These are the heads of the fathers of 
c the Levites according to their families. These are that 
Aaron and Moses, to whom Jehovah said, ‘Bring out the 
‘ children of Israel from the land of Lower Egypt according 
7 ‘ to their armies.’ These are they who spake to Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, to bring out the children of Israel from 
Lower Egypt. These are that Moses and Aaron. 

4 And it came to pass on the day when Jehovah spake 
J unto Moses in the land of Lower Egypt, that Jehovah spake 
unto Moses, saying, ‘I am Jehovah; speak thou unto Pha- 
i ‘ raoh king of Egypt all that I say unto thee.’ And Moses 
said before Jehovah, ‘Behold, I am of uncircumcised lips, 
l ‘ and how shall Pharaoh hearken unto me V And Jehovah 
said unto Moses, ‘ See, I have made thee a god to Pharaoh; 
i ‘ and Aaron thy brother shall be thy prophet. Thou shalt 
‘ speak all that I command thee; and Aaron thy brother 
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‘ shall speak unto Pharaoh, that he send the children of 
‘ Israel out of his land. And I will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 3 
‘and multiply my signs and my wonders in the land of 
‘ Lower Egypt. But Pharaoh shall not hearken unto you, * 
‘ that I may lay my hand upon Lower Egypt, and bring 
‘ forth mine armies, even my people the children of Israel, 

‘ out of the land of Lower Egypt hy great judgments. And 5 
‘the Egyptians shall know that I am Jehovah, when I 
‘ stretch forth mine hand upon Lower Egypt, and bring 
‘out the children of Israel from among them.’ And Moses « 
and Aaron did as Jehovah commanded them, so did they. 
And Moses was fourscore years old, and Aaron fourscore 7 
and three years old, when they spake unto Pharaoh. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, * 
‘ When Pharaoh shall speak unto you, saying, Shew a mira- » 
‘ cle for you; then thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, 

‘ and cast it before Pharaoh, and it shall become a serpent.’ 
And Moses and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and they did io 
so as Jehovah had commanded. And Aaron cast down his 
rod before Pharaoh, and before his servants, and it became 
a serpent. Then Pharaoh also called the wise men and the n 
sorcerers. And the sacred scribes of Lower Egypt, they 
also did in like manner with their hidden arts. For they n 
cast down every man his rod, and they became serpents; 
hut Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods. And Pharaoh’s is 
heart was hardened, that he hearkened not unto them ; as 
Jehovah had said. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Pharaoh’s heart is bar- n 
‘ dened, he refuseth to let the people go. Get thee unto is 
‘ Pharaoh in the morning; lo, he goeth out unto the water; 

‘ and thou shalt stand by the river’s brink to meet him ; 

‘ and the rod which was turned to a serpent shalt thou take 
‘in thine hand And thou shalt say unto him, Jehovah is 
‘ the God of the Hebrews hath sent me unto thee, saying, 

‘ Let my people go, that they may serve me in the desert; 

‘ and, behold, hitherto thou wouldest not hear. Thus saith it 
‘ Jehovah, In this thou shalt know that I am Jehovah. Be-

And Moses and Aaron 
did so, as Jehovah commanded. And he lifted up the rod, 
and smote the waters that were in the river, in the sight 
of Pharaoh, and in the sight of his servants; and all the

the fish that was in the river died; and the river stank, and 
the Egyptians could not drink of the water of the river; 
and there was blood throughout all the land of Lower 

22 Egypt. Thus also did the sacred scribes of Lower Egypt 
with their hidden arts. And Pharaoh’s heart was hardened, 
neither did he hearken unto them; as Jehovah had said. 

B) And Pharaoh turned and went into his house, neither did

And Aaron stretched 
out his hand over the waters of Lower Egypt; and the 
l 7 frogs came up, and covered the land of Lower Egypt. And 
the sacred scribes did the same with their hidden arts, and 
they brought up frogs upon the land of Lower Egypt. 

1 8 Then Pharaoh called for Moses and Aaron, and said

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‘ In treat Jehovah, that he may take away the frogs from 
‘ me, and from my people; and I will let the people go, 

‘ that they may do sacrifice unto Jehovah.’ And Moses 9 
said unto Pharaoh, ‘Honour me with a time when I 
‘ shall intreat for thee, and for thy servants, and for thy 
‘people, to destroy the frogs from thee and thy houses, 
‘that they may remain in the river only.’ And he 10 
said, ‘ To-morrow.’ And he said, ‘ Be it according to thy 
‘ word; that thou mayest know that there is none like 
‘unto Jehovah our God. And the frogs shall depart from u 
‘thee, and from thy houses, and from thy servants, and 
‘from thy people; they shall remain in the river only.’ 
And Moses and Aaron went out from Pharaoh. And Moses is 
cried unto Jehovah because of the frogs which he had 
brought against Pharaoh. And Jehovah did according to is 
the word of Moses; and the frogs died out of the houses, 
out of the villages, and out of the fields. And they gathered n 
them together in heaps and heaps; and the land stank. 
But when Pharaoh saw that there was breathing-time, he is 
hardened his heart, and hearkened not unto them; as Jeho¬ 
vah had said. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Say unto Aaron, Stretch i® 
‘ out thy rod, and smite the dust of the land, that it may 
‘ become gnats throughout all the land of Lower Egypt’ 
And they did so; for Aaron stretched out his hand with is 
his rod, and smote the dust of the earth, and it became 
gnats on man, and on beast; all the dust of the land be¬ 
came gnats throughout all the land of Lower Egypt And i® 
the sacred scribes did the same with their hidden arts to 
bring forth gnats, but they could not So there were gnats 
upon man, and upon beast Then the sacred scribes said i> 
unto Pharaoh, ‘ This is the finger of God.’ But Pharaoh’s 
heart was hardened, and he hearkened not unto them; as 
Jehovah had said. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Rise up early in the 
‘ morning, and stand before Pharaoh; lo, he cometh forth 
‘ to the water. And say unto him, Thus saith Jehovah, Let 
‘ my people go, that they may serve me. Else, if thou wilt si 
‘ not let my people go, behold, I will send beetles upon 
‘ thee, and upon thy servants, and upon thy people, and 
‘ into thy houses; and the houses of the Egyptians shall be 
‘full of beetles, and also the ground whereon they are. 
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n ‘ And I will set apart in that day the land of Goshen, in 
‘ which my people dwell, that no beetles shall he there; to 
‘ the end thou mayest know that I Jehovah am in the midst 
23 ‘ of the land. And I will put a division between my people 
lit ‘ and thy people; to-morrow shall this sign be.’ And Jeho¬ 
vah did so. And there came a grievous swarm of beetles 
into the house of Pharaoh, and into his servants’ houses, 
and into all the land of Lower Egypt; the land was being 
corrupted by reason of the beetles. 

25 And Pharaoh called for Moses and for Aaron, and said, 
23 ‘Go ye, sacrifice to your God in the land.’ And Moses 
said, ‘ It is not right so to do; for we should sacrifice tho 
‘ abomination of the Egyptians to Jehovah our God. Lo, 
‘ should we sacrifice the abomination of the Egyptians be¬ 
ar ‘fore their eyes, and will they not stone us! We will go 
‘three days’ journey into the desert, and sacrifice to Jeho- 
28 ‘vah our God, as he shall command us.’ And Pharaoh 
said, ‘ I will let you go, that ye may sacrifice to Jehovah 
‘ your God in tho desert; only ye shall not go very far away. 
120 ‘ Do thou intreat for me.’ And Moses said, ‘ Behold, I go 
‘ out from thee, and I will intreat Jehovah that the beetles 


‘ may depart from Pharaoh, from his servants, and from his 
‘ people, to-morrow. But let not Pharaoh deal deceitfully 
‘any more in not letting the people go to sacrifice to Jeho- 

'30 ‘vah.’ And Moses went out from Pharaoh, and intreated 

31 Jehovah. And Jehovah did according to the word of 
Moses; and he removed the beetles from Pharaoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there remained not one. 

32 But Pharaoh hardened his heart at this time also, neither 
would he let the people go. 

1 Then Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Go in unto Pharaoh, 
‘ and tell him, Thus saith Jehovah the God of the Hebrews, 

2 ‘ Let my people go, that they may serve me. For if thou 

3 ‘ refuse to let them go, and wilt hold them still, behold, the 
‘hand of Jehovah is upon thy cattle which is in the field, 
‘ upon the horses, upon the asses, upon the camels, upon 
‘ the oxen, and upon the sheep; there shall be a very griev- 

i ‘ ous murrain. And Jehovah will sever between the cattle 


‘ of Israel and the cattle of the Egyptians; and there shall 
6 ‘nothing die of all that is the children’s of Israel.’ And 
Jehovah appointed a set time, saying, ‘To-morrow Jehovah 
6 ‘ will do this thing in the land.’ And Jehovah did that 
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tiling on the morrow, and all the cattle of the Egyptians 
died; but of the cattle of the children of Israel died not 
one. And Pharaoh sent, and, behold, there was not one 7 
of the cattle of the Israelites dead. But the heart of Pha¬ 
raoh was hardened, and he did not let the people go. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses and unto Aaron, ‘Take s 
‘to you handfuls of ashes of the furnace, and let Moses 
1 sprinkle it toward the heavens in the sight of Pharaoh. 

‘ And it shall become small dust in all the land of Lower a 
‘ Egypt, and shall be a boil with blains breaking forth upon 
‘ man, and upon beast, throughout all the land of Lower 
‘ Egypt.’ And they took ashes of the furnace, and stood io 
before Pharaoh; and Moses sprinkled it up toward the hea¬ 
vens ; and it became a boil with blains breaking forth upon 
man, and upon beast. And the sacred scribes could not n 
stand before Moses because of the boils; for the boil was 
upon the sacred scribes, and upon all the Egyptians. But m 
Jehovah hardened the heart of Pharaoh, and he hearkened 
not unto them; as Jehovah had spoken unto Moses. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Rise up early in the is 
‘morning, and stand before Pharaoh, and say unto him, 
‘Thus saith Jehovah, the God of the Hebrews, Let my 
‘people go, that they may serve me. For I will at this i< 
‘ time send all my plagues upon thine heart, and upon thy 
‘ servants, and upon thy people; that thou mayest know 
‘ that there is none like me in all the earth. For now I is 
‘ will stretch out my hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
‘ people with pestilence; and thou shalt be cut off from the 
‘ earth. And in very deed for this cause have I set thee up, m 
‘ for to shew in thee my power; and that my name may be 
‘declared throughout all the earth. As yet exaltest thou >7 
‘ thyself against my people, that thou wilt not let them go ? 
‘Behold, to-morrow about this time I will cause it to rain is 
‘a very grievous hail, such as hath not been in Lower 
‘ Egypt since the day of the foundation thereof even until 
‘now. Send therefore now, and gather away thy cattle, 

‘ and all that thou hast in the field; for upon every man 
‘ and beast which shall be found in the field, and shall not 
‘ be brought home, the hail shall come down upon them, 

‘ and they shall die.’ He that feared the word of Jehovah 20 
among the servants of Pharaoh made his servants and his 
cattle flee into the houses; and he that regarded not the 11 
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word of Jehovah left his servants and his cattle in the field. 
2 And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Stretch forth thine hand 
‘ toward the heavens, that there may be hail in all the land 
‘ of Lower Egypt, upon man, and upon beast, and upon 
1 every herb of the field, throughout the land of Lower 
:) ‘Egypt.’ And Moses stretched forth his rod toward the 
heavens; and Jehovah sent thunder and hail, and the fire 
ran along upon the ground; and Jehovah rained hail upon 
a the land of Lower Egypt. So there was hail, and fire min¬ 
gled with the hail, very grievous, such as there was none 
like it in all the land of Lower Egypt since it became a 
nation. And the hail smote throughout all the land of 
Lower Egypt all that was in the field, both man and beast; 
and the hail smote every herb of the field, and brake every 
mi tree of the field. Only in the land of Goshen, where the 
children of Israel were, was there no hail. 

And Pharaoh sent, and called for Moses and Aaron, and 
said unto them, ‘ I have sinned this time; Jehovah is righ¬ 
ts ‘ teous, and I and my people are wicked. In treat Jehovah; 
‘ for there have been too many of God’s thundcrings and 
‘hail; and I will let you go, and ye shall stay no longer.’ 
no And Moses said unto him, ‘ As soon as I am gone out of 
‘the city, I will spread abroad my hands unto Jehovah; 
‘ and the thunder shall cease, neither shall there be any more 
‘hail; that thou mayest know that the earth is Jeho- 
iw ‘ vah’s. Put as for thee and thy servants, I know that ye 
m ‘ will not yet fear before Jehovah God.’ And the flax and 
the barley were smitten; for the barley was in the ear, and 
■is the flax was in flower. But the wheat and the spelt were 
»if not smitten; for they were not grown up. And Moses went 
out of the city from Pharaoh, and spread abroad his hands 
unto J ehovah; and the thunders and hail ceased, and the 
si rain was not poured upon the earth. And when Pharaoh 
saw that the rain and the hail and the thunders were ceased, 
he sinned yet more, and hardened his heart, he and his ser- 
3s vants. And the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, neither 
would he let the children of Israel go; as Jehovah had 
spoken by Moses. 

1 And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Go in unto Pharaoh; 
‘ for I have hardened his heart, and the hoart of his ser- 

2 ‘ vants, that I might shew these my signs before him; and 
‘ that thou mayest relate in the ears of thy son, and of thy 
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‘ son’s son, what things I have wrought in Lower Egypt, 

* and my signs which I have done among them; that ye 
‘ may know that I am Jehovah.’ And Moses and Aaron s 
came in unto Pharaoh, and said unto him, 1 Thus saith 
‘ Jehovah the God of the Hebrews, How long wilt thou 
‘ refuse to humble thyself before me ? Let my people go, 

‘ that they may serve me. Else, if thou refuse to let my « 
‘people go, behold, to-morrow will I bring the locusts 
‘ into thy boundaries. And they shall cover the face of » 
‘the land, that one caunot be able to see the land. And 
‘ they shall eat the residue of that which is escaped, which 
‘remainetk unto you from the hail, and shall eat every 
‘ tree which groweth for you out of the field. And they * 
‘ shall fill thy houses, and the houses of all thy servants, 

‘ and the houses of all the Egyptians; which neither thy 
‘ fathers, nor thy fathers’ fathers have seen, sinoe the, day 
‘ that they were upon the earth unto this day.’ And he 
turned himself, and went out from Pharaoh. 

And Pharaoh’s servants said unto him, ‘ How long shall " 
‘ this man be a snare unto us? Let the men go, that they 
‘may serve Jehovah their God. Knowest thou not yet 
‘ that Lower Egypt is destroyed!’ And Moses and Aaron * 
were brought again unto Pharaoh. And he said unto 
them, ‘Go, serve Jehovah your God. But who are they 
‘ that shall go !’ And Moses said, ‘ We will go with our > 
‘young and with our old, with our sons and with our 
‘daughters, with our flocks and with our herds will we 
‘go; for it is our Feast unto Jehovah.’ And he said unto tc 
them, ‘ Let Jehovah be so with you, as I will let you go, 

‘ and your little ones. Look to it; for evil is before you 
‘ Not so. Go now ye that are grown men, and serve Jeho- 11 
‘ vah; for that is what ye did desire.’ And they were 
driven out from Pharaoh’s presence. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Stretch out thine hand u 
‘ over the land of Lower Egypt for the locusts, that they 
‘may come up upon the land of Lower Egypt, and eat 
‘every herb of the land, even all that the hail hath left.’ 
And Moses stretched forth his rod over the land of Lower « 
Egypt, and Jehovah brought an east wind upon the land 
all that day, and all that night; and when it was morning, 
the east wind brought the locusts. And the locusts went 
up over all the land of Lower Egypt, and rested wi thin all 
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the boundaries of Lower Egypt. Very grievous were they. 
Before them there were no such locusts as they, neither after 
15 them shall be such. For they covered the face of the whole 
land, so that the land was darkened; and they did eat 
every herb of the land, and all the fruit of the trees which 
the hail had left. And there remained not any green 
thing on the trees, or on the herbs of the field, through all 
the laud of Lower Egypt. 

15 Then Pharaoh called for Moses and Aaron in haste; 

and he said, ‘I have sinned against Jehovah your God, 
in ‘ and against you. Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, my 
‘ sin only this once, and intreat Jehovah your God, that he 
ns 1 may take away from me this death only.’ And he went 
ini out from Pharaoh, and intreated Jehovah. And Jehovah 
turned a mighty strong west wind, which took away the 
locusts, and cast them into the Red sea; there remained 
not one locust within all the boundaries of Lower Egypt. 
20 But Jehovah hardened Pharaoh’s heart, so that he would 
not let the children of Israel go. 

1 2 1 And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Stretch out thine hand 
‘ toward the heavens, that there may be darkness over the 
‘land of Lower Egypt, even darkness which may be felt.’ 

122 And Moses stretciied forth his hand toward the heavens; 
and there was a thick darkness in all the land of Lower 

i 23 Egypt for three days. They saw not one another, neither 
rose any from his place for three days; but all the children 

124 of Israel had light in their dwelling-places. And Pharaoh 
called unto Moses, and said, ‘Go ye, serve Jehovah; only 
‘let your flocks and your herds be stayed. Let your little 

125 ‘ones also go with you.’ And Moses said, ‘Thou must 
‘ give into our hands also sacrifices and burnt offerings, that 

i so ‘ we may sacrifice unto Jehovah our God. Our cattle also 
‘ shall go with us; there shall not an hoof be left behind; 
‘ for thereof must we take to serve Jehovah our God; and 
‘we know not with what we must serve Jehovah, until 
27 ‘ we come thither.’ But Jehovah hardened Pharaoh’s heart, 
23 and he would not let them go. And Pharaoh said unto 
him, ‘ Get thee from me, take heed to thyself, see my face 
‘ no more; for in that day thou seest my face thou shalt 
23 ‘ die.’ And Moses said, ‘ Thou hast spoken well, I will see 
‘ thy face again no more.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Yet will I bring one 


l 
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‘ plague more upon Pharaoh, and upon Lower Egypt; after- 
‘ wards he will let you go hence. When he shall let you 
‘ go, he will surely thrust you out hence altogether. Speak J 
‘ now in the ears of the people, and let every man borrow 
‘ of his neighbour, and every woman of her neighbour, 
‘jewels of silver, and jewels of gold.’ And Jehovah gave 3 
the people favour in the sight of the Egyptians. Moreover 
the man Moses was very great in the land of Lower Egypt, 
in the sight of Pharaoh’s servants, and in the sight of the 
people. And Moses said, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, About i 
‘midnight will I go out into the midst of Lower Egypt. 

‘ And all the firstborn in the land of Lower Egypt shall •'> 
‘ die, from the firstborn of Pharaoh that sitteth upon his 
‘throne, even unto the firstborn of the maid-servant that 
‘ is behind the mill-stones; and all the firstborn of cattle. 

‘ And there shall be a great cry throughout all the land of 3 
‘ Lower Egypt, such as there was none like it, nor shall 
‘ be like it any more. But against any of the children of ~ 
‘ Israel shall not a dog move his tongue, against man or 
‘beast; so that ye may know that Jehovah doth put a 
‘ difference between the Egyptians and Israel. And all these s 
‘ thy servants shall come down unto me, and bow down 
‘themselves unto me, saying, Get thee out, and all the 
‘ people that follow thee. And after that I will go out.’ 
And he went out from Pharaoh in a great anger. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Pharaoh shall not hearken « 
‘ unto you; so that my wonders may be multiplied in the 
‘land of Lower Egypt.’ And Moses and Aaron did all m 
these wonders before Pharaoh. And Jehovah hardened 
Pharaoh’s heart, so that he would not let the children of 
Israel go out of his land 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and Aaron in the land i 
of Lower Egypt, saying, ‘ This month [of Abib, or barley 2 
‘ in ear] shall be unto you the beginning of months; it 
‘shall be the first month of the year to you. Speak ye - 
‘ unto all the congregation of Israel, saying, In the tenth 
‘ day of this month they shall take to them every man a 
‘lamb or kid, according to the house of their fathers, a 
‘ lamb or kid for an house. And if the household be too 4 
‘ little for the lamb or kid, let him and his neighbour next 
‘unto his house take it according to the number of the 
‘souls; every man according to his eating shall make your 
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s ‘ count for the lamb or kid. Your lamb or kid shall be 
‘ without blemish, a male of the first year. Ye may take 
c ‘ it out from the sheep, or from the goats. And ye shall 
‘keep it up until the fourteenth day of the same month; 
‘ and the whole assembly of the congregation of Israel shall 
7 ‘ kill it toward the evening [or between the evenings]. And 
‘ they shall take of the blood, and strike it on the two side 
‘ posts and on the upper lintel of the houses, wherein they 
b 1 shall eat it. And they shall eat the flesh in that night, 
‘roast with fire, and unleavened bread; and with bitter 
« ‘herbs they shall eat it. Eat not of it half cooked, nor 
‘sodden at all with water, but roast with fire; its head 

10 ‘ with its shanks, and with the inner parts thereof. And 
‘ye shall let nothing of it remain until the morning; and 
‘that which remaineth of it until the morning ye shall 

11 ‘ burn with fire. And thus shall ye eat it; with your loins 
‘ girded, your shoes on your feet, and your staff in your 
‘hand; and ye shall eat it as in flight; it is Jehovah’s 

'll ‘passover. For I will pass through the land of Lower 
‘ Egypt tills night, and will smite all the firstborn in the 
‘ land of Lower Egypt, both man and beast; and against 
‘all the gods of the Egyptians I will execute judgment; 
ua ‘I am Jehovah. And the blood shall be to you for a 
‘ token upon the houses where ye are. And when I see 
‘ the blood, 1 will pass over you, and the plague shall not 
1 be upon you to destroy you, when I smite the land of 
14 ‘ Lower Egypt. And this day shall be unto you for a 
‘memorial; and ye shall keep it as a feast to Jehovah 
‘ throughout your generations; ye shall keep it as a feast 
‘ by an ordinance for ever. 

is ‘ Seven days shall ye eat unleavened bread ; even the 
‘ first day ye shall put away the leaven out of your houses; 
‘for whosoever eateth leavened bread from the first day 
‘until the seventh day, that soul shall be cut off from 
.16 ‘ Israel. And in the first day there shall be an holy con- 
1 vocation, and in the seventh day there shall be an holy 
‘ convocation to you; no manner of work shall be done in 
‘ them, save that which is to be eaten by every man, that 
.17 ‘ only may be done by you. And ye shall observe the 
‘ [feast of] unleavened bread; for in this self-same day have 
‘ I brought your armies out of the land of Lower Egypt; 
‘ therefore shall ye observe this day in your generations by 
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' an ordinance for ever. In the first month, on the four- it 
‘ teenth day of the month in the evening, ye s hall eat un- 
‘ leavened bread, until the one and twentieth day of the 
1 month in the evening. [Du ring seven days shall there be no i» 
‘ leaven found in your houses. For whosoever eateth that 
‘ which is leavened, even that soul shall be cut off from 
‘ the congregation of Israel, whether he be a stranger, or 
‘one born in the land. Ye shall eat nothing leavened; so 
‘ in all your habitations shall ye eat unleavened bread.’ 

Then Moses called for all the elders of Israel, and said unto 21 
them, ‘ Draw out and take to you a lamb or kid according 
‘ to your families, and kill the passover. And ye shall take 22 
‘ a bunch of hyssop, and dip it in the blood that is in the 
‘ bason, and strike the upper lintel and the two side posts 
‘with the blood that is in the bason; and none of you 
1 shall go out by the doorway of his house until the morning. 
‘For Jehovah will pass through to smite the Egyptians; *s 
‘ and when he seeth the blood upon the upper lintel, and 
‘ on the two side posts, Jehovah will pass by the doorway, 
‘and will not suffer the destroyer to come in unto your 
‘ houses to smite you. And ye shall observe this thing 2* 
‘ for an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for ever. And it 22 
‘ shall come to pass, when ye be come into the land which 
‘Jehovah will give you, according as he hath promised, 

‘ that ye shall keep this service. And it shall come to pass, 26 
‘ when your children shall say unto you. What mean ye 
‘ by this service ? that ye shall say, It is the sacrifice of Jeho- 2t 
‘ vah’s passover, who passed over the houses of the children 
1 of Israel in Lower Egypt, when he smote the Egyptians, 
‘and delivered our houses.’ And the people bowed the 
head and worshipped. And the children of Israel went 2s 
away, and did as Jehovah had commanded Moses and 
Aaron, so did they. 

And it came to pass, that at midnight Jehovah smote 
all the firstborn in die land of Lower Egypt, from the first¬ 
born of Pharaoh that sat on his throne unto the firstborn 
of the captive that was in the dungeon-pit, and all the 
firstborn of cattle. And Pharaoh rose up in the night, so 
he, and all his servants, and all the Egyptians; and there 
was a great cry in Lower Egypt; for there was not a house 
where there was not one dead. And he called for Moses si 
and Aaron by night; and said, ‘ Base up, Aid get you forth 
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‘from among my people, both ye and the children of 
32 ‘Israel; and go, serve Jehovah, as ye have said. Also 
‘take your flocks and your herds, as ye have said, and 
i83 ‘he gone; and bless me also.’ And the Egyptians were 
urgent upon the people, that they might send them out 
of the land in haste; for they said, ‘We be all dead men.’ 
134 And the people took their dough before it was leavened, 
their kneading troughs being bound up in their clothes 
i«5 upon their shoulders. And the children of Israel did 
according to the word of Moses; and they borrowed of 
the Egyptians jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, and 
:3ii raiment. And Jehovah gave the people favour in the 
sight of the Egyptians, so that they lent unto them. And 
they spoiled the Egyptians. 

137 And the children of Israel journeyed from Eameses 
[or Heliopolis] to Succoth [or Seen®], about six hundred 
thousand on foot that were men, beside the little children, 
i 38 And a mixed [or Arab] multitude went up also with them; 
i 39 and flocks, and herds, even very much cattle. And they 
baked unleavened cakes of the dough which they brought 
forth out of Lower Egypt, for it was not leavened; because 
they were thrust out of Lower Egypt, and could not tarry, 
neither had they prepared for themselves any victual. 

40 How the sojourning of the children of Israel, who dwelt 

41 in Lower Egypt, was four hundred and thirty years. And 
it came to pass at the end of the four hundred and thirty 
years [A. M. 2GG8], even the self-same day it came to pass, 
that all the hosts of Jehovah went out from the land of 

42 Lower Egypt. It is a night to be much observed unto 
Jehovah for bringing them out from the land of Lower 
Egypt; this is that night of Jehovah to be observed by all 
the children of Israel in their generations. 

43 And Jehovah said unto Moses and Aaron, ‘This is the 
‘ ordinance of THE fassover. There shall no son of a 

44 ‘ stranger eat thereof; but every man’s servant that is bought 
1 for money, when thou hast circumcised him, then shall 

45 ‘ he eat thereof. A soj ournor and an hired servant shall 
48 ‘ not eat thereof. In one house shall it be eaten; thou 

‘ shalt not carry forth aught of the flesh abroad out of the 
4' ‘house; neither shall ye break a bone thereof. All the 
48 ‘ congregation of Israel shall keep it. And when a stranger 
‘ shall sojourn with thee, and will keep the passover to 
i 
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‘ Jehovah, let all his males be circumcised, and then let 
‘ him come near and keep it; and he shall be as one that 
‘is boru in the land: for no uncircumcised person shall 
‘ eat thereof. One law shall be to him that is home-bom, « 
‘ and unto the stranger that sojourneth among you.’ Thus so 
did all the children of Israel; as Jehovah commanded 
Moses and Aaron, so did they. And it came to pass the 5i 
self-same day, that Jehovah did bring the children of Israel 
out of the land of Lower Egypt by their armies. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, 1 Sanctify unto t 
‘ me all the firstborn, whatsoever openeth the womb among s 
‘ the children of Israel, both of man and of beast; it is 
1 mine. ’ And Moses said unto the people, ‘ Remember this s 
‘ day, in which ye came out from Lower Egypt, out of the 
‘house of bondage; for by strength of hand Jehovah 
‘brought you out from hence; there shall no leavened 
‘ bread be eaten. This day came ye out in the month Abib * 
‘ [or Barley in ear], 

‘ And it shall be when Jehovah shall bring thee into s 
‘the land of the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and the 
‘Amorites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, which he 
‘ sware unto thy fathers to give thee, a land flowing with 
‘ milk and honey, that thou shalt keep this service in this 
‘ month. Seven days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, and « 
‘on the seventh day shall be a feast to Jehovah. Un- " 
‘ leavened bread shall be eaten seven days; and there shall 
‘ no leavened bread be seen with thee, neither shall there 
‘ be leaven seen with thee within all thy boundaries. And s 
‘ thou shalt shew thy son in that day, saying, This is be- 
‘ cause of that which Jehovah did unto me when I came 
‘ forth out of Lower Egypt. And it s hall be for a sign unto » 
‘ thee upon thine hand, and for a memorial between thine 
‘eyes, that the Law of Jehovah may be in thy mouth; for 
‘with a strong hand did Jehovah bring thee out of Lower 
‘ Egypt, Thou shalt therefore keep this ordinance in its i« 
‘ season from year to year. 

‘ And it shall be when Jehovah shall bring thee into the » 
‘ land of the Canaanites, as he sware unto thee and to thy 
‘fathers, and shall give it thee, that thou shalt set apart 12 
‘unto Jehovah all that openeth the womb [or is firstborn], 

‘ and every firstling that cometh of the cattle which thou 
‘hast; the males shall be Jehovah’s. And every firstling 13 
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‘ of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb or kid; and if 
‘thou wilt not redeem it, then thou shalt break its neck; 

‘ and all the firstborn of man among thy children shalt thou 
‘ redeem. 

14 ‘ And it shall be when thy son asketh thee in time to 

‘ come, saying, What is this! that thou shalt say unto him, 
‘By strength of hand Jehovah brought us out from Lower 
is ‘Egypt, from the house of bondage; and it came to pass, 

‘ when Pharaoh would hardly let us go, that Jehovah slew 
‘ all the firstborn in the land of Lower Egypt, both the 
‘ firstborn of man, and the firstborn of cattle; therefore I 
‘sacrifice to Jehovah all that openeth the womb, being 
‘ males; but all the firstborn of my children I redeem, 
is ‘ And it shall be for a sign upon thine hand, and for front- 
‘lets between thine eyes; for by strength of hand Jehovah 
‘brought us forth out of Lower Egypt.’ 
i" And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had let the people 
go, that God led them not by the rvay of the land of the 
Philistines, although that was near; for God said, ‘ Lest 
‘ peradventure the people repent when they see war, and 
18 ‘ they return to Lower Egypt.’ But God led the people 
about, by the way of the desert of the lied Sea. And the 
children of Israel went up armed out of the land of Lower 
io Egypt. And Moses took the bones of Joseph with him; 
for he had made the children of Israel to swear strictly, 
saying, ‘ God will surely visit you; and ye shall carry up 

20 ‘my bones away hence with you.’ And they took their 
journey from Succoth, and encamped in Etham [or Thoum], 

21 on the edge of the desert. And Jehovah went before them 
by day in a pillar of a cloud, to lead them the way; and 
by night in a pillar of fire, to give them light; to go by 

22 day and night. He took not away the pillar of the cloud 
by day, nor the pillar of fire by night, from before the 
people. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 

2 ‘ the children of Israel, that they turn and encamp before 
‘ the Bay of Hahiroth [or Iloroopolis], between the Tower 
‘ [of Ajeroud] and the sea, over against Baal-zephon; before 

3 ‘ it shall ye encamp by the sea. And Pharaoh will say of 
1 the children of Israel, They are entangled in the land, 

4 ‘ the desert hath shut them in. And I will harden Pha- 
‘ raoh’s heart, that he shall follow after them; and I will be 
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honoured upon Pharaoh, and upon all his forces ; that the 
‘ Egyptians may know that I am Jehovah.’ And they 
did so. 

And it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled. 5 
And the heart of Pharaoh and of his servants was turned 
against the people, and they said, ‘ Why have we done tills, 

‘ that we have let Israel go from serving us 1 ’ And he made o 
ready his chariot, and took his people with him. And he ~ 
took six hundred chosen chariots, and all the chariots of 
Lower Egypt, and a chief-of-three [or chariot-warrior] over 
every one of them. And Jehovah hardened the heart of s 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and he pursued after the children 
of Israel. And the children of Israel went out with an 
high hand. But the Egyptians pm-sued after them, all the 9 
horses and chariots of Pharaoh, and his horsemen, and his 
forces, and overtook them encamping liy the sea, beside 
the Bay of Hahiroth, before Boal-zephon. 

And when Pharaoh drew nigh, the children of Israel iu 
lifted up their eyes, and, behold, the Egyptians marched 
after them; and they were sore afraid. And the children 
of Israel cried out unto Jehovah. And they said unto n 
Moses, ‘ Because there were no graves in Egypt, hast thou 
‘ taken us away to die in the desert 1 Wherefore hast thou 
‘ dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out of Lower Egypt ? 

‘ Is not this the word that we did tell thee in Lower Egypt, is 
‘ saying, Let us alone, that we may serve the Egyptians t 
‘ For it had been better for us to serve the Egyptians, than 
‘ that we should die in the desert.’ And Moses said unto 
the people, ‘Fear ye not, stand still, and see the salvation 
‘of Jehovah, which he will work for you to-day. For the 
‘ Egyptians whom ye have seen to-day, ye shall see them 
‘again no more for ever. Jehovah will fight for you, and » 
‘ye shall hold your peace.’ And Jehovah said unto Moses, t' 
‘ Wherefore criest thou unto me 1 Speak unto the children 
‘ of Israel, that they journey forward. But lift thou up thy '9 
‘ rod, and stretch out thine hand over the sea, and divide 
‘ it; and the children of Israel shall go on dry ground 
' through the midst of the sea. And I, behold, I will har- it 
‘ den the hearts of the Egyptians, and they shall follow 
‘ them; and I will get me honour upon Pharaoh, and upon 
‘ all his forces, upon his chariots, and upon his horsemen. 
‘And the Egyptians shall know that I am Jehovah, when ls 
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‘ I have gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon his chariots, 
‘ancl upon his horsemen.’ 

in And the angel of God, who went before the camp of 
Israel, removed and went behind them; and the pillar of 
the cloud removed from before their face, and stood behind 

20 them. And it came between the camp of the Egyptians 
and the camp of Israel; and it was a cloud and darkness. 
But it gave light by night. And the one came not near 

21 the other all the night. And Moses stretched out his hand 
over the sea; and Jehovah caused the sea to go back by a 
strong east wind all that night, and made the sea dry land, 

22 and the waters were divided. And the children of Israel 
went into the midst of the sea upon the dry ground; and 
the waters were a wall unto them on their right hand, and 

20 on their left. And the Egyptians pursued, and went in 
after them to the midst of the sea, even all Pharaoh's horses, 

21 his chariots, and his horsemen. And it came to pass, that 
in the morning watch Jehovah looked unto the host of 
the Egyptians from out of the pillar of lire and of the cloud, 

20 and troubled the host of the Egyptians; and he took off 
their chariot wheels, that they drave them heavily; so that 
the Egyptians said, ‘ Let us flee from the face of Israel; for 
‘Jehovah fighteth for them against the Egyptians.’ 

20 And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Stretch out thine hand 
‘ over the sea, that the waters may come again upon the 
‘ Egyptians, upon their chariots, and upon their horsemen.’ 

2" And Moses stretched forth his hand over the sea, and the 
sea returned to its strength when the morning appeared; 
and the Egyptians fled at meeting it; and Jehovah over- 

28 threw the Egyptians in the midst of the sea. And the 
waters returned, and covered the chariots, and the horse¬ 
men, and all the forces of Pharaoh that came into the sea 
after them; there remained not so much as one of them. 

2 !> But the children of Israel walked upon dry land in the 
midst of the sea; and the waters were a wall unto them on 

30 their right hand, and on their left. Thus Jehovah saved 
Israel that day out of the hand of the Egyptians; and Israel 

si saw the Egyptians dead upon the sea shore. And Israel 
saw with what a great hand Jehovah wrought against the 
Egyptians; and the people feared Jehovah, and believed 
Jehovah, and his servant Moses. 
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Then sang Moses and the children of Israel this song i 
unto Jehovah, and spake, saying, 

‘I will sing unto Jehovah, for he hath triumphed glori¬ 
ously; 

‘ The horse and his rider hath he thrown into the sea. 

‘ Jah is my strength and my song, 2 

‘ And he is become my salvation; 

‘ He is my God, and I trill glorify him; 

‘ My father’s God, and I will exalt him. 

‘Jehovah is a man of war; Jehovah is liis name. a 

‘ Pharaoh’s chariots and his forces hath he cast into the sea; 1 

‘ His chosen chariot-warriors also are drowned in the Red 
Sea. 

‘The depths covered them; they sank to the bottom as a 5 
stone. 

‘Thv right hand, 0 Jehovah, is glorious in power; 6 

‘Thy right hand, O Jehovah, hath dashed in pieces the 
enemy. 

‘ And in the greatness of thine excellence thou hast over- 7 
thrown them that rose up against thee; 

‘ Thou sentest forth thy wrath, which consumed them as 
stubble. 

‘ And with the blastof thy nostrilsthe waters were heaped up. s 
‘ The floods stood upright as an heap, 

‘The depths were congealed in the heart of the sea 

‘The enemy said, I will pursue, I will overtake, 9 

‘ I will diride the spoil; my soul shall be satisfied upon them; 

‘ I will draw my sword, my hand shall repossess them. 

‘ Thou didst blow with thy breath, the sea covered them; 10 

‘ They sank as lead in the mighty waters. 

‘Who is like unto thee, 0 Jehovah, among the gods 1 11 

‘Who is like thee, glorious in holiness, fearful in praises, 
doing wonders 1 

‘Thou stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth swallowed 12 
them. 

‘ Thou in thy kindness hast led forth the people whom thou is 
hast redeemed; 

‘ Thou hast guided them in thy strength unto the abode of 
thy holiness. 

‘ The peoples shall hear, and tremble; 

‘ Sorrow shall take hold on the inhabitants of Philistia 


14 
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is ‘ Then the princes of Edom shall be amazed; 

‘The mighty men of Moab, trembling shall seize them; 

‘ All the inhabitants of Canaan shall melt away, 
in ‘ Fear and dread shall fall upon them; 

‘ By the greatness of thine arm they shall be as still as a 
stone; 

‘Till thy people pass over [the Jordan], 0 Jehovah, 

‘ Till the people pass over, whom thou hast purchased. 

17 ‘ Thou wilt bring them in, and plant them on the moun¬ 

tain of thine inheritance, 

‘The place of thy rest, 0 Jehovah, which thou hast made. 

‘ The Sanctuary, 0 Lord, which thy hands have established. 

18 ‘Jehovah shall reign for ever and ever.’ 

li) For the horse of Pharaoh went in with his chariots and 
with his horsemen into the sea, and Jehovah brought again 
the waters of the sea upon them; but the children of Israel 
went on dry land in the midst of the sea. 
i20 And Miriam the prophetess, the sister of Aaron, tonic a 
timbrel in her hand; and all the women went out after her 

21 with timbrels and with dances. And Miriam answered 
them, 

‘ Sing ye to Jehovah, for he hath triumphed gloriously; 
‘The horse and its rider hath he thrown into the sea.’ 

22 So Moses brought Israel from the Bed Sea, and they 
went out into the desert of Sliur [or Pelusium]; and they 
went three days in the desert, and found no water. 

128 And when they came to Marah, they could not drink of 
the waters of Marah, for they were bitter. Therefore the 
21 name of it was called Marah [or Bitter]. And the people 
murmured against Moses, saying, ‘What shall we drink V 
■25 And he cried unto Jehovah; and Jehovah shewed him a 
tree, which when he had cast into the waters, the waters 
were made sweet. There he made for them a'statute and 
28 an ordinance, and there he proved them, and said, ‘ If thou 
‘wilt diligently hearken to the voice of Jehovah thy God, 
‘ and wilt do that which is right in his sight, and wilt give 
‘ear to liis commandments, and keep all his statutes, I will 
‘ put none of these diseases upon thee, which I have brought 
‘ upon the Egyptians; for I Jehovah will heal thee.’ 

127 And they came to Elim [or the Trees], where were twelve 
wells of water, and threescore and ten palm trees; and they 
encamped there by the waters. 
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And they took their journey from Elim, and all the con- 1 
gregation of the children of Israel came unto the desert of 
Sin, which is between Elim and Sinai, on the fifteenth day 
of the second month of their going forth out of the land of 
Lower Egypt. And the whole congregation of the children * 
of Israel murmured against Moses and Aaron in the desert 
And the children of Israel said unto them, ‘ Oh that it had s 
1 been granted to us to die by the hand of Jehovah in the 
‘ land of Lower Egypt, when we sat by the flesh pots, and 
1 when we did eat bread to the full; for ye have brought 
‘ us forth into this desert, to kill this whole assembly with 
1 hunger.’ Then said Jehovah unto Moses, ‘Behold, I will 4 
‘ rain bread from heaven for you; and the people shall go 
‘ out and gather a certain rate every day, so that I may prove 
‘ them, whether they will walk in my law, or no. And it s 
‘ shall come to pass, that on the sixth day they shall pre- 
‘ pare that which they bring in; and it shall be twice as 
‘ much as they gather day by day.’ And Moses and Aaron 8 
said unto all the children of Israel, ‘At even, then ye shall 
‘know that Jehovah hath brought you out from the land 
‘ of Lower Egypt. And in the morning, then ye shall see ^ 
‘the Glory of Jehovah; for he heareth your murmurings 
‘ against Jehovah. And what are we, that ye murmur 
‘ against us 1’ And Moses said, ‘ This shall be, when Jeho- 8 
‘ vah shall give you in the evening flesh to eat, and in the 
‘ morning bread to the full; for Jehovah heareth your 
‘murmurings which ye murmur against him. And what 
‘ are we 1 Your murmurings are not against us, but against 
‘Jehovah.’ • 

And Moses spake unto Aaron, ‘ Say unto all the con- 9 
‘gregation of the children of Israel, Come near before Jeho- 
‘vah; for he hath heard your murmurings.’ And it came io 
to pass, as Aaron spake unto the whole congregation of the 
children of Israel, that they looked toward the desert, and, 
behold, the Glory of Jehovah appeared in the cloud. And n 
Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ I have heard the mur- n 
‘ murings of the children of IsraeL Speak unto them, say- 
‘ ing, Towards evening ye shall eat flesh, and in the mom- 
‘ ing ye shall be filled with bread; and ye shall know that 
‘ I am Jehovah your God.’ And it came to pass, that in is 
the evening the quails came up, and covered the camp ; 
and in the morning the dew lay round about the camp. 
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li And when the dew that lay was gone up, hehold, upon the 
face of the desert there was a small round thing [or kernel], 
15 as small as the hoar frost on the ground. And when the 
children of Israel saw it, they said one to another, ‘What 
‘is it?’ for they knew not what it was. And Moses said 
unto them, ‘This is the bread which Jehovah hath given 
m ‘you to eat. This is the thing which Jehovah hath com- 
‘ rnanded; Gather of it every man according to his eating, 
‘ an Omer [or five pints] for every man, according to the 
‘ number of your persons; take ye every man for them that 
17 ‘ are in his tents.’ And the children of Israel did so, and 
i* gathered, some much, some little. And when they did mea¬ 
sure it with an Omer, he that gathered much had nothing 
over, and he that gathered little had no lack. They had 
gathered every man according to his eating, 
n And Moses said, ‘ Let no man leave of it till the morning.’ 

20 Notwithstanding they hearkened not unto Moses; hut some 
of them left of it until the morning, and it bred worms, 

21 and stank. And Moses was wroth with them. And they 
gathered it every morning, every man according to his eat¬ 
ing ; and when the sun waxed hot, it melted. 

22 And it came to pass, that on the sixth day they gathered 
twice as much bread, two Omcrs for one man; and all the 

22 rulers of the congregation came and told Moses. And he 
said unto them, ‘ This is that which Jehovah hath said. 
‘ To-morrow is the rest of the holy sabbath unto Jehovah; 
‘ bake that which ye will bake, and boil that which ye will 
‘boil; and that which remaineth over lay up for you to be 

24 ‘kept until the morning.’ And they laid it up till the 
morning, as Moses bade; and it did not stink, neither was 

25 there any worm therein. And Moses said, ‘ Eat that to- 
‘ day; for to-day is a sabbath [or day of rest] unto Jehovah. 

so ‘ To-day ye will not find it in the field. Six days ye shall 
‘ gather it; but on the seventh day, which is the sabbath, 
‘ in it there shall he none.’ 

27 And it came to pass, that there went out some of the 
people on the seventh day for to gather, and they found 

28 none. And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ How long refuse ye 

23 < to keep my commandments and my laws ? See, for that 
‘ Jehovah hath given you the sabbath, therefore he giveth 
‘you on the sixth day the bread of two days; abide ye 
‘ every man in his place, let no man go out of his place on 
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‘the seventh day.’ So the people rested on the seventh so 
day. And the house of Israel called the name thereof Manna at 
[or What is it]. And it was like coriander seed, white; 
and the taste of it was like wafers made with honey. 

And Moses said, ‘ This is the thing which Jehovah com- si 
‘ mandeth; Fill an Omer of it to be kept for your genera- 
‘ tions; so that they may see the bread wherewith I fed you 
‘ in the desert, when I brought you forth from the laud of 
‘ Lower Egypt.’ And Moses said unto Aaron, ‘ Take a pot, 93 
‘and put an Omer full of Manna therein, and lay it up 
‘before Jehovah, to be kept for your generations.’ As Jeho- sa 
vah commanded Moses, so Aaron laid it up before the Tes¬ 
timonials, to be kept. And the children of Israel did eat 35 
Manna forty years, until they came to a land inhabited; 
they did oat Manna, until they come unto the borders of 
the land of Canaan. 

How an Omer is the tenth part of an Ephah [or bushel]. 30 

And all the congregation of the children of Israel jour- i 
neyed from the desert of Sin, after their journeys, accord¬ 
ing to the command of Jehovah, and pitched in Rephidim. 
And there was no water for the people to drink. Where- > 
fore the people did strive against Moses, and said, ‘ Give 
‘ us water that we may drink.’ And Moses said unto them, 
‘Why strive ye against me 1 Wherefore do ye try Jeho- 
‘ vah 1’ Amlthe people thirsted thereforwater; andthepeople 3 
murmured against Moses, and said, ‘ Wherefore is this that 
‘ thou hast brought us up out of Lower Egypt, to kill us and 
‘ our children and our cattle with thirst V And Moses cried 4 
unto Jehovah, saying, 1 What shall I do unto this people 1 
‘ Yet a little and they will stone me.’ And Jehovah said 3 
unto Moses, 1 Go on before the people, and take with thee 
‘ of the elders of Israel; and thy rod, wherewith thou smotest 
‘the river, take in thine hand, and go. Behold, I will # 
‘ stand before thee there upon the rock in Horeb; and thou 
‘ shalt smite the rock, and there shall come water out of 
‘it, that the people may drink.’ And Moses did so in the 
sight of the elders of Israel. And he called the name of ^ 
the place Massah [or Trial], and Meribah [or Strife], be¬ 
cause of the striving of the children of Israel, and because 
they tried Jehovah, saying, 1 Is Jehovah among us, or not 1’ 

Then came Amalek, and fought with Israel in Rephidim. 
And Moses said unto Joshua, ‘ Choose us out men, and go 


a 
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‘out, tight with. Amalek; to-morrow I will stand on the 
10 ‘ top of the hill with the rod of God in mine hand.’ So 
Joshua did as Moses had said to him, and fought with 
Amalek; and Moses, Aaron, and Hur went up to the top 
.1 of the hill. And it came to pass, when Moses held up his 
hand, that Israel prevailed; and when he lot down his hand, 
.2 Amalek prevailed. But Moses’ hands were heavy; and they 
took a stone, and put it under him, and he sat thereon; 
and Aaron and Hur stayed up his hands, the one on the 
one side, and the other on the other side; and his hands 

3 were steady until the going down of the sun. And Joshua 
discomfited Amalek and his people with the edge of the 
sword. 

4 And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Write this for a memo- 
‘ rial in a book, and rehearse it in the cars of Joshua; for 
‘ I will utterly blot out the remembrance of Amalek from 

5 ‘ under the heavens.’ And Moses built an altar, and called 
o the name of it Jehovah-nissi; for he said, ‘Because the 

‘hand upon the throne of Jail will have war for Jeho- 
‘ vah against Amalek from generation to generation.’ 

1 When Jethro, the priest of Midian, Moses’ father in law, 
heard of all that God had done for Moses, and for Israel 
his people, and that Jehovah had brought Israel out of 

2 Lower Egypt; then Jethro, Moses’ father in law, took 
a Ziphrah, Moses’ wife, after he had sent her hack, and her 

two sons; of which the name of the one was Gershom [or a 
Stranger there]; for he said, ‘ I have been a stranger in a 
4 ‘foreign land;’ and the name of the other was Eliezer [or 
God will help]; ‘ for the God of my father’ [said he] ‘ was 
‘mine help, and delivered me from the sword of Pharaoh.’ 
G And Jethro Moses’ father in law, came with his sons and 
his wife unto Moses into the desert, where he encamped at 
o the Mount of God; and he said unto Moses, ‘I thy father 
‘in law Jethro am come unto thee, and thy wife, and her 
7 ‘ two sons with her.’ And Moses went out to meet his 
father in law, and bowed down and kissed him; and they 
asked each other of their welfare; and they came into the 
■8 tent. And Moses related to his father in law all that 
Jehovah had done unto Pharaoh and to the Egyptians for 
Israel’s sake, and all the travail that had come upon them 
19 by the way, and how Jehovah delivered them. And Jethro 
rejoiced for all the good which Jehovah had done to Israel, 
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■whom he had delivered out of the hand of the Egyptians. 
And Jethro said, ‘ Blessed be Jehovah, who hath delivered 10 
‘ you out of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand 
‘of Pharaoh, who hath delivered the people from under 
‘ the hand of the Egyptians. How I know that Jehovah 11 
* is greater than all gods; for in the thing wherein they 
‘ dealt proudly he was above them.’ And Jethro, Moses’ i» 
father in law, took a burnt offering and sacrifices for God; 
and Aaron came, and all the elders of Israel, to eat bread 
with Moses’ father in law before God. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses sat to is 
judge the people. And the people stood by Moses from 
the morning unto the evening. And when Moses’ father it 
in law saw all that he did to the people, he said, ‘ What is 
‘ this thing that thou doest to the people 1 Why sittest 
‘ thou thyself alone, and all the people stand by thee from 
‘morning unto evenT And Moses said unto his father in 11 
law, ‘ Because the people come unto me to inquire of God. 

‘ When they have a matter, they come unto me; and I ie 
‘judge between one and another, and I do make them know 
‘ the statutes of God, and his laws.’ And Moses’ father in it 
law said unto him, ‘ The thing that thou doest is not good . 1 
‘ Thou wilt surely wear away, both thou, and this people if 
‘ that is with thee; for this thing is too heavy for thee; 

‘ thou art not able to perform it thyself alone. Hearken now u 
‘ unto my voice, I will give thee counsel, and God shall be 
‘ with thee. Be thou before God for the people, that thou 
‘ mayest bring the causes unto God; and thou shalt teach *> 
‘ them the ordinances and the laws, and shalt make known 
‘ unto them the way wherein they must walk, and the work 
‘ that they must do. Moreover thou shalt provide out of n 
‘ all the people able men, such as fear God, men of truth, 
'hating covetousness; and place such over them, to be 
‘rulers of thousands, and rulers of hundreds, rulers of 
‘ fifties, and rulers of tens. And let them judge the people ® 
‘ at all seasons. And it shall be, that every great matter they 
‘ shall bring unto thee, but every small matter they shall 
‘judge. So it will be easier for thyself, and they will bear 
‘ the burden with thee. If thou shalt do this thing, and * 
‘ God command thee so, then thou wilt be able to endure, 

‘ and all this people will also go to their place in peace.’ 
And Moses hearkened to the voice of his father in law, and ** 
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5 did all that he had said. And Moses chose able men out of 
all Israel, and made them heads over the people, rulers of 
thousands, rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, and rulers 
u of tens. And they judged the people at all seasons; the 
hard causes they brought unto Moses, but every small 
matter they judged themselves. 

J And Moses let his father in law depart; and he went his 
way into his own land. 

i In the third month of the going forth of the children of 
Israel out of the land of Lower Egypt, the same day came 
’■ they into the desert of Sinai. For they departed from Re- 
phidim, and came to the desert of Sinai, and pitched in the 
i desert; and there Israel camped before the Mountain. And 
Moses went up unto God; and Jehovah called unto him out 
of the Mountain, saying, ‘ Thus shalt thou say to the house 
i ‘ of J acob, and tell the children of Israel, Ye have seen what 
‘ I did unto the Egyptians, and how I bare you on eagles’ 

■ 1 wings, and brought you unto myself. Row therefore, 
‘ if ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep my covenant, 
‘then ye shall be a peculiar treasure unto me above all 

1 ‘ peoples; for all the earth is mine. And ye shall bo unto 
‘ me a kingdom of priests, and an holy nation. These are 
‘ the words which thou shalt speak unto the children of 
‘ Israel.’ And Moses came and called for the elders of the 
people, and laid before their faces all these words which 

■ Jehovah had commanded him. And all the people an¬ 
swered together, and said, ‘All that Jehovah hath spoken 
‘ \vc will do.’ , And Moses returned the words of the people 
unto Jehovah. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Lo, I come unto thee 
‘ in a thick cloud, that the people may hear when I speak 
‘with thee, and believe thee for ever.’ And Moses told 
the words of the people unto Jehovah. And Jehovah said 
unto Moses, ‘ Go unto the people, and sanctify them to-day 
‘ and to-morrow, and let them wash their clothes, and he 
‘ ready against the third day; for on the third day Jehovah 
‘ will come down in the sight of all the people upon mount 
: ‘ Sinai. And thou shalt set bounds unto the people round 
‘about, saying, Take heed to yourselves, lest ye go up to 
‘ the Mountain, or touch the border of it; whosoever 
• ‘ toucheth the Mountain shall be surely put to death. There 
‘ shall not an hand touch it, but he shall surely be stoned, 
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‘or shot through; whether it be beast or man, it shall not 
‘ live. When the jubilee-trumpet soundeth long, they shall 
‘ come up to the Mountain.’ And Moses went down from n 
the Mountain unto the people, and sanctified the people; 
and they washed their clothes. And he said unto the n 
people, 1 Be ready against the third day; come not nigh a 
‘ woman.’ 


And it came to pass on the third day in the morning, n 
that there were thunders and lightnings, and a thick cloud 
upon the Mountain, and the voice of the trumpet exceeding 
loud; so that all the people that was in the camp trembled 
And Moses brought forth the people out of the camp to l' 
meet with God; and they stood at the lower part of the 
Mountain. And mount Sinai was altogether on a smoke, 1 
because Jehovah descended upon it in fire; and the smoke 
thereof ascended as the smoke of a furnace, and the whole 
Mountain trembled greatly. And when the voice of the i 
trumpet went on and sounded loud, Moses spake, and God 
answered him by a voice. And Jehovah came down upon 2 
mount Sinai, on the top of the Mountain. And Jehovah 
called Moses up to the top of the Mountain; and Moses 
went up. And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Go down, charge s 
‘ the people, lest they break through unto Jehovah to see, 

‘ and many of them perish. And let the priests also, who 1 
‘come near to Jehovah, sanctify themselves, lest Jehovah 
‘break forth upon them.’ And Moses said unto Jehovah, 1 
‘The people cannot come up to mount Sinai; for thou 
‘ chargedst us, saying, Set bounds about the Mountain, and 
‘sanctify it.’ And Jehovah said unto him, ‘Away, get ■ 

‘ thee down, and thou shalt come up, thou, and Aaron with 
‘ thee; but let not the priests and the people break through 
‘ to come up unto Jehovah, lest he break forth upon them.’ 

So Moses went down unto the people, and spake unto '• 
them. 

And God spake all these words, saying, ‘I am Jehovah 
‘ thy God, who have brought thee out of the land of Lower 
‘ Egypt, out of the house of bondage. Thou shalt have no 
‘ other gods before me. 

‘ Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or 
‘ any likeness of any thing that is in the heavens above, or 
‘ that is on the earth beneath, or that is in the water under th e j 
‘ earth ; thou shalt not bow down thyself to them, nor serve j 
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‘ them. For I Jehovah thy God am a jealous God, visiting 
‘ the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the 
16 ‘third and fourth generation of them that hate me; and 
‘ shewing kindness unto the thousandth of them that love 
‘ me, and keep my commandments. 
i ‘Thou shalt not take the name of Jehovah thy God to a 
‘falsehood; for Jehovah will not hold him guiltless that 
‘taketh his name to a falsehood. 

8 ‘ Remember the sabbath day [or day of rest], to keep it 

9 ‘holy. Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work; 
o ‘ but the seventh day is the sabbath of Jehovah thy God. 

‘ In it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, nor 
‘thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor,thy maid-servant, nor 
‘ thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within thy city gates, 
i ‘For in six days Jehovah made the heavens and the earth, 
‘ the sea, and all that in them is, and rested on the seventh 
‘ day; wherefore Jehovah blessed the sabbath day, and made 
‘ it lmly. 

■ ‘ Honour thy father and thy mother; that thy days may 

‘be long upon the land which Jehovah thy God givetll 
‘ thee. 

1 Thou shalt not kill. 

‘ Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

‘ Thou shalt not steal. 

‘ Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy neighbour. 

‘ Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour’s house, thou shalt 
‘ not covet thy neighbour’s wife, nor his man-servant, nor 
‘ his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor his ass, nor any thing 
‘ that is thy neighbour’s.’ 

And all the people saw the thunderings, and the light¬ 
nings, and the noise of the trumpet, and the mountain 
smoking. And when the people saw it, they removed and 
stood afar off. And they said unto Moses, ‘Speak thou 
‘with us, and wo will hear; but let not God speak with us, 
‘ lest we die.’ And Moses said unto the people, ‘ Fear not; 
‘ for God is come to prove you, and that his fear may be 
‘before your faces, that ye sin not.’ And the people stood 
afar otf, and Moses drew near unto the thick darkness where 
God was. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Thus thou shalt say unto 
‘the children of Israel, Ye have seen that I have talked 
1 with you from the heavens. Ye shall not make with me 
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‘gods of silver, neither shall yo make unto you gods of 
‘ gold. An Ai.TAit op EAiiTii thou shalt make unto me, and 24 
‘ shalt sacrifice thereon thy burnt offerings, and thy peace 
‘ offerings, thy sheep, and thine oxen. In all places whore 
‘ I record my name I will come unto thee, and I will bless 
‘thee. And if thou wilt make mo an altar of stones, thou 25 
‘ shalt not build it of hewn stone; for if thou lift up thy 
‘ tool upon it, thou hast polluted it. Neither shalt thou 20 
‘ go up by steps unto mine altar, that thy nakedness bo not 
‘ uncovered thereon. 

‘And these are the judgments which thou shalt set 1 
‘ before them. If thou huy an Hebrew servant, six years 2 
‘lieshall serve; and in the seventh he shall go out free for 
‘ nothing. If he came in by himself, he shall go out by a 
‘ himself; if he had a wife, then his wife shall go out with 
‘ him. If his master have given him a wife, and she have 4 
‘ borne him sons or daughters; the wife and her children 
‘ shall be her master’s, and he shall go out by himself. And 5 
‘ if the servant shall plainly say, I love my master, my wife, ] 
‘ and my children ; I will not go out free; then his master 0 J 
‘ shall bring him unto God; he shall also bring him to the 
‘ door, or unto the door post; and his master shall bore his 
‘ ear through with an awl; and he shall serve him for ever. | 

‘ And if a man sell his daughter to be a handmaid, she 1 
‘ shall not go out as the men-servants do. If she please not s 
‘her master, who hath betrothed her to himself, then shall 
‘ he let her bo redeemed. He shall have no power to sell 
‘her unto a strange nation, seeing he hath dealt deceitfully 
‘with her. And if he have betrothed her unto his son, be B 
‘shall deal with her after the manner of daughters. If ho 10 
‘ take to himself another wife; her food, her raiment, and 
‘her rights of marriage, shall lie not diminish. And if he 11 
‘do not these three unto her, then shall she go out free 
‘ without money. 

‘ He that smiteth a man, so that he die, shall be surely 12 j 
‘put to death. And if a man lie not in wait, but God is 
‘ deliver any one into his hand; then I will appoint thee a 
‘ place whither he shall flee. But if a man come with h 
‘ fierceness upon his neighbour, to slay him with guile; 

‘ thou shalt take him from mine altar, that he may die. i 

‘And he that smiteth his father, or his mother, shall is 
‘ be surely put to death. J 
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ig ‘ And he that stealeth a man, and he that sellcth him, 

‘ and lie that hath him found in his hand, shall surely be 
‘ put to death. 

17 ‘And he that curseth his father, or his mother, shall 
‘ surely be put to death. 

18 ‘ And if men strive together, and one smite another with 
‘ a stone, or with his fist, and he die not, but keepeth his 

io 1 bed; if he rise again, and walk to and fro abroad upon 
‘his stick, then shall he that smote him bo unpunished; 

‘ only ho shall pay for the loss of his time, and shall cause 
‘ him to be thoroughly healed. 

■io ‘And if a man smite his servant, or his maid-servant, with 
‘ a rod, aud he die under his hand; he shall be surely 

21 ‘ avenged. But if he continue a day or two, he shall not 
‘ he avenged; for he is his money. 

22 ‘ If men strive, and hurt a woman with child, so that 
‘her fruit depart from her, and yet no mischief follow; he 
‘shall he surely made to pay, according as the woman’s 
‘ husband will lay upon him ; and he shall pay as the judges 

23 ‘determine. And if any mischief follow, then thou shalt 

24 ‘ give life for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
is ‘ foot for foot, burning for burning, wound for wound, 

‘ stripe for stripe. 

2ii ‘And if a man smite the eye of his man-servant, or the 
‘ eye of his maid-servant, that it perish; he shall let him 
it ‘ go free for his eye's sake. And if he knock out his inan- 
‘servant’s tooth, or his maid-servant’s tooth; lie shall let 
* him go free for his tooth’s sake. 

28 ‘ If an ox gore a man or a woman, that they die; then 

‘ the ox shall be surely stoned, and his flesh shall not bo 
‘eaten; and the owner of the ox shall be unpunished. 

■ in ‘ But if the ox were wont to gore in time past, and it had 
‘ been testified to his owner, and he hath not kept him in, 
‘but that he hath killed a man or a woman; the ox shall 
iso ‘be stoned, and his owner also shall be put to death. If 
‘ there be laid on him a sum of money, then ho shall give 
‘ as the ransom of his life whatsoever is laid upon him. 

131 ‘ Whether he have gored a son, or have gored a daughter, 

132 1 according to this judgment shall it be done unto him. If 
‘ the ox shall gore a man-servant or maid-servant; he shall 
‘ give unto their master thirty shekels of silver [or sixty 
‘ shillings], and the ox shall be stoned. 

£ 
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‘ And if a man shall open a pit, or if a man shall dig a as 
‘pit, and not cover it, and an ox or an ass fall therein; the 34 
‘owner of the pit shall make it good, and give money unto 
‘ the owner of them; and the carcase shall bo his. 

‘ And if one man’s ox hurt the ox of another, that it 3s 
‘die; then they shall sell the live ox, and divide the 
‘money of it; and the carcase also they shall divide. Or ao 
‘ if it be known that the ox had used to gore in time past, 

1 and his owner had not kept him in; he shall surely make 
‘ it good, ox for ox; and the carcase shall be his own. 

‘ If a man shall steal an ox, or a sheep or goat, and kill l 
1 it, or sell it; he shall restore five oxen for an ox, and four 
‘ sheep or goats for each sheep or goat. If a thief be found a 
‘ breaking in, and be smitten that he die, there shall no 
‘ blood he shed for him. If the sun be risen upon him, 3 
‘ there shall be blood shed for him. He should have made 


‘ full restitution; if he had nothing, then he should have 
‘ been sold for his theft. If the theft be certainly found in 4 
‘ his hand alive, whether it be ox, or ass, or sheep, or goat; 

‘ he shall restore double. 


‘ If a man shall cause waste in a field or vineyard, and a 
‘ shall send in his beast to waste, and it shall cause waste 
‘ in another man’s field; of the best of his own field, 

‘ and of the best of his own vineyard, shall he make resti¬ 
tution. If fire break out, and catch in thorns, so that o 
‘ the stacks of corn, or the standing corn, or the field, be 
‘consumed therewith; he that caused the waste shall surely 
‘make restitution. 


‘ If a man shall deliver unto his neighbour money or i 
' goods to keep, and it be stolen out of the man’s house; if 
‘the thief be found, let him restore double. If the thief a 
‘ be not found, then the master of the house shall be brought 
‘unto God, to see whether ho have put his hand unto his 
‘ neighbour’s goods. For every thing missing, for ox, for a 
‘ass, for sheep or goat, for cloak, or for every lost thing, 
‘which the other saitli was there, the cause of both parties 
‘ shall come before God; and whom God shall condemn, he 
‘ shall pay double unto his neighbour. 

‘ If a man deliver unto his neighbour an ass, or an ox, n> 
‘ or a sheep or goat, or any cattle, to keep; and it die, or 
‘be hurt, or driven away, no man seeing it; then shall an u 
‘ oath of Jehovah be between them both, that he hath not 
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‘ put his hand unto his neighbour's goods; and the owner 
1 of it shall accept thereof, and he shall not make it good. 
12 ‘And if it be-certainly stolen from him, he shall make it 
i:> ‘ good unto the owner thereof. If it be torn in pieces, then 
‘ let him bring it for a witness, and he shall not make good 
‘ that which was torn. 

14 ‘ And if a man borrow [a beast] of his neighbour, and it 

‘ be hurt, or die, the owner thereof not being with it, he 
lo 1 shall surely make it good. But if the owner thereof be 
‘with it, he shall not make it good. If it be an hired 
‘ thing, it came for his hire. 

hi ‘And if a man entice a maiden that is not betrothed, 
‘and lie with her, he shall surely purchase her to be his 
it ‘wife. If her father utterly refuse to give her unto him, 
‘ he shall pay money according to the purchase money of 
‘ maidens. 

is ‘ Thou shalt not suffer a sorceress to live. 
i'J ‘Whosoever lieth with a beast shall surely be put to 
‘ death. 

if ‘ He that sacrificeth unto any god, save unto Jehovah 
‘ only, he shall be utterly destroyed, 
i si ‘ Thou shalt neither vex a stranger, nor oppress him; for 
: n ‘ ye were strangers in the land of Lower Egypt. Yc shall 
2J 1 not afflict any widow, or fatherless child. If thou afflict 
‘ them in any wise, and they cry at all unto me, I will surely 
12-1 ‘ hear their cry; and my wrath shall wax hot, and I will 
‘ kill you with the sword; and your wives shall be widows, 
‘ and your children fatherless. 

123 ‘If thou lend money to any of my people that is poor 
‘ by thee, thou shalt not be to him as an usurer, neither 
121 ‘shalt thou lay upon him usury. If thou at all take thy 
‘ neighbour’s cloak to pledge, thou shalt deliver it unto him 
'■ 2 ; ‘by that the sun goetli down; for that is his only covering, 
‘ it is his cloak for his skin, wherein he sleepeth. And it 
‘ shall come to pass, when he crieth unto me, that I will 
‘ hear; for I am gracious. 

128 ‘ Thou shalt not revile God, nor curse the ruler of thy 

‘ people. 

- '20 ‘ Thou shalt not delay to offer of thy fulness [or harvest], 

‘and of thy tears [or vintage]; the firstborn of thine off- 

- '30 1 spring [or fruits] shalt thou give unto me. Likewise shalt 

‘ thou do with thine oxen, and with thy sheep; seven days 
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‘it shall be with its dam; on the eighth daj thou shalt 
‘give it to me. 

‘ And ye shall be holy men unto me. either shall ye si 
1 eat any flesh that is torn by beasts in the field; ye sliall 
‘cast it to the dogs. 

‘ Thou shalt not bear a false report; pot not thine hand • 
‘ with the wicked to be an unrighteous witness. Thou shalt « 
‘ not follow the great to do evil; neither shalt thou speak 
‘in a quarrel, to incline toward the great to wrest jodg- 
‘ ment N either shall thou be partial to a poor man in his ’ 
‘quarreL 

‘ If thou meet thine enemy’s ox or his ass going astray, < 
‘ thou shalt surely bring it bock to him again. If thou see > 
‘ the ass of him that hateth thee lying under his burden, 

‘ and shouldest forbear to help him, then shalt sorely help 
1 with him. 


‘ Thou shalt not tom aside judgment from thy poor in « 
‘ his quarrel. Keep thee far from a false matter; and the " 
‘ innocent and righteous slay thou not; for I will not acquit 
‘ the wicked. 

‘ And thou shalt take no bribe; for the bribe blindeth s 
‘ the open-eyed, and perverteth the words of the righteous. 
‘Also thou shalt not oppress a stranger; for ye know the * 
‘ heart of a stranger, seeing ye were strangers in the land 
‘ of Lower Egypt 

‘ And six years thou shalt sow thy land, and shalt gather i* 
‘in the increase thereof; but the Seventh Year thou shalt 21 
‘ let it rest and lie still; that the poor of thy people may 
‘eat; and what they leave the beasts of the field shall eat. 

‘ In like manner thou shalt deal with thy vineyard, and 
‘ with thy oliveyard. Six days thou shalt do thy work, and u 
‘ on the seventh day than shalt rest; that thine ox and thine 
‘ass may rest, and the son of thy handmaid, and the 
‘ stranger, may be refreshed. And onto all things that I 
‘ have said onto you give heed; and make no mention of 
‘ the name of other gods, neither let it be heard ont of thy 
‘ mouth. 

‘ Three rimes thou shalt keep a feast unto me in the year. ■« 
‘Thun shalt keep the Feast of Unleavened Bread; (thou i- 
‘ shalt eat unleavened bread seven days, as I commanded 
‘ thee, at the time appointed of die month Abib; for in it 
‘then earnest out from Lower Egypt; and none shall appear 
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16 ‘before me empty;)—and the Feast of Harvest, the First- 
‘ fruits of thy labours, which thou hast sown in thy field ; 
‘—and the Feast of Ingathering, which is towards the end 
‘ of the year, when thou hast gathered in thy labours out 

17 ‘of the field. Three times in the year all thy males shall 
‘appear before the Lord Jehovah. 

is ‘ Thou shalt not sacrifice the blood of my sacrifice with 
‘leavened bread; neither shall the fat of my sacrifice re- 
i'j ‘ main until the morning. The first of the first-fruits of thy 
‘land thou shalt bring into the House of Jehovah thy God. 
‘Thou shalt not boil a kid in its mother’s milk, 
to ‘ Behold, I send an angel before thee, to keep thee in 
‘ the way, and to bring thee into the place which I have 
21 ‘ prepared. Give heed to him, and obey his voice, provoke 
‘him not; for he will not pardon your transgressions; for 
‘ my name is on him. But if thou shalt indeed obey his 
‘ voice, and do all that I speak; then I will be an enemy 
‘ unto thine enemies, and an adversary unto thine adver- 
23 ‘ saries. For mine angel shall go before thee, and bring 
‘ thee in unto the Amorites, and the Hittites, and the Periz- 
‘ zites, and the Canaanites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; 
ci ‘ and I will cut them off. Thou shalt not bow down to 
‘ their gods, nor serve them, nor do after their works; but 
‘ thou shalt utterly overthrow them, and quite break down 
‘ their images. And ye shall serve Jehovah your God, and 
‘ he shall bless thy bread, and thy water; and I will take 
no ‘ sickness away from the midst of thee. There shall nothing 
‘ cast her young nor be barren in thy land. The number 
27 ‘ of thy days I will fulfil. I will send the fear of me before 
‘ thee, and I will destroy all the people to whom thou shalt 
‘ come, and I will make all thine enemies turn their backs 
‘ unto thee. And I will send hornets before thee, which 
‘ shall drive out the Hivites, the Canaanites, and the Hit- 
23 ‘ tites, from before thee. I will not drive them out from 
‘ before thee in one year; lest the land become desolate, and 
no ‘ the wild beasts of the field multiply against thee. By little 
‘ and little I will drive them out from before thee, until 
‘ thou be increased, and inherit the land. And I will set 
‘ thy boundaries from the Red Sea even unto the Sea of 
‘ the Philistines, and from the [southern] desert unto the 
‘ River [Euphrates]. For I will deliver the inhabitants of 
‘the land into your hand; and thou shalt drive them out 
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‘ before thee. Thou shalt make no covenant with them, aa 
‘ nor with their gods. They shall not dwell in thy land, aa 
‘ lest they make thee sin against me ; for if thou serve their 
‘gods, it will surely bo a snare unto thee.’ 

And he said unto Moses, 1 Come up unto Jehovah, thou, i 
‘ and Aaron, Nndab, and Abihu, and seventy of the elders 
‘ of Israel; and worship ye afar off.’ And Moses alone came 2 
near to Jehovah; but they came not nigh; neither did the 
people go up with him. And Moses came and related to a 
the people all the Words of Jehovah, and all the Judg¬ 
ments. And all the people answered with one voice, and 
said, ‘All the words which Jehovah hath said will we do.’ 
And Moses wrote all the words of Jehovah, and rose up 4 
early in the morning, and builded an altar at the foot of the 
Mountain, and twelve pillars, according to the twelve tribes 
of Israel. And he sent young men of the children of Israel, s 
who offered burnt offerings, and sacrificed peace offerings 
of oxen unto Jehovah. And Moses took half of the blood, 6 
and put it in basons; and half of the blood he sprinkled on 
the altar. And he took the Hook of the Covenant, and read 7 
in the ears of the people; and they said, ‘ All that Jehovah 
‘ hath said will we do, and be obedient.’ And Moses took « 
the blood, and sprinkled it on the people, and said, ‘Be- 
‘ hold the blood of the covenant, which Jehovah hath made 
‘ with you concerning all those words.’ 

Then wont up Moses, and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and a 
seventy of the ciders of Israel; and they saw the God of io 
Israel. And there was under his feet as it were a paved 
work of a sapphire stone, and as it were the body of the 
heavens in its clearness. And upon the nobles of the cliil- u 
dren of Israel he laid not his hand. And they saw God, 
and did eat and drink. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Come up to me on to 12 
‘ the Mountain, and be there; and I will give thee Tables 
‘ of Stone, and a Law, and Commandments which I have 
‘written; that thou mayest teach them.’ And Moses rose 12 
up, and his minister Joshua; and Moses went up on to 
the Mountain of God. And he said unto the elders, ‘ Tarry 14 
‘ye here for us, until we come again unto you. And, be- 
‘ hold, Aaron and Hur are with you; if any man have any 
‘matters to do, let him come unto them.’ 

And Moses went up on to the Mountain, and a cloud 15 
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ui covered the Mountain. And the Glory of Jehovah abode 
upon mount Sinai, and the cloud covered it six days; and 
on the seventh day he called unto Moses out of the midst 
1 ' of the cloud. And the appearance of the Glory of Jehovah 
was like devouring fire on the top of the Mountain in the 
is eyes of the children of Israel. And Moses went into the 
midst of the cloud, and gat him up on to the Mountain; 
and Moses was on the Mountain forty days and forty nights. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 

2 ‘ the children of Israel, that they bring unto me a iieave 
* offering ; of every man whose heart maketh him willing 

3 ‘ ye shall take my heave offering. And this is the heave 
1 offering which ye shall take from them; gold, or silver, or 

4 ‘copper, or blue, or purple, or bright scarlet, or fine linen, 

5 ‘or goats’ hair, or rams’ skins dyed red, or seals’ skins, or 
« ‘aeasia wood, oil for the light, spices for anointing oil, and 
7 ‘ for sweet-smelling incense, onyx stones, or stones to be 

‘set in the Epliod [or priest’s robe], and in the breastplate, 
s ‘ And let them make me a Sanctuary; that I may dwell

n ‘ thereof. And thou shalt overlay it with pure gold, within 
‘anil without shalt thou overlay it, and shalt make upon it 
12 ‘ a border of gold round about. And thou shalt cast four 
‘ rings of gold for it, and put them in the four corners 
‘thereof; and two rings shall be in the one side of it, and 
ui ‘ two rings in the other side of it. And thou shalt make 
14 ‘ staves of aeasia wood, and overlay them with gold. And 
‘ thou shalt put the staves into the rings by the sides of 
is ‘ the Ark, that the Ark may he borne with them. The 
1 staves shall he in the rings of the Ark; they shall not be 
m ‘taken from it. And thou shalt put into the Ark the Tes- 
‘ tiinonials which I shall give thee, 
i 17 ‘And thou shalt make a Cover of pure gold; two cubils 
‘ and a half shall be the length thereof, and a cubit and a 
I is ‘ half the breadth thereof. And thou shalt make two che- 
‘ rubs of gold, of beaten work shalt thou make them, at the 
113 ‘ two ends of the Cover. And make one cherub at the one 
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* end, and the other cherub at the other end of the Cora; 

1 ye shall make the cherubs on the two ends thereof And •>- 
1 the cherubs shall stretch forth their wings on high, cover- 
1 ing the Cover with their wings, and their bees shall look 
‘one to another: toward the Cover shall the faces of the 
‘cherubs be. And thou shah pot the Corer above upon nr 
‘ the Ark: and in the Ark thon shah pnt the Testimonials 
‘ that I shall give thee. And there I will be met by thee, «*i ■ 
‘ and I will speak with thee from above the Cover, from 
1 between the two cherubs which are upon the Ark of the 
‘ Testimonials, of all things which I will give onto thee in 
1 command for the chil dren of Israel. 

‘ Thon shall also make a table of acasia wood; two cubits a * 
‘ shall be the length thereof and a cubit the breadth thereof 
‘and a cubit and a half the height thereof And thon **-- 
‘ shale overlay it with pure gold, and make thereto a birder 
‘ of gold round about. And thou shall make unto it a rim »■ 
‘ of an hand breadth round about, and thon slialt make a 
‘golden border to the rim thereof round about. And thon »■ 
‘ shalt make for it four rings of gold, and put the rings in 
‘ the four comers that are at the four feet thereof Joined - 
‘ to the rim shall the rings be for places of the staves to 
‘ bear the table. And thou shalt make the staves of acasia ® 

‘ wood, and overlay them with gold, that the table may be 
‘ borne with them. And thon shalt make the dishes thereof » 
‘and [incense] ladles thereof and cups thereof and jars 

* thereof to pour wi thal ; of pure gold shalt thou make them. 

‘ And thou shalt set upon the table presexce-bread before *• 

* me at ail times. 

‘And thou shalt make a lamp-siavd of pure gold; of 11 
‘ beaten work s hall the lamp-stand be made ; its abaf t, and 
‘its branches, it3 cups, its bads, and its flowers, shall be 
‘ of the same. And six branches shall come out of the sides n 
‘of it; three branches of the lamp-stand out of the one side, 

‘ and three branches of the lamp-stand out of the other side. 

‘ Three cups made like unto ahnond-blossoms shall be on a 
‘one branch, each with a bud and a flower; and three cops 
‘ made like almond-blossoms on the other branch, each with 
‘ a bud and a flower; so on the six branches that come out 
' of the lamp-stand. And on the lamp-stand itself shall he ** 

1 four cups made like unto almond-blossoms, with their buds 
‘and their flowers. And there shall he a bad nmW two u 
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1 branches of the same, and a bud under two branches of 
‘ the same, and a bud under two branches of the same, ac- 
‘ cording to the six branches that come out of the lamp- 
36 ‘ stand. Their buds and their branches shall all of it be 
:jt ‘ one beaten work of pure gold. And thou shalt make the 
‘ seven lamps thereof; and they shall light the lamps thereof, 
as ‘ that they may give light over against it. And the snuffers 
‘thereof, and the snuff-dishes thereof, shall be of pure 
39 ‘gold. Of a Kikar [or hundred-weight] of pure gold shall 
<0 ‘ he make it, with all these vessels. And look that thou 
‘ make them after their pattern, which was shewed thee on 
1 the Mountain. 

1 ‘ Moreover thou shalt make the tabernacle with ten 
‘curtains of line twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 
‘bright scarlet; with cherubs of embroidered work shalt 

2 ‘ thou make them. The length of one curtain shall be eight 
1 and twenty cubits, and the breadth of one curtain four 
‘ cubits; and every one of the curtains shall have one mea- 

3 ‘sure. The five curtains shall he joined together one to 
‘ another; and the other five curtains shall be joined one to 

4 ‘ another. And thou shalt make loops of blue upon the 
‘ edge of the one curtain at the end at the joining; and 
‘ likewise shalt thou make upon the outermost edge of ano- 

5 ‘thor curtain, at the joining with the second. Fifty loops 
‘ shalt thou make in the one curtain, and fifty loops shalt 
‘ thou make at the end of the curtain that is in the joining 

5 ‘ with the second; the loops answering one to another. And 
‘ thou shalt make fifty hooks of gold, and join the curtains 
‘together with the hooks; and it shall be one Tabernacle. 
t ‘ And thou shalt make curtains of goats’ hair to be a 
‘ Tent over the Tabernacle; eleven curtains shalt thou make, 
f ‘ The length of one curtain shall be thirty cubits, and the 
‘ breadth of one curtain four cubits; and the eleven curtains 
o ‘shall be all of one measure. And thou shalt join five 
1 curtains by themselves, and six curtains by themselves, 
‘ and shalt fold the half of the sixth curtain on the front 
to ‘ of the Tent. And thou shalt make fifty loops on the edge 
‘ of the one curtain that is outmost for the joining, and 
‘ fifty loops on the edge of the curtain which joineth the 

11 ‘second. And thou shalt make fifty hooks of copper, and 
‘ put the hooks into the loops, and join the Tent together, 

12 ‘that it may be one. And the remnant that is too much 
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* for the curtains of the Tent, the half curtain that is too 

‘ much, s hall hang over the hack of the Tabernacle. An d u 
‘ a cubit on the one side, and a cubit on the other side of 
‘ that which is too much in length of the curtains of the 
‘ Tent, it s hall hang over the sides of the Tabernacle on this 
‘ side and on that side, to cover it. And thou shalt make i< 

* a covering for the Tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
‘ covering above of seals’ skins. 

‘ And for the Tabernacle thou shalt make boards of acasia is 
‘wood standing upright. Ten cubits s hall be the length 1* 
‘ of a board, and a cubit and a half shall be the breadth of 
‘ one board Two holders shall there be for one board, to n 
‘ be set in order one opposite to the other; thus shalt thou 
‘ make for all the boards of the Tabernacle. And thou shalt is 
‘ make the boards for the Tabernacle, twenty boards on the 
1 south or right hand side. And thou shalt make forty sockets is 
‘ of silver sunk into the twenty boards; two sockets sunk 
1 into one board for its two holders, and two sockets sunk 
1 into another board for its two holders. And for the second so 
‘side of the Tabernacle which is toward the north there 
‘ shall be twenty boards, and their forty sockets of silver; si 
‘two sockets sunk into one board, and two sockets sunk 
‘ into another board And for the back of the Tabernacle *s 
‘ westward thou shalt make six boards. And two boards ss 
‘ shalt thou make for the comers of the Tabernacle at the 
‘ back. And they shall be coupled together beneath, and sr 
‘ they shall be well joined together at the head of it unto 
‘ one ring; thus shall it he for them both; they shall be for 
‘the two comers. And they shall be eight boards, and ss 
‘ their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; two sockets sunk 
‘ into one board, and two sockets sunk into another board. 

‘ And thou shalt make cross-bars of acasia wood; five for s* 
‘the boards of the one side of the Tabernacle, and five si 
‘ cross-bars for the boards of the other side of the Taber- 
‘ nacle, and five cross-bars for the boards of the side of the 
‘ Tabernacle at the back westward. And the middle cross- *» 
‘ bar in the midst of the boards shall reach from end to 
‘ end. And thou shalt overlay the boards with gold, and *» 
‘ mak e their rings of gold as places for the cross-bars; and 
‘ thou s halt. overlay the cross-bars with gold. And thou a 
‘ shalt rear up the Tabernacle according to the fashion there- 
‘ of which was shewed thee on the Mountain.

‘ Screen five pillars of acasia wood, and shalt overlay them 
‘ with gold, and their hooks shall be of gold. And thou

1 ‘ And thou shalt make an altar of acasia wood, five 
‘ cubits long, and five cubits broad; the Altar shall be four-

‘Altar beneath, that the network may be even to the midst 
i' ‘of the Altar. And thou shalt make staves for the Altar, 
7 ‘ staves of acasia wood, and overlay them with copper. And 
‘ the staves shall be put into the rings, and the staves shall 
e ‘ be on the two sides of the Altar, to carry it. Hollow with 
‘boards shalt thou make it; as it was shewed thee on the 
‘Mountain, so shall they make it. 
s ‘ And thou shalt make the court of the Tabernacle. 
‘ For the south or right hand side there shall be hangings for 
‘ the Court of fine twined linen of an hundred cubits long 
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‘for one side. And the twenty pillars thereof and their i* 
‘ twenty sockets shall be of copper; the hooks of the pillars 
‘ and their cross-rods shall be of silver. And likewise for u 
‘the north side in length there shall be hangings of an 
‘hundred mbits long, and its twenty pillars and their 
‘ twenty sockets of copper; the hooks of the pillars and 
‘their cross-rods of silver. And for the breadth of the ti 
‘ Court on the west side shall be hangings of fifty cubits; 

* their pillars ten, and their sockets ten. And the breadth 
‘ of the Court on the east side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 
‘The hangings of one side [of the gate] shall be fifteen >« 
‘cubits; their pillars three, and their sockets three. And 

* on the other side [of the gate] shall be hangings of fifteen 
‘cubits; their pillars three, and their sockets three. 

‘And for the gate of the Court shall be a screen of t* 
‘twenty cubits, of blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, and 
‘fine twined linen, wrought with needlewoik; and their 
‘pillars shall be four, and their sockets four. All the 
‘ pillars round abont the Court shall have cross-rods of silver; 

‘ their hooks shall be of silver, and their sockets of copper. 
‘The length of the Court shall be an hundred cubits, and is 
‘ the breadth fifty every where, and the height five cubits 
‘of fine twined linen, and their sockets of copper. All the is 
‘ vessels of the Tabernacle in all the service thereof and all 
‘ the tentipins thereof, and all the tent-pins of the Court, 

‘ shall be of copper. 

‘ And thou shalt command the children of Israel, that 
‘they bring thee pure beaten olive oil for the light, to 
‘ cause the lamp to bum always in the Appointed Tent, out- n 
‘side of the Veil which is before the Testimonials. Aaron 
1 and his sons shall keep it in order from evening to morning 
‘before Jehovah. This shall be a statute for ever unto 
‘ their generations on the behalf of the children of Israel 

‘And take thou unto thee Aaron thy brother, and his > 
‘sons with him, from among the children of Israel, that he 
1 may minister unto me in the priest's office, even Aaron, 

‘ JJadab and Abihu, Kleazar and Ithamar, Aaron’s sons. 

‘ And thou shalt make holy garments for Aaron thy brother a 
‘ for glory and for beauty. And thou shalt speak unto all > 

‘ that are wise-hearted, whom I have filled with the spirit 
' of wisdom, that they may make Aaron’s garments to con 
‘eecnte him, that he may minister unt o me in the priest’s 
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4 ‘ office. And these are the garments which they shall make;

‘ take two onyx stones, and engrave on them the names of 

10 ‘the children of Israel; six of their names on one stone, 
‘ and six names of the rest on the other stone, according to 

n ‘ their birth. With the work of an engraver in stone, like 
‘ the engravings of a signet, shalt thou engrave the two 
‘stones with the names of the children of Israel. Thou 

12 ‘shalt make for them encircling Buttons of gold. And 
‘ thou shalt put the two stones upon the shoulder-straps of 
‘the Ephod for stones of memorial unto the children of 
‘ Israel; and Aaron shall bear their names before Jehovah 
‘ upon his two shoulders for a mcmoriaL 

13 ‘And thou shalt make the Buttons of gold; and two 

n ‘chains of pure gold twisted; of cord-like work shalt thou 

‘ make them, and thou shalt fasten tiro cord-like chains to 
‘ the Buttons. 

io ‘And thou shalt make the Breastplate op Judgment 
‘ with embroidered work; after the work of- the Ephod 
‘ thou shalt make it; of gold, of blue, and of purple, and 
‘ of bright scarlet, and of line twined linen, shalt thou make 

m ‘ it. Square it shall be in two halves; a span shall be the 
‘length thereof, and a span shall be the breadth thereof. 

17 ‘ And thou shalt set in it settings of stones, even four rows 
‘ of stones; a row of a ruby, a topaz, and a carbuncle; this 

16 ‘shall be the first row. And the second row shall be an 

19 ‘ emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. And the third row 

20 ‘ a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst. And the fourth row 
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• a chrysolite, and an onyx, and a jasper; they shall be en- 
‘ closed in gold in their settings. And the stones shall be 21 
‘ with the names of the children of Israel, twelve, according 
‘ to their names, like the engravings of a signet; every one 
‘ with his name shall they be according to the twelve 
‘ tribes. 

‘ And thou shalt make upon the Breastplate c hain s twisted n 
‘of cord-like work of pure gold. And thou Bhalt make s» 
‘ upon the Breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt put the 
‘ two rings on the two ends of the Breastplate And thou 2 * 
‘ shalt put the two cords of gold in the two rings which are 
‘ on the ends of the Breastplate. And the other two ends 25 
‘ of the two cords thou shalt fasten in the two Buttons, and 
‘ put them on the shoulder-straps of the Ephod, on the front 
‘ part of it 

‘ And thou shalt make two rings of gold, and thou shalt s« 
‘put them upon the two ends of the Breastplate in the 
‘ border thereof] which is against the Ephod inward. And it 
‘ two other rings of gold thou shalt make, and shalt put 
‘them on the two shoulder-straps of the Ephod behind, 
‘but on the forepart thereof near the joining thereof 
‘ above the Embroidered Girdle of the Ephod. And they 2s 
‘ shall bind the Breastplate by the rings thereof unto the 
‘ rings of the Ephod with a riband of blue, that it may be 
‘ above the Embroidered Girdle of the Ephod, and that the 
‘ Breastplate be not loosed from the Ephod. And Aaron 2a 
‘ shall bear the names of the children of Israel on the 
‘ Breastplate of Judgment upon his heart, when he goeth 
‘in unto the Holy place, for a memorial before Jehovah 
‘ continually. 

‘ And thou shalt put on to the Breastplate of Judgment the so 
‘ Urim and the Thumiim ; and they shall be upon Aaron’s 
‘heart, when he goeth in before Jehovah. And Aaron 
‘ shall bear the judgment of the children of Israel upon his 
‘heart before Jehovah continually. And thou shalt make si 
‘ the bobe [or skirt] of the Ephod all of blue. And the si 
‘ opening shall be at the top of it, in the midst thereof 
‘ It shall have a binding of woven work round about the 
'opening of it, as it were the opening of a coat of mail, 
‘that it be not rent And upon the bottom hem of it ss 
‘ thou shalt make pomegranates of blue, and of purple, and 
‘of bright scarlet, round about the bottom hem thereof] 
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3i ‘and bells of gold between them roundabout; a golden 
‘ bell and a pomegranate, a golden bell and a pomegranate, 

35 ‘ upon the bottom hem of the Robe round about. And it 
‘shall be upon Aaron to minister; and its sound shall be 
‘ heard when he goeth in unto the Holy place before Jeho- 
‘ vah, and when ho cometh out, that he die not. 

36 ‘ And thou shalt make a bright plate of pure gold, and 
‘ grave upon it, like the engravings of a signet, Holiness 

3" ‘to Jehovah. And thou shalt put it on a blue riband,

3S ‘ Mitre it shall be. And it shall be upon Aaron’s forehead, 
‘ that Aaron may bear the iniquity of the holy things,

33 ‘ And thou shalt embroider the under-coat of fine linen, 

‘ and thou shalt make the mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt

■ta ‘ And for the sons of Aaron thou shalt make under-coats, 
* and thou shalt make for them girdles, and high caps shalt 

41 ‘ thou make for them, for glory and for beauty. And thou 
‘ shalt put them upon Aaron thy brother, and his sons with 
‘him; and shalt anoint them, and fill their hands [with 
‘ offerings, or consecrate them], and sanctify them, that they 

42 ‘may minister unto me in the priest’s office. And thou 
‘ shalt make for them linen breeches to cover their naked 
‘flesh; from the loins even unto the thighs they shall 

43 ‘ reach; and they shall be upon Aaron, and upon his sons, 
‘ when they come in unto the Appointed Tent, or when 
‘ they come near unto the Altar to minister in holy things; 
f that they bear not iniquity, and die. It shall be a statute 
‘ for ever unto him and his seed after him. 

1 ‘ And this is the thing that thou shalt do unto them to 
‘ make them holy, to minister unto me in the priest’s office. 
‘Take one young bullock, and two rams without blemish, 

2 ‘ and unleavened bread, either pricked cakes unleavened 
‘ tempered with oil, or wafers unleavened anointed with 

3 ‘oil; of wheaten flour shalt thou make them. And thou 
‘ shalt put them into one basket, and bring them in the 

4 ‘ basket, with the bullock and the two rams. And Aaron 
‘ and his sons thou shalt bring unto the doorway of the 

5 ‘ Appointed Tent, and shalt wash them with water. And 
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1 thou shalt take the garments, and put upon Aaron the 
‘ Under-coat, and the Kobe of the Ephod, and the Ephod, 

‘ and the Breastplate, and bind the Ephod upon him with 
‘ the Embroidered Girdle of the Ephod. And thou shalt put 6 
‘ the Mitre upon his head, and put the Holy Crown upon 
‘ the Mitre. Then shalt thou take the anointing oil, and 7

‘ hands of Aaron and his sons [with offerings]. 

‘And thou shalt cause the bullock to be brought before io 
‘the Appointed Tent; and Aaron and his sons shall put 
‘their hands upon the head of the bullock. And thou n 
‘ shalt slay the bullock before Jehovah, by the doorway of 
‘the Appointed Tent And thou shalt take some of the n 
‘ blood of the bullock, and put it upon the horns of the 
‘ Altar with thy finger, and pour all the blood beside the 
‘ base of the Altar. And thou shalt take all the fat that 13 
‘ covereth the inner parts, and the lobe that is above the 
‘ liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, 

‘ and bum them for incense upon the Altar. But the flesh h 
‘ of the bullock, and its skin, and its dung, shalt thou burn 
‘ with fire on the outside of the camp; it is a sin offering. 

‘ Thou shalt also take one ram : and Aaron and his sons i > 
‘shall put their hands upon the head of the ram And i« 
‘thou shalt slay the ram, and thou shalt take its blood, 
‘and sprinkle it round about upon the Altar. And thou it 
‘ shalt cut the ram into its pieces, and wash its inner parts, 
‘and its shanks, and put them unto its pieces, aud unto 
‘its head. And thou shalt burn the whole ram for incense is 
‘upon the altar; it is a burnt offering unto Jehovah; it 
‘is a sweet savour, an offering made by fire unto Jehovah. 

‘And thou shalt take the other ram; and Aaron and his i» 
‘sons shall put their hands upon the head of the ram. 
‘Then shalt thou slay the ram, and take some of its -o 
‘ blood, and put it upon the tip of the right ear of Aaron, 

‘ and upon the tip of the right ear of his sons, and upon 
‘ the thumb of their Tight hand, and upon the great toe of 
‘their right foot, and sprinkle the blood upon the altar 
‘round about And thou shalt take some of the blood 51 
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‘ that is upon the Altar, and of the anointing oil, and sprinkle 
‘ it upon Aaron, and upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
‘and upon the garments of his sons with him; and he 
‘ shall he made holy, and his garments, and his sons, and 
Isa ‘ his sons’ garments with him. Also thou shalt take of the 
‘ ram the fat and the rump, and the fat that covereth the 
‘ inner parts, and the lobe of the liver, and the two kidneys, 

‘ and the fat that is upon them, and the right leg; for it is 
iia 1 a ram of consecration; and one circular loaf of bread, and 
1 one pricked cake of oiled bread, and one wafer out of the 
‘basket of the unleavened bread that is before Jehovah. 
j2J 1 And thou shalt put all into the hands of Aaron, and into 
‘ the hands of his sons; and shalt wave them for a Wave 
‘ offering before Jehovah. And thou shalt receive them 
‘ from their hands, and burn them as incense upon the Altar 
‘for a burnt offering, for a sweet savour before Jehovah; 

‘ it is an offering made by fire unto Jehovah. 

125 ‘ And thou shalt take the breast of the ram of Aaron’s

‘ the breast of the wave offering, and the leg of the Heave 
‘ offering, which is waved and wliich is heaved up, of the 
‘ ram of the consecration, even of that wliich is for Aaron, 
l 2ti 1 and of that which is for his sons; and it shall be Aaron’s 
‘ and his sons’ by a statute for ever from the children of 
‘ Israel; for it is an Heave offering. And it shall be an 
‘ heave offering from the children of Israel out of the sacri- 
‘ lice of their peace offerings [or love-feasts], even their 
‘ heave offering unto Jehovah. 

! M 1 And ,tlie holy garments of Aaron shall be his sons’ after 
‘ him, to be anointed therein, and to be consecrated in them. 

50 ‘ And that son that is [chief] Priest in his stead shall put 
‘ them on for seven days, when he cometh into the Ap- 
‘ pointed Tent to minister in holy things. 

51 ‘ And thou shalt take the ram of the consecration, and 
22 ‘ boil its flesh in the Holy Hace. And Aaron and his sons 

‘ shall cat the flesh of the ram, and the bread that is in 
3o ‘ the basket, by the doorway of the Appointed Tent. And 
‘ they shall eat those things wherewith the atonement was 
‘ made, that they may be consecrated and made holy. But 
‘ a stranger shall not eat thereof, because they are holy. 
I 34 ‘ And if aught of the flesh of the consecrations, or of the 
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‘ broad, remain unto tho morning, then thou shalt burn 
‘ tho remainder with fire; it shall not be eaton, because it 
‘ is holy. And thus shalt thou do unto Aaron, and to his 35 
‘ sons, according to all things which I have commanded 
‘ thee; seven days shalt thou consecrate them. i 

‘ And thou shalt oiler every day a bullock as a sin offering 30 
‘ for atonement; and thou shalt clcanso tho Altar from sin, 

‘ by making an atonement for it, and thou shalt anoint it, 

1 to sanctify it. Seven days thou shalt mako an atone- 37 
‘ Mi;NT fok THE ALTAR, and sanctify it; and it shall bo an 
‘altar most holy; whatsoever touchcth tho altar shall be

‘Now this is that which thou shalt offer upon tho altar; as 
‘ two lambs of the first year day dy day continually. Tho as

‘ there I shall be met by the children of Israel, and it shall 
‘ be made holy by my glory. And I will sanctify the Ap- 41 
‘pointed Tent and the Altar; I will sanctify also both 
‘ Aaron and his sons, to minister to me in the pr iest’s office. 

‘ And I will dwell among the children of Israel, and will be 45 
‘ their God. And they shall know that I am Jehovah their 10 
‘ God, who brought them forth out of the land of Lower 
‘Egypt, that I may dwell among them. I am Jehovah 
‘ their God. 


‘ And thou shalt make an altar to burn incense upon ; i 
‘ of acasia wood shalt thou make it. A cubit shall be the 2

‘ The horns thereof shall be of the same. And thou shalt 3 


‘ overlay it with pure gold, on the top thereof, and on the

‘ thou shalt make unto it a border of gold round about. 

4 ‘ And two golden rings shalt thou make to it under the 
‘border of it, by the two corners thereof, upon the two 
‘ sides of it shalt thou make them; and they shall be for 

5 ‘ places for the staves to carry it with. And thou shalt 
‘ make the staves of acasia wood, and overlay them with 

o ‘gold. And thou shalt put it before the Veil that is by 
‘ the Ark of the Testimonials, before the Cover that is over 
7 ‘the Testimonials, where I shall be met by thee. And 
‘ Aaron shall burn thereon sweet incense every morning; 
‘ when he dresseth the lamps, he shall burn incense upon 
s ‘ it. And when Aaron lightoth the lamps towards evening, 
‘ he shall burn incense upon it, a perpetual incense before 
o ‘Jehovah throughout your generations. Ye shall offer no 
‘ strange incense thereon, nor burnt ottering, nor meal ofi'er- 
io ‘ ing; neither shall ye pour drink ottering thereon. And 
‘ Aaron shall make an atonement for the horns of it once 


‘ in a year with the blood of the sin offering of atonements; 
‘ once in the year shall he make atonement for it through¬ 
out your generations. It is most holy unto Jehovah.’ 
n And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘When thou

‘ and its vessels, and the shining Lamp-stand with all its 
o ‘vessels, and the Altar of Incense, and the Altar of Burnt 
1 ‘ Offerings with all its vessels, and the Laver and its foot, 

I to ‘ and the Garments of service, both the holy garments for 
‘Aaron the priest, and the garments of his sons, to minister 
l it ‘ in the priest’s office, and the Anointing Oil, and Sweet 
‘ Incense for the Holy Place; according to all that I have 
‘ commanded thee shall they do.’ 

1 12 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak thou also 

113 ‘ unto the children of Israel, saying, Verily my Sabbaths ye 
‘ shall keep; for it is a sign between me and you through¬ 
out your generations; that ye may know that I am Jeho- 

l ii ‘ vah that doth sanctify you. Ye shall keep the sabbath 
‘ therefore; for it is holy unto you. Every one that de- 
‘ fileth it shall surely be put to death; for whosoever doetli 
‘ any work therein, that soul shall be cut off from among 
is ‘his people. Six days may work be done; but on the 
‘seventh is the sabbath of rest, holy to Jehovah. Whoso- 
‘ ever doeth any work on the sabbath day, he shall surely 
i in . ‘ be put to death. Wherefore the children of Israel shall 
‘ keep the sabbath, to observe the sabbath throughout their 
H7 ‘ generations, for a perpetual covenant. It is a sign be¬ 
tween me and the children of Israel for ever; for in six 
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1 days Jehovah made the heavens and the earth, and on the 
1 seventh day ho rested, and was refreshed.' 

And he gave unto Moses, when he had made an end of is 
speaking with him upon mount Sinai, two Tables of Testi¬ 
mony, Tables of Stone, written with the linger of God. 

And when the people saw that Moses delayed to come l 
down out of the Mountain, the people assembled themselves 
unto Aaron, and said unto him, ‘ Up, make for us gods, that 
‘ shall go before us; for as for this Moses, the man that 
‘ brought us up out of the land of Lower Egypt, wo know 
‘ not what is become of him.’ And Aaron said unto them, 2 
‘ Break off the golden earrings, which are in the ears of 
‘ your wives, of your sons, and of your daughters, and bring 
‘ them unto me.’ And all the people brake off the golden s 
earrings which were in their ears, and brought them unto 
Aaron. And he received them at their hand, and fashioned 4 
it with a graving tool, and he made it a molten calf. 
And they said, ‘Those be thy gods, 0 Israel, who brought 
‘ thee up out of the land of Lower Egypt.’ And when 5 
Aaron saw it, he built an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said, ‘ To-morrow is a feast to Jehovah.’ 
And they rose up early on the morrow, and offered burnt 6 
offerings, and brought peace offerings [or made love-feasts] ; 
and the people sat down to eat and to drink, and rose up 
to play. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Go, get thee down; for " 
‘thy people, which thou broughtest out of the land of 
‘ Lower Egypt, have corrupted themselves; they have turned s 
‘aside quickly out of the way which I commanded them; 

‘ they have made for them a molten calf, and have wor- 
‘ shipped it, and have sacrificed thereunto, and said, These 
‘ be thy gods, 0 Israel, which have brought thee up out of 
‘ the land of Lower Egypt.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ I have seen this people, a 
‘ and, behold, it is a stiff-necked people. Now therefore let 10 
‘ me alone, that my wrath may wax hot against them, and 
‘ that I may consume them; and I will make of thee a 
‘great nation.’ And Moses besought Jehovah his God, 11 
and said, ‘ 0 Jehovah, why doth thy wrath wax hot against 
‘ thy people, which thou hast brought forth out of the land 
‘of Lower Egypt with great power, and with a mighty 
‘ hand? Wherefore should the Egyptians speak, and say, 12 
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‘ For mischief did he bring them out, to slay them in the 
‘mountains, and to consume them from the 'face of the 
‘earth? Turn from thy fierce wrath, and repent of this 
13 ‘ evil against thy people. Remember Abraham, Isaac, and 
‘ Israel, thy servants, to whom thou swarest by thine own 
‘self, and saidst unto them, I will multiply your seed as 
‘ the stars of heaven, and all this land that I have spoken 
‘ of will I give unto your seed, and they shall inherit it for 
H ‘ever.’ And Jehovah repented of the evil which he said 
is he would do unto his people. And Moses turned, and 
went down from the Mountain, and the two Tables of the 
Testimony were in his hand. The tables were written on 
both their sides; on the one side and on the other were 
in they written. And the tables were the work of God, and 
the writing was the writing of God, engraven upon the 
tables. 

ii And when Joshua heard the noise of the people as they 
shouted, he said unto Moses, ‘ There is a noise of war in 
is ‘the camp.’ And he said, ‘ It is not the voice of them that 
‘ shout for victory, neither is it the voice of them that cry 
‘ for being overcome; but the noise of them that sing do I 

19 ‘ hear.’ And it came to pass, as soon as he came nigh unto 
the camp, that he saw the calf, and the dancing. And 
Moses’ anger waxed hot, and he cast the Tables out of his 

20 hands, and brake them at the foot of the Mountain. And 
he took the calf which they had made, and burnt it in the 
fire, and ground it to powder, and strewed it upon the 
face of the water, and made the children of Israel drink it. 

n And Moses said unto Aaron, ‘ What did this people unto 
‘thee, that thou hast brought so great a sin upon them?’ 
•2 And Aaron said, ‘ Let not the anger of my lord wax hot; 

‘ thou knowest the people, that they are set on mischief. 
•'8 ‘ For they said unto me, Make for us gods, which shall go 
‘ before us; for as for this Moses, the man that brought us 
‘ up out of the land of Lower Egypt, we know not what is 
i ‘become of him. And I said unto them, Whosoever hath 
‘ any gold, let them break it off. So they gave it me; then 
‘I cast it into the fire, and there came out this calf.’ And 
when Moses saw that the people were in disorder; (for 
Aaron had put them into disorder unto their overthrow by 
28 those who should rise up against them;) then Moses stood 
at the gate of the camp, and said, ‘Who is for Jehovah? 
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‘Let him conic unto me.’ And all the sons of Levi ga¬ 
thered themselves together unto him. And lie said unto 27 
them, ‘ Thus suith Jehovah the God of Israel, Put ye every 
‘ man his sword by his side, and go in and out from gate 
‘ to gate throughout the camp, and slay every man his 
‘ brother, and every man his companion, and every man his 
‘ neighbour.’ And the children of Levi did according to 2 s 
the word of Moses; and there fell of the people on that 
day about three thousand men. For Moses had said, ‘Fill iw 
‘your hands [or consecrate yourselves] to-day to Jehovah, 
‘even every man upon his son, and upon his brother; that 
‘lie may bestow upon you a blessing this day.’ 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Moses said 3i> 
unto the people, ‘Ye have sinned a groat sin; and now I 
‘will go up unto Jehovah; peradventuro I shall make an 
‘ atonement for your sin.’ And Moses returned unto Jeho- 31 
vah, and said, ‘ Oh, this people have sinned a great sin, and 
1 have made to them gods of gold. Yet now, if thou wilt as 
‘forgive their sin—; and if not, blot me, I pray thee, out 
‘ of thy book which thou hast written.’ And Jehovah said 33 
unto Moses, ‘Whosoever hath sinned against me, him will 
‘ I blot out of my book. , Therefore now go, lead the people 34 
‘unto the place of which I have spoken unto thee; be- 
‘ hold, mine Angel shall go before thee. Nevertheless in 
‘the day when I visit I will visit their sin upon them.’ 
And Jehovah smote the people, because they made the calf, 33 
which Aaron made. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Depart, and go up hence, 1 
‘ thou and the people which thou hast brought up out of 
‘ the land of Lower Egypt, unto the land which I sware 
‘ unto Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, saying, Unto thy 
‘ seed will I give it. And I will send an angel before thee; 2 
‘ and I will drive out the Canaanitos, the Amorites, and 
‘the Hittites, and the Perizzites, the Hivites, and the 
‘Jebusites; unto a land flowing with milk and honey. 3 
‘ For I will not go up in the midst of thee; for thou art a 
‘ stiff-necked people; lest I consume thee on the way.’ And 4 
when the people heard these evil tidings, they mourned; 
and no man did put on him his ornaments. For Jehovah 5 
had said unto Moses,‘Say unto the children of Israel, Ye 
‘ are a stiff-necked people; I will come up into the midst 
‘of thee in a moment, and consume thee; therefore now 
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‘ jint off thy ornaments from thee, that I may know what 
c ‘to do unto thee.’ And the children of Israel stripped 
themselves of their ornaments by the Mountain of Horeb. 

7 And Moses took the Tent, and pitched it without the 
camp, afar off from the camp, and called it the Appointed 
Tent.

And he returned again into the 
camp; but his servant Joshua, the son of Nun, a young 
man, departed not out of the Tent. 

12 And Moses said unto Jehovah, ‘See, thou sayest unto 
‘me, Bring up this people; and thou hast not let mo know 
‘ whom thou wilt send with me. Yet thou hast said, I 
‘ know thee by name, and thou hast also found grace in 

is ‘my sight. Now therefore, I pray thed, if I have found 
‘ grace in thy sight, shew me now thy way, that 1 may 
‘ know thee, that I may find grace in thy sight; and do 
ii ‘ thou consider that this nation is thy people.’ And He 
said, ‘ My presence shall go with thee, and I will give thee 
is ‘ rest.’ And he said unto him, ‘ If thy presence go not with 
is ‘me, carry us not up hence. For wherein shall it be cer- 
‘ tainly known that I and thy people have found grace in 
‘thy sight 1 Is it not in that thou goest with us? So 
‘ shall we be separated, I and thy people, from all the people 
it ‘ that are upon the face of the earth.’ And Jehovah said 
unto Moses, ‘I will do this thing also that thou hast 
‘ spoken; for thou hast found grace in my sight, and I 
is ‘ know thee by name.’ And he said, ‘ I beseech thee, shew 
is ‘me thy Glory.’ And He said, ‘I will make all my good- 
‘ ness pass before thee, and I will proclaim the name of 
‘ Jehovah before thee; and I will be gracious to whom I 
‘ will be gracious, and will shew mercy on whom I will 
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‘ shew mercy.’ But He said, ‘ Thou canst not see my face; 20 
‘ for there shall no man see me, and live.’ And Jehovah 21 
said, 1 Behold, there is a place by me, and thou shalt stand 
‘ upon a rook. And it shall come to pass, while my Glory 22 
‘ passeth by, that I will put thee in a cleft of the rock, and 
‘ will cover thee with my hand while I pass by. And then 23 
‘ I will take away mine hand, and thou shalt see my back 
‘ parts; but my face shall not be seen.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Hew for tlryself two 1 
‘Tables of Stone like unto the first; and I will write upon 
‘ these tables the words that were on the first tables, which 
‘ thou brakest. And be ready in the morning, and come 2 
‘ up in the morning unto mount Sinai, and present thyself 
‘there to me on the top of the Mountain. And no man a 
‘shall come up with thee, neither let any man be seen 
‘ throughout all the Mountain; neither let the iloeks nor

two tables of stone like unto the first. And Moses rose 
up early in the morning, and went up unto mount Sinai, 
as Jehovah had commanded him, and took in his hand the 
two Tables of Stone. And Jehovah descended in a cloud, 5 
and stood with him there, and proclaimed the name of 
Jehovah. And Jehovah passed by before him, and pro- 0 
claimed, ‘Jehovah, Jehovah, a God merciful and gracious, 

‘ slow to wrath, and abundant in kindness and truth, keep- 7 
‘mg kindness for thousands, forgiving iniquity and trans- 
‘gression and sin, but not wholly acquitting; visiting tho 
‘iniquity of the fathers upon the children, and upon the 
‘children’s children, unto tho third and to the fourth gone- 
‘ ration.’ And Moses made haste, and bowed his head to « 
the earth, and worshipped. And he said, ‘ If now I have 0 
‘ found grace in thy sight, 0 Bonn, let my Lord, I pray 
‘ thee, go among us; for it is a stiff-necked people; and 
‘ pardon our iniquity and our sin, and take us for thine 
‘ inheritance.’ 

And [ Jehovah] said, ‘ Behold, I make a covenant before all 10 
‘ thy people; I will do marvels, such as have not been done 
‘ in all the earth, nor in any nation; and all the people among 
‘ which thou art shall see the work of Jehovah; for it is a 
‘ fearful thing that I will do with thee. Observe thou that n 
‘ which I command thee this day. Behold, I drive out 
‘ before thee the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the Hit- 
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‘ tites, and the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the Jebusites. 

12 1 Take heed to thyself, lest thou make a covenant with the 
‘ inhabitants of the land whither thou goest, lest it be for a 

13 ‘ snare ill the midst of thee. Put ye shall destroy their altars, 
‘ break their images, and cut down their groves of Ashora; 

14 ‘for thou shalt worship no other god; for Jehovah, whose 

is ‘name is Jealous; is a jealous God; lest thou make a cove- 

‘nant with the inhabitants of the land, and they go astray 
‘after their gods, and sacrifice unto their gods, and one 

16 ‘ call thee, and thou eat of his sacrifice; and thou take of 
‘their daughters unto thy sons; and their daughters go 
‘ astray after their gods, and make thy sons to go astray after 

17 ‘their gods. Thou shalt make for thee no molten gods. 

18 ‘ The feast of unleavened biiead shalt thou keep. Seven 
‘ days thou shalt eat unleavened bread, as I commanded 
‘thee, at the appointed time of the month Abib [or of 
‘barley in ear]; for in the month Abib thou earnest out 

19 ‘ from Lower Egypt. All that oponeth the womb [or is 
‘firstborn] is mine; and every firstling among thy cattle, 

20 ‘whether ox or sheep or goat, that is male. But the first- 
‘ ling of an ass thou shalt redeem with a lamb or kid; and 
‘ if thou redeem it not, then shalt thou break its neck. All 
‘the firstborn of thy sons thou shalt redeem. And none 

21 ‘ shall appear before me empty-handed. Six days thou 
‘ shalt work, but on the seventh day thou shalt rest; in 

•22 ‘ plowing time and in harvest thou shalt rest. And thou 
‘shalt observe the feast of weeks [or of Pentecost] at 
‘ the Firstfruits of wheat harvest, and the feast of ix- 
‘ gathering [or of Tabernacles] at the turn of the year. 

23 ‘ Thrice in the year shall all your men children appear 

2 i ‘ before the Lord Jehovah, the God of Israel. For I will 
‘ cast out the nations before thee, and enlarge thy boun- 
‘ daries; neither shall any man covet thy land, when thou 
‘shalt go up to appear before Jehovah thy God thrice in 
‘ the year. 

25 ‘ Thou shalt not slaughter the blood of my sacrifice upon 
‘ leaven; neither shall the sacrifice of the feast of the I'ass- 

26 ‘ over be left unto the morning. The first of the First- 
fruits of thy land thou shalt bring unto the House of 
‘Jehovah thy God. Thou shalt not boil a kid in its 
‘ mother’s milk.’ 

2‘ And Jehovah said unto Moses, 1 Write thou these words; 
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‘ for after the tenor of these words I have made a covenant 
1 with thee and with Israel.’ And ho was there witli Jeho- 2 s 
vah forty days and forty nights; he did neither eat bread, 
nor drink water. And he wrote upon tho Tables the 
words of the covenant, the Ten Commandments. 

And it came to pass, when Moses came down from mount 2'J 
Sinai with tho two Tables of Testimony in Moses’ hand, 
when he came down from the Mountain, that Moses knew 
not that the skill of his face shone while He talked with 
him. And when Aaron and all tho children of Israel saw ao 
Moses, behold, the skin of his face shone; and they were 
afraid to come nigh him. And Moses called unto them; 31 
and Aaron and all the rulers of the congregation returned 
unto him; and Moses talked with them. And afterward 32 
all the children of Israel came nigh; and he gave them in 
commandment all that Jehovah had spoken with him on 
mount Sinai. And when Moses had done speaking with as 
them, he put a veil on his face. But when Moses went in 31 
before Jehovah to speak with him, he took the veil olf, 
until he came out. And he came out, and spake unto 
the children of Israel that which he was commanded. 
And the children of Israel saw the face of Moses, that the 33 
skin of Moses’ face shone; and Moses put the veil upon 
his face again, until he went in to speak with Him. 

And Moses gathered all the congregation of tho chil- i 
dren of Israel together, and said unto them, ‘ These are the 
‘words which Jehovah hath commanded, that ye should 
4 do them. Six days shall work be done, hut on the seventh 2 
‘ day there shall be to you an holy day, a sabbath of rest 
‘ to Jehovah; whosoever docth work therein shall be put 
4 to death. Ye shall kindle no fire throughout your habi- 3 
4 tations upon the sabbath day.’ 

And Moses spake unto all the congregation of the chil- 4 
dren of Israel, saying, ‘ This is tho thing which Jehovah 
4 commanded, saying, Take ye from among you an Heave 
4 Offering unto Jehovah; whosoever is of a willing heart, 
‘let him bring it as the heave offering of Jehovah; gold, 

4 or silver, or copper, or blue, or purple, or bright scarlet, a 
4 or fine linen, or goats’ hair, or rams’ skins dyed red, or ~ 
4 seals’ skins, or acasia wood, or oil for the light, or spices 8 
4 for the anointing oil, or for the sweet incense, or onyx a 
4 stones, or stone3 to be set for the Ephod, or for the Breast- 
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10 ‘plate. And every wise-hearted man among you shall 
n ‘come, and make all that Jehovah hath commanded; the 

‘ Tabernacle, its Tent, and its covering, its hooks, and its 

12 < boards, its cross-bars, its pillars, and its sockets, the Ark, 
‘ and the staves thereof, with the Cover, and the veil which 

13 1 screeneth, the Table, and its staves, and all its vessels, 

11 ‘ and the Presence-bread, the Lamp-stand also for the light, 
‘ and its vessels, and its lamps, with the oil for the light, 

is ‘and the Incense Altar, and its staves, and the Anointing 
1 Oil, and the sweet incense, and the screen for the door- 
is ‘way at the entering in of the Tabernacle, the Altar of 
‘ Burnt Offering, with its copper grate, its staves, and all its 
ir ‘ vessels, the laver and its foot, the hangings of the Court, 
‘ its pillars, and their sockets, and the screen for the gate 
is 1 of the Court, the tent-pins of the Tabernacle, and the tent- 
13 ‘ pins of the Court, and their cords, the Garments of ser- 
‘ vice, to do service in holy things, both the holy garments 
‘for Aaron the priest, and the garments of his sons, to 
1 minister in the priest’s office.’ 

And all the congregation of the children of Israel de- 
2i parted from the presence of Moses. And they came, every 
one whose heart stirred him up, and every one whom his 
spirit made willing, and they brought Jehovah’s heave 
offering to the work of the Appointed Tent, and for all his 
i ’2 service, and for the holy garments. And they came, both 
men and women, as many as were willing-hearted, and 
brought clasps, and earrings, and rings, and hanging drops, 
all jewels of gold; and every man that waved brought a 
23 wave offering of gold unto Jehovah. And every man with 
whom was found blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, and 
fine linen, and goats’ hair, and red skins of rams, and seals’ 
2i skins, brought them. Every one that heaved an heave offer¬ 
ing of silver and copper brought Jehovah’s heave offer¬ 
ing; and every man, with whom was found acasia wood 
25 for any work of the service, brought it. And all the 
women that were wise-hearted did spin with their hands, 
and brought that which they had spun, both of blue, and 
25 of purple, and of bright scarlet, and of fine linen. And 
all the women whose heart stirred them up in wisdom spun 
27 goats’ hair. And the rulers brought onyx stones, and 
stones to be set, for the Ephod, and for the Breastplate; 
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and spice, and oil for the light, and for the anointing oil, is 
and lor the sweet incense. The children of Israel brought » 
a free-will offering unto Jehovah, every man and woman, 
whose heart made them willing to bring for all manner of 
work, which Jehovah by the hand of Moses had com¬ 
manded to be made. 

And Moses said unto the children of Israel, ‘ See, Jeho- » 
‘ vah hath called by name Beraleel the son of Uri, the son 
‘of Hur, of the tribe of Judah; and he hath hlled him 11 
‘ with the spirit of God, in wisdom, in understanding, and 
‘ in knowledge, and in all manner of workmanship; and to n 
‘ devise curious works, to work in gold, and in silver, and 
‘ in copper, and in the cutting of stones, to set them, and in » 
‘carving of wood, to make any manner of curious work. 

‘ And he hath put in his heart that he may teach, both he, a* 
‘ and Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan. 
‘Them hath he filled with wisdom of heart to work all » 
‘manner of work, of the engraver, and of the cunning 
‘ workman, and of the embroiderer, in blue, and in purple, 

‘ in bright scarlet, and in fine linen, and of the weaver, 

‘ even of them that do any work, and of those that devise 
‘ curious work.’ 

Then wrought Beraleel and Aholiab, and every wise- 1 
hearted man, in whom Jehovah put wisdom and under¬ 
standing to know how to work all mann er of work for the 
service of the Holy Place, according to all that Jehovah 
had commanded. And Muses called Bezaleel and Aholiab, * 
and every wise-hearted man, in whose heart Jehovah had 
put wisdom, even every one whose heart stirred him up 
to come unto the work to do it And they received of a 
Moses all the heave offering, which the children of Israel 
had brought for the work of the service of the Holy Place, 
to make it with. And they brought yet unto him free¬ 
will offerings every morning. And all the wise men, that ‘ 
wrought all the work of the Holy Place, came every man 
from his work which they made; and they spake unto s 
Moses, saying, ‘ The people are bringing much more t han 
‘enough for the service of the work, which Jehovah hath 
‘ commanded to be made.’ And Moses gave commandment, * 
and they caused it to be proclaimed throughout the camp, 
saying, ‘ Let neither man nor woman make any more work 
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‘ for the heave offering of the Holy Place.’ So the people 
7 were restrained from bringing. For the work they had 
was enough for all the work to make it, and too much, 
s And nil the wise-hearted men among them that wrought 
the work of the Tabernacle made ten curtains of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, and bright scarlet. 
9 With cherubs of embroidered work made he them. The 
length of one curtain was twenty and eight cubits, and tire 
breadth of one curtain four cubits; the curtains were all 
in of one size. And he joined the live curtains one unto 
another; and the other five curtains he joined one unto 

11 another. And he made loops of blue on the edge of one 
curtain at the end at the joining; likewise he made them at 
the outermost edge of another curtain, at the joining with 

12 the second. Fifty loops made he in one curtain, arid fifty 
loops made he at the edge of the curtain which was at the 
joining with the second, the loops answering one to ano- 

13 ther. And he made fifty hooks of gold, and joined the 
curtains one unto another with the hooks; so it became one 
Tabernacle. 

n And he made curtains of goats’ hair for the Tent over 
13 the Tabernacle; eleven curtains he made them. The length 
of one curtain was thirty cubits, and four cubits was the 
breadth of one curtain; the eleven curtains were of one size, 
in And he joined five curtains by themselves, and six curtains 
it by themselves. And he made fifty loops upon the outer¬ 
most edge of the curtain at the joining, and fifty loops 
made he upon the edge of the curtain which joineth the 
is second. And he made fifty hooks of copper to join the 
19 Tent together, that it might be one. And he made a cover¬ 
ing for the Tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering of 
seals’ skins above that. 

so And lie made boards for the Tabernacle of acasia wood, 
si standing up. The length of a board was ten cubits, and 

22 the breadth of a board one cubit and a half. One board 
had two holders, set in order one opposite to the other; 
thus did ho make for all the boards of the Tabernacle. 

23 And lie made boards for the Tabernacle; twenty boards 

24 for the south or right-hand side; and he made forty sockets 
of silver sunk into the twenty boards; two sockets sunk 
into one board for its two holders, and two sockets sunk 

25 into another board for its two holders. And for the other 
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side of the Tabernacle, ■which is toward the north, he made 
twenty boards, and their forty sockets of silver; two sockets 20 
sunk into one board, and two sockets sunk into another 
board. And for the back part of the Tabernacle westward, 2t 
he made six boards. And two boards made he for the 2 s 
corners of the Tabernacle at the back part. And they were 2 d 
coupled beneath, and coupled together at the head thereof, 
to one ring; thus he did to both of them in both the 
corners. And there were eight boards; and their sockets so 
were sixteen sockets of silver, two sockets sunk into every 
board. 

And he made cross-bars of acasia wood; five for the si 
boards of the one side Jf the Tabernacle, and five cross-bars 32 
for the boards of the other side of the Tabernacle, and five 
cross-bars for the boards of the Tabernacle for the back 
part westward. And he made the middle cross-bar to reach as 
across the boards from end to end. And he overlaid the sr 
boards with gold, and made their rings of gold to be places 
for the cross-bars, and overlaid the cross-bars with gold. 

And he made the Veil of blue, and purple, and bright 35 
scarlet, and fine twined linen; with cherubs made he it 
of embroidered work. And he made thereunto four pillars ac 
of acasia wood, and overlaid them ■with gold; their hooks 
were of gold; and he cast for them four sockets of silver. 
And lie made a screen for the doorway of the Tent of blue, at 
and purple, and bright scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
wrought with needlework; and the five pillars of it with 3 s 
their hooks. And he overlaid their heads and their cross- 
rods with gold; but their five sockets were of copper. 

And Bezaleel made the Ark of acasia wood; two cubits 1 
and a half was the length of it, and a cubit and a half the 
breadth of it, and a cubit and a half the height of it. 
And he overlaid it with pure gold within and without, and 2 
made a border of gold to it round about. And he cast 3 
for it four rings of gold, for the four corners of it; even 
two rings upon the one side of it, and two rings upon the 
other side of it. And he made staves of acasia wood, and * 
overlaid them with gold. And he put the staves into the '• 
rings by the sides of the Ark, to carry the Ark. 

And he made the Cover of pure gold; two cubits and a « 
half was the length thereof, and one cubit and a half the 
breadth thereof And he made two cherubs, of beaten • 
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s gold made he them, at the two ends of the Cover; one 
cherub at the end on this side, and another cherub at the 
other end on that side; at a distance from the Cover made 

9 he the cherubs at the two ends thereof. And the cherubs 
spread out their wings on high, and covered with their 
wings over the Cover, with their faces one to another; 
even toward the Cover were the faces of the cherubs. 

10 And he made the Table of acasia wood ; two cubits was 
the length thereof, and a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 

11 cubit and a half the height thereof. And he overlaid it 
with pure gold, and made thereunto a border of gold round 

12 about Also he made thereunto a rim of an hand breadth 
round about; and made a border of gold for the rim thereof 

13 round about. And he cast for it four rings of gold, and 
put the rings upon the four corners that were at the four 

n feet thereof. Over against the rim were the rings, as 
la places for the staves to carry the Table. And he made 
the staves of acasia wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
io carry the Table. And he made the vessels which wero 
upon the Table, its dishes, and its ladles, and its jars, and 
its cups to pour with, of pure gold. 
it And he made the Lamp-stand of pure gold; of beaten 
work made he the Lamp-stand; its shaft, and its branch, 
m its cups, its buds, and its flowers, were of the same; and 
six branches going out of the sides thereof; three branches 
of the Lamp-stand out of the one side thereof, and three 
branches of the Lamp-stand out of the other side thereof; 
is three cups made after the fashion of almond-blossoms on 
one branch, a bud and a flower; and three cups made like 
almond-blossoms on another branch, a bud and a flower; 
so throughout the six branches going out of the Lamp- 

20 stand. And on the Lamp-stand itself were foirr cups mado 

21 like almond-blossoms, their buds, and their flowers; and a 
bud under two branches of the same, and a bud under two 
branches of the same, and a bud under two branches of 
the same, according to the six branches going out of it. 

22 Their buds and their branches were of the same ; all of it 

23 was one beaten work of pure gold. And he made its seven 
lamps, and its snuffers, and its snuff-dishes, of pure gold. 

2 i Of a Kikar [or hundred weight] of pure gold made he it, 
and all the vessels thereof. 

25 And he made the incense altar of acasia wood. Tlio 


M 
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length of it was a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; it 
was foursquare; and two cubits was the height of it; the 
horns thereof were of the same. And he overlaid it with 26 
pure gold, both the top of it, and the sides thereof round 
about, and the horns of it; also he made unto it a border 
of gold round about And he made two rings of gold for *' 
it under the border thereof, at the two corners of it, upon 
the two sides thereof, to be places for the staves to carry 
it with. And he made the staves of acasia wood, and over- -» 
laid them with gold. 

And he made the holy anointing oil, and the pure '■» 
incense of sweet spices, according to the work of the apo¬ 
thecary. 

And he made the altar of burnt offering of acasia wood, i 
Five cubits was the length thereof, and five cubits the 
breadth thereof; it was foursquare; and three cubits the 
height thereof. And he made the horns thereof on the 5 
four corners of it; the horns thereof were of the same; 
and he overlaid it with copper. And he made all the 3 
vessels of the Altar, the pots, and the shovels, and the 
sprinkling vessels, and the fleshhooks, and the firepans; 
all the vessels thereof made he of copper. And he made * 
for the Altar a copper grate of network under the compass 
thereof beneath unto the midst of it. And he cast four 
rings for the four ends of the grate of copper, to be places 
for the staves. And he made the staves of acasia wood, s 
and overlaid them with copper. And he put the staves “ 
into the rings on the sides of the Altar, to carry it with. 

He made it hollow with boards. 

And the copper laver and the foot of it of copper he * 
made out of the mirrors of the women assembling, who 
assembled at the doorway of the Appointed Tent. 

And he made the court. On the south, at the right hand » 
side, the hangings of the court were of fine twined iinen, an 
hundred cubits; their pillars were twenty, and their copper if 
sockets twenty; the hooks of the pillars and their cross¬ 
rods were of silver. And for the north side [the hangings] n 
were an hundred cubits, their pillars were twenty, and their 
sockets of copper twenty; the hooks of the pillars and their 
cross-rods of silver. And for the west side were hangings 12 
of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, and their sockets ten; the 
hooks of the pillars and their cross-rods of silver. And 13

H for the front side eastward they were of fifty cubits. The 
hangings of the one side [of the gate] were fifteen cubits; 

15 their pillars three, and their sockets three. And for the 
other side of the court gate, on this hand and that hand, 
were hangings of fifteen cubits; their pillars three, and 

is their sockets three. All the hangings of the court round 

17 about were of fine twined linen. And the sockets for the 
pillars were of copper; the hooks of the pillars and their 
cross-rods of silver; and the overlaying of their heads of 
silver; and all the pillars of the court had cross-rods of 

1 8 silver. And the screen for the gate of the Court was 
needlework, of blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, and 
fine twined linen; and twenty cubits was the length, and 
the height in the breadth was five cubits, answerable to 

i‘J the hangings of the court. And their pillars were four, 
and their sockets of copper four; their hooks of silver, 
and the overlaying of their heads, and their cross-rods, of 

20 silver. And ail the tent-pins of the Tabernacle, and of the 
Court round about, were of copper. 

21 This is the sum of the Tabernacle, even of the Taber¬ 
nacle of the Testimonials, as it was counted, according to the 
command of Moses, for the service of the Levites, by the 

22 hand of Ithamar,. son to Aaron the priest. And Bczaieel 
the son of Uri, the son of Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 

23 all that Jehovah had commanded Moses. And with him 
was Aholiab, son of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dan, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman, and an embroiderer in 
blue, and in purple, and in bright scarlet, and fine linen. 

24 All the gold that was wrought for the work in all the work 
of the Holy place, even the gold of the wave offering, was 
twenty and nine Kikars, and seven hundred and. thirty 

23 Shekels, after the holy Shekel. And the silver of them 
that were registered of the congregation was an hundred 
Kikars [or hundred weights], and a thousand seven hundred 
and threescore and fifteen Shekels [or half ounces], after 

25 the holy Shekel; a Bekah for every man, that is, half a 
Shekel, after the holy Shekel, for every one that came up 
to bo registered, from twenty years old and upward, for six 
hundred thousand and three thousand and five hundred 

27 and fifty men. And of the hundred Kikars of silver were 
cast the sockets of the Holy Place, and the sockets of the 
Veil; an hundred sockets of the hundred Krkars, a Itikar 
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for a socket And of the thousand seven hundred seventy *s. 
and five Shekels he made hooks for the pillars, and over¬ 
laid their heads, and made cross-rods for them. And the 2# 
copper of the wave offering was seventy Kikars, and two 
thousand and four hundred Shekels. And therewith he 30 
made the sockets to the doorway of the Appointed Tent, 
and the copper Altar, and the copper grate for it, and all 
the vessels of the Altar, and the sockets of the Court round si 
about, and the sockets of the Court gate, and all the tent- 
pins of the Tabernacle, and all the tent-pins of the Court 
round about. 

And of the blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, they 1. 
made garments of sendee, to minister in holy things, and 
made the holy garments for Aaron; as Jehovah had com¬ 
manded Moses. 

And he made the Ephod [or Waistcoat] of gold, blue, 2 
and purple, and bright scarlet, and fine twined linen. And » 
they did beat the gold into thin plates, and cut it into 
wires, to work it into the blue, and into the purple, and 
into the bright scarlet, and into the fine linen, with em¬ 
broidered work. They made the shoulder-straps for it, to * 
join it together; by the two edges was it joined together. 
And the Embroidered Girdle of his Ephod, that was upon & 
it, was of the same, according to the work thereof; of gold, 
blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, and fine twined linen; 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And they wrought onyx stones inclosed in Buttons of s 
gold, graven, as signets are graven, with the names of the 
children of Israel. And he put them on the shoulder-straps " 
of the Ephod, as stones for a memorial to the children of 
Israek; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And he made the Breastplate of embroidered work, » 
like the work of the Ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
bright scarlet, and fine twined linen. It was foursquare; b 
they made the Breastplate in two halves. A span was the 
length thereof, and a span the breadth thereof, in two 
halves. And they set on it four rows of stones; a row of 10 
a ruby, a topaz, and a carbuncle; this was the first row. 
And the second row, an emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond 11 
And the third row, a ligure, an agate, and an amethyst, is 
An d the fourth row, a chrysolite, an onyx, and a jasper; 13 
they were inclosed in buttons of gold in their settings. 
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m And the stones were according to the names of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, twelve, according to their names, like the 
engravings of a signet, every one with its name, according 
is to the twelve tribes. And they made upon the Breast- 
IU plate chains twisted of cord-like work of pure gold. And 
they made the two Buttons of gold, and two gold rings; and 
put the two rings on the two ends of the Breastplate. And 
17 they put the two cords of gold in the two rings on the ends 
is of the Breastplate. And the two ends of the two cords they 
fastened in the two Buttons, and put them on the shoulder- 
io straps of the Ephod, on the front part of it. And they 
made two rings of gold, and put them on the two ends of 
the Breastplate, upon the border of it, which was against 

20 the Ephod inward. And they made two other golden rings, 
and put them on the two shoulder-straps of the Ephod 
behind, but toward the fore-part of it, near the joining 

21 thereof, above the Embroidered Girdle of the Ephod. And 
they did bind the Breastplate by its rings unto the rings 
of the Ephod with a riband of blue, that it might be above 
the Embroidered Girdle of the Ephod, and that the Breast¬ 
plate might not be loosed from the Ephod; as Jehovah had 
commanded Moses. 

: 22 And he made the Kobe [or skirt] of the Ephod of woven 
■ 21 work, all of blue. And there was an opening in the midst 
of the Kobe, as the opening of a coat of mail, with a band 
: 2 * round about the opening, that it should not rend. And 
they made upon the bottom hem of the Robe pomegranates 
of blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, and twined linen. 

: 25 And they made bells of pure gold, and put the bolls be¬ 
tween the pomegranates upon the bottom hem of the Kobe, 

: 25 round about between the pomegranates; a bell and a pome¬ 
granate, a bell and a pomegranate, round aboutthe bottom 
hem of the Robe to minister in; as Jehovah had com¬ 
manded M'oses. 

27 And they made Under -coats of fine linen of woven 
23 work for Aaron, and for his sons, and a Mitre of fmc linen, 
and ornamented high caps of fine linen, and linen breeches 
' 20 of fine twined linen, and a girdle of fine twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and bright scarlet, of needlework; as 
Jehovah had commanded Moses, 
i so And they made the Bright Plate of the holy crown of 
pure gold, and wrote upon it a writing, like to the engrav- 
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ings of a signet, Holiness to Jehovah. And they tied si 
unto it a riband of blue, to fasten it on the Mitre, above it; 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

Thus was all the work of the Tabernacle of the Appointed 32 
Tent finished; and the children of Israel did according to 
all that Jehovah had commanded Moses, so did they. And aa 
they brought the Tabernacle unto Moses, the Tent and all 
its furniture, its hooks, its boards, its cross-bars, and its 
pillars, and its sockets, and the covering of rams’ skins 34 
dyed red, and the covering of seals’ skins, and the Veil 
which screeneth, the Ark of the Testimonials, and the sc 
staves thereof, and the Cover; the Table, and all the vessels 3<i 
thereof, and the Presence-bread, the shining Lamp-stand, 37 
with the lamps thereof, even the lamps to be set in order, 
and all the vessels thereof, and the oil for light, and the as 
golden altar, and the anointing oil, and the sweet incense, 
and the screen for the doorway of the Tent; the copper 39 
altar, and its grate of copper, its staves, and all its vessels, 
the layer and its foot; the hangings of the court, its pillars, 40 
and its sockets, and the screen for the court gate, its cords, 
and its tent-pins, and all the vessels of the service of the 
Tabernacle, for the Appointed Tent; the Garments of ser- ii 
vice to minister in holy things, and the holy garments for 
Aaron the priest, and his sons’ garments, to minister in 
the priest’s office. According to all that Jehovah had com- 42 
manded Moses, so the children of Israel made all the work. 
And Moses did look upon all the work, and, behold, they 43 
had done it as Jehovah had commanded, even so had they 
done it; and Moses blessed them. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ On the first 1 
* day of the first month shalt thou set up the Tabernacle s 
‘ of the Appointed Tent. And thou shalt put therein the a 
‘Ark of the Testimonials, and cover the ark with the Veil. 

‘ And thou shalt bring in the Table, and set in order the 4 
‘ things that are to be set in order upon it; and thou shalt 
‘bring in the Lamp-stand, and light the lamps thereof. 

‘ And thou shalt set the Altar of gold for the incense before c 
‘ the Ark of the Testimonials, and put the screen of the 
‘ doorway to the Tabernacle. And thou shalt set the Altar 0 
‘ of the burnt offering before the doorway of the Tabernacle 
‘ of the Appointed Tent. And thou shalt set the Laver 7 
‘ between the Appointed Tent and the Altar, and shalt put 
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s ‘ water therein. And thou shalt set up the Court round 
a ‘ about, and hang up the screen at the Court gate. And 
‘ thou shalt take the anointing oil, and anoint the Taber- 
‘ nacle, and all that is therein, and shalt make it holy, 
10 ‘and all the vessels thereof; and it shall be holy. And 
‘ thou shalt anoint the Altar of the burnt offering, and all 
* its vessels, and sanctify the altar; and it shall be an altar 
n ‘ most holy. And thou shalt anoint the Laver and its foot, 
12 ‘and sanctify it. And thou shalt bring Aaron and his 
‘ sons unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent, and thou 
is ‘ shalt wash them with water. And thou shalt put upon 
‘Aaron the holy garments, and anoint him, and sanctify 
‘him; that he may minister unto me in the priest’s office. 
H ‘And thou shalt bring his sons, and clothe them with 
io ‘ under-coats; and thou shalt anoint them, as thou didst 
‘ anoint their father, that they may minister unto mo in 
‘ the priest’s office ; for their anointing shall surely be an 
io ‘ everlasting priesthood throughout their generations.’ And 
Moses did according to all that Jehovah had commanded 
him, so did he. 

iv And it came to pass in the first month in the second 
year, on the first day of the month, that the Tabernacle 
is was reared up. And Moses reared up the Tabernacle, and 
fastened its sockets, and set up the boards thereof, and 
put in the cross-bars thereof, and reared up its pillars, 
is And he spread abroad the Tent over the Tabernacle, and 
put the covering of the Tent above upon it; as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

20 And he took and put the Testimonials into the Ark, 
and set the staves on the Ark, and put the Cover above 

21 upon the Ark; and he brought the Ark into the Taber¬ 
nacle, and set up the Veil which screeneth, and screened 
the Ark of the Testimonials; as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

22 And he put the Table in the Appointed Tent upon the 
side of the Tabernacle northward, on the outside of the 

2.1 Veil. And he set the Ceremonial Bread in order upon it 
in the presence of Jehovah; as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

24 And he put the Lamp-stand in the Appointed Tent, 
over against the Table, on the side of the Tabernacle south- 
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ward. And he lighted the lamps before Jehovah, as Jeho- 25 
vali had commanded Moses. 

And he put the golden Altar in the Appointed Tent 26 
before the Veil ; and he burnt the sweet incense thereon; 27 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And he set up the screen at the doorway of the Taber- 2s 
nacle. And he put the Altar of Burnt Offering by the 
doorway of the Tabernacle of the Appointed Tent, and 
ottered upon it the burnt offering and the meal offering; 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And he set the Laver between the Appointed Tent and so 
the Altar, and put water there, to wash with. And Moses si 
and Aaron and his sons washed their hands and their feet 
thereat; when they went into the Appointed Tent, and 32 
when they came near unto the altar, they washed; as Jeho¬ 
vah had commanded Moses. 

And he reared up the Court round about the Taber- ss 
nacle and the Altar, and set up the screen of the court gate. 

So Moses finished the work. And a cloud covered the si 
Appointed Tent, and the glory of Jehovah filled the Taber¬ 
nacle. And Moses was not able to enter into the Ap- 35 
pointed Tent, because the cloud abode thereon, and the 
glory of Jehovah filled the Tabernacle. And when the ss 
cloud was taken up from over the Tabernacle, the children 
of Israel journeyed onward in all their journeys; but if the sv 
cloud were not taken up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. For the cloud of Jehovah was 3 s 
upon the Tabernacle by day, and fire Was on it by night, 
in the sight of all the house of Israel, throughout all their 
journeys.

A ND Jehovah called unto Moses, and spake unto him out 1 
of the Appointed Tent, saying, ‘ Speak unto the children 2

4 1 accepted for him. And he shall place his hand upon the 
1 head of the burnt offering; and it shall be accepted for him 

5 ‘ to make atonement for him. And he shall slay the bullock 
‘before Jehovah. And the priests, the Sons of Aaron, 
‘ shall bring the blood, and sprinkle the blood round about 
‘ upon the Altar that is by the doorway of the Appointed 

o ‘ Tent. And he shall take the skin oif the burnt offering, 
i * and cut it into its pieces. And the Sons of Aaron the 
‘ priest shall put fire upon the Altar, and lay the wood in 
s ‘ order upon the fire. And the priests, the Sons of Aaron, 
‘ shall lay the parts, the head, and the fat, in order upon 
9 ‘the wood that is on the fire which is upon the altar; but 
‘its inner parts and its shanks shall he wash in water; and 
‘ the priest shall burn all for incense on the Altar, to be a 
‘ burnt oil'ering, an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour 
‘ unto Jehovah. 

to ‘ And if his Gift bo of the flocks, namely, of the sheep, 
‘ or of the goats, for a burnt offering; he shall bring it a 
n ‘ male without blemish. And he shall slay it on the side 
‘ of the Altar northward before J ehovah; and the priests, 
‘ the Sons of Aaron, shall sprinkle its blood round about 
12 ‘upon the Altar. And he shall cut it into its pieces, with 
‘ its head and its fat; and the priest shall lay them in order 
‘ on the wood that is on the tire which is upon the Altar, 
is ‘ But he shall wash the inner parts and the shanks with 
‘ water; and the priest shall bring it all, and burn it for 
‘incense upon the Altar; it is a burnt offering, an offering 
‘ made by fire, of a sweet savour unto Jehovah. 

14 ‘ And if the burnt offering for his Gift to Jehovah be of 

‘ fowls, then he shall bring his Gift of turtledoves, or of 
is ‘ young pigeons. And the priest shall bring if unto the 
‘ Altar, and nip off its head, and burn it for incense on the 
‘Altar; and the blood thereof shall be wrung out at tho 
in ‘ side of the Altar.

‘ he shall bring it to the Sons of Aaron, the priests. And 
‘ he shall take thereout his handful of the flour thereof, and 
‘of the oil thereof, with all the frankincense thereof; and 
‘ the priest shall burn this memorial of it for incense upon 

• the Altar, to be an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour 

‘ unto Jehovah. And the remnant of the meal offering shall 3 
‘be Aaron’s and his sons’; it is a t hing most holy of the 
‘offerings made by fire unto Jehovah. 

‘ And if thou bring a Gift of a meal offering baked in « 

‘ the oven, it shall be unleavened pricked cakes of fine flour 
‘ mingled with oil, or unleavened wafers anointed with oil. 

‘ And if thy Gift be a meal offering baked on a pan, it shall ■'> 

‘ be of fine flour unleavened, mingled with oiL Thou shalt >< 
‘ part it in pieces, and pour oil thereon; it is a meal otfer- 
‘ ing. And if thy Gift be a meal offering baked in the frying- ~ 
‘ pan, it shall be made of tine flour with oil And thou s 
‘ shalt bring the meal offering that is made of these things 
‘unto Jehovah; and when it is brought unto the priest, he 
‘ shall place it on the Altar. And from the meal offering 9 
‘ the priest shall take a memorial thereof, and shall burn 
‘it for incense upon the Altar; it is an offering made by 
‘fire, of a sweet savour unto Jehovah. And that which is 10 
‘ left of the meal offering shall be Aaron’s and his sons’; it 
‘ is a thing most holy of the offerings made by tire unto 
‘Jehovah. 

‘Ho meal offering, which ye shall bring unto Jehovah, 11, 
‘ shall be made with leaven; for ye shall bum no leaven, 
‘nor any honey, as an offering made by fire unto Jehovah. 

‘ Te shall bring them as a Gift of the first-fruits unto Jeho- 12 
‘ vah; but they shall not be burnt on the altar for a sweet 
‘ savour. 

‘ And every Gift of thy meal offering shalt thou salt with is 
‘salt; neither shalt thou leave out the salt of the covenant 
‘ of thy God from thy meal offering; with all thy Gifts thou 
‘ shalt bring salt. And if thou bring a meal offering of thy w 

* first-fruits unto Jehovah, thou shalt bring for the meal 
‘ offering of thy first-fruits green ears of corn dried by the 

‘ fire, or corn beaten out of full ears. And thou shalt put is 
‘oil upon it, and lay frankincense thereon; it is a meal 
‘ offering. And the priest shall bum for incense the memo- 10 
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1 rial of it, part of the beaten corn thereof, and part of the 
‘ oil thereof, with all the frankincense thereof; it is an ofl'er- 


‘ ing made by fire unto Jehovah. 

1 ‘ And if his Gift be a sacrifice of peace offering [or a 
‘ love-feast], if he bring it of the herd; whether it be a male 
‘or female, he shall bring it without blemish before Jeho- 

2 ‘ vah. And he shall place his hand upon the head of his 
‘ Gift, and slay it at the doorway of the Appointed Tent; 
‘ and the Sons of Aaron, the priests, shall sprinkle the blood

‘ is by the loins, and the lobe above the liver, with the

‘ do against any of them; if the anointed priest do sin to 3 
‘ bring guilt upon the people; then let him bring for his

‘bring the bullock unto the doorway of the Appointed 
‘Tent before Jehovah; and shall lay his hand upon the

la ‘And if the whole congregation of Israel sin through 
‘ ignorance, and the thing be hid from the eyes of the assenr- 
‘bly, and they have done somewhat against any of the 
‘ commandments of Jehovah concerning things which should 
14 1 not be done, and are guilty; when the sin, which they 
‘ have sinned against it, is known, then the assembly shall 
‘ bring a young bullock for the sin, and bring it before the 
is ‘ Appointed Tent. And the elders of the congregation shall 
‘ lay their hands upon the head of the bullock before Jeho- 
io ‘ vah; and the bullock shall be slain before Jehovah. And 
‘ the anointed priest shall bring some of the bullock’s blood 
i" ‘ to the Appointed Tent; and the priest shall dip his linger 
‘ in some of the blood, and sprinkle it seven times before 
is ‘Jehovah, even before the Veil.

‘ of the blood of the sin offering with his finger, and put it 
‘ upon the horns of the Altar of Burnt Offering, and then 
‘shall pour out all the rest of the blood thereof at the 
‘ bottom of the altar. And he shall take away all the fat 35 
* thereof, as the fat of the lamb is taken away from the 
‘sacrifice of the peace offerings; and the priest s hall bum 
‘ them for incense upon the altar, according to the offerings 
‘ made by fire unto Jehovah; and the priest shall make an 
‘ atonement for him for his sin that he hath committed,

‘ at thy valuation in Shekels of silver, after the holy Shekel, 

‘ for a guilt offering. And he shall make amends for the 10

‘ priest shall make an atonement for him with the ram of

‘violence, or hath defrauded his neighbour; or have found a 
‘ that which was lost, and lieth concerning it, and sweareth 
‘ falsely; in any of all these that a man docth, sinning 
‘ therein; then it shall be, because he hath sinned, and is 
‘guilty, that he shall restore that which he took violently 
‘away, or the thing which he hath gotten by fraud, or that 
‘ which was delivered him to keep, or the lost thing which 
‘ he found, or all that about which he hath sworn falsely; '< 

‘ he shall even restore it in the principal, and shall add the 
‘ fifth part more thereto, and give it unto him to whom it 
‘ appertaineth, in the day of his guilt offering. And ho shall 15 
‘ bring his guilt offering unto Jehovah, a ram without blem- 
‘ ish out of the flock, at thy valuation, for a guilt offering 
‘ unto the priest. And the priest shall make an atonement 7 
‘ for him before Jehovali; and it shall bo forgiven him 
‘ for any thing of all that he hath done so as to be guilty 
‘ therein.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Command s 
‘ Aaron and his sons, saying, This is the law of the burnt « 
‘ offering. The burnt offering is to be upon the embers 
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‘ upon the Altar all night until the morning, and the tire 

10 1 of the altar shall he burning on it. And the Priest shall 
‘ put on his linen garment, and his linen breeches shall he 
‘ put upon his flesh, and take up the bone-ashes which the 
1 tiro hath consumed with the burnt offering on the altar, 

11 ‘and he shall put them beside the altar. And he shall put 
‘off his garments, and put on other garments, and carry 
1 forth the bone-ashes without the camp unto a clean place. 

10 1 And the fire upon the altar shall be burning on it; it shall 
‘ not be put out; and the Priest shall burn wood on it every 
‘ morning, and lay the burnt offering in order upon it; and 
‘lie shall burn thereon the fat of the peace offerings for 

is ‘incense. A continual fire shall be burning upon the altar; 

‘ it shall never go out. 

u ‘ And this is the law of the meal offering. The Sons 
‘ of Aaron shall bring it before Jehovah, before the altar. 

15 ‘ And he shall take of it his handful, of the flour of the 
‘ meal offering, and of the oil thereof, and all the frankin- 
‘ cense which is upon the meal offering, and shall burn it 
‘ for incense upon the altar for a sweet savour, for a memo¬ 
ir ‘ rial of it, unto Jehovah. And the remainder thereof shall 
‘Aaron and his sons eat; unleavened shall it be eaten in 
‘ the Holy Place; in the court of tho Appointed Tent they 

11 ‘ shall eat it. It shall not be baked with leaven. I havo 
‘ given it unto them for their portion of my offerings made 
‘ by fire; it is most holy, as is the sin offering, and as tho 

is ‘ guilt offering. All the males among the children of Aaron 
‘ shall eat of it. This shall bo a statute for ever in your 
‘generations concerning tho offerings unto Jehovah mado 
‘ by fire; every one that toucheth them shall be holy.’ 

W And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ This is the 

20 ‘ [consecration] Gift of Aaron and of his sons, which they 
‘ shall bring unto Jehovah in the day when he is anointed; 
‘ the tenth part of an Ephah [or bushel] of fine flour for a 
‘ continual meal offering, half of it in the morning, and half 

2 1 ‘ thereof in the evening. In a pan it shall be dressed with 
‘ oil; and when it is fried, thou shalt bring it in; and the 
‘ cooked pieces of the meal offering shalt thou bring for a 

22 ‘sweet savour unto Jehovah. And the Priest of his sons 
‘ that is anointed in his stead shall dross it. This is a statuto 
‘ for ever unto Jehovah; it shall be wholly burnt for incense. 

N 
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* For every meal offering of the Priest shall be wholly eon- s 
‘ sumed; it shall not he eaten.’ 

And Jehovah spake onto Moses, saying ‘Speak onto a 
‘ Aaron and to his sons, saying. This is the Law of the sot a 
‘offering. In the place where the burnt offering is slain 
‘shall the sin offering be s lain before Jehovah; it is most 
' holy. The priest that offereth it for sin shall eat it; in 
‘ the Holy Place shall it be eaten, in the court of the Ap- 
‘ pointed Tent. Whatsoever s hall touch the flesh thereof H 
‘ shall be holy; and when there is sprinkled any of the blood 
‘ thereof upon any garment, thou shall, wash that whereon 
‘ it was sprinkled in the Holy Place. But the earthen vessel a 
‘ wherein it is boiled shall be broken; and if it be boiled in 
‘ a copper vessel, it shall be both scoured, and rinsed in 
‘ water. All the males among the priests shall eat thereof; * 
‘ it is most holy. And no sin offering, whereof any of the »• 
‘ blood is brought into the Appointed Tent as an atone- 
‘ment in the Holy Place, shall be eaten; it shall be burnt 
‘ in the fire. 

‘ And this is the lew of the guilt offering; it is most 1 
‘ holy. In the place where they slay the burnt offering * 
‘shall they slay the guilt offering; and the blood thereof 
‘ shall he sprinkle round about upon the altar. And he shall > 
‘ bring of it all the fat thereof the ramp, and the fat that 
‘ oovereth the inner parts, and the two kidneys, and the a 
‘ fat that is on them, which is by the loins, and the lobe 
‘ that is above the liver, with the kidneys. He shall take 
‘it away, and the priest shall burn them for incense upon s 
‘ the altar for an offering made by fire unto Jehovah; it is 
‘ a guilt offering. Every male among the priests shall eat * 
‘thereof; it shall be eaten in the Holy Place; it is most 
1 holy. As the sin offering is, so is the guilt offering; there < 
‘is one law for them; the priest that maketh atonement 
‘ therewith shall have it And the priest that offereth any a 
‘ man's burnt offering, even the priest shall have to him- 
‘ self the skin of the burnt offering which he hath offered. 

‘ And all the mad offering that is katwl in the oven, and s* 
‘ all that is dressed in the fiyingpan, and on the pan, shall 
‘be the priest’s that offereth it. And eveiy other meal >• 
‘ offering, whether mingled with oil, or dry, shall all the 
‘ Sons of Aaron have, one as *nnrh as another. 
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n ‘ And this is the law of the sacrifice of peace offer¬ 
ings [or love-feasts], which he shall bring unto Jehovah. 

12 ‘ If he bring it for a thanksgiving, then he shall bring 
‘ with the sacrifice of thanksgiving unleavened pricked cakes 
‘ mingled with oil, and unleavened wafers anointed with-oil, 
‘and pricked cakes, mingled with oil, of fine flour, fried. 

13 ‘Besides the pricked cakes, he shall bring for his Gift 
‘ leavened bread with the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 

14 ‘ peace offerings. And of it he shall bring one out of the 
‘whole Gift for an heave offering unto Jehovah, unto the 
‘ priest that sprinkleth the blood of the peace offerings ; it 

is ‘ shall be his. And the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace 
‘ offerings for thanksgiving shall be eaten on the day of his 
‘Gift; he shall not leave any of it until the morning. 

is ‘ But if the sacrifice of his Gift be a vow, or a free-will 
‘ offering, it shall be eaten on the same day that he bringeth 
‘ his sacrifice; and on the morrow- also the remainder of it 

li ‘ shall be eaten; hut the remainder of the flesh of the sacri- 

18 ‘ fice on the third day shall be burnt with fire. And if any 
‘ of the flesh of the sacrifice of his peace offerings be eaten 
‘ at all on the third day, it shall not be accepted, neither 
‘shall it he reckoned unto him that bringeth it; it is 
‘ putrid, and the soul that eatetli of it shall bear his ini- 

19 ‘quity. And the flesh that toucheth any unclean thing 
‘ shall not be eaten; it shall he burnt with fire. And as 

20 ‘for the flesh, all that be clean shall eat thereof; but the 
‘ soul that oateth of the flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
‘ ings, that are for Jehovah, having his uncleanness upon 

21 ‘ him, even that soul shall be cut off from his people. More- 
‘ over the soul that shall touch any unclean thing, as the 
‘ uncleanness of man, or any unclean beast, or any abomi- 
‘ nable unclean thing, and shall eat of the flesh of the 
‘sacrifice of peace offerings, which are for Jehovah, even 
‘ that soul shall be cut off from his people.’ 

22 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto 

23 < the children of Israel, saying, Ye shall eat no fat, of ox, 

24 ‘ or of sheep, or of goat. And the fat of the beast that 
‘ dietli of itself, and the fat of that which is torn with 
‘ boasts, may be used in any other use; but ye shall in no 

25 ‘ wise eat of it. For whosoever oateth the fat of the cattle 
‘which men bring as an offering made by fire unto Jeho- 
‘ vah, even the soul that eateth it shall be cut off from his 
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‘ people. Moreover ye shall eat no blood, either of fowl m 
‘ or of beast, in any of your dwellings. Whatsoever sonl 27 
1 it be that eateth any blood, even that soul shall be cut off 
‘ from his people.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 2s 
‘ the children of Israel, saying, He that bringeth the sacri- n 
‘fice of his peace offerings unto Jehovah, shall bring his 
‘ Gift unto Jehovah out of the sacrifice of his peace otfer- 
1 ings; his own hands shall bring the offerings of Jehovah so 
‘ made by fire, the fat with the breast; he shall bring the 
‘ breast, that it may be waved for a wave offering before 
‘Jehovah. And the priest shall burn the fat for incense upon si 
‘ the altar; but the breast shall be Aaron’s and his sons’. 

‘ And the right leg shall ye give unto the priest for an ss 
‘ heave offering out of the sacrifices of your peace offerings. 

‘ He among the Sons of Aaron that offereth the blood of S 3 
‘ the peace offerings, and the fat, shall have the right leg 
‘ for his portion. For the wave breast and the heave leg m 
‘ have I taken from the children of Israel from off the 
‘sacrifices of their peace offerings, and have given them 
‘ unto Aaron the priest and unto his sons by a statute for 
‘ ever from among the children of Israel.’ This was appor- 35 
tioned to Aaron, and was apportioned to his sons, out of 
the offerings to Jehovah made by fire, on the day when 
he brought them to min ister unto Jehovah in the priest’s 
office; which Jehovah commanded to be given to them 36 
by the children of Israel, on the day that he anointed them, 
by a statute for ever throughout their generations. 

This is the law of the Burnt Offering, of the Meal 37 
Offering, and of the Sin Offering, and of the Guilt Offer¬ 
ing, and of the Consecrations, and of the sacrifice of the 
Peace Offerings, which Jehovah commanded Moses on sb 
mount Sinai, on the day that he commanded the children 
of Israel to bring their gifts unto Jehovah, in the desert 
of Sinai 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Take Aaron i 
‘ and his sons with him, and the garments, and the anoint- s 
‘ ing oil, and the bullock for the sin offering, and the two 
‘ rams, and a basket of unleavened bread; and assemble 9 
‘ thou all the congregation together unto the doorway of 
‘the Appointed Tent’ And Moses did as Jehovah com- 4 
manded him; and the congregation was assembled together

5 unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent. And Moses 
said unto the congregation, ‘This is the thing which Jclio- 

6 ‘vah hath commanded to be done.’ And Moses brought 

7 Aaron and his sons, and washed them with water. And 
he put upon him the under-coat, and girded him with the 
girdle, and clothed him with the Eobe, and put the Epliod 
upon him, and he girded him with the Embroidered Girdle 
of the Epliod, and bound the Ephod unto him therewith. 

s And he put the Breastplate upon him; also he put on the 

9 Breastplate the Urim and the Thummim. And ho put the 
Mitre upon his head; also upon the Mitre, even upon its 
front, did he put the Bright Elate of gold, the holy crown; 
as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing oil, and anointed the 
Tabernacle and all that was therein, and made them holy. 

11 And he sprinkled thereof upon the altar seven times, and 
anointed the altar and all its vessels, both the Laver and 

12 its foot, to make them holy. And he poured some of the 
anointing oil upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, to 

13 make him holy. And Moses brought the Sons of Aaron, 
and put under-coats upon them, and girded them with 
girdles, and bound the high caps upon them; as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

i-i Aud he brought the bullock for the sin offering. And 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the 

is bullock for the sin offering; and he slew it. And Moses 
took the blood, and put it upon the horns of the Altar 
round about with his finger, and purified the Altar from 
sin, and he poured the blood at the base of the altar, and 

16 sanctified it, to make atonement for it. And he took all 
the fat that was upon the inner parts, and the lobe of the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their fat, and Moses burned 

17 it for incense upon the altar. But the bullock, and its 
hide, and its flesh, and its dung, he burnt with fire with¬ 
out the camp; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

is And he brought the ram for the burnt offering. And 
Aaron and his sons laid their hands upon the head of the 

19 ram; and ho killed it. And Moses sprinkled the blood 

20 upon the Altar round about. And he cut the ram into its 
pieces; and Moses burnt for incense the head, and the 

21 pieces, and the fat. And ho washed the inner parts and 
the shanks in water; and Moses burnt the whole ram for 
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incense upon tlie Altar. It was a burnt offering for a sweet 
savour, an offering made by fire unto Jehovah; as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

And he brought the other ram, the ram of the conse- 2s 
cration offering. And Aaron and his sons laid their bauds 
upon the head of the ram; and he slew it. And Moses took ss 
some of the blood of it, and put it upon the tip of Aaron’s 
right ear, and upon the thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of his right foot. And he brought Aaron’s sons, « 
and Moses put some of the blood upon the tip of their 
right ear, and upon the thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right feet; and Moses sprinkled 
the blood upon the Altar round about. And he took the 2e 
fat, and the rump, and all the fat that was upon the inner 
parts, and the lobe of the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
their fat, and the right leg. And out of the basket of *• 
unleavened bread, that was before Jehovah, he took one 
unleavened pricked cake, and a pricked cake of oiled bread, 
and one wafer, and put them on the fat, and upon the 
right leg. And he put all upon Aaron’s hands, and upon s 
his sons’ hands, and waved them for a wave offering before 
Jehovah. And Moses took them from off their hands, and se- 
burnt them for incense on the Altar upon the burnt offer¬ 
ing ; they were consecration offerings for a sweet savour; 
it is an offering made by fire unto Jehovah. And Moses M* 
took the breast, and waved it for a wave offering before 
Jehovah; for of the ram of the consecration offering it was 
Moses’ portion; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And Moses took some of the anointing oil, and of the so 
blood which was upon the Altar, and sprinkled it upon 
Aaron, and upon his garments, and upon his sons, and 
upon his sons’ garments with him; and sanctified Aaron, 
and his garments, and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. And Moses said unto Aaron and to his sons, si 
‘Boil the flesh at the doorway of the Appointed Tent; and 
‘ there eat it with the bread that is in the basket of conse- 
‘ cration offerings, as I commanded, saying, Aaron and his 
‘ sons shall eat it And that which remaineth of the flesh ss 
‘ and of the bread shall ye bum with fire. And ye shall ss- 
‘not go out of the doorway of the Appointed Tent for 
‘ seven days, until the days of your consecration be at an 
‘end; during seven days s hall he fill your hands [or con- 
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34 ‘ secrate] you. As lie hath, (lone this day, so Jehovali hath 
33 ‘ commanded to do, to make an atonement for you. There- 
‘ fore shall ye abide at the doorway of the Appointed Tent 
‘ day and night for seven days, and keep the charge of 
ac ‘Jehovah, that ye die not; for so 1 am commanded.’ So 
Aaron and his sons did all things which Jehovah had com¬ 
manded by the hand of Moses. 

1 And it came to pass on the eighth day, that Moses called 

2 Aaron and his sons, and the elders of Israel; and he said 
unto Aaron, ‘Take to thyself a young calf for a sin offering, 
‘ and a ram for a burnt offering, without blemish, and bring 

3 ‘them before Jehovah. And unto the, children of Israel 
‘ thou slialt speak, saying, Take ye a kid of the goats for a 
‘ sin offering; and a calf and a lamb, both of the first year, 

4 ‘ without blemish, for a burnt offering; also a bullock and 
‘ a ram for peace offerings, to sacrifice before Jehovah; and 
‘a meal offering mingled with oil; for to-day Jehovah will 

3 ‘appear unto you.’ And they brought that which Moses 
had commanded before the Appointed Tent; and all the 
« congregation drew near and stood before Jehovah. And 
Moses said, ‘This is the thing which Jehovah hath com- 
‘manded that ye should do; and the Glory of Jehovah 
^ ‘ shall appear unto you.’ And Moses said unto Aaron, 
‘ Go nigh unto the Altar, and offer thy sin offering, and 
‘thy burnt offering, and make an atonement for thyself, 
‘and for the people; and offer the Gift of thopeople, and 
‘ make an atonement for them; as J ehovah hath com- 
s ‘manded.’ Aaron therefore went nigh unto tho Altar, and 
slew the calf of the sin offering, which was for himself, 
a And the sons of Aaron brought the blood unto him; and 
he dipped his finger in the blood, and put it upon thA horns 
of the Altar, and poured out the blood at the base of the 
re Altar; but the fat, and the kidneys, and the lobe of the 
liver of the sin offering, he burnt for incense upon the 
altar; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he burnt with fire without 

12 the camp. And he slew the burnt offering; and Aaron’s 
sons presented unto him the blood, which he sprinkled 

13 round about upon the Altar. And they presented the 
burnt offering unto him, the pieces thereof, and the head; 

ii and he burnt them for incense upon the Altar. And he 
did wash the inner parts and the shanks, and burnt them 
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for incense upon the burnt offering on the Altar. And he is 
brought the people’s Gift, and took the goat, which was 
the sin ottering for the people, and slew it, and offered it 
for sin, ns the first And he brought the burnt offering, is 
and offered it according to the ordinance. And he brought n 
the meal offering, and filled his hands therewith, and burnt 
it for incense upon the Altar, beside the burnt offering of 
the morning. He slew also the bullock and the ram for a 16 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which was for the people; and 
Aaron’s sons presented unto him the blood, which he 
sprinkled upon the Altar round about, and the fat of the is 
bullock and of the ram, the rump, and that which covereth 
[the inner parts], and the kidneys, and the lobe of the 
liver; and they put the fat upon the breasts, and he burnt 20 
the fat for incense upon the Altar. And the breasts and 21 
the right leg Aaron waved for a wave offering before Jeho¬ 
vah ; as Moses had commanded. And Aaron lifted up his 22 
hand toward the people, and blessed them, and came down 
from offering the sin offering, and the burnt offering, and 
peace offerings. 

And Moses and Aaron went into the Appointed Tent, 2s 
and came out, and blessed the people; and the Glory of 
Jehovah appeared unto all the people. And there came a 11 
lire out from before Jehovah, and it consumed upon the 
Altar the burnt offering and the fat. And all the people 
saw it, and they shouted, and fell on their faces. 

And Xadab and Abihu, the sons of Aaron, took each of 1 
them his censer, and put fire therein, and put incense there¬ 
on and brought strange fire before Jehovah, which he had 
not commanded them And there went out fire from before 2 
Jehovah, and devoured them, and they died before Jeho¬ 
vah. Then Moses said unto Aaron, ‘ This is what Jeho- s 
‘ vah spake, saying, I will be sanctified in them that come 
‘ nigh unto me, and before all the people I will be glori- 
‘fied.’ And Aaron held his peace. And Moses called Mishael 4 
and Elzaphan, the sons of Uzziel the uncle of Aaron, and 
said unto them, ‘ Come near, carry your brethren from 
* before the Holy Place out of the camp.' So they went s 
near, and carried them in their under-coats out of the camp; 
as Moses had said. And Moses said unto Aaron, and unto 6 
Eleazar and unto Ithamar, his sons,' ‘Uncover not your 
‘heads, neither rend your clothes; lest ye die, and lest 
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‘Wrath come upon all the congregation; hut let your 
‘ brethren, the whole house of Israel, bewail the burning 
7 ‘which Jehovah hath kindled. And ye shall not go out 
‘ from the doorway of the Appointed Tent, lest ye die; for 
‘ the anointing oil of Jehovah is upon you.’ And they did 
according to the word of Moses, 
s And J ehovah spake unto Aaron, saying, ‘ Do not drink 
s ‘ wine nor strong drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee, when 
‘ ye go into the Appointed Tent, lest ye die; it shall be a 
to ‘statute for ever throughout your generations; and that 
‘ye may put difference between holy and unholy, and 

11 ‘between unclean and clean; and that ye may teach the 
‘children of Israel all the statutes which Jehovah hath 
‘ spoken unto them by the hand of Moses.’ 

12 And Moses spake unto Aaron, and unto Eleazar and unto 
Ithamar, his sons that were left, ‘ Take the meal offering 
‘that remaineth of the offerings of Jehovah made by fire, 
‘ and eat it without leaven beside the Altar; for it is most 

13 ‘ holy. And ye shall eat it in the Holy Place, because it 
1 is thy due, and thy sons’ due, out of the offerings to Jeho- 

li ‘vah made by fire; for so I am commanded. And the 
‘ wave breast and heave leg shall ye eat in a clean place ; 
‘ thou, and thy sons, and thy daughters with, thee; for 
‘ they are thy due, and thy sons’ due, which are given out 
1 of the sacrifices of peace offerings of the children of Israel, 
is ‘ The heave leg and the wave breast shall they bring with 
‘ the offerings made by fire of the fat, to wave it for a wave 
‘offering before Jehovah; and it shall be thine, and thy 
‘sons' with thee, by a statute for ever; as Jehovah hath 
io ‘commanded.’ And Moses diligently sought the goat of 
the sin offering, and, behold, it was burnt; and he was 
angry with Eleazar and Ithamar, the sons of Aaron which 

17 were left alive, saying, ‘Wherefore have ye not eaten the 
‘ sin offering in tho Holy Place, seeing it is most holy, and 
‘ it hath been given unto you to bear the iniquity of the 
‘congregation, to make atonement for them before Jeho- 

18 ‘vahl liehold, the blood of it was not brought in within 
‘ the Holy Place. Ye should indeed have eaten it in tho 

io ‘ Holy Place, as I commanded.’ And Aaron said unto 
Moses, ‘ Behold, this day have they brought their sin 
‘offering and their burnt offering before Jehovah; and 
‘ such tilings have befallen me. And if I had eaten tho 
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‘ sin offering to-day, would it have been good in the sight of 
‘ Jehovah f And when Moses heard that, he was content » 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and to Aaron, saying l 
unto them, ‘Speak unto the children of Israel, saying, * 
‘These are the axihals which te sham, eat among all the 
‘ beasts that are on the earth. Whatsoever parteth the hoof s 
‘ and is cloven-footed, and cheweth the cud, among the 
‘ beasts, that shall ye eat Nevertheless these shall ye not * 
‘ eat of them that chew the cud, or of them that divide the 
‘hoof; the camel,because it cheweth the cud, but divideth 
‘not the hoof; it is unclean unto you. And the coney, s 
‘ because it cheweth the cud, but divideth not the hoof; it 
‘ is unclean unto you. And the hare, because it cheweth the « 
‘ cud but divideth not the hoof; it is unclean unto you. 

‘ An d the swine, though it divide the hoof and be cloven- I 
‘footed yet it cheweth not the cud; it is unclean to you. 

‘ Of their flesh shall ye not eat, and their carcase shall ye * 
‘ not touch; they are unclean to you. 

‘ These shall ye eat of all that are in the waters. What- » 
' soever hath tins and scales in the waters, in the ocean, and 
‘ in the rivers, them shall ye eat And all that have not 10 
‘ fins and scales in the ocean, and in the rivers, of all that 
‘ move in the waters, and of any living t hing which is in 
‘ the waters, they shall be an abomination unto you; they it 
‘ shall be even an abomination unto you; ye shall not eat 
‘ of their flesh, and ye shall have their carcases in abomina- 
‘ tion. 'Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales in the waters, i> 
‘ that shall be an abo mina tion unto you. 

‘And these ye shall have in abo mina tion among the l* 
‘fowls; they shall not be eaten, they are an abomination; 

‘ the eagle, and the ossifrage, and the ospray, and the vul- i« 
‘ tare, and the kite after its kind; every raven after its kind i 11 
‘and the ostrich, and the night hawk, and the falcon, and i* 
‘ the hawk after its kind, and the little owl, and the cor- u 
‘ morant, and the great owl, and the swan, and the pelican, is

‘shall be an abomination unto yon. Yet these may ye eat n 
‘ of every creeping thing with wings that goeth upon all 
‘ four, which have legs above their feet, to leap withal upon 
‘ the earth; even these of them ye may eat; the locust after n 
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‘ its kind, and the bald locust after its kind, and the Hargol 
‘ locust after its kind, and the grasshopper after its kind. 

23 ‘ But all other creeping things with wings, which have four 

24 ‘ feet, shall be an abomination unto you. And because of 
‘those ye shall be unclean; whosoevertoucheth the carcase 

25 ‘ of them shall be unclean until the evening. And whoso- 
1 ever beareth aught of the carcase of them shall wash his 


2o ‘clothes, and be unclean until the evening. Because of 
‘ every beast which dividetli the hoof, and is not cloven- 
‘ footed, nor cheweth the cud; these are unclean unto you; 

27 ‘ every one that toucheth them shall be unclean. And what- 
‘ soever goeth upon its paws, among all animals that go on 
‘ all four, those are unclean unto you; whoso toucheth their 

28 ‘ carcase shall be unclean until the evening. And he that 
‘ beareth the carcase of them shall wash his clothes, and be 
‘unclean until the evening; they are unclean unto you. 

2!) ‘ These also shall be unclean unto you among the creep- 

‘ ing things that creep upon the earth; the mole, and the 

83 ‘ mouse, and the lizard after its kind, and the Anakah-lizard, 
‘ and the Keech-lizard, and the Lethae-lizard, and the Che- 

31 ‘ meth-lizard, and the chameleon. These arc unclean to 
‘you among all that creep; whosoever doth touch them, 
‘ when they be dead, shall be unclean until the evening. 

32 ‘ And upon whatsoever thing any of them, when they are 
‘ dead, doth fall, it shall be unclean; whether it be any 
‘ vessel of wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, whatsoever 
‘ vessel it be, wherein any work is done, it must be put 
‘ into water, and it shall be unclean until the evening; so 

83 1 it shall be cleansed. And every earthen vessel, where- 
‘ into any of them falleth, whatsoever is in it shall he un- 

3i ‘ clean; and ye shall break it. Of all food which may be 
‘ eaten, that on which such water cometh shall ho unclean; 
‘and all drink that may be drunk in every such vessel 

35 ‘ shall be unclean. And every thing whereupon any part 
‘of their carcase falleth shall be unclean; whether it be 
‘ oven, or ranges for pots, they shall be broken down; for 

30 ‘ they are unclean, and shall be unclean unto you. Ncver- 
‘ theless a well or pit wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
‘ bo clean; but that which toucheth their carcase shall be 

87 ‘ unclean. And if any part of their carcase fall upon any 

33 ‘ sowing seed which is to be sown, it shall be clean. But 
‘ if any water be put upon the seed, and any part of their 
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‘ carcase fall thereon, it shall be unclean unto you. And if a*. 
‘ any beast, of which ye may eat, die; he that toucheth the 

* carcase thereof shall be unclean until the evening. And 
‘ he that eateth of the carcase of it shall wash his clothes 
‘ and be unclean until the evening; he also that beareth 
‘ the carcase of it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
1 until the evening. 

‘ And every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth « 

‘ shall be an abomination; it shall not be eaten. Whatao- « 

‘ ever goeth upon the belly, and whatsoever goeth upon all 
‘ four, or whatsoever hath numerous feet among all creeping 
1 things that creep upon the earth, them ye shall not eat; 

‘ for they are an abomination. Te shall not make your- m» 
‘ selves abominable with any creeping thing that creepeth, 

‘ neither shall ye make yourselves unclean with them, that 
‘ye should be defiled thereby. For I am Jehovah your « 

1 God. Ye shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and ye shall 
‘ be holy; for I am holy. ^Neither shall ye defile yourselves 
‘ with any manner of creeping thing that moveth upon the 
‘ earth For I am Jehovah that bringeth you up out of the « 

‘ land of Lower Egypt, to be your God. Ye shall there- 
‘ fore be holy, for I am holy.’ This is the law of the beasts, « 
and of the fowl, and of every living creature that moveth 
in the waters, and of every creature that creepeth upon 
the earth; to make a difference between the unclean and 
the clean, and between the animal that may be eaten and 
the animal that may not be eaten. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto l 
‘ the children of Israel, saying. If a woman have conceived * 

* seed, and borne a male child; then she shall be unclean 
‘ seven days; as in the days of the separation for her infir- 

‘ mity shall she be unclean. And in the eighth day the s 
‘ flesh of his foreskin shall be circumcised. And she shall * 
‘then continue in the blood of her purifying three and 
‘ thirty days; she shall touch no hallowed thing, nor come 
‘into the Sanctuary, until the days of her purifying be 
‘ fulfilled. But if she bear a female child, then she shall 5 
‘ be unclean two weeks, as in her separation; and she s hall 
‘ continue in the blood of her purifying threescore and six 
‘ days. An d when the days of her purifying are fulfilled, 6 
‘ for a son, or for a daughter, she s hall bring a lamb of the 
‘first year for a burnt offering, and a young pigeon, or a 
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‘ turtledove, for a sin offering, unto the doorway of the Ap- 
7 ‘ pointed Tent, unto the priest; who shall bring it before 
‘Jehovah, and make an atonement for her; and she shall 
‘ be cleansed from the issue of her blood. This is the law 


8 ‘ for her that hath borne a male or a female. And if she be 


‘ not able to bring a lamb or kid, then she shall bring two 
‘turtledoves, or two young pigeons; the one for the burnt 
‘offering, and the other for a sin offering; and the priest 
‘ shall make an atonement for her, and she shall he clean.’ 
l And Jehovah spake unto Moses and Aaron, saying, 
a ‘ When a man shall have in the skin of his flesh a Rising, 

‘ a Scurf, or Spot, and it be in the skin of his flesh like the 
‘ plague of leprosy; then he shall be brought unto Aaron 

3 ‘ the priest, or unto one of his sons the priests; and the 
‘ priest shall look on the plague in the skin of the flesh; 
‘ and when the hair in the plague is turned white, and the 
‘ plague appear to be deeper than the skin of his flesh, it is 
‘ a plague of leprosy; and the priest shall look on him, and 

4 ‘ pronounce him unclean. If the Spot be white in the skin 
‘ of his flesh, and appear to be not deeper than the skin, and 
‘ the hair thereof be not turned white; then the priest shall 

5 ‘ shut up him that hath the plague for seven days. And 
‘ the priest shall look on him on the seventh day; and, 
‘ behold, if the plague in his sight be at a stay, and the 
‘ plague spread not in the skin; then the priest shall shut 

I 6 ‘ him up for seven days more. And the priest shall look on 

‘ him again on the seventh day; and, behold, if the plague 
‘ be somewhat faint, and the plague spread not in the skin, 
‘ the priest shall pronounce him clean. It is but a scurfi- 
: 7 ‘ ness; and he shall wash his clothes, and be clean. But if 
‘ the scurfmess spread much abroad in the skin, after that 
‘ he hath been seen by the priest for his cleansing, he shall 
is ‘be seen by the priest again. And if the priest see that, 
‘ behold, the scurfiness spreadeth in the skin, then the priest 
‘ shall pronounce him unclean; it is a leprosy, 
o ‘ When the Plague of Leprosy is in a man, then he shall 
io ‘ be brought unto the priest; and the priest shall see him; 
‘ and, behold, if the rising be white in the skin, and it have 
‘ turned the hair white, and there be quick raw flesh in the 

II ‘rising; it is an old leprosy in the skin of his flesh, and 
‘ the priest shall pronounce him unclean, and shall not shut 

13 ‘ him up; for he is unclean. And if a leprosy break out 
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‘abroad in the skin, and the leprosy cover all the skin 

* of him that hath the plague from his head even to his 

‘ foot, wheresoever the priest looketh; then the priest shall is 
‘ look; and, behold, if the leprosy have covered all his flesh, 

‘ he shall pronounce him clean that hath the plague: it is 
‘all turned white; he is clean. But when raw flesh ap- it 
‘peareth in him, he shall be unclean. And the priest shall is 
‘see the raw flesh, and pronounce him to be unclean; for 
‘the raw flesh is unclean; it is a leprosy. Or if the raw ia 

* flesh turn again, and be changed unto white, he shall come 

* unto the priest; and the priest shall see him ; and, behold, it 

* if the plague be turned into white; then the priest shall 
‘pronounce him clean that hath the plague; he is clean. 

‘ The flesh also, in which, even in the skin thereof was a is 
‘ Boil, and is healed, and there be in the place of the boil 1#' 
‘a white rising, or a spot, white and somewhat reddish, 

‘ and it be shewed to the priest; and if when the priest » 
‘seeth it, behold, it appeareth deeper than the skin, and 
‘the hair thereof be turned white; the priest s hall pro- 
‘ nounce him unclean: it is a plague of leprosy broken out 
‘of the boiL But if the priest look on it, and, behold, a 
‘ there be no white hairs therein, and if it be not deeper 
‘ than the skin, but be somewhat faint; then the priest 
‘shall shut him up lor seven days. An d if it spread much » 
‘ abroad in the skin, then the priest shall pronounce him 

* unclean; it is a plague. But if the spot stay in its place, s» 
‘and spread not, it is the inflamma tion of the boil; and the 

‘ priest shall pronounce him clean. 

‘ Or if there be any flesh, in the skin whereof there is a 
‘ Hot Buhxisg, and the quick flesh that buraeth have a 
‘ Spot, reddish-white, or white; then the priest shall look w* 
‘upon it; and, behold, if the hair in the Spot be turned 
‘white, and it appear to be deeper than the skin; it is a 
‘leprosy broken out of the burning; wherefore the priest 
‘ shall pronounce him unclean; it is the plague of leprosy. 

‘ But if the priest look on it, and, behold, there he no white mi. 
‘hair in the Spot, and it be no deeper than the akin, but 
‘be somewhat faint; then the priest shall shut him up for 
‘seven days. An d the priest shall look upon him an the *n 
‘seventh day; and if it be spread much abroad in the akin, 
‘then the priest shall pronounce him unclean; it is the 
‘plague of leprosy. And if the Spot stay in its place, and *' 
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‘ spread not in the skin, but it be somewhat faint; it is a 
‘ rising of the burning, and the priest shall pronounce him 
‘clean; for it is the inflammation of the burning. 

29 ‘ If a man or woman have a Plague upon the Head or 


30 ‘ the beard; then the priest shall see the plague; and, be- 
‘ hold, if it appear to be deeper than the skin; and there 
‘ be in it a yellow thin hair; then the priest shall pronounce 
‘ him unclean; it is a scall, it is a leprosy upon the head or 

si ‘ beard. And if the priest look on the plague of the scall, 
‘ and, behold, it appear to be not deeper than the skin, and 
‘that there is no black hair in it; then the priest shall 
‘ shut up him that hath the plague of the scall for seven 

32 ‘ days. And on the seventh day the priest shall look on 
‘ the plague; and, behold, if the scall spread not, and there 
‘be in it no yellow hair, and the scall appear to be not 

33 ‘ deeper than the skin; he shall be shaven, but the scall 
‘ shall he not shave; and the priest shall shut up him that 

'• 34 ‘ hath the scall for seven days more. And on the seventh 
‘ day the priest shall look on the scall; and, behold, if the 
‘ scall be not spread in the skin, nor appear to be deeper 
‘ than the skin; then the priest shall pronounce him clean; 

135 ‘and he shall wash his clothes, and be clean. But if the 


190 ‘ scall spread much in the skin after his cleansing; then the 
‘ priest shall look on him; and, behold, if the scall be spread 
‘ in the skin, the priest shall not seek for yellow hair; he is 
187 ‘ unclean. But if the scall appear to bo at a stay, and that 
‘ there is black hair grown up therein; the scall is healed, 
‘ ho is clean; and the priest shall pronounce him clean. 

198 ‘ If a man also or a woman have SroTS in the skin of 


139 ‘their flesh, even white spots; then the priest shall look; 
‘ and, behold, if the spots in the skin of their flesh be faint 
‘ white; it is a freckle that groweth in the skin; he is clean. 

140 ‘ And the man whose head is without hair, he is bald; yet 

141 ‘ is he clean. And he that hath his head without hair on 


‘the part toward his face, he is forehead hald; yet is he 
142 ‘ clean. And if there be in the bald head, or bald forehead, 
‘ a white reddish sore; it is a leprosy sprung up in his hald 
43 ‘ head, or his bald forehead. Then the priest shall look 
‘ upon it; and, heliold, if the rising of the sore be white 
‘ reddish in his bald head, or in his bald forehead, as the 
m ‘ leprosy appeareth in the skin of the flesh; he is a leprous 
‘ man, he is unclean; the priest shall pronounce him utterly 
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‘ unclean; his plague is in his head. And the leper in « 

‘ whom the plague is, his clothes shall be rent, and his head 

* made bare, and he shall put a covering upon his beard, 

* and shall cry, Unclean, unclean. All the days wherein the ** 

* plague shall be in him he shall be pronounced unclean; 

‘he is unclean; he shall dwell alone; without the camp 

* shall his habitation be. 

* The garstkvt also that the plague of leprosy is in, whe- « 

‘ ther it be a woollen garment, or a linen garment; whether «a 
‘ it be in the warp, or woof; of linen, or of woollen; whe- 

* ther in a shin, or in any thing made of skin; and if the «■ 
‘ plague be greenish or reddish in the garment, or in the 

‘ skin, either in the warp or in the woof or in any thing 
‘ of s kin ; it is a plague of leprosy, and shall be shewed 
' unto the priest. And the priest shall look upon the plague, so 
< and shut up it that hath rite plague for seven days. And it 
‘he shall look on the plague on the seventh day; if the 
‘ plague be spread in the garment, either in the warp, or in 
‘ the woof or in a s kin, or in any work that is made of 
‘ skin; the plague is a fretting leprosy; it is unclean. He its 
‘ shall therefore burn that garment, whether warp or woof 
‘ in woollen or in linen, or any thing of skin, wherein the

‘ the fire. And if the priest shall look, and, behold, the *n 
‘ plague be not spread in the garment, either in the warp,

‘shall command that they wash the thing wherein the 
' plague is, and he shall shut it up seven days more. And sa: 
‘ the priest shall look on the plague, after that it is washed; 

‘ and, behold, if the plague have not changed its colour, 
‘and the plague be not spread; it is unclean; thou shalt 
1 burn it in the fire; it is an inward fret, whether on the 
‘ back or on the front. And if the priest look, and, behold, » 
‘the plague be somewhat fain t after the washing of it; 

‘ then he shall rend it out of the garment, or ont of the 
‘skin, or out of the warp, or out of the woof And if it * 
‘appear still in the garment, either in the warp, or in 
‘the woof or in any thing of skin; it is a spreading plague; 

‘ thou shait bum that wherein the plague is with fire. And ■ 
‘the garment, either warp, or woof or whatsoever thing of 
‘ skin it be, which thou shalt wash, if the plague be de- 
' parted from them, then it shall be washed the second 
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og ‘ time, and shall he clean.’ This is the law of the plague 
of leprosy in a garment of woollen or linen, either in the 
warp, or woof, or any thing of skin, to pronounce it clean, 
or to pronounce it unclean. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘This shall be 
■i 1 the law of the leper on the day of his cleansing. He 
a ‘ shall be brought unto the priest; and the priest shall go 
‘ forth out of the camp; and the priest shall look, and, be- 
i ‘ hold, if the plague of leprosy be healed in the leper; then 
‘shall the priest command to take for him that is to be 
‘ cleansed two birds alive and clean, and cedar wood, and 
5 ‘bright scarlet, and hyssop. And the priest shall com- 
‘ mand that one of the birds be killed in an earthen vessel 
o ‘ over running water. As for the living bird, he shall take 
‘ it, and the cedar wood, and the bright scarlet, and the 
‘hyssop, and shall dip them and the living bird in the 
‘ blood of the bird that was killed over the running water. 
7 ‘And he shall sprinkle upon him that is to be cleansed 
‘ from the leprosy seven times, and shall pronounce him 
‘ clean, and shall let the living bird loose into the open 
s ‘ field. And he that is to be cleansed shall wash liis clothes, 
‘and shave oif all his hair, and wash himself in water, 
‘ that he may be clean; and after that he shall come into the

‘ hand shall the priest put some upon the tip of the tight 
‘ ear of him that is to be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
1 his right hand, and upon the great toe of his right foot, 
‘upon the blood of the guilt offering; and the rest of the is 
‘ oil that is in the priest’s hand he shall pour upon the 
‘ head of him that is to be cleansed; and the priest shall 
‘make an atonement for him before Jehovah. And the u 
1 priest shall offer the sin offering, and make an atonement 
1 for him that is to be cleansed horn his uncleanness; and 
‘afterward he shall slay the burnt offering. And the » 
‘ priest shall offer the burnt offering and the meal offering 
1 upon the Altar; and the priest shall make an atonement 
1 for him, and he shall be clean. 

‘ And if be be poor, and cannot get so much; then he ?t 
‘shall take one lamb for a guilt offering to be wared, to 
‘ make an atonement for himselfi and one tenth part [of 
1 an Ephah] of fine flour mingled with oil for a meal offering, 

1 and a Log of oil; and two turtledoves or two young pigeons, a 
‘such as he is able to get; and the one shall be a sin 
‘offering, and the other a burnt offering. And he shall s 
‘ bring them on the eighth day for his cleansing unto the 
‘ priest, unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent, before 
‘Jehovah. And the priest shall take the lamb of the guilt -*

33 And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 
3i ‘ When ye be come into the land of Canaan, which I give to 
1 you for a possession, and I put the plague of leprosy in 
35 ‘ a house of the land of your possession ; and he that owneth 
‘ the house shall come and tell the priest, saying, It seemeth 
so ‘ to me there is as it were a plague in the house. Then 
‘ the priest shall command that they prepare the house, 
‘ before the priest go in to see the plague, that all that is 
‘ in the house be not made unclean; and afterward the 
3" ‘ priest shall go into see the house. And he shall look 
‘ on the plague, and, behold, if the plague be in the walls

‘ whereon he sat that hath the issue shall wash his clothes, 
‘and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the 
t ‘ evening. And he that toucheth the flesh of him that hath 
‘the issue shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
s ‘water, and be unclean until the evening. And if he 
‘ that hath the issue spit upon him that is clean; then 
‘he shall wash his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
a ‘ and be unclean until the evening. And whatsoever he 
n> ‘that hath the issue rideth upon shall be unclean. And 
‘ whosoever toucheth any thing that was under him shall 
‘ be unclean until the evening; and he that beareth any 
‘of those things shall wash his clothes, and bathe him- 

11 ‘ self in water, and he unclean until the evening. And 
‘ whomsoever he toucheth that hath the issue, and hath not 
‘ rinsed his hands in water, ho shall wash his clothes, and 
‘bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the evening. 

12 1 And the vessel of earth, which he toucheth that hath the 
‘issue, shall be broken; and every vessel of wood shall be 

13 ‘ rinsed in water. And when he that hath an issue is 
‘ cleansed of his issue; then he shall number to himself 
‘ seven days for his cleansing, and wash his clothes, and 
‘ bathe his flesh in running water, and shall bo clean. 

14 ‘ And on the eighth day he shall take to him two turtle- 
‘ doves, or two young pigeons, and come before Jehovali 
‘ unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent, and give them 

i-i ‘ unto the priest. And the priest shall offer them, the one 
‘ for a sin offering, and tho other for a burnt offering; and 
‘ the priest shall make an atonement for him before Jehovah 
in < for his issue. And if any man’s seed of copulation go 
‘ out from him, then he shall wash all his flesh in water, 
i" ‘and be unclean until tho evening. And every garment, 
‘ and every skin, whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
‘ be washed with water, and be unclean until the evening, 
is ‘The woman also with whom man shall lie with seed of 
‘ copulation, they shall both bathe themselves in water, 
‘ and be unclean until the evening, 
if And if a woman have an issue, and her issue in her flesh 
‘be blood, she shall be in her separation seven days; and 
‘ whosoever toucheth her shall be unclean until the evening. 
2U ‘ And every thing that she lioth upon in her separation shall 
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‘ be andean; everything also that she Hitteth upon shall be 
‘undean. And whosoever toucheth her bed shall wash a 
‘ his dothes, and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until 
‘ the evening. And whosoever toncheth any thing that she a 
■ sat upon shall wash his dothes, and bathe hims elf in water, 

‘ and be unclean until the evening. And if it be on her bed, a 
' or any thing whereon she sitteth, when he toncheth it, 

‘ he shall be andean until the evening. And if any man » 
‘ lie with her at all, and her nndeanness of separation be 
‘upon him, he shall be andean seven days; and all the 
‘ bed whereon he lieth shall be unclean. And if a woman ** 
1 have an issue of her blood many days not in the time of 

* her separation, or if it run beyond the time of her sepa- 

* ration; all the days of the issue of her undeanness shall 

* be as the days of her separation; she shall be undean. 
‘Every bed whereon she lieth all the days of her issue m 

* shall be unto her as the bed of her separation; and what- 
‘ soever she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the undean- 

‘ ness of her separation. And whosover toncheth those *r 

* things shall be andean, and shall wash bis clothes, and 
‘ bathe hims elf in water, and be unclean until the evening. 

‘ But if she be deansed of her issue, then she shall number a 
‘ to herself seven days, and after that she shall be dean. 

‘ And on the eighth day she shall take unto her two tor- *» 
‘ tledoves, or two young pigeons, and bring them unto the 
‘ priest, to the doorway of the Appointed Tent And the » 
‘ priest shall offer the one for a sin offering, and the other 

* for a burnt offering; and the priest shall make an atone- 
‘ment for her before Jehovah for the issue of her un- 

1 cl eanness. Thus shall ye separate the children of Israel 31 
‘from their uncleanness; that they die not in their un- 
‘ cleanness, when they defile my Tabemade that is among 
' them.’ This is the law of him that hath an issue, and of 
him whose seed of copulation goeth from him, and is de¬ 
filed therewith; and of her that is sick in her separation, » 
and of one that hath an issue, whether man or woman, 
and of him that lieth with her that is undean. 

And Jehovah spake unto Mosea after the Haath of the i 
two sons of Aaron, when they drew near before Jehovah, 
and died; and Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Speak unto Aaron » 
‘ thy brother, that he come not at all times into the Holy 
‘ Place within the Veil unto the face of the Cover which 
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‘is upon the Ark; that he die not; for I will appear in 
3 ‘the cloud above the Cover. Thus shall Aaron comb 


‘ into the Holy Place; with a young bullock for a sin 

* ‘ offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. He shall put on 
‘ the holy linen under-coat, and lie shall have the linen 
‘ breeches upon his flesh, and shall be girded with a linen 
‘ girdle, and with the linen mitre shall he be attired. These 
‘are holy garments; therefore shall he wash his flesh in 

5 ‘ water, and so put them on. And he shall take from the 
‘ congregation of the children of Israel two kids of the 
1 goats for a sin offering, and one ram for a burnt offering. 

<i 1 And Aaron shall bring his bullock of the sin offering, 

‘ which is for himself, and make an atonement for himself, 

i ‘ and for his house. And he shall take the two goats, and 
‘present them before Jehovah at the doorway of the Ap- 

8 ‘ pointed Tent. And Aaron shall cast lots upon the two 
‘goats; one lot for Jehovah, and the other lot for the" 

9 ‘-scAPeGOAT. And Aaron shall bring the goat upon which 

to ‘Jehovah’s lot fell, and oiler it for a sin offering. Hut the 

‘goat, on which the lot fell to he-tha scapegoat, shall be 
‘ presented alive before Jejiovah, to make an atonement 
‘ with it, and to let it go fuiCa.scapegoat into the desert. 

ii ‘ And Aaron shall bring the bullock of the sin offering, 

1 which is for himself, and shall make an atonement for 
‘ himself, and for his house, and shall slay the bullock of 

12 ‘ the sin offering which is for himself. And he shall take 
‘ a censer full of burning coals of tire from off the altar 
‘ before Jehovah, and his hands full of sweet incense beaten 

13 ‘small, and shall bring it within the VeiL And he shall 
‘ put the incense upon the tire before Jehovah, that the 
‘ cloud of the incense may hide the Cover that is over the 

ii ‘ Testimonials, that he die not. And he shall take some 
‘ of the blood of the bullock, and sprinkle it with his 
‘ finger upon the Cover eastward; and before the Cover 
‘ shall he sprinkle some of the blood with his finger seven 
‘ times. 


15 ‘ Then shall he slay the goat of the sin offering, that is 

‘for the people, and bring its blood within the Veil, and 
‘ do with that blood as he did with the blood of the bullock, 
‘and sprinkle it upon the Cover, and before the Cover, 
ii ‘And he shall make an atonement for the Holy Place, 
‘ because of the uncleanness of the children of Israel, and be- 
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‘ cause of their transgressions in all their sins; and so shall 
‘ he do for the Appointed Tent, which dwelleth among them 
‘ in the midst of their uncleanness. And there shall be no ir 
‘ man in the Appointed Tent when he goeth in to make an 
‘atonement in the Holy Place, until he come out, and 
‘ have made an atonement for himself, and for his house- 
‘ hold, and for all the assembly of Israel And he shall go is 
‘ out unto the Altar that is before Jehovah, and make an 
‘ atonement for it; and shall take some of the blood of the 
‘ bullock, and of the blood of the goat, and put it upon the 
‘ horns of the Altar round about. And he shall sprinkle i»- 
‘ some of the blood upon it with his finger seven times, 

‘ and cleanse it, and make it holy from the uncleanness of 
‘ the children of IsraeL 

‘ And when he hath made an end of making atonement so 
‘ foT the Holy Place, and for the Appointed Tent, and for the 
‘ Altar, he shall bring the live goat; and Aaron shall lay si 
‘ both his hands upon the head of the live goat, and con- 
‘ fess over it all the iniquities of the children of Israel, and 
‘ all their transgressions in all their sins, putting them upon 
‘ the head of the goat, and shall send it away by the hand 
‘ of a fit man into the desert. And the goat shall bear ** 
‘ upon itself all their iniquities unto a land not inhabited; 

‘ and he shall let go the goat in the desert. An d Aaron ss 
‘ shall come into the Appointed Tent, and shall put off the 
1 linen garments, which he put on when he went into the 
‘ Holy Place, and shall leave them there; and he s hall wash 

* his flesh with water in the Holy Place, and put on his 
‘garments, and come forth, and offeT his bnmt offering, 

‘ and the burnt offering of the people, and make an atone- 
‘ment for himself, and for the people. And the fat of the ss 
‘ sin offering shall he bum for incense upon the altar. 

‘ And he that let go the goat for the scapegoat shall wash ** 
‘ his clothes, and bathe his flesh in water, and afterward 

* come into the camp. And the bullock for the sin offer- *7 
‘ ing, and the goat for the sin offering, whose blood was 

1 brought in to make atonement in the Holy Place, shall 
‘ one carry forth without the camp; and they shall bum in 
‘ the fire their skins, and their flesh, and their dung. And ■» 
‘ he that buraeth them shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
‘ his flesh in water, and afterward he s hall come into the 
‘camp. 
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an ‘ And this shall be a statute for ever unto you; that in 
‘ the seventh month, on the tenth day of the month, ye 
‘shall afflict voun souls [or fast], and do no work at all, 

‘ whether it he one of your own country, or a stranger 
ao ‘that sojourneth among you; for on that day an atone- 
‘ ment shall be made for you, to cleanse you, that ye may 
3 i ‘be clean from all your sins before Jehovah. It shall be 
‘ a sabbath of rest unto you, and ye shall afflict your souls, 
3i ‘ by a statute for ever. And the Priest, whom he shall 
‘ anoint, and whose hands he shall fill [with offerings] to 
‘ minister in the priest’s office in his father’s stead, shall 
‘make the atonement, and shall put on the linen clothes, 
33 ‘even the holy garments; and when he hath made an 
‘ atonement for the holy Sanctuary, then he shall make an 
‘ atonement for the Appointed Tent, and for the Altar, and 
‘ he shall make an atonement for the priests, and for all 
3 i ‘ the people of the assembly. And this shall be an ever- 
‘ lasting statute unto you, to make an atonement for the 
‘ children of Israel for all their sins onco a year.’ And he 
did as Jehovah commanded Moses. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto 

2 ‘ Aaron, and unto his sons, and unto all the children of 
‘ Israel, and say unto them, This is the thing which Jeho- 

3 ‘ vah hath commanded, saying, What man soever there be 
‘ of the house of Israel, that killeth an ox, or lamb, or goat, 

‘ in the camp, or that killeth it on the outside of the camp, 

i ‘ and bhingeth it not unto the doorway of the Appointed 
‘ Tent, to offer a Gift unto Jehovah before the Tabernacle 
‘ of Jehovah; blood shall be imputed unto that man; he 
‘ hath shed blood; and that man shall be cut off from 
s ‘among his people; to the end that the children of Israel 
‘ may bring their sacrifices, which they sacrifice'in the open 
‘ field, oven that they may bring them unto Jehovah, unto 
‘the doorway of the Appointed Tent, unto the Priest, and 
fi ‘ sacrifice them for peace offerings unto Jehovah. And the 
‘priest shall sprinkle the blood upon the Altar of Jehovah 
1 at the doorway of the Appointed Tent, and shall burn the 
i ‘fat for a sweet savour unto Jehovah. And they shall no 
‘ more sacrifice their sacrifices unto Satyrs, after whom they/ 
‘ have gone astray. This shall be a statute for ever unto 
s ‘ them throughout their generations. And thou shalt say 
‘unto them, Whatsoever man there bo of the house of 
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‘ Israel, or of the strangers who sojourn among yon, that 
* offereth a burnt offering or sacrifice, and bringeth it not ► 
‘ unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent, to offer it unto 
‘ Jehovah j even that mam shall be cut off from among hi« 

‘ people. 

‘ And whatsoever man there be of the house of Israel, or 
‘ of the strangers that sojourn among you, that batfth any 
' blood ; I will even set my face against that soul that 
‘ eateth blood, and will cut him off from among his people. 

‘ For the life of the flesh is in the blood; and I have given n 
1 it to you upon the altar to make an atonement for your 
‘ souls; for it is the blood that maketh an atonement for 
‘ the soul Therefore I said unto the children of Israel, i» 
1 Xo soul of you s hall eat blood, neither shall any stranger 
1 that sojourneth among you eat blood. An d whatsoever i* 
‘ man there be of the children of Israel, or of the strangers 
‘ that sojourn among you, that hunteth and catcheth any 
' beast or fowl that may be eaten; he shall even pour out 
‘ the blood thereof and cover it with dust For it is the ia 
‘ life of all flesh; the blood of it is for the life thereof 
‘ Therefore I said unto the children of Israel, Te shall eat 
‘the blood of no manner of flesh; for the life of all flesh 
‘ is the blood thereof; whosoever eateth it shall be cut off. 

‘ And every soul that eateth that which died of itself or is 
‘ that which was tom by beasts, whether he be one of your 

I own country, or a stranger, he s hall both wash his clothes, 

‘ and bathe himself in water, and be unclean until the even- 

‘ ing; then s hall he be clean. But if he wash them not, i* 
‘ nor bathe his flesh; then he s hall bear his iniquity.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the i 
‘children of Israel, and say unto them, I am Jehovah your * 

‘ God. After the doings of the land of Lower Egypt, where- 5 
‘ in ye dwelt, shall ye not do; and after the doinga of the 
' land of Canaan, whither I bring you, s hall ye not do; nei- 
‘ ther s hall ye walk in their statutes. Ye shall do my judg- *■ 
‘□rents, and keep my statutes, to walk therein; I am Jeho- 
‘ vah your God. Ye shall therefore keep my statutes, and »- 
‘ my judgments; which if a man do, he shall live by them; 

I I am Jehovah. 

‘ None of you ahall approach to any nil kucswokan, »' 
‘to uncover her nakedness; I am Jehovah. The naked- r 
‘ ness of thy father, even the nakedness of thy mother, shalt 
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‘thou not uncover; she is thy mother; thou shalt not un- 
» ‘ cover her nakedness. The nakedness of thy father’s wife 
o ‘ shalt thou not uncover; it is thy father’s nakedness. The 
‘ nakedness of thy sister, the daughter of thy father, or 
‘ daughter of thy mother, whether she be bom at home, or 
' born abroad, even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 1 The nakedness of thy son’s daughter, or of thy daughter’s 
‘daughter, even their nakedness thou shalt not uncover; 

11 ‘ for theirs is thine own nakedness. The nakedness of thy 
‘ father’s wife’s daughter, begotten of thy father, she is thy 

in ‘ sister, thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt 
‘not uncover the nakedness of thy father’s sister; she is 
w ‘ thy father’s near kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover 
‘the nakedness of thy mother’s sister; for she is thy mo¬ 
il ‘ ther’s near kinswoman. Thou shalt not uncover the 
‘ nakedness of thy father’s brother, thou shalt not approach 
it ‘ to his wife; she is thine aunt. Thou shalt not uncover 
‘ the nakedness of thy daughter-in-law; she is thy son’s 
m ‘ wife; thou shalt not uncover her nakedness. Thou shalt 
‘ not uncover the nakedness of thy brother’s wife; it is thy 
ii ‘ brother’s nakedness. Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
‘ ness of a woman and her daughter, neither shalt thou take 
‘ her son’s daughter, or her daughter’s daughter, to uncover 
‘her nakedness; for they are her near kinswomen; it is 
is ‘ wickedness. Neither shalt thou take a wife to her sister, 
‘ to vex her, to uncover her nakedness, beside the other in 
‘ her life time. 

io ‘ Also thou shalt not approach unto a woman to uncover 
‘ her nakedness, during her separation for her uncleanness, 
to ‘ Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally with thy neighbour’s 
2 i 1 wife, to defile thyself with her. And thou shalt not let 
1 any of thy seed pass through the fire to Molech, neither 
‘shalt thou profane the name of thy God; I am Jehovah. 
52 ‘Thou shalt not lie with mankind, as with womankind; it 
2:1 1 is abomination. Neither shalt thou lie with any beast to 
‘defile thyself therewith; neither shall any woman stand 
‘ before a beast to lie down thereto; it is confusion. 

2 i ‘ Defile not ye yourselves in any of these things; for in 
‘ all these the nations are defiled which I am casting out 
25 ‘before you. And the land is defiled; therefore I do visit 
‘ the iniquity thereof upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
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‘ out her inhabitants. Yo shall therefore keep my statutes '.w 
‘and my judgments, and shall not commit any of these 
‘abominations; neither any of your own nation, nor any 
‘ stranger that sojourneth among you; (for all theso abo- 21 
‘ minations have the men of the land done, which were 
‘ before you, and the land is defiled;) that the land vomit as 
‘not out you also, when ye defile-it, as it vomited out 
‘ the nations that were before you. For whosoever shall -i' 
‘ commit any of these abominations, even the souls that 
1 commit them shall be cut off from among their people. 

‘ Therefore shall ye keep my charge, that ye commit not any so 
‘one of these abominable customs, which were committed 
‘before you, and that ye defile not yourselves therein; I 
‘am Jehovah your God.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto all i 
‘ the congregation of the children of Israel, and say unto - 
‘ them, Ye shall be holy; for IJehovah your God am holy. 

1 Ye shall reverence every man his mother, and his father, 3 
‘ and keep my sabbaths; I am Jehovah your God. 

‘ Turn ye not unto idols, nor make to yourselves molten 4 
‘gods; I am Jehovah your God. 

‘ And if ye sacrifice a sacrifice of peace offerings unto s 
‘Jehovah, ye shall sacrifice it so that it may be accepted 
‘ for you. It shall be eaten on the same day that ye sacri- 11 
‘ fiee it, and on the morrow; and what remaineth until the 
‘ third day shall be burnt in the fire. And if it be eaten 7 
‘ at all on the third day, it is putrid; it will not be accepted. 

‘ Therefore every one that eateth it shall bear his iniquity, » 
‘because he hath profaned what was holy unto Jehovah; 

‘ and that soul shall be cut off' from among his people. 

‘ And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou slialt » 
‘ not wholly reap the corners of thy field, neither shalt thou 
‘ gather the gleanings of thy harvest. And thou shalt not 10 
‘ glean thy vineyard, neither shalt thou gather the fallen 
‘ grapes of thy vineyard; thou shalt leave them for the poor 
‘and the stranger; I am Jehovah your God. 

‘ Ye shall not steal, neither deal falsely, neither lie one n 
‘ to his fellow. And ye shall not swear by my name falsely, 17 
‘ or profane the name of thy God; I am Jehovah. 

‘ Thou shalt not defraud thy neighbour, neither rob him. 73 
‘ The wages of him that is hired shall not abide with thee

u ‘ all night until the morning. Thou shalt not curse the 
‘ deaf, nor put a stumbling-block before the blind, but thou 
‘ shalt fear thy God; I am Jehovah. 

1.5 ‘ Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment; thou shalt 

‘ not respect the person of the poor, nor honour the person 
‘of the mighty; but in righteousness shalt thou judge thy 
is ‘neighbour. Thou shalt not walk about as a talebearer 
‘among thy people; neither shalt thou stand against the 
‘ blood of thy neighbour; I am Jehovah. 

17 ‘ Thou shalt not hate thy brother in thine heart. Thou 

‘ shalt strongly rebuke thy neighbour, and not suffer sin to 
is ‘ be upon him. Thou shalt not avenge thyself, nor bear any 
‘ grudge against the children of thy people, but thou shalt 
‘love thy neighbour as thyself; I am Jehovah, 
n ‘ Ye shall keep my statutes. Thou shalt not let thy cattle 
‘ gender with a diverse kind; thou shalt not sow thy field 
‘ with mingled seed; neither shall a garment mingled of 
‘ linen and woollen come upon thee. 

20 ‘ And whosoever lieth carnally with a woman, that is a 
‘ bondmaid, betrothed to an husband, and not at all re- 
‘ deemed, nor hath had freedom given her; she shall be 
‘ scourged; they shall not be put to death, because she was 

2 1 ‘not free; and he shall bring his guilt offering unto Jeho- 
‘ vail, unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent, even a ram 

22 ‘ for a guilt offering. And the priest shall make an atone- 
‘ ment for him with the ram of the guilt offering before 
‘ Jehovah for his sin which he hath done; and the sin which 
‘ he hath done shall be forgiven him. 

‘ And when ye shall come into the land, and shall have 
1 planted all manner of trees for food, then ye shall count 
‘the fruit thereof as unclean; three years shall it be as 
-'1 ‘unclean unto you; it shall not be eaten of. -But in the 
‘ fourth year all the fruit thereof shall be holy for praises 
25 ‘ to Jehovah. And in the fifth year shall ye eat of the 
‘ fruit thereof, that it may yield unto you the increase there¬ 
of; I am Jehovah your God. 

28 ‘ Ye shall not eat any thing with the blood; neither shall 

27 ‘ ye use divination, nor observe clouds. Ye shall not round 
‘ the sides of your heads, neither shalt thou mar the sides 

28 ‘ of thy beard [or whiskers]. Ye shall not make any cuttings 
‘ in your flesh for the dead, nor make any written marks 
‘ upon you; I am Jehovah. 
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‘ Do not prostitute thy daughter, to cause her to be a » 
‘harlot; lest the land fall to harlotry, and die land become 
‘ full of wickedness. 


‘ Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my Sanctuary; so 
‘ I am Jehovah. 


‘Turn not to the speaking bottles [of ventriloquists], si 
‘ neither seek after wizards, to be defiled by them; 1 am 
‘Jehovah your God. 

‘ Thou shalt rise up before the hoary bead, and honour as 
1 the face of the old man, and fear thy God; I am Jehovah. 

‘ And if a stranger Bojoum with thee in your land, ye as 
‘ shall not vex him. But the stranger that dwelleth with »* 
‘ you shall be unto you as one bom among you, and thou 
‘shalt love him as thyself; for ye were strangers in the 
‘land of Lower Egypt; I am Jehovah your God. 

‘Ye shall do no unrighteousness in judgment, in mea- as 
‘sures of length, or of weight, or of bulk. Just balances, s« 
‘just weights, a just Ephah, and a just Hin, shall ye have; 

‘ I am Jehovah your God, who brought you out of the land 
‘ of Lower Egypt. And ye shall observe all my statutes, 37 
‘and all my judgments, and do them; I am Jehovah.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Again, thou l 
‘ shalt say to the children of Israel, Whosoever he be of * 
‘the children of Israel, or of the strangers that sojourn in 
‘ Israel, that giveth any of his seed unto Molech ; he shall 
‘ surely be put to death; the people of the land shall stone 
‘ him with stones. And I will set my face against that a 
‘ man, and will cut him off from among his people; be- 
‘ cause he hath given of his seed unto Molech, to defile my 
‘Sanctuary, and to profane my holy name. And if the * 
‘ people of the land do any ways hide their eyes from the 
‘man, when he giveth of his seed unto Molech, and kill 
‘him not; then I will set my face against that man, and 3 
‘ against his family, and will cut him of£ and all that go 
‘ astray after him, to commit fornication with Molech, from 
‘ among their people. 

‘ And the soul that turneth after speaking bottles, and 6 
‘after wizards, to go astray after them, I will even set my 
' face against that soul, and will cut him off from among 
‘ his people. Sanctify yourselves therefore, and be ye holy; ~ 
‘for I am Jehovah your God. And ye shall keep my sta- e 
‘ tutes, and do them; I am Jehovah who sanctify yon. 
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e ‘ When any one curseth his father or his mother, he shall 
‘ be surely put to death; he hath cursed his father or his 
‘mother; his blood shall be upon him. 
in ‘And the man that committeth adultery with another 
‘man’s wife, even he that committeth adultery with his 
‘neighbour’s wife, the adulterer and the adulteress shall 
n ‘surely he put to death. And the man that lieth with his 
‘father’s wife hath uncovered his father’s nakedness; both 
‘ of them shall surely be put to death; their blood shall be 
Li ‘upon them. And if a man lie with his daughter-in-law, 
‘both of them shall surely be put to death; they have 
‘wrought confusion; their blood shall be upon them. If 
‘ a man also lie with mankind, as he lieth with a woman, 
‘both of them have committed an abomination; they shall 
‘surely be put to death; their blood shall be upon them. 
14 1 And if a man take a wife and her mother, it is wicked- 
‘ ness; they shall be burnt with fire, both he and they; 
is 1 that there be no wickedness among you. And if a man 
‘ lie with a beast, he shall surely be put to death; and ye 
in ‘ shall slay the beast. And if a woman approach unto any 
‘ beast, and lie down thereto, thou shalt kill the woman, 
‘ and the beast; they shall surely be put to death; their 
ii ‘blood shall he upon them. And if a man shall take his 
‘ sister, his fathor’s daughter, or his mother’s daughter, and 
‘see her nakedness, and she see his nakedness; it is a 
‘wicked thing; and they shall be cut off in the sight of 
‘ the children of their people; he hath uncovered his sister’s 
is 1 nakedness; he shall bear his iniquity. And if a man shall 
‘ lie with a woman having her sickness, and shall uncover 
‘ her nakedness; he hath discovered her fountain, and she 
‘ hath uncovered the fountain of her blood; and both of 
if ‘ them shall be cut off from among their people. And 
‘thou shalt not uncover the nakedness of thy mother’s 
‘ sister, nor of thy father's sister, for he uncovereth his near 
so ‘ kinswoman; they shall bear their iniquity. And if a man 
‘ shall lie with his uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
‘ uncle’s nakedness; they shall bear their sin; they shall 

21 ‘ die childless. And if a man shall take his brother’s wife, 
‘ it is an unclean thing ; he hath uncovered his brother’s 
‘nakedness; they shall be childless. 

22 ‘ Yo shall therefore keep all my statutes, and all my judg- 
‘rnents, and do them; that the land, whither I bring you 
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‘ to dwell therein, vomit you not out. And ye shall not aa 
‘ walk in the statutes of the nations, which I cast out before 
‘you; for they committed all these things, and therefore 
‘ I abhor them. But I have said unto you, Ye shall possess u 
‘ their land, and I will give it unto you to possess it, a land 
‘ that flowetli with milk and honey. I am Jehovah your 
‘ God, who have put o difference between you and other 
‘ people; ye shall therefore put a difference between clean iw 
‘ beasts and unclean, and between unclean fowls and clean; 

1 and ye shall not make your souls ahominablo by beast, or 
‘ by fowl, or by any thing that croepoth on the ground, 

‘ which I have separated from you as unclean. And ye a<l 
‘shall be holy unto me; for I Jehovah am holy, and have 
‘ separated you from other people, that ye should be mine. 

‘ A man also or woman that hath a speaking bottle, or si 
‘ that is a wizard, shall surely be put to death; they shall 
‘stone them with stones; their blood shall be upon them- 
‘ selves.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Speak unto the priests i 
‘ the Sons of Aaron, and say unto them, There shall none 
‘of them be defiled for the dead among his people; but s 
‘ for his kin, that is near unto him, that is, for his mother, 

‘ and for his father, and for his son, and for his daughter, 

‘ and for his brother, and for his sister a maiden, that is i 
‘ nigh unto him, who hath had no husband; for her may he 
‘ bo defiled. 

‘ He shall not defile himself, being a chief man among i 
‘ his people, to profane himself. They shall not make bald- -> 
‘ ness upon their head, neither shall they shave off the side 
‘of their heard [or whiskers], nor make any cuttings in 
‘ their flesh. They shall be holy unto their God, and shall o 
‘ not profane the name of their God; for they bring near 
‘ the offerings of Jehovah made by fire, and the bread of 
‘ their God; therefore they shall be holy. 

‘ They shall not take a wife that is a harlot, or profane; ~ 
‘ neither shall they take a woman put away from her hus- 
‘band; for he is holy unto his God. Thou shalt sanctify R 
‘him therefore; for he bringethnear the bread of thy God; 
‘lie shall be holy unto thee; for I Jehovah, who sanctify 
‘ you, am holy. And the daughter of any priest, if she pro- u 
‘ fane herself by playing the harlot, she profanoth her father; 

‘ she shall be burnt with lire. 
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10 ‘ And he that is the high priest among his brethren, 

1 upon whose head the anointing oil was poured, and that 
‘ is consecrated to put on the garments, shall not uncover 

11 ‘his head, nor rend his clothes; neither shall he go in to 
‘ any dead body, nor defile himself for his father, or for his 

12 ‘mother; neither shall he go out of the Sanctuary, nor 
‘profane the Sanctuary of his God; for the crown and the 
‘anointing oil of his God are upon him; I am Jehovah. 

m ‘ And lie shall take a wife in her maidenhood. A widow, 
ii ‘ora divorced woman, or profane, or an harlot, these shall 
‘ he not take; but he shall take a maiden of his own people 
15 ‘ to wife. So shall he not profane his seed among his 
‘people; for I Jehovah do sanctify him.’ 
in And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 
ii ‘ Aaron, saying, Whosoever he be of thy seed in their gene- 
‘ rations that hath any blemish, let him not approach tv 
is ‘ bring near the bread of his God. For whatsoever man 
‘ he be that hath a blemish, he shall not approach; a blind 
‘ man, or a lame, or he that hath a limb shortened, or too 


is ‘ long, or a man that is broken-footed, or broken-handed, 
‘ or crook-backed, or a dwarf, or that hath a blemish in his 


‘eye, or is scurvy, or scabbed, or hath his stones broken; 

2 1 ‘ no man of the seed of Aaron the priest that hath a blemish 
‘ shall approach to bring nigh the offerings of Jehovah made 
‘ by tire; he hath a blemish; he shall not approach to 

22 ‘ bring nigh the bread of his God. Ho shall eat the bread of 

23 ‘ his God, both of the most holy, and of the holy. Only he 
‘ shall not go in unto the Veil, nor come nigh unto the Altar, 
‘ because he hath a blemish; that he profane not my Sane- 

24 < tuary; for I Jehovah do sanctify them.’ And Moses told 
it unto Aaron, and to his sons, and unto all the children 
of Israel. 


1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 

2 ‘ Aaron and to his sons, as to when they should separate 
‘ themselves from the holy things of the children of Israel, 
‘ and not profane my holy name in those things which they 

3 ‘ hallow unto me; I am Jehovah. Say unto them, Whoso- 
‘ever he be of all your seed among your generations, that 
‘goeth nigh unto the holy things, which the children of 
‘ Israel hallow unto Jehovah, having his uncleanness upon 
‘ him, that soul shall be cut off from my presence; T am 

4 ‘ Jehovah. What man soever of the seed of Aaron is a 


p 
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‘ leper, or hath a running issue; he shall not eat of the holy 
‘ things, until he he clean. And whoso toucheth any thing 
‘ that is unclean by the dead, or a man whose seed goeth 
‘from him; or whosoever toucheth any creeping thing, s 
‘ whereby he may be made unclean, or a man of whom he 
‘ may take uncleanness, whatsoever uncleanness he hath; 

‘ the soul which hath touched any such shall be unclean » 
1 until evening, and shall not eat of the holy things, unless 
‘ he wash his flesh with water. And when the sun is down, * 
‘ ho shall be clean, and shall afterward eat of the holy things; 

‘ because it is his bread. That which dieth of itself, or is torn » 


‘ by beasts, he shall not eat to defile himself therewith; I 
‘ nin Jehovah. They shall therefore keep my charge, lest » 
‘they bear sin for it, and die therefore, if they profane it; 

‘ 1 Jehovah do sanctify them. 

‘There shall no stranger eat of the holy things; a so- u> 
‘journer with the priest, or an hired servant, shall not eat of 
‘ the holy things. But if the priest buy any sold [or slave] 11 
‘with the purchase of his money, he shall eat of it, and 
‘ he that is born in his house; they shall eat of his bread. 

‘ But if the priest’s daughter be married unto a stranger, i- 
‘ she may not eat of the heave offering of the holy things. 

‘ But if the priest’s daughter be a widow, or divorced, and u 
‘ have no child, and is returned unto her father’s house, as 


‘ in her youth, she shall eat of her father’s bread; but there 
‘ shall no stranger eat thereof. 

‘ And if a man eat of the holy things unwittingly, then >* 
‘ he shall put the fifth port thereof unto it, and shall give 
‘ it unto the priest with the holy things. And they shall m 
‘ not profane the holy things of the chddren of Israel, which 
‘ they bring ns heave offerings unto Jehovah; or cause them- i« 
‘ selves to bear the iniquity of gudt, when they eat their 
‘holy things; for I Jehovah do sanctify them.’ 

And J ehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto Aaron, '' 
‘ and to Ids sons, and unto all the chddren of Israel, and say 
‘ unto them, Whosoever he be of the house of Israel, or of 
‘ the strangers in Israel, that wdl bring his Gift for all his 
‘ vows, and for all his freewid offerings, which they wdl bring 
‘ unto Jehovah for a burnt offering; in order that it may be i» 
‘ accepted for you, let it be a male without blemish, of the 
‘ beeves, of the sheep, or of the goats. But whatsoever hath 
‘a blemish, that shall ye not bring; for it wdl not be 
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21 ‘ accepted for you. And whosoever hringeth a sacrifice of 
‘ peace offerings unto Jehovah to perform his vow, or as a 
‘ freewill offering in beeves or sheep or goats, it shall be 
‘ perfect to be accepted; there shall be no blemish therein. 

22 1 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or having a wen, or scurvy, 
‘or scabbed, ye shall not bring these unto Jehovah, nor 
‘ make an offering by fire of them upon the altar unto Jeho- 

22 ‘ vah. Either a bullock or a lamb or kid that hath a limb 
1 too long or too short, that mayest thou offer for a free- 

2 i ‘ will offering; but for a vow it shall not be accepted. Ye 
‘ shall not bring unto Jehovah that which hath had its 
‘ testicles bruised, or crushed, or broken, or cut; neither 

2 i ‘ shall ye make any such in your land. Neither from the 
‘ hand of the son of a stranger shall yo bring as the bread 
1 of your God of any of these; because their corruption is 
‘ in them, and blemishes are in them; they shall not be 
‘ accepted for you.’ 

26 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘When a calf, 

27 ‘ or a lamb, or a kid, is brought forth, them it shall be seven 
‘ days under the dam; and from the eighth day and thence- 
‘ forth it shall he accepted as a Gift for an offering made 

2 s ‘ by fire unto Jehovah. And whether cow or ewe or she 
‘ goat, ye shall not kill it and its young both in one day. 

23 ‘ And when ye will sacrifice a sacrifice of thanksgiving unto 
‘Jehovah, sacrifice it so that it may be accepted for you. 

33 ‘ On the same day it shall be eaten up; ye shall leave none 
‘of it until the morning; I am Jehovah. 

si ‘Therefore shall ye keep my commandments, and do 

32 ‘them; I am Jehovah. Neither shall ye profane my holy 
‘ name; but I will be hallowed among the children of Israel; 

33 ‘ I am Jehovah who hallow you, that brought you out of 
‘ the land of Lower Egypt, to be your God; I am Jehovah.’ 

’ And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 

2 ‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, Concerning the 
‘ Appointed Feasts of Jehovah, which ye shall proclaim 
‘ to be holy convocations, even these are my Appointed 
‘ Feasts. 

3 ‘ Six days shall work be done; but the seventh day is 
‘the sabbath of rest, an holy convocation; ye shall do no 
‘work therein; it is the sabbath of Jehovah in all your 
‘ dwellings. 

4 ‘These are the Appointed Feasts of Jehovah, even holy 
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‘convocations, which ye shall proclaim in their seasons. 

‘ In the iirst month, on the fourteenth day of the month, 5 
‘at sunset [or between the evenings], is Jehovah’s Pass- 
‘ over. And on the fifteenth day of the same month « 
‘ is the Feast of Unleavened Bread unto Jehovah. Seven 
1 days ye must eat unleavened bread. On the first day ye 7 
‘shall have an holy convocation; ye shall do no servile 
‘ work therein. And ye shall bring offerings made by fire 8 
‘ unto Jehovah for seven days. On the seventh day is an 
‘holy convocation; yc shall do no servile work therein.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the a 
‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, When yo bo come n> 
‘ into the land which I give unto you, and shall reap the 
‘ harvest thereof, then ye shall bring a sheaf, the first of your 
‘harvest, unto the priest. And he shall wave the sheaf u 
‘before Jehovah, so that it may be accepted for you; on 
‘ the morrow after the Sabbath [or Feast of Unleavened 
‘ Bread] the priest shall wave it. And ye shall offer that >'i 
‘ day, when ye wave the sheaf, an he lamb without blemish 
‘ of the first year for a burnt offering unto Jehovah. And u 
‘ the meal offering thereof shall be two tenth parts [of an 
‘ Ephah] of line flour mingled with oil, an offering made by 
‘fire unto Jehovah for a sweet savour; and the drink offer- 
‘ ing thereof shall be of wine, the fourth part of an Hin. 

‘ And ye shall eat neither bread, nor parched corn, nor ripe n 
‘ corn, during the whole of that day, until ye have brough t 
‘a Gift unto your God. This shall be a statute for ever 
‘ throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 

‘ And ye shall count unto you from tho morrow after the 1:5 
‘ Sabbath [or Feast], even from the day that ye brought the 
‘sheaf of the wave offering, seven sabbaths [or weeks]. 
‘They shall bo complete. Even unto the seventh [return u 
‘ of the] morrow after theSabbath [or Feast] shall ye number 
‘ fifty days; and then ye shall offer a new meal offering unto 
‘Jehovah Ye shall bring out of your habitations two i? 
‘ wave loaves; they shall be of two tenth parts of fine flour; 
‘they shall be baked with leaven; they are the First- 
‘ fruits unto Jehovah. And ye shall bring with the bread is 
‘ seven lambs without blemish of the first year, and one 
‘ young bullock, and two rams. They shall be for a burnt 
‘ offering unto Jehovah, with their meal offering, and their 
‘ drink offerings, even an offering made by fire, of sweet 
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n> ‘ savour unto Jehovah. Then ye shall sacrifice one liid of 
‘ the goats for a sin offering, and two lambs of the first 
-o ‘ year for a sacrifice of peace offerings. And the priest shall 
‘ wave them with the bread of the First-fruits for a wave 
‘ offering before Jehovah, with the two lambs ; they shall 
-i ‘be holy to Jehovah for the priest. And ye shall proclaim 
‘ during the whole of that day [the Pentecost], that it is 
‘ an holy convocation unto you; ye shall do no servile work 
‘ therein. This shall be a statute for over in all your dwell- 
‘ ings throughout your generations. 

2- ‘ And when ye reap the harvest of your land, thou shalt 

‘ not clean thoroughly the corners of thy field when thou 
‘ reapest, neither shalt thou gather any gleaning of thy 
‘ harvest; thou shalt leave them unto the poor, and to the 
‘ stranger; I am Jehovah your God.’ 

22 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto 
21 ‘the children of Israel, saying, In the seventh month, on 
‘ the first day of the month, ye shall have a day of rest, a 
‘ memorial, a blowing op trumpets, an holy convocation. 

■ 2t ‘ Ye shall do no servile work therein; but ye shall bring 
‘ an offering made by fire unto Jehovah.’ 

1 -o And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Also on the tenth 
: 27 ‘ day of this seventh month there shall be a day of atone- 
‘rnent; it shall be an holy convocation unto you; and ye 
‘ shall afflict your souls [or fast], and bring an offering 
! 2« ‘ made by fire unto Jehovah. And ye shall do no work 
‘ during the whole of that day ; for it is a day of atonement, 
‘ to make an atonement for you before Jehovah your God. 
IK' ‘For whatsoever soul it be that shall not afflict himself 
j ‘ during the whole of that day, he shall be cut off from 
I 3 ® ‘ among his people. And whatsoever soul it be that doeth 
I ‘ any work during the whole of that duty, the same soul will 
j 3 ' ‘ I destroy from among his people. Ye shall do no manner 
‘ of work; this shall be a statute for over throughout your 
i “2 ‘ generations in all your dwellings. It shall be unto you a 
‘ Sabbath of rest, and ye shall afflict your souls; on the 
‘ ninth day of the month in the evening, from evening 
! ‘unto evening, shall ye celebrate your Sabbath.’ 

13 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto 
"i ‘the children of Israel, saying, The fifteenth day of this 
I ‘ seventh month shall be the feast of tabernacles [or 
1 “ ‘ Booths] for seven days unto Jehovah. On the first day 
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‘shall be an holy convocation; yo shall do no servile work 
‘therein. For seven days ye shall bring an offering made so 
‘ by lire unto Jehovah. On the eighth day shall bo an holy 
‘ convocation unto you; and yo shall bring an offering made 
‘ by lire unto Jehovah; it is a day of restraint; and ye shall 
‘ do no servile work therein. 

‘These are the Appointed Feasts of Jehovah, which ye 37 
‘ shall proclaim to be holy convocations, to bring an offer- 
‘ing made by lire unto Jehovah, a burnt offering, and a 
‘ meal offering, a sacrifice, and drink offerings, each upon 
‘its day; beside the sabbaths of Jehovah, and beside your as 
‘gifts, and beside all your vows, and beside all your free- 
‘ will offerings, which ye give unto Jehovah, 

‘ Also on the fifteenth day of the seventh month, at the 30 
‘ Ingathering of the fruit of the laird, ye shall keep the 
‘feast [of Tabernacles] unto Jehovah for seven days; on 
‘ the first day shall bo a day of rest, and on the eighth day 
‘shall be a day of rest. And ye shall take to you on the 40 
‘ first day the fruit of goodly trees, branches of palm trees, 
‘and the boughs of thick trees, and willows of the brook; 
‘and ye shall rejoice before Jehovah your God for seven 
‘ days. And ye shall keep it a feast unto Jehovah for seven 'll 
‘ days in the year. This shall be a statute for ever in your 
‘generations; ye shall keep it as a feast in the seventh 
‘ month. Ye shall dwell in booths for seven days; all that n 
‘ are Israelites born shall dwell in booths; that your gene- 43 
‘ rations may know that I made the children of Israel to 
‘ dwell in booths, when I brought them out of the land of 
‘ Lower Egypt; I am Jehovah your God.’ And Moses de- u 
dared unto the children of Israel the Appointed Feasts of 
Jehovah. 

And Jehovah spike unto Moses, saying, ‘ Command the t 
‘ children of Israel, that they bring unto thee pure beaten 3 
‘ olive oil for the light, to cause the lamps to burn con- 
‘ tinually. On the outside of the Veil of the Testimonials, 3 
‘ in the Appointed Tent, shall Aaron set it in order from 
‘ the evening unto the morning before Jehovah continually. 

‘ This shall be a statute for ever in your generations. He ■> 
‘ shall set in order the lamps upon the shining lamp-stand 
‘before Jehovah continually. 

‘ And thou shalt take fine flour, and bake twelve pricked 5 
‘cakes thereof; two tenth parts [of an Ephah] shall be in 
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e ■ one pricked cake. And thou shalt set them in two rows, 

‘ six in a row, upon the shining Table before Jehovah. 

" ‘ And thou shalt put pure frankincense upon each row, that 
‘ it may be on the [presence] bread for a memorial, even 
6 ‘ an offering made by fire unto Jehovah. Every sabbath 
‘ day he shall set it in order before Jehovali continually, 

‘ being taken from the children of Israel by an everlasting 

9 ‘covenant. And it shall be for Aaron and his sons; and 
‘ they shall eat it in the Holy Place; for it is most holy 
‘ unto him of the offerings of Jehovah made by fire by a 
‘perpetual statute.’ 

10 And the son of an Israelitish woman, and of an Egyp¬ 
tian man, went out among the children of Israel; and this 
son of the Israelitish woman and a man of Israel strove 

11 together in the camp. And the Israelitish woman’s son 
blasphemed Thb Name [of Jehovah], and cursed. And 
they brought him unto Moses; (and his mother’s name 
was Shelomith, the daughter of Dibri, of the tribe of 

12 Dan.) And they put him in ward, until they might 
i'i be instructed by the mouth of Jehovah. And Jehovah 
ii spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Bring forth without the camp 

‘ him that hath cursed; and let all that heard him lay 
‘ their hands upon his head, and let all the congregation 
is ‘ stone him. And thou shalt speak unto the children of 
1 Israel, saying, Whosoever curseth his God shall bear his 

10 ‘sin. And he that blasphemeth the Name of Jehovah, 
‘ he shall surely be put to death, and all the congregation 
‘ shall certainly stone him; as well the stranger, as he that 
‘ is born in the land, when he blasphemeth The Name, shall 
‘ be put to death. 

11 ‘And he that killeth any man shall surely be put to 
ix ‘ death. And he that killeth a beast shall make it good; 
i<J ‘ beast for beast. And if a man cause a blemish in his 

‘ neighbour; as he hath done, so shall it be done to him ; 

20 ‘hurt for hurt, eye for eye, tooth for tooth; as he hath 
‘ caused a blemish in a man, so shall it be done to him again. 

2 1 ‘And he that killeth a beast, he shall make it good; and 

22 ‘ he that killeth a man, he shall be put to death. Ye shall 
‘ have one manner of law, as well for the stranger, as for 
‘one of your own country; for I am Jehovah your God.’ 

23 And Moses spake to the children of Israel, that they should 
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bring forth out of the camp him that had coned, and stone 
him with stones. And the children of T«nu»l did as Jeho¬ 
vah had commanded Moses. 


Avn Jehovah spake unto Moses on mount Sinai, say- i 
ing, ‘ Speak unto the children of Israel, and say unto them, i 
‘ When ye come into the land which I give yon, then shall 
‘the land keep a sabbath unto Jehovah. Six yean thou i 
1 shalt sow thy field, and six yean thou shall prune thy 
1 vineyard, and gather in the increase thereof; but on Tnit a 
‘ seventh teas shall be a sabbath of rest unto the land, a 
‘ sabbath for Jehovah; thou shalt neither sow thy field, nor 
1 prune thy vineyard. That which springeth up of its own 5 
' accord from thy last harvest thou shalt not have a reap- 
1 ing of, neither shalt thou make a gathering of the grapes 
‘ of thy undressed vine; for it is a year of rest unto the 
‘ land. But the sabbath of the land may be food for you; « 
1 for thee, and for thy servant, and for thy handmaid, and 
‘ for thy hired servant, and for thy stranger that sojourneth 
‘ with thee, and for thy cattle, and for the wild beasts that ? 
‘ are in thy land, shall all the increase thereof be food. 

1 And thou 6halt number seven sabbaths of years unto • 
‘ thee, seven times Beven years; and the space of the seven 
‘ sabbaths of years shall be unto thee forty and nine yearn. 

‘ Then shalt thou cause a loud trumpet to sound on the i 
‘ tenth day of the seventh month, on the day of atonement 
‘ shall ye make the trumpet sound throughout all your land. 
‘And ye shall hallow the fiftieth tear, and proclaim io 
‘ liberty throughout all the land unto all the inhabitants 
‘ thereof; it Bhall be a Jubilee unto you; and ye shall retain 
‘ every man unto his possession, and ye shall return every 
‘ man unto his family. A Jubilee shall that fiftieth year u 
‘ be unto you; ye shall not sow, neither have a reaping of 
‘ that which springeth up of itself in it, nor make a gather- 
‘ing in it of thy undressed vine. For it is the Jubilee; h 
* it shall be holy unto you. Te shall eat the increase theie- 
‘ of out of the field. In the year of this Jubilee, ye shall 
‘ return every man unto his possession. 

‘And when thou sellest aught unto thy neighbour, or n 
‘ buyest aught of thy neighbour’s hand, ye shall not oppress 
‘ one another. According to the number of yean after the i- 
‘ Jubilee thou shalt buy of thy neighbour, and according 
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‘ unto the number of years of the crops he shall sell unto 
in ‘ thee. According to the multitude of years thou shalt in- 
1 crease the price thereof, and according to the fewness of 
‘ years thou shalt lessen the price of it; for according to 
it ‘ the number of the crops doth he sell unto thee. Ye shall 
‘not therefore oppress one another; but thou shalt fear 
1 thy God; for I am Jehovah your God. 
is ‘Wherefore ye shall do my statutes, and keep my judg- 
‘ments, and do them; and ye shall dwell in the land in 
‘ safety. And the land shall yield its fruit, and ye shall eat 
ro ‘ your fill, and dwell therein in, safety. And if ye shall say, 
‘ What shall we oat on the seventh year? behold, we shall 

2 1 ‘ not sow, nor gather in our increase; then I will command 
‘ my blessing upon you in the sixth year, and it shall bring 

22 ‘ forth increase for three years. And ye shall sow in the 
‘ eighth year, and eat yet of former increase until the ninth 
‘year; until its increase come in ye shall eat of the former. 

‘ The land shall not be sold absolutely; for the land is 
2i ‘mine; for ye are strangers and sojourners with me. And 
‘ in all the land of your possession ye shall allow A redemp- 
27 ‘ tion of the land. If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
‘ hath sold away some of his possession, and if his next 
‘akin come to redeem it, then shall he redeem that which 
2” ‘ his brother sold. And if the man have none to redeem 
‘ it, and himself be able and has found sufficient to redeem 
27 ‘ it; then let him count the years of the sale thereof, and 
‘restore the overplus unto the man to whom he sold it; 
p ‘ that he may return unto his possession. But if he be not 
‘ able to restore it to him, then that which is sold shall 
‘ remain in the hand of him that hath bought it until the 
‘ year of Jubilee; and in the Jubilee it shall go out, and he 
811 ‘shall return unto his possession. And if a man sell a 
‘ dwelling house in a walled city, then he may redeem it 
‘within a whole year after it is sold; within a full year 
; 'o ‘ may he redeem it. And if it be not redeemed within the 
‘ space of a full year, then the house that is in the walled 
‘ city shall be established absolutely to him that bought it 
‘ throughout his generations; it shall not go out in the 
si ‘Jubilee. But the houses of the villages which have no 
‘ wall round about them shall be counted as the fields of 
‘ the country; they may be redeemed, and they shall go out 
3a ‘in the Jubilee. But as to the cities of the Levites, and 
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‘ the houses of the cities of their possession, them may the 
‘ Levites redeem at any time. And if one of the Levites ss 
‘ would redeem, then the house that was sold, and the city of 
‘his possession, shall go out at the Jubilee; for the houses 
‘ of the cities of the Levites are their possession among the 
‘ children of Israel. And the field of the pasture lands of 34 
‘their cities may not he sold; for it is their perpetual pos- 
1 session. 

'And if thy brother be waxen poor, and fallen into ss 
‘ decay near thee; then thou shalt relieve him; as a stran- 
‘ger or a sojourner he shall live with thee. Take thou no ss 
‘ usury of him, or increase; but fear thy God; that thy 
‘ brother may live with thee. Thou shalt not give him thy S7 
‘ money upon usury, nor lend him thy victuals for increase. 

‘I am Jehovah your God, who brought you forth out of 3S 
1 the land of Lower Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 

1 and to be your God. And if thy brother be waxen poor 39 
‘ near thee, and sell himself unto thee; thou shalt not make 
‘ him to serve the service of a bondservant. As an hired ro 
‘ servant, and as a sojourner, he shall be with thee, and 
‘shall serve thee unto the year of Jubilee; and then shall -u 
‘ he depart from thee, both he and his children with him, 

‘ and shall return unto his own family, and unto the pos- 
‘ session of his fathers shall he return. For they are my ‘3 
‘ servants, whom I brought forth out of the land of Lower 
‘ Egypt; they shall not be sold as bondmen. Thou shalt *3 
‘not rule over him with rigour; but shalt fear thy God. 

‘ (Both thy bondmen, and thy bondmaids, which thou « 
' shalt have, shall be of the nations that are round about 
‘you; of them shall ye buy bondmen and bondmaids. 

‘ Moreover of the children of the strangers that do sojourn « 
‘ among you, of them shall ye buy, and of their families 
‘that are with you, which they begat in your land; and 
‘ they shall be your possession. And ye s hall take them « 
‘ as an inheritance for your children after you, to inh erit, 
‘them for a possession for ever; ye shall exact service of 
‘ them; but over your brethren the children of Israel, ye 
‘ shall not rule one over another with rigour.) 

1 And if a sojourner or stranger near thee wax rich, and ‘7 
‘ thy brother near him wax poor, and sell himself unto the 
‘ stranger that sojoumeth near thee, or to the stock of the 
* stranger’s famil y; after that he is sold he may be redeemed 49 
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m ‘ again ; one of his brethren may redeem him. Either his 
‘ uncle, or his uncle’s son, may redeem him, or any of his 
‘ family that is of kin unto him by blood may redeem him; 
oo ‘ or if he be able, he may redeem himself. And he shall 
‘ reckon with him that bought him from the year that he 
‘ was sold to him unto the year of Jubilee; and the price 
1 of his sale shall he according unto the number of years, 

‘ according to the time of an hired servant shall it he with 
si 1 him. If there he yet many years, according unto them 
‘ he shall give again the price of his redemption out of the 
02 ‘ money that he was bought for. And if there remain but 
1 few years unto the year of Jubilee, then he shall count 
‘ with him, and according unto his years shall ho give him 
os 1 again the price of his redemption. As a yearly hired ser- 
1 vant shall he be with him; the other shall not rule with 
04 ‘rigour over him in thy sight. And if he be not redeemed 
‘ in this way, then he shall go out in the year of Jubilee, 
so ‘ both he, and his children with him. For unto me the 
‘ children of Israel are servants; they are my servants whom 
‘I brought forth out of the land of Lower Egypt; I am 
‘ Jehovah your God. 

1 ‘ Ye shall make to you no idols nor graven image, neither 
‘ rear up to yon a standing image, neither shall ye set up 
‘ any image of stoue in your land, to bow down unto it; for 
‘ I am Jehovah your God. 

2 ‘ Ye shall keep my sabbaths, and reverence my Sanc- 
‘ tuary; I am Jehovah. 

3 ‘ If ye walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments, 

4 ‘ and do them; then I will give you your rains in their 
‘ seasons, and the land shall yield its increase, and the trees 

o ‘ of the field shall yield their fruit. And your threshing 
‘ shall reach unto the vintage, and the vintage shall reach 
‘unto the sowing time; and ye shall eat your bread to the 
« ‘ full, and dwell in your land safely. And I will give peace 
‘ in the land, and ye shall lie down, and none shall make 
‘ you afraid; and I will get rid of evil beasts out of the land, 
" ‘ neither shall the sword go through your land. And ye 
‘ shall chase your enemies, and they shall fall before you by 
8 1 the sword. And five of you shall chase an hundred, and 
‘ an hundred of you shall chase ten thousand; and your 
s ‘ enemies shall fall before you by the sword. For I will 
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* have respect unto you, and make you fruitful, and mul- 
‘ tiply you, and establish my covenant with you. And ye 10 
‘ shall eat old store, and bring forth the old because there 
‘is the new. And I will set my Tabernacle among you; n 
‘ and my soul shall not abhor you. And I will walk about la 
‘ among you, and I will be your God, and ye shall be my 
‘ people. I am Jehovah your God, who brought you forth is 
‘ out of the land of Lower Egypt, that ye should not be 
‘ their bondmen; and I have broken the rod of your yoke, 

‘ and made yon to go upright 

‘ But if ye will not hearken unto me, and will not do all n 
‘ these commandments; and if ye shall despise my statutes, i'> 
‘ or if your soul abhor my judgments, so that ye will not 
‘ do all my commandments, but that ye break my covenant; 

‘ I also will do this unto you; I will even appoint over you i fi 
‘ terror, consumption, and fever, that shall consume the 
‘ eyes, and cause sorrow of heart; and ye shall sow your 
‘ seed in vain, for your enemies shall eat it. And I will set it 
‘ my face against you, and ye shall be slain before vour 
‘enemies; they that hate you shall reign over you; and ye 
‘shall flee when none pursueth you. And if ye will not n 
‘ yet for all this hearken unto me, then I will punish you 
‘seven times more for your sins. And I will break the ii> 
‘pride of your power; and I will make your heavens as 
‘ iron, and'your earth as copper. And your strength shall -o 
‘ be spent in vain; for your land shall not yield her in- 
‘ crease, neither shall the trees of the land yield their fruits. 

‘ And if ye walk contrary unto me, and will not hearken 21 
‘ unto me; I will bring seven times more plagues upon you 
‘ according to your sins. I will also send wild beasts among -- 
‘ you, which shall rob you of your children, and destroy 
‘your cattle, and make you few in number; and your high- 
‘ ways shall be made desolate. 

‘ And if ye will not be reformed by me by these things, a 
‘ but will walk contrary unto me; then will I also walk 2t 
‘ contrary unto you, and will smite you yet seven times for 
‘ your sins. And I will bring a sword upon you, that shall a 
‘avenge the quarrel of my covenant And when ye are 
‘ gathered together within vour cities, I will send the pes- 
‘ tilence among you; and ye shall be delivered into the hand 
‘ of the enemy. And when 1 have broken the staff of your *> 
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‘ bread, ten women shall bake your bread in one oven, and 
‘they shall return to you your bread again by weight; and 
1 ye shall eat, and not be satisfied. 

27 ‘ And if ye will not for all this hearken unto me, but 

is ‘ walk contrary unto me; then I will walk contrary unto 

I you also in fury; and I, even I, will chastise you seven 

29 ‘ times for your sins. And ye shall eat the flesh of your 
no ‘ sons, and the flesh of your daughters shall ye eat. And 

I I will destroy your High Places [or altars], and cut down 
‘your sun-images, and cast your carcases upon the car- 
‘ cases of your filthy idols, and my soul shall abhor you. 

3 1 ‘ And I will make your cities waste, and bring your sanc- 
‘ tuaries into desolation, and I will not smell the savour of 

32 ‘ your sweet odours. And I will bring the land into deso- 
‘ lation; and your enemies which dwell therein shall be 

■u ‘ astonished at it. And I will scatter you among the Nations, 
‘and I will draw out a sword after you; and your land 
‘ shall be desolate, and your cities waste. Then shall the 
‘land enjoy its sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, and 
‘ ye be in your enemies’ land; even their shall the land rest, 

33 ‘ and enjoy its sabbaths. As long as it lieth desolate it 
1 shall rest; because it did not rest in your sabbaths, when 

30 ‘ ye du r elt upon it. And upon them that are left of you I 
1 will send a faintness into their hearts in the lands of their 
‘enemies; and the sofind of a shaken leaf shall put them to 
‘ flight; and they shall flee, as fleeing from a sword; and 

37 1 they shall fall when none pursueth. And they shall stunr- 
‘ ble one upon another, as it were before a sword, when 
‘ none pursueth; and ye shall have no power to stand before 
is «your enemies. And ye shall perish among the Nations, 
39 ‘ and the land of your enemies shall eat you up. And they 
1 that are left of you shall pine away in their iniquity in 
1 your enemies’ lands; and also in the iniquities of their 
‘ fathers shall they pine away with them. 

■to ‘ But if they shall confess their iniquity, and the iniquity 
‘ of their fathers, with their trespass which they trespassed 
‘against me, and that also they have walked contrary 
■n ‘unto me; and that I also have walked contrary unto 
1 them, and have brought them into the land of their enc- 
‘ mies; if then their uncircumcised hearts be humbled, and 
J 2 ‘ they then accept of the punishment of their iniquity; then 
‘ will I remember my covenant with Jacob, and dlso my 
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‘ covenant with Isaac, and also my covenant with Abraham 
‘ will I remember; and I will remember the land. The «s 
* land also shall be left by them, and shall enjoy its sab- 
‘ baths, while it lieth desolate without them; and they 
‘ shall accept of the punishment of their iniquity; because, 

‘ even because they cast away my judgments, and because 
‘their soul abhorred my statutes. And yet for all that, 44 
‘ when they be in the land of their enemies, I will not cast 
‘ them away, neither will I abhor them, to destroy them 
‘ utterly, and to break my covenant with them; for I am 
‘ Jehovah their God. But I will for their sakes remember « 
‘ the covenant of their ancestors, whom I brought forth out 
‘ of the land of Lower Egypt in the sight of the Nations, 

‘ that I might be their God; I am Jehovah.’ These are the 4 & 
statutes and judgments and laws, which Jehovah made be¬ 
tween himself and the children of Israel on mount Sinai 
by the hand of Moses. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 1 
‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, When a man will - 
‘ perform his vow, persons shall be for Jehovah by thy 
‘ valuation. And thy valuation shall be of the male from a 
‘ twenty years old even unto sixty years old, even thy valua- 
‘ tion shall be fifty Shekels of silver [or 100 shillings], after 
‘ the holy Shekel. And if it be a female, then thy valua- 4 
‘ tion shall be thirty Shekels. And if it be from five years 5 
‘ old even unto twenty years old, then thy valuation shall 
‘ be of the male twenty Shekels, and for the female ten 
‘ Shekels. And if it be from a month old even unto five « 
‘years old, then thy valuation shall be of the male five 
‘ Shekels of silver, and for the female thy valuation shall 
‘ be three Shekels of silver. And if it be from sixty years 7 
‘ old and above; if it be a male, then thy valuation shall be 
‘ fifteen Shekels, and for the female ten Shekels. But if he s 
‘ be poorer than thy valuation, then he shall present him- 
‘ self before the priest, and the priest shall value him; ac- 
‘ cording to his ability that vowed shall the priest value 
‘him. 

‘ And if it be a beast whereof men bring a Gift unto 9 
‘ Jehovah, all that any man giveth of such unto Jehovah 
‘ shall be holy. He shall not alter it, nor change it, a good to 
‘ for a bad, or a bad for a good; and if he shall at all change 
‘ beast for beast, then it and the exchange thereof shall both 
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11 ‘be holy. And if it be any unclean beast, of which they 
‘ do not bring a Gift unto Jehovah, then he shall present 

12 ‘the beast before the priest; and the priest shall value it, 

‘ whether it be good or bad; as thou, the priest, valuest it, 

is ‘ so shall it be. But if he will at all redeem it, then he 
‘ shall add a fifth part thereof unto thy valuation, 
ii ‘And when a man shall sanctify ms house to be holy 
‘unto Jehovah, then the priest shall value it, whether it 
‘be good or bad; as the priest shall value it, so shall it 
Ji 1 stand. And if he that sanctified it will redeem his house, 

‘ then he shall add the fifth part of the money of thy valua- 
1 tion unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 ‘And if a man shall sanctify unto Jehovah some part 
‘ of A field of his possession, then thy valuation shall be 
‘ according to the seed thereof, at fifty Shekels of silver 
‘[or 100 shillings], for an Homer [or nine bushels, yearly] 
ii ‘ of barley seed. If he sanctify his field from the year of 
is ‘ Jubilee, according to thy valuation it shall stand. But if 
‘ he sanctify his field after the Jubilee, then the priest shall 
‘ reckon unto him the money according to the years that 
‘ remain, even unto the year of the Jubilee, and it shall bo 
i' 1 ‘ abated from thy valuation. And if he that sanctified the 
‘ field will in any wise redeem it, then he shall add the 
‘ fifth part of the money of thy valuation unto it, and it 
W ‘ shall be assured to him. And if lie will not redeem the 
‘ field, or if he have sold the field to another man, it shall 

21 ‘ not be redeemed any more. But the field, when it goeth 
‘out in the Jubilee, shall be holy unto Jehovah, as a field 

22 ‘devoted; the possession thereof shall be the priest’s. And 
‘if a man sanctify unto Jehovah a field which he hath 

23 ‘ bought, which is not of the fields of his possession; then 
‘ the priest shall reckon unto him the worth of thy valua- 
‘ tion, even unto the year of the Jubilee; and he shall give 
‘ thy valuation in that day, as a holy thing unto Jehovah. 

24 ‘ In the year of the Jubilee the field shall return unto him of 
‘ whom it was bought, even to him to whom the possession 

25 ‘ of the land did belong. And all thy valuations shall be 
‘ according to the holy Shekel; twenty Gerahs shall be the 
‘ Shekel [or half ounce], 

26 ‘ Only the firstling of the cattle, which is Jehovah’s 
‘ firstling, no man shall sanctify it; whether it be ox, or 

27 ‘ sheep, or goat; it is Jehovah’s. And if it be of an unclean 
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‘ beast, then he shall redeem it according to thy valuation, 
‘and shall add a fifth part of it thereto; or if it be not 
‘ redeemed, then it shall be sold according to thy valuation. 
‘Notwithstanding, no devoted thing that a man shall de- ss 
‘ vote unto Johovah of all that he hath, whether of man or 
‘ beast, or of the field of his possession, shall be sold or 
‘ redeemed; every devoted thing is most holy unto Jehovah. 

‘ No devoted one, of men who shall be devoted, shall be 2" 
‘ redeemed; he shall surely be put to death. 

‘ And all the tithe of the land, whether of the seed of as 
‘ the land, or of the fruit of the tree, is Jehovah’s; it is holy 
‘ unto Johovah. And if a man will at all redeem aught of ai 
‘ his tithes, he shall add thereto the fifth part thereof. And 
‘ concerning the tithe of the herd, or of the flock, even of 
‘ whatsoever passeth under the [tithing] rod, the tenth shall 
‘ be holy unto Jehovah. He shall not search whether it 33 
‘be good or bad, neither shall he change it; and if he 
‘ change it at all, then both it and the exchange thereof 
‘shall be holy; it shall not be redeemed.’ These are the 3i 
commandments, which Jehovah commanded Moses for the 
children of Israel on mount Sinai.

A ND Jehovah spake unto Moses in the desert of Sinai, i 
in the Appointed Tent, on the first day of the second 
month, in the second year after they were come out of the 
land of Lower Egypt [A.M. 2669], saying, ‘Take ye the - 
‘ sum of all the congregation of the children of Israel, after 
‘their families, by the house of their fathers, with the 
‘number of their names, every male by their polls; from ■) 
‘ twenty years old and upward, all that are able to go forth 
‘ to war in Israel; thou and Aaron shall register them by 
‘ their armies. And with you there shall be a man of every ^ 
‘tribe; every one the head of the house of his fathers. 

‘ And these are the names of the men that shall stand with -■ 
‘ you; 

‘ Of the tribe of Reuben; Elizur the son of Shedeur; 

‘Of Simeon; Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai; 

‘Of Judah; Nahshon the son of Amminadab; 

1 Of Issachar; Nethaneel the son of Zuar; 8 
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o ‘Of Zebulun; Eliab the son of Helon; 
no ‘Of the children of Joseph; of Ephraim; Elishama the 
‘son of Ammihud; of Manasseh; Gamaliel the son of Pe- 
‘ dahzur; 

in ‘ Of Benjamin; Abidan the son of Gideoni; 

112 ‘Of Dan; Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai; 

113 ‘Of Asher; Pagiel the son of Ocran; 

it ‘Of Gad; Eliasaph the son of Deuel; 

ns ‘ Of Naphtali; Ahira the son of Enan.’ 

10 These were the men chosen by the congregation, princes 
of the tribes of their fathers, heads of thousands in Israel. 

17 And Moses and Aaron took these men who are ex- 
is pressed above by their names; and they assembled all the 

congregation together on the first day of the second month, 
and they declared their pedigrees after their families, by 
the house of their fathers, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and upward, by their polls. 
19 As Jehovah had commanded Moses, so he registered them 
in the desert of Sinai. 

®o And the children of Redden, Israel’s eldest son, by their 
generations, after their families, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the names, by their polls, every 
male from twenty years old and upward, all that went forth 

21 to war; those that were registered of them, even of the 
tribe of Reuben, were forty and six thousand and five 
hundred. 

22 Of the children of Simeon, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, those that were 
registered of them, according to the number of the names, 
by their polls, every male from twenty years old and upward, 

23 all that went forth to war; those that were registered of 
them, even of the tribe of Simeon, were fifty and nine thou¬ 
sand and three hundred. 

Of the children of Gad, by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
25 all that went forth to war; those that were registered of 
them, even of the tribe of Gad, were forty and five thou¬ 
sand six hundred and fifty. 

18 Of the children of Judah, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward. 
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ail that went forth to war; those that were registered of -J7 
them, even of the tribe of Judah, were threescore and four¬ 
teen thousand and six hundred. 

Of the children of Issachar, by their generations, after 28 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
all that went forth to war; those that were registered of a»' 
them, even of the tribe of Issachar, were fifty and four 
thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Zebulun, by their generations, after so 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
all that went forth to war; those that were registered of 31 
them, even of the tribe of Zebulun, were fifty and seven 
thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Joseph, namely, of the children of 32 
Ephraim, by their generations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and upward, all that went 
forth to war; those that were registered of them, even of 33 
the tribe of Ephraim, were forty thousand and five hundred. 

Of the children of Manasseh, by their generations, after ■‘•i 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty- years old and upward, 
all that went forth to war; those that were registered of as 
them, even of the tribe of Manasseh, were thirty and two 
thousand and two hundred. 

Of the children of Benjamin, by their generations, after as 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
all that went forth to war; those that were registered of ar 
them, even of the tribe of Benjamin, were thirty and five 
thousand and four hundred. 

Of the children of Dan, by their generations, after their ss 
families, by the house of their fathers, according to the 
number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
all that went forth to war; those that were registered of 
them, even of the tribe of Dan, were threescore and two 
thousand and seven hundred. 

Of the children of Asher, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
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ii all that went forth to war; those that were registered of 
them, even of the tribe of Asher, were forty and one thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. 


12 Of the children of Naphtali, by their generations, after 
their families, by the house of their fathers, according t o 
the number of the names, from twenty years old and upward, 
■hi all that went forth to war; those that were registered id' 
them, even of the tribe of Naphtali, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 


4 1 These are those that were registered, whom Moses and 
Aaron registered; and the twelve princes of Israel; each one 
43 was for the house of his fathers. So were all those that were 


registered of the children of Israel, by the house of their 
fathers, from twenty years old and upward, all that went 
4 <* forth to war in Israel; even all they that were registered 
were six hundred thousand and three thousand and five 


hundred and fifty. 

4 1 But the Levites after the tribe of their fathers were not 


■is registered among them. For Jehovah had spoken unto 
4 1 .' Moses, saying, ‘ Only the tribe of Levi thou shalt not re¬ 
gister, neither take the sum of them among the children 
M ‘ of Israel. But thou shalt appoint the Levites over the 
‘ Tabernacle of the Testimonials, and over all the vessels 


‘ thereof, and over all things that belong to it; they shall 
‘ bear the Tabernacle, and all the vessels thereof; and they 
‘ shall minister unto it, and shall encamp round about the 
3 i ‘ Tabernacle. And when the Tabernacle setteth forward, 
‘ the Levites shall take it down; and when the Tabernacle 
‘is to be pitched, the Levites shall set it up; and the 
02 ‘ stranger that cometh nigh shall be put to death. And 
‘ the children of Israel shall pitch their tents, every man 
1 by his own camp, and every man by his own standard, 
on ‘ throughout their hosts. But the Levites shall-pitch round 
‘ about the Tabernacle of the Testimonials, that Wrath come 
‘not upon the congregation of the children of Israel; and 
‘ the Levites shall keep the charge of the Tabernacle of the 
04 ‘ Testimonials.’ And the children of Israel did according 
to all that Jehovah had commanded Moses, so did they. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 ‘ Every man of the children of Israel shall pitch by his own 
‘ standard, with the sign of their father’s house; over against 
‘ and round about the Appointed Tent shall they pitch. 
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‘ And on the east side toward the rising of the sun shall » 
‘they of the standard of the camp of Judah pitch by their 
‘hosts; and Nahshon the son of Amminadab shall be cap- 
‘ tain of the children of Judah.* (And his host, and those 4 
that were registered of them, were threescore and four¬ 
teen thousand and six hundred.) ‘ And those that do pitch i 
‘next unto him shall be the tribe of Issachar; and JN'e- 
‘ thaneel the son of Zuar shall be captain of the children of 
‘Issachar.’ (And his host, and those that were registered « 
thereof, were fifty and four thousand and four hundred.) 
‘Then the tribe of Zebulun; and Eliab the son of Helon i 
‘ shall be captain of the children of Zebulun.’ (And his s 
host, and those that were registered thereof were fifty and 
seven thousand and four hundred. All that were regis- » 
tered in the camp of Judah were an hundred thousand and 
fourscore thousand and six thousand and four hundred, by 
their hosts.) ‘ These shall set forth first. 

‘ On the south side shall be the standard of the camp of 10 
‘ Reuben by their hosts; and the captain of the children 
‘ of Reuben shall be Elizur the son of Shedeur.’ (And his u 
host, and those that were registered thereof) were forty and 
six thousand and five hundred.) ‘And those which pitch 12 
‘ by him shall be the tribe of Simeon; and the captain of 
‘the children of Simeon shall be Shelumiel the son of 
‘ Zurishaddai.’ (And his host, and those that were regis- is 
tered of them, were fifty and nine thousand and three hun¬ 
dred.) ‘Then the trihe of Gad; and the captain of the i« 
‘ sons of Gad shall he Eliasaph the son of Reuel.’ (And his u 
host, and those that were registered of them, were forty 
and five thousand and six hundred and fifty. All that is 
were registered in the camp of Reuben were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and one thousand and four hundred and 
fifty, by their hosts.) ‘ And they shall set forth in the 
second rank. 

‘Then the Appointed Tent shall set forward with the 
‘ camp of the Levites in the midst of the camp; as they 
‘ encamp, so shall they set forward, every man in his place 
‘ by their standards. 

‘ On the west side shall be the standard of the camp of is 
‘Ephraim by their hosts; and the captain of the sons of 
‘ Ephraim shall be Elishama the son of Ammihud.’ (And 12 
his host, and those that were registered of them, were forty 
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20 thousand and five hundred.) ‘And by him shall he the 
‘ tribe of Manasseh; and the captain of the children of 

21 ‘ Manasseh shall be Gamaliel the son of Pedahzur.’ (And 
his host, and those that were registered of them, were thirty 

22 and two thousand and two hundred.) ‘ Then the tribe of 
‘ Benjamin ; and the captain of the sons of Benjamin shall 

23 ‘ be Abidan the son of Gideoni.’ (And his host, and those 
that were registered of them, were thirty and five thou- 

2 i sand and four hundred. All that were registered of the 
camp of Ephraim were an hundred thousand and eight 
thousand and an hundred, by their hosts.) ‘ And they 
‘ shall go forward in the third rank. 

25 ‘ The standard of the camp of Dan shall he on the north 

‘side by their hosts; and the captain of the children of 

20 ‘ Dan shall he Ahiezer the son of Ammishaddai.’ (And his 
host, and those that were registered of them, were three- 

27 score and two thousand and seven hundred.) ‘And those 
‘ that encamp by him shall be the tribe of Asher ; and the 
‘ captain of the children of Asher shall be Pagiel the son 

2 s < of Ocran.’ (And his host, and those that were registered 
of them, were forty and one thousand and five hundred.) 

29 ‘ Then the tribe of Naphtali ; and the captain of the ehil- 

30 ‘ dren of Naphtali shall be Ahira the son of Enan.’ (And 
his host, and those that were registered of them, were fifty 

si and three thousand and four hundred. All they that were 
registered in the camp of Dan were an hundred thousand 
and fifty and seven thousand and six hundred.) ‘ They 
‘ shall go hindmost with their standards.’ 

32 These are those which were registered of the children of 
Israel by the house of their fathers; all those that were 
registered of the camps by their hosts were six hundred 
thousand and three thousand and five hundred and fifty. 

33 But the Levitcs were not registered among the children of 

I3i Israel; as Jehovah had commanded Moses. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel did according to all that Jehovah had com¬ 
manded Moses; so they pitched by their standards, and so 
they set forward, every one after their families, according 
to the house of their fathers. 

1 These also are the generations of Aaron and Moses in 
the day that Jehovah spake with Moses on mount Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the sons of Aaron; Nadab the 

3 firstborn, and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. These are the 
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names of the sons of Aaron, the anointed priests, whose 
hands he filled [with offerings] to minister in the priest’s 
office. And Xadab and Abihu died before Jehovah, when 4 
they brought strange fire before Jehovah, in the desert of 
Sinai, and they had no children; and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest’s office in the sight of Aaron their 
father. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Bring the » 

‘ tribe of Levi near, and present them before Aaron the * 

1 priest, that they may minister unto him. And they shall ' 

‘ keep his charge, and the charge of the whole congregation 
‘ before the Appointed Tent, to do the service of the Taber- 
‘ nacle. And they shall keep all the instruments of the »> 
‘ Appointed Tent, and the charge of the children of Israel, 

‘ to do the service of the Tabernacle. And thou shalt give a 
‘ the Levites unto Aaron and to his sons; they are wholly 
‘ given unto him out of the children of Israel. And thou 1# 

‘ shalt appoint Aaron and his sons, and they shall keep 
‘ their priest’s office ; and the stranger that cometh nigh 
‘ shall be put to death.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ And I, behold, " 
‘I have taken the Levites from among the children of n 
‘ Israel instead of all the firstborn that openeth the womb 
‘ among the children of Israel; and the Levites shall be 
‘mine; because all the firstborn are mine. On the day i* 
‘ that I smote all the firstborn in the laud of Lower Egypt 
‘ I hallowed unto me all the firstborn in Israel, both man 
‘ and beast; mine shall they be; I am Jehovah.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses in the desert of Sinai, i* 
saying, ‘ Begister the children of Levi after the house of i* 
‘ their fathers by their families; every male from a month 
‘ old and upward shalt thou register them.’ And Moses i* 
registered them according to the word of Jehovah, as he 
was commanded. And these were the sons of Levi by it 
their names; Gershon, and Kohath, and Merari. 

And these are the names of the sons of Gershon by » 
their fa mili es; Libni, and Shimei. 

And the sons of Kohath by their families; Amram, w 
and Izehar, Hebron, and UzzieL 

And the sons of Merabi by their famil ies; Mahli, and ifr 
Mushi. These were the families of the Levites according 
to the house of their fathers. 
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21 Of Gershon was the family of the Libnites, and the 
family of the Shimites; these were the families of the 

22 Gershonites. Those that were registered of them, accord¬ 
ing to the number of all the males, from a month old and 
upward, even those that were registered of them were seven 

23 thousand and five hundred. The families of the Gershon- 
2i ites did pitch behind the tabernacle westward. And the 

chief of the house of the father of the Gershonites was 
25 Eliasaph the son of Lael. And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the Appointed Tent was the Tabernacle, and 
the Tent, the covering thereof, and the screen for the door- 
20 way of the Appointed Tent. And the hangings of the 
Court, and the screen for the doorway of the Court, which 
was round about the Tabernacle and the Altar, and the 
cords of it for all the service thereof. 

27 And of Kohath was the family of the Amramites, and 
the family of the Izeharites, and the family of the Hebron- 
ites, and the family of the Uzzielitos; these are the fami- 
2 s lies of the Kohathitcs. In the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, were eight thousand and 
20 six hundred, keeping the charge of the Holy Place. The 
families of the sons of Kohath pitched on the side of the 
so tabernacle southward. And the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of the Kohathitcs was Elizaphan the 

31 son of Uzziel. And their charge was the Ark, and the 
Table, and the Lamp-stand, and the altars, and the vessels 
of the Holy Place wherewith they minister, and the screen, 

32 and all the service thereof. And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest was chief over the chief of the Levites, and had 
the oversight of them that kept the charge of the Holy 
Place. 

33 Of Merabi was the family of the Mahlites, and the 
family of the Mushites; these are the families of Merari. 

3i And those that were registered of them, according to the 
number of all the males, from a month old and upward, 
35 were six thousand and two hundred. And the chief of 
the house of the father of the families of Merari was Zuriel 
the son of Abihail; these pitched on the side of the Taber- 
33 nacle northward. And the appointed charge of the sons 
of Merari was the boards of the Tabernacle, and the cross¬ 
bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, and the sockets thereof, 
3 ‘ and all the vessels thereof, and all that serveth thereto, and 
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the pillars of the Court round about, and their sockets, and 
their tent-pins, and their cords. 

But those that encamped before the Tabernacle in front, s» 
even before the Appointed Tent eastward, were Moses, and 
Aaron and his sons, keeping the charge of the Sanctuary 
for the charge of the children of Israel; (and the stranger 
that cometh nigh shall be put to death). All that were s«. 
registered of the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron regis¬ 
tered at the command of Jehovah, by their families, all the 
males from a month old and upward, were twenty and two 
thousand. 


And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Register all the first- !#■ 
‘ bom of the males of the children of Israel from a month 


‘ old and upward, and take the number of their names. 
‘And thou shalt take the Levites for me (I am Jehovah) 41 
‘ instead of all the firstborn among the children of Israel; 

‘ and the cattle of the Levites instead of all the firstlings 
‘ among the cattle of the children of Israel.’ And Moses « 
registered, as Jehovah commanded him, all the firstborn 
among the children of Israel. And all the firstborn males 43 
by the number of names, from a month old and upward, 
of those that were registered of them, were twenty and two 
thousand two hundred and threescore and thirteen 


And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Take theLevites 44 
‘ instead of all the firstborn among the children of Israel, 

‘ and the cattle of the Levites instead of their cattle; and 
‘the Levites shall be mine; I am Jehovah. And for the 46 
‘ two hundred and threescore and thirteen of the firstborn 


‘ of the children of Israel, that are to be redeemed, who are 
‘over and above the Levites; thou shalt even take five <r 
‘ Shekels apiece by the poll, after the holy Shekel shalt 
‘thou take them; (the Shekel is twenty Gerahs;) and thou 48 
‘ shalt give the money, wherewith those that are over and 
‘ above are to be redeemed, unto Aaron and to his sons.’ 
And Moses took the redemption money of them that were 49 
over and above them that were redeemed by the Levites; of so 
the firstborn of the children of Israel took he the money; 
a thousand three hundred and threescore and five Shekels, 
after the holy Shekel; and Moses gave the money of them si 
that were reedemed unto Aaron and to his sons, according to 
the word of Jehovah, as Jehovah had commanded Moses. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 1 
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•i ‘ Take the sum of the sons op Kohath from among the 
‘ sons of Levi, after their families, hy the house of their 

3 ‘ fathers, from thirty years old and upward even until fifty 
‘ years old, all that enter into the host, to do the work in 

4 ‘ the Appointed Tent. This shall be the service of the sons 
‘ of Kohath in the Appointed Tent, about the most holy 

5 ‘ things; and when the camp settcth forward, Aaron shall 
‘ come, and his sons, and they shall take down the screon- 
‘ing Veil, and cover the Ark of the Testimonials with it; 

c ‘and shall put thereon the covering of seals’ skins, and 
‘ shall spread over it a cloth wholly of blue, and shall put 

7 ‘ in the staves thereof. And upon the Presence-table they 
‘ shall spread a cloth of blue, and put thereon the dishes, 
‘and the [incense] ladles, and the jars, and cups to pour 

8 ‘ with; and the continual bread shall be thereon. And 
‘ they shall spread upon them a cloth of bright scarlet, and 
‘ cover the same with a covering of seals’ skins, and shall 

9 ‘put in the staves thereof. And they shall take a cloth of 
‘ blue, and cover the Lamp-stand of the light, and its lamps, 

‘ and its snuffers, and its snuff-dishes, and all the oil vessels 

io ‘ thereof, wherewith they minister unto it. And they shall 
‘ put it and all the vessels thereof within a covering of 

n ‘ seals’ skins, and shall put it upon a hand-bar. And upon 
‘ the golden altar they shall spread a cloth of blue, and 
‘ cover it with a covering of seals’ skins, and shall put to it 

12 ‘ the staves thereof. And they shall take all the instru- 
‘ ments of ministry, wherewith they minister in the Holy 
‘ Place, and put them in a cloth of blue, and cover them 
‘ with a covering of seals’ skins, and shall put them on a 

13 ‘ liand-bar. And they shall take away the bone-ashes from 

14 ‘ the Altar, and spread a purple cloth thereon. And they 
‘ shall put upon it all the vessels thereof, wherewith they 
‘minister about it, even the censers, the fleshhooks, and 
‘ the shovels, and the sprinkling vessels, all the vessels of 
‘the altar; and they shall spread upon it a covering of 

is 1 seals’ skins, and put to it the staves of it. And ivhen 
‘ Aaron and his sons have made an end of covering the 
‘ holy things, and all the holy vessels, as the camp is to set 
‘ forward; after that, the sons of Kohath shall come to bear 
‘ it; but they shall not touch any holy thing, lest they die. 
‘ These tldngs shall be the burden of the sons of Kohath 

16 ‘ in the Appointed Tent. And to Eleazar the son of Aaron 
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‘ the priest shall he the oversight of the oil for the light, 

‘ and the sweet incense, and the continual meal offering, 

‘ and the anointing oil, and the oversight of all the Taber- 
‘ nacle, and of all that therein is, in the Holy Place, and in 
‘ the vessels thereof’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, n 
‘ Cut ye not off the tribe of the families of the Kohathites is 
‘ from among the Levites; but thus do unto them, that they is 
‘ may live and not die, when they approach unto the Holy of 
‘ Holies. Aaron and his sons shall go in, and appoint them 
‘ every one to his service and to his burden; but they shall -o 
‘ not go in to look while the holy things are being packed 
‘ up, lest they die.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Take also the si 
‘ sum of the sons of Gershon, by the house of their fathers, 

‘ by their families; from thirty years old and upward until m 
‘ fifty years old shalt thou register them; all that come in 
‘ to join the host, to do the work in the Appointed Tent. 

‘ This is the service of the families of the Gershonites, to 
‘ serve, and for burdens; and they shall carry the curtains as 
‘ of the Tabernacle, and the Appointed Tent, its covering, 

‘ and the covering of the seals’ skins that is above upon it, 
‘and the screen for the doorway of the Appointed Tent, 
‘and the hangings of the Court, and the screen for the as 
‘ doorway of the gate of the Court, which is round about 
‘ the Tabernacle and the Altar, and their cords, and all the 
‘ instruments of their service, and all that is made for them; 

‘ so shall they serve. At the command of Aaron and his 
‘ sons shall be all the service of the sons of the Gershonites, 

‘ in all their burdens, and in all their service; and ye Bhall 
‘ appoint unto them in charge all their burdens. This is *s 
‘ the service of the families of the sons of Gerehon in the 
‘Appointed Tent; and their charge shall be under the 
‘ hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest 

‘ As for the sons of Merabi, thou shalt register them » 
‘after their families, by the house of their fathers; from so 
‘ thirty years old and upward even unto fifty yearn old shalt 
‘ thou register them, every one that cometh into the host, 

‘ to do the work of the Appointed Tent. And this is the 3i 
‘ charge of their burden, according to all their service in the 
‘AppointedTent; the hoards of the Tabernacle, and the cross- 
‘ bars thereof, and the pillars thereof and sockets thereof and 91 
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1 the pillars of the Court round about, and their sockets, and 
‘ their tent-pins, and their cords, with all their instruments, 

‘ and with all their service; and by name ye shall register 
:ia ‘ the instruments of the charge of their burden. This shall 
‘ be the service of the families of the sons of Merari, ac- 
‘ cording to all their service, in the Appointed Tent, under 
1 the hand of lthamar the son of Aaron the priest.’ 
at And Moses and Aaron and the Chiefs of the congrega¬ 
tion registered the sons op the Koii.vtiiites after their 
3i families, and after the house of their fathers, from thirty 
years old and upward even unto fifty years old, every one 
that came into the host, for the work in the Appointed 
so Tent. And those that were registered of them by their 
37 families were two thousand seven hundred and fifty. These 
were they that were registered of the families of the 
Kohathites, all that might do service in the Appointed 
Tent, whom Moses and Aaron did register according to the 
command of Jehovah by the hand of Moses, 
as And those that were registered of the sons of Gershon, 
so by their families, and by the house of their fathers, from 
thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years old, 
every one that came into the host, for the work in the 
■>(| Appointed Tent. Even those that were registered of them, 
by their families, by the house of their fathers, were two 
■it thousand and six hundred and thirty. These are they 
that were registered of the families of the sons of Gershon, 
of all that might do service in the Appointed Tent, whom 
Moses and Aaron did register according to the command 
of Jehovah. 

■12 And those that were registered of the families of the 
sons op Merari, by their families, by the house of their 
*l fathers, from thirty years old and upward even unto fifty 
years old, every one that came into the host,"for the work 
it in the Appointed Tent. Even those that were registered 
of them after their families, were three thousand and two 

45 hundred. These be those that were registered of the fami¬ 
lies of the sons of Merari, whom Moses and Aaron regis¬ 
tered according to the command of Jehovah by the hand 
of Moses. 

46 All those that were registered of the Levites, whom 
Moses and Aaron and the Chiefs of Israel registered after 

47 their families, and after the house of their fathers, from 
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thirty years old and upward even unto fifty years old, 
every one that came to do the work of the service, and the 
work of the burden in the Appointed Tent. Even those 
that were registered of them, were eight thousand and five 
hundred and fourscore. According to the command of Jeho¬ 
vah they were registered by the hand of Moses, every one 
according to his work, and according to his burden; thus 
were they registered by him, as Jehovah had commanded 
Moses. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Command the 
‘ children of Israel, that they put out of the camp every 
‘ leper, and every one that hath an issue, and whosoever 
‘ is defiled by the dead; both male and female shall ye put 
‘ out, without the camp shall ye put them; that they defile 
‘ not their camps, in the midst whereof I dwelL’ And the 
children of Israel did so, and put them out without the 
camp; as Jehovah spake unto Moses, so did the children 
of Israel. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 
1 the children of Israel, When a man or woman shall com- 
‘ mit any wrong against man, to do a trespass against Jeho- 
‘ vah, and that person be guilty; then they shall confess 
‘ their wrong which they have done; and he s hall recom- 
‘ pense his guilt with the principal thereof, and add unto 
‘it the fifth part thereof, and give it unto him against 
‘ whom he hath been guilty. But if the man have no Irins - 
‘ man for the guilt to be recompensed unto, let the guilt 
‘ be recompensed unto Jehovah, even to the priest, beside 
‘ the ram of the atonement, whereby an atonement is made 
‘for him. 

‘ And every heave offering of all the holy things of the 
‘ children of Israel, which they bring unto the priest, shall 
‘ be his. And every man’s hallowed things shall be his; 

‘ whatsoever any man giveth unto the priest^ it shall be 
‘his.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 
' children of Israel, and say unto them. If any man’s wipe 
' oo aside, and co mmi t a trespass against him, and a man 
‘ lie with her carnally, and it be hid from the eyes of her 
‘ husband, and be kept dose, and she be defiled, and there 
‘ be no witness against her, neither she be taken in the fact; 
< and the spirit of jealousy come upon him, and he be jea- 
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‘ lous of his wife, and she be defiled; or if the spirit of 
‘jealousy come upon him, and he he jealous of his wife, and 
15 ‘ she be not defiled; then shall the man bring his wife unto 
‘ the priest, and he shall bring her Gift for her, the tenth 
‘part of an Ephah of barley meal; he shall pour no oil 
‘upon it, nor put frankincense thereon; for it is a meal 
‘ ottering of jealousy, a meal offering of memorial, bringing 
m ‘ iniquity to remembrance. And the priest shall bring her 
u ‘near, and sot her before Jehovah. And the priest shall 
‘take holy water in an earthen vessel; and some of the 
‘ dust that is on the floor of the Tabernacle the priest shall 
ib ‘ take, and put it into the water. And the priest shall set the 
‘ woman before Jehovah, and uncover the woman’s head, 
‘ and put the meal offering of memorial in her hands, which 
‘is the jealousy offering. And the priest shall have in his 

19 ‘ hand the bitter water that causeth the curse. And the 
‘ priest shall charge her by an oath, and say unto the woman, 
‘ If no man have lain with thee, and if thou hast not gone 
‘ aside to uncleanness instead of to thy husband, be thou 

20 ‘ free from this bitter water that causeth the curse. But if 
‘ thou hast gone aside instead of to thy husband, and if 
‘ thou bo defiled, and some man have lain with thee beside 

21 ‘ thine husband; then the priest shall charge the woman 
‘ with an oath of cursing, and the priest shall say unto the 
‘woman, Jehovah make thee a curse and an oath among 
‘ thy people, when Jehovah doth make thy thigh to rot, 

22 ‘ and thy belly to swell; and this w'ater that causeth the 
‘ curse shall go into thy bowels, to make thy belly to swell, 

‘ and thy thigh to rot; and the woman shall say, Amen, 

23 ‘ amen. And the priest shall write these curses in a book, 

24 ‘and he shall blot them out with the bitter water; and he 
‘ shall cause the woman to drink the bitter water that causeth 
‘ the curse; and the water that causeth the curse 'shall enter 

25 ‘ into her, and be bitter. Then the priest shall take the 
‘jealousy offering out of the woman’s hand, and shall wave 
‘the offering before Jehovah, and bring it to the Altar. 

20 ‘And the priest shall take an handful of the offering, even 
‘ a memorial thereof, and burn it for incense upon the Altar, 

‘ and afterward shall cause the woman to drink the water, 
i 27 ‘ And when he hath made her to drink the water, then it 
‘ shall come to pass, that, if she be defiled, and have done 
‘ trespass against her husband, that the water that causeth 
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‘ the curse shall enter into her, and be bitter, and her belly 
1 shall swell, and her thigh shall rot; and the woman shall 
‘ be a curse among her people. And if the woman be not 28 
‘defiled, but he clean; then she shall be free, and shall 
‘ conceive seed.’ This is the law of jealousies, when a s» 
wife goeth aside instead of to her husband, and is defiled ; 
or when the spirit of jealousy cometh upon him, and he so 
be jealous over his wife, and shall set the woman before 
Jehovah, and the priest shall execute upon her all this 
law. Then shall the man be guiltless from iniquity, and si 
this woman shall bear her iniquity. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 1 
‘ the children of Israel, and say unto them, When either J 
‘ man or woman will perform his vow, the vow of a Naza- 
‘ rite [or one separated], by separating himself unto Jeho- 
‘ vah; he shall separate him self from wine and strong drink, s 
‘ and shall drink no vinegar of wine, or vinegar of strong 
‘ drink, neither shall he drink any liquor of grapes, nor eat 
‘ moist grapes, or dried All the days of his separation shall 4 
‘ he eat nothing that is made of the grape-vine, from the 
‘ stones of the grapes even to the skins. All the days of J 
‘ the vow of his separation there shall no razor come upon 
‘ his head; until the days be f ulfill ed, in the which he sepa- 
‘rateth him self unto Jehovah, he shall be holy, and shall 
‘ let the locks of the hair of his head grow. All the days s 
‘ that he separateth himself unto Jehovah he shall come 
‘ near no dead body. He shall not make himself unclean ~ 
‘ for his father, or for his mother, for his brother, or for 
‘his sister, when they die; because the Separation unto 
‘ his God is upon his head. All the days of his separation * 
‘he is holy unto Jehovah. 

‘ And if any man die very suddenly by him, and he hath « 
‘ defiled the head of his Separation; then he shall shave 
‘ his head in the day of his cleansing, on the seventh day 
‘ s hall he shave it. And on the eighth day he shall bring m 
‘ two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, to the priest, to 
‘ the doorway of the Appointed Tent And the priest shall 11 
‘ offer the one for a sin offering, and the other for a burnt 
‘offering, and make an atonement for him, for that he 
‘ sinned by the dead body, and shall hallow his head that 
‘same day. And he shall separate unto Jehovah the days 12 
‘ of his Separation, and shall bring a lamb of the first year 
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‘ for a guilt offering; but the days that were before shall be 
‘ lost, because his Separation was defiled, 
n ‘And this is the law of the Nazarite, when the days of 
‘ his Separation are fulfilled. He shall be brought unto the 
14 ‘ doorway of the Appointed Tent; and he shall bring his 
‘ Gift unto Jehovah, one he lamb of the first year without 
‘ blemish for a burnt offering, and one ewe lamb of the first 
‘ year without blemish for a sin offering, and one ram witlv 
is ‘ out blemish for a peace offering. And a basket of unlea- 
‘ vened bread, pricked cakes of fine flour mingled with oil, 
‘ and wafers of unleavened bread anointed with oil, and 
to ‘their meal offering, and their drink offerings. And the 
‘ priest shall bring them before Jehovah, and shall offer his 
it ‘sin offering, and his burnt offering. And he shall offer the 
‘ram for a sacrifice of peace offerings unto Jehovah, with 
‘the basket of unleavened bread; the priest shall offer also 
is ‘his meal offering, and his drink offering. And the Naza- 
‘ rite shall shave the head of his Separation at the doorway 
‘ of the Appointed Tent, and shall take the hair of the head 
‘ of his Separation, and put it in the fire which is under 
I'- 1 ‘ the sacrifice of the peace offerings. And the priest shall 
‘ take the cooked shoulder of the ram, and one unleavened 
1 pricked cake out of the basket, and one unleavened wafer, 
‘and shall put them upon the hands of the Nazarite, after 
so ‘ the hair of his separation is shaven. And the priest shall 
‘ wave them for a wave offering before Jehovah. This is 
‘ holy for the priest, with the wave breast and heave leg. 
2i ‘ And after that the Nazarite may drink wine.’ This is the 
law of the Nazarite who hath vowed, and of his offering 
unto Jehovah for his Separation, beside anything that his 
hand shall get. According to the vow which he vowed, 
so he must do after the law of his Separation. 

-- And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto 
‘ Aaron and unto his sons, saying, In this wise ye shall bless 
‘ the children of Israel, saying unto them, 

2 i ‘ May Jehovah bless thee, and keep thee; 

25 ‘ May Jehovah make his face shine upon thee, and be gra¬ 
cious unto thee; 

2'i ‘May Jehovah lift up his face upon thee, and give thee 
peace. 

‘ And they shall put my name upon the children of 
‘ Israel; and I will bless them,’ 
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And it came to pass on the day that Moses had fully set 1 
up the Tabernacle, and had anointed it, and made it holy, 
and all the instruments thereof, both the Altar and all the 
vessels thereof, and had anointed them, and made them 
holy; that the princes of Israel, heads of the house of their s 
fathers, who were the princes of the tribes, and were placed 
over them that were registered, brought Gifts. And they s 
brought their Gifts before Jehovah, six covered wagons, and 
twelve oxen; a wagon for two of the princes, and for each 
one an ox. And they brought them before the Tabernacle. 
And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Take it of them, « 
‘ that they may be to do the service of the Appointed Tent; s 
‘ and thou shalt give them unto the Levites, to every man 
‘according to his service.’ And Moses took the wagons « 
and the oxen, and gave them unto the Levites. Two ^ 
wagons and four oxen he gave unto the sons of Gerslion, 
according to their service. And four wagons and eight oxen s 
he gave unto the sons of Merari, according unto their ser¬ 
vice, under the hand of Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 
But unto the sons of Kohath he gave none; because the 9 
holy service belonging unto them was that they should 
carry upon their shoulders. 

And the princes brought the dedicating Gifts for the 10 
Altar in the day that it was anointed, even the princes 
brought their Gifts before the Altar. And Jehovah said n 
unto Moses, ‘ They shall bring their Gift, each prince on 
‘his day, for the dedicating of the altar.’

85 each dish of silver weighing an hundred and thirty Shekels, 
each sprinkling vessel seventy. All the silver vessels 
weighed two thousand and four hundred Shekels [or 1200 
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ounces], after the holy Shekel. The golden ladles were no 
twelve, full of incense, weighing ten Shekels apiece, after 
the holy Shekel. All the gold of the ladles was an hun¬ 
dred and twenty Shekels [or 60 ounces]. All the oxen for 87 
the burnt offering were twelve bullocks, the rams twelve, 
the lambs of the first year twelve, with their m6al offer¬ 
ings ; and the kids of the goats for the sin offering twelve. 
And all the oxen for the sacrifice of the peace offerings m 
were twenty and four bullocks, the rams sixty, the he goats 
sixty, the lambs of the first year sixty. This was the Dedi¬ 
cation of the Altar, after that it was anointed. 

And when Moses was gone into the Appointed Tent to 
speak with Him, then he heard the voice of one speaking 
unto him from off the Cover that was upon the Ark of the 
Testimonials, from between the two Cherubs; and he spake 
unto him. And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak 1 
‘ unto Aaron, and say unto him, When thou lightest the 
‘ lamps, the seven lamps shall give light over against the 
‘Lamp-stand.’ And Aaron did so; he lighted the lamps a 
thereof over against the Lamp-stand, as Jehovah com¬ 
manded Moses. And this work of the Lamp-stand was of 4 
beaten gold, unto the shaft thereof, unto the flowers there¬ 
of, was beaten work; according unto the pattern which 
Jehovah had shewed Moses, so he had made the Lamp-stand.

‘ of Israel shall put their hands upon the Levites. And i > 

‘ Aaron shall offer the Levites before Jehovah for a wave 
‘ offering of the children of Israel, that they may be for the 
‘ work of the service of Jehovah. And the Levites shall h 
‘ lay their hands upon the heads of the bullocks; and thou 
‘ Bhalt offer the one for a sin offering, and the other for a 
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‘ burnt offering, unto Jehovah, to make an atonement for 
i:; 1 the Levites. And thou shalt set the Lovites before Aaron, 
‘ and before his sons, and offer them for a wave offering 
u ‘unto Jehovah. Thus shalt thou separate the Levites from 
‘ among the children of Israel; and the Levites shall be 
is ‘ mine. And after that shall the Levites go in to do the 
‘ work of the Appointed Tent; and thou shalt cleanse them, 
‘ and offer them for a wave offering. For they are wholly 
‘ given unto me from among the children of Israel; instead 
‘of such as open every womb; instead of the firstborn of 
‘ all the chddren of Israel, have I taken them unto me. 
is ‘For all the firstborn of the children of Israel are mine; 
‘ both man and beast; on the day that I smote every first- 
‘ born in the land of Lower Egypt I made them holy for 
is ‘ myself. And I have taken the Levites instead of all the 
la ‘ firstborn of the children of Israel. And I have given the 
‘ Levites as a gift to Aaron and to his sons from among the 
‘ children of Israel, to do the service of the children of 
‘ Israel in the Appointed Tent, and to make an atonement 
‘for the children of Israel; that there be no plague among 
‘the children of Israel, when the children of Israel come 
no ‘ nigh unto the Holy Place.’ And Moses, and Aaron, and 
all the congregation of the children of Israel, did to the 
Lovites according unto all that Jehovah commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did the children of Israel unto 

21 them. And the Levites were purified from sin, and they 
washed their clothes; and Aaron offered them as a wave 
offering before Jehovah; and Aaron made an atonement 

22 for them to cleanse them. And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the Appointed Tent before Aaron, 
and before his sons; as Jehovah had commanded Moses 
concerning the Levites, so did they unto them. 

23 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ This is it that 
si ‘ belongeth unto the Levites.

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses in the desert of Sinai, 
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in the first month of the second year after they were come 
out of the land of Lower Egypt [A.M. 2669], saying, ‘Let 2 
‘ the children of Israel also keep the Passover at its ap- 
‘ pointed season. In the fourteenth day of this month, at J 
‘ sunset [or between the evenings], ye shall keep it in its 
‘ appointed season; according to all the statutes of it, and 
‘according to all the ordinances thereof, shall ye keep it.’ 
And Moses spake unto the children of Israel, that they 4 
should keep the Passover. And they kept the Passover 2 
on the fourteenth day of the first month at sunset [or be¬ 
tween the evenings] in the desert of Sinai; according to all 
that Jehovah had commanded Moses, so did the children 
of Israel. 

And there were certain men, who were defiled by the « 
dead body of a man, so that they could not keep the Pass- 
over on that day; and they came before Moses and before 
Aaron on that day. And these men said unto him, ‘We 1 
‘ are defiled by the dead body of a man; wherefore are we 
‘kept back, that we may not bring the Gift of Jehovah in 
‘ its appointed season among the children of Israel?’ And s 
Moses said unto them, ‘ Stand still, and I will hear what 
‘Jehovahwill command concerning you.’ And Jehovah » 
spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto the children of u> 
‘ Israel, saying, If any man of you or of your posterity shall 
‘be unclean by reason of a dead body, or be on a journey 
‘ afar off, yet he shall keep the Passover unto Jehovah. 

‘ On the fourteenth day of the second month at sunset 11 
‘ [or between the evenings] they shall keep it, and eat it 
‘ with unleavened bread and bitter herbs. They shall leave 12 
‘ none of it unto the morning, nor break any bone of it; 

‘ according to all the statutes of the Passover they shall 
‘ keep it. But the man that is clean, and is not on a 12 
‘journey, and forbeareth to keep the Passover, even the 
‘ same soul shall be cut off from among his people; because 
‘he brought not the Gift of Jehovah in its appointed 
‘ season, that man shall bear his sin. And if a stranger 14 
‘ shall sojourn among you, and will keep the Passover unto 
‘ Jehovah; according to the statutes of the Passover, and 
‘according to the ordinances thereof, so shall he do; ye 
‘ shall have one statute, both for the stranger, and for him 
‘ that was born in the land. ’ 

And during the day, when the Tabernacle was reared 14 
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up, the cloud covered the Tabernacle with the Tent of the 
Testimonials; and in the evening there was upon the Taber¬ 
nacle as it were the appearance of fire, until the morning. 

10 So it was always; the cloud covered it [by day], and the 
iv appearance of tire by night. And at the signal of the cloud 
being taken up from the Tent, then after that the children 
of Israel journeyed; and in the place where the cloud 
is abode, there the children of Israel pitched their tents. At 
the command of Jehovah the children of Israel journeyed, 
and at the command of Jehovah they pitched. Every day 
that the cloud abode upon the Tabernacle they rested in 
io their tents. And when the cloud tarried long upon the 
Tabernacle many days, then the children of Israel kept 
no the charge of Jehovah, and journeyed not. And so it was, 
when the cloud was a few days upon the Tabernacle; ac¬ 
cording to the command of Jehovah they abode in their 
tents, and according to the command of Jehovah they 

2 1 journeyed. And so it was, when the cloud abode from the 
evening unto the morning, and that the cloud was taken 
up in the morning, then they journeyed ; whether it was 
by day or hy night that the cloud was taken up, they jour- 

22 neyed. Or whether it were two days, or a month, or a 
year, that the cloud tarried upon the Tabernacle, remaining 
thereon, the children of Israel abode in their tents, and 
journeyed not; but when it was taken up, they journeyed. 

28 At the command of Jehovah they vested in the tents, and 
at the command of Jehovah they journeyed; they kept the 
charge of Jehovah, at the command of Jehovah by the 
hand of Moses. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Make to thee 

2 ‘two trumpets of silver; of a whole piece shalt thou make 
‘ them; that thou mayest use them for the calling of the 

2 ‘ congregation, and for the journeying of the camps. And 
‘ when they shall blow with them, all the congregation 
‘ shall gather themselves unto thee at the doorway of the 
1 1 Appointed Tent. And if they blow but with one trum- 
‘ pet, then the princes, who are heads of the thousands of 
:• ‘ Israel, shall gather themselves unto thee. When ye blow 
‘ an alarm, then the camps that lie on the east side shall go 
8 ‘ forward. When ye blow an alarm the second time, then 
‘ the camps that lie on the south side shall take their 
‘journey. They shall blow an alarm for their journeys, 
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‘ But when the assembly is to be assembled, ye shall blow, ? 
‘ but ye shall not sound an alarm. And the sons of Aaron, a 
‘ the priests, shall blow with the trumpets; and they shall 
‘ bo to you for a statute for ever throughout your genera¬ 
tions. And if ye go to war in your land against the » 
‘ enemy that oppressetli you, then ye shall blow an alarm 
‘ with the trumpets; and ye shall be remembered before 
‘ Jehovah your God, and ye shall be saved from your ene- 
‘ mies. Also in the day of your gladness, and in your m 
‘solemn days, and in the beginnings of your months, ye 
‘ shall blow with the trumpets over your burnt offerings, 

‘ and over the sacrifices of your peace offerings; that they 
‘may be to you for a memorial before your God; I am 
‘ Jehovah your God.’ 

And it came to pass on the twentieth day of the second it 
month, in the second year, that the cloud was taken up 
from off the Tabernacle of the Testimonials. And the H 
children of Israel journeyed on their journeys out of the 
desert of Sinai; and the cloud rested in the desert of Paran. 
And they first took their journey according to the com- » 
mand of Jehovah by the hand of Moses. 

In the first place went the standard of the camp of the u 
children of Judah according to their hosts; and over his 
host was iS'ahshon the son of Amminadab. And over the r< 
host of the tribe of the children of Issachar was Nethaneel 
the son of Zuar. And over the host of the tribe of the chil- is 
dren of Zebulun was Eliab the son of Helon. 

And the Tabernacle was taken down; and the sons of u 
Gershon and the sons of Merari set forward, bearing the 
Tabernacle. 

And the standard of the camp of Reuben set forward is 
according to their hosts; and over his host was Elizur the 
son of Sliedeur. And over the host of the tribe of the n> 
children of Simeon was Shelumiel the son of Zurishaddai. 
And over the host of the tribe of the children of Gad was - 1 ' 
Eliasaph the son of Deuel. 

And the Kohathites set forward, bearing the Sanctuary ; 21 
and [the others] did set up the Tabernacle against they 
came. 

And the standard of the camp of the children of Ephraim 23 
set forward according to their hosts; and over his host was 
Elishama the son of Ammihud. And over the host of the ■ u 
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tribe of the children of Manasseh was Gamaliel the son 
n of Pedahzur. And over the host of the tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin was Ahidan the son of Gideoni. 
a:> And the standard of the camp of the children of Dan 
set forward, which -was the rearguard of all the camps 
throughout their hosts; and over his host was Ahiezer the 
son of Ammishaddai. And over the host of the tribe of 
■■i! the children of Asher was Pagiol the son of Ocran. And 
over the host of the tribe of the children of Naphtali was 
25 Ahira the son of Enan. Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their hosts, when they set 
forward. 

2 'J And Moses said unto IIobab, the son of Raguel the 
Midianite, Moses’ father in law, 1 We are journeying unto 
‘the place of which Jehovah said, I will give it to you. 
‘ Come thou with us, and we will do thee good; for Jeho- 
so ‘ vah hath spoken good concerning Israel.’ And he said 
unto him, ‘ I will not go; but I will depart to mine own 
3i ‘land, and to my kindred.’ And he said, ‘Leave us not, 
‘ I pray thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how we are to 
‘ encamp in the desert, and thou mayest be to us instead of 
‘ eyes. And it shall be, if thou go with us, yea, it shall be, 
‘ that what goodness Jehovah shall do unto us, the -same 
‘will wo do unto thee.’ 

33 And they departed from the Mountain of Jehovah three 
days’ journey; and the Ark of the Covenant of Jehovah 
went before them in the three days’ journey, to search out 
3i a resting place for them. And the cloud of Jehovah was 
3 1 upon them by day, when they went out of the camp. And 
it came to pass, when the Ark set forward, that Moses said, 
‘Rise up, O Jehovah, and let thine enemies be scattered; 
3° ‘ and let them that hate thee flee before thee.’ And when 
it rested, he said, ‘ Return, 0 Jehovah, unto the ten thou¬ 
sand thousands of Israel.’ 

1 And when the people complained, it displeased Jehovah. 
And Jehovah heard it; and his anger was kindled; and 
the tiro of Jehovah burnt among them, and consumed them 

2 that wore in the uttermost parts of the camp. And the 
people cried unto Moses; and when Moses prayed unto 

3 Jehovah, the fire was quenched. And he called the name 
of the place Taberah [or Burning]; because the tire of Jeho¬ 
vah burnt among them. 
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And the gathered rabble that was among them fell a *■ 
longing; and the children of Israel also turned back and 
wept, and said, ‘ Who will give us flesh to eat? We re- s 
‘ member the fish, which we did eat in Lower Egypt freely; 
‘the cucumbers, and the melons, and the leeks, and the 
‘ onions, and the garlic; but now our soul is dried away; «• 
‘there is nothing at all, beside this Manna, before our 
‘eyes.’ (And the Manna was as coriander seed, and the f 
colour thereof as the colour of bdellium [or pearls]. And » 
the people went about, and gathered it, and ground it in 
mills, or beat it in a mortar, and cooked it in pots, and 
made cakes of it; and the taste of it was as the taste of oil 
cake. And when the dew fell upon the camp in the night, li¬ 
the Manna fell with it.) Then Moses heard the people n> 
weep throughout their families, every man in the dooiway 
of bus tent; and the anger of Jehovah was kindled greatly; 
Moses also was displeased. And Moses said unto Jehovah, n 
‘ Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy servant? An d where- 
‘ fore have I not found favour in thy sight, that thou layest 
‘the burden of all this people upon me? Have I con- 1 * 
‘ ceived all this people ? Have I begotten them, that thou 
‘shouldest say unto me, Carry them in thy bosom, as a 
‘ nursing father beareth a sucking child, unto the land of 
‘ which thou swarest unto their fathers 1 Whence should u 
‘Ihave flesh to give unto all this people? for they weep 
‘unto me, saying, Give ns flesh, that we may eat. I am n 
‘not able to bear all this people alone, because it is too 
‘ heavy for me. And if thou deal thus with me, kill me, is 
‘ I pray thee, out of hand, if I have found favour in thy 
‘ sight; and let me not see my wretchedness.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Gather unto me seventy is 
‘ men of the elders of Israel, whom thou knowest to be 
‘ the elders of the people, and officers over them; and bring 
‘ them unto the Appointed Tent, that they may stand there 
‘with thee. And I will come down and talk with thee it 
‘there; and I will take some of the spirit which is upon 
‘ thee, and will put it upon them; and they shall bear the 
‘ burden of the people with thee, that thou bear it not 
‘thyself alone. And say thou unto the people. Sanctify is 
‘ yourselves against to-morrow, and ye shall eat flesh; for 
‘ ye have wept in the ears of Jehovah, saying, Who will 
‘give us flesh to eat? for it was well with us in Lower 
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‘ Egypt. Therefore Jehovah will give you flesh, and ye 
iio ‘shall eat. Ye shall not eat one day, nor two days, nor 
«io ‘five days, neither ten days, nor twenty days; but even a 
‘ whole month, until it come out at your nostrils, and it be 
‘ loathsome unto you; because that ye have despised Jeho- 
‘ vah who is among you, and have wept before him, saying, 
11 * Why came we forth out of Lower Egypt ?’ And Moses said, 

‘ The people among whom I am, are six hundred thousand 
1 footmen; and thou hast said, I will give them flesh, that 
S3 ‘ they may eat a whole month. Shall the flocks and the 
‘herds be slain for them, to suffice them! or will all the 
‘fish of the sea be gathered together for them, to suffice 
la:: ‘them!’ And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Is Jehovah’s band 
‘shortened! Thou slialt see now whether my word will 
‘ come to pass unto thee or not.’ 
i M And Moses went out, and told the people the words of 
Jehovah, and gathered seventy men of the elders of the 
! 2 'i people, and set them round about the Tent. And Jehovah 
came down in a cloud, and spake unto him, and took some 
of the spirit that was upon him, and gave it unto the 
seventy elders; and it came to pass, that, when the spirit 
so rested upon them, they prophesied. But two of the men 
were not gathered in, hut remained in the camp; the name 
of the one was Eldad, and the name of the other Medad. 
And the spirit rested upon them; and they were of them 
that were enrolled, hut they went not out unto the Tent; 

■ 2i and they prophesied in the camp. And there ran a young 

man, and told Moses, and said, ‘ Eldad and Medad do pro- 

■ so ‘ phesy in the camp. 1 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 

servant of Moses, one of his chosen men, answered and 
2 d said, ‘ My lord Moses, forbid them.’ And Moses said unto 
him, ‘Enviest thou for my sake! Oh that all Jehovah’s 
‘people were prophets, and that Jehovah would put his 
jo ‘ spirit upon them!’ And Moses gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Israel. 

31 And there went forth a wind from Jehovah, and brought 
quails from the sea, and let them fall by the camp, as it 
were a day’s journey on this side, and as it were a day’s 
journey on the other side, round about the camp, and as it 

32 were two cubits high upon the face of the earth. And the 
people stood up all that day, and all that night, and all the 
next day, and they gathered the quails. He that gathered 
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least gathered ten Homers [or ninety bushels]. And they 
spread them all abroad for themselves round about the camp. 
And while the flesh was yet between their teeth, ere it was 
chewed, the wrath of Jehovah was kindled against the people, 
aud Jehovah smote the people with a very great plague. 
And he called the name of that place the Burial-place of : 
Taavah [or Longing]; because there they buried the people 
that longed. And the people journeyed from the Burial- : 
place of Taavah unto the Village [of Paran]. And they 
abode at the Village. 

And Miriam and Aaron spake against Moses because of 
the Cushite [or Ethiopian] woman whom he had married; 
for he had married a Cushite woman. And they said, 
‘Hath Jehovah indeed spoken only by Moses ? Hath he 
‘not spoken also by us?’ And Jehovah heard it. (Now 
the man Moses was very meek, above all the men that 
were upon the face of the earth.) And Jehovah spake > 
suddenly unto Moses, and unto Aaron, and unto Miriam, 

‘ Come out ye three unto the Appointed Tent.’ And they 
three came out And Jehovah came down in the pillar of 
the cloud, and stood at the doorway of the Tent, and called 
Aaron and Miriam. And they both came forth. And he '• 
said, ‘ Hear now my words; If there be a prophet of Jeho- 
‘ vah among you, I will make myself known unto him in 
‘a vision, and will speak unto him in a dream. Not so 5 
‘ shall it be with my servant Moses. He is faithful in all 
‘ mine house. With him will I speak mouth to mouth, even > 
‘plainly, and not in dark speeches; and the likeness of 
‘Jehovah shall he behold. Wherefore then were ye not 
‘afraid to speak against my servant Moses?’ And the »■ 
anger of Jehovah was kindled against them; and he de¬ 
parted. And the cloud departed from off the Tent; and, io 
behold, Miriam became leprous, like snow. And Aaron 
looked upon Miriam, and, behold, she was leprous. And u 
Aaron said unto Moses, ‘ Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay 
‘ not the sin upon us, wherein we have done foolishly, and 
‘wherein we have sinned. Let her not be as one dead, of n 
‘ whom the flesh is half consumed when he cometh out of 
‘his mother’s womb.’ And Moses cried unto Jehovah, u 
saying, ‘Heal her now, 0 God, I beseech thee.’ And i* 
Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘If her father had but spit in 
‘ her face, should she not be ashamed seven days ? Let her 
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‘ be shut out from the camp seven days, and after that let 
is ‘ her be received in again.’ And Miriam was shut out from 
the camp seven days; and the people journeyed not till 
in Miriam was brought in again. And afterward the people 
removed from the Village, and pitched in the desert of 
Paran. 

1 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Send thou men, 

2 ‘ that they may spy out the land of Canaan, which I give 
‘ unto the children of Israel; of every tribe of their fathers 
‘ shall ye send a man, every one a ruler among them.’ 

3 And Moses by the command of Jehovah sent them from 
the desert of Paran; all those men were heads of the chil- 

4 dren of Israel. And these were their names; 

Of the tribe of Reuben, Shammua the son of Zaccur. 

5 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat the son of HorL 

■ 6 Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the son of Jephunneh. 

^ Of the tribe of Issachar, Igal the son of Joseph. 

» Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea the son of Nun. 

■ “ Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti the son of Raphu. 

■io Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel the son of Sodi. 

li Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, of the tribe of Manasseh, 
Gaddi the son of Susi. 

ti Of the tribe of Dan, Ammicl the son of Gemalli. 
na Of tire tribe of Asher, Sethur the son of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naplitali, Nahbi the son of VophsL 
as Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the son of Machi. 
no These are the names of the men that Moses sent to 
spy out the land. And Moses called Oshea [or Help], the 
it son of Nun, Jehoshua [or Jail’s Help]. And Moses sent 
them to spy out the land of Canaan, and said unto them, 
‘ Get you up this way into the South country, and go up 
is ‘unto the Hill country; and see the land, what it is; and 
‘ the people that dwelleth therein, whether they be strong 
ia ‘or weak, few or many; and what the land is that they 
‘ dwell in, whether it be good or bad; and what cities they 
‘ be that they dwell in, whether in camps, or in fenced 
'io ‘cities; and what the land is, whether it be fat or lean, 
‘whether there be wood therein, or not. And be ye of 
‘good courage, and bring of the fruit of the land.’ Now 
the time was the time of the first-ripe grapes. 

81 So they went up, and spied out the land (from the desert 
n of Zin unto Rehob, at the Pass of Hamath). And they 
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went up into the South country, and came unto Hebron; 
where Ahiman, Sheshai, and Talmai, the children ofltnak 
[or the Giants], were. (Now Hebron was built seven years 
before Zoan [or Tanis] in Lower Egypt.) And they came a 
unto the valley of Eshcol, and cut down from thence a branch 
with one cluster of grapes, and they bare it between two 
upon a staff, with some of the pomegranates, and of the 
figs. The place was called the valley of Eshcol [or the ** 
Cluster], because of the cluster of grapes which the children 
of Israel cut down from thence. 


And they returned from spying out the land after forty S? 
days. And they went and came to Moses, and to Aaron, " f - 
and to all the congregation of the children of Israel, unto the 
desert of Paran, to Kadesh; and brought back word unto 
them, and unto all the congregation, and shewed them the 
fruit of the land. And they related to him, and said, ‘We ’• 
‘ came unto the land whither thou sentest us, and surely it 
‘ floweth with milk and honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

‘ Nevertheless, the people be strong that dwell in the land, -° 
‘ and the cities are walled, and very great; and moreover we 
‘ saw children of Anak there. The Amalekites dwell in the 


‘ land of the South country; and the Hittites, and the Jebu- 
‘ sites, and the Amorites, dwell in the Hill country; and the 
‘ Canaanites dwell by the sea, and by the side of the Jordan.’ 
And Caleb stilled the people before Moses, and said, ‘ Let us m 
‘ go up at once, and possess it; for we arc well able to over- 
1 come it.’ But the men that went up with him said, ‘We 
‘ are not able to go up against the people; for they are 
‘stronger than we.’ And they brought an evil report of 
the land which they had spied out unto the children of 
Israel, saying, ‘ The land, through which we have gone to 
‘ spy it out, is a land that eateth up the inhabitants thereof ; 

‘ and all the people that we saw in it are men of a great 
‘ stature. And there we saw the Giants, sons of Anak, * 
‘who come of the Giants [or Fallen ones]; and we were 
‘ in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so we were in their 
‘ sight.’ 

And all the congregation lifted up their voice, and cried. 1 
And the people wept that night. And all the children of 2 
Israel murmured against Moses and against Aaron. And 
the whole congregation said unto them, ‘ Oh that we had 
‘ died in the land of Lower Egypt! or that we had died in 
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3 ‘this desert! And wherefore hath Jehovah brought us 
‘ unto this land, to fall by the sword, that our wives and 
‘our little c hildr en should be a prey? Were it not better 

i ‘for us to return into Lower Egypt!’ And they said one 
to another, ‘ Let us make a captain, and let us return into 

5 ‘ Lower Egypt.’ Then Moses and Aaron fell on their faces 
before all the assembly of the congregation of the children 

6 of Israel. And Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh, who were of them that spied out the land, 

■ rent their clothes. And they spake unto all the congre¬ 
gation of the children of Israel, saying, ‘ The land, which 
‘ we passed through to spy it out, is an exceeding good land. 

8 ‘If Jehovah delight in us, then he will bring us into this 
‘ land, and give it us; a land which floweth with milk and 

9 ‘ honey. Only rebel not ye against Jehovah, neither fear 
‘ye the people of the land; for they wi l l - be b reaiUfor-ns. 
‘Their shelter is departed from over them, and Jehovah is 

10 ‘ with us; fear them not.’ But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. 

Then the glory of Jehovah appeared in the Appointe d 

ii Tent before all the children of Israel. And Jehovah said" 
unto Moses, ‘ How long will this people provoke me! And 

‘ liow long will it be ere they believe me, for all the signs 

11 ‘which I have done among them! I will smite them with 
‘ the pestilence, and dispossess them, and will make of thee 

is ‘ a greater nation and mightier than they.’ And Moses said 
unto Jehovah, ‘Then the Egyptians will hear it (for thou 
‘ broughtest up this people in thy might from among them); 
it ‘ and they will tell it to the inhabitants of this land. Eor 
‘they have heard that thou Jehovah art wnpng tljis^peo- 
‘ pie, that thou Jehovah hast been seen fit® to ffie) and 
1 that thy cloud standeth over them, and that thou goest 
‘ before them, by day time in a pillar of a cloud, and in a 
is ‘ pillar of (ire by night. Now if thou shouldest kill all this 
‘ people as one man, then the nations which have heard 
16 ‘ the fame of thee will speak, saying, Because Jehovah was 
‘ not able to bring this people into the land which he sware 
‘ unto them, therefore lie hath slain them in the desert. 
it ‘ And now, I beseech thee, let the power of my Lord be 
is ‘ great, according as thou hast spoken, saying, Jehovah is 
‘ slow to anger, and of great kindness, forgiving iniquity and 
‘ transgression, but not wholly acquitting, visiting the iniquity 
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‘ of the fathers upon the children unto the third and fourth 
‘generation . Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity of this 19 
‘ people according unto the greatness of thy kindness, and 
‘as thou hast forgiven this people, from Lower Egypt 
‘even until now.’ And Jehovah said, ‘I have pardoned 20 
‘according to thy word; and as truly as I live, all the si 
‘ earth shall ho filled with the glory of Jehovah. Because as 
‘all those men who have seen my glory, and my signs, 
‘which I did in Lower Egypt and in tho desert, have 
1 tempted me now these ten times, and have not hearkened 
‘ to my voice; surely they shall not see the land which I 2:1 
1 swari$ untq their fathers, neither shall any of them that 
‘ piaWked me see it. But my servant Calob, because he s-t 
‘ had another spirit with him, and hath followed me fully, 

‘ him will I bring into the land whereinto he went; and 
‘his seed shall possess it.’ (Now the Amalekites and the " r > 
Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) ‘To-morrow turn you, 

‘ and journey towards the desert by the way of the Bed sea.’ 

And Jehovah sjiake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, -’s 
‘ How long shall I bear with this evil congregation, who 27 
‘murmur against me? I have heard the murmurings of 
‘ the children of Israel, whicli they murmur against me. 

‘ Say unto them, As I live, Jehovah hath said it, as ye have 2 s 
‘spoken in mine ears, so will I do to you. Your carcases 2 j 
‘ shall fall in this desert; and all that were registered of you, 

‘ according to your whole number, from twenty years old 
‘ and upward, who have murmured against me, doubtless ao 
‘ ye shall not come into the land, concerning which I lifted 
‘ up my hand [in oath] to make you dwell therein, save 
‘Caleb the son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 

‘ But your little ones, which ye said should be a prey, them 21 
‘ will I bring in, and they shall know the land which ye 
‘ have despised. But as for you, your carcases, they shall 22 
‘ fall in this desert. And your children shall be shepherds 2:1 
‘ in the desert for forty years, and shall bear your trans- 
‘gressions, until your carcases be wasted in the desert. 

‘ After the number of the days in which ye spied out the 3* 
‘ land, even forty days, one day for each year, shall ye bear 
‘ your iniquities, even forty years, and ye shall know my 
‘estrangement. I Jehovah have said, I will surety do it as 
‘unto all this evil congregation, that are gathered toge¬ 
ther against me; in this desert, they shall be wasted, 
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au ‘ and there they shall die.’ And the men, whom Moses 
sent to spy out the land, who returned, and made all the 
congregation to murmur against him, by bringing up a slan- 
37 der upon the land, even those men that did bring up the 
evil slander upon the land, died by the plague before Jeho- 
ss vah. But of the men that went to spy out the land, 
Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son of Jephunneh, 
3'J lived still. And Moses told these sayings unto all the 
children of Israel; and the people mourned greatly. 

And they rose up early in the morning, and got them up 
on to tire.top of the -mountain, saying, 1 Lo, we be here, and 
‘ will go up unto the place which Jehovah hath spoken of; 
‘for we have sinned.’ And Moses said, ‘Wherefore now 
‘do ye transgress the command of Jehovah? But it will 
43 ‘not prosper. Go not up, for Jehovah is not among you; 

43 ‘ that ye he not smitten before your enemies. For the Ama- 
‘ lekites and the Canaanites are there before you, and ye 
‘ will fall by the sword; because ye are turned away from 
‘following Jehovah, therefore Jehovah will not he with 

44 ‘you.’ But they presumed to go up unto tile top of-the 
mountain ; nevertheless the Ark of the Covenant of Jeho- 

43 vah, and Moses, departed not out of the camp. Then the 
Amalekites came down, and the Cangarytes who dwelt on 
that mountain, and smote them, and diflolinjfife fl them, even 
unto Hormah [or Destruction], 

i And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 

3 ‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye he come 
‘ into the land of your habitations, which I give unto you, 

s ‘ and ye will make an offering by lire unto Jehovah, a burnt 
‘ offering, or a sacrifice on performing a vow, or on a free- 
‘ will offering, or on your solemn feasts, to make a sweet 

4 ‘savour unto Jehovah, of the herd, or of the flock; then 
‘shall he that bringeth his Gift unto Jehovah bring a meal 
‘offering of a tenth part [of an Ephah] of flour mingled 

5 ‘ with the fourth part of an Hin of oil. And the fourth 
‘ part of an Hin of wine for a drink offering shalt thou pre- 

o ‘ pare with the burnt offering or sacrifice, for one lamb. Or 
‘ for a ram, thou shalt prepare for a meal offering two tenth 
‘ parts of flour mingled with the third part of an Hin of 

7 ‘ oil. And for a drink offering thou shalt bring the third 
‘ part of an Hin of wine, for a sweet savour unto Jehovah, 
s 
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‘ And when thou preparest a bullock for a burnt offering, a 
1 or for a sacrifice on performing a vow, or as peace offer- 
‘ings unto Jehovah; then shall lie bring with tho bullock » 

‘ a meal offering of three tenth parts of flour mingled with 
‘half an Hin of oil. And thou shalt bring for a drink ion 
‘ offering half an Hin of wine, for an offering made by fire, 

‘of a sweet savour unto Jehovah. Thus shall it bo done illi 
‘ for one bullock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, or a kid. 
‘According to the number that yo shall prepare, so shall 12 
‘ye do to every one according to their number. All that m 1 
‘are born in the country shall do these things after this 
‘ manner, in bringing an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
‘ savour unto Jehovah. And if a stranger sojourn with you, 

‘ or whosoever he among you in your generations, and will 
‘bring an offering made by fire, of a sweet savour unto 
‘Jehovah; as ye do, so shall he do. One statute shall bo is : 
‘ both for you of the assembly, and also for the stranger 
‘that sojourneth with you, a statute for ever in your gene- 
‘ rations; as ye are, so shall tho stranger be before Jehovah. 

‘ One law and one ordinance shall be for you, and for the H 
‘ stranger that sojourneth ■with you.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Speak unto u' 
‘ the children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye come u 1 
‘ into the land whither I am bringing you, then it shall be, u ' 
‘ that, when ye eat of the bread of the land, ye shall heave 
‘up an heave offering unto Jehovah. Ye shall heave up a sc. 
‘ pricked cake of the first of your dough for an heave offer- 
‘ ing; as ye do the heave offering of the threshing-floor, so 
‘ shall ye heave it. Of the first of your dough vc shall give 21 
‘unto Jehovah an heave offering in your generations. 

‘And if ye shall sin in ignorance, and not observe all 2: 
‘these commandments, which Jehovah hath spoken unto 
‘ Moses, even all that Jehovah hath commanded you by the si 
‘hand of Moses, from the day that Jehovah gave his com- 
‘mandments, and henceforward among your generations; 

‘ then it shall be, if aught be committed by ignorance un- 21 
‘ seen by the congregation, that all the congregation shall 
‘offer one young bullock for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
‘savour unto Jehovah, with its meal offering, and its drink 
‘ offering, according to the ordinance, and one kid of the goats 
‘ for a sin offering. And the priest shall make an atonement si- 
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‘ for all the congregation of the children of Israel, and it 
‘shall be forgiven them; for it is a sin of ignorance; and 
‘ they shall bring their Gift, an offering made by fire unto 
‘Jehovah, and their sin offering before Jehovah, for their 
no 1 sins of ignorance; and it shall be forgiven unto all the con- 
‘ gregation of the children of Israel, and the stranger that 
‘sojourneth among them; seeing that all the people were in 
2 " ‘ ignorance. And if any soul sin in ignorance, then ho shall 
2 S ‘ bring a she goat of the first year for a sin offering. And 
‘the priest shall make an atonement for the soul that sin- 
‘neth ignorantly, when he sinneth in ignorance before 
‘ Jehovah, to make an atonement for him; and it shall be for- 

29 ‘given him. Ye shall have one law for him that doeth any 
‘ thing through ignorance, both for him that is born among 
‘ the children of Israel, and for the stranger that sojourneth 

so 1 among them. Hut the soul that doeth aught with a high 
‘hand, whether he bo born in the land, or a stranger, the 
‘same blasphemeth Jehovah; and that soul shall be cut off 
21 ‘ from among his people. Because he hath despised the 
‘ word of Jehovah, and hath broken his commandment, that 
‘ soul shall bo utterly cut off; bis iniquity shall be upon him.’ 

92 And while the children of Israel were in the desert, they 
found a man that gathered sticks upon the sabbath day. 

93 And they that found him gathering sticks brought him 
3i unto Moses and Aaron, and unto all the congregation. And 

they put him in ward, because it had not been declared 
35 what should be done to him. And Jehovah said unto Moses, 
‘ The man shall be surely put to death; all the congrega- 

30 ‘tion shall stone him with stones without the camp.’ And 
all the congregation brought him wi thout the camp, and 
stoned him with stones, and he died; as Jehovah com¬ 
manded Moses. 


37 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 

3 s ‘ children of Israel, and bid them that they make for them- 
‘ selves fringes in the borders of their garments throughout 
‘ their generations, and that they put upon the fringe of 

39 ‘ the borders a riband of blue. And it shall be unto you 
‘ for a fringe, that ye may look upon it, and remember all 
‘ the commandments of Jehovah, and do them; and that ye 
‘sock not after your own heart and your own eyes, after 

40 ‘ which ye use to go astray; that ye may remember, and do 

41 ‘ all my commandments, and be holy unto your God. I am 
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‘Jehovah your God, who brought you out of the land of 
‘ Lower Egypt, to be your God; I am Jehovah your God.’ 

Now Korah, the son of Izhar, the son of Kohatli, the 1 
son of Levi, and Dathan and Abiram, the sons of Eliab, 
and On, the son of Peloth, sons of Reuben, took counsel, 
and rose up before Moses, with certain of the children of 2 
Israel, two hundred and fifty princes of the congregation, 
chosen men of the congregation, men of name; and they 3 
assembled themselves against Moses and against Aaron, and 
said unto them, ‘ Ye take too much upon you, seeing that 
‘ all the congregation are holy, every one of them, and Jeho- 
‘ vah is among them. Wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
‘above the assembly of Jehovah 1’ And when Moses heard t 
it, he fell upon his face. And he spake unto Korah and 5 
unto all his company, saying, ‘Even to-morrow Jehovah 
‘ will show who belongoth to him, and who is holy; and 
‘will cause him to come nfcar unto him; even him whom 
‘ he hath chosen will I 10 cause to come near unto him. 
‘This do; Take to yourselves censers, Korah, and all his e> 
‘ company; and put fire therein, and put incense in them " 
‘before Jehovah to-morrow; and it shall be that the man 
‘ whom Jehovah doth choose, he shall be holy. Ye take 
‘too much upon you, ye sons of Levi.’ And Moses said s 
unto Korah, ‘ Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Levi. Is it a 0 
‘ small thing unto you, that the God of Israel hath sepa- 
‘ rated you from the congregation of Israel, to bring you 
‘ near to himself to do the service of the Tabernacle of Jeho- 
‘ vah, and to stand before the congregation to minister unto 
‘ them? And he hath brought thee near to him, and all thy 10 
‘ brethren the sons of Levi with thee; and seek ye the priest- 
‘hood also? For which cause both thou and all thy com- n 
‘pany are gathered together against Jehovah. And what 
‘is Aaron, that ye murmur against him?’ 

And Moses sent to call Uathan and Abiram, the sons of 12 
Eliab. And they said, ‘ We will not come up. Is it a 13 
‘ small thing that thou hast brought us up out of a land 
‘ that floweth with milk and honey, to kill us in the desert, 

‘ except thou make thyself altogether a prince over us ? 

‘ Moreover thou hast not brought us into a land that floweth 1 * 
‘ with milk and honey, or given us inheritance of fields and 
‘vineyards. Wilt thou put out the eyes of these men? 

‘ We will not come up.’ And Moses was very wroth, and 15 
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said unto Jehovah, ‘Respect not thou their meal offering; 
‘ I have not taken one ass from them, neither have I hurt 
‘ one of them.’ 


in And Moses said unto Korah, ‘Be thou and all thy com- 
‘pany before Jehovah, thou, and they, and Aaron, to-mor- 
iv ‘row. And take ye every man his censor, and put incense 
‘in them, and bring ye before Jehovah every man his cen- 
‘scr, two hundred and fifty censers; thou also, and Aaron, 
is ‘each of you his censer.’ And they took every man his 
censer, and put fire in them, and laid incense thereon, and 
stood at the doorway of the Appointed Tent with Moses 
u and Aaron. And Korah assembled all the congregation 
against them unto the doorway of the Appointed Tent; and 
the glory of Jehovah appeared unto all the congregation. 

: no And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 
21 ‘Separate yourselves from among this congregation, that I 
122 ‘may consume them in a moment.’ And they fell upon 
their faces, and said, 1 0 El [or God], thou God of the spirits 
‘ of all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt thou be wroth with 
23 ‘all tlie congregation V And Jehovah spake unto Moses, 
■ 2 i saying, ‘ Speak unto the congregation, saying, Get you up 
‘from about the dwelling of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram.’ 
i2» And Moses rose up and went unto Dathan and Abiram; 
■ 2 G and the elders of Israel followed him. And he spake unto 
the congregation, saying, ‘ Depart, I pray you, from the tents 
‘ of these wicked men, and touch nothing of theirs, lest ye 
i27 ‘be consumed in all their sins.’ So they got up from the 
dwelling of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on every side; 
and Dathan and Abiram came out, and stood in the door¬ 
way of their tents, with their wives, and their sons, and 
2 s their little children. And Moses said, ‘Hereby ye shall 
‘know that Jehovah hath sent me to do all these works; 
20 ‘ for they are not done of mine own mind. If these men 
‘ die the common death of all men, or if they be visited after 
‘ the visitation of all men; then Jehovah hath not sent me. 
io ‘ But if Jehovah create a new thing, and the earth open her 
‘ mouth, and swallow them up, with all that belong unto 
‘them, and they go down alive into the grave; then ye 
‘ shall understand that these men have provoked Jehovah.’ 
U And it came to pass, as he had made an end of speaking all 
these words, that the ground that was under them clave 
J2 asunder. And the earth opened her mouth, and swallowed 
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thorn up, and their houses, and all the men that belonged 
unto Korali, and all their goods. They, and all that be- 33 
longed to them, vent dovn alivo into the grave, and the 
earth closed upon them; and they perished from among the 
assembly. And all Israel that were round about them lied 34 
at their cry; for they said, ‘Lestthccarthswallowusup also.’ 

And there came out a fire from Jehovah, and consumed itf 
the two hundred and fifty men that brought the incense. 
Ami Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto Elea- .'is 
‘ zar the son of Aaron the priest, that he take up the censers ar 
‘out of the burning, and scatter thou the fire yonder; for 
‘ these sinners against their own souls have hallowed the as 
‘ censers ; and let them bo made into broad plates as a cover- 
‘ ing for the Altar. For they brought them before Jcho- 
‘ vah, therefore they are hallowed; and they shall be a sign 
‘ unto the children of Israel.’ And Eleazar the priest took » 
the copper censors, which they that were burnt had brought; 
and they were beaten out into a covering for the altar; to 10 
be a memorial unto the children of Israel, that no stranger, 
who is not of the seed of Aaron, come near to burn in¬ 
cense before Jehovah ; that ho be not as Korah, and as his 
company; as Jehovah had said to him by the hand of Moses. 

But on the morrow all the congregation of the children 41 
of Israel murmured against Moses and against Aaron, say¬ 
ing, ‘Ye have killed the people of Jehovah.’ And it came 42 
to pass, when the congregation was assembled against Moses 
and against Aaron, that they looked toward the Appointed 
Tent; and, behold, the cloud covered it, and the glory of 
Jehovah was seen. And Moses and Aaron came before the 43 
Appointed Tent. And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, 44 
‘ Get you up from among this congregation, that I may 45 
‘ consume them as in a moment.’ And they fell upon their 
faces. And Moses said unto Aaron, ‘ Take a censer, and 48 
‘ put fire therein from off the altar, and add incense, and go 
‘ quickly unto the congregation, and make an atonement for 
‘them; for there is wrath gone out from Jehovah; the 
‘plague is begun.’ And Aaron took as Moses said, and 4 ; 
ran into the midst of the assembly; and, behold, the plague 
was begun among the people. And he put on incense, and 
made an atonement for the people. And ho stood between 48 
the dead and the living; and the plague was stayed. Now 40 
they that died in the plague were fourteen thousand and 
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seven hundred, beside them that died about the matter of 
so Korah. And Aaron returned unto Moses unto the door¬ 
way of the Appointed Tent; and the plague was stayed, 
i And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto the 
a ‘children of Israel, and take from every one of them a 
‘staff according to the house of their fathers, from all their 
‘ princes according to the house of their fathers twelve staifs. 

:i ‘ Write thou every man’s name upon his staff'. And thou 
‘slialt write Aaron’s name upon the staff of Levi; for one 
‘ Staff shall be for the head of the house of their fathers, 
t ‘ And thou shalt lay them up in the Appointed Tent before 
5 ‘ the Testimonials, where I am met by you. And it shall 
‘ come to pass, that the man’s staff, whom I shall choose, 

‘ shall blossom; and I will make to cease from me the mur- 
‘murings of the children of Israel, which they murmur 
‘ against you.’ 

o And Moses spake unto the children of Israel, and every 
one of their princes gave him a stall’ apiece, for each prince 
one, according to their fathers’ houses, even twelve staffs; 
7 and the staff of Aaron was among their staffs. And Moses 
laid up the staffs before Jehovah in the Tent of the Testi- 
s menials. And it came to pass, that on the morrow Moses 
went into the Tent of the Testimonials, and, behold, the 
staff of Aaron for the house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blossoms, and yielded 
a almonds. And Moses brought out all the staffs from before 
Jehovah unto all the children of Israel; and they looked, 
ro and took every man his staff. And Jehovah said unto 
Moses, ‘ Bring Aaron’s staff again before the Testimonials, 
‘to be kept for a sign against the sons of rebellion; and 
‘thou shalt ipiite take away their murmurings from me, 
n ‘that they die not.’ And Moses did so; as Jehovah com¬ 
manded him, so did he. 

is And the children of Israel spake unto Moses, saying, 
13 ‘Behold, we die, wo perish, we all perish. Whosoever 
‘ cometh anywise near unto the Tabernacle of J ehovah will 
‘die. Shall we be consumed with dying?’ 

1 And J ehovah said unto Aaron, ‘ Thou and tliy sons and 
‘ thy father’s house with thee shall bear the iniquity of the 
‘ Sanctuary; and thou and thy sons with thee shall bear the 

2 ‘ iniquity of your priesthood. And thy brethren also of 
‘ the tribe of Levi [or those joined], the tribe of thy father, 
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‘ bring thou with thee, that they may be joined unto thee, 

‘ and minister unto thee; but thou and thy sons with thee 
1 shall be before the Tent of the Testimonials. And they shall 3 
‘ keep thy charge, and the charge of all the Tent; only they 
‘ shall not come nigh unto the holy vessels and the Altar, 

1 that neither they, nor ye also, die. And they shall he joined * 
‘ unto thee, and keep the charge of the Appointed Tent, for 
‘ all the service of the Tent; and a stranger shall not come 
‘ nigh unto you. And ye shall keep tho chargo of the Holy 5 
‘ Place, and the charge of the Altar; that there bo no wrath 
‘ any more upon the children of Israel. And I, behold, I o 
‘ have taken your brethren the Levites from among the 
‘ children of Israel; to you they are given as a gift for 
‘Jehovah, to do tho service of the Appointed Tent. There- 7 
1 fore thou and thy sons with theo shall keep your priest’s 
‘ office for every thing belonging to the Altar, and within 
‘ the Veil; and ye shall do the service; I have given unto 
‘you tho priesthood as a gift; and the stranger that cometh 
‘ nigh shall be put to death.’ 

And J ehovah spake unto Aaron, ‘ Behold, I also have given s 
‘ thee the charge of mine heave offerings of all the hallowed 
‘ things of the children of Israel; unto thee have I given 
‘ them as a portion, and to thy sons, by a statute for ever. 
‘This shall be thine of the most holy things, reserved a 
‘from the lire; every Gift of theirs, overy meal offering 
‘ of theirs, and every sin offering of theirs, and every guilt 
‘ offering of theirs, which they shall render unto me, shall 
‘ be most holy for theo and for thy sons. In the Holy of 10 
‘ Holies slialt thou eat it; every male shall eat it; it shall 
‘be holy unto thee. And this is thine; the heave offering li 
‘ of their gift, with all the wave offerings of the children of 
‘ Israel; I have given them unto thee, and to thy sons and 
‘to thy daughters with thee, by a statute for ever; every 
‘one that is clean in thy house shall eat of it. All the ia 
‘ best of the oil, and all the best of the grape juice, and of 
‘ the wheat, the first of them which they shall offer unto 
‘Jehovah, these have I given thee; the firstfruits of the 13 
‘ land, which they shall bring unto Jehovah, shall be thine; 
‘every one that is clean in thine house shall eat of it. 

‘ Every thing devoted in Israel shall be thine. Every thing h 
‘ that openeth the womb [or is first-born] in all flesh, is 
‘ which they bring unto Jehovah, whether of men or beasts, 
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‘ shall ho thine. Nevertheless the first-born of man shalt 
‘ thou surely make them to redeem, and the firstling of 
id ‘unclean beasts shalt thou make them to redeem. And 
‘those that are to be redeemed, from a month old shalt 
‘ thou make them to redeem, according to thy valuation, 

‘ for the money of five Shekels, after the holy Shekel, which 
17 ‘ is twenty Geralis. But the firstling of a cow, or the firstling 
‘ of a sheep, or the firstling of a goat, thou shalt not make 
‘them to redeem; they are holy; thou shalt sprinkle their 
‘ blood upon the altar, and shalt burn their fat for an offer- 
13 ‘ ing made by fire, for a sweet savour unto Jehovah. And 
‘ the flesh of them shall he thine, as the wave breast and as 
la ‘ the right leg are thine. All the heave offerings of the 
‘holy things, which the children of Israel heave up unto 
‘ Jehovah, have I given thee, and thy sons and thy daugh¬ 
ters with thee, by a statute for ever; it is a covenant of 
‘salt for ever before Jehovah unto thee and to thy seed 
‘ with thee.’ 

20 And Jehovah spake unto Aaron, ‘Thou shalt have no 
‘ inheritance in their land, neither shalt thou have any part 
‘ among them; I am thy part and thy inheritance among 

21 ‘ the children of Israel. And, behold, I have given the 
‘ children of Levi all the Tithes in Israel for an inheritance, 
‘ in return for their work which they do in the service of 

22 ‘the Appointed Tent. Neither must the children of Israel 
‘ henceforth come nigh the Appointed Tent, lest they bear 

23 ‘ sin, and die. But the Levites shall do the service of the 
‘ Appointed Tent, and they shall bear their iniquity. This 
‘shall be a statute for ever throughout your generations, 
‘ that among the children of Israel they have no inheritance 

24 ‘ whatever. But the tithes of the children of Israel, which 
‘they heave up as an heave offering unto Jehovah, I have 
‘ given to the Levites to inherit; therefore I have said unto 
‘ them, Among the children of Israel they shall have no 
‘ inheritance whatever.’ 

25 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Thus speak 
2fl ‘ unto the Levites, and say unto them, When ye take from 

‘ the children of Israel the tithes which I have given you 
‘ from them for your inheritance, then ye shall heave up an 
‘ heave offering of it for Jehovah, even A tenth part op 
V ‘ the tithe. And this your heave offering shall be reckoned 
‘ unto you, as though it were the corn of the threshing- 
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‘ floor, and as the fulness of the wine-press. Thus out of all ss 
‘ your tithes, which ye receive of the children of Israel, ye 
‘also shall heave up an heave offering unto Jehovah; and 
‘ye shall give thereof Jehovah’s heave offering to Aaron 
‘ the priest. Out of all your gifts ye shall heave up every 2s 
‘ heave offering of Jehovah, out of all the best thereof, even 
‘ the hallowed part thereof out of it. Therefore thou slialt ao 
‘ say unto them, When ye have heaved the best thereof from 
‘ it, then it shall be counted unto the Levites as the increase 
‘ of the threshing-floor, and as the increase of the wine-press. 

‘ And ye shall eat [the rest of] it in every place, ye and si 
‘your households; for it is your reward for your service in 
‘ the Appointed Tent. And ye shall bear no sin by reason 32 
‘ of it, when ye have heaved from it the best of it; neither 
‘ shall ye pollute the holy things of the children of Israel, 
‘lest ye die.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses and unto Aaron, saying, i 
‘ This is the statute of the law which Jehovah hath com- 2 
‘manded, saying, Speak unto the children of Israel, that 
‘ they bring to thee a red heifer without spot, wherein is 
‘ no blemish, and upon which never came yoke. And ye 3 
‘ shall give her unto Eleazar the priest, that he may bring 
‘ her forth without the camp, and one shall slay her before 
‘ his face. And Eleazar the priest shall take some of her * 
‘blood with his finger, and sprinkle some of her blood 
‘directly before the Appointed Tent seven times. And a 
‘ one shall burn the heifer in his sight; her skin, and her 
‘flesh, and her blood, with her dung, shall he burn. And o 
‘ the priest shall take cedar wood, and hyssop, and bright 
‘ scarlet, and cast it into the midst of the burning of the 
‘ heifer. Then the priest shall wash his clothes, and he shall " 
‘ bathe his flesh in water, and afterward he shall come into 
‘ the camp, and the priest shall be unclean until the evening. 

‘ And he that burneth her shall wash his clothes in water, 8 
‘ and bathe his flesh in water, and shall be unclean until 
‘ the evening. And a man that is clean shall gather up 9 
‘ the ashes of the heifer, and lay them up without the camp 
‘ in a clean place, and it shall be kept for the congregation 
‘of the children of Israel for a Water of Separation; it 
‘ is a purification for sin. And he that gathereth up the 10 
‘ ashes of the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
‘until the evening. And this shall be unto the children 
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‘ of Israel, and unto the stranger that sojourneth among 
‘ them, for a statute for ever. 

i 1 ‘ He that toucheth the dead body of any man shall be 

i- ‘ uneluan seven days. He shall purify himself from the sin 
‘ with it on the third day, and on the seventh day he shall 
‘ be clean; but if he purify not himself on the third day, 
is ‘ thou on the seventh day he shall not be clean. Whoso- 
‘ ever toucheth the dead body of any man that is dead, and 
‘ puriiieth not himself, defilcth the Tabernacle of Jehovah; 
‘and that soul shall be cut off from Israel; because the 
‘ Water of Separation was not sprinkled upon him, he shall 
‘be unclean; his uncleanness is yet upon him. 
n ‘This is the law, when a man dieth in a tent; all that 
‘ come into the tent, and all that is in the tent, shall be 
ij ‘ unclean seven days. And every open vessel, which hath 
ii ‘ no covering tied over it, is unclean. And whosoever in 
‘ the open fields toucheth one that is slain with a sword, 

‘ or a dead body, or the bone of a man, or a grave, shall be 
ii ‘ unclean seven days. And for an unclean person they shall 
‘ take some of the ashes of the burnt [heifer] of purifica- 
‘ tion for sin, and running water shall be put thereto in a 
is ‘ vessel. And a clean person shall take hyssop, and dip it 
‘ in the water, and sprinkle it upon the tent, and upon all 
‘ the vessels, and upon the persons that were there, and 
‘ upon him that touched the bone, or the one slain, or the 
19 ‘ (lead body, or the grave. And the clean person shall 
‘ sprinkle upon the unclean on the third day, and on the 
‘ seventh day ; and on the seventh day he shall purify himself 
‘ from the sin, and wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
■o ‘ water, and shall be clean at evening. But the man that 
‘ shall be unclean, and shall not purify himself, that soul 
‘ shall be cut off from among the assembly, because he hath 
‘ delilcd the Sanctuary of Jehovah; the Water of Separa¬ 
tion hath not been sprinkled upon him; he is unclean. 

21 ‘And it shall be a perpetual statute unto them, that he 
‘ that sprinkletli the Water of Separation shall wash his 
‘clothes; and he that toucheth the Water of Separation 

22 ‘ shall be unclean until evening. And whatsoever the un- 
‘ clean person toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul that 
‘ toucheth it shall be unclean until evening.’ 

1 Then came the children of Israel, even the whole con¬ 
gregation, into the desert or Zin in the first month; and 
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tho people abode in Kadesh; and Miriam died there, and 
was buried there. And there was no water for tho congrc- 2 
gation; and they assembled themselves against Moses and 
against Aaron. And the people strove with Moses, and a 
spake, saying, ‘ Oh that we had died when our brethren 
‘died before Jehovah! And why have ye brought up tho 1 
‘assembly of Jehovah into this desert, that we and our 
‘ beasts should die there 1 And wherefore have ye made s 
‘ us to come up out of Lower Egypt, to bring us in unto 
‘this evil place 1 It is no place of seed, or of figs, or of 
‘ vines, or of pomegranates; neither is there any water to 
‘drink.’ And Moses and Aaron wont from the presence c 
of the assembly unto tho doorway of tho Appointed Tent, e- 
and they fell upon their faces; and the glory of Jehovah 
appeared unto them. 

Aud Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Take the Staff 7 
* [that budded], and assemble thou the congregation, thou, s 
‘ and Aaron thy brother, and speak ye unto the rock before 
‘ their eyes; and it shall give forth its water, and thou shalt 
‘ bring forth to them water out of the rock; so thou shalt 
‘ give the congregation and their beasts drink.’ And Moses » 
took the staff from before Jehovah, as he commanded him. 
And Moses and Aaron assembled the assembly together 10 
before the rock, and he said unto them, ‘ Hear now, ye 
‘rebels; must we fetch you water out of this rockl’ And 11 
Moses lifted up his hand, and with his staff he smote the 
rock twice; and the water came out abundantly, and tho 
congregation drank, and their beasts also. And Jehovah is 
spake unto Moses and Aaron, ‘ Because ye believed me not, 

‘ to sanctify me in the eyes of the children of Israel, there- 
‘ fore ye shall not bring this assembly into the land which 
‘ I have given them.’ This is the water of Meribah [or 13 
Strife]; because the children of Israel strove with Jehovah, 
and he was sanctified in them. 

And Moses sent messengers from Kadesh unto the king n 
of Edom, ‘ Thus saith thy brother Israel, Thou knowest all the 
‘ labour's that have befallen us; how our fathers went down is 
‘ into Lower Egypt, and we have dwelt in Lower Egypt a 
‘ long time; and the Egyptians vexed us, and our fathers. 

‘ And when we cried unto Jehovah, he heard our voice, and 10 
‘sent an angel, and hath brought us forth out of Lower 
‘Egypt; and, behold, we are in Kadesh, a city in the utter- 
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17 ‘ most of thy boundary. Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
‘ thy country. ”\\ r e will not pass through the fields, or 
‘ through the vineyards, neither will we drink of the water 
‘of the wells; we will go by the king’s highway; we will 
1 not turn to the right hand nor to the left, until we have 
is ‘ passed thy boundaries.’ And Edom said unto him, ‘ Thou 
‘ shall not pass by me, lest I come out against thee with 
is ‘ the sword.’ And the children of Israel said unto him, 

‘ We will go by the highway; and if I and my cattle drink 
‘ of thy water, then I will pay the price of it. I will only, 
‘without doing any thing else, go through on my feet.’ 

90 And he said, ‘ Thou shalt not go through.’ And Edom 
came out against him with much people, and with a strong 

91 hand. Thus Edom refused to give Israel passage through 
his boundary; wherefore Israel turned away from him. 

29 And the children of Israel, even the whole congregation, 
23 journeyed from Kadesh, and came unto mount Hor. And 
Jehovah spake unto Moses and Aaron at mount Hor, by 
2 i the boundary of the land of Edom, saying, ‘ Aaron shall be 
‘ gathered unto his people; for he shall not enter into the 1 
‘ land which I have given unto the children of Israel, be- 
1 cause ye rebelled against my word at the water of Meribah. 
21 ‘ Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and bring them up on to 
2'» ‘mount Ilor; and strip Aaron of his garments, and put 
‘ them upon Eleazar his son; and Aaron shall be gathered 

27 ‘ [unto his people], and shall die there.’ And Moses did as 
Jehovah commanded; and they went up on to mount Hor 

28 in the sight of all the congregation. And Moses stripped 
Aaron of his garments, and put them upon Eleazar his son; 
and Aaron died there on the top of the mountain; and 

29 Moses and Eleazar came down from the mountain. And 
all the congregation saw that Aaron was dead, and all the 
house of Israel mourned for Aaron thirty days. 

1 And when king Arad the Canaanite, who dwelt in the 
South country, heard tell that Israel was coming by the 
way of the spies; then he fought against Israel, and took 

2 some of them prisoners. And Israel vowed a vow unto 
Jehovah, and said, ‘ If thou wilt indeed deliver this people 
‘ into my hand, then I will utterly destroy their cities.’ 

3 And Jehovah hearkened to the voice of Israel, and delivered 
up the Canaanites; and they utterly destroyed them and 
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their cities; and he called the name of the placo Hormah 
[or Destruction], 

And they journeyed from mount Hor by the way of the 4 
Eed sea, to go round the land of Edom. And the soul of 
the people was much discouraged on the way. And the 5 
people spake against God, and against Moses, ‘ Wherefore 
‘ have ye brought us up out of Lower Egypt to die iu the 
‘ desertl for there is no broad nor water; and our soul 
‘ loatheth this light bread.’ And Jehovah sent iiery scr- o 
pouts among the people, and they bit the people; and 
much people of Israel died. Therefore the people came to ^ 
Moses, and said, ‘ We have sinned, for we have spoken 
‘against Jehovah, and against thee; pray unto Jehovah, 
‘that he take away the serpents from us.’ And Moses 
prayed for the people. And Jehovah said unto Moses, s 
‘Make to thee a iiery serpent, and set it upon a standard; 

‘ and it shall come to pass, that every one that is bitten, 

‘ when he looketli upon it, shall live.' And Moses made a 9 
serpent of copper, and put it upon a standard; and it came 
to pass, that if a serpent had bitten any man, when he be¬ 
held the serpent of copper, he lived. 

And the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in io 
Oboth. 


And they journeyed from Oboth, and pitched at the n 
Mounds of the lleberites [or Hebrews], in the desert which 
is before Moab, toward the sunrise. 

From thence they removed, and pitched in the valley of i* 
Zared. 


From thence they removed, and pitched on the other is 
side of the Arnon, which is in the desert that cometh out 
of the boundary of the Amorites; for the Arnon is the 
boundary of Moab, between Moab and the Amorites. 
Wherefore it is said in the Book of the Wars; " 

‘Jehovah shewed liimself at the Eed sea; 

‘ And at the brooks of the Arnon; 

‘ And at the source of the brooks that turn to Shcbeth-Ar, 


‘And lean upon the boundary of Moab.’ 

And from thence they went to Beer [or the Well]; that is 
is the well whereof Jehovah spake unto Moses, ‘ Gather the 
‘people together, and I will give them water.’ Then Israel i" 
sang this song, 
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‘ Spring np, 0 well; sing ye unto it; 
is ‘ 0 well, which the princes digged, 

‘ The nobles of the people hollowed out, 

‘With the staff of power, with their staves.’ 

And from the desert they went to Mattanah; 
la And from Mattanah to Fiahaliel; 

And from Nahaliel to Bamoth; 
so And from Bamoth in the valley, that is in the country 
of Moab, to the top of Pisgali, which looketh toward the 
Wilderness. 

2 1 And Israel sent messengers unto Sihon king of the Amo- 

22 rites, saying, ‘ Lot me pass through thy land. We will not 
‘ turn into the fields, or into the vineyards; we will not 
‘ drink of the waters of the well; but we will go along by 
‘the king’s highway, until we be past thy boundaries.’ 

23 And Sihon would not suffer Israel to pass through his 
boundary; but Sihon gathered all his people together, and 
went out against Israel into the desert. And he came to 

21 Jahazalgand fought against Israel. And Israel smote him 
with the edge of the sword, and possessed his land from 
the Arnon unto the Jabbok, even unto the children of 
Ammon. For the boundary of the children of Ammon was 

23 strong. And Israel took all those cities; and Israel dwelt 
in all the cities of the Amorites, in Heshbou, and in all the 
2 ii villages thereof. For Heshbon was the city of Sihon the 
king of the Amorites, who had fought against the former 
king of Moab, and taken all his land out of his hand, even 

27 unto the Arnon. Wherefore they that speak in proverbs 
say, 

‘ Como into Heshbon, let it be built, 

‘ And let the city of Sihon be prepared; 

28 ‘ For a fire is gone out of Heshbon, 

‘A llamo from the city of Sihon; 

‘ It hath consumed Ar of Moab, 

‘ And the lords of Bamoth on the Arnon. 

22 ‘ Alas for thee, 0 Moab! thou art undone, 

‘ O people of [the god] Choinosh; 

‘ He hath given his sons into flight, 

‘ And his daughters into captivity 
‘ Unto Sihon king of the Amorites. 

30 ‘ And their sown fields hath Heshbon destroyed unto Dibon, 
‘ And their waste fields unto Nophah, which is by Medeba.’ 
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Thus Israel dwelt in the land of the Amorites. And .n 
Moses sent to spy out Jaazer, and they took the villages a-j 
thereof, and dispossessed the Amorites that were there. 
And they turned and went up by the way of Bashnn. And aa 
Og the king of Bashan went out against them, he, and all 
his people, to battle at Edrei. And Jehovah said unto sti 
Moses, ‘Fear him not; for I have delivered him into thy 
* hand, and all his people, and his land; and thou shalt do 
‘ to him ns thou didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, 

‘ who dwelt at Heshbon.’ So they smote him, and his sons, 95 
and all his people, until there was none left to him alive; 
and they possessed his land. 

And the children of Israel set forward, and pitched in 1 
the barren plains of Moab beyond the Jordan by Jericho. 

And Balak the son of Zippor saw all that Israel had done - 
to the Amorites. And Moab was sore afraid of the people, s 
because they were many; and Moab was distressed because 
of the children of Israel. And Moab said unto the elders ■» 
of Midian, ‘Now this company will lick up all that are 
‘ round about us, as the ox licketh up the grass of the field.’ 
And Balak the son of Zippor was king of the Moabites at 
that time. He sent messengers therefore unto Balaam the 5 
son of Beor to Pethor, which is by the River [Euphrates], 
in the land of the children of his people, to call him, saying, 

‘ Behold, there is a people come out from Lower Egypt; 

‘ behold, they cover the face of the earth, and they abide over 
‘ against me. Come now therefore, I pray thee, curse for s 
‘me this people; for they are too mighty for me. Perad- 
‘ venture I shall prevail, that we may smite them, and that 
‘ I may drive them out of the land; for I know that he 
‘ whom thou lilcssest is blessed, and he whom thou cursest 
‘is cursed.’ And the elders of Moab and the elders of 7 
Midian departed with the rewards of divination in their 
hand; and they came unto Balaam, and spake unto him 
the words of Balak. And he said unto them, ‘ Lodge here s 
‘ this night, and I will bring you word again, according as 
‘Jehovah shall speak unto me.’ And the princes of Moab 
abode with Balaam. And God came unto Balaam, and s 
said, ‘ What men are these with thee ?' And Balaam said n> 
unto God, ‘ Balak the son of Zippor, king of Moab, hath 
‘ sent unto me, [saying,] Behold, there is a people come out n 
‘ of Lower Egypt, who cover the face of the earth. Come 
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4 now, curse them for me; peradventure I shall be able to 

12 ‘ overcome them, and drive them out.’ And God said unto 
Balaam, ‘Thou shalt not go with them; thou shalt not 

13 ‘ curse the people; for they are blessed.’ And Balaam rose 
up in the morning, and said unto the princes of Balak, 
‘Get you into your land; for Jehovah rofuseth to give me 

n 4 leave to go with you.’ And the princes of Moab rose up, 
and they went unto Balak, and said, ‘ Balaam refuseth to 
‘ come with us.’ 

is And Balak sent yet again princes, more, and more ho¬ 
le nourable than they. And they came to Balaam, and said 
to him, ‘ Thus saitli Balak the son of Zippor, Let nothing, 
it ‘ I pray thee, hinder thee from coming unto me. Bor I 
‘ will greatly honour thee, and I will do whatsoever thou 
‘ sayest unto me. Come therefore, I pray thee, curse for 
is ‘ me this people.’ And Balaam answered and said unto 
the servants of Balak, ‘ If Balak would give me liis house 
‘full of silver and gold, 1 cannot go beyond the command 
is ‘ of Jehovah iny God, to do less or more. Now therefore, 
‘ I pray you, tarry ye also here this night, that I may know 

20 ‘what Jehovah will say unto me more.’ And God came 
unto Balaam at night, and said unto him, ‘ If the men come 
‘to call thee, rise up and go with them; but yet the word 
‘which I shall say unto thee, that shalt thou do.’ 

21 And Balaam rose up in the morning, and saddled his ass, 

22 and went with the princes of Moab. And God's anger 
was kindled because lie went. And the angel of Jehovah 
placed himself in the way for a liinderer against him. Noiv 
lie was riding upon his ass, and his two servants were with 

23 him. And the ass saw the angel of Jehovah standing in 
the way, and his sword drawn in his hand. And the ass 
turned aside out of the way, and went into the field. And 

ai Balaam smote the ass, to turn her into the way. But the 
angel of Jehovah stood in a narrow path in the vineyards, 
2 i a wall being on this side, and a wall on that side. And 
when the ass saw the angel of Jehovah, she squeezed her¬ 
self unto the wall, and squeezed Balaam’s foot against the 
20 wall; and he smote her again. And the angel of Jehovah 
went further, and stood in a narrow place, where was no 
2 T way to turn either to the right hand or to the left. And 
when the ass saw the angel of Jehovah, she lay down under 
Balaam. And Balaam’s anger was kindled, and he smote

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the ass with a staff. And Jehovah opened the mouth of as 
the ass, and she said unto Balaam, ‘ What have I done 
‘unto thee, that thou hast smitten me these three times]’ 
And Balaam said unto the ass, ‘ Because thou hast mocked 29

bowed down his head, and fell flat on his face. And the 32 
angel of Jehovah said unto him, ‘ Wherefore hast thou 
1 smitten thine ass these three times ] Behold, I went out 
‘ to he a hinderer, because thy way is perverse beforo mo. 

‘ And the ass saw me, and turned from mo these three 33 
‘times. Unless she had turned from me, surely now also

And when Balak heard that Balaam was come, he went as 
out to meet him unto a city of Moab, which is on the boun¬ 
dary of the Arnon, which is on the utmost boundary. And 37 
Balak said unto Balaam, ‘Did I not earnestly send unto 
‘thee to call thee] Wherefore earnest thou not unto me] 

‘ Am I not able indeed to honour thee]’ And Balaam said as 
unto Balak, ‘ Lo, I am come unto thee. Have I now any 
‘ power at all to say any thing] The word that God putteth 
‘ into my mouth, that I shall speak.’ 

And Balaam went with Balak, and they came unto the 3 a 
City of Huzoth. And Balak sacrificed oxen and sheep, 10 
and sent to Balaam, and to the princes that were with him. 

And it came to pass on the morrow, that Balak took 4 i 
Balaam, and brought him up to Bamoth-Baal [or the Altars 
of Baal], that thence he might see the utmost part of the 
people. And Balaam said unto Balak, ‘ Build for me here 1 
‘ seven altars, and prepare for me here seven oxen and seven 
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2 ‘ rams.’ And Balak did as Balaam had spoken; and Balak 
and Balaam offered on every altar a bullock and a ram. 

3 And Balaam said unto Balak, ‘ Stand by thy burnt offering, 
1 and I will go. Peradventure Jehovah will come to meet

‘ Surely there can be no enchantment against Jacob, 23

‘And to Israel, what God hath wrought.

And Balaam rose up, and went and returned to his place; 21 .

And Israel abode in Shittim, and the people began to ) 
commit fornication with the daughters of Moab, who called i 
the people unto the sacrifices of their gods. And the people 
did eat, and bowed down to their gods. And Israel joined ! 
himself unto Baal-peor; and the anger of Jehovah was 
kindled against Israel. And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘ Take ‘ 
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‘all the chiefs of the people, and hang them up before

This is that Dathan 9 
and Abiram, tho chosen men of the congregation, who strove 
against Moses and against Aaron in tho company of Korah, 
when they strove against Jehovah; and the earth opened io 
her mouth, and swallowed them up together with Korah, 
when that company dual, what time the fire devoured two 
hundred and lifty men; and they became an example. 
^Notwithstanding the children of Korah died not. n

And those that were registered of them were 
twenty and three thousand, all males from a month old and 
upward; for they were not registered among the children of 
Israel, because there was no inheritance given them among 
the children of Israel. 

63 These are they that were registered by Moses and Eleazar 
the priest, who registered the children of Israel in the 
or barren plains of Moab by the Jordan near Jericho. But 
among these there was not a man of them whom Moses 
and Aaron the priest registered, when they registered the 
os children of Israel in the desert of Sinai. For Jehovah had 
said of them, ‘They shall surely die in the desert.’ And 
there was not left a man of them, save Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, and Joshua the son of Nun. 

1 Then came the daughters of Zelopitehad, the son of 
Ilephor, the son of Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of 
Manasseh, of the families of Manasseh the son of Joseph; 
and these are the names of his daughters; Maldah, Noah, 

2 and Iloglah, and Milcah, and Tirzah. And they stood 
before Moses, and before Eleazar the priest, and before the 
princes and all the congregation, by the doorway of the 

3 Appointed Tent, saying, ‘ Our father died in the desert, 

‘ and he was not in the company of them that gathered them- 
‘ solves together against Jehovah in the company of Korah;

‘ance unto his brethren. And if he have no brethren, n> 
‘ then ye shall give his inheritance unto his father’s brethren. 

‘ And if his father have no brethren, then ye shall give his n 
‘ inheritance unto his kinsman that is next to him of his 
‘family, and he shall possess it.’ And this is unto the 
children of Israel a statute of judgment, as Jehovah com¬ 
manded Moses. 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Get thee up on to this 12 
‘ mountain of the Heboritcs [or Hebrews], and see the land 
‘which I have given unto the children of Israel. And is 
‘ when thou hast soon it, thou also shall be gathered unto 
‘ thy people, as Aaron thy brother was gathered. For ye n 
‘ rebelled against my command in the desert of Zin, in the 
‘ strife of the congregation, to sanctify me at the water 
‘before their eyes.’ (That was the water of Meribah [or 
Strife], in Kadesh in the desert of Zin.) 

And Moses spake unto Jehovah, saying, ‘Let Jehovah, is 
‘ the God of the spirits of all flesh, set a man over the con- m 
‘ gregation, who may go out before them, and who may go n 
‘in before them, and who may lead them out, and who 
‘may bring them in; that the congregation of Jehovah bo 
‘ not as sheep that have no shepherd.’ And Jehovah said is 
unto Moses, ‘Take to thee Joshua the son of Nun, a man 
‘in whom is the spirit, and lay thine hand upon him; and 19 
‘ set him before Eleazar the priest, and before all the con- 
‘gregation; and give him a charge in their sight. And 20 
‘ thou shalt put some of thine honour upon him, so that all 
‘ the congregation of the children of Israel may be obedient. 

‘ And he shall stand before Eleazar the priest, who shall ask *i 
‘counsel for him after the judgment of the Urim before 
‘Jehovah. At his word shall they go out, and at his word 
‘ they shall come in, both I 10 , and all the children of Israel 
‘ with him, even all the congregation.’ And Moses did as 22 
Jehovah commanded him. And he took Joshua, and set 
him before Eleazar the priest, and before all the congrega¬ 
tion; and he laid his hands upon him, and gave him a 23 
charge, as Jehovah commanded by the hand of Moses. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Command the 1 
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2 ‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, My Gift [or Corban], 
‘ and my bread for the offerings made by fire, for a sweet 
‘ savour unto me, shall ye observe to bring unto mo in their 
:i ‘ due season. And thou shalt say unto them, This is the 
‘ offering made by fire which ye shall bring unto Jehovah; 
‘ two lambs of the first year without spot day by day, for a 

i ‘ continual burnt offering. The one lamb shalt thou offer in 
1 the morning, and the other lamb shalt thou offer at sunset 

5 ‘[or between the evenings]; and a tenth part of an Ephah 
‘ [or of a bushel] of flour for a meal offering, mingled with the 
o ‘ fourth part of an Hin [or of ten pints] of beaten oil. It is 
‘ a continual burnt offering, which was ordained at mount 
7 ‘ Sinai for a sweet savour, an offering made by fire unto Jcho- 
‘ vah. And the drink offering thereof shall be the fourth 
‘ part of an Hin for the one lamb; in the Holy Place shalt 
‘ thou cause the strong wine to be poured unto Jehovah for 
s ‘ a drink offering. And the other lamb shalt thou offer at 
‘ sunset [or between the evenings]. As the meal offering of 
‘ the morning, and as the drink offering thereof, thou shalt

‘ the ordinance; and one kid of the goats for a sin offering; 25

‘ And on the fifth day nine bullocks, two rams, and four- 20 
‘ teen lambs of the first year without blemish. And their 27 
‘meal offering and their drink offerings for,the bullocks, 

‘ for the rams, and for the lambs, according to their number, 
‘after the ordinance; and one goat for a sin offering; be- 2 s 
‘side the continual burnt offering, and its meal offering, 

‘ and its drink offering. 

‘ And on the sixth day eight bullocks, two rams, and four- 25 
‘ teen lambs of the first year without blemish. And their 3« 
‘ meal offering and their drink offerings for the bullocks, 

‘ for the rams, and for the lambs, according to tlieir num- 
‘ber, after the ordinance; and one goat for a sin offering; 31 
‘ beside the continual burnt offering, its meal offering, and 
‘ its drink offering. 

‘And on the seventh day seven bullocks, two rams, and 3! 
‘ fourteen lambs of the first year without blemish. And 33 
‘ their meal offering and their drink offerings for the bul- 
‘ locks, for tho rams, and for the lambs, according to their 
‘number, after the ordinance; and one goat for a sin offer- 31 
‘ing; beside the continual burnt offering, its meal offering, 

‘ and its drink offering. 

‘ On the eighth day ye shall have a day of restraint as 
‘[from work]; ye shall do no servile work therein; but ye 3« 
‘ shall bring a burnt offering, a sacrifice made by fire, of a 
‘ sweet savour unto Jehovah; one bullock, one ram, seven 
‘ lambs of the first year without blemish; their meal offering 37 
‘ and their drink offerings for the bullock, for the ram, and 
‘ for the lambs, according to their number, after the ordi¬ 
nance; and one goat for a sin offering; beside the con- se 
‘ tinual burnt offering, and its meal offering, and its drink 
‘offering. These things ye shall do unto Jehovah in your se 
‘appointed feasts, beside your vows, and your freewill 
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‘ offerings, for your burnt offerings, and for your meal offer* 
‘ ings, and for your drink offerings, and for your peace 
io ‘offerings.’ And Moses told the children of Israel accord¬ 
ing to all that Jehovah commanded Moses. 


1 And Moses spake unto the heads of the tribes concerning 
the children of Israel, saying, ‘This is the thing which 

2 * Jehovah hath commanded. If a man vow a vow unto 
‘Jehovah, or swear an oath to bind his soul with a bond; 
‘ he shall not profane his word, ho shall do according to all 
‘ that proceedeth out of his mouth. 

s ‘ And if a woman vow a vow unto Jehovah, and hind her- 
‘ self by a bond, being in her father’s house in her youth; 
J ‘ and her father hear her vow, and her bond wherewith she 
‘ hath bound her soul, and her father shall hold his peace 
‘at her; then all her vows shall stand, and every bond 
j ‘ wherewith she hath bound her soul shall stand. But if 
‘ her father disallow her in the day that he hoareth; not any 
‘ of her vows, or of her bonds wherewith sho hath bound 
‘ her soul, shall stand; and Jehovah will forgive her, because 
it ‘lier father disallowed her. And if sho had at all an hus- 
‘banil, when she vowed, or uttered aught out of her lips, 
^ ‘ wherewith she bound her soul; and her husband heard it, 
‘ and held his peace at her in the day that ho heard it; then 
‘ her vows shall stand, and her bonds wherewith sho bound 
s ‘ her soul shall stand. But if her husband disallowed her 
‘on the day that he hoard it; then he shall make her vow 
‘which she vowed, and that which she uttered with her 
‘lips, wherewith she bound her soul, of none effect; and 
‘ Jehovah will forgive her. 

o ‘ But every vow of a widow, or of her that is divorced, 
‘wherewith she hath bound her sold, shall stand against 
10 ‘ her. And if she vowed in her husband’s house, or bound 
u ‘her soul by a bond with an oath; and her husband heard 
‘ it, and held his peace at her, and disallowed her not; then 
‘all her vows shall stand, and every bond wherewith she 

12 ‘ bound her soul shall stand. But if her husband hath 
‘ utterly made them void on the day ho heard them; then 
‘whatsoever proceeded out of her lips concerning her vows, 
‘ or concerning the bond of her soul, shall not stand; her 
‘husband hath made them void; and Jehovah will forgive 

13 ‘ her. Every vow, and every binding oath to afflict tho 
‘ soul, her husband may establish it, or her husband may 

u 
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‘ make it void. But if her husband altogether hold his 1 • 
‘ peace at her from day to day; then he established all her 
‘ vows, or all her bonds, which aro upon her; he established 
‘ them, because he held his peace at her in the day that he 
‘ heard them. But if he shall any ways make them void l 
‘after that he hath heard them; then he shall bear her 
‘iniquity.’ These are the statutes, which Jehovah com- V 
manded Moses, between a man and his wife, between the 
father and his daughter, while she is in her youth in her 
father’s house. 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Avenge the 1 
‘children of Israel on the Midianites; afterward slialt thou :i 
‘ be gathered unto thy people.’ And Moses spake unto the '■■ 
people, saying, ‘ Arm some of yourselves unto the war, and 
‘let them go against the Midianites, to carry the vengeance 
‘of Jehovah against Midian. Of every tribe a thousand, “ 
‘ throughout all the tribes of Israel, shall ye send to tho 
‘war.’ So there were set apart out of the thousands of 
Israel, a thousand of every tribe, twelve thousand armed 
for war. And Moses sent them to the war, a thousand of ■ ; 
every tribe, them and Phinehas tho son of Eleazar the priest, 
to the war, with the holy instruments, and the trumpets to 
blow in his hand. And they warred against the Midian¬ 
ites, as Jehovah commanded Moses; and they slew all the 
males. And they slew the kings of Midian, beside the i< 
others that were slain; namely, Evi, and Iiekem, and Zur, 
and Hur, and Reba, five kings of Midian; Balaam also the 
son of Beor they slew with the sword. And the children of i > 
Israel took the women of Midian captives, and their little 
ones, and took as spoil all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. And they burnt all their cities wherein u 1 
they dwelt, and all their strongholds, with fire. And they u 
took all the spoil, and all the booty, both of men and of 
beasts. And they brought tho captives, and the booty, and u 
the spoil, unto Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and unto the; 
congregation of the children of Israel, unto the camp at 
the barren plains of Moab, which are by the Jordan near 
Jericho. 

And Moses, and Eleazar the priest, and all the princes t ■ 
of the congregation, went forth to meet them without the 
camp. And Moses was wroth with the officers of the host, l<* 
with the captains over thousands, and captains over hun- 
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15 dreils, who came from the army of the war. And Moses 
is said unto them, ‘ Have ye saved all the women alive? Be- 
‘ hold, these caused the children of Israel, through the coun- 
‘ sel of Balaam, to commit trespass against Jehovah in the 
‘ matter of Peor, and there was a plague among the congre- 
it ‘ gation of Jehovah. Now therefore kill every male among 
‘ the little ones, and kill every woman that hath known 
is ‘ man by lying with him. But all the women children, that 
‘ have not known a man by lying with him, keep alive for 
is ‘ yourselves. And do ye abide without the camp seven days; 

‘ whosoever hath killed any person, and whosoever hath 
‘ touched any slain, purify both yourselves and your cap- 

20 ‘ tives on the third day, and on the seventh day. And 
‘ purify all your raiment, and all that is made of skins, and 

21 ‘all work of goats’ hair, and all things made (if wood.’ And 
Eleazar the priest said unto the men of war that went to 
the battle, ‘ This is the ordinance of the law which Jehovah 

22 ‘commanded Moses; only the gold, and the silver, the cop- 

23 ‘ per, the iron, the pewter, and the lead, every thing that 
‘ may abide the fire, ye shall make it go through the fire, 
‘ and it shall he clean; nevertheless it shall be purified with 
‘ the Water of Separation ; and all that abideth not the fire 

24 ‘ ye shall make go through the rvater. And ye shall wash 
‘ your clothes on the seventh day, and ye will be clean, and 
‘ afterward ye may come into the camp.’ 

25 And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘Take the sum 
25 ‘ op the booty that was taken captive, both of man and of 

‘beast, thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the chief fathers 
2' ‘ of the congregation. And divide the booty into two parts; 
‘ between them that took the war upon them, who went out 

28 ‘ to battle, and between all the congregation. And levy a 
‘tribute unto Jehovah from the men of war who went out 
‘ to battle; ono soul out of five hundred, both of the per- 
‘ sons, and of the beeves, and of the asses, and of the sheep 

29 1 and goats; take it out of their half, and give it unto Elea- 
39 ‘ zar the priest, for an heave offering unto Jehovah. And 

‘ out of the children of Israel’s half, thou shalt take one 
‘ portion out of fifty, of the persons, of the beeves, of the 
‘ asses, and of the flocks, of all manner of cattle, and give 
‘ them unto the Levites, who keep the charge of the Taber- 

31 ‘nacle of Jehovah.’ And Moses and Eleazar the priest did 

32 as Jehovah commanded Moses. And the booty, being the 
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rest of the prey which the men of war had caught, was six 
hundred thousand and seventy thousand and live thousand 
sheep or goats, and llireeseore and twelve thousand beeves, 3: 
and llireeseore and one thousand asses, and thirty and two a- 
thousand persons in all, of women that had not known man & 
by lying with him. And the half, which was the portion 
of them that went out to war, wus in number three hun¬ 
dred thousand and seven and thirty thousand and five 
huudred sheep or goats. And the tribute to Jehovah of a' 
the sheep was six hundred nnd threescore and fifteen. And at 
the beeves were thirty and six thousand; of which the tri¬ 
bute to Jehovah was threescore and twelve. And the asses at 
were thirty thousnnd and five hundred; of which the tri¬ 
bute to Jehovah was threescore and one. And the persons 
were sixteen thousand; of which the tribute to Jehovah 
was thirty and two persons. And Moses gave the tribute, o 
which was the heave oil’ering to Jehovah, unto Eleazar tho 
priest, as Jehovah had commanded Moses. And out of tho n 
children of Israel’s half, which Moses divided from the men 
that warred, (now the half for the congregation was three! 
hundred thousand and thirty thousand nnd seven thousand 
and five huudred slice]) or goats, and thirty and six thou- ^ 
sand beeves, and thirty thousand asses and five hundred, *' 
and sixteen thousand persons,) even out of the children of u 
Israel’s half, Moses took one portion out of fifty, both of 
man and of beast, and gave them unto the Levites, who 
kept the charge of the Tabernacle of Jehovah; as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

And the officers that were over thousands of the host, If 
the captains of thousands, and captains of hundreds, came 
near unto Moses; and they said unto Moses, ‘Thy servants « 
‘ have taken the sum of the men of war that are under our 
‘ charge, and there lackcth not one man of us. Wo have sc 
‘ therefore brought a (lift for Jehovah, what every man hath 
‘ found, of jewels of gold, ankle-chains, and bracelets, rings, 

‘ earrings, and hanging drops, to make an atonement for our 
‘souls before Jehovah.’ And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
took the gold from them, even all wrought jewels. And all &'< 
the gold of the heave offering that they offered up to Jeho¬ 
vah, from the captains of thousands, and from the captains 
of hundreds, was sixteen thousand seven hundred and fifty 
Shekels [or five hundred-weights], (For the men of war had J! 
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m taken spoil, every man for himself.) And Moses and Elea- 
zar the priest took the gold from the captains of thousands 
and of hundreds, and brought it into the Appointed Tent, 
for a memorial for the children of Israel before Jehovah. 

1 Now the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
had a very great multitude of cattle; and when they saw 
the land of Jazer, and the land of Gilead, that, behold, the 

2 place was a place for cattle; the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben came and spake unto Moses, and to 
Eleazar the priest, and unto the princes of the congrega- 

3 tion, saying, 1 Ataroth, and Dibon, and Jazer, and Nimrah, 
‘ and Hush bon, and Elealch, and Shebam, and Neho, and 

t ‘ Iieon, even the country which Jehovah smote before the 
‘ congregation of Israel, is a land for cattle, and thy servants 
■' ‘ have cattle; wherefore,’ said they, ‘ if we have found grace 
‘ in thy sight, let this land be given unto thy servants for 
o ‘a possession, and bring us not over the Jordan.’ And 
Moses said unto the children of Gad and to the children of 
Reuben, ‘ Shall your brethren go to war, and shall ye sit 
t ‘here? And wherefore discourage ye the heart of the chil- 
‘ dren of Israel from going over into the land which Jeho- 
8 ‘vali hath given them? Thus did your fathers, when I 
'J ‘sent them from Kadesh-barnea to see the land. For when 
‘ they went up unto the valley of Eshcol, and saw the land, 
‘ they discouraged the heart of the children of Israel, that 
‘ they should not go into the land which Jehovah had given 

10 ‘ them. And the anger of Jehovah was kindled at that 

11 ‘time, and he sware, saying, Surely none of the men that 
‘ came up out of Lower Egypt, from twenty years old and 
‘ upward, shall see the land of which I sware unto Abraham, 
‘ unto Isaac, and unto Jacob; because they have not wholly 

12 ‘followed me; save Caleb the son of Jephunrteh the Ke- 
‘ nezite, and Joshua the son of Nun; for they have wholly 

13 ‘ followed Jehovah. And the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
‘ against Israel, and he made them to -wander in the desert 
‘ for forty years, until all the generation, that had done evil 

i-i ‘in the sight of Jehovah, was consumed. And, behold, ye 
‘ are risen up in your fathers’ stead, an increase of sinful 
‘men, to augment yet the fierce anger of Jehovah toward 

n> ‘ Israel. For if ye turn away from following him, he will 
‘ yet again leave them in the desert; and ye will destroy all 

16 ‘this people.’ And they came near unto him, and said, 
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‘ We will build walled slioepfolds hero for our cattle, and 
‘ cities for our little ones; but we ourselves will hasten 17 
‘ armed before the children of Israel, until we have brought 
‘ them unto their place. And our little ones shall dwell in 
‘ tho fenced cities because of the inhabitants of the land. 

‘ We will not return unto our houses, until tho children of is 
‘ Israel have inherited every man his inheritance. For we ni 
‘ will not inherit with them beyond the Jordan, and for- 
‘ ward; because our inheritance is fallen to us beyond the 
‘Jordan eastward.’ And Moses said unto them, ‘ If ye will 20 
‘ do this thing, if ye will go armed before Jehovah to war, 

1 and will go all of you m ined over the Jordan before Jeho- 21 
‘vah, until he hath driven out his enemies from before 
‘ him, and the laud be subdued before Jehovah; then after- 22 
‘ ward ye shall return, and be guiltless before Jehovah, and 
‘ before Israel; and this land shall be your possession before 
‘Jehovah. But if ye will not do so, behold, ye have sinned 23 
‘against Jehovah; and be sure your sin will find you out. 
‘Build you cities for your little ones, and walled folds for 21 
‘your flocks; mid do that which hath proceeded out of your 
‘ mouth.’ And the children of Gad and the children of 25 
Reuben spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Thy servants will do as 
‘ my lord commandeth. Our little ones, our wives, our flocks, 

‘ and all our cattle, shall be there in the cities of Gilead; 
‘but thy servants will pass over, every man armed for war, 27 
‘ before Jehovah to battle, as my lord saith.’ 

So concerning them Moses commanded Eleazar tho priest, 2s- 
and Joshua the son of Run, and the chief fathers of the 
tribes of tho children of Israel; and Moses said unto them, 3 ». 
‘ If the children of Gad and tho children of Reuben will 
‘ pass with you over the Jordan, every man armed to battle, 

‘ before Jehovah, and the land shall be subdued before you; 
‘then ye shall give them the land of Gilead for a posses- 
‘ sion. But if they will not pass over with you armed, they 30 
‘ shall have possessions among you in the land of Canaan.’ 
And tho children of Gad and the children of Reuben an- m 
swered, saying, ‘As Jehovah hath said unto thy servants, 

‘so will we do. We will pass over armed before Jehovah 32 
‘ into tho land of Canaan, that the possession of our inherit- 
‘ ance beyond tho Jordan may be ours.’ And Moses gave 3 * 
unto them, even to the children of Gad, and to the children 
of Reuben, and unto half the tribe of Manasseh the son ol 
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Joseph, the kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, and tlie 
kingdom of Og king of Bashan, the land, with the cities 
thereof within tlie boundaries, even the cities of the coun¬ 
try round about. 

ai And the children of Gad built Dihon, and Ataroth, and 

35 Aroer, and Atroth, Shoplian, and Jaazer, and Jogbehah, 

36 and Bcth-nimrah, and Beth-haran, fenced cities; and walled 

37 folds for flocks. And the children of Reuben built Heshbon, 

3s and Elealeli, and Kirjathaim, and Nebo, and Baal-maon, 

(their names being changed,) and Shibmah; and gave other 

33 names unto the cities which they budded. And the chil¬ 
dren of Machir the son of Manasseh went to Gilead, and 

43 took it, and dispossessed the Amorites who were in it. And 
Moses gave Gilead unto Machir the son of Manasseh ; and 

41 he dwelt therein. And Jair the son of Manasseh went and 
took the hamlets thereof, and called them the Hamlets of 

42 Jair. And Nobah went, and took Kenatli, and the suburbs 
thereof, and called it Nobali, after his own name. 

1 These are the Journeys of the children of Israel, who 
went forth out of the land of Lower Egypt with their 

2 armies under the hand of Moses and Aaron. And Moses 
wrote their goings out according to their journeys by the 
command of Jehovah; and these are their journeys accord- 

3 ing to their goings out. And they removed from Rameses 
[or Heliopolis] in the first month, on tlie fifteenth day of 
the first month; on the morrow after the Passover the 
children of Israel went out with an high hand in the sight 

4 of all the Egyptians. For the Egyptians had buried all their 
firstborn, whom Jehovah had smitten among them. Upon 

5 their gods also Jehovah executed judgments. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel removed from Rameses, and encamped at 
Succoth [or Seen®]. 

6 And they removed from Succoth, and encamped at Etham 
[or Thoum], which is on the edge of the desert. 

" And they removed from Etham, and turned unto the Bay 
of Hahiroth [or Heroopolis], which is before Baal-zeplion; 
and they encamped before the Tower [of Ajeroud]. 

8 And they removed from before Hahiroth, and passed 
through the midst of the sea into the desert, and went 
three days’ journey in the desert of Etham, and encamped 
at Marah [or the Bitter Spring], 
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And they removed from Marah, and came to Elim [or e 
the Trees], And in Elim wore twelve fountains of water, 
and threescore and ten palm trees; and they encamped there. 

And they removed from Elim, and encamped by tho lied n> 
sea.

And 
Aaron was an hundred and twenty and three years old 
when he died on mount Hor. And king Arad the Ca- 
naanite, who dwelt in the South country, in the land of 
Canaan, heard of the coming of the children of Israel, 
ii And they removed from mount Hor, and encamped in 
Zalmonah [the Place of Shade].

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near Jericho. And they encamped by the Jordan, from 
Bethjesimoth, even unto the Meadows of Shittim in the 
barren plains of Moab. 

And Jehovah spake unto Mosos in the barren plains of 50 
Moab by the Jordan near Jericho, saying, ‘ Speak unto the si 
‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye are passed 
‘over the Jordan into the land of Canaan; then ye shall sa 
‘ drive out all the inhabitants of the land from before you, 

‘ and destroy all their graven stones, and destroy all their 
‘ molten images, and quite pluck down all their High Places 
‘ [or altars]. And ye shall drive them out from the laud, M 
‘ and shall dwell therein; for I have given you the land to 
‘ possess it. And ye shall divide the land by casting lots m. 
‘ for an inheritance among your families. To those who are 
‘ many ye shall give the greater inheritance, and to those 
‘ who are few ye shall give the less inheritance; every 
‘man’s shall be in the place where his lot falleth; according 
‘ to the tribes of your fathers ye shall inherit. But if ye m 
‘ will not drive out the inhabitants of the land from before 
‘you; then it shall come to pass, that those whom ye let 
‘ remain of them shall be pricks in your eyes, and thorns 
‘ in your sides, and shall vex you throughout the land 
‘ wherein ye dwell. Moreover it shall come to pass, that 1 so 
‘ will do unto you as I thought to do unto them.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Mosos, saying, ‘ Command the l' 
‘ children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye come into 2 
‘ the land of Canaan, (this is the land that shall fall unto 
‘ you for an inheritance, even the land of Canaan unto the 
‘boundaries thereof,) then your South Side shall be from 3 
‘ the desert of Zin along by the border of Edom, and your 
‘ south boundary at the east shall be the outmost point of 
‘the Salt Sea. And your boundary shall turn southward * 
‘by the hill-road of Akrabbim, and pass on to Zin; and 
‘ the going forth thereof shall be on the south to lCadesh- 
‘ barnea, and shall go on to the village of Addar, and pass 
‘ on to Azmon. And the boundary shall fetch a compass 3 
‘ from Azmon unto the valley of Lower Egypt, and the 
‘ goings out of it shall be at the sea. 

‘And as for the West Boundary, ye shall even have # 
‘the Great Sea for a boundary; this shall be your west 
‘ boundary. 

‘ And this shall be your North Boundary ; from the Great 7 
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s ‘ Sea ye shall point out for you mount Hor. From mount 
‘ Hor y e shall point out a boundary unto the Pass of Hamath; 

‘ and the goings forth of the boundary shall be to Zedad. 
V ‘ And the boundary shall go on to Ziphron, and the goings 
‘ out of it shall be at the Village of Ainen. This shall be 
‘ your north boundary. 

10 ‘And ye shall point out your East Boundary from the 

11 ‘Village of Ainen to Shepham. And the boundary shall 
‘ go down from Shepham to Riblah, on the east side of Ain; 

‘ and the boundary shall descend, and shall reach unto the 

12 ‘ east side of the Sea of Chinnercth [or Gennesaret]. And 
‘ the boundary shall go down by the Jordan, and the goings 
‘ out of it shall be at the Salt Sea. This shall be your land 
‘with the boundaries thereof round about.’ 

12 And Moses commanded the children of Israel, saying, 
‘This is the land which ye shall inherit by casting lots, 

‘ which Jehovah commanded to give unto the nine tribes, 
ii ‘and to the half tribe; for the tribe of the children of the 
‘ Reubenites according to the house of their fathers, and the 
‘ tribe of the children of the Gailites according to the house 
‘of their fathers, have received their inheritance; and half 
is ‘ the tribe of Manasseh have received their inheritance. The 
‘ two tribes and the half tribe have received their inherit- 
‘ ance beyond the Jordan near Jericho, in the east toward 
‘ the sunrising.’ 

in And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘These are the 
it ‘names of the men who shall divide the land unto you; 
is ‘ Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son of Nun. And ye 
‘ shall take one prince of every tribe, to divide the land for 
io ‘ inheritance.

These are they whom Jehovah commanded to divide the 
inheritance nnto the children of Israel in the land of 
Canaan. 

And Jehovah spake nnto Moses in the barren plains of i 
Moab by the Jordan near Jericho, saying, ‘Command the - 
‘ children of Israel, that they give unto the Levites out of 
‘ the inheritance of their possession cities to dwell in; and 
‘ ye shall give also unto the Levites pasturelands for the cities 
‘ round about them. And the cities shall they have to dwell a 
‘in; and the pasture lands of them shall be for their cattle, 

‘ and for their goods,and for allthoirbeasts. Andtlie pasture i 
‘ lands of the cities, which ye shall give unto the Levites, 

‘ shall reach from the wall of the city and outward a thou- 
‘sand cubits round about. And ye shall measure on the ■< 
‘ outside of the city an east side of two thousand cubits, and 
‘ a south side of two thousand cubits, and a west side of 
‘ two thousand cubits, and a north side of two thousand 
‘ cubits; and the city shall be in the midst. This shall be 
‘ to them the pasture lands of the cities. And among the c 
‘ cities which ye shall give unto the Levites there shall be 
‘ six cities for refuge, which ye shall appoint for the man- 
‘slayer, that he may flee thither; and to them ye shall add 
‘forty and two cities. All the cities which ye shall give 7 
‘ to the Levites shall be forty and eight cities, them and 
‘ their pasture lands. And the cities which ye shall give » 
‘ shall be out of the possession of the children of Israel. 

‘ From them that have many ye shall give many; but from 
‘ them that have few ye shall give few; every one shall give 
‘ some of his cities unto the Levites according to his inhe- 
‘ritance which be inheriteth.’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses, saying, ‘ Speak unto f 
‘the children of Israel, and say unto them, When ye have 10 
‘passed over the Jordan into the land of Canaan; then ye n 
‘ shall appoint for you cities to be cities of refuoe for you; 

‘ that the manslayer may flee thither, who killeth any per- 
‘ son unawares. And they shall be unto you cities for 1:J 
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‘ refuge from the avenger; that the manslayer die not, until 
13 ‘he stand before the congregation in judgment. And of 
1 these cities which ye shall give, six cities shall ye have for 
u ‘ refuge. Ye shall give three cities beyond the Jordan, anil 
‘ three cities shall ye give in the land of Canaan, which 
15 1 shall be cities of refuge. These six cities shall be a refuge, 

‘ both for the children of Israel, and for the stranger, and 
‘ for the sojourner among them; that every one that killeth 
l'i ‘ any person unawares may flee thither. And if he smite him 
‘ with an instrument of iron, so that he die, he is a mur- 
u ‘derer; the murderer shall surely be put to death. And 
‘ if lie smite him with a stone from the hand, w T herewith ho 
‘may die, and he die, he is a murderer; the murderer shall 
is ‘ surely be put to death. Or if be smite him with an hand 
‘ weapon of wood, wherewith he may die, and ho die, he is 
‘a murderer; the murderer shall surely be put to death, 
in ‘ The avenger of blood himself shall slay the murderer; w'hen 
3 ® ‘ he meetetli him, he shall slay him. And if lie thrust him 
-’i ‘ of hatred, or hurl at him by layiug of wait, that he die; or 
‘in enmity smite him with his hand, that he die; he that 
‘ smote him shall surely be put to death; for he is a mur- 
‘ derer; the avenger of blood shall slay the murderer, when 
33 1 he meeteth him. But if he thrust him suddenly without 
‘enmity, or have cast upon him any instrument without 
33 1 laying of wait, or with any stone wherewith a man may die, 
‘ seeing him not,and cast it upon him, that he die, and he was 
2 i ‘not his enemy, neither sought his harm; then the congre- 
‘ gation shall judge between the manslayer and the avenger 
25 ‘ of blood according to these judgments. And the congre- 
‘ gation shall deliver the manslayer out of the hand of the 
1 avenger of blood, and the congregation shall restore him 
1 to the city of his refuge, whither lie was fled; and he shall 
‘abide in it until the death of the high priest, who had 
20 ‘ been anointed with the holy oil. Hut if the manslayer 
‘ shall at any time come without the boundary of the city 
‘of his refuge, whither he was fled; and the avenger of 
‘ blood find him without the boundaries of the city of his 
‘refuge, and the avenger of blood kill the manslayer; his 
23 ‘blood shall not be upon him; because he should have re- 
‘ mained in the city of his refuge until the death of the high 
1 priest. But after the death of the high priest the man- 
20 ‘slayer shall return into the land of his possession. So 
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‘ these things shall be for a statute of judgment unto you 
‘ throughout your generations in all your dwellings. 

‘ Whoso killeth any person, the murderer shall be put to so 
'death by the mouth of two witnesses; but one witness 
'shall not testify against any person to cause him to die. 

‘ And ye shall take no ransom for the life of a murderer, 3t 
‘ who is guilty of death; but he shall be surely put to death. 
‘And ye shall take no ransom for him that is tied to the 32 
‘ city of his refuge, that he should come again to dwell in 
‘ the land, until the death of the priest. So ye shall not as 
‘ pollute the land wherein ye are; for blood it defilcth the 
‘land; and there can be no atonement for the land from 
‘ the blood that is shed therein, but by the blood of him 
‘ that shed it. Defile not therefore the land which ye shall 34 
‘inhabit, wherein I myself dwell; for I Jehovah dwell 
‘ among the children of Israel.’ 

And the chief fathers of the families of the children of i 
Gilead, the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, of the fami¬ 
lies of the sons of Joseph, came near, and spake before 
Moses, and before the princes, the chief fathers of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel; and they said, ‘ Jehovah commanded my lord 3 
‘ to give the land for an inheritance by lot to the children 
‘ of Israel; and my lord was commanded by Jehovah to give 
‘ the inheritance of Zelophehad our brother unto his daugh- 
‘ ters. But if they be married to any of the sons of the other 3 
‘ tribes of the children of Israel, then will their inheritance 
' be taken from the inheritance of our fathers, and will be 
‘added to the inheritance of the tribe whereunto they are 
‘ received; so it will be taken from the lot of our inheritance. 

‘ And when the jubilee of the children of Israel shall be, ‘ 
‘ then will their inheritance be added unto the inheritance 
‘of the tribe whereunto they are received; so will their 
‘Inheritance be taken away from the inheritance of the tribe 
‘of our fathers.' And Moses commanded the children of 3 
Israel according to the word of Jehovah, saying, ‘ The tribe 
‘of the sons of Joseph hath said welL This is the thing « 
‘ which Jehovah doth command concerning the daughters 
‘ of Zelophehad, saying, Let them marry to whom they think 
‘ best; only into the family of the tribe of their father shall 
‘ they marry. So the inheritance of the children of Israel " 
‘ shall not remove from tribe to tribe; for every one of the 
‘ children of Israel shall keep himself to the inheritance of 
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8 ‘ the tribe of his fathers. And every daughter that pos- 
‘ sesseth an inheritance in any tribe of the children of 
‘ Israel, shall he wife unto one of the family of the tribe of 
1 her father, so that the children of Israel may possess every 
o 1 man the inheritance of his fathers. And the inheritance 
‘shall not remove from one tribe to another tribe; but 
* every one of the tribes of the children of Israel shall keep 

10 ‘ himself to his own inheritance.’ Even as Jehovah com- 

11 manded Moses, so did the daughters of Zelophehad; for 
Mahlah, Tirzah, and Hoglah, and Milcah, and Noah, the 
daughters of Zelophehad, were married unto their father’s 

l* brothers’ sons. They were married into the families of 
the sons of Manasseh the son of Joseph, and their inherit¬ 
ance remained in the tribe of the family of their father. 

in These are the commands and the judgments, which Jeho¬ 
vah commanded by the hand of Moses unto the children of 
Israel in the barren plains of Moab by the Jordan near 
Jericho. 


THE BOOK OF DEUTERONOMY. 

i TUTUS far are the words which Moses spake unto all Israel 
beyond the Jordan, in the Desert, in the Arabah [or 
Barren Valley], over against the Red Sea, between Paran 
and Tophel, even at Libnah, and at the Village [of Paran], 
- and at Dizahab. There are eleven days’journey from Horeb 
by the way of mount Seir unto Kadesh-barnea. 

3 And it came to pass in the fortieth year [A.M. 2707], 
in the eleventh month, on the first day of the month, that 
Moses spake unto the children of Israel, according unto all 
i that Jehovah had given him in command unto them; after 
he had slain Siliou the king of the Ainorites, who dwelt in 
Heshbon, and Og the king of Bashan, who dwelt at Ash- 
s taroth in Edrei. Beyond the Jordan, in the land of Moab, 
11 began Moses to declare this law, saying, ‘Jehovah our 
‘ God spake unto us in Horeb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
" ‘enough in this hill country. Turn you, and take your 
‘journey, and go to the hill country of the Amorites, and 
‘to all the places nigh thereunto, in the Barren Valley, in 
‘ the Hill country, and in the Low country, and in the South 
‘ country, and by the sea coast, which is the land of the 
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‘ Oonaanites, and to Lebanon, as far as the groat River, the 
‘ river Euphrates. Behold, I have set the land before you; t 
‘go yo in and possess the land which Jehovah sware unto 
‘ your fathers, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to give unto them 
‘ and to their seed after them. 

‘ And I spake unto you at that time, saying, I am not a 
‘able to bear you myself alone. Jehovah your God hath 10 
‘ multiplied you, and, behold, ye are this day as the stars 
‘of the heavens for multitude. (May Jehovah the God of u 
‘your fathers make you a thousand times so many more as 
‘ ye are, and bless you, as he hath promised you!) How u 
‘ can I myself alone bear your eumbrance, and your burden, 
‘and your strife 1 Take to yourselves men wise, and un- is 
‘dersfamding, and known among your tribes, and I will 
‘ make them rulers over you. And ye answered mo, and u 
‘ said, The thing which thou hast spoken is good for us to 
‘do. So I took the chiefs of your tribes, men wise and 13 
‘ known, and made them heads over you, captains over 
‘ thousands, and captains over hundreds, and captains over 
‘ fifties, and captains over tens, and officers among your 
‘tribes. And I commanded your judges at that time, say- is 
‘ ing, Hear the causes between your brethren, and judge 
‘righteously between every man and his brother, ami the 
‘stranger that is with him. Ye shall not respect persons it 
‘in judgment; but ye shall hear the small as well as the 
‘great; ye shall not be afraid of the face of man; for the 
‘judgment is God’s; and the cause that is too hard for you, 

‘ bring it unto me, and I will hear it. And I commanded H 
‘ you at that time ail the things which ye should do. 

‘ Aud when wo departed from Horeb, we went through is 
‘ all that great and terrible desert, which ye saw by the way 
‘of the hdl country of the Amorites, ns Jehovah our God 
‘commanded us; and we came to Kadesh-barnea. And I 2 a 
‘ said unto .you, Ye are come unto the hill country of the 
‘ Amorites, which Jehovah our God doth give unto us. 

‘ Behold, Jehovah thy God hath set the land before thee. 21 
‘ Go up and possess it, as Jehovah the God of thy fathers 
‘ hath said unto thee; fear not, neither be discouraged. And -- 
‘ ye came near unto me every one of you, and said, We will 
‘send men before us, and they shall search out the land 
‘ for us, and bring word again to us by what way we must 
‘ go up, and into what cities we shall come. And the saying 11 
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‘pleased me well; and I took twelve men of you, one for 
2-1 ‘ each tribe; and they turned and went up to the hill coun- 
‘ try, and came unto the valley of Eshcol, and searched it 
25 ‘ out. And they took some of the fruit of the land in their 
* hands, and brought it down unto us, and brought us word 
‘ again, and said, It is a good land which Jehovah our God 
‘ doth give us. 

25 ‘notwithstanding ye would not go up, but rebelled against 
27 ‘ the command of Jehovah your God. And ye murmured 

‘ in your tents, and said, Because Jehovah hated us, he hath 
‘ brought us forth out of the land of Lower Egypt, to deli- 

26 ‘ ver us into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy us. Whi- 
‘ ther shall we go upl Our brethren have made our heart 
‘faint, saying, The people is greater and taller than we; 
‘ the cities are great and walled up to the heavens; and 
‘ moreover we have seen the sons of the Anakites [or Giants] 

29 ‘ there. Then I said unto you, Dread not, neither be afraid 

30 ‘of them. Jehovah your God who goeth beforo you, he 
‘ will fight for you, according to all that he did for you in 

31 ‘Lower Egypt before your eyes; and in the desert, where 
‘thou hast seen how that Jehovah thy God bare thee, as a 
‘man doth bear his son, in all the way that ye went, until 
‘ ye came into this place. 

32 ‘ Yet in this thing yo did not trust in Jehovah your God, 
aa ‘ who went in the way before you, in fire by night, to search 

‘ you out a place to pitch your tents in, and in a cloud by 
si ‘ day, to shew you by what way ye should go. And Jehovah 
‘ heard the voice of your words, and was wroth, and sware, 

35 ‘saying, Surely there shall not one of these men of this 
‘ evil generation see that good land, which I sware to give 

36 ‘unto your fathers, save Caleb the son of Jephunneh; he 
‘ shall see it, and to him will I give the land that he hath 
‘ trodden upon, and to his children, because he hath wholly 

37 ‘followed Jehovah. Also Jehovah was angry with me for 

33 ‘ your sakes, saying, Thou also shalt not go in thither. But 
‘Joshua the son of Nun, who standeth before thee, he 
‘shall go in thither; encourage him; for he shall cause 

30 ‘ Israel to inherit it. Moreover your little ones, which ye 
‘ said should be a prey, and your children, which in that 
‘ day had no knowledge between good and evil, they shall 
‘ go in thither, and unto them will I give it, and they shall 
x 
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1 possess it. But as for you, turn you, and take your jour- 44 
‘ ney into the desert by the way of the Bed sea. 

‘ Then ye answered and said unto me, We have sinned <i 
‘ against Jehovah; we will go up and fight, according to all 
‘ that Jehovah our God commanded ua And when ye had 
‘ gilded on every man his weapons of war, ye were ready 
‘ to go up into the hill country. And Jehovah said unto ** 
‘ me. Say unto them, Go not up, neither fight; for I am not 
‘ among you; lest ye be smitten before your enemiea So « 
‘ I spake unto you; and ye would not hear, hut rebelled 
‘against the command of Jehovah, and went presumptu- 
‘ously up into the hill country. And the Amorites, who <4 
‘ dwelt in that hill country, came out against you, and 
1 chased you, as bees do, and smote you in Seir, even unto 
‘Hormah. And ye returned and wept before Jehovah; <4 
‘but Jehovah would not hearken to your voice, nor give 
‘ ear unto you. So ye abode in Kadesh many days, accord- *« 
‘ ing unto the days that ye abode there. 

‘ Then we^turned, and took our journey into the desert i 
‘bv the way af the. Iigd, t sea, %s Jehovah spake unto me; 

‘ and we went round jffifflatSeif many days. And Jehovah t 
1 spake unto me, saying, Ye have gone round thfs ( mountain» t 
‘long enough; turn you northward. And command thou 4 
‘the people, saying, Ye are to pass through the boundary 
1 of your brethren the children of Esau, who dwell in Seir; 

‘ and they will be afraid of you. Take ye good heed unto 
‘ yourselves therefore. Meddle not with them; for I will < 

‘ not give you any of their land, no, not so much as a stand- 
‘ ing place for the sole of your foot; because I have given 
‘ mount Seir unto Esau for a possession. Ye shall buy meat < 

‘ of them for money, that ye may eat; and ye shall also buy 
‘ water of them for money, that ye may drink. For Jeho- ' 

‘ vah thy God hath blessed thee in all the works of thy 
‘hand; he knoweth thy walking through this great desert; 
‘these forty years Jehovah thy God hath been with thee; 

‘ thou hast lacked nothing. 

‘And-uhan. we passed away from our brethren the chil- i 
‘ dren of Esau, who dwelt in Seir, a'mtj from the way of 
‘ the Arabah [orBarren Yalleyl, from Elath, and from Ezion- 
‘ gaber, ,we turned and passed by the way of the desert of 
‘Moab. And Jehovah said unto me. Distress not the Moab- i 
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4 ites, neither contend -with them in battle; for I 'will not 
4 give thee any of their land for a possession ; because I 
4 have given Ar unto the children of Lot for a possession.’ 
io (The Emites dwelt therein in times past, a people great, and 
n many, and tall, as the Anakites; who also were accounted 
giants, as the Anakites; but the Moabites call them Emites 

12 [or Terrible ones]. The Horites [or Men of Caves] also 
dwelt in Seir beforetime ; but the children of Esau dispos¬ 
sessed them, when they had destroyed them from before 
them, and dwelt in their stead; as Israel had done unto 
the land of his possession, which Jehovah gave unto them.) 

13 1 How rise up, and get you over the brook Zered. 

n ‘ And we went over the brook Zered. And the time in 
4 which we came from Kadesh-barnea, until we were come 
4 over the brook Zered, was thirty and eight years; until all 
4 the generation of the men of war were wasted out from 
15 4 among the cam]), as Jehovah had sworn unto them. For 
4 indeed the hand of Jehovah was against them, to destroy 
4 them from among the camp, until they were consumed. 
u> 4 So it came to pass, when all the men of war were con- 
17 ‘sumed and dead from among the people, that Jehovah 
is ‘spake unto me, saying, Thou art this day to pass over 
is ‘through Ar, the boundary of Moab. And when thou 
‘comest nigh over against the children of Ammon, distress 
‘them not, nor meddle with them; for I will not give thee 
4 any of the land of the children of Ammon for a possession; 
4 because I have given it unto the children of Lot for a 
no ‘possession.’ (That also was accounted a land of giants. 
Giants dwelt therein in old time; and the Ammonites call 

21 them Zamzummites; a people great, and many, and tall, 
as the Anakites. But Jehovah destroyed them before them; 

22 and they dispossessed them, and dwelt in their stead; as 
he did for the children of Esau, who dwell in Seir, when 
he destroyed the Horites from before them; and they dis¬ 
possessed them, and dwell in their stead even unto this 

23 day. And as for the Avites who dwelt in villages, even 
unto Gaza, them the Caphtorites [or Philistines], who camo 
forth out of Caphtor [in the Delta], destroyed, and dwelt in 

n their stead). ‘Kise ye up, take your journey, and pass over 
4 the river Arnon. Behold, I have given into thine hand 
4 Sihon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, and his land; begin 
25 4 to possess it, and contend with him in battle. This day 
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' will I begin to put the dread of thee and the fear of theo 
‘ upon the nations that are under the whole heavens, who 
' shall hear report of thee, and shall tremble, and be in 
‘ anguish becnuso of thee. 

‘ And I sent messengers out of the desert of Kedemoth as 

* unto Silum king of Hoshbon, with words of peace, saying, 

‘ Let me jwss through thy land. I will go along strictly 27 
‘ by the highway, I will neither turn unto the right hand 

• nor to the left. Thou shall sell me meat for money, that w 

• I may eat; and give mo water for money, that I may drink; 

‘ only I will pass through on my feet; (as the children of ■» 
‘ Esau who dwell in Seir, and the Moabites who dwell in 
‘ At, did unto me;) until I shall pass over the Jordan into 
‘ the land which Jehovah our God givcth us. But Sihon so 
‘ king of Hcshbon would not let us pass by him; for Jeho- 
' vah thv God hardened his spirit, and made his heart ob- 
‘ stiuate, that he might deliver him into thy hand, as at this 
‘ day. 

‘And Jehovah said unto me, Behold, I have begun to si 
‘give Sihon and his land before thee; begin to dispossess 
‘ him, that thou mayest, possess his land. Then Sihon came sa 
‘ out against us, he and all his people, to fight at Jahazah. 
‘And Jehovah our God delivered him up before us; and ss 
‘we smote him, and his sons, and all his people. And we s* 
‘ took all his cities at that time, and utterly destroyed the 
‘ men, and the women, and the little ones, of eveiy city; 

‘ wo left none to remain. The cattle only took we for a prey ss 
‘ unto ourselves, and the spoil of the cities which we took. 

‘ Prom Aroer, which is by the brink of the river Arnon, se 
‘ and the city that is in the valley, even unto Gilead, there 
‘ was not one city too strong for us; Jehovah our God de- 
‘ livened all unto us. Only unto the land of the children *7 
‘of Ammon thou earnest not, nor unto any place of the 
‘river Jahbok, nor unto the cities in the hill country, nor 
‘ unto whatsoever Jehovah our God forbad us. 

‘ Then we turned, and went up the way to Bashan. And l 
‘ Og the king of Bashan came out against us, he and all his 
‘people, to battle at Edrci. And Jehovah said unto me, * 
‘ Fear him not; for I will deliver him, and all his people, 

‘ and his land, into thy hand; and thou ahalt do unto him 

* as thou didst unto Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt 
‘at Hcshbon. So Jehovah our God delivered into our * 
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‘hands Og also, the king of Bashan, and all his people; 

‘ and we smote him until none was left to him remaining. 

4 ‘ And we took all his cities at that time, there was not a 
1 city which we took not from them, threescore cities, all 

5 ‘ the region of Argob, the kingdom of Og in Bashan. All 
‘ these cities were fenced with high walls, doors, and cross- 

e ‘bars; beside unwalled towns a great many. And wo 
‘utterly destroyed them, as we did unto Sihon king of 
1 Heshbon, utterly destroying the men, women, and little 
7 ‘children, of every city. But all the cattle, and the spoil of 
s ‘ the cities, we took to ourselves for a prey. And we took 
‘ at that time out of the hand of the two kings of the Amor- 
‘ites the land that was beyond the Jordan, from the river 
9 ‘ Arnon unto mount Hermon; (the Sidonians call Hermon 
‘ Sirion; and the Amorites call it Senir;) all the cities of 
‘the Table-land, and all Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Sal- 
‘chah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan.’ 
n (For only Og king of Bashan remained of the remnant of 
the giants. Behold, his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; 
is it not in Rabbah of the children of Ammon? Vine cubits 
was the length thereof, and four cubits the breadth of it, 
after the cubit of a man.) 

i- ‘ And this land, which wo possessed at that time, from 
‘ Aroer, which is by the river Arnon, and half the hill 
‘ country of Gilead, and the cities thereof, gave I unto the 

13 ‘ Reubenites and to the Gadites. And the rest of Gilead, 
‘ and all Bashan, being the kingdom of Og, gave I unto the. 
‘ half tribe of Manasseh; all the region of Argob, with all 

14 ‘Bashan, which was called the Land of the Giants. Jair 
‘ the son of Manasseh took all the region of Argob unto the 
‘boundary of the Geshurites and the Maachathites; and 
‘ called them after his own name in Bashan, the Hamlets of 

is 1 Jair, unto this day. And I gave Gilead unto Machir. And 
i<) ‘ unto the Reubenites and unto the Gadites I gave from 
‘ Gilead even unto the river Arnon half the valley, and the 
‘boundary even unto the river Jabbok, which is the boun- 
17 ‘ dary of the children of Ammon; the Barren Valley also, 
‘ and the Jordan, and the boundary thereof, from Chin- 
‘ nereth [or Gennesaret] even unto the sea of the Barren 
‘Valley, even the Salt Sea, under the hill sides of Pisgah 
‘ on the east. 

‘And I commanded you at that time, saying, Jehovah 


18 
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* your God hntli given you this land to possess it. Ye shall 
‘ pass over armed before your brethren the children of Israel, 

‘ all that are sons of valour. Hut your wives, and your is 
1 little ones, and your cattle, (for I know that ye have much 
‘cattle,) shall abide in your cities which I have given 
‘you; until Jehovah have given rest unto your brethren, so 
‘as well as unto you, and until they also possess the land 
‘ which Jehovah your God hath given them beyond the 
‘ Jordan; aud then shall ye return every man unto his pos- 
‘ session, which I have given you. 

‘ And I commanded Joshua at that time, saying, Thine si 
‘ eyes have seen all that Jehovah your God hath done unto 
‘these two kings; so will Jehovah do unto all the king- 
‘doms unto which thou passest over [the Jordan]. Ye as 
‘shall not fear them; for Jehovah your God he will fight 
‘ for you. 

' And I besought Jehovah at that time, saying, O Lord as 
‘Jehovah, thou hast begun to shew thy servant thy great- st 
‘ ness, and thy mighty hand; for what God is there in the 
‘ heavens or on the earth, that can do according to thy 

* works, and according to thy might! I pray thee, let me as 
‘ go over, and see the good land that is beyond the Jordan, 

‘ that goodly hill country, and Lebanon. But Jehovah was * 
‘ wroth with me for your sakes, and would not hearken 
‘ unto me. And Jehovah said unto me. Let it suffice thee; 

‘ speak no more unto me of this matter. Get thee up on *r 
4 to the top of Pisgah, and lift up thine eyes westward, and 
‘ northward, and southward, and eastward, and behold it 
‘with thine eyes: for thou shalt not pass over this Jordan. 

‘ But command Joshua, and encourage him, and strengthen ss 
‘ him; for he shall pass over before this people, and be shall 
‘ cause them to inherit the land that thou wilt see. So we » 
‘ abode in the valley over against Beth-peor. 

1 Now therefore hearken, O Israel, onto the statutes and t 
‘unto the judgments which I teach you, for to do them, 

‘ so that ye may live, and go in and possess the land which 
‘Jehovah the God of your fathers giveth yon. Ye shall » 
‘ not add unto the word which I command von, neither 

* shall ye take aught from it, that ye may keep the com 

* mantis of Jehovah vour God which I command you. Your > 
‘ eyes have seen what Jehovah did because of Baal-peor; 

‘ for all the men that followed Baal-peor, Jehovah thy God 
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* 1 hath, destroyed them from among yon. But ye that did 
‘cleave unto Jehovah your God are alive every one of you 
5 ‘this day. Behold, I have taught you statutes and judg- 
‘ ments, even as J ehovah my God commanded me, that ye 
‘ should do so in the land whither ye go to possess it. 

« ‘ Keep them therefore and do them; for this is your wisdom 
‘ and your understanding in the sight of the nations, who 
‘ shall hear of all these statutes, and say, Surely this great 
7 ‘nation is a wise and understanding people. For what 
‘ great nation is there that hath God nigh unto them, as 
‘Jehovah our God is in all things that we call upon him 
s ‘fori And what great nation is there, that hath statutes 
‘ and judgments so righteous as all this law, which I set 
o ‘before you this day? Only take hoed to thyself, and keep 
‘ thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the things which thine 
‘ eyes have seen, (and lest they depart from thy heart all 
‘ the days of thy life; but teach them unto thy sons, and 

10 ‘ thy sons’ sons,) on the day that thou stoodest before 
‘Jehovah thy God in Horeb, when Jehovah said unto me, 
‘ Assemble unto mo the people, and I will make them to 
‘hear my words, that they may learn to fear me all the 
‘ days that they shall live upon the earth, and that they may 

11 ‘teach their children. And ye came near and stood at the 
‘ foot of the mountain; and the mountain burned with fire 
‘ unto the midst of the heavens, with darkness, clouds, and 

12 ‘ thick darkness. And Jehovah spake unto you out of the 
‘ midst of the fire. Ye heard the voice of the words, but 

is ‘saw no similitude ; there was only a voice. And he de- 
‘ dared unto you his covenant, which he commanded you 
‘ to perform, even Ten Commandments; and he wrote them 
H ‘upon two tables of stone. And Jehovah commanded me 
‘ at that time to teach you statutes and judgments, that ye 
‘might do them in the land whither ye pass over [the 
‘Jordan] to possess it. 

15 ‘ Take ye therefore good heed unto yourselves; for ye 

‘ saw no manner of similitude on the day that Jehovah 
‘spake unto you in Horeb out of the midst of the fire; 
is ‘ lest ye corrupt yourselves, and make to you a graven image, 

‘ the similitude of any figure, the likeness of male or female, 
17 ‘ the likeness of any beast that is on the earth, the likeness 
is ‘ of any winged fowl that flieth in the air, the likeness of 
‘ any thing that creepeth on the ground, the likeness of any 
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* fish that is in the waters beneath the earth; and lest thou is 
' lift up thine eyes unto the heavens, and when thou seest 

* tho sun, and the moon, and the stars, even all the host of 
‘ hoaven, thou shouldest be driven to worship them, and 
‘ serve them, which Jehovah thy God hath made the portion 
‘of all the Nations under the whole heavens. But Jeho- *> 
‘ vah hath taken you, and brought you forth out of the iron 

‘ furnace, even out of Lower Egypt, to be unto him a people 
‘ of inheritance, as ye are this day. 

‘ Furthermore Jehovah was angry with me for your sakes, « 
‘and sware that I should not pass over the Jordan, and 
‘ that I should not go in unto that good land, which Jeho- 
‘ vah thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. But I must is 
‘ die in this land, I must not pass over the Jordan. But ye 
‘ shall pass over, and possess that good land. Take heed u 
‘ unto yourselves, lest ye forget the covenant of Jehovah 
‘ your God, which he made with you, and make for your- 
‘ selves a graven image, the likeness of any thing which 
‘ Jehovah thy God hath forbidden thee. For Jehovah thy it 
‘ God is a consuming fire, even a jealous God. 

‘When thou shalt beget children, and children’s chil- « 
‘ dren, and ye shall have been long in the land, and shall 
‘ corrupt yourselves, and make a graven image, the likeness 
‘ of any thing, and shall do evil in the sight of Jehovah thy 
‘ God, to provoke him to anger; I call the heavens and the *5 
‘ earth to witness against yon this day, that ye shall soon 
‘ utterly perish from off the land whereunto ye go over the 
‘ Jordan to possess it; ye shall not prolong your days upon 
‘ it, but ye shall be utterly destroyed. And Jehovah will *r 
‘ scatter you among other peoples, and ye will be left few 
‘ in number among the nations, unto whom Jehovah shall 
‘ lead you. And there ye will serve gods, the work of men’s » 
‘ hands, wood and stone, which neither see, nor hear, nor 
‘ eat, nor smelL But if from thence thou shalt seek Jeho- *> 
‘ vah thy God, thou wilt find him, if thou seek him with 
‘ all thy heart and with all thy souL When thou art in sc 
‘ tribulation, and all these things are come upon thee, even 
‘in the latter days, if thou turn to Jehovah thy God, 
‘and shalt be obedient unto his voice, (foT Jehovah thy w 
‘ God is a merciful God,) he will not forsake thee, neither 
‘ destroy thee, nor forget the covenant of thy fathers which 
‘ he aware unto them. 
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32 ‘ For ask now of the days that are past, which were before 
‘ thee, since the day that God created man upon the earth, 

‘ and ask from the one side of the heavens unto the other, 

‘ hath there been any such thing as this great thing is, or 

3:t ‘hath there been heard like it I Did ever people hear the 
‘ voice of God speaking out of the midst of the fire, as thou 
34 ‘ hast heard, and live! Or hath God essayed to go and take 
‘ to him a nation from the midst of another nation, by trials, 

‘ by signs, and by wonders, and by war, and by a mighty 
1 hand, and by a stretched out arm, and by great terrors, 
‘according to all that Jehovah your God did for you in 
3} ‘Lower Egypt before your eyes'! Unto thee were these 
‘things shewed, that thou mightest know that Jehovah he 
3« ‘is God; there is none else beside him. Out of the heavens 
‘ he made thee to hear his voice, that he might instruct thee; 

‘ and upon earth he shewed thee his great fire; and thou 
3 ~ ‘heardest his words out of the midst of the fire. And be- 
‘ cause he loved thy fathers, therefore he chose their seed 
‘ after them, and brought thee out in his sight by his mighty 

33 ‘ power out of Lower Egypt; to drive out nations from before 
‘ thee greater and mightier than thou art, to bring thee in, 

‘ to give thee their land for an inheritance, as it is at this 
‘ day. Know therefore this day, and consider it in thine 
‘heart, that Jehovah he is God in the heavens above, and 

■w ‘ upon the earth beneath; there is none else. Thou shalt 
‘ keep therefore his statutes, and his commandments, which 
‘ I command thee this day, that it may go well with thee, 
‘and with thy children after thee, and that thou mayest 
‘prolong thy days upon the land, which Jehovah thy God 
‘ giveth thee, for ever.’ 

■*1 Then Moses set apart three cities beyond the Jordan 
<2 toward the sun-rising; that the manslayer might flee thither, 
who should kill his neighbour unawares, and hated him 
not in times past; and that fleeing unto one of these cities 
43 he might live; namely, Bezer in the desert, on the Table 
land, for the Reubenites; and Ramoth in Gilead for the 
Gadites; and Golan in Bashan for the Manassites. 
n And this is the law which Moses set before the children 
43 of Israel. These are the testimonies, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which Moses spake unto the children of 
4c Israel, after they came forth out of Lower Egypt, beyond 
the Jordan, in the valley over against Beth-peor, in the 
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land of Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt at Heshbon, 
whom Moses and the children of Israel smote, when they 
came forth out of Lower Egypt. And they possessed his 47 
land, and the land of Og king of Bashan, the two kings 
of the Amorites, who were beyond the Jordan toward the 
sun-rising; from Aroer, which is by the bank of the river is 
Arnon, even unto mount Sion [or Sirion], which is Hermon, 
and all the Barren Valley beyond the Jordan eastward, even 
unto the sea of the Barren Valley, under the hill sides of 
Pisgah. 

And Moses called all Israel, and said unto them, ‘ Hear, i 
‘0 Israel, the statutes and judgments which I speak in 
‘ your ears this day, that ye may learn them, and keep, and 
‘do them. Jehovah our God made a covenant with us in * 
‘ Horeb. Jehovah made not this covenant with our fathers, > 
‘ but with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day. 

‘ Jehovah talked with you face to face on the mountain out * 
‘ of the midst of the fire, (I stood between Jehovah and you s 
‘ at that time, to shew you the word of Jehovah; for ye were 
‘ afraid by reason of the fire, and went not up on to the 
‘mountain,) saying, 

‘ I am Jehovah thy God, who brought thee out of the land s 
‘ of Lower Egypt, from the house of bondage. Thou shalt t 
‘ have none other gods before me. 

‘ Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, ot any * 
' likeness of any thing that is in the heavens above, or that 
‘is on the earth beneath, or that is in the waters beneath 
'the earth; thou shalt not bow down thyself unto them, 9 
‘ nor serve them; for I Jehovah thy God am a jealous God, 

‘ visiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto 
‘ the third and fourth generation of them that hate me, and >• 
‘ shewing kindness unto the thousandth of them that love 
‘me and keep my commandments. 

‘Thou shalt not take the name of Jehovah thy God to a u 
'falsehood; for Jehovah will not hold him guiltless that 
‘ taketh his name to a falsehood. 

‘ Keep Hie sabbath day [or day of rest] to sanctify it, as is 
‘Jehovah thy God hath commanded thee. Six days thou » 
‘ shalt labour, and do all thy work; but the seventh day is i* 
* the sabbath of Jehovah thy God; in it thou shalt not do 
‘ any work, thou, nor thy son, nor thy daughter, nor thy 
' man-servant, nor thy maid-aervant, nor thine ox, nor thine 
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‘ ass, nor any of thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is within 
‘ thy city gates; so that thy man-servant and thy maid-ser- 
‘ vant may rest as well as thou. And remember that thou 
‘ wast a servant in the land of Lower Egypt, and that Jeho- 
‘ vah thy God brought thee out thence by a mighty hand 
‘and by a stretched out arm; therefore Jehovah thy God 
‘ commanded thee to keep the sabbath day. 

‘Honour thy father and thy mother, as Jehovah thy God 
‘ hath commanded thee; that thy days may be prolonged, 
‘ and that it may go well with thee, upon the land which 
‘Jehovah thy God giveth thee. 

‘ Thou shalt not kill. 

‘Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

‘Neither shalt thou steal. 

‘Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy neigh- 
‘ hour. 

‘Neither shalt thou desire thy neighbour’s wife. 

‘ Neithershalt thou covet thy neighbour’s house, his field, 
‘ or his man-servant, or his maid-servant, or his ox, or his ass, 

‘ or any thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

‘These words Jehovah spake unto all your assembly on 
‘ the mountain out of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, 
‘and of the thick darkness, with a great voice; and he 
‘ added no more. And he wrote them on Two Tables of 
‘ stone, and delivered them unto me. 

‘ And it came to pass, when ye heard the voice out of 
‘ the midst of the darkness, while the mountain did burn 
‘ with fire, that ye came near unto me, even all the heads of 
‘your tribes, and your elders; and ye said, Behold, Jeho- 
‘ vah our God hath shewed us his glory and his greatness, 
‘ and we have heard his voice out of the midst of the fire; 
‘ we have seen this day that God doth talk with man, and 
‘lie livetli. Now therefore why should we die? For this 
‘great fire will consume us; if we hear the voice of Jeho- 
‘vah our God any more, then we shall die. For who is 
‘ there of all flesh, that hath heard the voice of the living 
‘ God speaking out of the midst of the fire, as we have, and 
‘ hath lived? Go thou near, and hear all that Jehovah our 
‘God shall say; and speak thou unto us all that Jehovah 
‘ our God shall speak unto thee; and we will hear it, and 
‘ do it. And Jehovah heard the voice of your words, when 
‘ye spake unto me; and Jehovah said unto me, I have 
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* heard the voice of the words of this people, which they 
‘ have spoken unto thee; they have done well in all that 

' they have spoken. 0 that there were such an heart in M 
‘them, that they would fear me, and keep all my com¬ 
mandments always, so that it might be well with them, 
‘and with their children for ever! Go, say to them. Get so 
‘you into your tents again. But as for thee, stand thou si 

* here by me, and I will speak unto thee all the command- 
1 ments, and the statutes, and the judgments, which thou 
‘ shalt teach them, that they may do them in the land which 

‘ I give them to possess it. Ye shall observe to do there- si 
‘ fore as Jehovah your God hath commanded you; ye shall 

* not turn aside to the right hand or to the left Ye shall ss 

* walk in all the ways which Jehovah your God hath com- 
‘ mended you, so that ye may live, and that it may be well 

* with you, and that ye may prolong your days in the land 
‘ which ye shall possess. 

1 Xow these are the commandments, the statutes, and the i 
■judgments, which Jehovah your God commanded to teach 

* you, that ye might do them in the land whither ye are 

* passing over to possess it; so that thou Slightest fear Jeho- i 
‘ rah thy God, to keep all his statutes and his command¬ 
ments, which I co mm and thee, thou, and thy son, and 
‘thy son’s son, all the days of thy life: and so that thy 
‘da vs may be prolonged. Hear therefore, O Israel, and s 
‘observe to do it; that it may be well with thee, and that 
‘ye may increase mightily, as Jehovah the God of thy 
'Cithers hath promised thee, in the land that floweth with 
‘milk and honey. 

‘Hbab, O Israel; Jehovah is our God, Jehovah alone. * 
‘ And them shalt love Jehovah thy God with all thine heart, s 
■ and with all thy soul, and with all thy might And these t 
‘ words, which 1 command thee this day, shall be in thine 
'heart; and thou shalt press them upon thy children, and t 
' shah talk of them when thou siUest in thine house, and 
1 when thou walkest by the way, and when thou best down, 

* and when thou risest up. And thou shalt bind them for i 
'a sign upon diiiw hand, and they shall be as frontlets 
'between thine eyes. And thou shalt write them upon * 

* the door-posts of thy house, and on thy city gates. 

'And it shall be, when Jehovah thy God shall have i* 
‘ brought thee into the land which be svmre unto thy fathers, 
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‘ to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee great and 
11 ‘ gooilly cities, which thou buildedst not, and houses full of 
‘ all good things, which thou filledst not, and wells digged, 
‘which thou diggedst not, vineyards and olive trees, which 
‘ thou plantedst not; when thou shalt have eaten and be 
is ‘full; then beware lest thou forget Jehovah, who brought 
‘ thee forth out of the land of Lower Egypt, from the house 
is ‘ of bondage. Thou shalt fear Jehovah thy God, and serve 
h ‘him, and shalt swear by his name. Ye shall not go after 
‘other gods, of the gods of the people which are round 
is ‘about you; (for Jehovah thy God is a jealous God among 
‘ you;) lest the anger of Jehovah thy God be kindled against 
‘ thee, and destroy thee from off the face of the earth. 
ii ‘ Ye shall not try Jehovah your God, as ye tried him at 
ii ‘ JIassah. Ye shall diligently keep the commandments of 
‘Jehovah your God, and his testimonials, and his statutes, 
18 ‘ which he hath commanded thee. And thou shalt do that 


‘ which is right and good in the sight of Jehovah; so that 
‘ it may be well with thee, and that thou mavest go in and 
‘possess the good land of which Jehovah sware unto thy 
in ‘ fathers, to cast out all thine enemies from before thee, as 
so ‘ Juhovah hath spoken. And when thy son asketh thee in 
‘ time to come, saying, What mean the testimonials, and 
‘ the statutes, and the judgments, which Jehovah our God 

2 1 ‘hath commanded youl then thou shalt say unto thy son, 
‘We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in Lower Egypt; and Jeho- 
‘ vah brought us out of Lower Egypt with a mighty hand. 

22 ‘And Jehovah shewed signs and wonders, great and sore, 
‘ upon the Egyptians, upon Pharaoh, and upon all his house- 

28 ‘ hold, before our eyes. And he brought us out from thence, 
‘ so that he might bring us in, to give us the land of which 
24 ‘ he sware unto our fathers. And Jehovah commanded us 


‘ to do all these statutes, to fear Jehovah our God, for our 
‘good always, that he might preserve us alive, as at this 
28 ‘ day. And it shall be our righteousness, if we observe to 
‘do all these commandments before Jehovah our God, as 
‘ he hath commanded us. 


i ‘ When Jehovah thy God shall bring thee into the land 
‘ whither thou goest to possess it, and hath cast out many 
‘ nations from before thee, the Hittitos, and the Girgashites, 
‘ and the Amorites, and the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, 
‘and the Hivites, and the Jebusites, seven nations greater 
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< and mightier than thou; and when Jehovah thy God shall *! 
‘ deliver them up before thee; thou shalt smite them, and 
‘ utterly destroy them; thou shalt make no covenant with 
‘them, nor show mercy unto them. ^Neither shalt thou si 

* make marriages with them; thy daughter thou shalt not 
‘give unto his son, nor his daughter shalt thou take unto* 

* thy son. For they will turn away thy son from following * i 
‘ me, that they may serve other gods; so will the anger of 

‘ Jehovah be kindled against you, and destroy thee suddenly. 

‘ But thus shall ye deal with them: ye shall destroy their si 
‘ altars, and break down their images, and cut down their 
‘guBaaorf Ashers? and burn their graven images with fire. 

‘ For thou art an holy people unto Jehovah thy God. Jeho- a • 
‘ vah thy God hath chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto 

* himself, above all people that are upon the face of the 
‘earth. Jehovah did not set his love upon you, nor choose r 
‘ you, because ye were more in number titan any people ; 

‘ for ye were the fewest of all people. But because Jehovah s 
‘ loved you, and because he would keep the oath which he 
‘ had sworn unto your fathers, hath Jehovah brought you 
‘ out with a mighty hand, and redeemed you out of the 
‘ house of bondage, from the hand of Pharaoh king of 
' Egypt. Know therefore that Jehovah thy God, he is God, » 
‘the faithful God, who keepeth covenant and kindness 
‘ with them that love him and keep his commandments to 
‘ a thousand generations; and repayeth them that hate him 10 
‘to their face, to destroy them. He will not come behind 
‘him that hateth him, he will repay him to his face. Thou 11 
‘shalt therefore keep the commandments, and the statutes, 
‘and the judgments, which I command thee this day, to 
‘do them. 

‘And the end will be, if ye hearken to these judgments, 1* 

‘ and keep, and do them, that Jehovah thy God will keep 
‘ unto thee the covenant and the kindness which he sware 
‘ unto thy fathers. And he will love thee, and Mess thee, n 
‘and multiply thee. He will also bless the fruit of thy 
‘ womb, and the fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy grape 
‘joke, and thine oil, the increase of thy kine, and the 
‘ breeding' of thy flocks, in the land which he sware unto 
‘ thy fathers to give thee. Thou shalt be blessed above all » 
‘people; there shall not be male or female barren among 
‘you, or among your cattle. And Jehovah will take away 14 
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‘ from thee all sickness, and will put none of the evil diseases 
‘of the Egyptians, which thou knowest, upon thee; but 
l" ‘ will lay them upon all them that hate thee. And thou 
‘ shalt consume all the people which Jehovah thy God shall 
‘ deliver up to thee; thine eye shall have no pity upon

‘ These nations are more than I; how can I dispossess them? 
is ‘ thou shalt not be afraid of them; but shalt well remem- 
‘ her what Jehovah thy God did unto Pharaoh, and unto 
19 ‘all Lower Egypt; the groat trials which thine eyes saw, 

‘ and the signs, and the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
‘and the stretched out arm, whereby Jehovah thy God 
‘brought thee out; so will Jehovah thy God do unto all 
so ‘ the people of whom thou art afraid. Moreover Jehovah 
‘thy God will send the hornet among them, until they 
‘ that are left, and that hide themselves from thee, be de- 

21 ‘ stroyed. Thou shalt not be affrighted at them; for Jehovah 
‘thy God is among you, a God mighty and to be feared. 

22 ‘And Jehovah thy God will cast out those nations from 
‘before thee by little and little; thou mayest not consume 
‘ them at once, lest the wild beasts of the field increase 

29 ‘ upon thee. Put Jehovah thy God will deliver them unto 
‘ thee, and will confound them with a mighty confusion, 
2 i ‘ until they be destroyed. And he will deliver their kings 
‘ into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy their name from 
‘under the heavens; there will no man he able to stand 
25 ‘ before thee, until thou have destroyed them. The graven 
‘ images of their gods shall ye burn with fire. Thou shalt 
‘not desire the silver or gold that is on them, nor take it 
‘ unto thee, lest thou be ensnared therewith; for it is an 
25 ‘abomination to Jehovah thy God. Neither shalt thou 
‘bring an abomination [or idol] into thine house, lest thou 
‘ be a cursed thing like it; hut thou shalt utterly detest it, 
‘and thou shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a cursed thing. 

1 ‘AH the commandments which I command thee this 
‘ day shall ye observe to do, so that ye may live, and mul- 
‘tiply, and go in and possess the land of which Jehovah 

2 ‘ sware unto your fathers. And thou shalt remember all 
‘ the way which Jehovah thy God led thee these forty years 
‘ in the desert, to humble thee, and to prove thee, to know 
‘ what was in thine heart, whether thou wouldest keep his 
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‘ commandments, or no. And he humbled thee, and suf- 9 
‘fared thee to hunger, and fed thee with Manna, which 
‘thou knewest not, neither did thy fathers know; so that 
' he might make thee know that man doth not live by bread 
‘only, but by whatever proceedeth out of the mouth of 
‘Jehovah doth man live. Thy raiment waxed not old t 
‘upon thee, neither did thy foot swell, these forty years. 
'Thou shalt also consider in thine heart, that, as a man s 
‘chasteneth his son, so Jehovah thy God chasteneth thee. 
‘Therefore thou shalt keep the commandments of Jehovah 6 
‘ thy God, to walk in his ways, and to fear him. For Jeho- ' 
‘ vah thy God bringeth thee into a good land, a land of 
‘ brooks of water, of fountains and depths that spring out 
‘ of valleys and hills; a land of wheat, and barley, and vines, s 

* and fig trees, and pomegranates; a land of the oil-bearing 
‘olive, and of honey; a land wherein thou shalt eat bread 9 
‘ without scarceness, thou shalt not lack any thing in it; a 

‘ land whose stones are iron, and out of whose hills thou 
‘ mayest dig copper. When thou hast eaten and art full, 10 
‘ then thou shalt bless Jehovah thy God for the good land 
‘ which he hath given thee. Beware that thou forget not 11 
‘Jehovah thy God, in not keeping his commandments, and 
‘his judgments, and his statutes, which I co mm and thee 
‘this day; lest when thou hast eaten and art full, and is 
‘hast built goodly houses, and dwelt therein; and when 13 

* thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy silver and thy 
‘gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast is multiplied; 
‘then thine heart be lifted up, and thou forget Jehovah u 
‘ thy God, who brought thee forth out of the land of Lower 

* Egypt, from the house of bondage; who led thee through is 
‘that great and terrible desert, of fiery serpents, and scor- 

‘ pions, and drought, where there was no water; who brought 

* forth water for thee out of the rock of flint; who fed thee i* 
‘ in the desert with Manna, which thy fathers knew not, 

‘ so that he might humble thee, and so that he might prove 
‘ thee, to do thee good at thy latter end; and thou say in it 
‘ thine heart, My own strength and the might of mine own 
‘ hand hath gotten for me this wealth. But thou shalt re- is 
‘ member Jehovah thy God; (for it is he that giveth thee 
‘strength to get wealth,) that he may establish his cove- 

* ntnt which he swore unto thy fathers, as it is at this day. 

* And it ahall be, if thou do at all forget Jehovah thy God, u 
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‘ and walk after other gods, and serve them, and worship 
‘ them, I protest against you this day that ye shall surely 

-o ‘perish. As the nations which Jehovah destroyed before 
‘ your face, so shall ye perish; because ye would not be 
‘ obedient unto the voice of Jehovah your God. 

1 ‘ Hear, 0 Israel ; Thou art to pass over the J ordan this 
‘ day, to go in to dispossess nations greater and mightier 
‘than thyself, cities great and fenced up to the heavens, 

2 ‘a people groat and tall, the children of the Anakites, 
‘ whom thou knowest, and of whom thou hast heard say, 

3 ‘ Who can stand before the children of Anak! Understand 


‘therefore this day, that Jehovah thy God is ho who goeth 
‘ over before thee; as a consuming fire he will destroy them, 
‘ and he will bring them down before thy face; so shalt thou 
‘ drive them out, and destroy them quickly, as Jehovah

‘ with tire: and the two Thbles of the Covenant were in my 

* two hands. And I looked, and, behold, ye had sinned i«’ 
' against Jehovah yottr God. and had made to yon a molten 
‘calf; ye hail turned aside quickly out of the way which 
‘Jehovah had commanded yon. And I took the Two i~ 
‘ Tablets, and cast them out of my two hands, and brake 

‘ them before your eyes. And I fell down before Jehovah, >■ 
' as at the first, for forty days and forty nights; I did neither 
‘eat bread, nor drink water, because of all vonr sins which 
' ye sinned, in doing wickedly in the sight of Jehovah, to 
‘ provoke him to anger. For I was afraid of the anger and i»i 
•wrath wherewith Jehovah was wroth against you to de- 

* stroy you. But Jehovah hearkened nnto me at that time 

‘ also. And Jehovah was very angry with Aaron to have a* 
‘destroyed him; and I prayed for Aaron also at the same 

* time. And I took your sin, the Calf which ye had made, a 
‘ and burnt it with fire, and stamped it, and ground it tho- 

‘roughly, even until it was as small as dust; and I cast the 
•dust thereof into the brook that descended out of the 

* Mountain. And at Tabetah, and at Me-gaoh, and at the * 

* Burial-place of Taavmh. ye provoked Jehovah to wrath. 
•Likewise what Jehovah sent you from Khdesh-bamea, * 

* saying. Go up and possess the land which I have given 
•you; then ye rebelled against the command of Jehovah 
•your God, and yo beUevod him not, nor hearkened to his 
•voice. Ye have been rebellious against Jehovah from the * 

< day that I knew yon. Thm 1 fell down before Jehovah * 
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‘ for forty days and forty nights, as I had before fallen down; 
20 ‘ because Jehovah had said he would destroy you. I prayed 
‘ therefore unto Jehovah, and said, 0 Lord Jehovah, destroy 
‘not thy people and thine inheritance, which thou hast 
‘ redeemed through thy greatness, which thou hast brought 
27 ‘ forth out of Lower Egypt with a mighty hand. Kemem- 
‘ber thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; look not 
‘ unto the stubbornness of this people, nor to their wicked- 
25 ‘ ness, nor to their sin; lest the land whence thou brought- 
‘ est us out say, Because Jehovah was not able to bring them 
‘ into the land wliich he promised them, and because he 
‘ hated them, he hath brought them out to slay them in 
2? ‘ the desert. Yet they are thy people and thine inherit- 
‘ ance, which thou broughtest out by thy mighty power and 
‘ by thy stretclied-out arm. 

1 ‘At that time Jehovah said unto me, Hew for thee two 
* Tables of Stone like unto the first, and come up unto me 
‘ on to the Mountain; and make for thyself an Ark of wood. 

2 ‘ And I will write on the Tables the words that were in the 


‘ first Tables which thou brakost, and thou shalt put them 

3 ‘ into the Ark. And I made an Ark of acacia wood, and I 
‘ hewed two tables of stone like unto the first, and I went 
‘up on to the Mountain, having the two tables in mine 

4 ‘ hand. And He wrote on the tables, according to the first 
‘writing, the Ten Commandments, which Jehovah spake 
‘ unto you on the Mountain out of the midst of the fire in 
‘the day of the assembly. And Jehovah gave them unto 

5 ‘ me. And I turned myself and came down from the Moun¬ 
tain, and put the Tables in the Ark which I had made; 
‘ and there they are, as Jehovah commanded me.’ 

3 (And the children of Israel took their journey from the 
Well of the sons of Jaakan to Mosera. There Aaron 


died, and there he was buried; and Eleazar his son minis- 
i tered in the priest’s office in his stead. From thence they

‘ is his inheritance, according as Jehovah thy God promised 
‘ him. 
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* And I stayed upon the Mountain, as at the first time, 10 
' forty days and forty nights; and Jehovah hearkened unto 

‘ me at that time also, and Jehovah would not destroy thee. 
‘And Jehovah said unto me, Arise, take thy journey before n 
‘the people, that they may go in and possess the land, 

‘ which I swaro unto their fathers to give unto them. 

* Axo xow, 0 Israel, what doth Jehovah thy God re- n 
‘quire of tlieo, but to fear Jehovah thy God, to walk in all 

‘ his ways, and to love him, and to serve Jehovah thy God 
‘ with all thy heart and with all thy soul, to keep the com- t* 
‘ mandments of Jehovah, and his statutes, which I com- 
‘ mand thee this day for thy good! Behold, the heavens u 

* and the heaven of heavens are Jehovah's thy God, the 
'earth also, with all that therein is. Only Jehovah had a is 
‘ delight in thy fathers to love them, and he chose their 

‘ seed after them, even you above all people, as it is this 
‘ day. Circumcise therefore the foreskin of your heart, and t« 
‘ be no more stiffnecked. For Jehovah your God is God it 

• of gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, mighty and to be 
‘feared, who regardeth not persons, nor taketh a bribe. 

‘ He doth execute the.judgment of the fatherless and widow, is 
‘ and loveth the strauger. in giving him bread and raiment. 

‘ L<ve ye therefore the stranger; for ye were strangers in t» 
‘ the land of Lower Egypt. Thou shalt fear Jehovah thy 
‘ God: him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt thou cleave, 

• and swear by his name. He is thy praise, and he is thy 21 
‘God, that hath done for thee these great and terrible 
‘things, which thine eyes have seen. Thy fathers went a 
‘down into Lower Egypt with threescore and ten persons; 

‘ and now Jehovah thy Grid hath made thee as the stars of 
‘the heavens for multitude. Therefore thou shalt love 1 
‘Jehovah thy God, and keep his charge, and his statutes, 
‘.and his judgments, and his commandments, always. 

1 And know ye this day: for [I speak] not with your chil- * 
‘ dren who have not known, and who have not seen the chas- 
‘ tisement of Jehovah your God, his greatness, his mighty 

* hand, and hisstretched-out arm, and his signs and his deeds 1 
‘which he did in the midst of Lower Egypt unto Pharaoh 

‘ the king of Lower Egypt, and unto all his land; and what * 
‘ he did unto the army of the Egyptians, unto their horses, 
‘and to their chariots; how he made the water of the Bed 
■ see to overflow them as they pursued after you, and how 
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r, ‘Jehovah hath destroyed them unto this day; and what he 
‘ did unto you in the desert, until ye came into this place; 

6 ‘ and what he did unto Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
‘Eliab, the son of Reuben; how the earth opened her 
‘ mouth, and swallowed them up, and their households, and 
‘ their tents, and all the cattle that was in their possession, 

7 1 in the midst of all Israel. But your eyes have seen all the 

8 ‘ great deeds of Jehovah which he did. Therefore shall ye 
‘ keep all the commands which I command you this day, so 
‘ that ye may be strong, and may go in and possess the land, 

o ‘ whither ye are passing over [the Jordan] to possess it; and 
‘ so that ye may prolong your days in the land, of which 
‘ Jehovah sware unto your fathers to give unto them and to 

10 ‘ their seed, a land that floweth with milk and honey. For 
‘ the land, whither thou goest in to possess it, is not as the 
‘ land of Lower Egypt, from whence yc • came out, where 
‘ thou sowedst thy seed, and wateredst it with thy foot, as 

11 ‘ a garden of herbs. But the land, whither ye are passing 
‘ over to possess it, is a land of hills and valleys, and 

12 ‘drinketh water of the rain of the heavens; a land which 
‘Jehovah thy God caretli for always. The eyes of Jeho- 
‘ vah thy God arc upon it, from the beginning of the year 
‘even unto the end of the year. 

li ‘And it will come to pass, if ye shall hearken diligently 
‘unto my commands which I command you this day, to 
‘ love Jehovah your God, and to serve him with all your 

it ‘ heart and with all your soul, that I will give you the rain of 
‘your land in its due season, the early rain and the latter 
‘ rain, that thou mayest gather in thy corn, and thy grape 

13 ‘juice, and thine oil. And I will send grass into thy fields 

in ‘for thy cattle, that thou mayest oat and be full. Take 

‘ heed to yourselves, that your heart be not deceived, and 
‘ ye turn aside, and serve other gods, and worship them; 

17 ‘and then Jehovah’s wrath he kindled against you, and he 
1 shut up the heavens, and there be no rain, and the land 
‘ yield not its increase, and ye perish quickly from off the 
‘ good land which Jehovah giveth you. 

18 ‘ Therefore shall ye lay up these my words in your heart 
‘and in your soul, and bind them for a sign upon your 
‘ hand, that they may be as frontlets between your eyes. 

19 ‘ And ye shall teach them to your children, speaking of 
‘ them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
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‘ walkest by the way, when thou lieat down, and when thou 
‘ risest up. And thou shalt write them upon the door-posts so 
‘ of thine house, and upon thy city gates; so that your days si 

* may be multiplied, and the days of your children, in the 
' land which Jehovah sware unto your lathers to give them, 

‘as the days of heaven upon the earth. For if yo shall 21 
‘ diligently keep all these commands which I command you, 

‘ to do them, to love Jehovah your God, to walk in all his 
‘ ways, and to cleave unto him, then will Jehovah dispossess »s 
' all thcso nations from before you, and ye. shall dispossess 
‘ nations greater and mightier than yourselves. Every place w 
‘ whereon the soles of your feet shall tread shall be yours; 

‘ from the [southern] desert even unto Lebanon, from the 
‘ River, the river Euphrates, even unto the Western sea shall 
‘ your boundary be. There shall no man be able to stand as 
‘ before you. Jehovah your God will lay the fear of you 
‘ and the dread of you upon all the land that ye shall tread 
‘ upon, as he hath said unto you. 

‘Behold, I set before you this day a blessing and a -<"> 
‘ curse ; a blessing, if ye obey the commandments of Jeho- 27 
‘vah your God, which I command you this day; and a 23 
‘ curse, if ye will not obey the commandments of Jehovah 
‘ your God, but turn aside out of the way which I com- 
‘ mand you this day, to go after other gods, which ye have 
‘not known. And it shall come to pass, when Jehovah 29 

* thy God hath brought thee in unto the land whither thou 
‘ goest to possess it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon 
‘mount Geruirn, and the curse upon mount EbaL (Are so 
‘ they not beyond the Joidan, by the way where the sun 
‘goeth down, in the land of the Canaanites, who dwell in 
‘the Barren Valley over against Gilgal, beside the oaks of 

‘ Moreh f) For ye shall pass over the Jordan to go in to si 
‘ possess the land which Jehovah your God giveth you, and 
‘ ye shall possess it, and dwell therein. And ye shall ob- si 
‘ serve to do all the statutes and judgments which I set before 
‘you this day. 

‘ These are the statutes and judgments, which ye shall 1 
‘ observe to do in the land, which Jehovah the God of thy 
‘ fathers giveth thee to possess it, all the days that ye live 
‘upon the earth. Ye shall utterly destroy all the places 1 
' wherein the nations which ye shall dispossess served their 
gods, upon the high mountains, and upon the hills, and 
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3 ‘ under every green tree. And ye shall overthrow their 
‘ altars, and break their pillars, and burn their groves of 
‘ Ashera with fire; and ye shall how down the graven 
‘ images of their gods, and destroy the names of them out 
‘ of that place. 

4 ‘ Ye shall not do so unto Jehovah your God. But unto 

5 ‘ The Place which Jehovah your God shall choose out of all 
‘ your tribes to put his Name there, oven unto his habitation 

c ‘ shall ye seek, and thither thou shalt come. And thither 
1 ye shall bring your Burnt Offerings, and your Sacrifices, 
‘and your Tithes, and Heave Offerings of your hand, and 
‘your Vows,and your Freewill Offerings, and the Firstlings 
” ‘ of your herds and of your flocks. And there ye shall eat 
‘before Jehovah your God, and ye shall rejoice in all that 
‘ ye put your hand unto, ye and your households, wherein 
s ‘ Jehovah thy God hath blessed thee. Ye shall not do after 
‘ all the thiugs that we do here this day, every man what- 
v ‘soever is right in his own eyes. For ye are not as yet 
‘ come to the resting-place and to the inheritance, which 
‘Jehovah your God givetli you. 
io ‘ But when ye go over the Jordan, and dwell in the land 

‘which Jehovah your God givetli you to inherit, and when 
‘ he givetli you rest from all your enemies round about, so 
n ‘ that ye dwell in safety; then there shall be a Place which 
‘ Jehovah your God shall choose to cause his Name to dwell 
‘there; thither shall ye bring all that I command you; 
‘ your Burnt Offerings, and your Sacrifices, your Tithes, and 
‘ the Heave Offering of your hand, and all your choice Vows 

12 ‘ which ye vow unto Jehovah. And ye shall rejoice before 
‘ Jehovali your God, ye, and your sons, and your daughters, 
‘ and your men-servants, and your maid-servants; and the 
‘ Levite also that is within your city gates, forasmuch as 

13 ‘lie hath no part nor inheritance with you. Take hood to 
‘thyself that thou offer not thy burnt offerings in every 

n ‘place that thou seest; but in The Place which Jehovah 
‘ shall choose in one of thy tribes, there thou shalt offer thy 
‘ burnt offerings, and there thou shalt do all that I com- 
‘ maud thee. 

is ‘Notwithstanding, thou mayest kill and eat flesh within 
‘ all thy city gates, whatsoever thy soul longeth after, ac- 
‘ cording to the blessing of Jehovah thy God which he hath 
‘given thee; the unclean and the clean may eat thereof, 
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‘ as of the roebuck, and as of the hart Only ye shall not is 
‘ eat the blood; ye shall pour it upon the earth as water. 

‘ Thou mayest not eat within thy city gates the tithe of » 
‘ thy corn, or of thy grape juice, or of thy oil, or the first- 
‘ lings of thy herds or of thy flock, nor any of thy tows 
‘which thou vowest, nor thy freewill offerings, or heave 
' offering of thine hand. But thou must eat them before is 
‘ Jehovah thy God in The Place which Jehovah thy God 
' shall choose, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy 
‘ man-servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levito that is 
‘ within thy city gates; and then thou shalt rejoice before 
‘ Jehovah thy God in all that thou puttest thine hands unto. 
‘Take heed to thyself that thou forsake not the Levite is

‘ When Jehovah thy God shall enlarge thy boundary, as *o

‘Only thy holy things which thou hast, and thy vows, » 
‘ thou shalt take, and go unto The Place which Jehovah 
‘ shall choose. And thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, *7 
‘ the flesh and the blood, upon the Altar of Jehovah thy 
‘God; and the blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured ont 
‘ upon the altar of Jehovah thy God, and thou shalt eat 
‘ the flesh. Observe and hear all these words which I com- » 
* mind thee, so that it may go well with thee, and with thy

‘ When Jehovah thy God shall cut off the nations from 8

31 ‘Thou shalt not do so unto Jehovah thy God; for every 
‘ thing that is an abomination unto Jehovah, which he 
‘hatoth, have they done unto their gods; for even their 
‘ sons and their daughters they have burnt in the fire to 

32 ‘ their gods. What thing soever I command you, observe 
‘ to do it; thou shalt not add thereto, nor diminish from it. 

1 ‘ If there arise among you A Pbophet, or a dreamer of 

2 ‘ dreams, and he giveth thee a sign or a wonder, and the 
‘ sign or the wonder come to pass, whereby he spake unto 
‘ thee, saying, Let us go after other gods, which thou hast 

3 ‘ not known, and let us serve them; thou shalt not hearken 
‘ unto the words of that prophet, or that dreamer of dreams; 
‘for Jehovah your God is trying you, to know whether ye 
‘love Jehovah your God with all your heart and with all 

4 ‘your soul. Ye shall walk after Jehovah your God, and 
‘ fear him, and keep his commandments, and obey his voice, 

t ‘ and ye shall serve him, and cleave unto him. And that 
‘ prophet, or that dreamer of dreams, shall be put to death; 
‘because he hath spoken rebellion against Jehovah your 
‘ God, who brought you out of the land of Lower Egypt, 
‘ and redeemed you out of the house of bondage, to with- 
‘ draw thee out of the way which Jehovah thy God com- 
‘ manded thee to walk in. So shalt thou put the evil away 
‘ from the midst of thee. 

6 ‘ If thy brother, the son of thy mother, or thy son, or 
‘ thy daughter, or the wife of thy bosom, or thy friend, who 
‘ is as thine own soul, stir thee up secretly, saying, Let us 
‘ go and serve other gods, which thou hast not known, 

7 ‘thou, nor thy fathers; as some of the gods of the people 
‘ who are round about you, nigh unto thee, or far off from 
‘ thee, from the one end of the land even unto the other 

s ‘ end of the land; thou shalt not consent unto him, nor 
‘ hearken unto him; neither shall thine eye pity him, nei- 

9 ‘ ther shalt thou spare, neither shalt thou conceal him; but 
‘ thou shalt surely kill him; thine hand shall be first upon 
‘ him to put him to death, and afterwards the hand of all 
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* the people. And thou shalt stone him with stones, that ie 
'he die; because he hath sought to withdraw thee away 

* from Jehovah thy God, who brought thee out of the land 
*of Lower Egypt, from the house of bondage. And all n 
1 Israel shall hear, and shall fear, and shall do no more any 
'such wickedness as this is among you. 

1 If thou shalt hear say in one of thy cities, which Jeho- n 
‘ vah thy God hath given thee to dwell there, saying, Cer- ls 

* tain men, the sons of Belial, are gone out from among you, 

* and have withdrawn the inhabitants of their city, saying, 
'Let us go and serve other gods, which ye have not known; 

' then shalt thou inquire, and make search, and ask dili- >< 
"gently; and, behold, if it be truth, and the thing certain, 
'that such abomination is wrought among you; thou shalt is 
‘surely smite the inhabitants of that city with the edge of 

* the sword, destroying it utterly, and all that is therein, 
'and the cattle thereof, with the edge of the sword. And i« 
‘ thou shalt gather all the spoil of it into the midst of the 

' broad place thereof, and shalt bum the city with fire, and 
' all the spoil thereof every whit, unto Jehovah thy God; 

‘ and it shall he an heap for ever; it shall not be built again. 

‘ And there shall cleave nought of the accursed thing to it 
' thine hand; that Jehovah may turn from the fierceness 
‘ of his anger, and shew thee mercy, and have oompussion 
‘upon thee, and multiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy 
'fathers, when thou shalt hearken to the voice of Jehovah i* 
‘ thy God, to keep all his commandments which I com- 
*mand thee this dry, to do that, which is right in the eyes 
'of Jehovah thy God. 

" Ye are the children of Jehovah your God; ye s hall not t 
'cut yourselves, nor make any baldness between your eyes 
'for the dead. For thou art an holy people unto Jehovah * 
" thy God, and Jehovah hath chosen thee to be a peculiar 
' people unto himself out of all the nations that are upon 
'the face of the earth. 

• Thoa shut nor rat any abominable thing. These are 1 
'the beasts which ye shall eat; the ox, the lamb of the * 
'sheep, and the kid of the goaf die hart, and the roebuck, a 
'and the follow deer, and the wild goaf and the pygagg, 
'and the wild ox, and the chamois And every bemt that * 
'puiteth the hoof and deaveth the deft into two daws, 
‘and ehewMh the end among the beasts, that ye shall eat. 
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7 ‘ Nevertheless these ye shall not eat of them that chew the 
‘ cud, or of them that divide the cloven hoof; as the camel, 
‘and the hare, and the coney; for they chew the cud, hut 
‘ divide not the hoof; therefore they are unclean unto you. 
s 1 And the swine, because it divideth the hoof, yet cheweth 
‘ not the cud, it is unclean unto you; ye shall not eat of 
1 their flesh, nor touch their dead carcase. 

') ‘These ye shall eat of all that are in the waters; all that 

10 ‘have fins and scales shall ye eat; and whatsoever hath 
‘not fins and scales ye may not eat; it is unclean unto you. 

n ‘Of all clean birds ye shall eat. But these are they of 
12 ‘which ye shall not eat; the eagle, and the ossifrago, and 
is ‘the ospray, and the vulture, and the kite, and the black 
u ‘vulture after its kind, and every raven after its kind, and 
1'. ‘the ostrich, and the night hawk, and the falcon, and the 
lii ‘hawk after its kind, the little owl, and the great owl, and 
17 ‘the swan, and the pelican, and the gier eagle, and the cor- 

11 ‘morant, and the stork, and the heron after its kind, and 
i o ‘ the hoopoe, and the bat. And every creeping thing that 
?o ‘flieth is unclean unto you; they shall not be eaten. But 

‘ of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 ‘ Ye shall not eat of any thing that dieth of itself; (thou 
‘ shalt give it unto the stranger that is within thy city gates, 
‘ that he may eat it; or thou mayest sell it unto an alien ;) 
‘ for thou art an holy people unto Jehovah thy God. Thou 
‘ shalt not boil a kid in its mother’s milk. 

22 ‘Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase of thy seed, 

23 ‘ that the field bringeth forth year by year. And thou shalt 
‘ eat before Jehovah thy God, in The Place which he shall 
‘ choose to cause his Name to dwell there, the tithe of thy 
‘corn, of thy grape-juice, and of thine oil, and the first- 
‘ lings of thy herds and of thy flocks; so that thou mayest 

2i ‘learn to fear Jehovah thy God always. And if the way 
‘ be too long for thee, so that thou art not able to carry it; 
‘when The Place be too far from thee, which Jehovah thy 
‘ God shall choose to set his Name there, when Jehovah 
23 ‘ thy God hath blessed thee; then shalt thou turn it into 
‘money, and hold fast the money in thine hand, and shalt 
‘ go unto The Place which Jehovah thy God shall choose; 
2(i ‘ and thou shalt bestow that money for whatsoever thy soul 
‘ longcth after, for oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or for 
‘strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul asketh of thee; 
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and thou shalt eat them before Jehovah thy God, and thon 
shalt rejoice, thou, and thine household, and the Levite 27 
that is within thy city gates; thou shalt not forsake him; 
for he hath no part nor inheritance with thee. At the 23 
end of three years thou shalt bring forth all the tithe of 
thine increase the same year, and shalt lay it up within 
thy city gates; and the Levite, (because he hath no part nor w 
inheritance with thee,) and the stranger, and the father¬ 
less, and the widow, which are within thy city gates, shall 
come, and shall eat and be satisfied; so that Jehovah thy 
God may bless thee in all the work of thin e hand which 
thou doest 

‘At the end of every seven years thou shalt make a 1 
release. And this is the manner of the release. Every s 
creditor that lendeth aught unto his neighbour shall 
release it; he shall not exact it of his neighbour, or of 
his brother; because it is called Jehovah’s release. Of a s 
foreigner thou mayest exact it again; but that which is 
thine with thy brother thine hand shall release; to the < 
end that there shall be no poor among you. For Jehovah 
will greatly bless thee in the land which Jehovah thy God 
giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it, if thou only » 
hearken carefully unto the voice of Jehovah thy God, to 
observe to do all these commands which I command thee 
this day. For Jehovah thy God blesseth thee, as he pro- # 
mised thee; and thou shalt lend unto many nations, but 
thou shalt not borrow; and thou shalt reign over many 
nations, but they shall not reign over thee. 

‘ If there be among you a poor man of one of thy bre- 7 
thren within any of thy city gates in thy land which Jeho¬ 
vah thy God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden thine heart, 
nor shut thine hand from thy poor brother; but thou shalt s 
open thine hand wide unto him, and shalt surely lend 
him sufficient for his need, in that which he wanteth. 
Beware that there be not a wicked thought in thy heart, » 
saying, The seventh year, the year of release, is at hand; 
and thin e eye be evil against thy poor brother, and thou 
givest him nought; and he cry unto Jehovah against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. Thou shalt surely give him, and 10 
thine heart shall not be grieved when thou givest unto 
him; because that for this thing Jehovah thy God will 
bless thee in all thy works, and in all that thou puttest 
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11 ‘thine hand unto. For the poor will never cease out of 
‘ the land; therefore I command thee, saying, Thou shalt 
‘ open thine hand wide unto thy brother, to thy poor, and 
‘ to thy needy, in thy land. 

12 < If thy brother, an Hebrew man, or an Hebrew woman, 
‘ be sold unto thee, and serve thee for six years; then in the 

is 1 seventh year thou shalt let him go free from thee. And 
‘ when thou sendest him out free from thee, thou shalt not 

u ‘ let him go away empty; thou shalt furnish him freely out 
‘ of thy flock, and out of thy threshing-floor, and out of 
‘tliy winepress; of that wherewith Jehovah thy God hath 

is ‘ blessed thee thou shalt give unto him. And thou shalt 
‘ remember that thou wast a bondman in the land of Lower 
‘Egypt, and Jehovah thy God redeemed thee; therefore I 

10 ‘ command thee this thing to-day. And it shall be, if he 
‘ say unto thee, I will not go away from thee; because he 
‘ lovetli thee and thine house, because he is well with thee; 

11 ‘ then thou shalt take an awl, and thrust it through his ear 
‘ unto the door, and ho shall bo thy servant for ever. And 

is ‘ also unto thy maid-servant thou shalt do likewise. It shall 
‘ not seem hard unto thee, when thou sendest him away 
‘ free from thee; for he hath been doubly worth a hired 
‘servant to theC, in^seiwing-thee for six years; aud Jehovah 
‘ thy God will bless thee in all that thou doest. 

m ‘ All the firstling males that come of thy herd and of 
‘ thy flock thou shalt sanctify unto Jehovah thy God. Thou 
‘ shalt do no work with the firstling of thy bullock, nor 

20 ‘ shear the firstling of thy sheep; thou shalt eat it before 
‘Jehovah thy God year by year in The Place which Jeho- 

21 ‘ vah shall choose, thou and thy household. And if there 
‘ be any blemish therein, as if it be lame, or blind, or have 
‘any ill blemish, thou shalt not sacrifice it unto Jehovah 

22 ‘ thy God. Thou mayest eat it within thy city gates; the 
‘ unclean and the clean person may eat it alike, as the roe- 

23 ‘ buck, and as the hart. Only thou shalt not eat the blood 
‘ thereof; thou shalt pour it upon the ground as water. 

1 ‘ Observe the month of Abib [or Barley in ear], and keep 
‘the Passover unto Jehovah thy God; for in the month 
‘ of Abib Jehovah thy God brought thee forth out of Lower 

2 ‘ Egypt by night. Thou shalt therefore sacrifice the Pass- 
‘over unto Jehovah thy God, of the flock or of the herd, 
‘in The Place which Jehovah shall choose to cause his 
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"Name to dwell there. Thou shalt oat no leavened bread 3 
‘ with it; seven days shalt thou eat Unleavened Bread 
‘therewith, even the bread of affliction; for thou earnest 
‘forth out of the land of Lower Egypt in flight; that thou 
‘ mayest remember the day when thou earnest forth out of 
‘die land of Lower Egypt all tho days of thy life. And n 
‘ there shall he no leavened broad seen with thee within all 
‘ thy boundary for soven days; neither shall there any of 
‘ the flesh, which thou sacriticest the first day at evening, 
‘remain all night until the morning. Thou mnyest not s 
‘ sacrifice the Passover within any of thy city gates, which 
‘Jehovah thy God givelh thoc; hut at The Place which <> 

‘ Jehovah dry God shall choose to cause his Name to dwell 
‘ therein, there thou shalt sacrifice the passover at eventide, 

‘ at tho going down of the sun, at the season that thou 
‘earnest forth out of Lower Egypt. And thou shalt cook ■ ' 
‘and oat it in The Place which Jehovah thy God shall 
‘ choose; and thou shalt turn in the morning, and go unto 
‘thy tents. Six days thou shalt eat unleavened bread; and f* 

‘ on the seventh day shall be a day of restraint [from work] 

‘ to Jehovah thy God; thou shalt do no work therein. 

‘ Seven weeks shalt thou number unto thee. Begin to «’ 

‘ number the seven weeks from when thou beginnest to put 
‘ the sickle to the corn. And thou shalt keep the Feast u 
‘of Weeks unto Jehovah thy God with a freewill offeriug 
‘ proportioned to thine hand, which thou shalt give accord¬ 
ing as Jehovah tliy God hath blessed thee. And thou u 
‘shalt rejoice before Jehovah thy God, thou, and thy son, 
‘and thy daughter, and thy man-servant, and thy maid-ser- 
‘ vant, and the Levite that is within thy city gates, and the 
‘ stranger, and the fatherless, and the widow, that are among 
‘ you, in The Place which Jehovah thy God hath chosen to 
‘cause his Name to dwell there. And thou shalt remem- 
‘ber that thou wast a bondman in Lower Egypt And 
‘ thou shalt observe and do these statutes. 

‘Thou shalt observe the Feast of TtBBPwaonw during in 
1 seven days, at thine Ingathering from thy threshing-floor 
‘andfrom thy winepress. And thou shalt rejoice in thy m- 
‘ Feast, thou, and thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
‘ servant, and thy maid-servant, and the Levite, the stranger, 
‘and the fhtherlfess, and the widow, that are within thy 
‘ city gates. Seven days shalt thou keep feast unto Jeho- 1! ‘ 
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‘vah thy God in The Place which Jehovah shall choose; 
‘because Jehovah thy God will bless thee in all thine in- 
‘ crease, and in all the works of thine hands, therefore thou 


‘shalt surely rejoice. 

is ‘ Three times in a year shall all thy males appear before 
‘Jehovah thy God in The Place which he shall choose; 
‘in the Feast of Unleavened Broad, mid in the Feast of 
‘ Weeks, and in the Feast of Tabernacles. And they shall 
it ‘not appear before Jehovah empty; every man shall give 
‘as his hand is able, according to the blessing of Jehovah 
‘ thy God which ho hath given thee, 
is ‘Judges and officers shalt thou make to thee within 
‘all thy city gates, which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, 
‘throughout thy tribes; and they shall judge the people 
M ‘with just judgment. Thou shalt not wrest judgment; 
‘ thou shalt not respect persons, neither take a bribe; for a 
‘ bribe doth blind the eyes of the wise, and pervert the 
no ‘ words of the righteous. That which is altogether just shalt 
‘ thou follow, so that thou mayest live, and possess the land 
‘which Jehovah thy God giveth thee. 

21 , ‘ Thou shalt not plant for thee ntigmiiYO niAshera of any 

1 0 p Jehovah thy Godmvliicli thou 

‘ shalt.make for thee. Neither shalt thou sct?ftfi for thee 
l ‘ anyWm*(t^ which Jehovah thy God hateth. Thou shalt 
‘not sacrifice unto Jehovah thy God any bullock, or sheep, 
‘ or goat, wherein is blemish, or any evil-favouredness; for 
‘that is an abomination unto Jehovah thy God. 

- ‘ If there be found among you, within any of thy city 

‘ gates which Jehovah thy God giveth thee, man or woman, 
‘that hath wrought wickedness in the sight of Jehovah 
s ‘ thy God, in transgressing his covenant, and bath gone 
‘ and served other gods, and worshipped them, either the 
‘ sun, or moon, or tliK^fwst of tfe* hoaven|, which 

4 ‘I have not commanded; and it be told thee, and thou 
‘ hast heard of it, and inquired diligently, and, behold, it 
‘ Tie true, and the thing certain, that such abomination is 

5 ‘ wrought in Israel; then shalt thou bring forth that man 
‘ or that woman, who have committed that wicked thing, 
‘ unto thy city gates, even that man or that woman, and 
‘ shalt stone them with stones, till they die. 

« ‘ At the mouth of two witnesses, or three witnesses, shall 

‘he that is worthy of death be put to death; but at the 
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‘ mouth of one witness he shall not be put to death. The i 
1 hands of the witnesses shall be first upon him to put him 
‘ to death, and afterward the hands of all the people. So 
‘ thou shalt put the evil away from among you. 

• If there arise a matter too hard for thee in judgment, 8 
‘ between blood and blood, between plea and plea, and be- 

* tween stroke and stroke, being matters of controversy 
‘ within thy city gates; then shnlt thou arise, and get thee 

* up unto The Place which Jehovah thy God shall choose; 

‘ and thou shalt come unto tire priests the Levites, and unto » 
‘ the judge that shall bo iu those days, and thou shalt in- 
‘ quire; and they shall shew thee the sentence of judgment; 
‘and thou shalt do according to the sentence, which they io 
‘from That Place which Jehovah shall choose shall shew 
‘ thee; and thou shalt observe to do according to all that 
‘they teach thee; according to the sentence of the law u 
‘which they shall teach thee, and according to the judg- 
‘ment which they shall tell thee, thou shalt do; thou shalt 
‘ not go back from the sentence which they shall shew 
‘ thee, to the right hand, nor to the left. And the man i* 
‘ that will do presumptuously, and will not hearken unto 
‘ the priest that standeth to minister there before Jehovah 
‘ thy God, or unto the judge, even that man shall die; and 
‘ thou shalt put away the evil from Israel. And all the is 
‘people shall hear, and s hall fear, and do no more pre- 
‘ sumptuously. 

‘ When thou art come unto the land which Jehovah thy u 
‘God giveth thee, and shalt possess it, and shalt dwell 
‘ therein, and shalt say, I will set a kino over me, like as 
‘ all the nations that are about me; thou shalt surely set > 5 
‘as king over thee him whom Jehovah thy God shall 
‘choose; one from among thy brethren shalt thou set as 
‘ king over thee; thou mayest not set a stranger over thee, 

‘ who is not thy brother. But he shall not multiply horses 
‘ to himself, nor cause the people to return to Lower Egypt, 

‘ to the end that he should multiply horses; forasmuch as 
‘Jehovah hath said unto you. Ye shall henceforth return 
‘ no more that way. Neither shall he multiply wives to i' 

* himself, that his heart turn not away. Neither shall he 

‘ greatly multiply to himself silver and gold. And it shall is 
‘ be, when he sitteth upon the throne of his kingdom, that 

* he shall write him a copy of t.hia law according to the 
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is 1 book which is before the priests the Levites. And it 
‘ shall be with him, and he shall read therein all the days 
‘ of his life; so that he may learn to fear Jehovah his God, 

1 to keep all the words of this law and these statutes, to 
20 1 do them; that his heart be not lifted up above his bre- 
S thren, and that ho turn not aside from the commandment, 
1 to the right hand, or to the left; to the end that he may 
‘ prolong his days in his kingdom, he, and his children, in 
1 the midst of Israel. 

i ‘ The priests, the Levites, all the tribe of Levi, shall 
‘ have no part nor inheritance with Israel; they shall eat 
‘ the offerings of Jehovah made by fire, and his inheritance. 

c ‘ Therefore shall they have no inheritance among their bre- 
1 thren; Jehovah is their inheritance, as he hath said unto 
a ‘ them. And this shall be the priest’s due from the peo- 
‘ pie, from them that sacrifice a sacrifice, whether it be ox, 
‘or sheep, or goat; and they shall give unto the priest the 
-i ‘ shoulder, and the two checks, and the stomach. The first 
‘ also of thy corn, of thy grape juice, and of thine oil, and 
‘ the first of the fleece of thy sheep, shalt thou give him. 
3 ‘ For Jehovah thy God hath chosen him out of all thy tribes, 
‘ to stand to minister in the name of Jehovah, him and his 
'i ‘ sons for ever. And if a Levite come from any of thy city 
‘gates out of all Israel, where he sojourned, and come with 
‘all the desire of his mind unto The Place which Jehovah 
7 ‘shall choose; then he shall minister in the name of Joho- 
‘ vah his God, as all his brethren the Levites do, who stand 
s ‘ there before Jehovah. They shall have like portions to 
‘ eat, beside that which cometh of the sale of his patrimony. 
3 ‘When thou art come into the land which Jehovah thy 
1 God giveth thee, thou shalt not learn to do after the 
‘abominations of those nations. There shall not be found 
‘ among you any one that maketh his son of his daughter 
‘ to pass through the fire, or that useth divination, or an 
‘o«fe%Po£cl raids, or an enchanter [with serpents], or a 

ii ‘ sorcerer, or a charmer, or a consulter of speaking bottles [or 
‘ ventriloquism], or a wizard, or an inquirer of the dead. 

12 1 For all that do these things are an abomination unto Jelio- 
‘vah ; and because of these abominations Jehovah thy God 

13 ‘ doth drive them out from before thee. Thou shalt be per¬ 
il ‘feet with Jehovah thy God. For these nations, which thou 

‘ shalt dispossess, hearkened unto o b se rver s - of' e feudo y and 
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‘unto diviners; but as for thee, Jehovah thy God hath not 
‘suffered thee so to do. 

‘ Jehovah thy God will raise up unto thee a Prophet from 
‘ the midst of thee, one of thy brethren, like unto me; unto 
‘ him ye shall hearken; according to all that thou askedst 
‘ of Jehovah thy God in Horeb in the day of the assembly, 
‘saying, Let me not hear again the voice of Jehovah my 
‘God, neither let me see this great fire any more, that I 
‘ die not. And Jehovah said unto me, They have well done 
‘ in wlmt they have spoken. I will raise them up a Pro- 
‘ phet from among their brethren, like unto thee, and will 
‘ put my words in his mouth; and he shall speak unto them 
‘ all that I shall command him. And it shall come to pass, 
‘ that whosoever will not hearken unto my words which he 
‘ shall speak in my name, I will require it of him. But 
‘the prophet, that shall presume to speak a word in my 
‘ name, which I have not commanded him to speak, or that 
‘ shall speak in the name of other gods, even that prophet 
‘ shall die. And if thou say in thine heart, How shall we 
‘know the word which Jehovah hath not spoken 1 "When 
‘a prophet speaketh in the name of Jehovah, if the thing 
‘ follow not, nor come to pass, that is the thing which Jeho- 
‘ valx hath not spoken, but the prophet hath spoken it pre¬ 
sumptuously; thou slialt not be afraid of him. 

‘ When Jehovah thy God hath cut off the nations, whose 
‘ land Jehovah thy God giveth thee, and thou dispossessest 
‘ them, and dwellest in their cities, and in their houses; 
‘ thou shalt separate tiihee cities for thee in the midst of 
‘ thy land, which Jehovah thwGod giveth thee to possess 
‘it. Thou shalt prepare theer-fE highway, and divide the 
‘ boundaries of thy land, which Jehovah thy God giveth 
‘thee to inherit, into three parts, that every manslayer may 
‘ flee thither. And this is the case of the manslayer, who 
‘shall flee thither, that he may live. Whoso killeth his 
‘ neighbour without knowing it, or whom he hated not in 
‘ time past; or whoso goeth into the wood with his neighbour 
‘ to hew down the trees, and his hand fetcheth a stroke with 
‘ the axe to cut the tree, and the iron head slippeth from the 
‘ handle, and lighteth upon his neighbour, that he die; he 
‘ shall flee unto one of those cities, and live; lest the aven- 
‘ ger of the blood pursue the manslayer, while his heart is 
‘ hot, and overtake him, because the way is long, and slay 
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‘ him; whereas he was not worthy of death, inasmuch as he 

7 ‘ hated him not in time past. Wherefore I command thee, 

8 ‘ saying, Thou shalt separate three cities for thee. And if 
‘ Jehovah thy God enlarge thy boundary, as he hath sworn 
‘ unto thy fathers, and give thee all the land which he pro- 

si * mised to give unto thy fathers; if thou shalt keep all those 
1 commandments to do them, which I command thee this 
‘day, to love Jehovah thy God, and to walk ever in his 
‘ways; then shalt thou add three cities more for thee, 

10 ‘beside these three; so that innocent blood be not shed 
‘ in thy land, which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an 

11 ‘ inheritance, and blood be upon thee. But if any man 
1 hate his neighbour, and lie in wait for him, and rise up 
‘ against him, and smite him mortally that he die, and he 

is ‘ fleetli into one of these cities; then the elders of his city 
1 shall send and fetch him thence, and deliver him into the 


13 ‘ hand of the avenger of blood, that he may die. Thine eye 
‘shall not pity him, but thou shalt put away the innocent 
‘ blood from off Israel, that it may' go well with thee, 
ii ‘ Thou shalt not remove thy neighbour’s landmark, which 
‘ they of old time have set up as a mark in thine inherit- 
‘ ance, which thou shalt inherit in the land that Jehovah 
‘thy God giveth thee to possess it. 

13 ‘ One witness shall not rise up against a man for any 

‘ iniquity, or for any sin, in.any sin that he sinneth; at the 
‘ mouth of two witnesses, or at the mouth of three wit- 
i r > ‘ nesses, shall the matter be established. If an injurious 
‘ witness rise up against any man to testify against him a 
17 ‘wrong; then both the men, between whom the contro- 
‘ versy is, shall stand before Jehovah, before the priests and 
13 ‘ the judges, which shall be in those days; and the judges 
1 shall make diligent inquisition; and, behold, if the witness 
‘ be a false witness, and hath testified .falsely against his 
is ‘ brother; then shall ye do unto him, as he had thought 
‘ to have done unto his brother; so shalt thou put away the 

20 ‘ evil from among you. And those which remain shall hear, 
‘ and fear, and shall henceforth commit no more any such 

21 ‘ evil among you. And thine eye shall not pity; but life 
‘ shall go for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand for hand, 
‘ foot for foot. 


i ‘ When thou goest out to battle against thine enemies, 
‘ and seest horses, and chariots, and a people more than thou, 
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‘ be not afraid of them; for Jehovah thy God is with thee, 

‘ who brought thee up out of the land of Lower Egypt. 

‘ And it shall be, when ye are come nigh unto the battle, 3 
‘ that the priest shall approach and speak unto the people, 

‘ and shall say unto them, Hear, 0 Israel, ye approach this s 
‘ day unto battle against your enemies ; let not your hearts 
‘ faint, fear not, and do not hasten to flee, neither be ye 
‘terrified because of them; for Jehovah your God is he i 
‘ that gooth with you, to fight for you against your enemies, 

‘ to save you. And tire officers shall speak unto the people, J 
‘ saying, What man is there that hath built a new house, 
‘and hath not dedicated itl let him go and return to his 
‘ house, lest he die in the battle, and another man dedicate 
‘ it. And what man is he that hath planted a vineyard, fl 
‘ and hath not yet had the spoil of it 1 let him go and return 
‘ unto his house, lest he die in the battle, and another man 
‘ have the spoil of it. And what man is there that hath ^ 
‘ betrothed a wife, and hath not taken her 1 let him go and 
‘ return unto his house, lest ho die in the battle, and ano- 
‘ ther man take her. And the officers shall speak further s 
‘ unto the people, and they shall say, What man is there 
‘ that is fearful and faint-hearted 1 let him go and return 
• unto his house, lest his brethren’s heart faint as well as 
‘ his own heart. And it shall be, when the officers havo » 
‘ made an end of speaking unto the people, that they shall 
‘appoint captains of the armies to be at the head of the 
‘ people. 

• When thou contest nigh cn'TO a citt to fight against it, u> 
‘ then preclaim pence unto it. And it shall be, if it make n 
‘ thee an answer of peace, and open unto thee, then it shall 
‘ be, that all the people that is found therein shall be tri- 
‘ binaries uuto thee, and they shall serve thee. And if it ia 
‘ will make no peace with thee, but will make war against 
‘ thee, then thou shalt besiege it; and when Jehovah thy is 
‘God hath delivered it into thine hands, thou shalt smito 
‘every male thereof with the edge of the sword; but the u 
‘ women and the little ones, and the cattle, and all that is 
‘ in the city, even all the plunder thereof, shalt thou seize 
‘unto thyself; and thou shalt eat the plunder of thine 
‘ enemies, which Jehovah thy God hath given thee. Thus is 
‘ shalt thou do unto all the cities which are very far off from 
‘thee, which are not of the cities of these nations. But of 
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‘ the cities of these peoples, which Jehovah thy God doth 
‘ give thee for an inheritance, thou shalt save alive nothing 
lr ‘that breatlieth; but thou shalt utterly destroy them; 
‘namely, the Hittites, and the Amorites, the Canaanites, 

‘ and the Perizzites, the Ilivites, and the Jcbusites; as Jeho- 
18 ‘ vah thy God hath commanded thee; to the end that they 
‘ may not teach you to do after all their abominations, which 
‘they have done unto their gods; so would ye sin against 
‘ Jehovah your God. 

is ‘ When thou shalt besiege a city for a long time, in malting 
‘ war against it to take it, thou shalt not destroy the trees 
‘ thereof by forcing an axe against them. For thou mayest 
‘ eat of them, and thou shalt not cut them down (for the 
‘ tree of the field is man’s life) to employ them in the 
20 1 siege. Only the trees which thou knowest that they be 
‘ not trees for food, thou shalt destroy and cut them down; 
‘ and thou shalt build bulwarks against the city that maketli 
‘ war with thee, until it be subdued. 

1 ‘ If any one bo found slain in the land which Jehovah 
‘ thy God givetlx thee to possess it, lying in the field, and 

2 ‘it be not known who hath smitten him; then thy elders 
‘and thy judges shall come forth, and they shall measure 
‘ unto the cities which are round about him that is slain; 

3 ‘ and it shall be, that the city which is nearest unto the 
‘ slain man, even the elders of that city shall take an heifer, 
‘ which hath not been wrought with, and which hath not 

4 ‘ drawn in the yoke; and the elders of that city shall bring 
‘ down the heifer unto a stony valley, which, is neither 
‘ plowed nor sown, and shall strike off the heifer’s head 

t ‘there in the valley. And the priests the sons of Levi 
‘ shall come near; (for them Jehovah thy God hath chosen 
‘ to minister unto him, and to bless in the name of Jehovah; 
‘ and by their word shall every controversy and every stroke 

6 ‘ be tried;) and all the elders of that city, that are next unto 
‘ the slain man, shall wash their hands over the heifer that 

7 ‘is beheaded in the valley; and they shall answer and say, 
‘ Our hands have not shed this blood, neither have our 

8 ‘eyes seen it. Forgive, 0 Jehovah, thy people Israel, whom 
‘ thou hast redeemed, and lay not innocent blood unto thy 
‘ people of Israel’s charge.—And the blood shall be forgiven 

9 ‘ them. So shalt thou put away the innocent blood from 
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‘ among you, when thou shalt do that which is right in the 
‘ sight of Jehovah. 

‘ When thou goest forth to war against thine enemies, 10 
‘and Jehovah thy God hath delivered them into thine 
‘ hands, and thou hast taken them captive, and seest among n 
‘ the CAruvES a woman of beautiful form, and hast a desire 
‘unto her, that thou wouldest have her to thy wife; then 12 
‘ thou shalt bring her homo to thine house; and she shall 
‘shave her head, and pare her nails; and she shall put tho la 
‘ raiment of her captivity from off her, and shall remain in 
‘ thine house, and bewail her father and her mother a full 
‘ month; and after that thou shalt go in unto her, and be 
‘ her husband, and she shall be thy wife. And it shall be, u 
‘ if thou have no delight in her, then thou shalt let her go 
‘whither she will; but thou shalt not sell her at all for 
‘ money, thou shalt not make her a slave, because thou hast 
‘ humbled her. 

‘ If a man have two wives, one beloved, and another is 
‘ hated, and they have borne him children, both the beloved 
‘and the hated; and if the firstborn son be hers that was 
‘ hated; then it shall be, when he maketh his sons to in- 16 
‘ herit that which he hath, that he may not make the son 
‘ of the beloved to be the firstborn before the son of the 
‘ hated, who was firstborn. But he shall acknowledge the n 
‘ son of the hated for the firstborn, by giving him a double 
‘ portion of all that he hath; for he is the beginning of his 
‘ strength; the right of tho firstborn is his. 

‘ If a man have a stubborn and rebellious son, who is 
‘ will not obey the voice of his father, or the voice of his 
‘ mother, and that, when they have chastened him, will not 
‘ hearken unto them; then shall his father and his mother u> 
‘ lay hold on him, and bring him out unto the elders of his 
‘ city, and unto the gate of his place; and they shall say 20 
‘ unto the elders of Ins city, This our son is stubborn and 
‘rebellious, he will not obey our voice; he is a riotous 
‘ liver, and a drunkard. And all the men of his city shall 21 
‘stone him with stones, that he die; so shalt thou put the 
‘ evil away from among you; and all Israel shall hear, and 
‘ shall fear. 

‘ And if a man have committed a sin worthy of death, 22 
‘ and he be to be put to death, and thou hang him on a 
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23 ‘ tree; his body shall not remain all night upon the tree, 
‘but thou shalt surely bury him that day; (for he that is 
‘ hanged is accursed of God;) that thy land be not deiiled, 
‘which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. 

1 ‘ Thou shalt not see thy brother’s ox or his sheep or 
‘ goat go astray, and hide thyself from them; thou shalt in 

2 ‘ any case bring them again unto thy brother. And if thy 
‘ brother be not nigh unto thee, or if thou know him not, 

‘ then thou shalt gather it unto thine own house, and it 
‘shall be with thee until thy brother seek after it, and 

a ‘thou shalt restore it to him again. In like manner shalt 
‘thou do with his ass; and so shalt thou do with his rai- 
‘ ment; and with any lost thing of thy brother’s, which 
‘ he hath lost, and thou hast found, shalt thou do likewise; 

4 ‘ thou mayest not hide thyself. Thou shalt not see thy 
‘ brother’s ass or his ox fall down by the way, and hide 
‘ thyself from them; thou shalt surely help him to lift them 
1 up again. 

5 ‘The woman shall not wear a man’s clothes, neither shall 
‘a man put on a woman’s garment; for all that do so are 
‘abomination unto Jehovah thy God. 

i> ‘ If a bird’s nest chance to be beforo thee on the path- 
‘ way in any tree, or on the ground, whether they be young 
‘ ones, or eggs, and the mother sitting upon the young, or 
‘ upon the eggs, thou shalt not take the mother with the 

i ‘ young; but thou shalt surely let the mother go, and take 
‘the young to thee; that it may be well with thee, and 
‘ that thou mayest prolong thy days. 

8 ‘ When thou buildest a new house, then thou shalt make 

‘ a battlement for thy roof, that thou bring not blood upon 
‘ thine house, if any man fall from thence. 

o ‘Thou shalt not sow thy vineyard with mingled seed; 
‘ lest the fruit of thy seed which thou hast sown, and the 

is 1 increase of thy vineyard, be defiled. Thou shalt not plow 

11 ‘ with an ox and an ass together. Thou shalt not wear a 
‘ garment of divers sorts, as of woollen and linen together. 

12 ‘ Thou shalt make for thee fringes upon the four borders 
‘ of thy cloak, wherewith thou coverest thyself. 

13 ‘ If any man take a wife, and go in unto her, and hate 

14 ‘ her, and lay a shameful charge against her, and bring up 
‘ an evil name upon her, and say, I took this woman, and 

15 ‘ when I came to her, I found her not a maid; then shall 
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‘ the father of the damsel, and her mother, take and bring 
‘ forth the tokens of the damsel's virginity unto the elders 
‘ of the city at the city gate ; and the damsel's father shall i" 

• say unto the elders, I gave my daughter unto this man to 

• wife, and he hatoth her; and, lo, he hath laid a shameful it 
‘ charge against her, saying, 1 found not thy daughter a . 

‘ maid: and yet these are the tokens of my daughter’s 
‘virginity. And they shall spread the cloth before the 
‘ elders of the city. And the elders of that city shall take is 
‘ that man and chastise him; and they shall amerce him i» 
‘ in an hundred shekels of silver, and give them unto the 
' father of the damsel, because he hath brought up an evil 
‘ name upon a virgin of Israel. And she shall he his wife; 

‘ he may not put her away all his days. Hut if this thing 20 
‘ be true, and the tokens of virginity be not found for the 
‘ damsel: then they shall bring out the damsel to the door- 21 
‘ way of her father's house, and the men of her city shall 
* ‘stone her with stones that she die; because she hath 
‘ wrought folly in Israel, to go astray in her father's house; 

• so shalt. thou put evil away from among yon. 

‘ If a man bo found lying with a woman married to an h 
‘ husband, then they shall Kith of them die, both the man 
‘ that lay with the woman, and the woman; so shalt thou 
‘put away the evil from Israel. If a damsel that is a ** 
‘maiden bo betrothed unto an husband, and a man find 
‘ her in the city, and lie with her: then ye shall bring them at 
‘ both out unto the gate of that city, and ye shall stone 
‘ them with stones that they die: the damsel, because she 
‘ cried not, King in the city: and the man, because he hath 
‘humbled his neighbours wife; so thou shalt put away 
‘ the evil from among you. But if a man find a Ktrothed 
‘ damsel in the field, and the man force her, and lie with 
‘ her: then the man only that lay with her shall die; but w 
‘unto the damsel thou shalt do nothing; there is in the 
‘ damsel no sin worthy of death. For as when a man riseth 
‘ against his neighbour, and slayeth him, even so is this 
‘matter: for he found her in the field, and the Ktrothed *r 
‘ damsel cried, and there was none to save her. If a man ** 
‘ find a damsel that is a maiden, who is not Ktrothed, and 
‘ lay hold on her, and lie with her, and they K found; then *» 
‘ the man that lay with her shall give unto the damsel's 
‘ father fifty shekels of silver, and she shall K his wife; be- 
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‘ cause he hath humbled her, he may not put her away all 
‘ his days. 

:;o ‘ A man shall not take his father’s wife, and uncover his 

‘ father’s skirt. 

1 ‘ He that is bruised in the stones, or hath his privy 
‘ member cut off, shall not enter into the assembly of Jeho- 

2 ‘ vah. A bastard shall not enter into the assembly of 
‘Jehovah; even to his tenth generation shall he not enter 

3 “ into tiie assembly of Jehovah. An Ammonite or a Moab- 
‘ite shall not enter into the assembly of Jehovah; even to 
‘ their tenth generation shall they not enter into the as- 

i ‘ scmbly of Jehovah for ever; because they met you not 
1 with bread and with water in the way, when ye came forth 
‘ out of Lower Egypt; and because they hired against thee 
‘ Balaam the son of Beor, from Pethor in Syria of the Rivers, 

& ‘to curse thee. Nevertheless Jehovah thy God would not 
‘hearken unto Balaam; but Jehovah thy God turned the 
‘ curse into a blessing unto thee, because Jehovah thy God 

o ‘loved thee. Thou shall not seek their peace nor their 
‘prosperity all thy days for ever. 

" ‘ Thou shalt not abhor an Edomite, for he is thy brother; 

‘thou shalt not abhor an Egyptian, because thou wast a 

s ‘ stranger in his land. The children that are born unto 
‘ them shall enter into the assembly of Jehovah in their 
‘ third generation. 

o ‘ When the host goeth forth against thine enemies, then 

10 ‘ keep thyself from.every wicked thing. If there be among 
‘ you any man, that is not clean by reason of uncleanness 
‘that chanceth him by night, then shall he go abroad out 

11 ‘of the camp, he shall not come within the camp; but it 
‘ shall be, when evening cometh on, he shall wash himself 
‘with water; and when the sun is down, he shall come 
‘ into the camp again. 

12 ‘ Thou shalt have a place also without the camp, whither 

is ‘thou shalt go forth abroad; and thou shalt have a paddle 

‘upon thy weapon; and it shall be, when thou wilt ease 
‘ thyself abroad, thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt turn 

ii ‘ back and cover that which cometh from thee ; for Jeho- 
‘ vah thy God walketh in the midst of thy camp, to deliver 
‘ thee, and to give up thine enemies before thee; therefore 
‘ shall thy camp be holy; that he see no nakedness of any 
‘ thing in thee, and turn away from thee. 
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‘ Thou shalt not deliver into bondage unto his master the is 
‘servant vuo is esoaped from his master unto thee; ho u> 
‘shall dwell with thee, even among you, in that plnco 
‘ which he shall choose within one of thy city gates, where 
‘it liketh him best; thou shalt not oppress him. 

‘ There shall be no prostitute of the daughters of Israel, 17 
‘ nor a male prostitute of the sons of Israel. Thou shalt is 
‘ not bring the hire of a harlot, or the price of a Dog, into 
‘ the house of Jehovah thy God for any vow; for even both 
‘ these are abomination unto Jehovah thy God. 

‘Thou shalt not lend upon usunv to thy brother; usury 
‘of money, usury of victuals, usury of any thing that is 
1 lent upon usury. Unto a stranger thou mayest lend upon -<• 
‘usury; but unto thy brother thou shalt not lend upon 
‘usury; that Jehovah thy God may bless thee in all that 
‘ thou settest thine hand to in the land whither thou goest 
‘ to possess it. 

‘When thou shalt vow a vow unto Jehovah thy God, 21 
‘thou shalt not be slack to pay it; for Jehovah thy God 
‘ will surely require it of thee; and it would be sin in thee. 

‘ But if thou shalt forbear to vow, it shall be no sin in thee, 21 
‘ That which is gone out of thy lips thou shalt keep and 2; 

‘ perform according as thou hast vowed unto Jehovah thy 
‘ God, even the freewill offering which thou hast promised 
‘ with thy mouth. 

‘ When thou comest into thy neighbour’s vineyard, then 2 
‘ thou mayest eat grapes to thy fill at thine own pleasure; 
‘but thou shalt not put any into thy vessel. When thou & 

‘ comest into the standing com of thy neighbour, then thou 
‘mayest pluck the ears with thine hand; but thou shalt 
‘ not move a sickle unto thy neighbour’s standing com. 

‘ When a man hath taken a wife, and married her, and 
‘ it come to pass that she find no favour in his eyes, be- 
‘ cause he hath found some uncleanness in her; then let 
‘ him write her a bill of divorcement, and give it into 
‘ her hand, and send her out of his house. And when she 
‘ is departed out of his house, she may go and be another 
‘man’s wife. And if the latter husband hate her, and 
‘ write her a bill of divorcement, and giveth it into her hand, 

‘ and sendeth her out of his house; or if the latter husband 
‘die, who took her to be his wife; her former husband, 
‘who sent her away, may not take her again to be his 
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‘wife, after that she is defiled; for that is abomination 
‘before Jehovah; and thou shalt not cause the land to sin, 
‘which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an inheritance. 

5 ‘ When a man hath taken a new wife, he shall not go 

‘out to war, neither shall he ho charged with any business; 
1 but he shall be free at home one year, and shall cheer up 
‘ his wife whom ho hath taken. 

» ‘No man shall take in pledge the handmill or the upper 
‘millstone; for he taketh a man’s life in pledge. 

7 ‘ If a man be found stealing any one of his brethren of 

‘ the children of Israel, and maketh a slave of him, or selleth 
‘ him; then that thief shall die; and thou shalt put the evil 
‘ away from among you. 

b ‘ Take heed in the plague of leprosy, that thou observe 
‘diligently, and do according to all that the priests the 
‘ Levites shall teach you; as I commanded them, so ye shall 
o ‘observe to do. Remember what Jehovah thy God did 
‘unto Miriam by the way, after that ye were come forth 
‘ out of Lower Egypt. 

10 ‘ When thou dost lend thy neighbour any loan, thou 
‘ shalt not go into his house to fetch his pledge in exchange. 

11 ‘ Thou shalt stand on the outside, and the man to whom 
‘ thou dost lend shall bring out the exchanged pledge out- 

12 ‘ side unto thee. And if the man be poor, thou shalt not 
io ‘ sleep with his pledge; thou shalt surely deliver him the 

‘ pledge again when the sun goeth down, that he may sleep 
‘in his own cloak, and bless thee; and it shall be righ¬ 
teousness unto thee before Jehovah thy God. 

14 ‘ Thou shalt not oppress an hired servant that is poor 

‘and needy, whether he be of thy brethren, or of thy 
is ‘ strangers that are in tliy land within thy city gates. On 
‘his day thou shalt give him his hire, neither shall the sun 
‘go down upon it; for ho is poor, and setteth his heart 
‘upon it; lost he cry against thee unto Jehovah, and it be 
‘ a sin unto thee. 

io ‘ The fathers shall not be put to death for the children, 
‘ neither shall the children be put to death for the fathers; 
‘ every man shall be put to death for his own sin. 

17 ‘Thou shalt not turn aside judgment from the stranger, 
‘ nor from the fatherless; nor take the widow’s raiment in 
in ‘pledge; but thou shalt remember that thou wast a bond- 
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‘ man inLowor Egypt, and Jehovah thy God redeemed thoo 
‘ thence ; therefore I command thee to do this thing. 

‘ When thou cuttest down thine harvest in thy held, and l# 
‘ hast forgotten a sheaf in the held, thou shalt not go back 
‘again to fetch it; it shall ho for the stranger, for the 
‘fatherless, and for the widow; so that Jehovah thy God 
‘ may bless tlico in all the work of thine hands. When 20 
‘ thou heatest thine olive tree; thou shalt not go over the 
‘ boughs again; it shall be for the stranger, for the fathcr- 
‘ less, and for the widow. When thou gathercst the grapes 21 
‘of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it afterward; it 
‘ shall he for the stranger, for the fatherless, and for the 
‘ widow. And thou shalt remember that thou wast a bond- 22 
‘ man in the land of Lower Egypt. Therefore I command 
1 thee to do this thing. 

‘ If there be a quarrel between men, and they come unto 1 
‘ j udgment, that the j udges may j udge them; then they shall 
‘ acquit the righteous, and condemn the guilty. And it 2 
‘ shall be, if the guilty man be worthy to be beaten, that 
‘the judge shall cause him to lie down, and to bo beaten 
‘ before his face, according to his guilt, hy a certain num- 
‘ her. Forty stripes he may give him, and not exceed; lest, 8 
‘ if he should exceed, and heat him above these with many 
‘ stripes, then thy brother should seem vile unto thee. 

‘ Thou shalt not muzzle the ox when he treadeth out the 4 
‘ corn. 

‘ If brethren dwell together, and one of them die, and 5 
1 have no child, the wife of the dead man shall not marry 
‘ abroad unto a stranger; her husband’s brother shall go in 
‘unto her, and take her to him to wife, and perform the 
‘ duty of an husband’s brother unto her. And it shall bo, 0 
‘ that the firstborn which she beareth shall succeed in the, 
‘name of his brother which is dead, that his name be not 
‘ blotted out of Israel. And if the man like not to take ! 
‘his brother’s wife, then let his brother’s wife go up to the 
‘ city gate unto the elders, and say, My husband’s brother 
‘ refuseth to raise up unto his brother a name in Israel, ho 
‘ will not perform the duty of my husband’s brother. Then t 
‘ the elders of his city shall call him, and speak unto him. 
‘And if he stand to it, and say, I like not to take her; 

‘ then shall his brother’s wife come unto him in the pre- ( 
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‘ sence of the elders, and loose his shoe from off his foot, 
‘ and spit in his face, and shall answer and say, So shall it 
‘ he done unto that man that will not build up his brother’s 
10 ‘ house. And his name shall be called in Israel, The house 
‘ of him that hath his shoe loosed, 
u ‘ When men strive together one with another, and the 
‘ wife of the one draweth near for to deliver her husband 
1 out of the hand of him that smiteth him, and putteth 
12 ‘forth her hand, and taketh him by the secrets; then thou 
‘ shalt cut off her hand, thine eye shall not pity her. 

10 * Thou shalt not have in thy bag divers weights, a great 
n 1 and a small. Thou shalt not have in thine house divers 
is ‘ Ephahs [or bushels], a great and a small. But thou shalt 

‘ have a perfect and just weight, a perfect and just Ephah 
‘ shalt thou have; so that thy days may be lengthened in 
is ‘the land'which Jehovah thy God giveth thee. For all 
‘ that do such things, and all that do dishonestly, are an 
‘abomination unto Jehovah thy God. 

11 ‘ Remember what Amalek did unto thee bj r the way, 
16 ‘when ye were come forth out of Lower Egypt; how he 

‘ met thee by the way, and smote the hindmost of thee, even 
‘ all that were feeble behind thee, when thou wast faint and 
m ‘ weary; and he feared not God. Therefore it shall be, when 
‘ Jehovah thy God hath given thee rest from all thine cne- 
‘niies round about, in the land which Jehovah thy God 
‘giveth thee for an inheritance to possess it, that thou shalt 
‘ blot out the remembrance of Amalek from under the liea- 
‘ vens; thou shalt not forget it. 

r ‘ And it shall he, when thou art come in unto the land 
‘ which Jehovah thy God giveth thee for an inheritance, 

2 ‘and possessest it, and dwellest therein; that thou shalt

‘widow, according to all thy commandments which thou 
‘host commanded me; 1 have not transgressed thy com- 
‘ mandments, neither have 1 forgotten them. I have not n 
‘ oaten thereof in my mourning, neither havo I taken away 
‘ aught thereof for any unclean use, nor given aught, thereof 
‘ for tho dead; but 1 have hearkened to tho voice of Jcho- 
‘ vail nty God, and have done according to all that thou 
‘ hast commanded me. Look down from thy holy liabita- '<

‘ And all the people shall say, Amen. 

• Cursed be he that maketh the blind to wander out of is 
‘ the way. And all the people shall say, Amen. 

‘Cursed be he that turueth aside judgment from the m 
‘ stranger, the fatherless, or the widow. And all the peo- 
‘ pie shall say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that lietli with his father’s wife; because * 
‘lie uncovereth his father’s skirt. And all the people shall 
‘ say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that lieth with any manner of beast. And a 
‘ all the people shall say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that lieth with his sister, the daughter of « 
‘ his father, or the daughter of his mother. And all the 
‘ people shall say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that lieth with his mother in law. And 9 
‘ all the people shall say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that siniteth his neighbour secretly. And « 
‘ all the people shall say, Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that taketh a bribe to slay an innocent 9 
‘ person. And all the people shall say. Amen. 

‘ Cursed be he that eonfirmeth not the words of this law 9 
‘ to do them. And all the people shall say, Amen. 

‘ And it shall come to pass, if thou shalt hearken dili-

‘Jehovah will smite thee with madness, and blindness, 2 (

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‘ and in nakedness, and in want of all tilings; and he will put

‘ Jehovah will bring up a nation against thee from far, 49 
‘ from the end of the earth, flying as the eagle; a nation 
‘ whose tongue thou shaft not understand; a nation of fierce so 
‘ countenance, which will not regard the person of the old, 

‘ nor shew favour to the young. And it will eat the fruit m 
‘ of thy cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until thou be de- 
‘ stroyed; who also will not leave thee either com, grape- 
‘ juice, or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or the breeding 
1 of thy flocks, until it have destroyed thee. And he will fis 
‘ besiege thee in all thy city gates, until thy high and fenced 
‘ walls come down, wherein thou trustedst, throughout all 
‘thy land; and he will besiege thee in all thy city gates 
‘throughout all thy land, which Jehovah thy God hath 
‘ given thee. And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine own 53

‘ because he hath nothing left him in the siege, and in the

‘ you, that would not venture to set the sole of her foot upon 
‘ the ground for delicateness and tenderness, her eye shall 
‘ be evil toward the husband of her bosom, and toward her 
‘ 6 on, and toward her daughter, and toward her after-birth sr 
‘ that cometh out from between her feet, and toward her 
‘ children which she shall bear; for she shall eat them for 
‘ want of all things secretly in the siege and distress, where- 
‘ with thine enemy shall distress thee in thy city gates. 

‘ If thou wilt not observe to do all the words of this law 69 
‘ that are written in this Book, that thou mayest fear this 
‘ glorious and fearful name of Jehovah thy God; then Jeho- 59 
‘ vah will make thy plagues wonderful, and the plagues of 
‘ thy seed, even plagues great, and of long continuance, and 
‘ sicknesses sore, and of long continuance. Moreover he 60 
‘ will bring upon thee all the diseases of the Egyptians, 
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‘ which thou wast afraid of; and they shall cleave unto thee, 
ci 1 Also every sickness, and every plague, which is not written 
‘in this Book of the Law, them will Jehovah bring upon 
“ ‘ thee, until thou be destroyed. And ye shall he left few 
1 in number, whereas ye were as the stars of heaven for 
‘multitude; because thou didst not hearken unto the voice 
63 ‘of Jehovah thy God. And it shall come to pass, that as 
‘ Johovah rejoiced over you to do you good, and to multiply 
‘you; so Jehovah will rejoice over you to destroy you, and 
‘ to bring you to nought; and ye shall be plucked from off 
‘ the land, whither thou goest to possess it. 
ci ‘And Jehovah will scatter thee among all people, from 
‘the one end of the earth even unto the other; and there 
‘ thou shalt serve other gods, which neither thou nor thy 
cc ‘ fathers have known, even wood and stone. And among 
‘ these nations shalt thou find no ease, neither shall the sole 
‘of thy foot have a resting place; but Jehovah will give 
‘ thee there a trembling heart, and failing of eyes, and sor- 
C' 1 ‘ row of mind. And thy life shall hang in doubt before 
‘ thee; and thou shalt fear night and day, and shalt have 
07 * none assurance of thy life. In the morning thou shalt 
‘say, Oh that it w r ere evening! and at evening thou shalt 
‘ say, Oh that it were morning ! because of the fear of thine 
‘ heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and because of the sight 
< is ‘of thine eyes which thou shalt see. And Jehovah will 
‘ bring thee into Lower Egypt again with ships, by the way 
‘ whereof I said unto thee, Thou shalt see it no more again. 
‘ And there ye shall be sold unto your enemies for bondmen

are the words of the Covenant, which Jehovah com¬ 
manded Moses to make with the children of Israel in the 
land of Moab, beside the Covenant which he made with 
them in Horeb. 

2 And Moseb called unto all Israel, and said unto them, 
‘ Ye have seen all that Jehovah did before your eyes in the 
‘ land of Lower Egypt unto Pharaoh, and unto all his ser- 

3 ‘ vants, and unto all his land; the great trials which thine 

4 ‘ eyes have seen, those signs and great miracles. Yet up to 
‘ this day Jehovah hath not given you an heart to perceive, 

5 ‘ and eyes to see, and ears to hear. And I have led you 
‘ for forty years in the desert; your clothes are not waxen 
‘ old upon you, and thy shoe is not waxen old upon thy 
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‘foot Yo have not eaten bread, neither have ye drunk a 
‘ wine or strong drink; so that ye might know that I am 
‘ Johovah your God. And when ye came unto tills place, 7

‘ Ye stand this day all of you before Jehovah your God; io 
‘ your heads of your trilies, your elders, and your officers, 
‘with all the men of Israel, your littlo ones, your wives, n 
‘ and thy stranger that is in thy camp, from the hewer of 
‘thy wood unto the drawer of thy water; in order that i* 
‘ thou shouldest pass into covenant with Jehovah thy God, 

‘ and under his oaths, which Johovah thy God inaketh with 
‘ thee this day: so that he may establish thee to-day for a is 
‘ people unto himself, and that he may be unto thee a God, 

‘ as he hath said unto tlioo, and as he hath sworn unto thy 
‘ fathers, to Abraham, to Isaae, and to Jacob. 

‘ Neither with you only do I make this covenant and l* 
‘ this oath: but with him that stnndeth here with us this is 
‘day before Jehovah our God, and also with him that is 
‘ not hero with us this day; (for ye know how we have i* 
‘dwelt in the land of Lower Egypt; and how we came 
‘through the notions which ye pass cal by; and ye have it 
‘ seen their abominations, and their filthy idols, of wood

‘ lest there should be among you man, or woman, or family, is

‘ him, and Jehovah will blot ont his name from under 
‘ heaven. And Jehovah will separate him unto evil out of 
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‘ all the tribes of Israel, according to all the curses of the 
‘ Covenant that are written in this Book of the Law; so 
‘ that the generation to come of your children that shall 
1 rise up after you, and the strangers that shall come from 
‘a far land, shall say, when they see the plagues of that 
‘land, and the sicknesses wherewith Jehovah hath made

‘ say, Because they have forsaken the Covenant of Jehovah

21 ‘brought them forth out of the land of Lower Egypt; for 
‘ they went and served other gods, and worshipped them, 
‘ gods whom they knew not, and whom he had not given 

s' ‘ unto them. And the anger of Jehovah was kindled

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‘ above thy fathers. And Jehovah thy God will circumcise o 
‘ thine heart, and the heart of thy seed, to love Jehovah thy 
‘ God with all thine heart, and with all thy soul, so that 
1 thou mayest live. And Jehovah thy God will put all t 
‘ these curses upon thine enemies, and on them that hate 
‘ thee, who persecuted thee. And thou shalt return and s 
‘ hearken unto the voice of Jehovah, and do all his com- 
1 mandmcnts which I command thee this day. And Jeho- o 
‘ vah thy God will make thee to overflow in every work 
‘ of thine hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in the fruit 
‘ of thy cattle, and in the fruit of thy land, for good; for 
‘Jehovah will return to rejoico over thee for good, as he 
‘ rejoiced over thy fathers; if thou shalt hearken unto the l# 
‘ voice of Jehovah thy God, to keep his commandments and 
‘ his statutes which are written in this Book of the Law, 
‘and if thou turn unto Jehovah thy God with all thine 
‘ heart, and with all thy soul. 

‘For this commandment which I command thee this u 
‘ day, it is not too hard for thee, neither is it far oft It is is 
‘ not in heaven, that thou shouldest say, Who shall go up 
1 for us to heaven, and bring it unto us, that we may hear 
‘it, and do it? Neither is it beyond the sea, that thou is 
‘ shouldest say, Who shall go over the sea for us, and bring 
‘ it unto us, that we may hear it, and do it? But the word n 
‘ is very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 

‘ that thou mayest do it. 

‘ See, I have set before thee this day life and good, and is 
‘death and evil; in that I command thee this day to love io 
‘Jehovah thy God, to walk in his ways, and to keep his 
‘ commandments and his statutes and his judgments, that 
‘thou mayest live and multiply; and Jehovah thy God 
‘ will bless thee in the land whither thou gocst to possess 
‘it. But if thine heart turn away, so that thou wilt not it 
‘ hear, but shalt be drawn away, and worship other gods, 
‘and serve them; I declare unto you this day, that ye shall is 
‘surely perish, and that ye shall not prolong your days 
‘ upon the land, whither thou passest over the Jordan to go 
‘ to possess it. I call heaven and earth to witness this day io 
‘ against you, that I have set before you life and death, 
‘blessing and cursing; therefore choose life, so that hoth 
‘thou and thy seed may live, that thou mayest love Jeho- so 
‘vah thy God, and that thou mayest hearken unto his 
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‘ voice, and that thou mayest cleave unto him; for he ia 
‘thy life, and the length of thy days; that thou mayest 
‘ dwell in the land which Jehovah sware unto thy fathers, 

‘ to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them.’ 

1 And Moses went and spake these words unto all Israel. 

2 And he said unto them, ‘I am an hundred and twenty 
‘years old this day; I can no more go out and come in; 
‘ also Jehovah hath said unto me, Thou shalt not go over 

■i ‘this Jordan. Jehovah thy God, he will go over before 
‘ thee; he will destroy these nations from before thee, and 
‘ thou shalt dispossess them; and Joshua, he shall go over 
4 ‘ before thee, as Jehovah hath said. And Jehovah will do 
‘ unto them as he did to Sihon and to Og, the kings of the 
‘ Amorites, and unto the land of them, whom he destroyed, 
s ‘ And Jehovah will give them up before your face, that ye 
‘ may do unto them according unto all the commands which 
ft ‘ I have commanded you. Be strong and of a good courage, 
‘fear not, nor be afraid of them; for Jehovah thy God, he 
‘ it is that doth go with thee; he will not fail thee, nor for- 
" ‘ sake thee.’ And Moses called unto Joshua, and said unto 
him in the sight of all Israel, ‘.Be strong and of a good 
‘courage; for thou must go with this people unto the land 
‘ which J chovah hath sworn unto their fathers to give 
t< ‘ them; and thou shalt cause them to inherit it. And 
‘ Jehovah, he it is that doth go before thee; he will be with 
‘ thee, he will not fail thee, neither forsake thee. Fear not, 
‘neither be dismayed.’ 

a And Moses wrote this law, and delivered it unto the 
priests the sons of Levi, who bare the Ark of the Cove- 
io nant of Jehovah, and unto all the elders of Israel. And 
Moses commanded them, saying, ‘ At the end of every 
‘seven years, at the appointed time of the Year of Release, 
n ‘at the Feast of Tabernacles, when all Israel is come to 
‘ appear before Jehovah thy God in The Place which he 
‘shall choose, thou shalt read this law before all Israel 
12 ‘ in their hearing. Assemble the people, men, and women, 
‘ and little ones, and thy stranger that is within thy city 
‘ gates, so that they may hear, and so that they may learn, 
‘and fear Jehovah your God, and take heed to do all the 
ia ‘words of this Law; and that their children, who have not 
‘known, may hear, and learn to fear Jehovah your God, 
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‘as long as ye live in the land whither ye go over the 
‘Jordan to possess it.’ 

And Jehovah said unto Moses, ‘Behold, thy days ap- u 
‘ proach that thou must die. Call Joshua, and present 
‘ yourselves in the Appointed Tent, that I may give him 
‘a charge.’ And Moses and Joshua went, and presented 
themselves in the Appointed Tent. And Jehovah appeared is 
in tho Tent in a pillar of cloud; and the pillar of cloud 
stood over the doorway of the Tent. And Jehovah said i« 
unto Moses, ‘ Behold, thou wilt sleep with thy fathers; and 
‘ this people will rise up, and go astray after the gods of 
‘ the strangers of the land, whither they go to he among 
‘ them, and they will forsake me, and break my Covenant 
‘ which I have made with them. Then my anger shall be n 
' kindled against them in that day, and I will forsake them, 

‘ and I will hide my face from them, and they shall he de- 
‘ voured, and many evils and troubles shall befall them; so 
‘ that they will say in that day, Are not these evils come 
‘upon us, because our God is not among us? And I will if 
‘ surely hide ray face in that day because of all the evils 
‘ which they shall have done, in that they are turned unto 
‘other gods. Now therefore write ye this Song for you, n 
‘and teach it to the children of Israel. Put it in their 
‘ mouths, so that this Song may be a witness for me against 
‘ the children of Israel. For when I shall have brought 
‘ them into the land of which I aware unto their fathers, 

‘ that floweth with milk and honey; and they shall have 
‘eaten and fdled themselves, and waxen fat; then will they 
‘ turn unto other gods, and serve them, and provoke me, 

‘ and break my Covenant And it shall come to pass, when si 
‘ many evils and troubles arc befallen them, that this Song 
‘shall testify against them as a witness; for it shall not bo 
* forgotten out of the mouths of their seed. For I know 
‘ their imagination which they would do, even now, before 
‘ I have brought them into theland ofwhich I aware.’ Moses '22 
therefore wrote this Song on the same day, and taught it 
to the children of Israel. 

And he gave Joshua the son of Nun a charge, and said, 2s 
‘ Be strong and of a good courage; for thou shalt bring the 
‘ children of Israel into the land of which I sware unto 
‘them; and I will be with thee.’ And it came to pass, o 
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when Moses had made an end of writing the words of 
as this Law in a hook, until they were finished, that Moses 
commanded the Levites, who hare the Ark of the Cove- 
ao, nant of Jehovah, saying, ‘Take this Book of the Law, and

3 ‘ They have corrupted themselves, 

‘ They are not his children, but are blemished; 

‘ They are a perverse and crooked generation. 

6 ‘ Do ye thus requite Jehovah, 

‘ 0 people foolish and unwise? 

‘ Is not he thy father that hath bought thee ? 

‘ Hath he not made thee, and established thee ? 

7 ‘ Remember the days of old, 

‘ Consider the years of many generations; 

‘ Ask thy father, and he will shew thee, 

‘ Thy elders, and they will tell thee. 
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‘ When the Most High gave inheritances to the Nations, s 
‘ When he separated the sons of Adam, 

‘ He set the boundaries of the tribes 


‘ According to the number of the children of Israel. 

‘For Jehovah’s portion is his people; » 

‘ Jacob is the lot of his inheritance. 


‘ He found him in a desert land, io' 

‘ And in the waste and howling wilderness; 

‘ He surrounded him, he instructed him, 

1 Ho guarded him as the apple of his eye. 

‘ As an eagle stirreth up her nest, n 

‘ Fluttereth over her young, spreadoth her wings, 

‘ Taketh them up, beareth them on her pinions; 

‘So Jehovah alone did lead him, 1 * 

‘ And there was no strange god with him. 

‘ He made him to ride on the high places of the earth, l® 
‘And made him to eat the increase of the fields, 

‘ And he made him to suck honey out of the rock, 

‘ And oil out of the flinty crag; 

‘ Curds of kine, and milk of sheep, Hi 

‘ With fat of lambs, and rams from Bashan, and goats, 

‘ With the fat of kidneys of wheat; 

‘ And thou didst drink the foaming blood of the grape. 

‘But Jeshurun [or Israel] waxed fat and kicked; n 

‘ (Thou art fat, thou art thick, thou art gross;) 

‘ Then he forsook the God who made him, 

‘ And lightly esteemed the Bock of his salvation. 

‘ They moved him to jealousy by strange devices; i® 

‘ By abominations provoked they him to anger. 

‘They sacrificed unto demons, not to God; it: 

‘ To gods whom they knew not, to new devices, 

‘ That came from near, which your fathers feared not. 

‘ (Of the Bock that begat thee thou art unmindful, i**> 

‘ And dost forget the God that formed thee.) 

‘And when Jehovah saw it, he was angry Ml 

‘ At the provocation of his sons, and of his daughters. 

‘ And he said, I will hide my face from them, ®*i 

‘I will see what their end will be; 

‘ For they are a very froward generation, 

‘ Children in whom is no faithfulness. 


‘They make me jealous with what is not God;

‘ Both the young man and the maiden, 

‘ The suckling with the man of gray hairs. 
m 1 1 said, I would scatter them to the winds, 

‘I would make the memory of them to cease among men; 
27 ‘ Were I not afraid of the taunt of the enemy, 

‘ Lest their adversaries should misunderstand, 

‘ And lest they should say, Our own high hand, 

‘ And not Jehovah, hath done all this, 
as ‘ For they are a nation void of counsel, 

‘Neither is there any understanding in them. 

3a ‘ 0 that they were wise, and understood this, 

‘ That they would consider their latter end! 
a" ‘ How could one man chase a thousand, 

‘ And two put ten thousand to flight, 

‘ Except their Bock had sold them, 

‘And Jehovah had delivered them up! 

31 ‘For their rock is not as our Bock, 

‘Even our enemies themselves being judges. 

32 ‘ For their vines are of the vines of Sodom, 

‘And of the fields of Gomorrah; 

‘Their grapes are grapes of hemlock, their clusters are 
bitter; 

33 ‘ Their wine is the poison of serpents, 

‘ And the cruel venom of asps. 

34 ‘ Is not this laid up in store with me, 

‘ And sealed up among my treasures! 

35 ‘ To me belongeth vengeance, and recompence, 

‘ At a time when their foot shall slip; 
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‘ For the day of their calamity is at hand,

‘ For Jehovah will do justice to his people, t

And Moses came and spake all the words of this Song *■ 
in the ears of the people, he, and Hoshea [or Joshua] the 
son of Nun. And Moses made an end of speaking all these 4 
words to all Israel; and he said unto them, ‘Set your * 
‘ hearts unto all the words which I testify among yon this 
‘ day, which ye shall command your children to observe to 
‘ do, all the words of this Law. For it is not a vain thing 4' 
‘for yon; because it is your life; and through this thing 
‘ ye shall prolong your days in the land, whither ye go over 
‘ the Jordan to possess it’ 

And Jehovah spake unto Moses that self-same day, say- u 
ing, ‘ Get thee np on to this mountain of the Hebentea, ** 
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‘mount Nebo, which is in the land of Moab, that is ove 
‘against Jericho; and behold the land of Canaan, which ! 
.'io ‘give unto the children of Israel for a possession. Am 
1 thou slialt die on the mount whither thou goest up, an< 
‘be gathered unto thy people; as Aaron thy brother diet 
m ‘ on mount Hor, and was gathered unto his people; becausi 
‘ ye trespassed against me among the children of Israel a 
‘ the waters of Meribah in Kadesh, in the desert of Zin 
‘ becauso ye sanctified me not in the midst of the childrei 
a ‘ of Israel. Yet thou slialt see the land before thee; bu 
‘ thou slialt not go thither unto the land which I give to thi 
‘ children of Israel.’ 

i And this is tiiu bi.essixg, wherewith Moses the man o 
- God blessed the children of Israel before his death. Am 
he said, 

‘Jehovah came from Sinai, 

‘And dawned upon them from Seir; 

‘ He shined forth from the mountain in Paran, 

‘And he came with ten thousands to Kadish; 

‘ Prom his right hand wont forth streams for them, 
s ‘ Yea, he loved the people. 

‘ (All his saints are in thy hand; 

‘ And they fell down at thy feet to receive of thy words, 
i ‘ Even the Law which Moses commanded us, 

‘ As a possession for the assembly of Jacob.) 

■i ‘And He was king in Jesliurun [or Israel], 

1 When the heads of the people were assembled, 

‘ Jointly with the tribes of Israel. 

11 ‘Let Keuben live, and not die; but let his men be few.’ 

" And this is for Judah; and he said, 

‘ Hear, 0 Jehovah, the voice of Judah, 

1 And bring him unto his people; 

‘ Let his own hands be sufficient for him; 

‘ But be thou an help to him against his enemies.’ 
s And of Levi he said, 

1 Let thy Thumniim and thy Urim be with thy godly man 
‘ Whom thou didst prove at Massali, 

‘With whom thou strovest at the waters of Meribah; 

9 ‘ Who said of his father and of his mother, I see him not 
‘ Neither did he acknowledge his brethren, 

‘ Nor knew his own children. 

‘ Por they observed thy word, and kept thy covenant. 
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‘ They shall teach thy judgments unto Jacob, 101 

‘And thy law unto Israel; 

‘ They shall put incense before thy nose, 

‘ And whole burnt offerings upon thine altar. 

‘ Bless, O Jehovah, his substance, m 

‘ And accept the work of his hands; 

‘ Smite through the loins them that rise against him, 

‘And them that hate him, that they rise not again.’ 

And of Benjamin he said, lai 

‘ Beloved of Jehovah, may He dwell in safely by him; 

‘ May He cover him all the day long, 

‘ And may He dwell between his shoulders.’ 

And of Joseph he said, 131 

‘ May his land be blessed by Jehovah, 

‘With the precious things of heaven, with the dew, 

‘ And with the deep that lieth under [the earth], 

‘And with the precious productions of the sun, 111 

‘ And with the precious gifts of the moons, 

‘ And with the chief things of the ancient mountains, < 

‘ And with the excellence of the everlasting hills, 

‘ And with the excellence of the earth and its fulness. 101 
‘ And the goodwill of Him that dwelt in the Bush, 

‘ May it come upon the head of Joseph, 

‘ And on the top of the head of the chief of his brethren. 

‘ His glory is as a firstborn ox, 11 


‘ And his horns as the horns of a buffalo; 

‘ With them he shall gore the Nations 
‘ United together to the ends of the earth; 

‘ And they are the ten thousands of Ephraim, 

‘ And they are the thousands of Manasseh.’ 

And of Zebulun he said, is 

‘Rejoice, Zebulun, in thy goings out; 

‘ And, Isaachar, in thy tents. 

‘ They shall call the people unto the mountain; n 

‘ There they shall offer sacrifices of righteousness; 

‘ For they shall suck of the abundance of the ocean, 

‘And of the treasures hidden in the sand.’ 

And of Gad he said, 20 

‘ Blessed be he that enlargeth Gad. 

‘ He dwelleth as a lioness, 

‘ And teareth the arm and the crown of the head. 

‘ And he provided the first part for himself, 
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‘ For there [in Gilead] the Lawgiver set his portion; 

‘ Yet he came [over the Jordan] with the heads of the 
people, 

‘ He executed the righteousness of Jehovah, 

‘And His judgments together with Israel.’ 

And of Dan he said, 

‘Dan is a lion’s whelp; he leapeth down from Bashan.’ 

And of Naphtali he said, 

‘ 0 Naphtali, satisfied with favour, 

‘And full of the blessing of Jehovah; 

‘ Possess thou the west and the south.’ 

"i And of Asher he said, 

‘ Let Asher be blessed with children; 

‘ Let him be acceptable to his brethren, 

‘ And let him dip his foot in oil. 

-•> ‘ Thy door-locks shall be iron and copper; 

‘ And as thy days, so shall thy strength be. 

- 1 ‘ There is none like unto the God of Jeshurun, 

‘ Who rideth upon the heavens for thy^help, 

‘ And in his excellence on the clouds. 

- v ‘ The dwelling-place of God is eternal, 

‘ And underneath are the everlasting arms. 

‘ And he will thrust out the enemy from before thee; 

‘ And will say, Destroy them. 

- - ‘ Israel then shall dwell in safety alone; 

‘The eye of Jacob shall be on a land of com and wine; 

‘ Also his heavens shall drop down dew. 

‘ Happy art thou, 0 Israel; 

1 Who is like unto thee, 0 people saved by Jehovah, 

‘ The shield of thy help, 

1 And the sword of thy excellence! 

‘And thine enemies shall fawn unto thee; 

‘ And thou shalt tread on their High Places [or Altars].’ 
i And Moses went up from the barren plains of Moab unto 
the mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over 
against Jericho. And Jehovah shewed him all the land of 
- Gilead, unto Dan; and all Naphtali, and the land of Ephraim, 
and Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, unto the West- 
:: ern sea; and the South country, and the Circle of the valley 
t of Jericho the city of palm trees, unto Zoar. And Jeho¬ 
vah said unto him, ‘ This is the land of which I sware 
‘ unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying, I will 
2 n 
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‘ give it unto thy seed. I have caused thee to see it with 
‘ thine eyes, hut thou shalt not go over [the Jordan] thither.’ 

So Moses the servant of Jehovah died there in the land of t 
Moab, according to the word of Jehovah. And he was < 
buried in a valley in the land of Moab, over against Beth- 
peor; but no man knoweth of his burial-place unto this I 
day. And Moses was an hundred and twenty years old i 
when he died; his eye was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated. And the children of Israel wept for Moses in the * 
barren plains of Moab for thirty days ; and then the days 
of weeping and mourning for Moses were ended. 

And Joshua the son of Nun was full of the spirit of « 
wisdom; for Moses had laid his hands upon him. And the 
children of Israel hearkened unto him, and did as Jehovah 
commanded Moses. And there hath not arisen a prophet i>- 
sincc in Israel like unto Moses, whom Jehovah knew face 
to face, in all the signs and the wonders, which Jehovah » 
sent him to do in the land of Lower Egypt to Pharaoh, 
and to all his servants, and to all his land, and in all that i'j 
mighty hand, and in all the great terror which Moses 
worked in the sight of all Israel. 


THE BOOK OF JOSHUA. 

VOW after the death of Moses the servant of Jehovah 
-*•' it came to pass, that Jehovah spake unto Joshua the son 
of Nun, Moses’ minister, saying, ‘ Moses my servant is dead; : 
‘now therefore arise, go over this Jordan, thou, and all this 
‘ people, unto the land which I do give to them, even to the 
‘ children of Israel. Every place that the sole of your foot ! 
‘ shall tread upon, that have I given unto you, as I said unto 
‘ Moses. From the [southern] desert and this Lebanon even < 
‘ unto the Great River, the river Euphrates, all the land of 
‘ the Hittites, and unto the Great Sea [or the Mediterra- 
‘ nean] toward the going down of the sun, shall be your 
‘ boundary. There shall not any man be able to stand • 
‘ before thee all the days of thy life. As I was with Moses, 

‘ so I will be with thee. I will not fail thee, nor forsake 
‘ thee. Be stnmg and of good courage; for thou shalt cause 1 
‘ this people to inherit the land, which I sware unto their 
1 fathers to give them. Only be thou strong and tvtj cou- 
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‘ rageous, that thou mayest observe to do according to al) 
‘ the law, which Moses my servant commanded thee. Turn 
‘ not aside from it to the right hand or to the left, so that 
s ‘thou mayest do wisely whithersoever thou goest. This 
‘ Book of the Law shall not depart out of thy mouth; but 
‘ thou slialt meditate therein day and night, so that thou 
‘ mayest observe to do according to all that is written therein. 
‘ For then thou slialt make thy way prosperous, and then 
o ‘ thou shalt do wisely. Have not I commanded thee'! Be 
‘ strong and of good courage; be not afraid, neither be thou 
‘dismayed; for Jehovah thy God is with thee whitherso- 
‘ ever thou goest.’ 

10 Then Joshua commanded the officers of the people, say- 

11 ing, ‘ Pass through the middle of the camp, and command 
‘the people, saying, Prepare for yourselves victuals; for 
‘within three days ye shall pass over this Jordan, to go in 
‘to possess the land, which Jehovah your God givetli you 
‘to possess it.’ 

12 And to the Reubenites, and to the Gadites, and to the 
is Half Tribe of Manasseh, spake Joshua, saying, ‘Remeni- 

‘ her the word which Moses the servant of Jehovah com- 


‘ manded you, saying, J ehovah your God hath given you 
l i ‘ rest, and hath given you this land. Your wives, your little 
‘ ones, and your cattle, shall remain in the land which Moses 
‘ gave you beyond the Jordan; but ye shall pass over armed 
‘ before your brethren, all the warriors of valour, and help 
is ‘ them; until Jehovah have given rest unto your brethren, as 
‘ unto you, and they also have possessed the land which Je- 
‘ hovah your God giveth them. Then ye shall return unto 
‘ the land of your possession, and enj oy it, which Moses the 
‘servant of Jehovah gave you beyond the Jordan toward 
m ‘ the sunrising.’ And they answered Joshua, saying, ‘ AH 
‘ that thou commandest us we will do, and whithersoever 
li ‘ thou sendest us, we will go. According as wo hearkened 
‘ unto Moses in all things, so will we hearken unto thee. 
‘ Only Jehovah thy God be with thee, as he was with Moses, 
is ‘ "Whosoever he be that doth rebel against thy command, 
‘ and will not hearken unto thy words in all that thou 
‘ commandest him, he shall be put to death; only be strong 
‘ and of good courage.’ 

i And Joshua the son of Nun sent out of Sliittim two 


men to spy secretly, saying, ‘ Go view the land, even J eri-

‘ cho.’ And they went, and came into on harlot’s house, 
named Bohab, and they lodged there. And it was told a 
the king of Jericho, saying, ‘ Behold, there came men in 
‘ hither to-night, out of the children of Israel, to search out 
‘ the land.’ And the king of Jericho sent unto Rahnb, say- s 
ing, ‘ Bring forth the men that are come to thee, who are 
‘entered into thine house; for they are come to search out 
‘ all the land.’ And tho woman took the two men, and hid J 
them, and said thus,‘ Thero came men unto me, but I knew 
‘ not whence they were. And it came to pass at the shut- 5 
‘ ting of the city gate, when it was dark, that the men went 
‘ out. Whither the men went I know not. Pursue after 
‘ them quickly; for ye will overtake them.’ But she had e 
brought them up to tho roof of the house, and had hidden 
them with the stalks of flax, which she had laid in order 
upon the roof. And the men pursued after them on the ^ 
way to the Jordan unto the fords. And as soon as they 
that pursued after them were gone out, they shut tho city 
gate. 

And before they were laid down, she came up unto them s 
upon the roof; and she said unto the men, ‘I know that a 
‘ Jehovah hath given you the land, and that the fear of 
‘ you is fallen upon us, and that all the inhabitants of the 
‘land faint because of you. For we have heard how Jeho- n> 
‘ vah dried up the water of the Bed sea for you, when ye 
‘came out of Lower Egypt; and what ye did unto the two 
‘ kings of the Amorites, that were beyond the Jordan, Sihon 
‘and Og, whom ye utterly destroyed. And as soon as we n 
‘ had heard, our hearts did melt, neither did there remain 
‘ any more courage in any man, because of you; for Jelio- 
‘ vah your God, he is God in heaven above, and on earth 
‘ beneath. Now therefore, I pray you, swear unto me by 12 
‘Jehovah, since I have shewed you kindness, that ye will 
‘ also shew kindness unto iny father’s house; and give me 
‘ a true token. And that ye will save alive my father, and u 
‘ my mother, and my brethren, and my sisters, and all that 
‘ they have, and deliver our lives from death.’ And the n 
men answered her, ‘ Our life for yours unto death, if ye 
‘ utter not this our business. And it shall be, when Jeho- 
‘ vah hath given us the land, that we will deal kindly and 
‘truly with thee.’ Then she let them down by a cord is 
through the window; for her house was upon the wall of 
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ir, the rampart, and she dwelt upon the rampart. And she said 
unto them, ‘ Get you to the Hill country , lest the pursuers 
‘ meet you; and hide yourselves there for three days, until 
‘the pursuers be returned; and afterward may ye go your

i And Joshua rose early in the morning; and they re¬ 
moved from Shittim, and came to the Jordan, he and all 
the children of Israel, and lodged there before they passed 
a over. And it came to pass after three days, that the officers 
a went through the camp; and they commanded the people, 
saying, ‘When ye see the Ark of the Covenant of Jehovah 
‘ your God, and the priests the Levites bearing it, then ye 
i ‘ shall remove from your place, and go after it. Yet there 
‘ shall be a space between you and it, about two thousand 
‘ cubits by measure. Come not near unto it, in order that 
‘ ye may know the way by which ye must go. For ye have 
s ‘not passed this way heretofore.’ And Joshua said unto 
the people, ‘Sanctify yourselves; for to-morrow Jehovah 
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' will do wonders among yon.’ And Joshua spake unto the o 
priests, saying, ‘Take up the Ark of the Covenant, and 
‘ pass over [the Jordan] before the people.’ And they took 
up the Ark of the Covenant, and went before the people. 
And Jehovah said unto Joshua, ‘ This day will I begin to i 
‘ magnify thee in the eyes of all Israel, that they may know 
‘ that, ns I was with Moses, so I will he with thee. And s 
‘ thou shalt command the priests that bear the Ark of the 
‘ Covenant, saying, When ye are come to the brink of the 
‘water of the Jordon, ye shall stand still in the Jordan.' 

And Joshua said unto the children of Israel, ‘ Come hither, a 
‘and hear the words of Jehovah your God.’ And Joshua 10 
said, ‘ Hereby ye shall know that the living God is among 
‘ you, and that he will without fail drive out from before you 
‘ the Cannanites, and the Hittites, and the Hivites, and the 
‘ Perizzites, and the Girgashites, and the Amorites, and the 
‘Jeliusites. Behold, the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord n 
‘of all the earth passeth over before you into the Jordan. 

‘ Now therefore take to you twelve men out of the tribes of i- 
1 Israel, out of every tribe a man. And it shall come to is 
‘ pass, ns soon as the soles of the feet of the priests that bear 
‘the Ark of Jehovah, the Lord of all the earth, shall Test 
‘ in the waters of the Jordan, that the wnters of the Jordan 
‘ will be cut off from the waters that come down from above; 
‘and they will stand up in an heap.’ 

And it came to pass, when the people removed from their n 
tents, to pass over the Jordan, and the priests bearing the 
Ark of the Covenant before the people; and as they that 15 
bare the Ark were come unto the Jordan, and the feet of the 
priests that bare the Ark were dipped in the brim of the 
water, (for the Jordan is full on all its banks during all the 
time of harvest,) that the wnters which were coming down >o 
from above stood and rose up in an heap very far from the 
city of Adam, that is beside Zaretan; and those that were 
going down toward the Sea of the Barren Valley, even the 
Salt Sea, failed, and were cut off; and the people passed over 
[the Jordan] right against Jericho. And the priests that 
bare the Ark of the Covenant of Jehovah stood firm on 
dry ground in the midst of the Jordan, and all the Israelites 
passed over on dry ground, until all the nation had finished 
passing over the Jordan. 

And it came to pass, when all the nation had finished 
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passing over the Jordan, that Jehovah spake unto Joshua, 

i saying, ‘ Take to you twelve men out of the people, out of 

* ‘ every tribe a man, and command ye them, saying, Take to 
‘you hence out of the midst of the Jordan, out of the place 
‘ where the priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, and ye 
‘ shall carry them over with you, and leave them in the 

* ‘lodging-place, where ye shall lodge this night.’ Then 
Joshua called the twelve men, whom he had prepared ol 
the children of Israel, out of every tribe a man; and 
Joshua said unto them, ‘ Pass over before the Ark of Jeho- 
‘ vah your God into the midst of the Jordan, and take up 
‘ every man of you a stone upon his shoulder, according 
‘ unto the number of the tribes of the children of Israel 

p < ‘ in order that this may ho a sign among you, so that when 
‘ your children ask in time to come, saying, What mean yc 

7 ‘by these stones t then ye shall answer them, Because the 
‘waters of the Jordan were cut off before the Ark of the 
‘ Covenant of Jehovah; when it passed over the Jordan, the 
‘ waters of the Jordan were cut oil'; and these stones shall 
‘ be for a memorial unto the children of Israel for ever. 

s And the children of Israel did as Joshua commanded, anc 
took up twelve stones out of the midst of the Jordan, as 
Jehovah had spoken unto Joshua, according to the numbei 
of the tribes of the children of Israel, and carried them ovei 
with them unto the place where they lodged, and laid then: 

o down there. (And Joshua also set up twelve stones ir 
the midst of the Jordan, in the place where the feet oi 
the priest who hare the Ark of the Covenant stood. Anc 
they are there unto this day.) 

10 And the priests who hare the Ark stood in the midst o; 
the Jordan, until every thing was finished that Jehovat 
commanded Joshua to speak unto the people, according t< 
all that Moses had commanded Joshua; and the people has 

ii tened and passed over. And it came to pass, when all the 
people had finished passing over, that the Ark of Jelioval 
passed over, and the priests, in the sight of the people 

11 And the children of Bcuben, and the children of Gad, ant 
the half tribe of Manasseh, passed over armed in the sigh 
of the children of Israel, as Moses had spoken unto them 

is About forty thousand prepared for war passed over befori 

H Jehovah unto battle, to the plains of Jericho. On that dai 
Jehovah magnified Joshua in the sight of all Israel; aut 
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thoy feared him, as they had feared Moses, all the days of 
his life. 


V. 


And Jehovah spake unto Joshua,saying, ‘Commandthe 151 
‘ priests that bear the Ark of the Testimonials, that they xo: 
‘ come up out of the Jordan.’ Joshua therefore commanded 1 
tire priests, saying, ‘ Come ye up out of the Jordan.’ And is 
it came to pass, when the priests that bare the Ark of the 
Covenant of Jehovah were como up out of the midst of the 
Jordan, and the soles of tho priests’ feet were lifted up unto 
the dry land, that the waters of the Jordon returned unto 
their placo, and flowed over all its banks, as before. And m 
the people came up out of the Jordan on the tenth day of 
the first month, and encamped in Gilgnl, on the east border 
of Jericho. And those twelve stones, which they took out -o 
of the Jordan, did Joshua set up in GilgaL And he spake -i 
unto the children of Israel, saying, ‘ When your children 
1 shall ask their fathers in time to come, saying, What are 
‘ these stones 1 then ye shall let your children know, saying, - 
1 Israel came over this Jordan on dry land. For Jehovah 
‘ your God dried up the waters of the Jordan from before 
‘ you, until ye were passed over, as Jehovah your God did 
‘ to tho Red sea, which he dried up from before us, until 
‘we were gone over; in order that all the people of the -< 

‘ land might know the hand of Jehovah, that it is mighty; 
‘and in order that ye might fear Jehovah your God for 
‘ ever.’ 

An d it came to pass, when all the kings of the Amorites, i 
who were beyond the Jordan westward, and all the kings 
of the Canaanites, who were by the Sea, heard that Jehovah 
had dried up the waters of the Jordon from before the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, until wo were passed over, that their heart 
melted, neither was there spirit in them any more, because 
of the children of Israel. 

At that time Jehovah said unto Joshua, ‘ Make unto thee a 
‘ knives of flints, and circumcise again the children of Israel 
‘the second time.’ And Joshua made unto him knives of s 
flints, and circumcised the children of Israel at the hill of 
Oreloth [or the Foreskins]. And this is the cause why * 
Joshua did circumcise. All the people that came out of 
Lower Egypt, that were males, even all the men of war, 
had died in the desert by the way, as they came out of 
Lower Egypt. How all the people that came out were 1 
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circumcised; but all the people that were horn in the desert 
by the way as they came out of Lower Egypt, them they 
had not circumcised. Eor the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the desert, till all the nation that were men 
of war, that came out of Lower Egypt, were consumed, 
because they obeyed not the voice of Jehovah; unto whom 
Jehovah sware that he would not shew them the land, which 
Jehovah sware unto their fathers that he would give us, a 
" land that floweth with milk and honey. And their chil¬ 
dren, whom he raised up in their stead, them Joshua cir¬ 
cumcised; for they were uncircumcised, because they had 
s not circumcised them by the way. And it came to pass, 
when they had done circumcising all the nation, that they 
abode in their places in the camp, till they were whole. 
And Jehovah said unto Joshua, ‘This day have I Tolled 
‘away the reproach of Egypt from off you.’ Wherefore the 
name of tho place is called Gilgal [or a Wheel] unto this 
day. 

ni And the children of Israel encamped at Gilgal, and kept 
tho passover on tho fourteenth day of the month at evening 
n in the barren plains of Jericho. And they did eat of the 
produce of the land on tho morrow after the passover, 
unleavened cakes, and parched corn on the self-same day. 
1 1 And tho Manna ceased on the morrow after they had eaten 
of the produce of the land; neither had the children of 
Israel Manna any more; but they did eat of the fruit of 
the land of Canaan that year. 

is And it came to pass, when Joshua was by Jericho, that 
he lifted up his eyes and looked, and, behold, there stood 
a man over against him with his sword drawn in his hand. 
And Joshua went unto him, and said unto him, ‘Art thou 
n ‘for us, or for our adversaries!’ And he said, ‘Nay; but 
‘ as captain of the host of Jehovah am I now come.’ And 
Joshua fell on his face to the earth, and did worship, and 
said unto him, ‘What saith my lord unto his servant!’ 
15 And the captain of Jehovah’s host said unto Joshua, ‘Put 
‘ off thy shoe from off thy foot; for the place whereon thou 
i ‘ standest is holy.’ And Joshua did so. (Now Jericho was 
closely shut up because of the children of Israel. None 
went out, and none came in.) And Jehovah said unto 
Joshua, ‘ See, I have given into thine hand Jericho, and tho 
3 ‘ king thereof, and the warriors of valour. And ye shall 
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‘ compass the city, all ye men of war, and go round about 
‘ the city once. Thus shalt thou do for six days. And * 
‘soven priests shall hear before the Ark seven jubilee trum- 
‘ pets. And on the seventh day ye shall compass the city 
‘ soven times, and the priests shall blow with the trumpets. 

‘ And it shall come to pass, that when they make a long 5 
‘ blast with the jubilee horn, and when ye hear the sound 
‘of the trumpet, all the people shall shout with a great 
‘ shout; and the wall of the city shall fall down under it, 
‘and the people shall go up every man straight before 
‘him.’ 

And Joshua the son of Nun called the priests, and said o 
unto them, ‘Take up the Ark of the Covenant, and let 
‘ seven priests bear seven jubilee trumpets before the Ark 
‘ of Jehovah.’ And he said unto the people, ‘ Pass on, and 7 
‘ compass the city, and let the armed men pass on before 
‘ the Ark of Jehovah.’ And it came to pass, when Joshua a 
had spoken unto the people, that the seven priests bearing 
the seven jubilee trumpets passed on before Jehovah, and 
blew with the trumpets; and the Ark of the Covenant of 
Jehovah followed after them. And the armed men went o 
before the priests that blew with the trumpets, and the 
rear-guard came after the Ark, going on, and blowing with 
the trumpets. And Joshua had commanded the people, ni 
saying, ‘ Ye shall not shout, nor make any noise with your 
‘ voice, neither shall any word proceed out of your mouth, 
‘until the day when I bid you shout; then shall ye shout.’ 

So the Ark of Jehovah compassed the city, going round it 11 
once. And they came into the camp, and lodged in the 
camp. And Joshua rose early in the morning, and the u 
priests took up the Ark of Jehovah. And seven priests u 
bearing the seven jubilee trumpets before the Ark of Jeho¬ 
vah went on continually, and blew with the trumpets. And 
the armed men went before them; and the rear-guaTd came 
after the Ark of Jehovah, going on, and blowing with the 
trumpets. And on the second day they compassed the 
city once, and returned into the camp. So they did for six 
days. And it came to pass on the seventh day, that they is 
rose early about the dawning of the day, and compassed the 
city after the same manner seven times. Only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times. And it came to pass m 
at the seventh time, when the priests blew with the trum- 
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pots, Joshua said unto the people, ‘Shout; for Jehovah 
17 ‘hath given you the city. And the city shall he devoted, 
‘it and all that are therein, to Jehovah; only Bahab the 
‘ harlot shall live, she and all that are with her in the house, 
is ‘ because she hid the messengers that we sent. Only do 
‘ ye keep yourselves from the devoted thing, lest ye make 
1 yourselves devoted, when ye take of the devoted thing, 
'and mako the camp of Israel to become devoted, and 
i.» ‘ trouble it. But all the silver, and gold, and vessels of 
‘copper and iron, shall be holy unto Jehovah; they shall 
‘come into the treasury of Jehovah.’ 

~’ n So the people shouted; and they blew with the trumpets. 
And it came to pass, when the people heard the sound of 
the trumpet, and the people shouted with a great shout, 
that the wall fell down under it, so that the people went 
up into the city, every man straight before him, and they 
-i took the city. And they utterly destroyed all that was in 
the city, both man and woman, both young and old, and ox, 
and sheep, and goat, and ass, with the edge of the sword. 

But Joshua had said unto the two men that had spied 
out the land, 1 Go into the harlot’s house, and bring out 
‘ thence the woman, and all that she hath, as ye sware unto 
22 1 her.’ And the young men that wore spies went in, and 
brought out Bahab, and her father, and her mother, and 
her brethren, and all that she had; and they brought out 
all her kindred, and left them without the camp of Israel. 
24 And they burnt the city with fire, and all that was therein; 
only the silver, and the gold, and the vessels of copper and 
of iron, they put into the treasury of the House of Jehovah. 
And Joshua saved Bahab the harlot alive, and her father’s 
household, and all that she had; and she dwelleth in 
Israel unto this day; because she hid the messengers, which 
Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. And Joshua adjured them 
at that time, saying, ‘ Cursed be the man before Jehovah, 
‘that riseth up and buildeth up this city of Jericho; he 
‘ shall lay the foundation thereof in his firstborn, and in 
27 ‘his youngest son shall he set up the doors of it.’ So 
Jehovah was with Joshua; and his fame was throughout 
all the land. 


But the children of Israel committed a trespass in thfr 
devoted thing; for Achan, the son of Carmi, the son of 
Zabdi, the son of Zarah, of the tribe of Judah, took some 
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of the devoted thing; and the anger of Jehovah was kindled 
against the children of Israel. And Joshua sent men from 2 
Jericho to Ai, which is near Beth-aven, on the east side of 
Both-el, and spake unto them, saying, ‘ Go up and spy the 
‘ land.’ And the men went up and spied Ai And they re- a 
turned to Joshua, and said unto him, ‘ Lot not all the people 
‘ go up; but let about two thousand or about three thou¬ 
sand men go up and smite Ai. Weary not there all the 
‘people; for they are hut few.’ So there went up thither ■» 
of the people about three thousand men; but they fled 
before the men of AL And the men of Ai smote of them 5 
about thirty and six men. For they chased them from 
before the city gate unto destruction, nud smote them in the 
going down. Wherefore tho henrts of the people melted, 
and became as water. 

And Joshua rent his clothes, and fell to the earth upon « 
his face before the Ark of Jehovah until the eventide, he 
and the elders of Israel, and put dust upon their heads. 
And Joshua said, ‘Alas, O Lord Jehovah, wherefore hast ~ 
‘thou at all brought this people over the Jordan, to deliver 
‘ us into the hand of the Amorites, to destroy usl Oh that 
‘ we had been content, and had dwelt on the other side of 
‘the Jordan! O Lord, what shall I say, when Israel turneth si 
‘ their backs before their enemies! For tho Canaanites and » 1 
‘all the inhabitants of tho land will hear of it, and will 
‘ environ us round, and cut off our name from the earth. 
‘And what wilt thou do unto thy great name V And Jeho- 10 
vah said unto Joshua, ‘ Get thee up; wherefore art thou 
‘thus fallen upon thy face! Israel hath sinned, and they 11 
‘ have also transgressed my covenant which I commanded 
‘them. For they have even taken some of the devoted 
‘ thing, and have also stolen, and dissembled also, and they 
‘ have also put it among their own baggage. Therefore the ia 
‘ children of Israel could not stand up before their enemies, 

‘ but turned their backs before their enemies, because they 
‘had become devoted. Neither will I be with you any 
‘more, except ye destroy the devoted thing from among 
‘you Get thee up, sanctify the people, and say, Sanctify 'a 
‘yourselves against to-morrow; for thus saith Jehovah the 
‘ God of Israel, There is a devoted thing in the midst of thee, 

‘ 0 Israel; thou canstnotstand up before thine enemies,until 
‘ ye take aWay the devoted thing from among you In the u 
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‘ morning therefore ye shall be brought according to your 
‘ tribes. And it shall be, that the tribe which Jehovah 
‘shall take shall come according to the families thereof; 
‘and the family which Jehovah shall take shall come by 
‘ houses; and the house which Jehovah shall take shall come 
is ‘ man by man. And it shall be, that he that is taken with 
‘ the devoted thing shall be burnt with five, he and all that 
‘he hath; because ho hath transgressed the covenant of 
‘Jehovah, and because he hath done wickedly in Israel.’ 
in So Joshua rose up early in the morning, and brought 
Israel by their tribes; and the tribe of Judah was taken. 
it And he brought the families of Judah; and the family of 
the Zarhites was taken. And he brought the family of 
i i the Zarhites man by man; and Zahdi was taken. And he 
brought his house man by man; and Achan, the son of 
Carmi, the son of Zahdi, the son of Zarah, of the tribe of 

19 Judah, was taken. And Joshua said unto Achan, ‘ My son, 
‘ give, I pray thee, glory to Jehovah the God of Israel, and 
‘make confession unto him; and tell me now what thou 

20 ‘hast done; hide it not from me.’ And Achan answered 
Joshua, and said, ‘ Indeed I have sinned against J ehovah the 

2 1 ‘ God of Israel, and thus and thus have I done. When I 


‘ saw among the spoils a goodly Babylonian garment, and 
‘ two hundred Shekels of silver, and a wedge of gold weigh- 
‘ ing fifty Shekels [or twenty-five ounces], then I coveted 
‘ them, and took them; and, behold, they are hid in the 
‘ earth in the midst of my tent, and the silver under it.’ 
So Joshua sent messengers, and they ran unto the tent; 
and, behold, it wa9 hid in his tent, and the silver under it. 
22 And they took them out of the midst of the tent, and 
brought them unto Joshua, and unto all the children of 
2i Israel, and laid them out before Jehovah. And Joshua, and 
all Israel with him, took Achan the son of Zarah, and the 
silver, and the garment, and the wedge of gold, and his 
sons, and his daughters, and his oxen, and his asses, and 
his sheep, and his tent, and all that he had; and they 
-■ < brought them unto the valley of Achor [or Trouble], And 
Joshua said, ‘Why hast thou troubled us? Jehovah will 
‘ trouble thee this day.’ And all Israel stoned him with 
stones, and burned them with fire, and they overwhelmed 
2G them with stones. And they raised over him a great heap 
of stones unto this day. So Jehovah turned from the fierce- 
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nos3 of his anger. Wherefore the name of that place was 
called, The Valley of Achor, unto this day. 

And Jehovah said unto Joshua, ‘ Fear not, neither be 
‘ thou dismayed. Take all the people of war with thee, 

‘ and arise, go up to Ai See, I have given into thy hand 
‘ the king of Ai, and his people, and his city, and his land. 

* And thou shalt do to Ai and her king as thou didst unto 
‘Jericho and her king; only the spoil thereof, and tho cattle 
‘ thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto yourselves. Lay an 
‘ambush for the city behind it. 1 So Joshua arose, and all : 
the people of war, to go up against Ai. And Joshua chose 
out thirty thousand men, warriors of valour, and sent them 
away by night. And he commanded them, saying, ‘ Behold, 1 
‘ ye shall lie in wait against the city, even behind the city. 

‘ Go not very far from the city, but be ye all ready. And 
‘ I, and all the people that are with me, will go near unto 
‘ the city. And it shall come to pass, when they come out 
‘against us, as at the first, that wo will flee before them, 

‘ and they will come out after us, till we have drawn them 1 
‘from the city. For they will say, They flee before us, as 
‘ at the first. Therefore we will flee before them. Then 


‘ ye shall rise up from the ambush, and seize upon the city; 

‘ lbr Jehovah your God will deliver it into your hand. And t 
‘it shall be, when ye have taken tho city, that ye shall set 
‘the city on fire. According to the command of Jehovah 
‘ shall ye do. See, I have commanded you.’ 

Joshua therefore sent them forth. And they went to lie e 
in ambush, and abode between Beth-el and Ai, on the west 
side of Ai; but Joshua lodged that night among the people. 
And Joshua rose up early in the morning, and mustered hi 
the people, and went up, he and the elders of Israel, before 
the people to Ai. And all the people of war that were with it' 
him, went up, and drew nigh, and came before tho city, 
and encamped on the north side of Ai. And there was a 
valley between them and Ai. And he took about five thou- is 
sand men, and set them to lie in ambush between Beth-el 
and Ai, on the west side of the city. And when they hod is 
set the people, even all the camp that was on the north of 
the city, and their Iiers in wait on the west of the city, 
Joshua went that night Into the midst of the valley. 

And it came to pass, when the king of Ai bow it, that 1 * 
they hastened and rose up early, and the men of the city 
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went out against Israel to battle, he and all his people, at 
a time appointed, before the Barren Valley; but he knew 
not that there was an ambush against him behind the 
i'. city. And Joshua and all Israel made as if they were 
i« beaten before them, and fled by the way of the desert. And 
all the people that were in Ai were called together to pur¬ 
sue after them. And they pursued after Joshua, and were 
17 drawn away from the city. And there was not a man left 
in Ai or Beth-el, that went not out after Israel. And they 
is left the city open, arid pursued after Israel. And Jehovah 
said unto Joshua, ‘Stretch out with the spear that is in thy 
‘hand towards Ai; for I will give it into thine hand.’ And 
Joshua stretched out with the spear that he had in his hand 
id toward the city. And the ambush arose quickly out of 
their place. And they ran as soon as he had stretched out 
his hand, and they entered into the city, and took it, and 
-") hastened and set the city on tire. And tvhen the men of 
Ai looked behind them, they saw, and, behold, the smoke 
of the city ascended up to heaven, and they had no power 
to flee this way or that way. And the people that fled to 
in the desert turned upon the pursuers. And Joshua and all 
Israel saw that the ambush had taken the city, and that 
the smoke of the city ascended, and they returned, and smote 
the men of Ai. And the others issued out of the city against 
them ; so they were in the midst of Israel, some on this side, 
and some on that side. And they smote them, so that they 
S let none of them remain or escape. And the king of Ai 
they took alive, and brought him to Joshua. 

■-+ And it came to pass, when Israel had made an end of 
slaying all the inhabitants of Ai in the field, in the desert 
wherein they chased them, and when they were all fallen 
on the edge of the sword, until they were consumed, that 
all the Israelites returned unto Ai, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword. And so it was, that all that fell that 
day, both of men and women, were twelve thousand, even 
- l! all the men of Ai. For Joshua drew not his hand back, 
wherewith he stretched out the spear, until he had utterly 
27 destroyed all the inhabitants of Ai. Only the cattle and the 
spoil of that city Israel took for a prey unto themselves, 
according unto the word of Jehovah which he commanded

Joshua. And Joshua burnt Ai, and made it an heap for 
ever, even a desolation unto this day. And the king of Ai 
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he hanged on a tree until eventide. And as soon as the 
sun was down, Joshua commanded that they should take 
his carcase down from the tree, and cast it at the entering 
of the gate of the city; and they raised thereon a great heap 
of stones, that remaineth unto this day. 

Then Joshua built an altar unto Jehovah the God of ;>'• 
Israel in mount Ebal, as Moses the servant of Jehovah si 
commanded the children of Israel, as it is written in the 
Book of tho Law of Moses [Deut. xxvii. 4, 6, 6], an altar 
of whole stones, over which no man hath lifted up any 
iron; and they offered thereon burnt offerings unto Jehovah, 
and sacrificed peace offerings. And he wrote there upon at 
the stones a copy of the Law of Moses, which he wrote in 
the presence of the children of Israel. And all Israel, and 33 
their elders, and officers, and their judges, stood on this side 
and on that side of the Ark before the priests the Levites, 
who bare the Ark of the Covenant of Jehovah, as well the 
stranger, as he that was born among them; half of them 
over against mount Gerizim, and half of them over against 
mount Ebal; ns Moses the servant of Jehovah had before 
commanded that they should bless the people of Israel. And 34 
afterward he read all the words of the Law, the blessings 
and cursings, according to all that is written in the Book 
of the law [Deut xxviii]. There was not a word of all fc 
that Moses had commanded, which Joshua read not before 
all the assembly of Israel, with the women, and the little 
ones, and the strangers that were living among them. 

And it camb to pass, when all the kings who were be- i 
yond the Jordan, in the Hill country, and in the Low 
country, and in all the coasts of the Great Sea over against 
Lebanon, the Hittite, and the Amorite, the Canaanite, the 
Perizrite, the Hivite, and the Jebusite, heard thereof; that a 
they gathered themselves together, to fight with Joshua 
and with Israel, with one accord. 

And when the inhabitants of Gibeon heard what Joshua 3 
had done unto Jericho and to Ai, they did work wilily, and 4 
went and made as if they had been travellers, and took old 
sacks upon their asses, and wine-skins, old, and rent, and 
in bundles; and shoes old and patched upon their feet, and 3 
old cloaks upon them; and all the bread of their provision 
was dry and mouldy. And they went to Joshua unto the c 
camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, and to the men of Israel, 
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‘We be come from a far country; now therefore make ye a 

i ‘ league with us.’ And the men of Israel said unto the 
Hivites, ‘ Peradvonture ye dwell among us; and how shall 

s ‘ we make a league with youl’ And they said unto Joshua, 
‘We are thy servants.’ And Joshua said unto them, ‘Who 
o ‘are ye'? and from whence come ye V And they said unto 
him, ‘ From a very far country thy servants are come be- 
‘ cause of the name of Jehovah thy God; for we have heard 
n> ‘ the fame of him, and all that he did in Lower Egypt, and 
‘ all that he did to the two kings of the Amorites, that were 
‘beyond the Jordan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og 

ii ‘ king of Baslian, who was at Ashtaroth. Wherefore our 
‘ elders and all the inhabitants of our country spake to us, 
‘saying, Take in your hands victuals for the journey, and 
‘go to meet them, and say unto them, We arc your ser¬ 
in ‘ vants. Therefore now make ye a league with us. This 

‘ our bread we took hot for our provision out of our houses 
‘ on the day we came forth to go unto you; but now, behold, 
ui ‘ it is dry, and it is mouldy. And these wine-skins, which 
‘ we tilled, were new; and, behold, they are rent; and these 
‘ our cloaks and our shoes are become old by reason of the 
u < very long journey.’ And they received the men by reason 
of their victuals, and asked not counsel at the mouth of 
is Jehovah. And Joshua made peace with them, and made 
a league with them, to let them live; and the princes of the 
congregation sware unto them. 

m And it came to pass at the end of three days after they 
had made a league with them, that they heard that they 
were their neighbours, and that they dwelt among them, 
ii And the children of Israel journeyed, and came unto their 
cities on the third day. Now their cities were Gibeon, and 
Chephirah, and Beeroth, and the city of Jearim [or the 
is Forests]. And the children of Israel smote them not, be¬ 
cause the princes of the congregation had sworn unto them 
by Jehovah the God of Israel. And all the congregation 
m murmured against the princes. But all the princes said 
unto all the congregation, ‘ We have sworn unto them by 
‘Jehovah the God of Israel; now therefore we may not 
■-'3 ‘touch them. This wo will do to them; we will even let 
‘ them live, lest wrath be upon us, because of the oath 
n ‘ which we sware unto them. ’ And the princes said unto 
them, ‘ Let them live; but let them be hewers of wood and 
2 c 
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‘ i Ira wore of water unto all the congregation; as the princes 
‘have promised them.’ 

And Joshua called for them, and he spake unto them, 21 
saying, ‘Wherefore have ye deceived us, saying, We are 
‘ very far from you; whereas ye dwell among us 1 Now there- ss 
‘ fore ye are cursed, and there shall none of you be freed 
‘ from being bondmen, and hewers of wood and drawers of 
‘water for the House of my God.’ And they answered *n 
Joshua, and said, ‘ Because it was certainly told unto thy 
‘servants, how that Jehovah thy God commanded his ser- 
‘ vant Moses to give you all the land, and to destroy all 
‘ the inhabitants of the land from before you, therefore wo 
‘ were sore afraid of our lives because of you, and have done 
‘this thing. And now, behold, we are in thine hand; as 2 ; 

‘ it is good and right in thine eyes to do unto us, do.’ And 'a 
so did he unto them, and delivered them out of the hand 
of the children of Israel, that they slew them not. And 2 ; 
Joshua made them that day hewers of wood and drawers 
of water for the congregation, and for the Altar of Jehovah, 
even unto this day, in The Place which he should choose. 

Now it came to pass, when Adoni-zedec king of Jeru- 1 
salem had heard how Joshua had taken Ai, and had utterly 
destroyed it; as he had done to Jericho and her king, so 
he had done to Ai and her king; and how the inhabitants 
of Gibeon had made peace with Israel, and were among 
them; that they feared greatly, because Gibeon was a great • 
city, as one of the royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were warriors. Where- £ 
fore Adoni-zedec king of Jerusalem sent unto Hoham king 
of Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jarmuth, and unto 
Japhia king of Lachish, and unto Debir king of Eglon, 
saying, ‘ Come up unto me, and help me, that we may smite « 

‘ Gibeon. For it hath made peace with Joshua and with 
‘ the children of IsraeL’ Therefore the five kings of the '• 
Amorites, the king of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, the 
king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themselves together, and went up, they and all 
their hosts, and encamped before Gibeon, and made war 
against it. 

And the men of Gibeon sent unto Joshua to the camp > 
to Gilgal, saying, ‘ Slacken not thy hand from thy servants; 

‘ come up to us quickly, and save us, and help ua For all 
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1 the kings of the Amorites that dwell in the Hill country 
r ‘are gathered together against us.’ So Joshua went up 
from Gilgal, he, and all the people of war with him, and 
r all the warriors of valour. And Jehovah said unto Joshua, 
‘Tear them not; for I have delivered them into thine hand. 
d ‘ There shall not a man of them stand before thee.’ Joshua 
therefore came unto them suddenly, and went up from Gil- 
m gal all night. And Jehovah discomfited them before Israel, 
and smote them with a great slaughter at Gibeon, and 
chased them along the way of the hill-road up to Beth- 
horon, and smote them unto Azekah, and unto Makkedah. 
li And it came to pass, as they fled from before Israel, and 
were in the going down from Beth-horon, that Jehovah cast 
down great stones from heaven upon them unto Azekah, 
and they died. They were more who died with hailstones 
than they whom the children of Israel had slain with the 
sword. 

is Then spake Joshua to Jehovah in the day when Jehovah 
delivered up the Amorites before the children of Israel, and 
he said in the sight of Israel, 

‘ Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; 

‘And thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalon.’ 
i:i And the sun stood still, and the moon stayed, 

Till the nation had avenged themselves on their enemies. 

Is not this written in the Book of Jasher? So the sun 
stood still in the midst of heaven, and hastened not to go 
u down for about a whole day. And there was no day like 
that before it or after it, that Jehovah hearkened unto the 
voice of a man; for Jehovah fought for Israel. 

15 And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, unto the 
15 camp to Gilgal. But these five kings fled, and hid them- 
ir selves in a cave at Makkedah. And it was told Joshua, 
saying, ‘ The five kings are found hid in a cave at Makke- 
i s ‘ dah.’ And Joshua said, ‘ Boll great stones upon the mouth 
if ‘of the cave, and set men by it for to keep them. And 
‘ stay ye not, but pursue after your enemies, and smite the 
‘hindmost of them; suffer them not to enter into their 
‘ cities. For Jehovah your God hath delivered them into 
20 ‘your hand.’ And it came to pass, when Joshua and the 
children of Israel had made an end of slaying them with a 
very great slaughter, till they were consumed, that those 
of them who escaped fled, and entered into the fenced cities. 
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And all the people returned to the camp to Joshua at Mak- si 
kedah in peace; no one moved his tongue against any of 
the children of Israel. 

Then said Joshua, ‘Open the mouth of the cave, and 2s 
‘ bring out those five kings unto me out of the cave.’ And » 
they did so, and brought forth those five kings unto him 
out of the cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king of Hebron, 
tho king of Jarmuth, the king of Lachish, and the king of 
Eglon. And it came to pass, when they brought out those » 
kings unto Joshua, that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of the men of war which 
weut with him, ‘Come near, put your feet upon the necks 
‘ of these kings.’ And they came near, and put their feet 
upon the necks of them. And Joshua said unto them, 2 S 1 
‘ Fear not, nor be dismayed, be strong and of good courage; 

‘ for thus will Jehovah do to all your enemies against whom 
‘ye fight.' And afterward Joshua smote them, and slew at 
them, and hanged them on five trees; and they were hang¬ 
ing upon the trees uniil the evening. And it came to pass 2; 
at the time of the going down of the sun, that Joshua com¬ 
manded, and they took them down off the trees, and cast 
them into the cave wherein they had been hid, and laid 
great stones on the cave’s mouth, which remain until this 
very day. 

And on that day Joshua took Makkedah, and smote it 28 
with the edge of the sword, and the king thereof he utterly 
destroyed, them, and all the souls that were therein; he let 
none escape. And he did to the king of Makkedah as he 
had done unto the king of Jericho. 

Then Joshua passed from Makkedah, and all Israel with w 
liim, unto Libnah, and fought against Libnah. And Jeho- at 
vah delivered it also, and the king thereof, into the hand 
of Israel. And he smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein; he let none in it escape; 
but did unto the king thereof as he had done unto the king 
of Jericho. 

And Joshua passed from Libnah, and all Israel with him, ai 
unto Lachish, and encamped against it, and fought against 
it. And Jehovah delivered Lachish into the hand of Israel, si’ 
And he took it on the second day, and smote it with the 
edge of the sword, and all the souls that were therein, ac¬ 
cording to all that he had done to Libnah. 
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33 Then Horam king of Gezer came up to help Lachish; 
and Joshua smote him and his people, until he had left him 
none to escape. 

34 And from Lachish Joshua passed unto Eglon, and all 
Israel with him; and they encamped against it, and fought 

33 against it. And they took it on that day, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword, and all the souls that were 
therein he utterly destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to Lachish. 

30 And Joshua went up from Eglon, and all Israel with 

37 him, unto Hebron; and they fought against it. And they 
took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof, and all the cities thereof, and all the souls 
that were therein; he let none escape, according to all that 
he had done to Eglon; hut destroyed it utterly, and all the 
souls that were therein. 

38 And Joshua returned, and all Israel with him, to Dcbir; 

39 and fought against it. And he took it, and the king there¬ 
of, and all the cities thereof; and they smote them witli the 
edge of the sword, and utterly destroyed all the souls that 
were therein. He let none escape; as he had done to Hebron, 
so ho did to Debir, and to the king thereof; as he had done 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 So Joshua smote all the land of the Hill country, and of 
the South country, and of the Low country, and of the 
Hill-sides, and all their kings. He let none escape, but 
utterly destroyed all that breathed, as Jehovah the God of 

41 Israel had commanded. And Joshua smote them from 
Kadesh-barnea even unto Gaza, and all the land of Goshen, 

42 even unto Gibeon. And all these kings and their lands 
did Joshua take at one time, because Jehovah the God of 

43 Israel fought for Israel. And Joshua returned, and all Israel 
with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 

1 And it came to pass, when Jabin king of Hazor had 
heard those things, that he sent to Jobab king of Madon, 
and to the king of Shimron [or Samaria], and to the king 

2 of Achshaph, and to the kings that were in the north in 
the Hill country, and in the Barren Plains south of Chin- 
neroth [or Gennesaret], and in the Low country, and on 

3 the Heights of Dor on the Sea; and to the Canaanitc on 
the east and on the west, and to the Amorite, and the 
Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Jebusite in the Hill 
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country, and to the Hivite under Harmon in the land of 
Mizpeh. And they went out, they and all their hosts with ■ 
them, mucli people, even ns the sand that is upon the sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and chariots very many. 
And when all these kings were met together, they came ! 
and encamped together at the Waters of Merom, to fight 
against Israel. 

And Jehovah said unto Joshua, ‘ Be not afraid because of < 
‘ them; for to-morrow about this time will I deliver them all 
‘ up slain before Israel. Thou shalt ham-string their horses, 
‘and burn tbeir chariots with fire.’ So Joshua came, and i 
all the people of war with him, against them by the Waters 
of Merom suddenly; and they fell upon them. And Jeho- 6 
vnh delivered them into the hand of Israel, who smote them, 
and chased them unto Great Zidon, and unto Misarepoth 
[or Sarepta] on the Sea, and unto the valley of Mizpeh 
eastward; and they smote them, until they left them none to 
escape. And Joshua did unto them as Jehovah bade him; he o 
ham-strung their horses, and burnt their chariots with fire. 

And Joshua at that time turned back, and took Hazor, io 
and smote the king thereof with the sword. For Hazor 
beforetime was the head of all those kingdoms. And they 11 
smote all the souls that were therein with the edge of the 
sword, utterly destroying them; there was not left any 
tiring that breathed; and he burnt Hazor with fire. And u 
all the cities of those kings, and all the kings of them, did 
Joshua take, and smote them with the edge of the sword, 
and he utterly destroyed them, as Moses the servant of 
Jehovah had commanded. But as for the cities that stood is 
on heights, Israel burned none of them, save Hazor only; 
that did Joshua burn. And all the spoil of these cities, l* 
and the cattle, the children of Israel took for a prey unto 
themselves; but every man they smote with the edge of 
the sword, until they had destroyed them, neither left they 
any thing that breathed. As Jehovah had commanded is 
Moses his servant, so did Moses command Joshua, and so 
did Joshua do. He left nothing undone of all that Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

So Joshua took all that land, the Hill country, and all the is 
South country, and all the land of Goshen, and the Low 
country, and the Barren Valley, and the Hill country of 
Israel, and the Low country of the same; even from the 17 
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Smooth Hill, the Ascent to Seir, even unto Baal-gad in the 
valley of Lebanon under mount Hermon. And all their 

is kings he took, and smote them, and slew them. Joshua 

10 made war for a long time with all those kings. There was 
not a city that made peace with the children of Israel, save 
the Hivites, the inhabitants of Gibeon; all the others they 

20 took in battle. For it was of Jehovah to harden their 
hearts, that they should come against Israel in battle, so 
that he might destroy them utterly, and that they might 
have no mercy, but that he might destroy them, as Jehovah 
had commanded Moses. 

2 1 And at that time came Joshua, and cut off the Anakites 
from the Hill country, from Hebron, from Dobir, from 
Anab, and from all the Hill country of Judah, and from all 
the Hill country of Israel; Joshua destroyed them utterly 

22 with their cities. There was none of the Anakites left in 
the land of the children of Israel; only in Gaza, in Gath, 

23 and in Ashdod, they remained. So Joshua took the whole 
land, according to all that Jehovah hail said unto Moses; 
and Joshua gave it for an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes. And the land rested 
from war. 

1 Now these are the kings of the land, whom the cliil- 
' dren of Israel smote, and possessed their land beyond the 

Jordan toward the sun-rising, from the river Arnon unto 
mount Hermon, and all the Barren Valley on the east;—, 

2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt in Heshbon, and 
ruled from Aroer, which is upon the bank of the river Arnon, 
both over the middle of the valley, and over half Gilead, 
even unto the river Jabbok, which is the boundary of the 

3 children of Ammon; and over the Barren Valley to the Sea 
of Chinneroth [or Gennesaret] on the east, and unto the Sea 
of the Barren Valley, even the Salt Sea on the east, on the 
way to Beth-jeshimoth; and from the south, under the 

4 Hill-sides of Pisgah;—and also the boundary of Og king 
of Bashan, who was of the remnant of the giants, that 

5 dwelt at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, and who ruled in mount 
Hermon, and in Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto the boun¬ 
dary of the Geshurites and the Maachathites, and over half 
Gilead, which is the boundary of Sihon king of Heshbon.— 

« Them did Moses the servant of Jehovah and the children 
of Israel smite. And Moses the servant of Jehovah gave 
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it for a possession unto the Reubonites, and the Gadites, 
and the half tribe of Manasseh. 

And these are the kings of the land whom Joshua and 7" 
the children of Israel smote beyond the Jordan on the west, 
from Baal-gad in the valley of Lebanon even unto the 
Smooth Hill, the Ascent to Seir; which Joshua gave unto 
the tribes of Israel for a possession according to their divi¬ 
sions ; in the Hill country, and in the Low country, and in » 
the Barren Plains, and in the Hill-sides, and in the desert, 
and in the South country; the Hittites, the Amorites, and 
the Canaanitcs, the Pcrizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebu- 


sites; 

The king of Jericho, one; 9' 

The king of Ai, which is beside Beth-cl, one; 

The king of Jerusalem, one; io ' 

The king of Hebron, one; 

The king of Jannuth, one; n i 

The king of Lachish, one; 

The king of Eglon, one; is

i Now Joshua was old and advanced in years; and Jeho¬ 
vah said unto him, ‘ Thou art old and advanced in years, 
‘ and there remainoth yet very much land to be possessed. 
5 ‘This is the land that yet remaineth; all the Circle of the 
s ‘ Philistines, and all the Geshurites,—from the Shihor [or 
‘ Nile], which is before Lower Egypt, even unto the boun¬ 
dary of Ekron northward, which is counted to the Ca- 
1 naanites; live chiefs of the Philistines; [namely] the Ga- 
‘ zathites, and the Ashdodites, the Askalonites, the Gathites, 

4 ‘andthe Ekronites;—and also the Avites on the south;— 
‘ all the land of the Canaanites, and Mearah [or the naked 
‘ coast], that is beside the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to the 

5 ‘ boundary of the Amoritos;—and the land of the Gebalites, 
‘ and all Lebanon, toward the sunrising, from Baalgad under 

<s ‘mount Hermon unto the Pass of Hamath;—all the in- 
‘ habitants of the Hill country from Lebanon unto Misa- 
‘rephoth on the Sea, and all the Sidonians. These will I 
‘ drive out from before the children of Israel. Only divide 
‘ thou it by lot unto the Israelites for an inheritance, as I 
1 ‘ have commanded thee. Now therefore divide this land 
‘ for an inheritance unto the nine tribes, and the half tribe 
‘ of Manasseh.’ 

s With these the Reubenites and the Gadites received their 
inheritance, which Moses gave them, beyond the Jordan 
eastward, even as Moses the servant of Jehovah gave them; 
o from Aroer, that is upon the hank of the river Arnon, and 
the city that is in the middle of the valley, and all the 
to Table-land of Medeba unto Dibon; and all the cities of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, who reigned in Heshbon, 
n unto the border of the children of Ammon; and Gilead, 
and the border of the Geshurites and Maachathites, and 
13 all mount Hermon, and all Bashan unto Salcah; all the 
kingdom of Og in Bashan, who reigned in Ashtaroth and 
in Edrei, who remained of the remnant of the giants. And 
lo these did Moses smite, and cast them out. Nevertheless 
the children of Israel cast not out the Geshurites, nor the 
Maachathites; but the Geshurites and the Maachathites 
H dwell among the Israelites until this day. Only unto the 
tribe of Levi he gave no inheritance; the sacrifices of Jeho- 
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vah the God of Israel made by fire are their inheritance, 
as he said unto them. 


And Moses gave unto the tribe op the children of i.’ ; 
Reuben according to their families. And their boundary i< 
was from Aroer, that is on the bank of the river Arnon, 
and the city that is in the middlo of the valley, and all the 
Table-land above Medeba; Heshbon, and all its cities that it 
are on the Table-land; Dibon, and Bamoth-baal, and Beth- 
bnal of Maon, and Jaliazah, and Kedemoth, and Mephaath, i( 
and Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, and Zareth-shahar on the n 
mount of the valley, and Beth-peor, and the Hill-sides of 
Pisgah, and Beth-jeshimoth, and all the cities of the Table- si 
laud, and all the kingdom of Sihon king of the Amorites, 
who reigned in Heshbon, whom Moses smote with the 
princes of Midian, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and Hur, and 
Reba, who were princes of Sihon, dwelling in the land. 
Balaam also the son of Beor, the soothsayer, did the chil- is 
dren of Israel slay with the sword among those that were 
slain by them. And the boundary of the children of -: 
Reuben was the Jordan, and its boundary. This was the 
inheritance of the children of Reuben after tbeir families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

And Moses gave unto the tribe op Gad, even unto the n 
children of Gad according to their families. And their 
boundary was Jazer, and all the cities of Gilead, and half 
the land of the children of Ammon, unto Aroer, that is 
before Rabbah; and from Heshbon unto Ramath-mizpeh, sc 
and Betonim; and from Mahanaim unto the boundary of 
Debir; and in the valley, Beth-aram, and Beth-nimrah, and 21 
Succoth, and Zaphon, the rest of the kingdom of Sihon 
king of Heshbon, the Jordan and its boundary, even unto 
the edge of the Sea of Chinnereth beyond the Jordan east¬ 
ward. This is the inheritance of the children of Gad after sc 


their families, the cities, and their villages. 

And Moses gave unto the half tribe of Manasseh. -» 
And this was the possession of the half tribe of the chil¬ 
dren of Manasseh by their families. And their boundary ae 
was from Mahanaim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of Og 
king of Bashan, and all the Hamlets of Jair, which are in 
Bashan, threescore cities; and half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, si 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of Og in Bashan, were 
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pertaining unto the children of Machir the son of Ma- 
nasseh, even to the one half of the children of Machir by 
32 their families. These are the countries -which Moses did 


distribute for inheritance in the barren plains of Moab be- 
33 yond the Jordan, by Jericho, eastward. But unto the tribe 
of Levi Moses gave not any inheritance. Jehovah the God 
of Israel was their inheritance, as he said unto them, 
i And these are the countries which the children of Israel 


inherited in the land op Canaan, which Eleazar the priest, 
and Joshua the son of Nun, and the heads of the fathers of 
the tribes of the children of Israel, distributed for inherit- 

2 ance to them. By casting of lots was their inheritance, as 
Jehovah had commanded by the hand of Moses [Numb. 

3 xxvi. 55], for the nine tribes, and for the half tribe. For 
Moses had given the inheritance of two tribes and an half 
tribe beyond the Jordan; but unto the Levites he gave no 

■> inheritance among them. For the children of Joseph were 
two tribes, Manassoh and Ephraim. And they gave no 
part unto the Levites in the land, save cities to dwell in, 
with their pasture lands for their cattle and for their sub- 

5 stance. As Jehovah had commanded Moses, so the chil¬ 
dren of Israel did, and they divided the land. 

o Then the children of Judah came unto Joshua in Gilgal; 
and Caleb the son of Jephunneh the Kenezile said unto 
him, ‘ Thou knowest the word that Jehovah said unto 


* Moses the man of God concerning me and thee in Kadesh- 
^ ‘barnea. Forty years old was I when Moses the servant 
‘of Jehovah sent me from Kadesh-barnea to spy out the 
‘land; and I brought him word again as it was in mine 
8 ‘ heart. Nevertheless my brethren that went up with me 
‘ made the heart of the people to melt; but I wholly followed 
o ‘ Jehovah my God. And Moses sware on that day, saying, 
‘ Surely the land whereon thy feet have trodden shall be 
‘thine inheritance, and thy children’s for ever, because 
io ‘ thou hast wholly followed Jehovah my God. And now, 
‘ behold, Jehovah hath kept me alive, as he said, these forty 
‘and live years, even since Jehovah spake this word unto 
‘ Moses, while the children of Israel wandered in the desert. 
‘And now, behold, I am this day [A.M. 4714] fourscore 
n ‘ and five years old. As yet I am as strong this day as I 
‘ was in the day that Moses sent me. As my strength was 
‘ then, even so is my strength now, for war, both to go out,

‘ and to come in. Now therefore give me this Hill country, is 
‘whereof Jehovah spake in that day; for thou heardest in 
‘ that day how the Anakites were there, and that the cities 
‘ were great and fenced; if so be Jehovah will he with me, 
‘then I shall be able to drive them out, as Jehovah snid.’ 
And Joshua blessed him, and gave unto Caleb the son of is 
Jephunneh Hebron for an inheritance. Hebron therefore ri 
became the inheritance of Caleb the son of Jephunneh the 
Kenezite unto this day, because that he wholly followed 
Jehovah the God of Israel. And the name of Hebron before is 
was the City of Arba, a great man among the Anakites. 
And the land had rest from war. 

And the lot of the tribe of the children of Judah by 1 
their families was to the boundary of Edom; the desert of 
Zin southward was the southern limit. 

And their south boundary was from the shore of the ! 
Salt Sea, from the bay that looketh southward. And it a 
went out to the south side to the hill-road of Acrabbim, 
and passed along to Zin, and ascended up on the south 
side unto Kadesh-barnea, and passed along to Hezron, and 
went up to Adar, and fetched a compass to Karkaa; from i 
thence it passed toward Azmon, and went out unto the 
valley of Lower Egypt; and the goings out of that boundary 
were at the sea. This shall be your south boundary. 

And the east boundary was the Salt Sea, unto the end a 
of the Jordan. 

And the boundary on the north side was from the bay 
of the sea at the end of the Jordan.

i And the boundary of the children of Ephraim accord¬ 
ing to their families was thus; even the boundary of their 
inheritance on the east side was Ataroth-addar, unto Beth- 
c boron the Upper. And the boundary went out westward 
to the north side of Michmethah. And the boundary went 
about eastward unto Taanath-shiloh, and passed by it on 
v the east to Janohah. And it went down from Janohah to 
Ataroth, and to Aaarath, and touched upon Jericho, and 
e went out at the Jordan. The boundary went out from 
Tappuah westward unto the brook Kanah; and the goings 
out thereof were at the sea. This is the inheritance of the 
o tribe of the children of Ephraim by their families. And the 
separate cities for the children of Ephraim were among the 
inheritance of the children of Manasseh, all the cities with 
10 their villages. And they drave not out the Canaanites 
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that dwelt in Gezer; but the Canaanites dwell among the 
Ephraimites uuto this day, and serve under tribute. 

There was also a lot for the tribe op Manasseh ; for he i' 
was the firstborn of Joseph; [to wit] for Machir the first¬ 
born of Manasseh, the father of Gilead; because he was a 
man of war, therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. There s 
was also a lot for the rest of the children of Manasseh by 
their families; [to wit] for the children of Abiezer, and for 
the children of Helek, and for the children of Asriel, and 
for the children of Shechem, and for the children of Hepher, 
and for the children of Shcmida; these were the male chil¬ 
dren of Manasseh the son of Joseph by their families. 

But Zelophehad, the son of Hepher, the son of Gilead, a 1 
the son of Machir, the son of Manasseh, had no sons, but 
daughters; and these are the names of his daughters, Mah- 
lak, and Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzak. And they < 
came near before Eleazar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, and before the princes, saying, ‘Jehovah com- 
‘ manded Moses to give us an inheritance among our bre- 
‘ thren.’ Therefore according to the command of Jehovah 
he gave them an inheritance among the bretliren of their 
father. And there fell ten portions to Manasseh, beside the 5 
land of Gilead and Bashan, which were beyond the Jordan; 
because the daughters of Manasseh inherited their inherit- <■ 
ancc among his sons; and the rest of Manasseh's sons had 
the land of Gilead. 

And the boundary of Manasseh was from Asher to Mich- ' 
methah, that lieth before Shechem; and the boundary went 
along on the right hand unto the inhabitants of Ain-tap- 
puak. Now Manasseh had the land belonging to Tappuah; 8 ; 
but Tappuah on the boundary of Manasseh belonged to the 
children of Ephraim; and the boundary descended unto the »' ■ 
brook Kanali, southward towards the brook. These cities 
of Ephraim are in the midst of the cities of Manasseh; but 
the boundary of Manasseh was on the north side of the brook, .

is its boundary; and they touched on Asher on the north, 
and on Issachar on the east And Manasseh had within u 
Issacharand within Asher, Beth-shean and its suburbs, and 
Ibleam and its suburbs, and the inhabitants of Dor and its

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and the inhabitants of Taanach and its suburbs, and the 
inhabitants of Megiddo and its suburbs, even three regions.

n And the children of Joseph spake unto Joshua, saying,

And Joshua 
said unto the children of Israel, ‘ How long arc ye slow to 
‘ go to possess the land, which Jehovah the God of your 
4 ‘fathers hath given you? Appoint for yourselves three 
‘men for each tribe; and I will send them, and they shall 
‘ rise, and go about through the land, and describe it accord- 
‘ ing to the inheritance of them; and they shall come again 
t ‘tome. And they shall divide it into seven parts. Judah

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‘ and bring [the description] hither to me, that I may cast 
‘lots for you here before Jehovah our God. But the Levites 
‘have no part among you; for the priesthood of Jehovah 
‘is their inheritance; and Gad, and Reuben, and half the 
‘ tribe of Manasseh, have received their inheritance beyond 
‘the Jordan on the east, which Moses the servant of Jeho- 


‘vah gave them.' 

And the men arose, and went away. And Joshua charged i 
them that went to describe the land, saying, ‘ Go and walk 
‘ through the land, and describe it, and come again to me, 

‘ that I may here cast lots for you before Jehovah in Shiloh.’ 
And the men went and passed through the land, and de- i 
scribed it by cities into seven parts in a book, and came 
again to Joshua to the camp at Shiloh. And Joshua cast n 
lots for them in Shiloh before Jehovah. And there Joshua 


divided the land unto the children of Israel according to 
their divisions.

‘ Moses, for tho escape of the manslayer that killeth any s 
‘ person unawares and unwittingly. And they shall be 
‘ your refuge from the avenger of blood. And when he 4 
‘ that doth flee unto one of those cities shall stand at the 
‘ entering of the gate of the city, and shall declare his cause 
‘ in the ears of the elders of that city, they shall take him 
‘ into the city unto them, and give him a place, that he may 
‘ dwell among them. And if the avenger of blood pursue 5 
‘ after him, then they shall not deliver the manslayer up 
‘ into his hand; because ho smote his neighbour unwit- 
‘ tingly, and hated him not bcforctime. And he shall dwell e 
‘ in that city, until he stand before the congregation for 
‘judgment, or until the death of the high priest that shall 
‘ be in those days; then shall the slayer return, and come 
‘ unto his own city, and unto his own house, unto the city 
‘ from whence he fled.’ And they sanctified Ked esh in 7 
Galilee in the Hill country of Naphtali, and Shec hom in 
the Hill country of Ephraim, and the City of Arba, which 
is Hebron, in the Hill country of Judah. And beyond the s 
Jordan hy Jericho in the east, they assigned Bezer in the 
desert upon the Table-land out of the trihe of Reuben, and 
Ramoth in Gi lead out of the tribe of Gad, and Golan in 
BashaiTout ofthc tribe of Manasseh. These were tEe’cities 0 
appointed for all the children of Israel, and for the stranger 
that sojoumeth among them, for the escape of him that 
killeth any person unawares, and that he die not by the 
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hand of the avenger of blood, until he stand before the con¬ 
gregation. 

1 Then came near the heads of the fathers of the Le vites 
unto Eleazar the priest, and unto Joshua the son of Nun, 
and unto the heads of the fathers of the tribes of the children

and Debir with its pasture lands,

of those two tribes.

All the cities of the children of Aaron, the priests, were is 
thirteen cities with their pasture lands. 

And the families of the children of Kohath, the Levites 20 
WHICH REMAINED OP THE CHILDREN OF KOHATH, even they 
had the cities of their lot out of the tribe of Ephraim. For 21 
they gave them Shecliem with its pasture lands in the Hill 
country of Ephraim, to be a city of refuge for the man- 
slayer ; 

and Gezor with its pasture lands, 

and Kibzaim with its pasture lands, 22 

and Beth-horon with its pasture lands; four cities. 

And out of the tribe of 1 Jan, m 

Eltekeh with its pasture lands,

os And out of the tribe of Gad, Eamoth in Gilead with its 
pasture lands, to be a city of refuge for the manslayer; 
and Mahanaim with its pasture lands, 

38 Heshbon with its pasture lands, 

Jazer with its pasture lands; four cities in all. 

40 So all the cities for the children of Merari by their fami¬ 
lies, which were remaining of the families of the Levites, 

41 wore by their lot twelve cities. All the cities of the Levites 
within the possession of the children of Israel were forty 

42 and eight cities with their pasture lands. These cities were 
every one with their pasture lands round about them; thus 
were all these cities. 

43 And Jehovah gave unto Israel all the land which he 
sware to give unto their fathers; and they possessed it, and 

44 dwelt therein. And Jehovah gave them rest round about, 
according to all that ho sware unto their fathers; and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies before them; Jehovah 

45 delivered all their enemies into their hand. There failed 
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not aught of any good thing which Jehovah had spoken 
unto the house of Israel; all came to pass. 

Then Joshua called the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and 1 
the half tribe of Manasseh, and said unto them, ‘Ye have a 
‘ kept all that Moses the servant of Jehovah commanded 
‘ you, and have obeyed my voice in all that I commanded 
‘you. Ye have not left your brethren these many days 3 
‘ unto this day, but have kept the charge of the command 
‘ of Jehovah your God. And now Jehovah your God hath 4 
‘ given rest unto your brethren, as he promised them. 
‘Therefore now return ye, and get you unto your tents, 

‘ and unto the land of your possession, which Moses the 
‘servant of Jehovah gave you beyond the Jordan. But 5 
‘ take diligent heed to do the commandment and the law, 

‘ which Moses the servant of Jeliovah charged you, to love 
‘Jehovah your God, and to walk in all his ways, and to 
‘ keep his commandments, and to cleave unto him, and to 
‘ serve him with all your heart and with all your soul’ So » 
Joshua blessed them, and sent them away. And they went 
unto theirtents. (Nowto theonehalf of the tribe ofManasseh 7 
Moses had given possession in Bashan; but unto the other 
half thereof gave Joshua among their brethren beyond the 
Jordan westward.) And when Joshua sent them away 
unto their tents, then he blessed them, and he spake unto 8 
them, saying, ‘ Return with much riches unto your tents, 

‘ and with very much cattle, with silver, and with gold, and 
‘ with copper, and with iron, and with very much raiment. 

‘ Divide the spoil of your enemies with your brethren.’ 

And the children of Reuben and the children of Gad and t> 


the half tribe of Manasseh returned, and departed from the 
children of Israel out of Shiloh, which is in the land of 
Canaan, to go unto the land of Gilead, to the land of their 
possession, whereof they had possessed themselves, accord¬ 
ing to the command of Jehovah by the hand of Moses. 
And when they came unto the Circle of the Jordan, which io 
is in the land of Canaan, the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh built there 


an altar by the Jordan, a great altar to look at. And the u 
children of Israel heard say, ‘ Behold, the children of Reuben 
‘ and the children of Gad and the half tribe of Manasseh 


‘ have built an altar over against the land of Canaan, in the 
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‘ Circle of the Jordan, at the passage of the children of Israel.’ 
!2 And when the children oflsrael heard of it, thewhole congre¬ 
gation of the children of Israel gathered themselves together 
18 at Shiloh, to go up to war against them. And the children 
of Israel sent unto the children of Reuben, and to the chil¬ 
dren of Gad, and to the half tribe of Manasseh, into the 
o land of Gilead, Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, and 
with him ten princes, of each chief house one prince through¬ 
out all the tribes oflsrael; and each one was an head of 
the house of their fathers among the thousands of Israel, 
is And they came unto the children of Reuben, and to the 
children of Gad, and to the half tribe of Manasseh, unto 
the land of Gilead, and they spake with them, saying, 
‘ Thus saith the whole congregation of Jehovah, What tres- 
‘ pass is this that ye have committed against the God of 
‘ Israel, to turn away this day from following Jehovah, in 
‘ that ye have builded for you an altar, that ye might rebel 
■i ‘this day against Jehovah 1 Is the iniquity of Peor too 
‘ little for us, from which wo are not cleansed unto this day, 

‘ although there was a plague in the congregation of Jeho- 
18 ‘ vah, but that ye must turn away this day from following 
‘Jehovah? And it will be, seeing ye rebel to-day against 
‘Jehovah, that to-morrow he will be wroth with thewhole 
to ‘ congregation of Israel. Notwithstanding, if the land of 
‘your possession be unclean, then pass ye over unto the 
‘land of the possession of Jehovah, wherein the Tabernacle 
‘of Jehovah dwelleth, and take possession among us; but 
‘ rebel not against Jehovah, nor rebel against us, in building 
‘for you an altar other than the Altar of Jehovah our God. 
18 1 Did not Achan the son of Zerah commit a trespass in the 
‘ devoted thing, and wrath fell on all the congregation of 
‘Israel? and that man perished not alone in his iniquity.’ 
u Then the children of Reuben and the children of Gad 
and the half tribe of Manasseh answered, and said unto the 
l- heads of the thousands of Israel, ‘ Jehovah the God of gods, 
‘Jehovah the God of gods, he knoweth, and Israel he shall 
‘ know. If it be in rebellion, or if in transgression against 
18 ‘Jehovah, save us not this day. If we have built us an 
‘ altar to turn from following Jehovah, or if to offer thereon 
‘ burnt offering or meal offering, or if to offer sacrifices of 
‘peace offerings thereon, let Jehovah himself require it. 
84 ‘ And if we have not rather done it for fear of this thing, 
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‘ saying, In time to come your children might speak unto our 
‘ children, saying, What linve ye to do with Jehovah the 
‘ God of Israel 1 For Jehovah hath made the Jordan a boun- : 
‘ dary between us and you, ye children of Keuben and chil- 
‘ dren of Gad; ye have no part in Jehovah. So shall your 
‘children make our children cease from fearing Jehovah. 

‘ Therefore we said, Let us now prepare to build us an altar, i 
‘ not for burnt offering, nor for sacrifice; but let it be a s 
‘witness between us, and you, and our generations after 
‘ us, that we may do the services of Jehovah in his presence 
‘ with our burnt offerings, and with our sacrifices, and with 
‘ our peace offerings; that your children may not say to our 
‘ children in time to come, Ye have no part in Jehovah. 

‘ Therefore said we, that it shall be, when they should so ! 
‘ say to us or to our generations in time to come, that we 
‘ may say again, Behold the pattern of the Altar of Jehovah, 

‘ which our fathers made, not for burnt offerings, nor for 
‘ sacrifices; but it is a witness between us and you. It ; 
‘were wicked in us to rebel against Jehovah, and to turn 
‘this day from following Jehovah, to build an altar for 
‘ burnt offerings, for meal offerings, or for sacrifices, other 
‘than the Altar of Jehovah our God that is before his 
‘ Tabernacle.’ 

And when Phinehas the priest, and the princes of the ; 
congregation and heads of the thousands of Israel which 
were with him, heard the words that the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the children of Manasseh 
spake, it was good in their eyes. And Phinehas the son of i 
Eleazar the priest said unto the children of Reuben, and 
to the children of Gad, and to the children of Manasseh, 
‘This day we perceive that Jehovah is among us, because 
‘ ye have not committed this trespass against Jehovah. Now 
‘ye have delivered the children of Israel out of the hand 
* of Jehovah.’ And Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, s 
and the princes, returned from the children of Reuben, and 
from the children of Gad, out of the land of Gilead, unto 
the land of Canaan, to the children of Israel, and brought 
them word again. And the thing was good in the eyes of 3 
the children of Israel; and the children of Israel blessed 
God, and did not intend to go up against them in battle, to 
destroy the land wherein the children of Reuben and Gad 
dwelt And the children of Reuben and the children of 3 
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Gad called the altar [Ed or Witness]; ‘for it shall be a 
‘ witness between us that Jehovah is God.’ 
i And it came to pass a longtime after Jehovah had given 
rest unto Israel from all their enemies round about, that 
‘i J oshua grew old and advanced in years. And Joshua called 
for all Israel, and for their elders, and for their heads, and 
for their judges, aud for their officers, and said unto them, 
s ‘I am old and advanced in years; and ye have seen all that 
‘ Jehovah your God hath done unto all these nations before 
‘your face; for Jehovah your God is he that hath fought 

4 ‘ for you. Behold, I have divided unto you by lot those 
‘ nations that remain, to be an inheritance for your tribes, 
‘from the Jordan, with all the nations that I have cut otf, 

5 ‘ even unto the Great Sea towards the sunset. And Jeho- 
‘ vah your God, he will expel them from before you, and 
‘drive them from out of your sight; and ye shall possess 

fi ‘their land, as Jehovah your God promised unto you. Be 
‘ ye therefore very courageous to keep and to do all that is 
‘ written in the Book of the Law of Moses, turning, not 
1 r ‘ aside therefrom to the right hand or to the left; so that ye 
‘ come not among these nations, these that remain among 
‘ you; neither make mention of the name of their gods, nor 
‘ cause to swear by them, neither serve them, nor bow your- 

i 8 ‘selves unto them; but cleave unto Jehovah your God, as 
id ‘ye have done unto this day. For Jehovah hath driven 

‘ out from before you great nations and strong; and as for 
‘ you, no man hath been able to stand before you unto this 
M ‘ day. One man of you shall chase a thousand; for Jeho- 
‘ vah your God, he it is that lighteth for you, as he hath 
u ‘ promised you. Take good heed therefore unto yourselves, 

ii ‘ that ye love Jehovah your God. Else if ye do in any wise 
‘ go back, and cleave unto the remnant of these nations, 
‘ even these that remain among you, and shall make mar- 
‘ riages with them, and go in unto them, and they to you; 

13 ‘know for a certainty that Jehovah your God will no more 
‘ drive out these nations from before you; but they will be 
‘ snares and traps unto you, and scourges in your sides, and 
‘ thorns in your eyes, until ye perish from off this good land, 
h ‘which Jehovah your God hath given you. And, behold, 
‘ this day I am going the way of all the earth; and ye know 
‘ in all your hearts and in all your souls, that not one thing 
‘ hath failed of all the good things which Jehovah youT 
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‘ God spake concerning you; all are como to pass unto you, 

‘ and not one thing hath failed thereof. Therefore it shall 15 
‘ come to pass, that as all good things are come upon you, 
‘which Jehovah your God promised to you; so will Jcho- 
‘ vah bring upon you all evil things, until lie have destroyed 
‘ you from oft' this goud land which Jehovah your God hath 
‘ given you. When ye have transgressed the covenant of m 
‘Jehovah your God, which ho commanded you, and have 
‘ gone and served other gods, and bowed yourselves to them; 
‘then shall the anger of Jehovah be kindled against you, 

‘ and ye will perish quickly from olf the good land which 
‘ he hath given unto you.’ 

And Joshua gathered all the tribes of Israel to Shechem, i 
and called for the elders of Israel, and for their heads, and 
for their judges, and for their officers; and they presented 
themselves before God. And Joshua said unto all the peo- 2 1 
pie, ‘Thus saith Jehovah the God of Israel, Your fathers 
‘dwelt on the other side of the River [Euphrates] in old 
‘times, even Terah, the father of Abraham, and the father 
‘of Nachor; and they served other gods. And I took your 3 
‘ father Abraham from the other side of the River, and led 
‘ him throughout all the land of Canaan, and multiplied his 
‘seed, and gave him Isaac. And I gave unto Isaac Jacob 4 
‘ and Esau; and I gave unto Esau mount Seir, to possess it; 

‘ but Jacob and his children went down into Lower Egypt. 

‘ I sent Moses also and Aaron, and I plagued the Egyp- 5 
‘ tians, according to that which I did among them. And 
‘afterward I brought you out; and I brought your fathers 6 ■ 
‘ out of Lower Egypt; and ye came unto the sea; and the 
‘Egyptians pursued after your fathers with chariots and 
‘ horsemen unto the Red sea. And when they cried unto 7 
‘Jehovah, he put darkness between you and the Egyptians, 

‘ and brought the sea upon them, and covered them. And 
‘ your eyes have seen what I have done in Lower Egypt. 

‘ And ye dwelt in the desert for many years. And I brought 8 
‘ you into the land of the Amorites, who dwelt beyond the 
‘ Jordan; and they fought with you. And 1 gave them into 
‘your hand, that ye might possess their land; and I de¬ 
stroyed them from before you. Then Balak the son of 9 : 
‘ Zippor, king of Moab, arose and warred against Israel; 

‘ and he sent and called Balaam the son of Beor to curse 
‘ you. But I would not hearken unto Balaam; therefore he 10 
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‘ blessed you greatly. So I delivered you out of his hand, 
n ‘And ye -went over the Jordan, and came unto Jericho. 
‘ And the men of Jericho fought against you, the Amorites, 
‘and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, and the Hittites, 
‘and the Girgashites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; and 

12 ‘I delivered them into your hand. And I sent the hornet 
1 before you, which drove them out from before you, even 
‘the two kings of the Amorites; but not with thy sword, 

13 ‘ nor with thy bow. And I have given you a land for which 
‘ye did not labour, and cities which ye built not, and ye 
‘ dwell in them; of the vineyards and oliveyards which ye 

h ‘planted not, do ye eat. Now therefore fear Jehovah, and 
‘ serve him in sincerity and in truth; and put away the gods 
‘ which your fathers served on the other side of the River 
‘[Euphrates], and in Lower Egypt; and serve ye Jehovah. 
13 ‘ And if it seem evil unto you to serve Jehovah, choose you 
‘ this day whom ye will serve; whether the gods which your 
‘ fathers served that were on the other side of the River, or 
‘the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell; but as 
‘ for me and my house, we will serve Jehovah.’ 
m And the people answered and said, ‘It were wicked in 
i? ‘us to forsake Jehovah, to serve other gods; for Jehovah 
1 our God, he it is that brought us up and our fathers out 
‘ of the land of Lower Egypt, from the house of bondage, 
‘ and who did those great signs in our sight, and preserved 
‘ us on all the way wherein we went, and among all the 
is ‘peoples through whom we passed. And Jehovah drove 
‘ out from before us all the people, even the Amorites who 
‘dwelt in the land; therefore will we also serve Jehovah; 
u ‘ for he is our God.’ And Joshua said unto the people, ‘ Ye 
1 cannot serve Jehovah; for he is an holy God; he is a jea- 
‘ lous God; he will not forgive your transgressions nor your 
‘-'3 ‘ sins. If ye forsake Jehovah, and serve strange gods, then 
‘ he will turn and do you hurt, and consume you, after that 

2 1 ‘ he hath done you good.’ And the people said unto Joshua, 

22 ‘Nay; but we will serve Jehovah.’ And Joshua said unto 
the people, ‘ Ye are witnesses against yourselves that ye 
1 have chosen for yourselves Jehovah, to serve him.’ And 

23 they said, ‘We are witnesses.’ ‘Now therefore put away’ 
[said he] ‘ the strange gods which are among you, and in- 

24 ‘ cline your heart unto Jehovah the God of Israel.’ And 
the people said unto Joshua, ‘Jehovah our God will we 
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‘serve, and his voice will we obey.’ So Joshua made a 25 
covenant with the people that day, and set them a statute 
and an ordinance in Shechem. And Joshua wrote these 2 a 
words in the Book of the Law of God, and took a great 
stone, and set it up there under the oak that was in the 
Sanctuary of Jehovah. And Joshua said unto all the peo- 2 T 
pie, ‘ Behold, this stone shall be a witness unto us; for it 
‘hath heard all the words of Jehovah which he spake unto 
‘ us. It shall be therefore a witness unto you, lest ye deny 
‘ your God.’ So Joshua let the people depart, every man 2 s 
unto his inheritance. 

And it came to pass after these things, that Joshua the 29 
son of Nun, the servant of Jehovah, died, being an hundred 
and ten years old [A.M. 2739], And they buried him with- 30 
in the boundary of his inheritance in Timnath-serah, which 
is in the Hill country of Ephraim, on the north side of the 
bill of Gaash. And Israel served Jehovah all the days of 31 
Joshua, and all the days of the elders that outlived Joshua, 
and who had known all the works of Jehovah, that he had 
done for Israel. And the bones of Joseph, which the chil- 32; 
dren of Israel brought up out of Lower Egypt, buried they 
in Shechem, in a parcel of ground which Jacob bought of 
the sons of Hamor the father of Shechem for an hundred 
Kesitahs [or pieces of silver]; and it became the inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. And Eleazar the son of Aaron 33 1 
died; and they buried him in the hill of Phinehas his son, 
which was given to him in the Hill country of Ephraim. 


THE BOOK OF JUDGES. 

VOW after the death of Joshua it came to pass, that 11 
the children of Israel asked Jehovah, saying, ‘Who 
‘ shall go up for us against the Canaanites first, to fight 
‘against them?’ And Jehovah said, ‘Judah shall go up. 21 
‘Behold, I have delivered the land into his hand.’ And a 
Judah said unto Simeon his brother, ‘ Come up with me 
‘ into my lot, that we may fight against the Canaanites; and 
‘ I likewise will go with thee into thy lot.’ So Simeon went 
with him. And Judah went up; and Jehovah delivered * 
the Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand. And 
they slew of them in Bezek ten thousand men. And they h 
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found the lord of Bczek in Bezek; and they fought against 
« him, and they slew the Canaanites and the Perizzites. But 
the lord of Bezek fled; and they pursued after him, and 

7 caught him, and cut off his thumbs and his great toes. And 
the lord of Bezek said, ‘ Threescore and ten kings, having 
‘ their thumbs and their great toes cut off, gathered [their 
‘ meat] under my table. As I have done, so God hath re- 
‘ quited me.’ And they brought him to Jerusalem, and there 
he died. 

8 Now the children of Judah fought against Jerusalem, and 
took it, and smote it with the edge of the sword, and set the 

9 city on fire. And afterward the children of Judah went 
down to fight against the Canaanites, that dwelt in the Hill 
country, and in the South country, and in the Low country. 

19 And Judah went against the Canaanites that dwelt in He¬ 
bron; (now the name of Hebron before was the City of 
Arba;) and they slew Sheshai, and Ahiman, and Talmai. 
n And from thence he wont against the inhabitants of Debir; 
i- and the name of Debir before was the City of Sepher. And 
Caleb said, ‘ He that smiteth the City of Sepher, and taketh. 
13 .‘ it, to him will I give Achsah my daughter to wife.’ And 
Othniel the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger brother, took it. 
ii And he gave him Achsah his daughter to wife. And it 
came to pass, when she came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field. And she lighted from off her ass; 
i-i and Caleb said unto her, ‘What wilt thou?’ And she said 
unto him, ‘ Give me a blessing; for thou hast given me the 
‘South land; give me also springs of water.’ And Caleb 
gave her the Upper Springs and the Lower Springs, 
ni And the children of the Konite, Moses’ father in law, 
went up out of the City of Palm-trees with the children of 
Judah into the desert of J udali, which lieth in the south 
of Arad; and they went and dwelt among the people. 

17 And Judah went with Simeon his brother, and they slew 
the Canaan ites that inhabited Zephath, and utterly destroyed 
is it. And the name of the city was called Hormah. Also 
Judah took Gaza with the boundary thereof, and Askalon 
with the boundary thereof, and Ekron with the boundary 
i'J thereof. And Jehovah was with Judah; and he drove out 
the inhabitants of the Hill country; but could not drive 
out the inhabitants of the valley, because they had chariots 
2 E 
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of iron. And they gave Hebron unto Caleb, as Moses had 20 
said; and he drove out thence the three sons of Anak. 


And the children of Benjamin did not drive out the 21 
Jebusites that inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebusites dwell 
with the children of Benjamin in Jerusalem unto this day. 

And the house of Joseph, they also went up against Beth- 22 
el; and Jehovah wns with them. And tho house of Joseph 23 
sent to spy out Beth-el. (Now the name of the city before 
was Luz.) And the spies saw a man come forth out of the 21 
city, and they said unto him, ‘ Shew us, we pray thee, an 
1 entrance into tho city, and we will shew thee kindness.’ 
And when he shewed them an entrance into tho city, they 23 
smote the city with the edge of tho sword; but they let go 
the man and all his family. And the man went into the 20 
land of tho Hittites, and built a city, and called tho name 
thereof Luz; which is the name thereof unto this day. 

Neither did Manasseh drive out the inhabitants of Beth- 27 


shean and its suburbs, nor Taanach and its suburbs, nor 


the inhabitants of Dor and its suburbs, nor the inhabitants 
of Ibleam and its suburbs, nor the inhabitants of Megiddo 
and its suburbs; but the Canaanites would dwell in that 
land. And it came to pass, when Israel was strong, that 23 
they put the Canaanites to tribute, and did not utterly 
drive them out. 


Neither did Ephraim drive out the Canaanites that dwelt 22 
in Gezer; but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among them. 

Neither did Zebulun drive out the inhabitants of Nitron, so 
nor the inhabitants of Nahalol; but the Canaanites dwelt 
among them, and became tributaries. 

Neither did Asher drive out tho inhabitants of Accho, 21 
nor the inhabitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, nor of Achzib, 
nor of Holbah, nor of Apliik, nor of Eehob; but the Asher- 2 - 
ites dwelt among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land; for they did not drive them out. 

Neither did Naphtali drive out the inhabitants of Beth- so 
shemesh, nor the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but he dwelt 
among the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land; never¬ 
theless the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh and of Beth-anath 


became tributaries unto them. 


And the Amorites forced the children of Dan into the s< 


hill country; for they would not suffor them to come down 
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ss to the valley. Bat the Amorites would dwell in mount 
Heres in Aijalon, and in Shaalbim; yet the hand of the 
house of Joseph prevailed, so that they became tributaries. 

36 And the boundary of the Amorites was from the hill-road 
of Akrabbim, from Selah [or Petra], and upward. 

1 And the angel of Jehovah came up from Gilgal to Bochim, 
and said, ‘ Imade you to go up out of Egypt, and have brought 
‘you unto the land of which I aware unto your fathers; 
‘and I said, I will never break my covenant with you. 

2 ‘ And ye shall make no league with the inhabitants of this 
1 land; ye shall throw down their altars. But ye have not 

3 ‘obeyed my voice. Why have ye done this! Wherefore I 
‘also said, I will not drive them out from before you; but 
‘ they shall be in your sides; and their gods shall be a snare 

4 ‘ unto you.’ And it came to pass, when the angel of Jeho¬ 
vah spake these words unto all the children of Israel, that 

5 the people lifted up their voice, and wept. And they called 
the name of that place Bochim [or Weepers], And they 
sacrificed there unto Jehovah. 

c And when Joshua had let the people go, the children of 
Israel went every man unto his inheritance to possess the 

7 land. And the people served Jehovah all the days of Joshua, 
and all the days of the elders that outlived Joshua, who had 
seen all the great works of Jehovah, that he had done for 

8 Israel. And Joshua the son of Ann, the servant of Jeho¬ 
vah, died, being an hundred and ten years old [A. M. 2739 ], 

a And they buried him within the boundary of his inherit¬ 
ance in Timnath -heres, in the hill country of Ephraim, on 
the north side of the hill Gaasli. 

16 And also all that generation were gathered unto their 
fathers; and there arose another generation after them, 
which knew not Jehovah, nor yet the works which he had 

n done for Israel. And the children of Israel did evil in the 

12 sight of Jehovah, and served.Baals. And they forsook Jeho¬ 
vah the God of their fathers, who brought them out of the 
land of Egypt, and they followed other gods, of the gods of 
the peoples that were round about them, and bowed them- 

13 selves unto them, and provoked Jehovah to anger. And 

14 they forsook Jehovah, and served.Baal and-Ashtoreth*. And 
the anger of Jehovah was hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hands of spoilers that spoiled them, and 
he sold them into the hands of their enemies round about, 
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so that they could not any longer stand before their enemies. 
Whithersoever they went out, the hand of Jehovah was is 
against them for evil, os Jehovah had said, and as Jehovah 
had sworn unto them. And they were greatly distressed. 

And Jehovah raised up Judges, who delivered them out in 
of the hand of those that spoiled them. And yet they would n 
not hearken unto their judges, hut they went astray after 
other gods, and bowed themselves unto them. They turned 
quickly out of the way which their fathers walked in, obey¬ 
ing the commandments of Jehovah. But they did not so. 
And when Jehovah raised up for them Judges, then Jeho- is 
vah was with the judge, and delivered them out of the hand 
of their enemies all the days that there was a judge; for it 
repented Jehovah because of their groanings by reason of 
them that oppressed them and vexed them. And it came n> 
to pass, when the judge was dead, that they returned, and 
corrupted themselves more than their fathers, in following 
other gods to serve them, and to bow down unto them; 
they ceased not from their own doings, nor from their stub¬ 
born way. And the anger of Jehovah was hot against 20 
Israel; and he said, ‘Because that this people hath trans- 
‘ grossed my covenant which I commanded their fathers, 

‘ and have not hearkened unto my voice; I also will not 21 
‘ henceforth drive out any from before them of the nations 
‘which Joshua left when he died; so that through them I 22 
‘ may prove Israel, whether they will keep the way of Jeho- 
‘ vah to walk therein, as their fathers did keep it, or not.’ 
Therefore Jehovah left those nations, without driving them 23 
out hastily; neither delivered he them into the hand of 
J oslma. 

Now these are tite nation's which Jehovah left, to prove 1 
by them as many of Israel as had not known all the wars 
of Canaan; only that the generations of the children of 2 
Israel might know, to teach them war, at the least such as 
before knew nothing thereof; [namely] five chiefs of the > 
Philistines , and all the Canaanites, and the S idonians. and 
the Hivites that dwelt on mount Lebanon, from mount 
Baal hermon unto the Pass of Hamath. And they were to r 
prove Israel by them, to know whether they would hearken 
unto the commandments of Jehovah, which he commanded 
their fathers by the hand of Moses. 

And the children of Israel dwelt among the Cana anites , * 
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the Hittites, and the Amorites, and the Perizzites, and the 
c llivites, and the Jebusites. And they took their daughters 
to he their wives, and gave their daughters to their sons, 
and served their gods. _ 

7 And the children op Israel did evil in the sight of 
Jehovah, and forgot Jehovah their God, and served. Baals 

8 and.Ashera.' Therefore the anger of Jehovah ryas hot 
against Israel, rujd he sold them into, the hand of the most 
wicked (TusH iltnffiing of S^n&ofuio Kfvers. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel served the-most wicked Cushan for eight 

9 years. And when the children of Israel cried unto Jeho¬ 
vah, Jehovah raised up a deliverer to the children of Israel, 
who delivered them, even Othnicl the son of Kenaz, Caleb’s 

hi younger brother. And the spirit of Jehovah came upon 
him, and he judged Israel, and went out to war. And, 
Jehovah delivered tho mo s t - wick ed Cushan king oPSyrra 
into his hand; and his hand prevailed against t- li o mo st 

11 winked Cushan. And tho land had rest for forty years. 
And Othniel the son of Kenaz died. 

12 And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight 
of Jehovah. And Jehovah strengthened Eglon the king 
of Moab against Israel, because they had done evil in the 

is sight of Jehovah. And he gathered unto him the children 
of Ammon and Amalek, and went and smote Israel, and 
n possessed the City of Palm-trees. So the children of Israel 
is served Eglon the king of Moab eighteen years. But when 
the children of Israel cried unto Jehovah, Jehovah raised 
them up a deliverer, Ehud tho son of Gera, the eon of -tt 
Jaminite [ar-a Benjamitefc a man crippled in the right 
hand. And by him the children of Israel sent a present” 
is unto Eglon the king of Moab. But Ehud made him a 
sword which had two edges, of a yard’s length.; and he did 
it gird it under his raiment upon his right thigh. And he 
brought the present unto Eglon king of Moab. And Eglon 

18 was a very fat man. And it came to pass that when he 
had made an end to give the present, he sent away the 

19 people that bare the present. But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gilgal, and said, ‘ I have a 
‘secret errand unto thee, 0 king.’ And he said, ‘Keep 
‘silence.’ And all that stood by him went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and he was sitting in a cool 
upper chamber, which he had for himself alone. And Ehud 
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said, ‘ I havo a message from God unto thee.’ And he arose 
out of his seat. And Elmd put forth his left hand, and 21 
took the sword from his right thigh, and thrust it into his 
belly. And the haft also went in after the blade; and the 22 
fat closed upon the blade, so that ho could not draw the 
sword out of bis belly; and it camo out behind. Then Ehud 23 
went forth through the porch, and shut the doors of the 
upper chamber upon him, and locked them. Whon he was 21 
gone out, Iris servants came; and when they saw that, be¬ 
hold, the doors of the upper chamber wero locked, they 
said, ‘Surely he covereth his feet in his cool chamber.’ 
And they tarried till they were ashamed; and, behold, he 25 
opened not the doors of the parlour. Therefore they took 
a key, and opened them; and, behold, their lord was fallen 
down dead on the earth. And Ehud escaped while they 20 
tarried, and passed beyond the quarrieB, and escaped unto 
Seirath [or the Goat walks]. And it came to pass, when 27 
lio was come, that he blew a trumpet in the hill country of 
Ephraim, and the children of Israel went down with him 
from the hill country, and he before them. And he said 2s 
unto them, ‘Follow after me; for Jehovah hath delivered 
‘ your enemies the Moabites into your hand.’ And they 
went down after him, and took the fords of the Jordan 
townrd Moab, and suffered not a man to pass over. And 29 
they slew of Moab nt that time about ten thousand men, 
all lusty, and all men of valour; and there escaped not a 
man. So Moab was subdued that day under the hand of a# 
Israel. And the land had rest fourscore years. 

And after him was Shamgar the son of Anath, who si 
slew of the Philistines six hundred men with an ox goad. 
And he also delivered Israel. 

And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight 1 
of Jehovah, when Ehud was dead. And Jehovah sold them 2 
into the hand of Jabin kingof Canaan, who reigned in Hazor; 
the captain of whose host was Sisera, who dwelt in Haro- 
sheth of the Nations. And the children of Israel cried unto a 
Jehovah. For he had nine hundred chariots of iron; and 
twenty years he mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

- And Deborah , a prophetess, the wifq^ of Lapidoth, she ■* 
judged Israel at that time. And she dwelt under the palm 5 
tree of Deborah between Bamah and Beth-el in the hill 
country of Ephraim; and the children of Israel came up to 
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6 her for judgment. And she sent and called Barak the son of 
Abinoam out ofKedeshin Naphtali; and she said unto him, 
‘ Hath not Jehovah the God of Israel commanded, [saying,] 
‘ Go and'draw toward mount Tabor, and take with thee 
‘ten thousand men of the children of Naphtali and of the 

7 ‘children of Zebulun? And I will draw unto thee to the 


‘ brook Kishon Sisera, the captain of Jabin’s army, with his 
‘ chariots and his multitude; and I will deliver him into 
s ‘thine hand.’ And Barak said unto her, ‘If thou wilt go 
‘ with me, then I will go. But if thou wilt not go with me, 
9 ‘ then I will not go.’ And she said, ‘ I will surely go with 
‘ thee. Notwithstanding, the journey that thou takest shall 
‘not be for thine honour; for Jehovah shall sell Sisera 
‘ into the hand of a woman.’ And Deborah arose, and went 
with Barak to Kedesh. 


ro And Barak called Zebulun and Naphtali to Kedesh; and 
he_went-up with ten thousand men,at his feet. And De¬ 
ll borah went up with him. Now Ileber the Kenite, who was 
of the children of Ilobab the father in law of Moses, had 
severed himself from the lvenitcs, and pitched his tent at 
12 the oak of Zaanaim, which is by Kedesh. And they shewed 
Sisera that Barak the son of Abinoam was gone up to 
io mount Tabor. And Sisera called together all his chariots, 
even nine hundred chariots of iron, and all the people that 
were with him, from Harosheth of the Nations unto the 
H brook of Kishon. And Deborah said unto Barak, ‘ Up; 
‘ for this is the day in which Jehovah hath delivered Sisera 
‘ into thine hand. Is not Jehovah gone out before thee V 
So Barak went down from mount Tabor, and ten thousand 
is men after him. And Jehovah discomfited Sisera, and all 
his chariots, and all his host, with the edge of the sword 
before Barak; so that Sisera lighted down off his chariot, 
io and fled away on his feet. But Barak pursued after the 
chariots, and after the host, unto Harosheth of the Nations. 
And all the host of Sisera fell by the edge of the sivord; 
and there was not a man left. 


17 Howbeit Sisera fled away on his feet to the tent of Jael 
the wife of Heber the Kenite; for there was peace between 
Jabin the king of Hazor and the house of Heber the Kenite. 
is And Jael went out to meet Sisera, and said unto him, 
‘Turn in, my lord, turn in to me; fear not,’ And when 
he had turned in unto her into the tent, she covered him 
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with a blanket. And he said unto her, ‘ Give mo, I pray hi 
‘ thee, a little water to drink; for I am thirsty.’ And she 
opened"i" bottle of milk, and gave him drink, and covered 
him. And ho said unto her, ‘ Stand in the doorway of the 20 
‘ tent, and it shall be, when any man doth come and inquire 
‘of thee, and say, Is there any man hejol that thou shaft 
‘ say, No.’ Then Jael Ileber’s wife took * tent'p'fii, and took si 
wi hammer- in her hand, and went softly unto /him, and 
smote the phi" into liis temples, and ' fa s ton a d sjt 1- yifo the 
ground; for ho was fast asleep. ^Sri' ha "di?d. 
And, behold, as Barak pursued Sisera, Jael came out to 22 
meet him, and said unto him, ‘Come, and I will shew thee 
‘ the man whom thou seekest.’ And when he came in unto 


her, behold, Sisera lay dead, and the tent-pin was in his 
temples. So God subdued on that day Jabin the king of '-'3 
Canaan before the children of Israel. And the hand of the ** 


children of Israel prospered, and prevailed against Jabin 
the king of Canaan, until they had destroyed Jabin king 
of Canaan. 


Then sang Deborah and Barak the son of Abinoam on 1 
that day, saying,

And the land had rest for forty years. 

And the children of Israel did evil in the sight of 1 
Jehovah; and Jehovah delivered them into the hand of 
Midian for seven years. And the hand of Midian pre- J' 
vailed against Israel. And hecauso of the Midiauitos the 
children of Israel made for themselves the dens which are 
in the mountains, and the caves, and the strong-holds. And s 
so it was, when Israel had sown, that the Midianites camo 
up, and the Amalekites, and the Children of the East, even 
they came up against them; and they encamped against * 
them, and destroyed the increase of the earth, till thou 
come unto Gaza, and left no sustenance for Israel, neither 
sheep, nor goat, nor ox, nor ass. For they come up with 
their cattle and their tents, and they came as locusts for

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multitude; for both they and their camels were without 
number.

‘ J ehovah be with us, why then is all this befallen us ? 
‘ And where are all his miracles which our fathers told us of, 
‘ saying, Did not Jehovah bring us up from Lower Egypt? 
‘ But now Jehovah hath forsaken us, and delivered us into 

11 ‘ the hands of the Midianites.’ And Jehovah looked upon 
him, and said, ‘ Go in this thy might, and thou shalt save 
‘ Israel from the hand of the Midianites.

19 And Gideon went in, and made ready a kid, and unlea¬ 
vened cakes of an Ephah [or bushel] of flour. The flesh 
he put in a basket, and he put the broth in a pot, and 
brought it out unto him under the oak, and presented it. 
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And the angel of God said unto him, ‘ Take the flesh and 20 
‘ the unleavened cakes, and lay them upon this rock, and 
1 pour out the broth.’ And he did so. Then the angel of 21 
Jehovah put forth the end of the staff that was in his 
hand, and touched the flesh and the unleavened cakes; and 
there rose up fire out of the rock, and consumed the flesh 
and the unleavened cakes.

‘second bullock of seven years old, and throw down the 
‘ altar of Baal that thy father hath, and cut down the grave 
‘■of Ashera that is by it. And build an altar unto Jehovah 26 
‘ thy God upon the top of this rock, in the ordered manner, 

‘ and take the second bullock, and offer a burnt offering

And when the men of the city arose early in the morn- 28 
ing, behold, the altar of Baal was cast down, and the grave 
of Ashera was cut down that was by it, and the second 
bullock was offered upon the altar that was built. And 29 
they said one to another, ‘ Who hath done this thing?’ 
And when they inquired and asked, they said, ‘ Gideon the 
‘son of Joash hath done this tiling.’ Then the men of the 30 
city said unto Joash, 1 Bring out thy son, that he may die; 
‘because he hath cast down the altar of Baal, and because 
‘ he hath cut down the grove Ashera that was by it.’ And ai 
Joash said unto all that stood against him, ‘ Will ye plead 
‘for Baal? Will ye save him? He that will plead for him, 

‘ let him be put to death whilst it is yet morning. If he 
‘ be a god, let him plead for hims elf, because [Gideon] hath 
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as 1 cast down liis altar.’ Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal [or Let Baal plead], saying, ‘Let Baal plead 
‘against him, because he hath thrown down his altar.’ 
an Then all the M idianites and the Amalekites and the Chil¬ 
dren of the East were gathered together, and crossed over 
in [the Jordan], and encamped in the valley of Jezreel. But 
the spirit of Jehovah came upon Gideon, and he blew a 
trumpet; and he called together the Abi-ezrites after him. 
ar> And he sent messengers throughout all Manasseh; who also 
were called together after him. And he sent messengers 
unto Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naplitali; and 
so they came up to meet them. And Gideon said unto God, 

‘ If thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said, 
n ‘ behold, I will put a fleece of wool on the threshing-floor; 
‘ and if the dew be on the fleece only, and it bo dry upon 
‘ all the earth beside, then shall I know that thou wilt save 
os ‘ Israel by mine hand, as thou hast said.’ And it was so. 
For lie rose up early on the morrow, and squeezed the fleece, 
and wringed the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 
3 i' And Gideon said unto God, ‘ Let not thine anger be hot 
‘ against me, and I will speak but this once. Let me prove, 
‘ 1 pray thee, but this once with the fleece. Let it now be 
‘ dry upon the fleece only, and upon all the ground let there 
iti ‘be dew.’ And God did so that night. For it was dry 
upon the fleece only, and there was dew on all the ground. 

1 Then Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, and encamped beside the Well 
of Harod; so that the camp of the M idianites was on the 
north side of them, by the hill of Moreh, in the valley. 

2 And Jehovah said unto Gideon, ‘ The people that are with 
‘ thee are too many for me to give the Midianites into their 
‘ hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves against me, saying, 

3 ‘ Mine own hand hath saved me. Now therefore go to, 
‘ proclaim in the ears of the people, saying, Whosoever is 
‘ fearful and afraid, let him return and wander around the 
‘ hill country of Gilead.’ And there returned of the people 
twenty and two thousand; and there remained ten thousand. 

i And Jehovah said unto Gideon, ‘The people are yet too 
‘ many. Bring them down unto the water, and I will try 
‘ them for thee there. And it shall be, that of whom I say 
‘ unto thee, This shall go with thee, the same shall go with 
‘thee; and of whomsoever I say unto thee, This shall not 
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‘go with thee, the same shall not go.’ So he brought down 5 
the people unto the water. And Jehovah said unto Gideon, 

‘ Every ono that lappeth of the water with his tongue, as 
‘a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himsolf; likewise 
‘every ono that boweth down upon his knees to drink.’ 
And the number of thorn that lapped, with their hand to « 
their mouth, were three hundred men; but all the rest of 
the people bowed down upon their knees to drink water. 
And Jehovah said unto Gideon, ‘By the three lmndrod t 
‘ men that lapped will I save you, and will deliver the 
‘ Midianites into thine hand. And all the other people 
‘ may go every man unto his own place.’ So the people a 
took victuals in their hand, and their trumpets. And he 
sent all the rest of Israel every man unto his tent, and re¬ 
tained those three hundred men. And the camp of Midian 
was beneath him in the valley. 

And it came to pass the sarao night, that Jehovah said o 
unto him, ‘ Arise, get thee down against the camp; for I 
‘ have delivered it into thine hand. But if thou fear to go 10 
‘ down, go thou rvith Phurah thy servant down to tho camp. 
‘And thou shalt hear what they say; and afterward shall n 
‘thine hands be strengthened to go down unto the camp.’ 
Then went he down with Phurah liis servant unto the out¬ 
side of the armed men that were in the camp. And the u 
Midianites and the Amalekites and all the Children of the 
East lay along in the valley like locusts for multitude; and 
their camels were without number, as the sand by the sea 
side for multitude. And when Gideon was come, behold, 13 
there was a man that told a dream unto his fellow, and 
said, ‘ Behold, I dreamed a dream; and, lo, a cake of barley 
‘ bread was turned over into the camp of Midian, aud came 
‘ unto a tent, and smote it that it fell, and overturned it, 

‘ so that the tent folk' And his fellow answered and said, t*- 
‘ This is nothing else save the sword of Gideon the son of 
‘ Joash, a man of Israel; into his hand hath God delivered 
‘Midian, and all the camp.’ And it was so, when Gideon is 
heard the telling of the dream, and tho interpretation there¬ 
of, that he worshipped, and returned into the camp of Israel, 
and said, ‘ Arise; for Jehovah hath delivered into your hand 
‘ the camp of Midian.’ 

And he divided the three hundred men into three com- if- 
panics; and he put trumpets in the hand of all of them, with 
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17 empty pitchers, and torches within the pitchers. And he 
said unto them, ‘ Look on me, and do likewise. And, be- 
‘ hold, when 1 come to the outside of the camp, it shall be 

is ‘ that, as I do, so shall ye do. When I blow with a trumpet, 
! I and all that aro with me, then blow ye with the trum- 
‘ pets also on every side of all the camp, and say, For Jeho¬ 
vah, and for Gideon.’ 

19 So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 
came unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of 
the middle watch, when they had but newly set the watch. 
And they blew the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that 

20 were in their hands. And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers, and held the torches 
in their left hands, and the trumpets in their right hands 
to blow with. And they cried, ‘The sword isYor Jehovah, 

21 ‘ and 1 W Gideon.’ And they stood every man in his place 
round about the camp. And all the host ran, and cried 

22 out, and fled. And the three hundred blew the trumpets, 
and Jehovah set every man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout all the host. And the host lied to Beth-shittah 
kd'Zereratha [or Zeredatha], and to the border of Abel- 

23 meholah, unto Tabbath. And the men of Israel wore called 
together out of Naplitali, and out of Asher, and out of all 
Manasseh, and pursued after the Midianites. 

21 And Gideon sent messengers throughout all the hill coun¬ 
try of Ephraim, saying, ‘ Come down against the Midianites, 

‘ and take possession before them of the waters unto Beth- 
‘barah [or Belh-arabah] and the Jordan.’ Then all the 
men of Ephraim gathered themselves together, and took 
possession of the waters unto Beth-barah and the Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of the Midianites, Oreb and 
Zeeb; and they slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb; and Zeeb 
they slow at the winepress of Zeeb. And they pursued 
the Midianites, and brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb 
to Gideon on the other side of the Jordan. 


1 And the men of Ephraim said unto him, ‘ Why hast thou 
‘ served us thus, that thou calledst us not, when thou went- 
‘est to fight with the Midianites V And they did chide 

2 with him sharply. And he said unto them, ‘ What have 
‘I done now in comparison of youl Is not the gleaning 
‘ of the grapes of Ephraim better than the vintage of Abi- 
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‘czer? God hath delivered into your hands the princes of 3 
‘ Midian, Oreb and Zeob; and what was I able to do in 
‘comparison of you!’ Then their anger was abated toward 
him, when he had said that. 

And Gideon came to tho Jordan, and crossed over, he, 4 
and the three hundred men that were with him, faint, yet 
pursuing. And he said unto the men of Succoth, 1 Give, 3 
‘ I pray you, some circular loaves of bread unto the people 
‘ that follow me; for they be faint, and 1 am pursuing after 
‘ ZebahandZalmunna, tho kings of Midian.’ And tho princes « 
of Succoth said, ‘ Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
‘ now in thine hand, that we should give bread unto thino 
‘armyT And Gideon said, ‘Therefore when Jehovah hath 7 
‘delivered Zebah and Zalmunna into mine hand, then I 
‘ will tear your flesh with the thorns of the desert and with 
‘ threshing instruments.’ 

And he went up thence to Penue], and spake unto them t 
in like wise. And the men of Penuel answered him as the 
men of Succoth had answered. And he spake also unto the t 
men of Penuel, saying, ‘ When I come again in peace, I 
‘will break down this tower.’ 

Now Zebah and Zalmunna were in Karkor, and their n 
hosts with them, about fifteen thousand men, all that wero 
left of all the hosts of the Children of the East. For there 
fell an hundred and twenty thousand men that drew sword. 
And Gideon went up by the way of them that dwelt in i 
tents on the east of Nobah and Jogbehah, and smote the 
host. For the bust was as if in safety. And when Zebah n 
and Zalmunna fled, he pursued after them, and took the 
two kings of Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, and frightened 
away all the host. 

And Gideon the son of Joash returned from battle before n 
the sun was up, and caught a young man of the men of i 
Succoth, and inquired of him. And he described unto hull 
the princes of Succoth, and the elders thereof, even three¬ 
score and seventeen men. And he came unto the men of i 
Succoth, and said, ‘Behold Zebah and Zalmunna, with 
‘ whom ye did upbraid me, saying, Are the hands of Zebah 
‘ and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that we should give 
‘bread unto thy men that are wearyT And he took the i 
elders of the city, and the thorns of the desert and thresh- 
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ing instruments, and with them he taught the men of Suc- 

17 coth. And he boat down the tower of Penuel, and slew 
the -men of the city. 

is Then said he unto Zebah and Zalmunna, ‘ What manner 
‘ of men were they whom ye slew at Tabor?’ And they said, 

‘ As thou art, so were they; each one resembled the children 

13 ‘ of a king.’ And he said, ‘ They were my brethren, even 
‘ the sons of my mother. As Jehovah liveth, if ye had 

20 ‘saved them alive, I would not slay you.’ And he said 
unto Jether his iirstborn, * Up, and slay them.’ But the 
youth drew not his sword; fur he feared, because he was 

21 yet a youth. Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, ‘ Rise thyself, 
‘and fall upon us; for as the man is, so is his strength.’ 
And Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and Zalmunna, and took 
away the moon-shaped ornaments that were on their camels’ 
necks. 

22 Then the men of Israel said unto Gideon, ‘ Rule thou 
‘ over us, both thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son also; for 

23 1 thou hast delivered us from the hand of Midian.’ And 
Gideon said unto them, ‘ I will not rule over you; neither 
‘shall my son rule over you; Jehovah shall rule over you.’ 

2i And Gideon said unto them, ‘1 would desire a request of 
‘you, that ye would give me every man the earrings out of 
‘ his booty.’ (For they had golden earrings, because the}'' 

35 were Isbmaelites.) And they answered, ‘We will willingly 
‘ give them. ’ And they spread a garment, and did cast 

no therein every man the earrings of his booty. And the 
weight of the golden earrings that he requested was a thou¬ 
sand and seven hundred [Shekels, or 800 ounces] of gold; 
beside the moon-shaped ornaments, and ear-drops, and pur¬ 
ple raiment that was on the kings of Midian, and beside 

27 the chains that were about their camels’ necks. And Gideon 
made an Ephod [or priestly garment] thereof, and put it in 
his city, even in Ophrah; and all Israel went thither astray 
after it. And it became a snare unto Gideon, and to his 

28 house. Thus was Midian subdued before the children of 
Israel, so that they lifted up their heads no more. And 
the land had rest for forty years in the days of Gideon. 

23 And J erubbaal tho son of Joash went and dwelt in his 

30 own house. And Gideon had threescore and ten sons of 

31 his body begotten; for he had many wives. And his con¬ 
cubine that was in Shechem, she also bare him a son, whose 

2 p 
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name he called Abimeleoh. And Gideon the son of Joash 33 
died in a good old age, and was buried in the burial-place 
of Joash his father, in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. And it S3 
eame to pass, as soon as Gideon was dead, that the children 
of Israel turned again, and went astray after Baal, and made 
Baal-bcrith their god. And the children of Israel remem- 34 
bered not Jehovah their God, who had delivered them out 
of the hands of all their enemies on every side; neither as 
shewed they kindness to the house of Jorubbaal, namely, 
Gideon, according to nil tho goodness which he had shewed 
unto Israel. 

And Abimelech the son of Jerubbanl went to Shechem t 
unto his mother’s brethren, and communed with them, and 
with all the family of the house of his mother's father, 
saying, ‘Speak, I pray you, in the ears of all tho men of ai 
‘ Shechem, Whether is better for you, cither that all the 
‘ sons of Jerubbaal, who are threescore and ten persons, 
‘reign over you, or that one reign over you ? Remember 
‘ also that I am your bone and your flesh.' And his mother’s 3 : 
brethren spake of him in tho ears of all the men of Shechem 
all these words. And their hearts inclined to follow Abi- 
meleeh; for they said, ‘ Ho is our brother.’ And they 4i 
gave him threescore and ten pieces of silver out of the house i 
of Baal-borith, wherewith Abimelech hired vain and light 
persons, who followed him. And he went unto his father’s 
house at Ophrah, and slew his brethren the sons of Jerub¬ 
baal, being threescore and ten persons, upon ono stone. 
Notwithstanding, yet Jothara the youngest son of Jerubbaal 
was left; for he hid himself. And all the men of Shechem 3 
gathered themselves together, and all the house of Millo, ' • 
and went, and made Abimelech king, by the oak of the 
pillar that was in Shechem. 

And when they told it to Jothara, he went and stood on t 
the top of mount Gemini, and lifted up his voice, and cried, 
and said unto them, ‘ Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechem, 

* that God may hearken unto you. The trees went forth s 
‘ on a time to anoint a king over them; and they said unto 
‘the olive tree, Reign thou over us. But the olive tree ( 

‘ said unto them, Should I leave my fatness, wherewith by 
‘ me they honour God and man, and go to bear sway over 
‘the trees? And the trees said to the fig tree, Come thou, w 
‘and reign over us. But the fig tree said unto them, 11 
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‘ Should I leave my sweetness, and my good fruit, and go 
l'J ‘to bear sway over the trees! Then said the trees unto the 
13 ‘ vine, Come thou, and reign over us. And the vine said 
‘ unto them, Should I leave my grape juice, which cheereth 
H 1 God and man, and go to bear sway over the trees! Then 
‘ said all the trees unto the bramble, Come thou, and reign 
15 < over us. And the bramble said unto the trees, If in truth 
1 ye anoint me king ovor you, then come and put your trust 
‘in my shadow. And if not, fire shall come out of the 
1 bramble, and devour the cedars of Lebanon, 
ic ‘ Now therefore, if ye have done truly and sincerely, in 
‘ that ye havo made Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt 
‘ well with Jerubbaal and his house, and have done unto 
n 1 him according to the deserving of his hands; (for my 
‘ father fought for you, and adventured his life without 
is ‘ reserve, and delivered you out of the hand of Midian; and 
‘ ye are risen up against my father’s house this day, and 
‘ havo slain his sons, threescore and ten persons, upon one 
‘ stone, and have made Abimelech, the son of his niaid-ser- 
‘ vant, king over the men of Shechem, because he is your 
19 ‘ brother;) if ye then have dealt truly and sincerely with 
‘Jerubbaal and with his house this day, then rejoice yo in 
so ‘Abimelech, and let him also rejoice in you. But if not, 
‘let lire come out from Abimelech, and devour the men of 
‘ Shechem, and the house of Millo; or let fire come out 
‘from the men of Shechem, and from the house of Millo, 
2 i ‘and devour Abimelech.’ But Jotham ran away, and fled 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, out of sight of Abime¬ 
lech his brother. 

r 2 When Abimelech had ruled three years over Israel, then 
23 God sent an evil spirit between Abimelech and the men of 
Shechem; and the men of Shechem dealt treacherously with 
2 i Abimelech; that the cruelty done to the threescore and 
ten sons of Jerubbaal might come, and their blood be laid 
upon Abimelech their brother, who slew them; and upon 
the men of Shechem, who strengthened his hands to kill 

25 his brethren. And the men of Shechem set liers in wait for 
him on the top of the mountains, and they robbed all that 
came along that way by them. And it was told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came with his brethren, and 
went over to Shechem; and the men of Shechem trusted in 
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him. And they went out into the fields, and gathered their 27 
vineyards, and trod the grapes, and made rejoicings, and 
went into tho house of their god, and did eat and drink, 
and cursed Abimelech. And t^anl the son of Ebed said, as 
1 Who is Abimelech, and who was Shechom, that we should 
‘serve him! Is not he the son of Jerubbaal? And Zebul 
‘isjiis officer. Serve ye the men of Hamor the father of 
‘ Shoehorn; for why should we serve him? And oh that 29 
‘some one would put this people under my hand! then 
‘would I remove Abimelech.’ And he said to Abimelech, 
‘Increase thine army, and come out.’ 

And when Zebul the ruler of the city heard the words so 
of Gaal the son of Ebed, his nnger was kindled. And he 31 
sent messengers unto Abimelech craftily, saying, ‘ Behold, 

‘ Gaal tho sou of Ebed and his brethren are come to She- 
‘chem; and, behold, they fortify the city against thee. 
‘Now therefore up by night, thou and the people that is sj 
‘ with thee, and lie in wait in the field. And it shall be, 33 
‘ that in the morning, ns soon as the sun is up, thou shalt 
‘ rise early, and rush forward upon the city. And, behold, 

‘ when he and the people that is with him come out against 
‘ thee, then mayest thou do to them as thine hand is able.’ 

And Abimelech rose up, and all the people that were with 8« 
him, by night, and they laid wait against Shechem in four 
companies. And Gaal the son of Ebed went out, and stood 95 
in the entering of the gate of the city. And Abimelech 
rose up, and the people that were with him, from the lying 
in wait. And when Gaal saw the people, he said to Zebul, 96 
‘ Behold, there come people down from the top of the moun- 
‘ tains.’ And Zebul said unto him, ‘ Thou seest the shadow 
‘ of the mountains as if they were men.’ And Gaal spake 97 
again and said, ‘ See, there come people down by the heights 
‘of the land, and another company come along by the 
‘ Oak of the Cloud-observers.’ Then said Zebul unto him, 39 
‘ Where is now thy mouth, wherewith thou saidst, Who is 
‘Abimelech, that we should serve him? Is not this the 
‘ people that thou hast despised 1 Go out, I pray now, and 
‘ tight with them.' And Gaal went out before the men of 3? 
Shechem, and fought with Abimelech. And Abimelech 
chased him, and he fled before him, and many were over¬ 
thrown and wounded, even unto the entering of the city 
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41 gate. And Abimelech remained at Arumah. And Zebul 
thrust out Gaal and his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 

42 And it came to pass on the morrow, that the people went 

43 out into the field; and they told Abimelech. And he took 
the people, and divided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field. And he looked, and, behold, the 
people were come forth out of the city. And he rose up 

44 against them, and smote them. And Abimelech, and the 
company that was with him, rushed forward, and stood in 
the entering of the gate of the city; and the two other 
companies rushed forward upon all that were in the fields, 

46 and slew them. And Abimelech fought against the city 
all that day; and he took the city, and slew the people that 
was therein, and destroyed the city, and sowed it with salt. 

40 And when all the men of the Tower of Shechom heard, 
they entered into a watch-tower of the house of the god 

47 Berith. And it was told Abimelech, that all the men of 

4s the Tower of Shechem were gathered together. And Abi¬ 
melech got him up to mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were withhim. And Abimelech took an axe in his hand, 
and cut down a bough from the trees, and took it, and laid 
it on his shoulder, and said unto the people that were with 
him, ‘ What ye have seen me do, make haste, and do as I 

49 < have done.’ And all the people likewise cut down every 
man his bough, and followed Abimelech, and put them to 
the watch-tower, and set the watch-tower on fire upon them; 
so that all the men of the Tower of Shechem died also, 
about a thousand men and women. 

so Then went Abimelech to Thebez, and encamped against 

si Thebez, and took it. But there was a strong tower in the 
middle of the city, and thither fled all the men and women, 
and all the chiefs of the city, and shut it to them, and got 

52 them up to the top of the tower. And Abimelech came 
unto the tower, and fought against it, and went near unto 

53 the door of the tower to burn it with fire. And a certain 
woman cast an upper millstone upon Abimelech’s head, and 

54 she brake his sculL Then he called hastily unto the young 
man his armour-bearer, and said unto him, ‘ Draw thy 
‘ sword, and slay me, that men say not of me, A woman 
‘ slew him.’ And his young man thrust him through, and 
ho died. And when the men of Israel saw that Abimelech 
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was dead, they doparted every limn unto his place. Thus 50 
God rendered back the wickedness of Abimelech, which he 
did unto his father, in slaying his seventy brethren; and 57 
all the ovil of the men of Shechem did God render back 
upon their heads; and upon them came the curse of Jotham 
the son of Jerubbaal. 

And after Abimelech there arose to deliver Israel Tola i 
the son of Puah, the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar; and 
ho dwelt in Shamir [or Samaria] in the hill country of 
Ephraim. And he judged Israel for twenty and three » 
years; and he died, and was buried ill Shamir. 

And after him arose Jair . a Gileadite, and he judged s 
Israel for twenty and two years. And he had thirty sons * 
that rode on thirty ass-colts. And they had thirty cities, 
which are called the Hamlets of Jair unto this day, which 
are in the laud of Gilead. And Jair died, and was buried 5 
in Camon. 

And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight o 
of Jehovah, and servetrBaaipmd l 'Xshtarotli, and the gods 
of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, and the gods of Moab, and 
the gods of the children of Ammon, and the gods of the 
Philistines, and forsook Jehovah, and served not him. And ^ 
the anger of Jehovah was hot against Israel, and he sold 
them into the hands of the Philistines, and into the hands 
of the children of Ammon. And that year they vexed and 8 
crushed the children of Israel for eighteen years, all the 
children of Israel that were beyond the Jordan in the land 
of the Amorites, which is in Gilend. Moreover the children » 
of Ammon passed over the Jordan to fight also against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and against the house of 
Ephraim; so that Israel was sore distressed. And the chil- io 
dren of Israel cried unto Jehovah, saying, ‘We have sinned 
‘ against thee, both because we liavo forsaken our God, and 
‘ also hnve served Baal.’ And Jehovah said unto the chil- n 
dren of Israel, ‘ Did not [I deliver you] from the Egyptians, 
‘and from the Amorites, from the children of Ammon, 
‘and from the PhilistinesJ The Sidonians also, and the is 
* Amalekites, and the Maonites, did oppress you; and ye 
‘cried to me, and I delivered you out of their hand. Yet is 
‘ ye have forsaken me, and have served other gods; whero- 
‘ fore I will deliver you no more. Go and cry unto the h 
‘ gods which ye have chosen; let them deliver you in the 
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is 1 time of your distress.’ And the children of Israel said 
unto Jehovah, ‘ We have sinned. Do thou unto us what- 
‘ soever seemeth good unto thee; only deliver us, we pray 
in ‘ thee, this day.’ And they put away the strange gods from 
among them, and served Jehovah; and his soul was sore 
cut for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon were called together; and 
they encamped in Gilead. And the children of Israel as¬ 
sembled themselves together, and encamped in Mizpeh. 
is And the people and princes of Gilead said one to another, 
‘ What man is he that will begin to fight against the eliil- 
‘dren of Ammon f He shall bo head over all the inha- 

1 ‘ bitants of Gilead.’ How Jephthah the Gileadite was a 
warrior of valour, and he was the son of an harlot. And 

2 Gilead begat Jephthah. And Gilead’s wife bare him sons. 
And his wife’s sons grew up, and they thrust out Jephthah, 
and said unto him, ‘ Thou shalt not inherit in our father’s 

3 ‘house; for thou art the soil .of another woman.’ Then 
Jephthah fled from his brethren, and dwelt in the land of 
Tob. And there were gathered vain men to Jephthah; 
and they went out with him. 

r And it came to pass in process of time, that the children 

s of Ammon made war against Israel. And it was so, that 
when the children of Ammon made war against Israel, the 
elders of Gilead went to fetch J ophtliah out of the land of 

c Tob. And they said unto Jephthah, ‘ Come, and bo our 
‘captain, that we may fight with the children of Ammon.’ 

7 And Jephthah said unto the elders of Gilead, ‘ Did not ye 
‘ hate me, and thrust me out of iny father’s house 1 And 
‘why are ye come unto mo now when ye are in distress V 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto Jephthah, 1 Therefore 
‘ we turn again to thee now, that thou mayest go with us, and 
‘ fight against the children of Ammon, and bo our head over 

9 1 all the inhabitants of Gilead.’ And Jephthah said unto 
the elders of Gilead, ‘ If ye bring me home again to fight 
1 against the children of Ammon, and Jehovah deliver them 

10 ‘ before me, shall I be your head V And the elders of 
Gilead said unto Jephthah, ‘ May Jehovah be the hearer 
‘between us, if we do not so according to thy words.’ 

n Then Jephthah went with the elders of Gilead, and the 
people made him head and captain over them. And Jeph¬ 
thah uttered all his words before Jehovah in Mizpeh. 
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And Jephthah sent messengers unto tlie king of the 12 
children of Ammon, saying, ‘ Wlmt hast thou to do with 
‘me, that thou art come against me to fight in my land?’ 
And the king of the children of Ammon answered unto the is 
messengers of Jephthah, ‘Becauso Israel took away my 
‘ land, when they came up out of Lower Egypt, from the 
‘ Arnon oven unto the Jabliok, and unto the Jordan. Now 
‘ therefore restore those lands ngnin peaceably.’ And Jeph- 11 
thali sent messengers yet again unto the king of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and said unto him, ‘Thussnith Jephthah, is 
‘ Israel took not away the land of Moab, nor the land of 
‘ tho children of Ammon. But when Israel came up from 10 
‘ Lower Egypt, and walked through the desert unto tho 
‘ Bed sea, and came to Kadesh; then Israel sent messongers 11 
‘ unto the king of Edom, saying, Lot me, I pray thee, pass 
‘through thy laud. But the king of Edom would not 
‘ hearken thereto. And in like manner they sent unto the 
‘ king of Moab; but he would not consent. And Israel 
‘ abodo in Ivadesh. Then they went along through tho is 
‘ desert, and went round tho land of Edom, and tho land 
‘ of Moab, and came by tho east side of the land of 
‘ Moab, and encamped on the other side of the Arnon, but 
1 came not within the boundary of Moab. For the Arnon 
‘ was the boundary of Moab. And Israel sent messengers i» 
‘ unto Sihon king of the Amorites, the king of Heshbon. 
‘And Israel said unto him, Let us pass, we pray thee, 

‘ through thy land unto my place. But Sihon trusted not 20 
‘ Israel to pass through his boundary. And Sihon gathered 
‘all his people together, and encamped in Jahazah, and 
‘fought against Israel. And Jehovah the God of Israel 21 
‘ delivered Sihon and all his people into tho hand of Israel. 

‘ And they smote them. So Israel seized all the land of 
‘ the Amorites, the inhabitants of that country. And they 22 
‘ seized all the boundary of the Amorites, from the Arnon 
‘even unto tho Jabbok, and from the desert even unto 
‘ the Jordan. So now Jehovah the God of Israel hath dis- 23 
‘ possessed the Amorites from before his people Israel, and 
‘ shouldest thou possess it 1 Wilt not thou possess that which 24 
‘ Chemosh thy god giveth thee to possess 1 So whomsoever 
‘Jehovah our God shall drive out from before us, them 
‘ will we possess. And now art thou any thing better than ss 
‘ Balak the son of Zippor, the king of Moabl Did he ever 
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‘ strive against Israel, or did he ever fight against them ? 
20 ‘ While Israel dwelt in Heshbon and her villages, and in 
‘ Aroer and her villages, and in all the cities that be on the 
‘ banks of the Arnon, there were three hundred years. 
‘Why therefore did ye not recover them within that time? 

27 ‘ Wherefore I have not sinned against thee, and thou doest 
‘ me wrong to war against me. May Jehovah the Judge be 
‘judge this day between the children of Israel and the chil- 

28 ‘ dren of Ammon.’ Howbeit the king of the children of 
Ammon hearkened not unto the words of Jephthah which 
ho sent him. 

2d Then the spirit of Jehovah came upon Jephthah, and he 
passed over Gilead, and Manasseh, and passed over Mizpeh 
of Gilead, and from Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over unto 
30 the children of Ammon. And Jephthah vowed a vow unto 
Jehovah, and said, ‘If thou shalt without fail deliver the 
at ‘ children of Ammon into mine hands, then it shall be, that 
‘'^i&atsoever cometh forth of the doors of my house to meet 
‘ me, when I return in peace from the children of Ammon, 

‘ shall surely be Jehovah’s, and I will offer it up for a burnt 
82 ‘offering.’ So Jephthah passed over unto the children of 
Ammon to fight against them ; and Jehovah delivered them 
33 into his hands. And he smote them from Aroer, even till 
thou come to Minnith, even twenty cities, and unto the 
Plain of the Vineyards, with a very great slaughter. Thus 
the children of Ammon were subdued before the children 
of Israel. 

si And Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, be¬ 
hold, his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances; and she was his only child; beside her 
as he had neither son nor daughter. And it came to pass, 
when he saw her, that he rent his clothes, and said, 
‘ Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought me very low, and 
‘thou art one of them that trouble me; for I havo opened 
sc, 1 my mouth unto Jehovah, and I cannot go back.’ And 
she said unto him, ‘ My father, as thou hast opened thy 
‘ mouth unto Jehovah, do to me according to that which 
‘hath gone forth out of thy mouth; forasmuch as Jehovah 
‘ hath taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of 
37 ‘ the children of Ammon.’ And she said unto her father, 
‘ Let this thing be done for me. Let me alone two months, 
‘ that I may go up and down upon the mountains, and 
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‘ bewail my virginity, I and my fellows.’ And he said, as 
‘ Go.’ And he sent her away for two months. And she 
went with her companions, and she bewniled her virginity 
upon tho mountains. And it came to pass at the end of 39 
two months, that she returned unto her father, who did 
with her according to his vow which ho had vowed; and 
she had known no man. And it was a custom iu Israel, 
that the daughters of Israel went yearly to celebrate the to 
daughter of Jephtlmh the Gileadite four days in a year. 

Aud tho men of Ephraim wero called together, and crossed i 
over [the Jordan] northward, and said unto Jephthah, 

‘ Wherefore crossedst thou over to fight against the children 
‘of Ammon, and didst not call us to go with theel We 
‘will burn thine house upon thee with fire.' And Jeph- 2 
thuh said unto them, ‘ I and my peoplo were nt great strife 
‘ with the children of Ammon ; and when I called unto you, 

‘ ye delivered me not out of their hands. And when I saw a 
‘that thou wost no help, I put my life in my hands, and I 
‘crossed over [the Jordan] against the children of Ammon, 
‘and Jehovah delivered them into my hand. Wherefore 
‘ then are ye como up unto mo this day, to fight against 
‘mol’ Then Jephthah gathered together all the men of •» 
Gilead, and fought with Ephraim. And tho men of Gilead 
smote Ephraim, because they said, ‘ Yo Gileadites are fugi- 
‘ tives of Ephraim among the Ephrnimites, and among 
‘the Manassites.’ And the Gileadites soized the fords of 5 
the Jordan before the Ephraimites. And it was so, that 
those Ephraimites who were escaped said, ‘ Let mo cross 
‘over.’ And the men of Gilead said unto him, ‘Art thou 
‘an Ephraimitel’ And he said, ‘Nay.’ Then said they a 
unto him, ‘ Say now Shibboleth.’ And he said ‘ Sibboleth.’ 
For he could not frame to speak it right. Then they took 
him, and slew him at the fords of the Jordan. And thero 
fell at that time of the Ephraimites two thousand and forty. 
And Jephthah judged Israel for six years. Then died ' 
Jephthah the Gileadite, and was buried in one of the cities 
of Gilead. 

And after him Ibzan of Beth-lehem [in Zebulun] judged s 
Israel And he had thirty sons, and thirty daughters. 9 
These he sent abroad; and took in thirty daughters from 
abroad for his sons. And he judged Israel for seven years. 
Then died Ibzan, and was buried at Beth-lehem. 10

n And after him Ajalon, a Zebulunite, judged Israel; and 
is he judged Israel for ten years. And Ajalon the Zebulunite 
died, and was buried in Aijalon in the land of Zebulun. 
i-'i And after him Abdon the son of Hillel, a Pirathonite, 
u judged Israel. And he had forty sons and thirty grand¬ 
sons, that rode on threescore and ten ass-colts. And he 
ii judged Israel for eight years. And Abdon the son of Hillel 
the Pirathonite died, and was buried in Pirathon in the land 
of Ephraim, in the hill country of the Amalekites. 

1 And the children of Israel did evil again in the sight 
of Jehovah; and Jehovah delivered them into the hand of 

2 the Philistines for forty years. And there was a certain 
man of Zorah, of the family of the Danites, whose name 

3 was Manoah; and his wife was barren, and bare not. And 
the angel of Jehovah appeared unto the woman, and said 
unto her, ‘ Behold now, thou art barren, and bearest not; 

i ‘but thou slialt conceive, and bear a son. Kow therefore 
‘ beware, I pray thee, and drink not wine nor strong drink, 

t ‘and eat not any unclean thing. Por lo, thou shalt con- 
‘ ceivc, and bear a son; and no razor shall come on his 
‘ head. For the child shall be a Nazirite [or Set apart] unto 
‘ God from the womb; and he shall begin to deliver Israel 
‘ out of the hand of the Philistines.’ Then the woman came 


and told her husband, saying, ‘ A man of God came unto 
‘ me, and his appearance was like the appearance of the 
‘ angel of God, very terrible. But I asked him not whence 
1 ‘ he was, neither told he me his name. But he said unto me, 
‘Behold, thou shalt conceive, and boar a son; and now 
‘ drink no wine nor strong drink, neither eat any unclean 
‘ thing; for the child shall be a Nazarite to God from the 
» ‘womb to the day of his death.’ Then Manoah entreated 
Jehovah, and said, ‘ 0 my Lord, let the man of God which 
‘ thou didst send come again unto us, and teach us what we 
'J ‘shall do unto the child that shall be born.’ And God 


hearkened to the voice of Manoah; and the angel of God 
came again unto the woman as she sat in the field; but 
id Manoah her husband was not with her. And the woman 


made haste, and ran, and shewed to her husband, and said 
unto him, ‘ Behold, the man hath appeared unto me, that 
u ‘came unto me the other day.’ And Manoah arose, and 
went after his wife, and came to the man, and said unto 
him, ‘Art thou the man that spakest unto the woman 1’ 
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And he said, ‘I am.’ And Manoah said, ‘Now let thy is 
‘ words come to pass. What shall be the treatment of the 
‘child, and his doings V And the angel of Jehovah said w 
unto Manoah, ‘ Of all that I said unto the woman let her 
‘ beware. She may not eat of any thing that cometh of the 14 
‘ grape-vine; neither lot her drink wine or strong drink, nor 
‘ eat auy unclean thing. All that I commanded her let her 
‘ observe.’ And Manoah said unto the angel of Jehovah, u 
‘ I pray thee, let us detain thee, until we shall have made 
‘ready a kid for thee.’ And tho angel of Jehovah said is 
unto Manoah, ‘Though thou detain me, I will not eat of 
‘ thy broad. And if thou offerest a burnt offering, thou 
‘must offer it unto Jehovah.’ For Manoah knew not that 
he was the angel of Jehovah. And Manoah said unto the it 
angel of Jehovah, ‘What is thy name, that when thy say- 
‘ings come to pass we may do thee honour 1’ And the 18 
angel of Jehovah said unto him, ‘ Why askest thou thus 
‘after my name, seeing it is wonderful V So Manoah took 19 
a kid and a meal offering, and offered them upon a rock unto 
Jehovah. And a wondrous thing was done; and Manoah 
and his wife saw it. For it came to pass, when the flame so 
went up toward the heavens from off the altar, that the 
angel of Jehovah went up in the flame of the altar. And 
Manoah and his wife saw it, and fell on their faces to the 
ground. But the angel of Jehovah did no more appear to si 
Manoah and to his wife. Then Manoah knew that he was 
the angel of Jehovah. And Manoah snid unto his wife, ss 
‘ We shall surely die, because we have seen God.’ But his ss 
wife said unto him, ‘ If Jehovah were pleased to kill us, he 
‘ would not have received a burnt offering and a meal offer- 
‘ ing at our hands, neither would he have shewed us all 
‘ these things, nor would he as at this time have told us 
‘ such things as these.' And the woman bare a son, and s* 
called his name Samson. And the child grew, and Jehovah 
blessed him. And the spirit of Jehovah began to move si 
him in the camp of Dan between Zorah and EshtaoL 

And Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a woman i 
in Timnath, one of the daughters of the Philistines. And a 
he came up, and told his father and his mother, and said, 

‘ I have seen a woman in Timnath, one of the daughters of 
‘the P hilis tines. Now therefore get her for me to wife.’ 
Then his father and his mother said unto him, ‘ Is there * 
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‘ never a woman among the daughters of thy brethren, or 
‘ among all my people, that thou goest to take a wife of the 
‘uncircumcised Philistines'!’ And Samson said unto his 
father, ‘ Do thou get her for me; for she pleaseth me well.’ 

4 And his father and his mother knew not that it was of 
Jehovah, that he sought an occasion against the Philistines. 
Por at that time the Philistines had dominion over Israel. 

5 Then went Samson down, and his father and his mother, 
to Timnatli, and came to the vineyards ofTimnathj and, 

c behold, a lion’s whelp roared on meeting him. And the 
spirit of Jehovah came mightily upon him, and he rent him 
as he would have rent a kid, and he had nothing whatever 
in his hand. But he told not his father or his mother what 
" he had done. And he went down, and talked v r ith the 
8 woman, and she pleased Samson well. And after a time 
he returned to take her, and ho turned aside to see the car¬ 
case of the lion; and, behold, there was a swarm of bees and 
o honey in the body of the lion. And he took thereof in his 
hands, and went on eating, and came to his father and mo¬ 
ther, and he gave them, and they did eat; but he told not 
them that he had taken the honey out of the body of the 
lion. 

10 So his father -went down unto the woman; and Samson 
made there a drinking feast; for so used the young men to 

11 do. And it came to pass, when they saw him, that they 

12 brought thirty companions to be with him. And Samson 
said unto them, ‘ I will now put forth a riddle unto you. 

‘ If ye can certainly declare it me within the seven days of 
‘ the drinking feast, and find it out, then I will give you 

13 ‘ thirty shirts and thirty changes of garments. But if ye 
‘ are unable to declare it me, then shall ye give me thirty 
‘ shirts and thirty changes of garments.’ And they said 

u unto him, ‘ Put forth thy riddle, that we may hear it.’ And 
he said unto them, ‘ Out of the eater came forth meat, and 
‘ out of the strong came forth sweetness.’ And they could 
18 not in three days declare the riddle. And it came to pass 
on the seventh day, that they said unto Samson’s wife, 
‘ Entice thy husband, that he may declare unto us the rid- 
‘ die, lest we burn thee and thy father’s house with lire, 
m ‘ Have ye called us to dispossess us 1 Is it not so 1 ’ And 
Samson’s wife wept before him, and said, ‘ Thou dost but 
‘ hate me, and lovest me not. Thou hast put forth a riddle 
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‘ unto the children of my people, and hast not declared it 
‘to me.’ And ho said unto her, ‘Behold, I have not de- 
‘ dared it to my father nor to my mother, and shall I declare 
‘it to thee!’ And she wept before him the seven days, it 
while their drinking feast lasted. And it came to pass on 
the seventh day, that he declared it to her, because she lay 
ore upon him; and she declared the riddle to the children 
of her people. And the men of the city said unto him on is 
the seventh day before the sun went down, ‘ What is sweeter 
‘ than honey! and what is stronger than a lion!’ And he 
said unto them, ‘ If ye had not plowed with my heifer, ye 
‘ had not found out my riddle.’ And the spirit of Jehovah is 
came upon him, and he went down to Askalon, and slew 
thirty men of them, and took their spoil, and gave changes 
of garments unto them which expounded the riddle. And 
his anger was kindled, and he went up to his father’s 
house. And Samson's wife was given to his companion, -0 
whom he had used as his friend. »■• . 

But it came to pass after a while, in the time of wheat i 
harvest, that Samson visited his wife with a kid; and he 
said, ‘ I will go in to my wife into the chamber.’ But her 
father would not suffer him to go in. And her father said, < 
‘ I verily thought that thou hadst utterly hated her; there¬ 
fore I gnve her to thy companion. Is not her younger 
‘ sister fairer than she! Let her be thine, I pray thee, in- 
‘ stead of her.’ And Samson said concerning them, ‘ This > 
‘ time shall I be more blameless than the Philistines, though 
‘ I do them an eviL’ And Samson went and caught three * 
hundred foxes, and took torches, and turned tail to tail, 
and put each torch in the midst between two tails. And * 
when he had set the torches on fire, he let them go into the 
standing corn of the Philistines, and burnt up both the 
shocks, and also the standing com, with the olive-gardens. 
Then the Philistines said, ‘Who hath done this!’ And # 
they answered, ‘ Samson, the son in law of the Timnite, 

* because he had taken his wife, and given her to his com- 
‘ panion.’ And the P hilis tines came up, and burnt her and 
her father with fire. And Samson said unto them. ‘ Though t 
‘ ye have done this, yet will I be avenged of you, and after 
‘ that I will cease.’ And he smote them hip and thigh with 8 
a great slaughter. 

And he went down and dwelt in a cave of the rock Etam. 
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9 Then the Philistines went up, and encamped in Judah, and 
jo spread themselves in Lehi. And the men of Judah said, 
‘Why are ye come up against us?’ And they answered, 
‘ To bind Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath 

11 ‘done to us.’ Then three thousand men of Judah went 
down to the cave of the rock Etam, and said to Samson, 
‘Knowest thou not that the Philistines are rulers over us ? 
‘What is this that thou hast done unto us?’ And he said 
unto them, ‘ As they did unto mo, so have I done unto 

12 ‘them.’ And they said unto him, ‘We are come down to 
‘hind thee, that we may deliver thee into the hand of the 
‘Philistines.’ And Samson said unto them, ‘Swear unto 

13 ‘ me, that ye will not fall upon me yourselves.’ And they 
spake unto him, saying, ‘No; but we will bind thee fast, 
‘ and deliver thee into their hand; but surely we will not 
‘ kill thee.’ And they hound him with two new cords, and 
brought him up from the rock. 

li And when he came unto Lehi, the Philistines shouted on 
meeting him. And the spirit of Jehovah came upon him, 
and the cords that were upon his arms became as flax that 
was burnt with fire, and his bands were loosed from off his 
15 hands. And he found a fresh cheek-bone of an ass, and 
put forth his hand, and took it, and slew a thousand men 
u; therewith. And Samson said, 

1 With the cheek-bone of an ass, a heap of heaps, 

‘With the cheek-bone of an ass have I slain a thousand men.’ 
it And it came to pass, when he had made an end of speaking, 
that he cast away the cheek-bone out of his hand, and called 
that place t£e' Hill of Lehi [or-tha-Cheek], - ' ■ 

is And he was sore athirst, and called on Jehovah, and said, 
‘ Thou hast given this great deliverance into the hand of 
‘thy servant; and now shall I die for thirst, and fall into 
is ‘ the hand of the uncircumcised?’ But God clave that hol¬ 
low place which is in Lehi, and there came water thereout. 
And when he had drunk, his spirit came again,.and he re¬ 
vived. Wherefore h o B ailed the name thereof. Ain-hakkore 
[or The well of him that called], which is in Lehi unto this 
20 day. And he judged Israel in the days of the Philistines 
for twenty years. 

1 Then went Samson to Gaza, and saw there an harlot, and 

2 went in unto her. And on the Gazites saying, ‘ Samson is 
‘come hither;’ they compassed him in, and laid wait for 
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him all night in the gate of the city, and weTe quiet all the 
night, saying, ‘ In the morning, when it is light, we will 
1 kill him.’ And Samson lay till midnight, and arose at mid- 3 
night; and seized upon the doors of the gate of the city, and 
the two posts, and he pulled them up with the cross-bar, 
and put tliemmpon his shoulders, and carried them up to 
the top of the hill that is before Hebron. 

And it came to pass afterward, that he loved a woman * 
in the valley of Sorek, whose name was Delilah. And the 3 
lords of the Philistines came up unto her.ancl said unto 
her, ‘ Entice him, and see wherein his great strength lieth, 

‘ and by what means we may prevail against him, that we 
* may bind him to overpower him; and we will give thee 
‘ every one of us eleven hundred pieces of silver.’ And Deli- « 
lah said to Samson, ‘ Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy great 
‘ strength lieth, and wherewith thou mightest be bound to 
‘ overpower thee.’ And Samson said unto her, ‘ If they T 
‘bind me with seven green withs that were never dried, 
‘then shall I be weak, and be as another man.’ Then the 3 
lords of the Philistines brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she bound him with them. 
Kow there were men lying in wait, abiding with her in the • 
chamber. And she said unto him, ‘The Philistines are 
‘ upon thee, Samson.’ And he brake the withs, as a thread 
of tow is broken when it toucheth the fire. So his strength 
was not known. 

And Delilah said unto Samson, ‘Behold, thou hast n> 
‘mocked me, and told me lies. liow tell me, I pray thee, 

‘ wherewith thou mightest be bound.’ And he said unto her, n 
‘ If they bind me fast with new ropes that never were used, 

‘ then shall I be weak, and be os another man.’ Delilah 13 
therefore took new ropes, and bound him therewith, and 
said unto him, 'The Philistines are upon thee, Samson.’ 
And there were liers in wait abiding in the chamber. And 
he brake them from off his arms like a thread. 

And Delilah said unto Samson, ‘Hitherto thou hast >3 
‘ mocked me, and told me lies. Tell me wherewith thou 
‘ mightest be bound.’ And he said unto her, ‘ If thou weav- 
‘est the seven locks of my head into the web.’ And she i* 
fastened it with the pin, and said unto him , ‘ The Philis- 
‘ tines sue upon thee, Samson.’ And he awaked out of his 
sleep, and pulled away the weaving-pin and the web. 
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And she said unto him, ‘ How eanst thou say, I love thee, 
‘when thine heart is not with me? Thou hast mocked me 


‘ these three times, and hast not told me wherein thy great 
n 1 ' ‘strength lieth.’ And it came to pass, when she pressed 
him daily with her words, and urged him, so that his soul 
17 was vexed unto death, that he told hen all his heart, and 
said unto her, ‘ There hath not come a razor upon mine 
‘ head; for I have been a Nazirite unto God from my mo- 
‘ tiler’s womb. If I he shaven, then my strength will go 
‘ from me, and I shall become weak, and be like any other 
i s ‘ man.’ And when Delilah saw that he had told her all his 


heart, she sent and called for the lords of the Philistines, 
saying, 1 Come up this once, for he hath told me all his 
‘ heart.’ Then the lords of the Philistines came up unto 
i'J her, and brought the silver in their hand. And she made 
him sleep upon her knees. And she called for a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven locks of his head. 


And she began to overpower him, and his strength went 
20 from him. And she said, ‘ The Philistines are upon thee, 
‘ Samson.’ And he awoke out of his sleep, and said, ‘ I will 
‘ go out as at other times before, and shake myself.’ And 
he wist not that Jehovah was departed from him. But the 
Philistines took him, and put out his eyes, and brought 
him down to Gaza, and hound him with copper fetters; and 
he did grind in the prison house. 

-- Howboit the hair of his head began to grow again as 
-a before he was shaven. And the lords of the Philistines 


gathered themselves together for to sacrifice a great sacri¬ 
fice unto Dagon their god, and to rejoice; for they said, 
1 Our god hath delivered Samson our enemy into our hand.’ 
And when the people saw him, they praised their god; for 
they said, ‘Our god hath delivered into our hands our enemy, 
‘and the destroyer of our country, who slew many of us.’ 
And it came to pass, when their hearts were merry, that 
they said, 1 Call for Samson, that he may make sport for us.’ 
And they called for Samson out of the prison house; and 
ho made sport before them; and they set him between the 
-< pillars. And Samson said unto the lad that held him by 
the hand, ‘ Place me so that I may feel the pillars where- 
‘upon the house standeth, that I may lean upon them.’ 
•n Now the house was full of men and women; and all the 
lords of the Philistines were there; and thero were upon 
2 a 
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the roof about three thousand men and women, that looked 
on while Samson made sport. And Samson called unto 23 
Jehovah, and said, ‘ 0 Lord Jehoyah, remember me, I 
‘ pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray thee, only this once, 

‘ 0 Clod, that I may be at once avenged of the Philistines 
‘ for my two eyes..’ And Samson bent himself toward the a» 
two middle pillars upon which the house stood, and on which 
it was borne up, the one on his right hand, and the other 
on his left. And Samson said, ‘ Let'me die with the Pliilis- so 
‘tines.’ And he bowed himself with all his might; and 
the house fell upon the lords, and upon all the people that 
were therein. So the dead which he slew at his death, 
were more than they which he slow in his life. Then his si 
brethren and all the house of his father came down, and 
took him, and brought him up, and buried him between 
ZorahandEshtaol in the bury ing-place of Manoah his father. 
And he judged Israel for twenty years. 

And thebe was a .man of the hill country of Ephraim, 1 
whose name was Micah. And he said unto his mother, 2 
‘ The eleven hundred pieces of silver that wore taken from 
‘ thee, about ■which thou cursedst, and spakest of also in 
‘ mine ears, behold, the silver is with me; I took it.’ And 
his mother said, ‘Messed be thou of Jehovah, my son.’ 
And when he had restored the eleven hundred pieces of 3 
silver to his mother, his mother said, ‘ I had wholly dedi¬ 
cated the silver unto Jehovah from my hand for my son, 

‘to make a graven image and a molten image; now thero- 
‘fore I Mull restore it unto thee.’ Yet ho restored the 4 
money unto his mother. And his mother took two hun¬ 
dred pieces of the silver, and gave them to the founder, 
M'ho made thereof a graven image and a molten image. 
And they were in the house of Micah. And the man Micah « 
had an house qf gods, and he made an Ephod [or priestly 
robe], and Teraphim [or images], and(he filled the hands of; 
one of his sons ^with-oiarings], who became his priest. 

In those days there was no king in Israel, but every man < 
did that which was right in his own eyes. And there was ’ 
a young man of Beth-lehem in Judah of the family of Judah, 
who M'as a Levite, and he sojourned there. And the man 1 
departed out of the city from Beth-lehem of Judah to 
sojourn where he could find a place. And he came to the 
hill country of Ephraim to the house of Micah, as he jour- 
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s neyed. And Micah said unto him, ‘ Whence comest thou?’ 
And lie said unto him, ‘ I am a Levite of Bcth-lehem in 
‘Judah, and I go to sojourn where I may find a place.’ 
10 And Micah said unto him, ‘Dwell with me, and be unto 
1 mo a father and a priest, and I will give thee ten pieces 
‘ of silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, and thy victuals.’ 
u So the Levite went in. And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young man was unto him as 
is one of his sons. And Micah hUstg lfi e *iian d- ef the Levite 
j-witb-efferings]; and the young man became his priest, and 
is was in the house of Micah. Then said Micah, 1 Now know 
‘ I that Jehovah will do me good, seeing I have a Levite 
‘ for my priest.’ 

t In those days there was no king in Israel; and in those 
days the tribe of the Danites sought them an inheritance 
to dwell in; for unto that day no inheritance had fallen 
s unto them among the tribes of Israel. And the children 
of Dan sent of their family live men from their borders, 
men of valour, from Zorali, and from Eshtaol, to spy out 
the land, and to search it; and they said unto them, ‘Go, 
‘ search the land.’ And they came to the hill country of 
Ephraim, to the house of Micah, and they lodged there, 
s When they were by the house of Micah, they know the 
voice of the young man the Levite; and they turned in 
thither, and said unto him, ‘Who brought tlieo hither! 
‘ And what doest thou in this place? And what hast thou 
■t ‘here!’ And he said unto them, ‘Thus and thus dealetli 
‘ Micah with me, and lie hath hired me, and I am his priest.’ 
o And they said unto him, ‘Ask, we pray thee, of God, that 
‘ we may know whether our way which we go shall be 
e ‘prosperous.’ And the priest said unto them, ‘Go in peace; 

‘ before Jehovah is your way wherein ye go.’ 
r Then the five men departed, and came to Laisli, and saw 
the people that were therein, how they dwelt as if in safety, 
according to tho laws of the Sidonians, quiet and trusting. 
And no one had power of restraint in the land, that might 
put them to shame in any thing. But they were far from 
the Sidonians, and had no dealings with any mail, 
s And they came unto their brethren to Zorali and Eshtaol. 
0 And their brethren said unto them, ‘Wliat say ye?’ And 
they said, ‘Arise, that we may go up against them. For 
1 we have seen the land, and, behold, it is very good And 
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‘ are ye still? Be nAt slothful to go, and to enter to possess 
‘ the land. "When ye go, ye shall come unto a people 10 
‘secure, and to a land wide in its sides. For God hath 
‘ given it into your hands; a place where there is no want 
‘ of any tiling that is in the earth.’ 

And there went from thence of the family of the Danites,’ u 
out of Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men girded 
with weapons of war. And they went up, and encamped H 
■by the City of Jearim, in Judah. Wherefore they called 
that place the Camp of Dan unto this day. Behold, it is 
behind the City of Jearim. And they passed thence unto 13 
the hill country of Ephraim, and came unto the house of 
Mieah. Then spake the five men that went to spy out the » 
land of Laish, and said unto their brethren, ‘ Do ye know 
1 that there is in these houses an Ephod, and Teraphim, and 
‘ a graven image, and a molten image? Now therefore con- 
1 sider what ye have to do.’ And they turned thitherward, is 
and came to the house of the young man the Levite, even 
unto the house of Mieah, and saluted him. And the six io 
hundred men girded with their weapons of war, who were 
of the children of Dan, stood by the entering of the gate. 
And the five men that went to spy out the land went up, i? 
and came in thither, and took the graven image, and the 
Ephod, and the Teraphim, and the molten image. And 
the priest stood in the entering of the gate with the six 
hundred men that were girded with weapons of war. And is 
these went into Micah’s house, and took the graven image, 
the Ephod, and the Teraphim, and the molten image. 
Then said the priest unto them, ‘ What do ye?’ And they 
said unto him, ‘ Hold thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
‘ mouth, and go with us, and be to us a father and a priest. 

‘ Is it better for thee to be a priest unto the house of one 
‘ man, nr that thou be a priest unto a tribe and a family in 
‘ Israel ?’ And the priest’s heart was glad, and he took the 2a 
Ephod, and the Teraphim, and the graven image, and went 
in the midst of the people. So they turned and departed, 21 
and put the little ones and the cattle and the heavy baggage 
before them. 


And when they were a good way from the house of Mieah, 22 
the men that were in the houses near to Micah’s house were 


called together, and they overtook the children of Dan. 
And they cried unto the children of Dan. An d they turned 1(3 
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their faces, and said unto Micah, ‘What aileth thee, that 
21 ‘ thou art called together!’ And he said, ‘ Ye have taken 
‘ away my gods which I made, and the priest, and ye are 
‘gone away. And what have I morel And what is this 
2 .'* ‘ that ye say unto me, What aileth thee!’ And the children 
of Dan said unto him, ‘ Let not thy voice he heard among 
‘us, lest men of bitter souls run upon thee, and thou lose 
as ‘ thy life, with the lives of thy household.’ And the chil¬ 
dren of Dan wont on their way. And Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, and he turned and went hack unto 
his house. 

27 And they took the things which Micah had made, and 
the priest which he had, and they canto unto Laish, uirte 
a people that were at quiet and trusting. And they smote 
them with the edge of the sword, and burnt the city with 
2 s fire. And there was no deliverer, because it was far front 
Zidon, and they had no dealings with any man; and it was 
in the valley that is by Beth-rehob. And they builttkcity, 
29 and dwelt therein. And they called the name of the city 
Dan, after the name of Dan their father, who was born 
unto Israel. Howbeit the name of the city was Laish at 
.in the first. And the children of Dan set up for themselves 
the graven image; and Jonathan, the son of Gershoin, the 
eon of ^tamuroh, ho and his sons were priests to the tribe 
of the Danites until the day of the captivity of the land. 
31 And they set up for themselves Micali’s graven image, which 
he had made, all the time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh. 

1 And it came to pass in those days, when there was no 
king in Israel, that there was a certain Levite sojourning 
on the side of the hill country of Ephraim, who took to him 

2 a concubine out of Beth-lehem of Judah. And his concubine 
played the harlot against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem of Judah, and was 

9 there a year and four months. And her husband arose, and 
went after her, to speak kindly unto her, and to bring her 
again, having his servant with him, and a couple of asses; 
and she brought him into her father’s house. And when the 
< father of the damsel sau T him, he rejoiced to meet him. And 
his father in law, the damsel’s father, retained him. And 
he abode with him three days; so they did eat and drink, 
s and lodged there. And it came to pass on the fourth day, 
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when they arose early in the morning, that he rose up to 
depart. And the damsel’s father said unto his son in law, 

‘ Comfort thine heart with a morsel of bread, and afterward 
1 go your way.’ And they sat down and did eat and drink » 
both of them together. And the damsel’s father said 
unto the man, ‘ Be pleased, I pray thee, to tarry all night, 

‘ and let thine heart be merry.’ And when the man rose up ^ 
to depart, his father in law urged him; therefore he returned 
and lodged the night thcro. And he arose early in the s 
morning on the fifth day to depart; and the damsel’s father 
said, ‘ Comfort thine heart, I pray thee.’ And they tarried 
until decline of day, and they did cat both of them. And » 
when the man rose up to depart, he and his concubine and 
his servant, his father in law, the damsel's father, said unto 
him, ‘ Behold, now the day draweth toward evening; I pray 
‘ you tarry all night. Behold, it is the encamping time of 
‘ the day; lodge here, that thine heart may be merry; and 
‘ to-morrow get you early on your way, that thou mayest 
‘ go to thy tent.’ But the man would not tarry that night, 10 
but he rose up and departed, and came over against Jebus, 
which is Jerusalem; and there were with him two asses 
saddled, his concubine also was with him. And when they n 
were by Jebus, the day was far spent; and the servant.said 
unto his master, ‘ Come, I pray thee, and let us turn in into 
‘ this city of the Jebusitcs, and lodge the night in it.’ And u 
his master said unto him, ‘We will not turn aside hither 
1 into the city of strangers, that belongeth not to the chil- 
‘ dren of Israel; we will pass over to Gibeah.’ And he said is 
unto his servant, ‘Come, and let us draw near to one of 
‘ these places to lodge all night, to Gibeah, or to Hamah.’ 
And they passed on and went their way; and the sun went it 
down upon them when they were by Gibeah, which be¬ 
longeth to Benjamin. And they turned aside thither, to is 
go in and to lodge in Gibeah. And when he went in, he 
sat him down in the broad place of the city; for there was 
no man that look them into his house to lodge. And, be- is 
hold, there came an old man from his work out of the field 
at evening, and the man was also of the hill country of 
Ephraim; and he sojourned in Gibeah; but the men of 
the place were Benjamites. And he lifted up his eyes, n 
and he saw the wayfaring man in the broad place of the 
city. And the old man said, ‘Whither goest thou] and 
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is ‘whence comest thonf And he said unto him, ‘AVc are 
‘ passing from Beth-lehem of Judah toward the side of the 
‘hill country of Ephraim; from thence am I. And I went 
‘ to Beth-lehem of Judah, hut I am now going to the house 
‘of Jehovah; and there is no man that receiveth me into 

is ‘ his house. Yet there is both straw and provender for our 
‘asses; and there is bread and wine also for me, and for 
‘ thy handmaid, and for the young man who is with thy 

20 ‘servants. There is no want of any thing.’ And the old 
man said, ‘Peace be with thee; only let all thy wants lie 

21 ‘ upon me; only lodge not in the broad place.’ So he brought 
him into his house, and gave provender unto the asses. And 
they washed their feet, and did eat and drink. 

22 Now as they wore making their hearts merry, behold, the 
men of the city, men who wore sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the door, and spake to the 
master of the house, the old man, saying, ‘ Bring forth the 
1 man that came into thine house, that we may know him.’ 

23 And the man, the master of the house, went out unto them, 
and said unto them, ‘ Nay, my brethren, I pray you, do not 
‘ so wickedly; seeing that this man is come into mine house, 

2 i 1 do not this folly. Behold, here is my daughter a maiden, 
‘and his concubine; let me bring them out, and humble 
‘ye them, and do with them what seemeth good, unto you; 

29 ‘ but unto this man do not so vile a thing.’ But the men 
weiuld not hearken to him. So the man took his concu¬ 
bine, and brought her forth unto them outside; and they 
knew her, and abused her all the night until the morning. 

26 And when the day began to spring, they let her go. Then 
came the woman in the dawn of the morning, and fell down 
at the doorway of the man’s house whore her lord was, till 

27 it was light. And her lord rose up in the morning, and 
opened the doors of the house, and went out to go his way; 
and, behold, the woman his concubine was fallen down at 
the doorway of the house, and her hands were upon the 

2s threshold. And he said unto her, ‘Up, and let us be going.’ 
But none answered. Then the man took her [body] up 
upon an ass, and the man rose up, and got him unto his 
place. 

29 And when he was come into his house, he took a knife, 
and laid hold on his concubine, and divided her, even to 
her bones, into twelve pieces, and sent her into all the 
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boundaries of Israel. And it was so, that all that saw so 
it said, ‘ There was no such deed done nor seen from the 
‘ day that the children of Israel came up out of tlio land 
‘ of Egypt unto this day. Consider of it, take advice, and 
‘ speak your minds.’ 

Then all the children of Israel went out, and the con- l 
gregation was assembled together as one man, from Dan 
even to Beer-shoba, with the land of Gilead, unto Jehovah 
in Mizpeh. And the chiefs of all the people, even of all » 
the tribes of Israel, presented themselves in the assembly 
of the people of God, four hundred thousand men on foot 
that drew sword. (Now the children of Benjamin heard a 
that the children of Israel were gone up to Mizpeh.) Then 
said the children of Israel, ‘Tell us, how was this wicked- 
‘nessl’ And the Levitc, the husband of the woman that i 
was killed, answered and said, ‘ I came into Gibeah that 
‘ belongeth to Benjamin, I and my concubine, to lodge. 

‘ And the men of Gibeah rose against me, and beset the s 
‘ house round about upon me by night, and thought to have 
‘slain me; and my concubine they forced, that she died. 

‘ And I took my concubine, and cut her in pieces, and sent 6 
‘her through every country of the inheritance of Israel; 

‘ for they have committed lewdness and folly in Israel 
‘Behold, ye are all children of Israel; give here your advice ~ 
‘and counsel.’ And all the people arose as one man, soy- s 
ing, ‘ We will not any of us go to his tent, neither will we 
‘ any of us turn into his house. But now this shall be the a 
‘ thing which wo will do to Gibeah, by lot against it; and 10 
‘ we will take ten men of an hundred throughout all the 
‘ tribes of Israel, and an hundred of a thousand, and a thou- 
‘ sand out of ten thousand, to fetch victuals for the people, 

‘ that they may do, when they come to Gibeah of Benjamin, 

‘ according to all the folly that they have wrought in Israel.’ ' 
So all the men of Israel were gathered against the city, n 
bound together as one man. 

And the tribes of Israel sent men through all the tribe 12 
of Benjamin, saying, ‘ What wickedness is this that is done 
‘among you? Now therefore deliver to us the men, the is 
‘children of Belial, who are in Gibeah, that we may put 
‘ them to death, and put away evil from Israel.’ But the 
children of Benjamin would not hearken to the voice of 
their brethren the children of Israel; and the children of 14 
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Benjamin gathered themselves together out of the cities 
unto Gibeah, to go out to battle against the children of 
is Israel. And the children of Benjamin were mustered at 
that time out of the cities twenty and six thousand men that 
drew the sword, beside the inhabitants of Gibeah, who were 
hi mustered seven hundred chosen men. Among all this people 
there were seven hundred chosen men left-handed; every 
it one could sling with a stone at an hair, and not miss. And 
tho men of Israel, beside Benjamin, were mustered four 
hundred thousand men that drew tho sword; all these were 
men of war. 

is And the children of Israel arose, and went up to Beth-el, 
and asked counsel of God, and said, ‘ Which of us shall 
‘go up first to battle against the children of Benjamin V 
10 And Jehovah said, ‘Judah shall go up first.’ And the 
children of Israel rose up in the morning, and encamped 

20 against Gibeah. And the men of Israel went out to battle 
against Benjamin; and the men of Israel put themselves 

21 in array to fight against them at Gibeah. And the children 
of Benjamin came forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed down 
to the ground that day twenty and two thousand men of 
the Israelites. 

‘is Then the people the men of Israel strengthened them¬ 
selves, and set their battle again in- array in the place where 

20 they had put themselves in array on the first day. And the 
children of Israel went up and wept before Jehovah until 
evening, and inquired of Jehovah, saying, ‘Shall I go up 
‘again to battle against the children of Benjamin my bro- 

2 1 ‘tlier?’ And Jehovah said, ‘ Go up against him.’ And the 
children of Israel came near against the children of Ben- 

2 o jam in on the second day. And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah on the second day, and destroyed down 
to the ground yet again eighteen thousand men of the 
children of Israel; all these drew tho sword. 

2n Then all the children of Israel, and all- the people, went 
up, and came to Beth -el, and wept, and sat there before Jeho¬ 
vah, and fasted that day until evening, and offered burnt 

27 offerings and peace offerings before Jehovah. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel inquired of Jehovah, (for the Ark of the 

28 Covenant of God was there in those days, and Phinehas, 
the son of Eleazar, tho son of Aaron, stood before it in those 
days,) saying, ‘ Shall I yet again go out to battle against 
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‘the children of Benjamin my brother, or shall I cease?’ 
And Jehovah said, ‘Go up; for to-morrow I will deliver 
‘ them into thine hand.’ And Israel set liers in wait round 20 
about Gibeah. And the children of Israel went up against so 
the children of Benjamin on the third day, and put them¬ 
selves in array against Gibeah, as at the other times. And si 
the children of Benjamin went out against the people, and 
were drawn away from the city; and they began to smite 
some of the people. And there were slain in the field about 
thirty men of Israel, as at the other times, in the highways, 
of which the one goeth up to Beth-el, and the other to 
Gibeah. And the children of Benjamin said, ‘They are sa 
‘smitten down before us, as at the first’ But the children 
of Israel said, ‘ Let us flee, and draw them away from the 
‘city unto the highways.’ 

And all the men of Israel rose up out of their place, and 33 
put themselves in array at Baal-tamar; and the liers in 
wait of Israel rushed forth out of their places, even out of 
the cave of Gibeah. And there came forward against 34 
Gibeah ten thousand men chosen out of all Israel And 
the battle was sore; but they knew not that evil was near 
them. And Jehovah smote Benjamin before Israel; and 35 
the children of Israel destroyed of the Benjamites that day 
twenty and five thousand andean hundred men; all these 
drew the sword. So the children of Benjamin saw that 3 « 
they were smitten. 

And the men of Israel gave place to the Benjamites, 
because they trusted unto the liers in wait which they had 
set beside Gibeah. And the liers in wait hastened, and 37 
rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers in wait drew themselves 
along, and smote all the city with the edge of the sword 
Now there was an appointed sign between the men of Israel ss 
and the liers in wait, that they should make a great burst¬ 
ing forth of smoke rise up out of the city. And when the 39 
men of Israel retired in the battle, Benjamin began to smite 
them; and there were slain of the men of Israel about thirty 
men; for they said, ‘Surely they are smitten down before 
‘us, as in the first battle.’ But when the bursting forth of 4 « 
the pillar of smoke began to rise up out of the city, the 
Benjamites looked behind them, and, behold, the whole of 
the city was going up to heaven. And when the men of 41 
Israel turned again, the men of Benjamin were amazed; 
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■is for they saw that evil was come upon them. Therefore they 
turned before the men of Israel unto the way of the desert. 
But the battle overtook them; and them who came out of 
13 the cities they destroyed in the midst of them. They in¬ 
closed the Benjamites round about, they chased them from 
the resting-place, and trod them down unto over against 
44 Gihcah toward the sunrising. And there fell of Benjamin 
4. r > eighteen thousand men; all these were men of valour. And 
they turned and fled toward the desert unto the rock of 
Iiimmon. And they gleaned of them in the highways five 
thousand men; and pursued hard after them unto Gidom, 
40 and slew two thousand men of them. So that all that fell 


that day of Benjamin were twenty and five thousand men 
4T that drew the sword; all these were men of valour. But 
six hundred men turned and fled to the desert unto the 


rock of Jtimmon, and abode in the rock of Iiimmon for four 
48 months. And the men of Israel turned again upon the 
children of Benjamin, and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, as well the men of the city, as the cattle, and all that 
came to hand. Also they set on fire all the cities that they 
came to. 


i Now the men of Israel had sworn in Mizpeh, saying, 
‘ There shall not any of us give his daughter unto Benjamin 
a ‘ to wife.’ And the people came to Beth-el, and abode there 
till evening before God, and lifted up their voices, and wept 
a sore; and said, ‘0 Jehovah God of Israel, why is this come 
‘to pass in Israel, that there should be to-day one tribe 
4 ‘lacking in Israeli’ And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people rose early, and built there an altar, and 
s offered burnt offerings and peace offerings. And the chil¬ 
dren of Israel said, ‘ Who is there among all the tribes of 
‘ Israel that came not up with the assembly unto Jehovah T 
For they had made a great oath against him that came not 
up to Jehovah to Mizpeh, saying, ‘He shall surely be put 
6 ‘ to death.’ And the children of Israel repented them for 
Benjamin their brother, and said, ‘There is one tribe cut 
T ‘ off from Israel this day. How shall we do for wives for 
‘them that remain, seeing we have sworn by Jehovah 
‘ that we will not give them any of our daughters to wives l’ 
s And they said, ‘ What one is there of the tribes of Israel 
‘that came not up to Mizpeh to Jehovahl’ And, behold, 
there came none to the camp from Jabesh in Gilead to the 
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assembly. For the people were mustered, and, behold, there e 
were none of the inhabitants of Jabesh in Gilead there. And hi 
the congregation sent thither twelve thousand men of the 
sons of valour, and commanded them, saying, ‘ Go and smite 
‘ the inhabitants of Jabesh in Gilead with the edge of the 
‘ sword, with the women and the little children. And this n 
‘ is the thing that ye shall do, Ye shall utterly destroy every 
‘ male, and every woman that hath lain by man.’ And they u 
found among the inhabitants of Jabesh in Gilead four 
hundred young maidens, that had known no man by lying 
with any male; and they brought them unto the camp to 
Shiloh, which is in the land of Canaan. And the whole ia 
congregation sent some to speak to the children of Benja¬ 
min that were at the rock of liimmon, and to call peaceably 
unto them. And Benjamin came again at that time. And w 
they gave them wives whom they had saved alive of the 
women of Jabesh in Gilead; and yet so they sufficed them 
not. 

And the people repented them for Benjamin, because u 
that Jehovah had made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 
Then the elders of the congregation said, ‘ How shall we n> 
‘ do for wives for them that remain, seeing the women are 
‘ destroyed out of Benjamin 1 ’ And they said, ‘ There must 
‘ be an inheritance for them that be escaped of Benjamin, 

1 that a tribe be not blotted out of Israel. Howbeit we may is 
‘not give them wives of our daughters; for the children of 
‘ Israel have sworn, saying, Cursed be he that giveth a wife 
‘ to Benjamin.’ Then they said, ‘ Behold, there is a feast is 
‘ of Jehovah yearly in Sliiloh, which is on the north side of 
‘ Beth-el, on the east side of the highway that goeth up from 
‘ Beth-el to Shechem, and on the south of Lebonah.’ There- 20 
fore they commanded the children of Benjamin, saying, 

‘ Go and lie in wait in the vineyards; and see, and, behold, si 
‘ if the daughters of Shiloh come out to dance in dances, 

‘ then-come ye out of the vineyards, and catch for yourselves 
‘ every man his wife of the daughters of Shiloh, and go to 
‘ the land of Benjamin. And it shall be, when their fathers si 
‘ or their brethren come unto us to complain, that we will 
‘ say unto them. Be favourable unto them for our sakes; 

‘ because we took not each man his wife in the war. For 
‘ ye did not give unto them; at that time, ye would have 
‘ been guilty.’ And the children of Benjamin did so, and 13 
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took them wives, according to their number, of them that 
danced, whom they caught; and they went and returned 
unto their inheritance, and huilt the cities, and dwelt in 
21 them. And the children of Israel departed thence at that 
time, every man to his tribe and to his family, and they went 
it out from thence every man to his inheritance. In those 
days there was no king in Israel; every man did that which 
was right in his own eyes. 


THE BOOK OF KUTH. 

1 VOW it came to pass in the days when the judges ruled, 

that there was a famine in the land. And a certain 
man of Bcth-lohem of Judah went to sojourn in the fields 

2 of Moab, he, and his wife, and his two sons. And the name 
of the man was Eliineleeh, and the name of his wife Naomi, 
and the name of his two sons Mahlon and Cliilion, Eplira- 
tliites of Bcth-lchem of Judah. And they came into the

And all the people that were n 
at the city gate, and the elders, said, ‘We are witnesses. 

‘ May Jehovah make the woman that is come into thine

‘ the house of Israel. And do thou worthily in Ephratah, 

‘ and may thy name be famous in Beth-lehem. And may u

1 of this young woman. ’ So Boaz took Ruth, and she was is 
his wife. And when he went in unto her, Jehovah gave 
her conception, and she bare a son.

And this man went up out of 
his city yearly to worship and to sacrifice unto Jehovah of 
hosts in Shiloh. A nd the two sons of Eli, Hoplini and 

4 Phinehas, the priests of Jehovah, were there. And when 
the time was that Elkanah sacrificed, he gave to Peninnah 
his wife, and to all her sons and her daughters, portions, 

s But unto Hannah he gave akleuble portion,;'for he loved

11 of soul, and prayed unto Jehovah, and wept sore. And she 
vowed a vow, and said, 1 0 Jehovah of hosts, if thou wilt 
‘ indeed look on the affliction of thine handmaid, and re- 
‘ member me, and not forget thine handmaid, but wilt give 
‘ unto thine handmaid a man child, then I will give him 
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‘unto Jcliovah all the days of his life, and there shall no 
‘ razor come upon his head.’ And it came to pass, as she 12 
continued praying before Jehovah, that Eli marked her 
mouth. Now Hannah, she spake in her heart; only her 13 
lips moved, but her voice was not heard; therefore Eli 
thought she had been drunken. And Eli said unto her, n

And they rose up in the morning early, and worshipped m 
before Jehovah, and returned, and came to their house at 
Baniah. And Elkanah knew Hannah his wife; and Jeho¬ 
vah remembered her. Wherefore it came to pass, when 20 
the time was come about after Hannah had conceived, that 
she bare a son, and called his name Samu el, [saying,] ‘ Be- 
‘ cause I have asked him of Jehovah. ’ And the man Elkanah, 21 
and all his house, went up to sacrifice unto Jehovah the 
yearly sacrifice, and his vow.

10 ‘The adversaries of Jehovah wrH-^e‘‘dismayed;

‘ And exaltjthe horn of his anointed.’ 

11 And Elkanah went to Ramah to his house. And tho child 
did minister unto Jehovah before Eli the priest. 

12 Now the sons of Eli were sons of Belial; they knew not

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that, when any man sacrificed a sacrifice, the priest’s servant 
came, while the flesh was boiling, with a fleshhook of three 
teeth in his hand; and he struck it into the pan, or kettle, u 
or caldron, or pot; all that the fleshhook brought up the 
priest took for himself. So they did in Shiloh unto all the 
Israelites that came thither. Also before they burnt the is 
fat for incense, the priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed, ‘ Give flesh to roast for the priest; for 
‘ he will not have boiled flesh of thee, but raw.’ And if 16 
any man said unto him, ‘ Let them not fail to bum the fat 
‘ for incense at once, and then take as much as thy soul 
‘desireth;’ then he would answer him, ‘Nay; but thou 
‘ shalt give it me now; and if not, I will take it by force.’ 
Wherefore the sin of the young men was very great before n 
Jehovah; for men abhorred to make the offering to Jehovah. 

But Samuel ministered before Jehovah, while a child, is 
girded with a linen Ephod [or priestly dress]. Moreover n> 
his mother made him a little cloak, and brought one to him 
from year to year, when she came up with her husband to 
sacrifice the yearly sacrifice. 

And Eli blessed Elkanah and his wife, and said, ‘ May 20 
‘Jehovah give thee seed of this woman in place of that 
‘ asked for, which is lent to Jehovah.’ And they went unto 
their own home. And Jehovah visited Hannah, so that 21 
she conceived, and bare three sons and two daughters. And 
the child Samuel grew before Jehovah. 

Now Eli was very old, and heard all that his sons did 22 
unto all Israel; anc} how they lay with the women that 
assembled at the dooVw ay of the Appoint e d T e a t. And he 23 
said unto them, ‘ Why do ye do such things 1 For I hear 
‘ of your evil dealings by all this people. Nay, my sons; u 
‘ for it is no good report that I hear. Ye make Jehovah’s 
‘ people to transgress. If one man sin against another, 25 
‘God inax-acipui, him; but if a man sin against Jehovah, 
‘who shall en^taaFfor him)’ Notwithstanding, they heark¬ 
ened not unto the voice of their father, because it was the 
wish of Jehovah to slay them. And the child Samuel grew sg 
on, and was in favour both with Jehovah and also with 
men. 

And there came a man of God unto Eli, and said unto 27 
him, ‘Thus saith Jehovah, Did I plainly appear unto the 
‘ house of thy father, when they were in Lower Egypt in 
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26 ‘Pharaoh’s house? And did I choose him out of all the 
‘ tribes of Israel to be my priest, to offer upon mine altar, to 
1 burn incense, to wear an Ephod before me ? And did I 
‘give unto the house of thy father all the offerings made 
29 ‘by fire of the children of Israel? Wherefore kick ye at

2 divine visions were not frequent. And it came to pass at 
that time, when Eli was laid down in his place, and his 

3 eves began to be weak, that ho could not see; and before 
the lamp of God went out, and Samuel was laid down to 
sleep in the temple of Jehovah, where the Ark of God was; 

4 that Jehovah called unto Samuel. And he answered, ‘ Here 

s ‘I am.’ And he ran unto Eli, and said, ‘Here I am; for 

‘ thou calledst me.’ And he said, ‘ I called not; lie down 
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‘again.’ And lie went and lay down. And Jehovah called # 
yet again, ‘ Samuel.’ And Samuel arose and went to Eli, 
and said, ‘ Here I am; for thou didst call me.’ And he 
answered, 1 1 called not, my son; lie down again.’ Now T 
Samuel did not yet know Jehovah, neither was the word 
of Jehovah yet revealed unto him. And Jehovah called 8 
Samuel again the third time. And he arose and went to 
Eli, and said, ‘Here I am; for thou didst call me.’ And 
Eli perceived that Jehovah had called the child There- » 
fore Eli said unto Samuel, ‘Go, lie down; and it shall be, 

‘if He call thee, that thou shalt say, Speak, 0 Jehovah; 

1 for thy servant hearetk.’ So Samuel went and lay down 
in his place. And Jehovah came, and stood, and called as io 
at other times, ‘Samuel, Samuel.’ Then Samuel answered, 
‘Speak; for thy servant hearetk.’ And Jehovah said to it 
Samuel, ‘ Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, at which both 
‘ the ears of every one that keareth it shall tingle. In that n 
‘day I will perform against Eli all things which I have 
‘ spoken concerning his house, from beginning to end 
‘ For I have told him that I will judge his house for ever is 
‘ for the iniquity which he knoweth; because his sons made 
‘ themselves vile, and he frowned not on them. And there- 14 
‘ fore I have sworn unto the house of Eli, that the iniquity 
‘ of Eli’s house shall not be purged by sacrifice nor meal 
‘offering for ever.’ 

And Samuel lay until the morning, and then he opened is 
the doors of the House of Jehovah. And Samuel feared 
to shew Eli the vision. Then Eli called Samuel, and said, is 
‘ Samuel, my son.’ And he answered, ‘ Here I am.' And it 
he said, ‘ What is the thing that hath been spoken unto 
‘thee? I pray thee hide it not from me. God do so to 
‘ thee, and more also, if thou hide a word from me of all 
‘ the things that were spoken unto thee.’ And Samuel told is 
him every word, and hid nothing from him. And he said, 

‘ It is Jehovah Let him do what seemeth him good.’ 

And Samuel grew, and Jehovah was with him; and he is 
did let none of his words fall to the ground. And all Israel so 
from Dan even to Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was esta¬ 
blished to be a prophet of Jehovah And Jehovah con- si 
tinued to appear in Shiloh; for Jehovah revealed himself 
to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of Jehovah; and the word l 
of Samuel came to all Israel. 
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Now Israel went out against the Philistines to battle, 
and pitched beside Ebcn-ezcr; and the Philistines pitched 
s in Aphek. And theTdiilistines put themselves in array 
against Israel; and when they joined battle, Israel was 
smitten before the Philistines. And there were slain of 
the army in the field about four thousand men. 
s And when the people were come into the camp, the elders 
of Israel said, ‘Wherefore hath Jehovah smitten us to-day 
‘ before the Philistines 1 Let us fetch the Ark of the Cove- 
‘nant of Jehovah out of Shiloh unto us, that, when it 
‘ comoth among us, it may save us out of the grasp of our 

4 1 enemies.’ So the people sent to Shiloh, and they brought 
from thence the Ark of the Covenant of Jehovah of hosts, 
who dwelleth between the cherubs. And the two sons 
of Eli, Hoplini and Phinehas, were there with the Ark of 

5 the Covenant of God. And when the Ark of the Covenant 
of Jehovah came into the camp, all Israel shouted with a 

6 great shout, so that the earth rang again. And when the 
Philistines heard the noise of the shout, they said, ‘What 
‘ mcaneth the noiso of this great shout in the camp of the 
‘ Hebrews V And they understood that the Ark of Jeho- 

" vah was come into the camp. And the Philistines were 
afraid, for they said, ‘ God is come into the camp.’ And they 
said, ‘Woe unto us! for there hath not been such a thing 
8 ‘heretofore. Woe unto us! -who shall deliver us out of the 
‘hand of these mighty Gods'! These are the Gods that 
‘ smote the Egyptians with all the plagues in the desert, 
o ‘ Be strong, and acquit yourselves like men, 0 ye Philis- 
‘ tines, that ye be not servants unto the Hebrews, as they 
‘ have been servants unto you. Acquit yourselves like men, 
id ‘and fight.’ And the Philistines fought, and Israel was 
smitten, and they fled every man to his tent. And there 
was a very great slaughter; for there fell of Israel thirty 
ii thousand men on foot. And the Ark of God was taken; 

and the two sons of Eli, Ilophni and Phinehas, wore slain, 
is And there ran a man of Benjamin out of the army, and 
came to Shiloh the same day with his clothes rent, and 
13 with earth upon his head. And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a seat by the wayside watching; for his heart trem¬ 
bled for the Ark of God. And when the man came into 
ii the city, and told it, all the city cried out. And when Eli 
heard the noise of the crying, he said, ‘ What meaneth the 
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‘ noise of this tumult ?’ And the man came in hastily, and 
told Eli. Now Eli was ninety and eight years old; and is 
his eyes were fisM, and he could not see. And the man is 
said uuto Eli, ‘ I am he that came out of the army, and I 
‘fled to-day out of the army.’ And he said, ‘ What is there 
‘done, my son V And the messenger answered and said, it 
‘ Israel is fled before the Philistines, and there hath been 
‘ also a great slaughter among the people, and thy two sons 
‘also, Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, and the Ark of God 
‘is taken.’ And it came to pass, when he made mention is 
to him of the Ark of God, that he fell from off the seat 
backward by the side of the city gate, and his neck broke, 
and he died. For he was an old man, and heavy. And 
he had judged Israel for forty years. 

And his daughter in la w, Phinehas’ wife, was with child, 19 
near to be delivered. And when she heard the tidings that 
the Ark of God was taken, and that her father in law and 
her husband were dead, she bowed herself and travailed; 
for her pains came upon her. And about the time of her 20 
death, the women that stood by her said unto her, ‘ Fear 
‘not; for thou hast borne a son.' But she answered not, 
neither did she give her heart to it. And she named the 21 
child I-chabod [or No-glory], saying, ‘ The glory is departed 
'•'from Israel;’ because the Ark of God was taken, and be¬ 
cause of her father in law and her husband. And she said, 22 
‘The glory is departed from Israel; for the Ark of God is 
‘ taken.’ 

And the Philistines took the Ark of God, and brought 1 
it from Eben-ezer unto Ashdod. When the Philistines 2 
took the Ark of God, they brought it into the house of 
Dagon [or the Fish-god], and set it by the side of Dagon. 
And when the men of Ashdod arose early on the morrow, s 
behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face to the earth before 
the Ark of Jehovah. And they took Dagon, and set him 
in his place again. And when they arose early on the 4 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was fallen upon his face 
to the ground before the Ark of Jehovah; and the head of 
Dagon and both the palms of his hands were cut off upon 
the threshold; only the fishy part was left to him. There- 5 
fore neither the priests of Dagon, nor any that come into 
Dagon’s house, tread on the threshold of Dagon in Ashdod 
unto this day. 't, • . r _ , 
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<i And the hand of Jehovah was heavy upon the men of 
Aslidod, and he destroyed them, and smote them with 

7 swellings, even Ashdod and the boundaries thereof. And 
when the men of Ashdod saw that it was so, they said, 
‘ The Ark of the God of Israel shall not abide with us. For 

8 4 his hand is hard upon us, and upon Dagon our god.’ They 
sent therefore and gathered all the lords of the Philistines 
unto them, and said, ‘What shall we do with the Ark of 
4 the God of Israeli' And they answered, 4 Let Gath carry 
‘ about the Ark of the God of Israel.’ And they carried 

9 the Ark of the God of Israel about. And it was so, that, 
after they had carried it about, the hand of Jehovah was 
against the city with a very great trouble. And he smote 
the men of the city, both small and great, and swellings 

to broke out upon them. Therefore they sent away the Ark 
of God to Ekron. 

And it came to pass, as the Ark of God came to Ekron, 
that the Ekronites cried out, saying, ‘They have carried 
‘ about the Ark of the God of Israel unto us, to slay us and 
n ‘ our people.’ So they sent and gathered together all the 
lords of the Philistines, and said, ‘ Send away the Ark of 
‘ the God of Israel, and let it go again to its own place, that 
‘ it slay us not, and our people.’ For there was a deadly 
trouble throughout all the city; the hand of God was very 
12 heavy there. And the men that died not were smitten with 
the swellings; and the cry of the city went up to heaven. 
i And the Ark of Jehovah was in the country of the Phi- 
9 listines for seven months. And the Philistines called for 
the priests and the diviners, saying, ‘ What shall we do to 
‘ the Ark of Jehovah? Tell us wherewith we shall send it 
3 ‘to its own place.’ And they said, ‘If ye send away the 
‘Ark of the God of Israel, send it not empty; but in any 
‘wise return to him a guilt offering. Then ye shall be 
1 healed, and it shall be known to you why His hand was 
■i ‘ not removed from you.’ Then said they, ‘ What shall be 
‘the guilt offering which we shall return to him?’ They 
answered, ‘ According to the number of the lords of the 
‘ Philistines, five golden swellings, and five golden mice; 
5 ‘ for one plague is on you all, and on your lords. Where- 
‘ fore ye shall make images of your swellings, and images 
‘of your mice that mar the land; and ye shall give glory 
‘ unto the God of Israel. Peradventure he will lighten his 
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‘ hand from off yon, and from off your gods, and from off 
‘ your land. Wherefore then do ye harden your hearts, os o 
‘ the Egyptians and Pharaoh hardened their hearts 1 When 
‘ lie had wrought wonderfully among them, did they not 
‘ let the people go, and they departed! Now therefore make 7 
‘ a new cart, and take two milk cows, on which there hath 
‘ come no yoke, and tie the cows to the cart, and bring their 
‘ calves home from them. And take the Ark of Jehovah, 8 
‘and lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels of gold, which 
‘ ye return him for a guilt offering, in a coffer by the side 
* thereof; and send it away, that it may go. And see, if it i> 
‘ goetli up hy the way of its own houndary to Beth-shemesh, 

‘ then He hath done us this great evil. But if not, then 
‘ we shall know that it is not His hand that smote us; it 
‘ was a chance that happened to us.’ 

And the men did so ; and took two milk cows, and tied n> 
them to the cart, and shut up their calves at home. And n 
they laid the Ark of Jehovah upon the cart, and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the images of their boils. And n 
the cows took tho straight way to the way of Beth-shemesh, 
and wont along the ono highway, lowing as they went, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or to the left; and the 
lords of the Philistines went after them unto the boundary 
of Beth-shemesh. And the men of Beth-shemesh were 13 
reaping their wheat harvest in the valley; and they lifted 
up their eyes, and saw the Ark, and rejoiced to see it. And u 
the cart came into the field of Joshua, a Beth-shemitc, and 
stood there, where there was a great stone. And they cut 
up the wood of the cart, and ottered the cows as a burnt 
offering unto Jehovah. And the Levites took down tho is 
Ark of Jehovah, and the coffer that was witli it, wherein 
the jewels of gold were, and put them on the great stone. 
And the men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt offerings and 
sacrificed sacrifices the same day unto Jehovah. And when io 
the five lords of the Philistines had seen it, they returned 
to Ekron the same day. 

And these are the golden boils which the Philistines i< 
returned for a guilt offering unto Jehovah; for Aslrdod one, 
for Gaza one, for Askalon one, for Gath one, for Ekron one; 
and the golden mice, according to the number of all the is 
cities of the Philistines belonging to the five lords, both of 
fenced cities, and of country villages. And the great stone 
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o£-Abol, whereon they set down the Ark of Jehovah, is a 
witness unto this day in the field of Joshua, the Beth- 
shemite. 

id And Jehovah smote the men of Beth-shemesh, because 
they had looked into the Ark of Jehovah, even he smote 
of the people fifty thousand and threescore and ten men. 
And the people lamented, because Jehovah had smitten 
2 D many of the people with a great slaughter. And the men 
of Beth-shemesh said, ‘ Who is able to stand before Jeho- 
‘ vah this holy God t And to whom shall he go up from us 1 ’ 
-i And they sent messengers to the inhabitants of the City of 
Jearim [or the Forests], saying, ‘The Philistines have 
‘brought again the Ark of Jehovah. Come ye down, and 
‘ fetch it up to yourselves.! m 

i And the men of the tSh^ef Jearim came, and fetched up 
the Ark of Jehovah, and brought it into the house of Abina- 
dab on the hill; and they sanctified Tlleazar his son to keep 
c the Ark of Jehovah. And it came to pass, while the Ark 
abode in the City of Jearim, that the days were many; for 
it tvas twenty years; and all the house of Israel lamented 
after Jehovah. 

a And Samuel spake unto all the house of Israel, saying, 

‘ If ye do return unto Jehovah witlyill your hearts, and put 
‘ away the strange gods and Ashtwrgfli from among you, and 
‘ prepare your hearts unto Jehovah, and serve him alone ; 

‘ then he will deliver you out of the hand of the Philis- 
t ‘tines.’ Jhen the children of Israel did put away.Baakand 
5. Ashtarotli, and served Jehovah alone. And Samuel said, 

‘ Gather all Israel to Mizpeh, and I will pray for you unto 

6 ‘ Jehovah.’ And they gathered themselves together to Miz- 
peh, and drew water, and poured it out before Jehovah, 
and fasted on that day, and said there, ‘ We have sinned 
‘ against Jehovah.’ And Samuel judged the children of Israel 
in Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard that the children of Israel 
were gathered together to Mizpeh, the lords of the Philis¬ 
tines went up against Israel. And when the children of 

s Israel heard it, they were afraid of the Philistines. And 
the children of Israel said to Samuel, ‘ Cease not to cry 
‘unto Jehovah our God for us, that he will save us out of 
9 ‘the hand of the Philistines.’ And Samuel took a sucking 
lamb, and offered it for a whole burnt offering unto Jehovah. 
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And Samuel cried unto Jehovah on behalf of Israel; and 
Jehovah answered him. And as Samuel was offering up the 10 
burnt offering, the Philistines drew near to battle against 
Israel. But Jehovah thundered with a great noise on that 
day upon the Philistines, and discomfited them; and they 
were smitten before Israel. And the men of Israel went it 
out of Mizpeh, and pursued the Philistines, and smote them, 
until they came under Beth-car. Then Samuel took a stone, 12 
and set it between Mizpeh and Shen, and called the name 
of it Eben-ezer [or Stone of Help], saying, 1 Hitherto hath 
‘ Jehovah helped us.’ 

So the Philistines were subdued, and they came no more is 
within the boundary of Israel. And the hand of Jehovah 
was against the Philistines all the days of SamueL And n 
the cities which the Philistines had taken from Israel were 
restored to Israel, from Ekron even unto Gath; and the 
boundaries thereof did Israel deliver out of the hands of 
the Philistines. And there was peace between Israel and 
the Amorites. 

And Samuel judged Israel all the days of his life. And 15 
he went from year to year in circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, is 
and Mizpeh, and judged Israel in all those places. And his 17 
return was to Ramah; for there was his house. And there 
he judged Israel; and there he built an altar unto Jehovah. 

And it came to pass, when Samuel was old, that he made 1 
his sons judges over Israel. Now the name of his firstborn 2 
was Joel; and the name of his second, Abiah. They were 
judges in Beer-sheba. And his sons walked not in his ways, s 
but turned aside after lucre, and took bribes, and perverted 
judgment. Then all the elders of Israel gathered them- < 
selves together, and came to Samuel unto Hamah, and said s 
unto him, ‘ Behold, thou art old, and thy sons walk not in 
‘ thy ways. Now make us a king to judge us like all the 
‘ nations.’ But the thing was evil in the eyes of Samuel, s 
when they said, ‘ Give us a king to judge us.’ And Samuel 
prayed unto Jehovah. And Jehovah said unto Samuel, 7 
‘ Hearken unto the voice of the people in all that they say 
‘ unto thee. For they have not rejected thee, but they have 
‘ rejected me, that I should not reign over them. Accord- s 
‘ing to all the works which they have done hincfe the day 
‘ that I brought them up out of Egypt even unto this day, 

* wherewith they have forsaken me, and served other gods, 
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9 ‘so do they also unto thee. Now therefore hearken unto 
1 their voice. Howbeit yet protest solemnly unto them, and 
‘ shew them the manner of the king that will reign over 
‘ them.’ 

And Samuel told all the words of Jehovah unto the 
ii people that asked of him a king. And he said, ‘This will 
‘ be the manner of the king that will reign over you. He 
‘ will take your sons, and appoint them for himself, for his 
‘ chariots, and to be his horsemen; and some shall run before 
i- ‘ his chariots. And ho will appoint for himself captains 
‘ over thousands, and captains over fifties; and will take 
‘ some to plough his ground, and to reap his harvest, and to 
1 make his instruments of war, and instruments of his cha- 
l.i ‘riots. And he will take your daughters to be ointment- 
ii ‘ makers, and to be cooks, and to be bakers. And he will 
1 take your fields, and your vineyards, and your olivoyards, 
‘ even the best of them, and give them to his servants, 
i j ‘ And he will take the tenth of y our seed, and of your vine- 
‘ yards, and give to his charnberlaihs, and to his servants, 
if ‘ And ho will take your men-servants, and your maid-ser- 
‘ vants, and your goodliest young men, and your asses, and 
n * put them to his work. He will take the tenth of your 
la ‘ sheep. And ye will be his servants. And ye will cry out 
‘ in that day because of your king which ye shall have 
‘ chosen for yourselves; and Jehovah will not answer you 
19 ‘ in that day.’ Nevertheless the people refused to obey the 
voice of Samuel; and they said, ‘ Nay; but we will have a 
1 king over us; that we also may he like all the nations; and 
‘ that our king may judge us, and go out before us, and 
'ii ‘light our battles.’ And Samuel heard all the words of 
the people, and he rehearsed them in the ears of Jehovah. 
99 And Jehovah said to Samuel, ‘ Hearken unto their voice, 
* and make them a king.’ And Samuel said unto the men 
of Israel, ‘ Go ye every man unto his city.’ 
i Now there was a man of Benjamin, whose name was 
Ivish, the son of Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Becho- 
ratli, the son of Aphiah, -the-so n of a man » Jami nit e .[or 
s a Benjamite], a warrior of valour. And he had a son, whose 
name was Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly; and 
there was not among the children of Israel a goodlier man 
than he. From his shoulders and upward he was higher 
3 than any of the people. And the asses of Kish Saul’s father 
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were lost And Kish said to Saul his son, ‘ Take now one 
‘ of the servants with thee, and arise, go seek the asses.’ 

And he passed through the hill country of Ephraim, and * 
passed through the laud of Shalisha, but they found them 
not. Then they passed through the land of Shalim, and 
there .they were not And he passed through the land of 
th&'JiniHMtes, but they found them not. And when they 5 
were come to the land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant 
that was with him, ‘ Come, and let us return; lest my father 
‘ leave caring for the asses, and fear for us.’ And he said s 
unto him, ‘ Behold now, there is in this city a man of God, 

‘ and he is a man to be honoured. All that he saith cometh 
‘surely to pass. How let us go thither; peradventure he 
‘ can shew us our way that we should go.’ Then said Saul " 
to his servant, ‘ But, behold, if we go, what shall we bring 
‘ the man? For the bread is spent in our vessels, and there 
‘ is not a present to bring to the man of God. What have 
‘ we! ’ And the servant answered Saul agaid, and said, 6 
‘ Behold, I have here in my hand the fourth part of a She- 
‘ kel of silver. That will I give to the man of God, to tell 
‘ us our way.’ (Beforetime in Israel, when a man went to » 
inquire of God, thus he spake, ‘ Come, and let us go to the 
‘ seer;’ for a Prophet of to-day was beforetime called a 
Seer.) Then said Saul to his servant, ‘Well said; come, 10 
‘let us go.’ So they went unto the city where the man 
of God was. 

And as they went up the hill-road to the city, they found n 
young maidens going out to draw water, and said unto them, 

1 Is the seer here)’ And they answered them, and 6aid, 12 
‘ He is. Behold, he is’ before you. Make haste now, for 
‘ he came to-day to the city; for there js a sacrifice of the 
‘ people to-day on the^High-El aoo' Altar] , As soon as 13 
‘ ye be come into the city, ye shall straightway find him, 

‘ before he go up to tho HigirPfafcTo eat For the people 
‘ will not eat until he come, because he doth bless the sacri- 
‘ fice; and afterwards they that be bidden eat. How there- 
‘ fore get you up; for about this time ye will find him.’ 
And they went up into the city. And when they were n 
come into the city, behold, Samuel came out against them, 
for to go up to the High_Elace. 

How Jehovah had told Samuel in his ear a day before " 
Saul came, saying, ‘ To-morrow about this time I will send 10 
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‘thee a man out of jrheHand of Benjamin, and thou shalt 
‘anoint him to be/eaptMu" fiver my people Israel, that he 
‘ may save my people out of the hand of the Philistines. 
‘Por I have looked upon my people, because their cry is 
l" ‘come unto me.’ And when Samuel saw Saul, Jehovah 
said unto him, ‘Behold the man whom I spake to thee of! 
is ‘ This same shall rule over my people.’ Then Saul drew 
near to Samuel in the city gate, and said, ‘ Tell me, I pray 
to ‘thee, where the seer’s house is.’ And Samuel answered 
Saul, and said, ‘ I am the seer. Go up before me unto the 
‘High Place. For ye shall eat with me to-day, and to- 
‘ morrow I will let thee go, and will tell thee all that is in 
so ‘ thine heart. And as for thine asses that were lost three 
‘ days ago, set not thy heart on them; for they are found. 
‘And on whom is all the desire of Israel? Is it not on 
21 ‘ thee, and on all thy father’s house?’ And Saul answered 
and said, ‘Am not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of the 
‘ tribes of Israel? and my family the least of all the fami¬ 
lies of the tribe of Benjamin? Wherefore then speakest 
— ‘thou so to me?’ And Samuel took Saul and his servant, 
and brought them into the parlour, and gave to them a 
place at thu head of them that were bidden, who were about 
23 thirty men. And Samuel said unto the cook, ‘ Bring the 
‘ portion which I gave thee, of which I said unto thee, Set 
2 i ‘it by thee.’ And the cook took up the shoulder, and that 
which rvas upon it, and set it before Saul. And [Samuel] 
said, ‘ Behold that which is left! Set it before thee, and eat. 
‘ For unto this appointed time hath it been kept for thee 
* since I said, I have invited the people.’ So Saul did eat 
with Samuel that day. ( 

25 And when they wore come down from the Higt-Plaee 
into the city, r lie communed with Saul upon the top of the 

26 house; And-tlio y' t U ' o ad ea r ly. And it came to pass as day¬ 
break arose, that Samuel called to Saul on the top of the 
house, saying, ‘ Up, that I may send thee away.’ And Saul 
arose, and they went out both of them, he and Samuel, 
abroad. And as they were going down to the end of the 
city, Samuel said to Saul, ‘ Bid the servant pass on before 
‘ us,’ (and he passed on,) ‘ but stand thou still a while, that 
‘ I may shew thee the word of God.’ 

i Then Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured it upon his 
head, and kissed him, and said, ‘ Is it not that J ehovah 
2 i 
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‘hath anointed thee to be captaui over his inheritance) 

‘ When thou art departed from me to-day, then thou shalt s 
‘ find two men by Rachel's sepulchre in the border of Ben- 
‘jamin at Zelzah; and they will say unto thee, The asses 
‘ which thou wentest to seek are found; and, lo, thy father 
‘ hath left the care of the asses, and feareth for you, saying, 

‘ What shall I do for my son ? Then shalt thou go on for- 3 
‘ ward from thence and beyond; and thou shalt come to the 
‘oak of Tabor, and there shall meet thee three men going 
‘ up to God to Beth-el, one carrying three kids, and another 
‘ carrying three circular loaves of bread, and another carry- 
1 ing a bottle of wine. And they will salute thee, and give i 
‘thee two loaves of bread; which thou shalt receive from . 
‘their hands. After that thou shalt come to (the hill) of < 
‘ God, where is the garHsbn of the Philistines. And it 
‘ shall come to pass, when thou art come thither to the city, 

‘ that thou wilt meet a companv of prophets coming down 
‘ from the High Pl a ce with a psaltery, and a tfmbrel, and a 
‘ pip*?, ‘and a harp, before them; and they will prophesy; 
‘and the spirit of Jehovah will come upon thee, and thou s 
‘ wilt prophesy with them, and wilt be turned into another 
‘ man. And let it be, when these signs are come unto thee, " 
‘that thou do as thine hand shall find; for God is with 
‘ thee. And thou shalt go down before me to Gilgal; and, 8 
‘ behold, I will come down unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, 

‘ and to sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings. Seven days 
‘ shalt thou tarry, till I come to thee, and shew thee what 
‘ thou shalt do.’ 


And it was so, that when he had turned his back to go » 
from Samuel, God gave'him another heart; and all those 
signs came to pass that day. And when they came thither io 
to the hill, behold, a company of prophets met him. And 
the spirit of God came upon him, and he prophesied among 
them. And it came to pass, when all that knew him before- n 
time saw that, behold, he prophesied among the prophets, 
then the people said one to another, ‘ What is this that is 
‘ come unto the son of Kish? Is Saul also among the pro- 
‘phets?’ And one of the same place answered and said,‘But >3 
‘ who is tHfelr father?’ Therefore it became a proverb, ‘Is 
‘ Saul also among the prophets ?’ 

And when he had made an end of prophesying, he came 14 
t o th o High Place . And Saul's uncle said unto him and 14 
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to Ids servant, ‘ Whitlrer went yet’ And he said, ‘To seek 
1 the asses; and when we saw that they were no where, we 
is ‘ eame to Samuel.’ And Saul’s uncle said, ‘Tell me, I pray 
id ‘ thee, what Samuel said unto you.’ And Saul said unto 
his uncle, ‘ He told us plainly that the asses were found.’ 
Hut of the matter of the kingdom, he told him not what 
Samuel had said. 

u And Samuel called the people together unto Jehovah to 
ie Mizpeh. And he said unto the children of Israel, ‘ Thus 
‘ saith Jehovah the God of Israel, I brought up Israel out 
‘ of Lower Egypt, and delivered you out of the hand of tho 
‘ Egyptians, and out of the hand of all kingdoms, and of 
io ‘them that oppressed you. And ye have this day rejected 
‘ your God, who himself saved you out of all your evils and 
‘ your troubles; and ye have said unto him, Nay, but set a 
‘ king over us. Now therefore present yourselves before 

20 ‘Jehovah by your tribes, and by your thousands.’ And 
when Samuel had caused all tho tribes of Israel to come 

21 near, tho tribe of Benjamin was taken. When he had 
caused the tribe of Benjamin to come near by their families, 
the family of Matri was taken, and Saul the son of Kish 
was taken; and when they sought him, he could not be 

22 found. Therefore they inquired of Jehovah further, if the 
man should yet come thither. And Jehovah answered, 

-■i ‘ Behold, he hath hidden himself among the baggage.’ And 
they ran and fetched him thence. And when ho stood 
among the people, he was higher than any of the people 
2i from his shoulders and upward. And Samuel said to all 
the people, ‘ See ye him whom Jehovah hath chosen, that 
‘there is nono like him among all the people!’ And all 
25 the people shouted, and said, ‘ May the king live.’ Then 
Samuel told the people the manner of the kingdom, and 
wrote it in'a book, and laid it up before Jehovah. And 
Samuel sent all tho people away, every man to his house, 
so And Saul also yvent home to Gibeah; and there went with 
-■ him-a b ai i t T uf men, whose hearts God had touched. But 
the sons of Belial said, ‘ How shall this man save usl’ And 
they despised him, and brought him no presents. ^But he 
was as though, he heard.not. > >. ' 

l -Xhen'Nahash the Ammonite came up, and encamped 
against Jabesh in Gilead. And all the men of Jahesh said 
unto Naliash, ‘Make a covenant with us, and we will serve 
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‘ thee.’ And Hahash the Ammonite answered them, ‘ On a 
‘ this condition will I make a covenant with you, that I 
‘ may thrust out all your right eyes, and that I lay it lor a 
‘ reproach upon all Israel.’ And the elders of Jabesh said 3 
unto him, ‘ Give us seven days’ respite, that we may send 
‘messengers unto all the boundaries of Israel; and then, 

‘ if there bo no man to save us, wo will come out to thee.’ 
.(•/Then came the messengers to Gibeah of Saul, and told 4 
the tidings in the ears of the people. And all the people 
lifted up their voices, and wept. And, behold, Saul was 3 
coming after the herd out of the field. And Saul said, 

‘ What aileth the people that they weep?’ And they told 
him the tijjiyjs of the men of Jabesh. And the spirit of « 
God camcMipon Saul when he heard those tidings, and his 
anger was kindled greatly. And he took a yoke of oxen, ^ 
and hewed them in pieces, and sent them throughout all 
the boundaries of Israel by the hands of messengers, saying, 

‘ Whosoever cometh not forth after Said and after Samuel, 

‘ so shall it be done unto his oxen.’ And the fear of Jeho¬ 
vah fell on the people, and they came out as one man. 
And when he mustered them in Bezek, the children of s 
Israel were three hundred thousand, and the men of Judah 
thirty thousand. And they said unto the messengers that o 
came, ‘ Thus shall ye say unto the men of Jabesh in Gilead, 

‘ To-morrow, by the time the sun is hot, ye shall have help.’ 
And the messengers came and shewed it to the men of 
Jabesh. And they were glad. Therefore the men of Jahesh io 
said, ‘ To-morrow we will come out unto you, and ye shall 
‘do with us all that is good in your eyes.’ And it was so u 
on the morrow, that Shul put the people in three com¬ 
panies. And they came into the midst of the camp in the 
morning watch, and slew the Ammonites until the heat of 
the day. And it came to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of them were not left together. 

And the people said unto Samuel, ‘ Who is he that said, is 
‘Shall Saul reign over us? Bring the men, that we may 
‘ put them to death.’ And Saul said, ‘ There shall not a is 
‘ man be put to death this day; for to-day Jehovah hath 
‘ wrought salvation in Israel.’ 

Then said Samuel to the people, ‘ Come, and let us go ir 
‘ to Gilgal, and renew the kingdom there.' And all the n 
people went to Gilgal; and there they made Saul king 
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before Jehovah in Gilgal; and there they sacrificed sacri¬ 
fices of peace offerings before Jehovah. And there Saul 
and all the men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 

1 And Samuel said unto all Israel, ‘liehold, I have heark- 
‘ened unto your voice in all that ye said unto me, and have 

2 ‘ made a king over you. And now, behold, the king walketh 
‘ before you. And I am old and greyheaded; and, behold, 
‘ my sons are with you. And I have walked before you 

s ‘from my childhood unto this day. Behold, here I am. 
‘Witness against me before Jehovah, and before his anointed. 
‘Whose ox have I taken? or whose ass have I taken? or 
‘ whom have I defrauded? whom have I oppressed? or from 
‘ whose hand have I received any bribe to blind mine eyes 
* ‘therewith? and I will restore it you.’ And they said, 
‘ Thou hast not defrauded us, nor oppressed us, neither hast 
5 ‘ thou taken aught from any man’s hand.’ And he said 
unto them, ‘Jehovah is witness against you, and his anointed 
‘ is witness this day, that ye have not found aught in my 
c ‘hand.’ And they answered, ‘ lie is witness.’ And Samuel 
said unto the people, ‘It is Jehovah that made Moses 
‘ and Aaron, and that brought your fathers up out of the 
7 ‘land of Lower Egypt. Now therefore stand still, that I 
‘ may reason with you before Jehovah of all the righteous 
‘acts of Jehovah, which he did to you and to your fathers, 
s ‘ When Jacob was come into L ower Egypt, and your fathers 
‘ cried unto Jehovah, then Jehovah sent Moses and Aaron, 
‘ who brought forth your fathers out of L o w er Egypt, and 
9 ‘ made them to dwell in this place. And when they forgot 
‘Jehovah their God, he sold them into the hand of Sisera, 
‘ captain of the host of Hazor, and into the hand of the Phi- 
‘ listines, and into the hand of the king of Mo»b, and they 

10 ‘ fought against them. And they cried unto Jehovah, and 
‘ said, Wo have sinned, because wo have forsaken J ehovah, 
‘ and have served Baal and Ashtaroth. But now deliver us 

11 ‘ out of the hand of our enemies, and we will serve thee. And 
‘Jehovah sent Jerubbaal, and BStKti^nd Jephthah, and 

. -J Samuel, and delivered you out of the hand of your ene- 

12 ‘ mies on every side, and ye dwelled safe. And when ye 
‘ saw that Nahash the king of the children of Ammon came 
‘ against you, ye said unto me, Nay; but a king shall reign 

13 ‘over us; when Jehovah your God was your king. Now 
‘ therefore behold the king whom ye have chosen, and whom 
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‘ye have desired! And, behold, Jehovah hath set a kin" 
‘over you. If yo will fear Jehovah, and will serve him, u 
‘ and will obey his voice, and not rebel against the com- 
‘mandmont of Jehovah, then shall both ye and also the 
‘king that roigneth over you continue following Jehovah 
‘your God. Hut if ye will not obey the voice of Jehovah, is 
‘ but rebel against the commandment of Jehovah, then will 
‘ the hand of Jehovah be against you, asit was against your 
’-fathers. How therefore stand and see this groat thing, n) 
‘ which Jehovah will do before your eyes. Is it not wheat n 
‘harvest to-day 1 I will call unto Jehovah, and he will 
‘ send thunder and rain; that ye may perceive and see that 
‘ your wickedness is great, which ye have done in tho sight 
‘of Jehovah, in asking for yourselves a king.’ So Samuel is 
called unto Jehovah; and Jehovah sent thunder and rain 
that day. And all the people greatly feared Jehovah and 
Samuel. And all the people said unto Samuel, ‘ Pray for id 
‘ thy servants unto Jehovah thy God, that we die not. Por 
‘ W'C have added unto all our sins this evil, to ask for our¬ 
selves a king.’ And Samuel said unto the people, ‘Fear do 
‘ not. Ye have done all this wickedness; jet, turn not 
‘aside from following Jehovah, but serve Jehovah with all 
‘your heart. And turn yo not aside; for then should ye ‘-i 
‘go after vain things, which cannot profit nor deliver; for 
‘ they are vain. For Jehovah will not forsake his people 22 
‘ for his groat name’s sake; because it hath pleased Jehovah 
‘ to make you his people. Moreover as for mo, it were w 
‘ wrong tfyaj, I should, sin against Jehovah in ceasing to pray 
‘ for you J but’I wilT.feach you the good and the right way. 

‘ Only fear Jehovah, and serve him in truth with all your 21 
‘ heart; for consider how great things he hath dope for you. 

‘ But if ye shall still do wickedly, ye will bA both s» 

‘ ye and your king.’ J,t \ > 1 , "• »<i 

Saul lied one yearj'nnd when he had reigned Two 1 
years over IsraeljHSMr chose him three thousand men of 2 
Israel; whereof two thousand were with Saul in Michmash 
and in the hill country of Beth-el, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan at Gibeah of Benjamin. And the rest of 
the people he sent every man to his tent. And Jonathan s 
smote the garrison of the Philistines that was on the hill, 
and the Philistines heard of it. And Saul blew the trumpet 
throughout all the land, saying, ‘Let the Hebrews hear.’ 
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* And all Israel heard say that Saul had smitten the garrison 
of the Philistines, and that Israel also was had in abomina¬ 


tion with the Philistines. And the people were called to- 
5 gather after Saul to Gilgal. And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with Israel, thirty thousand 
chariots, and six thousand horsemen, and people as the 
sand which is on the sea shore in multitude. And they 
came up, and pitched in Miehmash, eastward from Bcth- 
<s aven. "When the men of Israel saw that they were in a 
difficulty, (for the people were distressed,} then the people 
did hide themselves in caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, 
7 and in'hj^h'towers, and in pits. And some of the Hebrews 
went over the Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. 


As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all the people fol- 
s lowed him trembling. And he tarried seven days, accord¬ 
ing to the set time that Samuel had appointed. Put Samuel' 
came not to Gilgal; and the people were^being scattered 
o from aim. And Saul said, ‘ Bring hither X burnt offering 
‘ to me, and peace offerings.’ And he offered the burnt 
io offering. And it came to pass, that as soon as ho had made 
an em of offering the burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Siul went out to meet him, that he might bless him. 
n And Samuel said, ‘ What hast thou done 1 )’ And Saul said, 

1 Because I saw that the people were being scattered from 
‘me, and that thou earnest not within the days appointed, 
‘and that the Philistines were gathering themselves to- 
17 ‘getlnr at Miehmash; therefore said I, The Philistines will 
‘ comedown now upon me to Gilgal, and I have not entreated 
‘the fice of Jehovah; I forced myself therefore, and offered 
is ‘Jt-Tiunt offering.’ And Samuel said to Saul, ‘ Thou hast 
‘ done foolishly. Thou hast not kept the commandment of 
‘ Jehovdi thy God, which he commanded thee. For now 
‘ would Jehovah have established thy kingdom upon Israel 
h ‘forever. But now thy kingdom shall not continue. Jeho- 
‘ vah luth sought for himself a man after his own heart; 
‘ and Jciovah hath commanded him to be captain over his 
‘ people, because thou hast not kept what Jehovah com- 
‘ mandec tlree.’ 


is And Samuel arose, and got him up from Gilgal unto 
Gibeah cf Benjamin. And Saul mustered the people that 
io were fouid with him, about six hundred men. And Saul, 
and Jonahan his son, and the people that were found with 
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them, abode in Gibeali of Benjamin; but the Philistines 
encamped in^Mjchmash. 

And the plunderers came out of the camp of the Pliilis- it 
tines in three companies. One company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Ophrhh, unto the land of Shual; and is 
another company turned the way to Bcth-horon; and ano¬ 
ther company turned to the way of the boundary that 
looketh r to \ho vWlKy ^if Zoboim toward the desert. 

Now there was no smith found throughout all the land ip 
of Israel; for the Philistines said, 1 Lest the Hebrews make 
‘ them swords or spears.’ But all the Israelites went down 20 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every man his plowshare, 
and his coulter, and his axe, and his mattock. Yet they ai 
had a file with teeth for the mattocks, and for the coulters, 
and for the three-pronged forks, and for the axes, and to 
sharpen the goads. So it came to pass in the day of battle,’ sa 
that there was neither sword nor spear found in the hand 
of any of the people that were with Saul and Jonathan; 
but with Saul and with Jonathan his son was there found. 
And the gar ri s on of the Philistines went out to the pissage 23 
of Jliehmash. 

Now it came to pass upon a dny, that Jonathan tie son 1 
of Said said unto the young man that bare his annour, 

‘ Come, and let us go over to the Philistines’ g arr i oo i, that 
‘ is on the other side.’ But he told not his father. A&r a 
Saul tarry*J<in the uttermost part of Gibeali under * pome¬ 
granate treif which is in Migron. And the people thal were 
with him were about six hundred men; and Ahiah, tie son 3 
of Ahitub, I-chabod’s brother, the son of Phinehas, the son 
of Eli, Jehovah’s priest'in Shiloh, wearing an Eplod [or 
priestly robe]. And the people knew not that Jonathin was 
gone. And between the passages, by which Jonnthansought i 
to go over unto the Philistines’ garr i son , there was a crag of 
rock on the one side, and a crag of rock on the otter side. 
And the name of the one was Bozez, and the nans of the , 
other Seneh. The one crag was situate northwad over 5 
against Michmash, and the other southward ovei against 
Gib eali. And Jonathan said to the young man tlat bare 0 
his armour, ‘ Come, and let us go over unto the g a rri s on e-'/ 

‘ of these uncircumcised; it maybe that Jehovah lill work 
‘ for us. For there is no hindrance to Jehovah tesave by 
‘ many or by few.’ And his armour-bearer said into him, 7 
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‘ Do all that ra m thine heart. behold, I am 

s ‘with thee according to thy heart.’ Then said Jonathan, 

‘ Behold, we will pass over unto these men, and we will 
o ‘discover ourselves unto them. If they say thus unto us, 
... 'Tarry until we come to you; then we will stand still in 

10 ‘ our place, and will not go up unto them. But if they say 
‘ thus, Come up unto us; then we will go up. For Jehovah 
‘hath delivered them into our hand; and this shall be a 

11 ‘sign unto us.’ And both of them discovered themselves 
unto the garrison of the Philistines; and the Philistines 
said, ‘Behold, the Hebrews come forth out of the holes 

10 ‘ where they had hid themselves.’ And the men of the gar¬ 
rison answered Jonathan and his armour-bearer, and said, 

‘ Conic up to us, and we will shew you a thing.’ And Jona¬ 
than said unto his armour-bearer, ‘Come up after me; for 
m ‘ Jehovah hath delivered them into the hand of Israel.’ And 
Jonathan climbed up upon his hands and upon his feet, and 
his armour-bearer after him ; and they fell before Jonathan; 
i s and his armour-bearer slew after him. And that first slaugh¬ 
ter, which Jonathan and his armour-bearer made, was about 
twenty men, within as it were the half of a field, which a 
i'> yoke of oxen might plow. And there was trembling in the 
camp, in the field, and among all the people; the garri s o n-,- 
and the plunderers, they also trembled, and the earth 
quaked; srritrwas-a- trembling before-God. ' 
w And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin looked, 
and, behold, tho’ erowd melted away, and they went and 
it were scattered. Then said Saul unto the people that were 
with him, ‘Muster now, and see who is gone from us.’ 
And when they had mustered; behold, Jonathan and his 
is armour-bearer were nqt there. And Saul said unto Ahiqh, 

‘ Bring hither the ftra ol - G atL’ For -the At l t of - <5mft w a g 
is at that time with the children of Israel. And it came to 
pass, while Saul talked unto the priest, that the noise that 
was in the camp of the Philistines went on and increased. 
And Saul said unto the priest, ‘Withdraw thine hand.’ 

20 And Saul and all the people that were with him were called 
together, and they came to the battle. And, behold, every 
man’s sword was against his fellow, and there was a very 

21 great discomfiture. Moreover tho Hebrews that were with 
the Philistines before that time, who went up with them 
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into the cnmp from round about, even they also turned 
to he with the Israelites that were with Saul and Jonathan. 
Likewise all the men of Israel which lmd hid themselves as 
in the hill country of Ephraim, when they heard that the 
Philistines fled, even they also followed hard after them in 
the battle. So Jehovah saved Israel that day. :s 

But the battle passed over ini'l.o Bcth-aven. And the '-t 
men of Israel were distressed that day; f 2 r Saul had- ad¬ 
jured the people^ saying, ‘ Cursed be the man that eateth 
‘ any food uutil^evening, tlmt. I m ay 1 Ho avenged on mine 
‘enemies.’ So none of the people tasted any food. And 25 
all they of the land“tiflna-toli ivood; and there was honey 
upon thoface of the field. And when the people were come 20 
into the behold, the honey flowed; but no man put 

his hand to his mouth; for the people feared the oath. But 27 
Jonathan had not heard when his father charged the peo¬ 
ple with the oath. Therefore he put forth the end of the 
staft’ that was in his hand, and dipped it in an honeycomb, 
and put his hand to his mouth; and his eyfes were enlight¬ 
ened. Then answered one of the people, and said, * Thy 2s 
‘father strictly charged the people with an oath, saying, 

‘ Cursed be the man that eateth any food this day. And 
‘ the people were faint.’ Then said Jonathan, ‘ My father 29 
‘ hath troubled the land. See, I pray you, how mine eyes 
‘ have been enlightened, because I tasted a little of this 
‘ honey. How much more, if haply the people had eaten so 
‘ freely to-day of the spoil of their enemies which they 
‘found! For had there not been now a much greater 
‘ slaughter among the Philistines!’ 

And they smote the Philistines that day from Michmash si 
to Aijalon. And the people were very faint. And the peo- 02 
pie flew upon the spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and 
calves, and slew them on the ground. And the people did 
eat with the blood. And they told Saul, saying, ‘ Behold, ss 
‘ the people sin against Jehovah, in that they eat with the 
‘ blood.’ And he said, ‘ Ye have dealt treacherously. Boll * ■ 
‘ a great stone iim *" ’ And Saul said, ‘ Scatter si 

‘yourselves among the people, and say unto them, Bring 
‘ hither to me every man his ox, and every man his sheep 
‘ or goat, and slay them here, and eat; and sin not against 
‘ Jehovah in eating with the blood.’ And all the people 
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brought every men his ox with him that night, and slew 
35 them there. And Saul built an altar unto Jehovah. The 
same was the first altar that he built unto Jehovah. 

3G And Saul said, ‘ Let us go down after the Philistines by 
‘ night, and plunder them until the morning light, and let 
‘us not leave a man of them.’ And they said, ‘Do what- 
‘ soever is good in thine eyes.’ Then said the priest, ‘ Let 
3" ‘ us draw near hither unto God.’ And Saul asked counsel- 
of God, ‘ Shall 1 go down after the Philistines'! Wilt thou 
‘deliver them into the hand of Israeli’ But he answered 
33 him not that day. And Saul said, ‘ Draw near hither, all 
‘ ye pillars of the people; and know and see wherein this 
so ‘sin hath been this day. For, as Jehovah liveth, who 
‘saveth Israel, though it be in Jonathan my son, he shall 
‘surely die.’ But there was not a man among all the peo- 
‘ 1(l pie that answered him. Then said he unto all Israel, ‘Be 
‘ ye on one side, and I and Jonathan my .son will be on the 
‘other side.’ And the people, said unto Saul, ‘Do what 

41 ‘ seemeth good unto thee.’ Their Saul said unto-Jehovah, 
‘iB-God of Israel, let-fthedot-]-declare the truth.’ And Saul 

42 and J onathan were taken; but the people escaped. And 
Saul said, ‘ Cast lots between me and Jonathan my son.’ 

49 And Jonathan was taken. Then said Saul to Jonathan, 
‘Tell me what thou hast done.’ And Jonathan told him, 
and said, ‘ I did but taste a little honey with the end of the 
44 ‘staff that was in mine hand, and, lo, I must die.’ And 
Saul answered, ‘ God do so and more also; for thou shalt 
49 ‘surely die, Jonathan.’ And tho people said unto Saul, 

‘ Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought this great salvation - 
‘in Israel? It were wrong; as Jehovah liveth, there shall 
‘ not one hair of his head fall to the ground. For he hath 
‘ wrought with God this day.’ So the people rescued Jona- 
40 than, that he died not. Then Saul went up from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines; and the Philistines went to their own 
place. 

4 7 So Saul took the kingdom over Israel, and fought against 

all his enemies on every side, against Moab, and against the 
children of Ammon, and against Edom, and against the 
kings of Zobah, and against the; Philistines; and whither- 
49 soever he turned himself, he- ftekedi And he did 

mighty acts, and smote the Amalekites, and delivered Israel 
out of the hands of them that plundered them.

Now the sons of Saul were Jonathan, and Ishui, and 49 
Mclchi-shua. And the names of his two daughters were 
these; the name of the firstborn Morab, and the name of 
the younger Michal. And the name of Saul’s wife was so 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz; and the name of the 
captain of his host was Abner, the son of Nor, Saul’s uncle. 
And Kish was the father of Saul; and Ncr the father of si 
Abner lias th e sonSof Abiol. And there was sore war sa 
against the Philistines all the days of Saul. And when 
Saul saw any mighty man, or any son of valour, he took 
him unto himself. 

Samuel also said unto Saul, ‘Jehovah sent mo to anoint 1 
‘thee to be king over his people, over Israel; now there- 
‘ fore hearken thou unto the voice of the worjls of Jehovah. 
‘Thus saith Jehovah of hosts; I what Amalek s 

‘ did to Israel, how he laid wait for him in the way, when 
‘he came up from -L owe r Egypt. Now go and smite the a 
‘ Amalekites, and utterly de rfti& jf all that they have, and 
‘ be not tender to them; but slay both man and woman, 

‘ infant and suckling, ox and sheep and goat, camel and ass.’ 
And Saul called the people together, and mustered them 4 
in Tclaim, two hundred thousand men on foot, and ten 
thousand men of Judah. And Saul came tb’rt. city of s 
Amalek, and laid wait in the valley. And Saul said unto d 
the Konites, ‘ Go, depart, get you down from among the 
‘ Amalekites, lest I destroy you with them. For ye shewed 
‘kindness to all the children of Israel, when they came 
‘up out of L ow er Egypt.’ So the Kenites departed from 
among the Amalekites. And Saul smote the Amalekites 7 
from Havilah until thou comest to Shur [or Pelusiura], that 
is over against Lower Egypt. And he took Agag the king 8 
of the Amalekites alive, and utterly desSrl^ed all the peo¬ 
ple with the edge of the sword. But Saul and the pe,ople o 
spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, 
and those of the second sort, and the lambs, and all that 
was good, and were not willing utterly to deewSpthem. But 
every thing that was vile and refuse, that they destroyed 
utterly. 

Then came the word of. Jehovah unto Samuel, saying, io 
‘ It repenteth me that I have sot up Saul to be king; for he n 
‘ is turned back from following me, and hath not performed 
‘ my commandments.’ And it grieved Samuel; and he cried 
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vj unto Jehovah all night. And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told Samuel, saying, 

‘ Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, he set up for himself a 
‘ monument, and is gone about, and passed on, and has gone 
‘ down to Gilgal.’ 

is And Samuel came to SauL’ And Saul said unto him, 
‘Blessed be thou of Jehovah. I have performed the com- 
u ‘ mandinent of Jehovah.’ And Samuel said, ‘ What mean- 
1 eth then this bleating of the sheep in mine ears, and the 
is ‘lowing of the oxen which I hear?’ And Saul said, ‘They 
‘ have brought them from the Amalekites. For the people 
‘ spared the best of the sheep and of the oxen, for a sacrifice 
‘unto Jehovah thy God; and the rest we have utterly de¬ 
ni ‘streyed.’ Then Samuel said unto Saul, ‘Stay, and I will 
‘ tell thee what Jehovah hath said to me this night.’ And 
it lie said unto him, ‘ Say on.’ And Samuel said, ‘ When 
‘ thou wast little in thine own sight, wast thou not made 
‘ the head of the tribes of Israel, and Jehovah anointed 
is ‘ thee king over Israeli And Jehovah stjnt thee on a jour- 
‘ney, and said, Go and utterly destroy 1 the sinners the

it ‘Wherefore then didst thou not obey the voice of Jehovah,

‘obeyed the voice of Jehovah, and have gone in the way 
1 which Jehovah sent me, and have brought Agag the king 
‘ of Amalelc, and have utterly desfioyed the Amalekites. 

2 1 ‘ But the people took of the spoil, sheep and oxen, the cjiief 
■ of the things which should have been utterly desiihyed, 

22 ‘ to sacrifice unto Jehovah thy God in Gilgal.’ And Samuel 
said, ‘ Hath Jehovah delight in burnt offerings and sacri- 
‘ fices, as in obeying the voice of Jehovah? Behold, to obey 

1 is better than sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of. 
2:; ‘ rains. For ieJJellionls gs flip, sin of witchcraft, and Stub- 
‘ bbrnuee#-is as iiH ol af ty a ntf -a h Teraphim [or Images], Be- 
‘ cause thou hast rejected the word of Jehovah, he also will 
2i ‘reject thee from being king.’ And Saul said unto Samuel, 

‘ I have sinned. For I have transgressed the command of 
‘Jehovah, and thy words; because I feared the people, and 
25 " obeyed their voice. How therefore, I pray thee, pardon 
‘ my sin, and turn again with me, that I may worship Jeho- 
20 ‘ vah.’ And Samuel said unto Saul, ‘ I will not return 
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‘ with thee. For thou hast rejected the word of Jehovah, 
‘and Jehovah will reject thee from being king over Israel.’ 

And as Samuel turned about to go away, he laid hold 27 
upon the skirt of his mantle, and it rent. And Samuel said as 
unto him, ‘Jehovah hath rent the kingdom of Israel from 
‘ thee this day, and hath given it to a neighbour of thine, 

‘ that is better than thou. And also the Strength of Israel' a# 
‘will not lie nor repent. For he is not a man, that he 
‘ should repent.’ Then he said, ‘ I have sinned. Yet honour so 
‘ me now, I pray thee, before the elders of my people, and 
‘ before Israel, and turn again with me, that I may worship 
‘Jehovah thy God.’ So Samuel turned again after Saul; 9i 
and Saul worshipped Jehovah. 

Then said Samuel, ‘ Bring ye hither to me Agag the king 32 
‘of the Amalekites.’ And Agag came unto him with joy. 
And Agag said, ‘ Surely the bitterness of death is removed.’ 
But Samuel said, ‘ As thy sword hath made women child- 33 
‘ less, so shall thy mother be childless women.’ And 

Samuel hewed Agag in pieces before Jehovah in Gilgal. 

Then Samuel went to Hamah; and Saul went up to his si 
house to Gibeah of Saul. And Samuel came no more to 3a 
see Saul until the day of his death; for Samuel was sorry 
for Saul. And Jehovah repented that he had made Saul 
king over Israel. 

And Jehovah said unto Samuel, ‘ How long wilt thou be i 
‘ sorry for Saul, seeing I have rejected him from reigning 
‘over Israeli Fill thine horn with oil, and go, I will send 
‘thee to Jesse the Beth-lehemitc; for I have provided me 
‘ a king among his sons.’ And Samuel said, ‘ How can I 2 
‘go 1 If Saul hear it, he will kill me.’ And Jehovah said,

And the staff of his spear was like ' 
a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head was of six hundred 
Shekels of iron. And one bearing a shield went before 
him. And ho stood and cried unto the ranks of Israel, s

lowed Saul to the battle. And the names of his three sons 


that went to the battle were Eliab the firstborn, and next 
unto him Abinadab, and the third Shaminah. And David u 
was the youngest. And the three eldest followed Saul, 
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l j but David went and rotrmmd from Saul to feed his father’s 
n> sheep at Beth-lohem. And the Philistine drew near morn- 
17 ing and evening, and presented himself forty days. And 
Jessie said unto David his son, ‘ Take now for thy brethren 
1 an lip hah [gr^Bushefj ^f this parched corn, and these ten 
is ‘loaves, and-rwr'Todlie camp to thy brethren. And carry 
‘ these ten slices of cheese unto the captain of their thousand, 

‘ and look after the welfare of thy brethren, and4«M'their 
io ‘pledge,’ Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel, 
wore in the valley of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

'io And David rose up early ill the morning, and left the 
sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse had com¬ 
manded him. And he came to the barrier of wagons as 
the host was going forth to the fight, and shouted for the

And Saul said to David, ‘ Thou art not able to go against 3a 
‘ this Philistine to fight with him. For thou art but a youth, 

‘ and he a man of war from his youth.’ And David said 34 
unto Saul, ‘ Thy servant kept his father’s sheep, and there 
‘eame alien, and a bear, and took a lamb out of tho flock. 

‘ And I went out after him, and smote him, and delivered »» 
‘ it out of his mouth. And when ho rose against me, I 
‘ caught him by his beard, and smote him, and slew him. 

‘ Thy servant slew both the lion and the bear. And this so

1 David therefore departed thence, and escaped to the cave 
near Adullam. And when his brethren and all his father’s 
- house heard it, they went down thither to him. And every 
one that was in distress, and every one that was in debt, 
and every one that was bitter of soul, gathered themselves 
unto him; and he became a captain over them. And there 
were with him about four hundred men. 

3 And David went thence to Mizpeh.of Moab. And he

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When Saul heard that David was discovered, and the i) 
men that were with him, (now Saul was sitting in Gibeah 
under tamarisk tree in. jhw na h , having his spear in his ^ 
liand, and all his servants were standing about him;) then 7 
Saul said unto his servants that stood about him, ‘ Hear 
‘now, ye Benjamites. Will the son of Jesse give to every 
‘ one of you fields and vineyards, and make you all captains 
‘of thousands, and captains of hundreds; that all of you a 
‘ have conspired against mo, and no one shewed me that 
‘my son had made a league with the son of Jesse, and no 
‘ one of you was sorry for me, or shewed unto me that my 
‘son had stirred up my servant against me, to lie in wait, 

‘ as at this day ?' Then answered Doeg the Edomite, who s 
was set over the of Saul, and said, ‘ I saw the son 

‘ of Jesse cofhing to Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. 
‘And he inquired of Jehovah for him, and gave him vie- 10 
‘ tuals, and gave him the sword of Goliath the Philistine.’ 

Then the king sent to call Ahimelech the priest, the son 11 
of Ahitub, and all his father’s house, the priests that were 
in Nob. And they came all of them to the king. And 12 
Saul said, ‘ Hear now, thou son of Ahitub.’ And he an¬ 
swered, ‘ Here I am, my lord.’ And Saul said unto him, is 
‘ Why have ye conspired against me, thou and the son of

‘ more.’ And the king said, ‘ Thou shalt surely die, Aliime- 10 
‘ lech, thou, and all thy father’s house.’ And the king said it 
- unto the runners that stood about him, ‘ Turn, and slay

23 1 persons of thy father’s house. Abide thou with me, fear 
‘not. For he that seeketh my life seeketh thy life. But 
‘ with me thou shalt be in safeguard.’ 

1 Then they told David, saying, ‘ Behold, the Philistines 
‘ are fighting against Kcilali, and they are robbing the 

2 ‘threshing-floors.’ Therefore David inquired of Jehovah, 
saying, ‘Shall I go and smite these Philistines?’ And 
Jehovah said unto David, ‘Go and smite the Philistines,

And David knew that Saul was plotting mischief against 
him; and he said to Abiathar the priest, ‘ Beach hither 
io ‘ the Ephod.’ Then said David, ‘ 0 Jehovah God of Israel, 
‘ thy servant hath certainly heard that Saul seeketh to come 
u ‘to Keilah, to destroy the city for my sake. Will the men 
‘ of Keilah deliver me up into his hand? Will Saul come

And Saul sought him 
every day, but God delivered him not into his hand. And is 
David saw that Saul was come out to seek his life. And 
David was in the dosert of Ziph inilSvoocL And Jonathan ifi 
.Saul’s son arose, and went to David into the wood, and 
strengthened his hand in God. And he said unto him, it 
‘F ear not; for the hand of Saul my father will not find 
‘ thee. And thou wilt be king over Israel, and I shall bo 
‘ next in rank to thee; and that also Saul my father knoweth.’ 
And they two made a covenant before Jehovah. And is 
David abode in the wood, and Jonathan went to his house. 

Then came up tho Zipliites to Saul to Gibeah, saying, la 
‘Doth not David hide himself with us in fastnesses in 
‘ the wood, in the ItiH of Haehilah, which is en the south

‘ throughout all the thousands of Judah.’ And they arose, 3 
and went to Ziph before Saul. But David and his men 
were in the desert of Maon, in the Awijati - [or Barron

men went to seek him. And they told David. Therefore 
he went dowiKto ^ e taffi[or Potta] , &1M nborfo in the desert 
of Maon. And when Saul heard that, he pursued alter 
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as David in the desert of Maon. And Saul went on this 
side of the mountain, and David and his men on that sido 
of the mountain. And David made haste to got away from 
Saul’s sight; for Saul and his men surrounded David and 
his men to take them. 

■u But there came a messenger unto Saul, saying, ‘ Haste 
‘ thee, and come; for the Philistines have spread themselves

after David, and went against the Philistines. Therefore 
they called that place Sokrti [or the roofi ljf- of Division^.

1 And it came to pass, when Saul was returned from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines, that it was told him, saying, ‘ Behold,

thousand chosen men out of all Israel, and went to seek 
David and his men upon the face of the rocks of the wild 

s goats. And ho came to the walled sheepfolds by the way, 
where was a cave. And Saul went in to cover his feet; and 
David and his men were waiting in the hack of the cave. 
4 And the men of David said unto him, ‘Behold the day of 
‘ which Jehovah said unto thee, Behold, I will deliver up 
‘ thine enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest do to him 
1 as it shall seem good in thine eyes.’ Then David arose, 
s and cut oil’ the skirt of Saul’s robe privily. And it came to 
pass afterward, that David’s heart smote him, because he 
11 had cut off Saul’s skirt. And he said unto his men, ‘ It 
‘ were wrong in me before Jehovah that I should do this 
‘ thing unto my lord, the anointed of Jehovah, to stretch 
‘forth mine hand against him, seeing he is the anointed of 
7 ‘ Jehovah.’ So David stayed his men with those words, and 
suffered them not to rise against Saul. But Saul rose up 
* out of the cave, and went on his way. David also arose 
afterward, and wont out of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saying, ‘My lord the king.’ And when Saul looked behind 
him, David stooped with his face to the earth, and bowed 
himself. And David said to Saul, ‘Wherefore hearkenest 
‘ thou unto men’s words, who say, Behold, David seeketh 
m ‘thy hurt? Behold, this day thine eyes have seen how 
‘Jehovah had delivered thee to-day into mine hand in the 
‘ cave. And some bade me kill thee. But mine eye spared

1 thou killedst me not For if a man find his enemy, will io 
‘ he let him go well away ? Therefore may Jehovah reward 
‘ thee good for that thou hast done unto me this day. And 20 
‘ now, behold, I know well that thou wilt surely be king, 

‘ and that the kingdom of Israel will be established in thine 
1 hand. Swear now therefore unto me by Jehovah, that 21 
‘ thou wilt not cut off my seed after me, and that thou wilt 
‘not destroy my name .out of my father’s house.’ And 22 
David sware unto Saul. And Saul went home; but David 
and his men got them up unto the stronghold. 

And Samuel died. And all the Israelites were gathered 1 
together, and mourned for him, and buried him in his house 
at Ramah. And David arose, and went down to the desert 
-of ff a rnn . And there was a man in Maon, whose business 2 
was in Carmel. And the man was very great, and he had 
three thousand sheep, and a thousand goats; and he was 
shearing his sheep in CarmeL Now the name of the man 3 
was Nabal; and the name of his wife Abigail. And she 
was a woman of good understanding, and of a beautiful 
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countenance; but the man was churlish and evil in his 
doings; and he was of the house of Caleb. 

♦ And David hoard in the desert that Nabal did shear his 
sheep. And David sent out ten young men, and David 
said unto the young men, ‘ Get you up to Carmel, and go 

>'■ 1 to Nabal, and greet him in my name. And thus shall ye 
1 say to him, Life and peace be to thee, and peace to thine 
‘ ‘ house, and peace unto all that thou hast. And now I have 
‘ heard that thou hast shearers. Now thy shepherds who 
‘ were with us, we hurt them not, neither was there aught 
1 missing unto them, all the while they were in Carmel. 

# % Ask thy young men, and they will shew thee. "VYhere- 
‘ fore let the young men find favour in thine eyes. Lor we 
‘come in a good day. Give, I pray thee, whatsoever thine 
‘ hand someth upon unto thy servants, and to thy son 

! > ‘David.’ And when David’s young men came, they spake 
to Nabal according to all those words in the name of 
i" David, and ceased. And Nabal answered David’s servants, 
and said, ‘Who is David? And who is the son of Jesse? 
‘ There be many servants now a days that break away every 
ii ‘man from his master. Shall I then take my bread, and 
‘ my witter^ and my flesh that I have killed for my shearers, 
‘ and give it unto men, whom I know not whence they are !’ 
>- So David’s young men turned their way, and went again, 
us and came and told him all those sayings. And David said 
unto his men, ‘ Gird ye on every man his sword.’ And 
they girded on every man his sword; and David also girded 
on his sword. And there went up after David about four 
hundred men; and two hundred remained by tho baggage, 
ii But one of the young men told Abigail, Nabal’s wife, 
saying, ‘ Behold, David sent messengers out of the desert 
15 ‘to bless our master; and lie ra aecT drlthom. But the men 
‘ have been very good unto us, and we were not hurt, neither 
‘ missed we any thing, as long its we went about with them, 
** ‘when we wore in the fields. They were a rampart unto

I s Then Abigail made haste, and took two hundred loaves,

So and more ss 
‘also do God unto the cnemioo of David, if I leave,pf aB 
‘ that belong to him by the morning light ovSK one -t narTo r 
i d - boy ,’ And when Abigail saw David, she hastened, and rs 
lighted off the ass, and fell before David on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, and fell at his feet, and said, 29 
‘ Upon me, my lord, upon me let this iniquity be. And 
‘let tliiue handmaid, I pray thee, speak in thine ears; and 
‘ hear thou the words of thine handmaid. Let not my lord, 

‘ I pray thee, give thought to this man of Belial, even Nabal. 

1 For as his name is, so is he. Nabal [or Folly] is his name, 

‘ and folly is with him. But I thine handmaid saw not 
‘ the young men of my lord, whom thou didst send. Now 20 
‘therefore, my lord, as Jehovah liveth, and as thy soul 
‘liveth, seeing Jehovah hath withholden thee from going

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ami they were, also both of them his wives. But Saul had n 
given Jlichal his daughter, David’s wife, to Plialti the son 
of Laish, who was of Gallim. 

And the Ziphites came unto Saul to Gibeah, saying, i 
‘ Doth not David hide himself on the hill of Hachilah, 
‘which is before the I Vtf acre 000 V Then Saul arose, and a 
went down to the desert of Ziph, having three thousand 
chosen men of Israel with him, to seek David in the desert 
of Ziph. And Saul pitched on the hill of Hachilah, which a 
is before the W uiferhu HS, by the way. But David abode 
in the desert, and he saw that Saul had come after him into 
the desert. David therefore sent out spies, and understood 
that Saul was come in very deed.

‘ of the Philistines.’) And Achish believed David, saying, is 
‘He hath made his people Israel utterly to abhor him; 
‘therefore he will be my servant for ever.’

g Then Acliish called David, and said unto him, ‘ Surely, 
‘as Jehovah liveth, thou hast been upright, and thy going 
‘ out and thy coming in with me in the camp, is good in 
1 mine eyes. For I have not found evil in thee since the 
‘ day of thy coming unto me unto this day. ^Nevertheless 
' ‘ in the eyes of the lords thou art not good. Wherefore now 
‘ return, and go in peace, that thou displease not the lords 
s ‘of the Philistines.’ And David said unto Ackish, ‘Hut 
‘what have I done? And what hast thou found in thy 
‘ servant so long as I have been with thee unto this day, 
‘ that I may not go fight against the enemies of my lord the 
u ‘ king?’ And Acliish answered and said to David, ‘ I know

And Abiatliar brought 
thither the Ephod to David. And David inquired of Jelio- s 
vah, saying, ‘ Shall I pursue after this troop 1 Shall I over¬ 
take them!’ And he answered him, ‘ Pursue. For thou 


‘shalt surely overtake them, and without fail recover all.’ 

So David went, he and the six hundred men that were 9 


with him, and came to the valley of tho Besor, where some 
that were to be left behind stayed. But David pursued, lu 
he and four hundred men. For two hundred stayed be¬ 
hind, who were so faint that they could not go over the 
valley of the Besor. And they found an Egyptian in the n 
field, and brought him to David, anil gave him bread, and 
ho did eat; and they made him drink water; and they gave is 
him a slice of a cake of tigs, nnd two cakes of raisins. And 
when he had eaten, his spirit came again to him. For he 
had eaten no bread, nor drunk any water, for three days 
and three nights. And David said unto him, ‘To whom n 
‘bclongest thou? And whence art thou?’ And he said, 

‘ I am a young man of Lowe*.Egypt, servant to an Amalek- 
‘ itc; and my master left me, because three days ago I 
‘ fell sick. AYc mado an invasion upon the south of the h 
‘ Cherethiteg, and upon what belongeth to Judah, and upon 
‘the soutlqoP Caleb; and we burned Ziklag with tire.’ And u. 
David said to him, ‘Canst thou bring me down to this 
‘troop of men?’ And he said, ‘Swear unto me by God 
‘ that thou wilt neither kill me, nor deliver me up into the 
‘ hands of my master, and I will bring thee down to this 
‘ troop.’ 

And when he had brought him down, behold, they were i" 
spread abroad over the face of all the earth, eating and 
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drinking, and dancing, because of all the great spoil that 
they had taken out of the land of the Philistines, and out 
i f of the land of Judah. And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the next day. And there 
escaped not a man of them, save four hundred young men, 
is who rode upon camels, and fled. And David recovered all 
that the Amalekites had carried away. And David reco- 
ni vered his two wives. And there was nothing lacking to 
them, neither small nor great, neither sons nor daughters, 
neither plunder, nor any tiling that they had taken to them- 
s» selves. David brought back all. And David toojpall the 
flocks and the herds, wkieltthoy druveTjefore fr hooo“oth e r 
ca ttl e-, and said, ‘This is David’s spoil.’ 

■n And David came to the two hundred men, who were so 
faint that they could not follow' David, whom they had 
made also to abide in the valley of the Jlesor. And they 
went forth to moot David, and to meet the people that wore 
with him. And when David came near to the people, he 
saluted them. Then answered all the wicked men and men 
of Belial, of those that went with David, and said, ‘ Because 
‘ they wont not with us, tve will not give them aught of the 
‘ spoil that we have recovered, save to every man his wife 
‘ and his children, that they may lead them away, and do¬ 
se ‘part.’ Then said David, ‘ Ye shall not do so, my brethren, 
‘with that which Jehovah hath given ns, who hath pre¬ 
served us, and given the troop that came against us into 
si ‘ our hand. For wdio will hearken unto you in this matter ? 

‘ But as his share is that goeth down to the battle, so shall 
‘ his share be that tarrieth by the baggage. They shall 
25 ‘share alike.’ And it was so from that day forward, that 
he made it a statute and an ordinance for Israel unto this 
day. 

2' 1 And when David came to Ziklag, he sent some of tho 
spoil unto the elders of Judah, even to his friends, saying, 

‘ Behold a blessing [or present] for you out of the spoil of 
-1 ‘the enemies of Jehovah;’ to them that/vera in Beth-et^" 
and to them that were in S«uth ltnnrotn, alufto them that 
is were in Jatlir, and to them that were in Aroer, and to them 
that were in Siphmoth, and to theig that were in Fshtemoa, 
i' 1 and to them that were in and to them that wore in 

the cities of the Jerahmeolites, and to them that wore in 
10 the cities of the Kenitcs, and to them that were in llormah. 
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and to them that were in oi^shan, and to them that 
were in Athach, and to them that wero in Hebron, and to 31 
all the places where David liimself and his men had wan¬ 
dered about. 

Now the Philistines fought against Israel. And the men 1 
of Israel fled from before, the Philistines, and fell down 
slain on mount Gilboa. And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons; and the Philistines slew 
Jonathan, and Abiuadab, and Melcliishua, Saul’s sons. And a 
the battle went sore against Saul, and tlio archeraGuTliim; 
and lW V a e ooro t woumloft by the archers. Then said Saul i 
unto his armour-bearer, ‘ Draw thy sword, and thrust me 
‘through therewith; lest these uncircumcised come and 
‘ thrust me through, and abuse me.’ But his armour-bearer 
would not; for he was sore afraid. Therefore Saul took a 
6word, and fell upon it. And when his armour-bearer saw r > 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewiso upon his sword, and 
died with him. So Saul died, and bis three sons, and his # 
armour-bearer, and n th liio mon , that same day together. 

And when the men of Israel that were on the other side 7 
of the valley, and they that were on the other side of the 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel fled, and that Saul and 
his sons were dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; and 
the Pliilistines came and dwelt in them. And it came to a 
pass on the morrow, when the Philistines came to strip tho 
slain, that they found Saul and his three sons fallen on 
mount Gilboa. And they cut off his head, and stripped 9 
off his armour, and sent into the land of the Philistines 
round about, to publish it in houno of their idols, and 
amofig the people. And tliey put his armour in the house m 
of Ashtarotli; and they fastened his body to the wall of 
Beth-shan. 

And when the inhabitants of Jabesh in Gilead heard of i ’ 
that which the Pliilistines had done to Saul, all the valiant is 
men arose, and went all night, and took the body of Saul 
and the bodies of his sons from tho wall of Beth-shau, and 
came to Jabesh, and burnt them there. And they took their ni 
bones, and buried them unde??ftamarisk4*e»at Jabesh, and 
fasted for seven days. 
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
